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FIRST  DAY — MONDAY,  SEPT.  9. 

MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order 
at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  Monday,  Sept.  9, 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  Ryan  Hotel. 
V.  E.  Patnaude,  Business  Agent  Local 
No.  8 4,  in  the  chair. 

Chairman  Patnaude — The  hour  hav- 
ing arrived  for  the  opening  of  the  Con- 
vention, I now  declare  the  meeting  in 
order.  Brother  Delegates,  I assure  you 
it  gives  me  pleasure  to  welcome  you 
to  our  city  as  chairman  of  the  Local 
Convention  Committee  and  as  delegate 
from  Local  No.  84.  I take  pleasure  in 
introducing  Hon.  H.  P.  Keller,  Mayor 
of  St.  Paul,  as  the  first  speaker. 

Mayor  Keller  — Ladies,  Gentlemen, 
Delegates  to  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers:  I assure  you  it  gives 

me  a great  deal  of  sincere  and  genuine 
pleasure  to  welcome  your  Convention  to 
the  city  of  St.  Paul.  While  it  may  seem 
a little  prejudiced  and  a little  biased  on 
my  part,  I want  to  commend  your  good 
judgment  in  selecting  St.  Paul  as  your 
meeting  place  this  year.  I realize  fully, 
being  somewhat  afflicted  with  averdu- 
pois  myself,  that  the  "weather  might  be 
a trifle  cooler,  but  I have  alwrays  noticed 
that  the  best  results  are  obtained  by 
conventions  "when  the  men  get  right 
down  to  business  in  their  shirt  sleeves; 
and  I think,  therefore,  this  week  will 
result  in  the  general  welfare  of  the 
organization. 

We  in  St.  Paul  are  ardent  believers 
in  the  value  of  organization.  We  know 
that  a great  deal  more  can  be  accom- 
plished when  many  minds  work  together 
for  the  common  weal  than  can  be  accom- 
plished when  individuals  are  straining 
and  pulling  apart.  We  realize  here  in 
this  great  Northwest  the  tremendous  im- 
petus that  has  been  given  this  Empire 
of  the  West,  that  has  been  given  to  the 
whole  world,  in  fact,  through  inventions 
in  recent  years. 

I want  to  tell  you  what  this  city  was 
when  my  father  and  mother  came. here 


in  the  spring  of  185  6.  When  the  river 
froze  over  in  those  days  in  the  early 
winter  it  practically  isolated  St.  Paul 
from  the  outside  world  until  naviga- 
tion opened  in  the  spring.  It  was  not 
until  a number  of  years  after  that  date 
that  a railroad  penetrated  as  far  west 
as  this  city.  At  that  time  there  was 
not  a railroad  west  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  As  you  came  to  the  city  on 
trains  from  the  east  and  from  other 
parts  of  the  country  you  were  able  to 
see  the  result  of  the  advancement  of 
railroad  industries,  and  that  advance- 
ment is  directly  attributable  to  the 
application  of  steam  to  locomotive 
power. 

You  gentlemen  represent  one  of  the 
greatest  industries  in  the  world  today, 
one  that  has  contributed  more  largely 
than  any  other  to  the  material  progress 
we  have  made  in  the  last  century.  It 
has  been  said,  and  truly  said,  that  the 
world  has  advanced  more  in  the  last 
century  than  it  has  advanced  in  all  its 
previous  history  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment of  that  period,  and  this  great  ad- 
vancement is  due  more  largely  than 
anything  else  to  the  perfection  of  the 
application  of  steam  to  the  uses  of  man- 
kind. 

As  the  Mayor  of  this  city  I extend 
to  you  a sincere  welcome.  You  are 
doubly  welcome.  I extend  to  you  one 
and  all  the  entire  freedom  of  the  city. 
I give  to  you,  literally  and  figuratively, 
the  keys  of  the  City  of  St.  Paul.  I want 
to  congratulate  the  local  committee  on 
the  result  of  its  arduous  and  sincere 
efforts  to  make  your  stay  here  a pleas- 
ant one,  and  from  my  knowledge  of 
the  men  on  that  committee  I am  assured 
that  not  only  will  your  deliberations  in 
this  hall  be  productive  of  a great  deal 
of  good  for  yourselves  individually  and 
for  your  organization  at  large,  but  that 
your  stay  will  be  pleasant  and  that  you 
will  leave  St.  Paul  with  nothing  but  the 
most  enjoyable  recollections  of  your  so- 
journ with  us.  I thank  you. 
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Chairman  Patenaude  introduced  to 
the  Convention  H.  E.  Hall,  President  of 
the  Minnesota  State  Federation  of  La- 
bor. 

President  Hall — Mr.  Chairman  and 
Delegates:  I am  going  to  be  just  as 

brief  as  I possibly  can  because  I know 
you  have  a great  volume  of  work  to  do. 
Nothing  gives  me  greater  pleasure  in 
the  work  I am  called  upon  to  do  for  our 
state  movement  than  to  extend  to  the 
conventions  that  meet  here  from  time 
to  time  in  our  cities  the  fraternal  greet- 
ings of  the  State  Federation  and  wel- 
come you  to  our  state.  I hope  that  a 
great  deal  of  constructive  work  will  be 
the  result  of  your  deliberations.  I 
might  say  a few  words  in  behalf  of  an 
effort  that  has  been  made  by  our  state 
movement,  of  which  your  local  unions 
are  a part.  They  have  taken  an  active 
part,  but  there  is  much  to  be  done  and 
the  State  Federation  needs  assistance. 
I hope  during  your  stay  assistance  will 
be  rendered  us  in  organizing  the  out- 
lying districts.  We  have  been  discuss- 
ing for  more  than  a year  remedial  leg- 
islation that  will  be  most  beneficial,  not 
only  to  the  members  of  your  craft  here, 
but  to  your  international  organization. 

It  is  the  aim  of  our  State  Federation 
to  do  everything  possible  to  bring  a hun- 
dred per  cent  organization  to  the  crafts, 
not  only  those  that  are  now  organized, 
but  to  all  the  workers  in  the  various 
crafts.  We  are  asking  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  organized  crafts  to  assist  us 
as  we  go  along.  I therefore  ask  the 
delegates  to  go  back  to  their  various 
localities  and  plead  with  the  rank  and 
file  to  do  something  for  this  great  move- 
ment of  labor  that  has  brought  about  so 
many  good  conditions  and  promises  to 
do  more  if  we  can  only  secure  the  prop- 
er co-operation.  This  movement  of  la- 
bor is  a great  co-operative  movement 
of  the  workers.  Plead  with  your  or- 
ganized members  to  tell  the  story  to 
some  unorganized  man  or  woman;  plead 
with  them  to  get  these  unorganized 
workers  to  become  members  of  the  re- 
spective organizations  of  their  crafts. 
If  we  have  twice  as  many  members  as 
we  have  now,  or  even  if  we  have  as 
many  more,  at  our  next  meeting  it  will 
be  easier  for  us  to  bring  about  the  con- 
dition we  are  striving  for. 

I again  extend  the  fraternal  greet- 
ings of  our  state  movement  and  express 
the  hope  that  your  deliberations  will 
be  most  beneficial  to  your  members. 
Any  time  you  want  us,  morning,  noon 
and  night,  my  colleagues  and  myself 
will  be  ready  to  do  anything  we  can  to 
assist  you  and  make  your  stay  pleasant. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  No.  184, 
moved  that  the  Convention  tender  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Mayor  Keller 
for  the  courtesy  shown  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by 
unanimous  vote. 


Chairman  Patnaude  introduced  to 
the  Convention  A.  L.  Rich,  President 
of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Assembly  of 
St.  Paul. 

President  Rich — Mr.  Chairman,  La- 
dies and  Brother  Delegates:  I wish 

to  say  a few  words  of  hearty  welcome  to 
our  city  and  to  extend  the  best  wishes 
of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Assembly  of 
this  city.  We  hope  your  stay  in  St. 
Paul  will  be  pleasant  and  that  your 
deliberations  will  be  of  benefit  to  your- 
selves and  to  our  organization  in  gen- 
eral. I hope  you  will  overlook  any 
shortcomings  on  the  part  of  our  local 
committee.  If  they  are  guilty  of  any 
oversights  it  will  not  be  because  they 
do  not  want  you  to  go  away  satisfied 
with  what  they  have  done,  but  because 
they  are  new  in  the  business.  We  trust 
your  deliberations  will  result  in  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  organization  in 
general. 

Chairman  Patnaude  introduced  to 
the  Convention  Mr.  Collis  Lovely,  Gen- 
eral Vice  President  of  the  Boot  and 
Shoe  Workers’  Union. 

Mr.  Lovely — Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  My 

visit  here  today  has  a double  purpose. 
First,  I bring  the  fraternal  greetings 
and  best  wishes  of  the  International 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers’  Union  and  wish 
you  success  in  your  deliberations  during 
the  convention.  I am  sure  your  con- 
vention will  be  successful.  And  I say 
that  because  of  experience.  While  I 
am  not  at  all  pleased  with  the  weather 
we  have  had  during  the  several  conven- 
tions I have  attended  in  St.  Paul,  the 
general  atmosphere  seems  to  be  good 
for  labor  conventions.  Our  last  con- 
vention of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers 
was  held  in  this  city  a year  ago  last 
June,  and  it  tvas  the  most  successful 
convention  we  ever  held. 

Our  organization  has  been  very  suc- 
cessful since  that  convention  closed. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  our  suc- 
cess prior  to  that  time  was  very  flat- 
tering, it  has  been  even  more  so  since 
that  convention  closed.  Our  increase 
in  membership  since  that  time  is  some- 
thing over  two  thousand.  Our  finan- 
cial resources  have  increased  in  pro- 
portion, and  on  the  whole  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  the  International  Union  of 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers  is  in  better 
shape  today  than  it  has  ever  been  in 
its  existence,  both  numerically  and  finan- 
cially. Of  course  we  have  a'  number 
of  districts  and  localities  where  our 
organization  needs  assistance,  and  that 
is  the  second  purpose  of  my  appearance 
here  today— to  thank  you  for  past  favors 
and  ask  your  continued  assistance  in 
the  say  of  asking  for  the  stamp  when 
you  are  purchasing  shoes. 

I am  not  satisfied,  however,  with  ask- 
ing you  to  request  the  stamp  of  the 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers.  I believe  it  is 
the  duty  of  all  trades  unions  to  patron- 
ize all  the  labels.  I am  satisfied  that 
with  your  continued  assistance,  as  well 
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as  the  assistance  of  the  other  interna- 
tional unions,  our  organization  will  con- 
tinue to  grow  and  prosper,  as  I hope  and 
trust  your  organization  will  grow  and 
prosper.  Not  only  have  you  the  best 
wishes  of  the  Boot  and -Shoe  Workers’ 
Union,  but  we  hope  that  when  you 
adjourn  your  deliberations  will  have 
been  such  as  to  make  failure  an  impos- 
sibility. 

Chairman  Patnaude — I will  now  turn 
the  gavel  over  to  our  General  President, 
Matt  Comerford.  I am  sure  he  needs 
no  introduction,  as  you  all  know  him. 

General  President  Comerford — Mr. 
Chairman  of  the  Local  Committee,  Pres- 
ident Hall  of  the  State  Federation,  Vice 
President  Lovely  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe- 
makers, and  Brother  Rich  of  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Assembly:  I wish  to  thank 

you  very  kindly  in  behalf  of  the  dele- 
gates to  this  convention  for  your  pres- 
ence here  this  morning.  I am  sorry 
to  be  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of 
saying  a word  -while  His  Honor,  Mayor 
Keller,  was  present.  Of  course  it  will 
not  be  necessary  now  that  he  has  re- 
tired. However,  I wish  to  tell  the  dele- 
gates that  I knew.  Mr.  Keller  years 
before  he  had  the  ambition  to  be  Mayor 
of  St.  Paul.  Although  he  and  I differed 
in  politics,  we  were  always  personal 
friends.  I assure  you  that  he  has  al- 
ways been  very  friendly  to  our  cause. 
He  has  not  had  the  opportunity  to  do 
as  much  as  the  mayors  of  other  cities 
have  been  able  to  do  for  labor,  but  Mr. 
Keller  has  always  been  fair  to  our 
movement. 

The  General  President  stated  that  it 
would  give  him  great  pleasure  to  call 
any  convention  of  the  I.  U.  of  S.  E. 
to  order,  but  it  gave  him  particular 
pleasure  to  call  this  St.  Paul  convention 
to  order  to  transact  its  business  and 
made  brief  reference  to  his  former  res- 
idence in  the  city.  In  concluding  his 
address  President  Comerford  said: 

Now,  brothers,  as  the  Mayor  has  re- 
tired and  we  have  business  to  transact 
I am  sure  you  do  not  wish  to  listen  to 
any  further  remarks  from  me.  Before 
concluding,  however,  I feel  I should 
apologize  to  the  men  I asked  to  vote 
for  St.  Paul  as  the  place  for  holding  the 
next  convention  when  we  selected  it  at 
our  Denver  meeting.  I promised  you 
at  that  time  that  we  would  enjoy  the 
most  delightful  weather  to  be  found 
in  any  portion  of  the  American  conti- 
ment.  I am  very  sorry  I have  not  been 
able  to  make  good. 

Brothers  and  Delegates,  it  now  be- 
comes my  duty  to  call  this  Convention 
to  order  to  transact  the  business  that 
may  come  before  it.  The  Convention 
will  be  in  order. 

Delegate  Stevenson,  Local  No.  402, 
moved  that  the  Convention  tender  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Messrs.  Hall, 
Rich,  Lovely  and  the  General  President 
for  their  addresses  to  the  Convention. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by 
unanimous  vote.

(The  delegates  from  Locals  2,  2 0,  329, 
440,  56-A  and  403-A  were  not  included 
in  the  report  presented  by  the  Commit- 
tee, but  were  seated  later  and  added  to 
the  list). 

Delegate  Moser  stated  that  the  list 
read  was  a partial  report,  and  contained 
the  names  of  the  delegates  whose  seat- 
ing was  recommended  by  the  Committee 
on  Credentials. 

Delegate  Gebeler,  Local  No.  68,  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  partial  report  and 
the  seating  of  the  delegates  named  in 


the  list.  Seconded. 

Delegate  Elzemann,  Local  No.  IS, 
stated  that  but  three  votes  were  given 
by  the  committee  to  No.  18. 

General  President  Comerford — There 
is  a constitutional  provision  that  pre- 
vents a delegate  casting  more  than  three 
votes. 

Delegate  Schmitz,  Local  No.  5 6 — As 
President  of  Local  No.  56  I would  re- 
spectfully protest  against  the  action  of 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  in  only 
giving  the  delegation  one  vote.  Local 
No.  56  is  entitled  to  four  votes.  There 
are  three  delegates  here.  I therefore 
move  that  the  matter  of  dividing  the 
votes  of  Local  No.  56  be  made  a new 
order  of  business. 

The  Chairman  ruled  the  motion  out 
of  order,  stating  it  was  a negative  mo- 
tion. 

Delegate  Montferring,  Local  No.  56, 
asked  permission  to  make  an  explana- 
tion in  regard  to  the  delegation  from 
that  local.  He  stated  the  local  had  sent 
three  delegates  and  they  were  entitled 
to  four  votes;  that  three  credentials 
had  been  presented  to  the  committee, 
and  wished  to  know  if  the  credential 
of  August  Smith  had  been  presented  to 
the  committee. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  stat- 
ed that  the  credential  of  August  Smith 
had  been  presented  as  an  alternate; 
that  Delegate  Smith  had  presented  the 
credential  and  claimed  a seat  as  an 
alternate. 

Delegate  Montferring  stated  that  six 
credentials  had  been  sent,  four  desig- 
nated as  principals  and  two  alternates; 
that  a special  meeting  was  called  later 
and  Local  No.  5 6 adopted  a resolution 
providing  for  sending  but  three  dele- 
gates to  the  Convention;  that  August 
Smith  had  not  appeared  at  any  meeting 
of  Local  No.  56  to  claim  his  credentials 
and  had  not  protested  against  the  action 
of  the  local.  He  asked  that  three  dele- 
gates be  seated  from  Local  No.  56- — 
Delegates  Schmitz,  Hoerschelmann  and 
Montefering.  He  stated  further  that  the 
local  union  had  the  right  to  designate 
its  own  delegates. 

Delegate  Moser,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  stated  that  the  credentials 
of  Local  No.  56  were  on  file  with  the 
committee,  and  among  them  was  the 
credential  of  August  Smith  as  alter- 
nate; that  the  other  three  delegates  had 
appeared  before  the  committee  and 
stated  that  subsequent  to  the  election 
of  the  delegates  action  was  taken  by 
the  local  union  to  the  effect  that  only 
three  delegates  would  he  sent  to  the 
convention.  He  stated  further  that  the 
special  meting  at  which  the  action  was 
taken  was  called  for  another  purpose; 
that  the  committee  held  that  the  reg- 
ular meeting  was  held  on  the  specified 
date  and  had  complied  with  the  law  in 
electing  the  delegates  and  alternates, 
and  the  committee  sustained  that  action 
of  the  local. 
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Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8,  took 
exception  to  the  ruling  of  the  Chairman 
that  the  motion  of  the  delegate  from 
Local  No.  56  was  out  of  order,  that  it 
was  a negative  motion.  He  stated  that 
the  motion  was  not  negative  to  the  re- 
port of  the  committee;  that  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  before  the  Con- 
vention and  was  subject  to  revision  and 
subject  to  any  action  the  Convention 
might  see  fit  to  take.  He  spoke  fur- 
ther in  favor  of  the  contention  of  the 
delegates  of  Local  No.  56,  that  the  local 
union  interested,  the  body  that  would 
have  to  pay  the  bills,  should  be  allowed 
to  designate  their  own  delegates. 

Delegate  Mellody,  Local  No.  71 — It 
seems  to  me  in  listening  to  the  state- 
ment of  the  President  of  Local  No.  56 
the  most  important  matter  brought  be- 
fore the  Committee  on  Credentials  has 
not  been  touched  upon.  Brother 
Schmitz  stated  the  special  meeting  was 
called  to  reverse  the  action  formerly 
taken  to  send  four  delegates  and  they 
decided  to  send  only  three.  The  Cre- 
dentials Committee  was  led  to  believe 
the  special  meeting  was  called  to  in- 
struct the  delegates.  The  committee 
took  the  position  that  no  other  business 
could  be  taken  up  at  that  special  meet- 
ing. We  therefore  saw  no  reason  why 
Brother  August  Smith  should  have  been 
brought  into  the  matter  and  deprived 
of  his  seat  as  the  alternate,  as  he  had 
the  highest  vote  in  the  meeting  held 
in  June. 

Delegate  Carroll,  Local  No.  72,  asked 
if  Local  No.  56  had  notified  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  that  the  credentials 
of  one  of  their  delegates  had  been  re- 
called. 

The  General  Secretary-Treasurer  stat- 
ed that  no  communication  in  reference 
to  a meeting  to  withdraw  the  credentials 
of  one  of  their  delegates  had  been  re- 
ceived at  the  Chicago  office. 

Delegate  Hoerschelmann — Four  dele- 
gates from  Local  No.  56  were  supposed 
to  be  sent  to  the  Convention.  The 
President  of  the  local  notified  me  a 
week  ago  that  one  of  the  delegates  was 
withdrawn,  that  they  would  only  send 
three  delegates.  A week  ago  it  came 
out  that  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Nas- 
sau Brewing  Company  met  with  an  acci- 
dent and  could  not  come.  Then  No.  56 
decided  to  send  only  three. 

Delegate  Hebeler,  Local  No.  68,  stat- 
ed that  if  a delegate  could  not  attend 
the  Convention  the  alternate  was  en- 
titled to  the  seat  in  his  absence. 

Delegate  O’Connor,  Local  No.  143, 
moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Grievances.  The 
Chairman  stated  the  motion  could  not 
be  entertained,  but  that  a motion  to 
refer  the  matter  back  to  the  committee 
for  further  consideration  would  be  in 
order. 

Delegate  Horan,  Local  No.  20,  asked 
if  August  Smith’s  name  was  submitted 
as  a delegate  from  Local  No.  56.  The 


Chairman  of  the  Committee  stated  that 
it  was  submitted  under  the  seal  of  the 
local.  Delegate  Horan  stated  that  was 
sufficient  reason  why  he  should  be  seat- 
ed. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  McConville, 
debate  was  closed. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  partial  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  seat  the  delegates  named  therein 
was  carried. 

Delegate  Moser,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  submitted  a 
further  report,  as  follows: 

In  addition  to  the  above  report  we 
wish  to  state  to  the  Convention  that 
we  have  the  credentials  of  56a,  139 
Milwaukee,  4 03a  and  also  a letter  from 
67,  Oakland,  Cal.,  all  of  which  will 
receive  our  further  consideration  in  due 
time.

The  Convention  was  called  to  order 
at  2 o’clock  p.  m.,  Monday,  Sept.  9th, 
General  President  Comerford  in  the 
chair. 

The  Chairman  stated  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  have  a roll  call  during  the 
afternoon  session  as  a complete  list  of 
the  delegates  had  not  been  compiled.

Delegate  Tighe,  Local  No.  74 — I move 
that  the  General  Secretary  be  instruct- 
ed to  send  a telegram  of  fraternal 
greetings  to  the  Coopers’  International 
Union,  now  in  convention  in  St.  Louis. 
Seconded  and  carried  by  unanimous 
vote. 

Delegate  Schmitz,  Local  56,  moved  that 
a similar  telegram  he  sent  to  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Brewery  Workers, 
in  session  at  Denver,  Colo.  Seconded 
and  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS. 

First  Vice  President  Snellings  pre- 
sided during  the  reading  of  the  follow- 
ing report: 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT’S  REPORT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  Acting  at  the 

Third  Biennial  Convention  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

Greeting  i — 

The  large  extent  of  the  work  which  must 
be  done  by  this  body,  operates  as  a warning, 
that  I must  be  as  brief  in  my  report  as  I 
can  be,  consistently  with  my  duty  to  set 
before  you  fully  the  most  important  details 
of  the  business  of  the  organization  trans- 
acted since  the  last  general  convention. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure,  mingled  with 
no  little  pride,  that  I am  able  to  present  to 
you  here  the  result  of  the  organizing  work 
done  during  the  past  fourteen  or  fifteen 
months. 

In  my  report  to  the  Denver  Convention, 
I used  this  language:  “Organization  ana 

still  more  extended  and  better  organization 
remains  today,  as  it  has  always  been,  the 
great  need  of  our  organization.  That,  to- 
gether with  the  adoption  of  some  effectual 
means  to  hold  our  new  locals  together  and 
cheer  along  the  path  of  duty,  the  younger 
and  less  experienced  members  of  the  or- 
ganization represent  in  my  humble  opinion 
the  leading  problem  which  confronts  us 
here  at  the  threshold  of  the  Second  Bien- 
nial Convention  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers.” 

That  remains  as  true  today  as  it  was  two 
years  ago.  The  result  of  the  organizing 
work  since  done,  which  is  here  set  out  in 
detail,  fully  justifies  the  view  above  quoted. 

According  to  the  figures  taken  from  the 
eight  quarterly  reports  ending  July  31st, 
1912,  there  have  been  initiated  in  the  com- 
bined locals  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers,  ten  thousand,  four  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  members.  During  the 
same  period  two  thousand,  three  hundred 
and  fifty  suspended  members  were  rein- 
stated, making  a total  of  twelve  thousand, 
seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  members 
added  to  our  rolls.  This  would  have  been 
a very  gratifying  record,  if  our  losses  from 
deaths,  expulsions  and  suspensions  had  not 
been  so  great.  During  the  term,  seven 
thousand  and  eight  members  were  suspend- 
ed; four  hundred  and  eleven  were  expelled, 
six  hundred  and  fifty-six  withdrawal  cards 
were  issued,  and  two  hundred  and  sixty 
deaths  were  reported;  making  a total  loss 
of  eight  thousand,  three  hundi’ed  and  thirty- 


five  members.  From  these  figures,  it  will 
be  seen  that  our  net  gain  in  membership 
during  the  two  fiscal  years  composing  the 
term,  was  four  thousand,  four  hundred  and 
thirty- two. 

In  order  to  make  this  matter  clear  to  the 
delegates,  I have  compiled  a brief  table, 
which  will  show  at  a glance,  the  significance 


of  the  figures  quoted.

The  General  Secretary-Treasurer’s  report 
will  present  to  the  Convention,  in  detail,  the 
amounts  spent  for  organizing  purposes,  the 
localities  in  which  organizing  work  was 
done,  the  number  of  organizers  on  the  road, 
etc.,  so  it  is  unnecessary  here,  to  do  more 
than  direct  your  attention  to  the  subject  in 
a general  way. 

During  the  past  term  a great  deal  of 
attention  was  devoted  to  the  Pacific  Coast, 
where  an  organizer  has  been  in  the  field 
almost  continuously  and  with  very  satis- 
factory results.  The  Gasoline  Marine  Engi- 
neers of  San  Francisco  harbor  were  or- 
ganized and  now  maintain  a very  prosperous 
local  union.  The  Dredgemen  of  that  locality 
were  also  organized  into  a local,  and  in 
addition,  many  of  the  older  local  unions 
were  strengthened  through  the  efforts  of 
the  organizers  placed  in  that  locality. 

As  will  be  seen  later,  the  most  gratifying 
progress  made  was  in  the  State  of  Michi- 
gan, where  one  of  the  General  Organizers 
has  been  at  work  for  more  than  a year. 

In  compliance  with  the  instructions  con- 
tained in  a resolution  adopted  by  the  Denver 
Convention,  organizers  were  appointed  in 
the  New  England  States  and  the  work  con- 
tinued for  nearly  a year.  Considering  the 
opposition  which  was  encountered  in  that 
locality,  and  which  will  be  referred  to  later 
in  this  report,  the  results  have  been  fairly 
satisfactory. 

CLEVELAND,  ST.  LOUIS,  BUFFALO, 
PHILADELPHIA. 

Among  the  cities  where  an  attempt  was 
made  to  increase  the  membership  of  the 
organization  are  Cleveland,  Ohio,  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  and  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

When  Vice  President  Finlay  was  placed 
on  the  road  as  a permanent  organizer,  his 
first  assignment  being  to  his  own  city, 
where  he  spent  some  time  in  attempting  to 
bring  about  a better  organization  of  the 
Stationary  Engineers  of  Cleveland.  His  re- 
ports to  the  General  Executive  Board  show 
that  out  of  nearly  three  thousand  engineers 
in  the  city  and  vicinity,  only  two  hundred 
are  organized,  although  large  numbers  of 
the  unorganized  engineers  he  visited  readily 
agreed  .to  join  a new  local,  if  an  additional 
charter  should  be  granted. 

After  securing  a sufficient  number  of 
names  to  form  a new  organization  with  a 
membership  of  more  than  one  hundred, 
Brother  Finlay  appeared  before  Local  No.  SI 
and  requested  their  permission  to  organize 
the  new  local.  To  his  and  our  surprise,  the 
local  took  advantage  of  the  constitutional 
provision  requiring  a three-fourths  majority 
vote  of  the  existing  local  and  refused  to 
give  approval  to  the  issuance  of  a new 
ch  arter. 

Thus  our  efforts  to  build  up  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 
in  Cleveland  were  wasted  because  a few 
members  of  the  existing  local,  who  are 
mostly  N.  A.  S.  E.  men,  have  been  able, 
through  this  absurd  three-fourths  majority 
requirement,  to  tie  the  hands  of  the  General 
Executive  Board. 

The  situation  in  St.  Louis  is  equally  as 
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bad,  if  not  worse  than  in  Cleveland.  During 
the  Convention  of  the  American  Federation 
o'f  Labor,  held  in  St.  Louis,  November,  1910, 
I had  the  opportunity  of  meeting  scores  of 
engineers  who  formerly  belonged  to  our  sta- 
tionary local  in  that  city  and  many  others 
who  never  held  membership;  arid  they  are 
all  in  agreement,  that  if  a new  local  is  or- 
ganized, it  will  not  be  difficult  to  get  five 
or  six  hundred  members  in  a very  short 
time. 

The  delegates  representing  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 
at  that  Convention,  visited  Local  No.  2 and 
advised  that  another  local  be  organized.  We 
called  attention  to  the  impossibility  of  ever 
organizing  the  vast  number  of  stationary 
engineers  in  the  great  city  of  St  Louis  into 
one  local,  and  cited  the  advancement  made 
by  the  engineers  of  New  York,  and  particu- 
larly by  Chicago,  since  the  additional  locals 
had  been  formed  in  these  places. 

So  far  as  influencing  the  men  in  control 
of  Local  No.  2,  our  arguments  might  just  as 
well  have  been  addressed  to  the  Egyptian 
mummies  in  the  Museum  of  Natural  History 
who  have  been  dead  four  thousand  years 

Of  course  nothing  has  been  done,  nor  will 
anything  ever  be  accomplished  in  St.  Louis 
or  Cleveland,  until  the  General  Executive 
Board  is  authorized  by  this,  or  some  suc- 
ceeding Convention,  to  send  an  organizer 
into  both  cities  -with  authority  to  create 
at  least  one  additional  stationary  local  in 
each  place. 

Our  efforts  in  Buffalo  were  more  success- 
ful, although  in  the  beginning,  some  opposi- 
tion was  encountered.  For  some  years  an 
independent  organization  of  stationary  en- 
gineers existed  in  that  city  and  with  a mem- 
bership far  greater  than  the  two  locals  of 
the  I.  U.  S.  E. 

In  accordance  -with  the  instructions  given 
me  by  the  Denver  Convention,  an  organizer 
was  sent  to  Buffalo  and  with  the  result  that 
the  independent  organization  of  stationary 
engineers  and  the  School  engineers  were 
chartered,  and  are  now  local  unions  of  our 
International  body. 

Acting  under  instructions  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  I made  repeated  attempts 
to  have  Local  No.  104  agree  to  amalgamate 
with  the  two  independent  organizations  of 
hoisting  engineers  in  Philadelphia.  After 
visiting  Local  No.  104  several  times  and  find- 
ing their  membership  gradually  decreasing 
until  it  had  reached  a condition  that  scarce- 
ly any  good  was  being  accomplished  for  the 
membership,  I decided  to  attend  a meeting 
of  the  independent  organization  and  find  out 
if  an  amalgamation  could  be  accomplished 
through  the  issuance  of  a new  charter.  I 
was  received  most  cordially  by  both  organi- 
zations and  given  assurance  that  if  the  char- 
ter of  Local  No.  104  was  withdrawn  and  a 
new  charter  issued  it  would  be  a compara- 
tively easy  matter  to  organize  the  hoisting 
and  portable  engineers  of  Philadelphia  into 
one  local  union.  After  making  repeated  trips 
to  Philadelphia,  and  attending  numerous 
meetings  of  Local  No.  104,  and  without  being 
able  to  convince  the  few  men  composing 
that  local  as  to  the  necessity  of  amalga- 
mating with  the  other  organizations,  I con- 
cluded to  report  the  entire  matter  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  unless  Local  No.  104  agreed 
to  surrender  their  charter  and  join  with 
the  independent  organizations  in  forming 
one  solid  body  of  hoisting  engineers  in  Phil- 
adelphia, the  charter  be  revoked. 

On  account  of  the  numerous  violations 
of  the  constitution  on  the  part  of  the  local 
and  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  hoisting 
engineers  of  Philadelphia,  as  a result  of 
these  violations,  the  Board  unanimously  ap- 
proved of  my  recommendation.  I am  glad  to 
report,  however,  it  was  not  necessary  for  me 
to  exercise  the  authority  given  me  by  the 
General  Executive  Board. 

Vice  President  Finlay  was  sent  to  Phila- 
delphia, having  been  given  authority  to 
carry  out  the  decision  of  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  all  the  hoisting  engineers  of  that 
city  together  into  one  local  union.  The  bet- 
ter judgment  of  the  majority  of  old  Local 
No.  104,  finally  prevailed,  as  they  surren- 
dered their  charter  and  permitted  Vice 


President  Finlay  to  organize  the  new  local. 

I am  sure  the  delegates  to  this  Conven- 
tion will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  although 
the  new  local  of  hoisting  and  portable  en- 
gineers of  Philadelphia,  has  been  in  exist- 
ence only  three  or  four  months,  more  real 
good  has  been  accomplished  in  their  behalf 
than  during  the  five  or  six  years  of  strife 
and  turmoil  which  preceded  this  short  pe- 
riod. 

OBSTABLES  THAT  HAD  TO  BE  DEALT 
WITH. 

It  would  be  unfair  to  this  Convention  if 
I did  not  state  as  briefly  as  it  can  be  done 
some  of  the  circumstances  going  before  and 
attending  this  work,  and  some  of  the  dif- 
ficulties which  have  attended  it. 

The  actual  work  of  organization  since 
the  last  Convention  covers,  as  indicated 
above,  a period  of  only  about  fourteen  or 
fifteen  months.  The  obstacles  thrown  in 
our  path  by  the  ill-advised  efforts  of  certain 
members,  most  of  whom  were  prominent 
as  delegates  to  the  Denver  Convention,  pre- 
vented the  inauguration  of  active  organizing 
work  for  fully  four  or  five  months. 

These  efforts  began  immediately  following 
the  adjournment  of  our  last  Convention, 
when  Brother  Whelan,  then  a leading  mem- 
ber of  Local  No.  16  of  Boston,  attended  a 
gathering  of  the  former  members  of  No.  3 
in  Chicago  and  vented  his  ill-will  against 
the  then  officers-elect  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  and 
against  the  organization  itself,  by  a ti- 
rade of  abuse.  My  information  is  that  he 
sought  to  justify  the  conduct  of  those  men, 
which  had  resulted  in  the  disruption  of  that 
local,  and  to  cast  dishonor  and  discredit 
on  the  Convention  which  had  just  adjourned 
and  on  those  to  whom  that  Convention  had 
entrusted  the  management  of  the  affairs 
of  the  organization  for  the  succeeding  two 
years. 

This  action  of  Brother  Whelan  would  be 
unworthy  of  notice  by  me,  if  he  had  not 
followed  it  up,  as  he  did,  by  continuing  his 
campaign  of  slander  and  distruction  after 
he  reached  Boston.  Thanks  to  his  efforts 
his  local  reached  the  very  dangerous  attitude 
of  deciding  to  refuse  to  pay  per  capita  tax 
and  to  withdraw  from  the  general  organiza- 
tion. His  plans  were  practically  completed, 
when  my  business  as  head  of  the  organiza- 
tion called  me  to  Boston,  in  connection  with 
the  affairs  of  Local  No.  4 of  that  city. 

Finding  himself  confronted  by  the  deter- 
mined purpose,  openly  avowed  by  certain  of 
his  fellow  members,  to  apply  for  a charter 
for  a new  local,  in  case  his  plans  were  put 
into  effect,  and  plainly  fearing  the  outcome 
of  those  plans,  as  the  result  of  my  pres- 
ence on  the  ground,  he  backed  away  and 
hurriedly  assented  to  the  payments  of  the 
per  capita  tax  which  up  to  that  date  had 
been  withheld.  The  meeting  of  the  execu- 
tive body  of  his  local,  which  had  apparently 
been  called  to  carry  his  disruptive  plans 
into  effect,  after  my  presence  in  Boston  and 
my  intention  to  attend  its  session  had  been 
made  known  to  those  present,  resolved  at 
once,  and  on  Mr.  Whelan’s  initiative,  to 
pay  up  the  per  capita  tax  of  the  local 
and  to  continue  the  local  in  the  organiza- 
tion. 

The  good  faith  of  this  action  on  the  part 
of  Brother  Whelan  may  be  judged,  when 
it  becomes  known  that  the  services  of  a 
lawyer  had  already  been  secured  and  in- 
structions given  him  to  proceed  to  Chicago 
and  tie  up  the  funds  of  the  general  body. 
Brother  Whelan  has  since  secured  the  reward 
of  all  his  unwise  undertakings  by  having 
his  local  select  another  brother  in  his  stead 
to  represent  it  in  this  body.  This  fact,  and 
the  additional  fact  that  he  is  now  a resi- 
dent of  another  state  and  another  commun- 
ity would  justify  me  in  ignoring  his  bitter 
folly,  if  he  had  stood  alone  in  the  course 
he  pursued.  He  did  not  stand  alone.  The 
course  he  pursued,  I have  satisfied  my- 
self, was  merely  his  part  in  a conspiracy 
of  disruption,  leveled  at  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  and 
extending  in  other  communities  and  other 
locals. 

The  situation  -which  existed  in  the  City  of 
Detroit  helps  to  throw  additional  light  on 
the  situation,  and  of  itself  demands  that  I 
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refer  to  it  here.  Local  No.  5 of  that  city, 
represented  in  the  Deriver  Convention  by 
a Mr.  Merry,  had  an  established  practice  of 
withholding  a substantial  part  of  its  per 
capita  tax  from  the  general  body  each  suc- 
ceeding month.  This  was  accomplished  by 
suspending  each  month  a certain  number 
of  members,  then  reinstating  the  suspended 
members  the  next  month,  and  again  sus- 
pending the  desired  number  the  succeeding 
month,  and  so  on. 

This  was  bad  enough,  but  it  appeared  so 
good  to  its  contrivors  that  they  decideed  to 
extend  it  to  a sister  local,  No.  324.  Ac- 
cordingly a committee  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Merry,  Frealig  and  Gai'dner  carried  their 
project  to  Local  No.  324.  They  urged  as 
their  principle  argument  in  its  favor,  as  I 
am  credibly  informed,  that  Local  No.  324 
had  better  use  to  make  of  its  money  than 
to  give  it  over  to  the  control  of  a lot  of 
drunken  bums,  meaning  the  executive  of- 
ficers of  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 

The  project  ended  disastrously  to  its  au- 
thors. Local  No.  324  made  charges  against 
the  members  of  the  Committee  and  de- 
manded their  expulsion.  They  were  ex- 
pelled. The  information  they  had  given  to 
the  men  of  Local  No.  324  that  they  had  been 
defrauding  the  general  body,  caused  me  to 
have  the  books  of  Local  No.  5 examined. 
The  examination  resulted  in  showing  that 
the  local  owned  the  general  body  $600.  I 
attended  in  person  a meeting  of  the  local, 
by  order  of  the  General  Executive  Board 
and  demanded  that  the  amount  be  at  once 
forwarded  to  the  General  Secretary,  or  I 
would  take  the  charter  of  the  local  away. 
The  money  was  accordingly  refunded,  in 
which  action,  it  is  a pleasure  to  add,  the 
new  officers  and  the  members  of  the  local 
freely  and  readily  concurred. 

As  an  assurance  that  the  general  body 
did  not  merely  seek  to  force  Local  No.  5 
to  pay  back  this  money,  an  arrangement 
was  made  by  which  the  money  was  refunded 
and  $600  additional  of  the  funds  of  the  gen- 
eral body  added  to  it  for  organizing  pur- 
poses. 

The  result  of  the  organizing  work  thus 
inaugurated  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  as 
shown  above,  furnishes  the  most  complete 
justification  of  the  action  taken.  Thanks  in 
great  measure  to  the  splendid  work  since 
done  by  General  Organizer  Goodnough, 
many  of  the  engineers  of  Michigan  are  now 
enrolled  in  our  body,  a State  Engineers’  or- 
ganization is  formed  and  active  steps  are 
being  taken  to  secure  the  passage  of  a sat- 
isfactory license  law  governing  the  practice 
of  the  engineers’  calling.  During  the  twelve 
months  of  Brother  Goodnough’s  active  work 
as  organizer  one  thousand  members  have 
been  added  to  our  rolls  in  Michigan  alone. 

The  principle  lesson,  of  course,  to  be  de- 
rived for  our  organization  from  this  expe- 
rience is  that  where  any  practices  prevail 
in  any  local  -which  are  inimical  to  the  true 
interests  of  our  movement,  those  practices 
should  be  stamped  out  of  existence.  This 
wras  the  course  pursued  in  Chicago  in  deal- 
ing with  the  disgraceful  practices  which  pre- 
vailed in  the  old  local,  No.  3,  and  the  splen- 
did results  achieved  in  Chicago  find  an  al- 
most exact  counterpart  in  Detroit. 

The  dishonest  and  unprincipled  attitude 
taken,  as  above  stated,  by  certain  mem- 
bers of  Local  No.  5 in  Detroit,  and  notably 
so  by  the  man,  Merry,  w'as  in  a sense  an 
outcome  of  the  Denver  Convention.  Certain 
delegates  carried  their  disappointments  away 
with  them  from  Denver  and  proceeded  to 
revenge  themselves,  wherever  they  thought 
they  could,  not  only  on  certain  of  those  who 
had  been  chosen  to  office  in  that  conven- 
tion, but  on  the  1.  U.  S.  E.  itself. 

As  another  incident  of  this  kind,  I ought 
to  add  that  this  same  man,  Merry,  had  cir- 
culated in  his  local  and  out  of  it,  the  cal- 
umny that  he  had  discovered  me  in  a theft 
of  $75.00  from  the  general  body.  I con- 
fronted him  as  a witness  at  his  trial,  for 
his  slanderous  falsehood,  and  made  him 
swallow  it. 

The  fact  that  this  man  has  been  igno- 
minously  expelled  from  his  local  would  cause 
me  to  dismiss  him  from  further  considera- 
tion were  it  not  for  what  follows. 


Among  the  delegates  to  the  Denver  Con- 
vention was  Mr.  E.  S.  Conser.  That  gen- 
tleman will  also,  X believe,  be  a delegate  to 
the  St.  Paul  Convention,  representing  Local 
No.  92  of  Memphis,  Tenn.  Whether  pleased 
or  displeased  with  the  outcome  of  the  Den- 
ver Convention,  Mr.  Conser  thought  proper 
within  a month  or  so  after  the  adjournment 
of  that  body  to  unite  with  his  friends, 
Merry  and  Whelan,  in  the  same  general 
line  of  conduct  which  they  pursued. 

Among  the  records  of  Local  No.  5 of 
Detroit  is  a communication  addressed  by  Mr. 
Conser  to  a then  official  of  that  body.  I 
quote  from  that  communication  the  follow- 
ing language: 

“I  write  you  this  communication  to  make 
inquiry  about  my  old  friend  'Pop’  Merry 
of  No.  5. 

“I  was  with  ‘Pop’  a good  deal  at  Denver 
during  the  ‘2nd  Biennial  Riot’  that  was 
pulled  off  in  that  city  last  month.  Of 
course  ‘Pop’  has  told  you  and  the  rest  of  the 
local  of  the  high-handed  manner  in  which 
the  ‘machine’  crushed  out  the  ‘insurgent’ 
element  in  the  Convention  and  ran  the 
‘Road  Roller’  over  every  independent  dele- 
gate who  dared  to  differ  with  any  member 
of  the  ‘machine.’ 

“Doubtless  he  has  told  you  how  the 
shadow  of  ‘Dennis  OBrieen'  hovered  over 
the  occupant  of  the  Chair  of  the  Convention 
and  how  the  ‘opinion’  of  the  said  ‘Dennis,’ 
which  had  been  imparted  to  the  ‘Chair’  on 
sundry  and  diverse  occasions  during  the  last 
two  years,  influenced  his  every  action  and 
made  him  blind  to  all  reasoning  when  that 
reasoning  did  not  servilely  follow  the  ‘in- 
spired infallibility’  of  the  great  and  learned 
‘Dennis.’ 

“Without  doubt,  he  has  told  you  how 
McKee  was  slaughtered;  how  the  members 
of  the  Law  Committee  were  called  in  ses- 
sion several  days  before  the  Convention  con- 
vened and  how  that  same  committee  failed 
to  bring  in  its  report  until  the  5th  day  of 
the  Convention.  Also  how  the  Convention 
paid  the  members  of  this  Committee  $5  per 
day  and  hotel  bill  for  its  ‘work’  in  Denver. 
(See  last  Session  of  Convention.)” 

I think  I know  the  animus  of  this  brother’s 
reference  to  Lawyer  O’Brien.  It  is  not  di- 
rected against  Mr.  O’Brien  as  a lawyer. 
Mr.  O’Brien’s  offense,  in  the  eyes  of  Mr. 
Conser,  may  be  in  Mr.  O’Brien’s  name.  That 
is  something,  however,  for  which  Mr. 
O’Brien  should  not  be  held  to  too  severe  a 
responsibility.  He  probably  did  not  have 
much  choice  to  exercise  when  it  was  con- 
ferred upon  him.  If  Brother  Conser  had 
anything  to  say  against  O’Brien  growing  out 
of  his  professional  relations  with  me  as 
General  President  or  with  the  general  body, 
he  should  have  said  it.  He -should  not  have 
left  it  to  surmise.  So  far  from  there  being 
anything  to  be  said  along  that  line,  how- 
ever, by  Mr.  Conser  or  anybody  else,  it  is 
my  duty  to  myself  as  well  as  to  Mr.  O'Brien 
and  to  the  general  organization,  whose  le- 
gal adviser  he  has  been,  to  insist  here  that 
the  real  value  of  the  services  he  has  ren- 
dered to  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  are  not  to  be  esti- 
mated in  money.  To  his  ability  as  a law- 
yer is  it  due  that  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  has  been 
able  to  avoid  many  of  the  worst  pitfalls 
that  have  appeared  in  its  path  in  many 
years,  one  and  to  him  do  we  owe  it  more  than 
to  any  other  individual  that  we  are  to-day 
in  control  of  our  own  official  Journal.  I have 
consulted  him  when  the  need  demanded  and 
I have  found  his  advice  sound  and  his  abil- 
ity unfailing;  and  I would  glady  consult  him 
again  before  any  lawyer  in  America,  if  any 
crisis  in  the  affairs  of  our  general  body  de- 
manded that  I should  have  expert  legal 
advice. 

I have  no  apology  to  offer  for  anything 
I have  done  while  acting  as  the  servant  of 
our  organization,  in  Convention  or  out;  but 
I will  not  remain  silent  and  let  any  man 
get  away  with  the  imputation  that  Mr.  Con- 
ser’s  language  carries  with  it,  that  in  some 
way  I or  the  other  officers  of  the  organiza- 
tion were  parties  to  dishonestly  paying  the 
members  of  the  Law  Committee  of  that  Con- 
vention or  anybody  else  money  that  they 
were  not  entitled  to  receive.  The  intimation 
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to  that  effect  in  Mr.  Conser’s  letter  indicates 
on  his  part  neither  courage  nor  honesty. 

On  the  face  of  this  recital  there  seems 
little  doubt  that  there  existed  a concerted 
effort  during  the  four  or  five  months  suc- 
ceeding the  last  convention  to  undermine 
the  confidence  of  the  membership  in  their 
duly  elected  officers,  and  to  promote  dissen- 
sion and  disunion  in  the  organization.  That 
it  failed  is  the  most  effective  proof  that  can 
be  offered  that  the  factional  spirit  has  no 
standing  in  the  organization,  and  that  neith- 
er individual  grievances  nor  individual  self- 
interest  have  any  appreciable  weight  with 
the  rank  and  file  of  the  membership.  The 
one  gratifying  consideration  for  us  all  is 
that  since  the  Denver  Convention,  in  spite 
of  the  injurious  efforts  made,  the  work  of 
organization  has  gone  on  with  a greater 
measure  of  success  relatively  than  during 
any  other  like  period  in  the  history  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

INSURANCE. 

It  has  been  my  settled  conviction,  re- 
peatedly expressed,  that  the  establishment 
of  a sound  benefit  system,  extended  to  all 
of  the  members  who  desire  to  share  in  it, 
is  the  principal  requirement  to  rendering 
permanent  the  good  results  which  inevitably 
spring  from  well-directed  organization. 

The  action  of  the  last  convention  in 
authorizing  the  creation  of  a committee  to 
take  under  consideration  the  subject  of 
death  benefits  for  our  members,  represents 
a step  taken,  to  carry  this  view  into  prac- 
tical effect.  A committee  was  appointed  to 
that  end,  consisting  of  James  J.  Walsh  of 
Local  No.  11,  John  W.  Cleary  of  Local  No. 
379,  Thomas  J.  Dolan  of ‘Local  No.  440.  The 
resolution  made  the  General  President  and 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  members 
of  the  committee.  That  committee  has  re- 
ported, and,  as  was  required  of  it,  has  sub- 
mitted the  question  presented  by  its  report 
to  a referendum  vote  of  the  locals.  The 
returns  on  that  vote  show  a majority  on 
the  vote  cast  of  something  like  2 to  1 in 
favor  of  the  plan  presented  in  the  Com- 
mittee’s report. 

It  is  not  strictly  a part  of  my  duty  here 
to  discuss  that  report  or  the  action  taken 
by  the  locals  on  it.  I confine  myself  to 
expressing  my  view  that  a Committee  on 
Insurance  should  be  appointed  by  the  Con- 
vention, to  which  the  entire  subject,  includ- 
ing the  report  made,  shall  be  referred.  I 
deem  it  proper,  however,  to  say  that  my 
own  examination  of  the  subject,  both  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  and  otherwise, 
satisfies  me  that  the  true  policy  to  adopt 
in  the  administration  of  any  system  of 
death  benefits  established  by  our  organiza- 
tion should  be  the  same  as  that  which  has 
been  followed  by  the  Brotherhood  of  Loco- 
motive Engineers  with  the  most  gratifying 
results,  both  on  the  membership  of  the 
organization  itself,  and  to  the  surviving 
representatives  of  its  deceased  insured 
members.  That  system  is  known  as  the 
“pay-as-you-go”  system,  as  distinguished 
from  the  system  which  levies  a specific 
amount  of  premium  according  to  age,  each 
succeeding  month,  on  the  insured  members. 

Before  dismissing  this  important  subject, 
I ought,  I think,  also  direct  the  attention 
of  the  delegates  to  the  extremely  large 
proportion  which  the  suspended  members 
bear  to  the  additions  to  our  ranks  each 
succeeding  month,  as  set  forth  in  the  report 
of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  to 
express  my  own  view,  that  the  adoption  of 
some  adequate  death  benefit  system  will 
have  the  inevitable  effect  of  materially  re- 
ducing those  suspensions.  In  this  view,  I 
am  sustained  by  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Insurance,  from  which  I take  the 
liberty  of  quoting  the  following  sentences: 

“The  records  of  our  general  office,  as  out- 
lined in  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  Gen-, 
eral  Secretary-Treasurer,  shows  that  we  are 
organizing  the  engineers  of  this  country  at 
the  rate  of  nearly  five  hundred  members 
per  month,  but  these  same  reports  disclose 
the  fact  that  we  lose  three  hundred  mem- 
bers per  month,  through  suspensions.  Your 
Committee  firmly  believes  that  if  we  can 
give  some  added  benefits  in  addition  to 


trade  union  membership,  the  list  of  sus- 
pensions will  be  reduced  to  an  insignificant 
minimum.  The  experience  of  the  trades 
unions  and  other  organizations  having  a 
death  benefit  system  shows  that  the  pay- 
ment of  benefits  to  the  families  of  deceased 
members  has  resulted  in  the  growth  and 
prosperity  of  all  such  bodies.” 

A NEW  INSURANCE  PROPOSAL. 
Since  the  preparation  of  that  portion  of 
this  report  which  has  to  do  with  insurance, 
and  of  course,  since  the  preparation  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Insurance  which 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Convention,  I have 
received  a proposal  from  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York, 
which  I believe  is  entitled  to  the  most  seri- 
ous consideration  of  any  committee  which 
may  be  appointed  on  this  general  subject. 
The  scheme  looks  to  the  insurance  of  the 
members  in  bulk,  such'  of  them  as  want  to 
be  insured,  whether  young  or  old,  free  from 
the  requirement  of  medical  examination,  and 
on  the  payment  of  the  sums  which  are  set 
forth  in  the  statement  of  the  Company,  and 
involves  the  establishment  under  certain 
conditions  of  a home  at  some  time  by  the 
General  Organization  for  its  old  and  de- 
crepit members. 

I embody  in  this  report  all  the  papers 
covering  this  later  proposal,  and  recom- 
mend them  to  the  careful  consideration  of 
the  committee  having  this  matter  in  charge, 
as  well  as  to  the  best  judgment  of  the  con- 
vention. 

PROBLEM  OF  THE  N.  A.  S.  E. 

Most  of  the  delegates  here,  as  well  as 
many  of  our  members,  can  recall  the  shame- 
ful fact  that  when  our  members  in  Los 
Angeles  in  June,  1910,  were  forced  to  strike 
in  enforcement  of  their  and  others’  just 
demands,  the  members  of  the  N.  A.  S.  E. 
acted  as  strike-breakers,  co-operated  with 
those  who  sought  the  life  of  all  union  or- 
ganization and  did  their  utmost  in  trying 
to  destroy  organized  labor. 

My  relations  with  the  then  president  of 
the  N.  A.  S.  E.  being  personally  agreeable, 
and  feeling,  as  I did,  that  some  good  might 
result  from  making  an  appeal  to  him 
against  the  unprincipled  policy  pursued  up 
to  that  time  by  his  organization,  I felt 
urged  to  lay  before  him  some  of  the  con- 
siderations that  I thought  might  induce 
him  to  use  his  influence  to  bring  the  ex- 
isting order  of  things  to  a close,  or  at 
least  to  secure  some  modification  of  the 
existing  policies  of  his  organization. 

I accordingly  wrote  him  the  following 
letter: 

Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  8,  1911. 

“Mr.  Carl  Pierce,  President, 

National  Association  of  Stationary 
Engineers, 

Denver,  Colo. 

“Dear  Sir: — 

“From  time  to  time,  I find  myself 
urged  by  a sense  of  duty  to  the  men 
who  follow  our  common  calling  to  turn 
to  you  and  ask  aid  in  bringing  to  a 
close  the  shameful  state  of  affairs 
which  now  exist.  Your  organization  as 
well  as  mine  is,  no  doubt,  designed  by 
the  mass  of  the  members  of  both  to 
help  them  to  better  and  more  humane 
conditions  of  life.  There  can  be  no 
more  real  and  worthy  purpose  to  justify 
their  existence,  and  I would  like,  as  no 
doubt  would  every  other  self-respecting 
member  of  the  calling,  see  the  mass  of 
the  men  of  our  trade  co-operate  in  the 
achievement  of  that  common  purpose. 

“It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  I now 
address  you,  and  not  with  any  purpose 
of  indulging  in  crimination  or  recrim- 
ination. 

“Every  member  of  your  organization, 
who  has  had  to  seek  employment  at 
any  time,  must  admit  that  the  men 
who  employ  engineers  demand  the 
maximum  of  efficiency  at  the  minimum 
of  cost  to  them.  Throughout  the  world 
of  industry,  in  which  the  engineer  plays 
so  important  a part,  there  is  in  my 
view  one  rule  of  conduct  which  is  in- 
variable. It  is  that  a man  never  gets 
anything  unless  he  goes  after  it,  and 
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goes  after  it  hard.  Little  comes  to  us 
in  this  life  any  way;  but  in  the  rela- 
tions we  must  all  form  in  earning  our 
living,  nothing  comes  to  any  one  that 
can  be  withheld  from  him  with  advan- 
tage. I think  every  capable  engineer 
living,  no  matter  what  organizatioh  he 
belongs  to,  or  whether  he  belongs  to 
any,  finds  himself  on  common  ground 
with  me  when  I say,  the  work  of  the 
skilled  engineer  carries  with  it  more 
responsibility  and  requires  a broader 
range  of  knowledge  and  a higher  stand- 
ard of  skill  and  intelligence  than  that 
of  any  other  mechanical  calling.  Mod- 
ern industry,  which  is  constantly  on 
the  alert  to  minimize  the  value  of  the 
man  and  to  enhance  the  value  of  the 
machine,  which  is  constantly  specializ- 
ing and  subdividing  so  as  to  confine  the 
man’s  work  in  the  smallest  possible 
groove,  has  not  yet  been  able  to  lessen 
the  importance  of  the  work  of  the  steam 
engineer. 

“Looking  at  his  calling  from  this 
standpoint,  it  seems  . to  me  that  the 
engineer  might  easily  recognize  his  own 
importance;  and  that,  with  proper  fra- 
ternal co-operation  among  the  men  who 
follow  it,  it  ought  not  be  difficult  to 
exact  a much  higher  standard  of  com- 
pensation and  better  conditions  of  work 
and  living  than  any  that  prevail  today. 

“Why  should  two  such  organizations 
as  ours  exist?  What  is  there  that  can 
be  serviceable  to  a member  of  our  body, 
which  could  prove  injurious  to  a mem- 
ber of  yours?  What  interest  have  the 
engineers  of  your  association  that  the 
members  of  ours  do  not  have  in  com- 
mon? 

"These  questions  have  applied  to  me 
with  greater  force  than  ever  before, 
perhaps,  since  I received  a communica- 
tion from  the  Secretary  of  California, 
Branch  No.  1,  of  your  organization  lo- 
cated at  San  Francisco.  That  communi- 
cation is  as  follows: 

“ ‘San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Nov.  1,  1910. 

“ ‘Mr.  Matt  Comerford, 

Manager  International  Steam  Engi- 
neer, 

Temple  Bar  Bldg.,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

“ 'Dear  Sir: — 

“ ‘I  am  instructed  to  inform  you  that 
at  a regular  meeting  of  California  No. 
1,  N.  A.  S.  E.,  held  Friday,  October  28th, 
1910,  the  following  motion  was  made, 
seconded  and  unanimously  carried: 

“ ‘ "That  this  Association  goes  on  rec- 
ord as  pledging  itself  not  to  take  the 
position  of  any  man  who  is  striving  to 
better  his  condition  by  securing  shorter 
hours  or  better  pay.” 

“ ‘Yours  very  truly, 

“ ‘C.  H.  Reinoehl,  Cor.  Sec.’ 

“What  meaning  did  this  communica- 
tion carry  to  me?  What  meaning  could 
it  carry  to  any  man  influenced  as  I must 
me  by  a desire  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  the  men  who  follow  our  calling? 
Only  one  thought  was  uppermost  with 
me,  at  least  for  the  time,  and  that 
was  that  your  body  in  certain  localities, 
has.  as  its  principal  mission,  the  one  of 
aiding  in  taking  the  bread  from  the 
mouths  of  the  engineers  who  do  not 
belong  to  it. 

“I  found  my  mind  turning  backward 
to'  recall  all  the  bitter  experiences  in 
dealing  with  your  organization,  which 
have  come  to  me  in  my  present  posi- 
tion as  executive  head  of  our  body. 
I recall  how,  in  several  instances,  the 
members  of  your  association  have  given 
themselves  over  body  and  soul  as  the 
allies  of  those  whose  mission  it  is  to 
deprive  engineers  and  other  craftsmen, 
so  far  as  tt  is  in  their  power,  of  proper 
remuneration  for  their  labor. 

"I  gladly  do  homage  to  the  man, 
whose  sense  of  decency  led  him  to  the 
introduction  of  the  resolution  which 
your  San  Francisco  Association  adopted. 
Nor  am  I unmindful  of  the  feeling 
which  must  have  animated  at  least  the 


bulk  of  the  men  who  cast  that  unani- 
mous vote.  They  at  least,  I thought, 
and  still  think,  bear  within  them  the 
burden  of  a human  conscience.  The 
action  thus  taken  might  have  lighted 
up  my  being  by  at  least  transient  gleam 
of  the  hope,  which  I,  and  no  doubt  your- 
self, have  been  at  one  time  or  other 
animated  by,  that  one  day  the  engineers 
will  be  saved  the  disgrace  of  having 
the  members  of  one  organization  ac- 
cepted as  known  traitors  to  all  the 
rest. 

“The  reason  which,  no  doubt,  ani- 
mated the  San  Francisco  Associtaion  to 
write  the  letter  above  quoted  is  that 
in  Los  Angeles  the  members  of  your 
association  in  that  city  united  with  the 
sworn  organized  enemies  of  labor  to 
grind  into  the  earth  the  faces  of  the 
men  of  all  crafts. 

“I  might  tell  you  of  like  experi- 
ences in  other  cities,  besides  Los  Ange- 
les, as  in  Hamilton,  Ohio,  and  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  but  I forbear.  I know  too  well 
that  addressed  to  others  prominent  in 
the  councils  of  your  organization  such 
recitals  would  merely  revoke  Cain’s  re- 
sponse, who,  when  asked  what  of  his 
murdered  brother,  replied:  ‘Am  I my 

brother’s  keeper?’  But  of  you  I hQve 
better  thoughts.  I have  looked  upon 
you  as  an  unwilling  spectator  of  the 
infamies  that  lie  at  the  door  of  your 
organization  in  Los  Angeles,  and  I 
choose  still  to  think  so.  It  is  to  plead 
with  you  to  use  your  great  influence  at 
least  in  co-operation  with  your  San 
Francisco  brethren,  in  bringing  to  a 
close  the -shameless  policy  which  makes 
them  the  engines  of  their  own  degreda- 
tion,  that  I am  led  to  write  you  this 
communication. 

“It  was  long  in  my  mind  to  write 
you  or  your  predecessor,  on  broader 
lines  than  these.  I have  thought  often 
that  I would  sometime  appeal  to  you 
for  help  in  bringing  the  engineers  of 
the  country  into  one  common  organiza- 
tion. But  recent  events  have  so  utterly 
discouraged  me  that  I cannot  set  my- 
self at  this  time  to  properly  perform 
such  a task.  But  before  I bring  this 
already  too  long  communication  to  a 
close,  I want  to  urge  on  you  person- 
ally, a few  of  the  considerations  which 
have  seemed  to  me  of  sufficient  force 
to  try  to  enlist  you  in  such  a move- 
ment. 

“I  would  not  appeal  to  you  at  this 
time  to  unite  with  me  in  bringing 
about  one  solid  organization  of  the 
engineers  of  the  country  on  any  other 
grounds  except  the  one  of  the  well 
being  of  the  individual  engineers.  The 
fact  that  you  folks  have  an  organiza- 
tion at  all  is  in  itself  a more  or  less 
complete  recognition  of  the  truth  which 
underlies  our  organization,  that  the  iso- 
lated craftsman  cannot  command  for 
himself  either  the  recognition  or  the 
opportunities  that  must  necessarily 
come  to  him  as  the  member  of  a body 
of  men  whose  employment  and  mode 
of  life  is  the  same.  That  organization 
is  indispensable  to  the  gain  of  the  indi- 
vidual in  business  life  is  attested  in 
the  existence  of  organization  among 
the  men  who  hire  us.  Men  in  the 
mass,  no  matter  what  their  rank  or 
circumstances  may  be,  do  not  differ 
essentially  except  as  training  and  en- 
vironment develop  in  them  different 
habits  of  thought  and  different  condi- 
tions of  feeling.  What  real  difference 
then  can  there  be  between  the  men 
of  your  body  and  those  of  ours?  Their 
stations  in  life  are  exactly  alike.  They 
are  all,  or  nearly  all,  American  citizens, 
equally  proud  of  the  glory  and  liberty 
of  their  common  country.  They  earn 
their  bread  by  the  same  labor.  Their 
training  is  the  same;  they  have  the 
same  duties  and  the  same  obligations. 
Those  of  them  that  are  married  main- 
tain families  under  the  same  condi- 
tions, educate  their  children  * in  the 


same  schools,  think  and  act  and  live 
according  to  the  same  accepted  stand- 
ard of  social  life.  All  of  them  alike, 
with  those  in  other  walks  of  life  with 
whom  they  mingle,  are  intent  on  secur- 
ing every  advantage  in  life-- for  them- 
selves and  those  depending  on  them 
that  they  think  themselves  entitled  to. 

"There  is  a great  deal  more  along 
these  lines  that  I might  urge  upon 
you,  but  I cannot  convince  myself  in 
my  present  state  of  feeling  and  in  the 
light  of  recent  experiences  that  it 
would  accomplish  any  useful  purpose 
to  do  so. 

"While  I know  that  individuals 
among  your  members,  and  many  of 
them  at  that,  would  gladly  be  found 
in  our  organization,  if  we  could  bring 
it  home  to  them  that  members  of  the 
Association  with  which  they  are  identi- 
fied, in  some  instances,  such  as  the 
one  as  X have  stated  at  Los  Angeles, 
are  being  used  as  industrial  Hessians 
in  preventing  the  men  of  our  calling 
from  obtaining  higher  wages,  shorter 
hours  and  better  working  conditions,  I 
cannot  close  my  eyes  to  the  truth  that 
there  exists  somewhere  in  authority  in 
your  body  some  malign  influence  which 
in  some  way  that  I do  not  pretend  to 
understand,  in  keeping  the  engineers 
of  the  country  separated  in  several 
seemingly  hostile  organizations.  But  I 
will  and  do  appeal  to  you,  whenever, 
if  ever,  opportunity  presents  itself  to 
you,  to  engage  with  me  and  other  men 
in  both  organizations  in  the  work  of 
unifying  engineers  by  making  the  cause 
of  one  the  cause  of  all  and  helping  to 
make  easier  and  better  the  way  in  life 
of  those  who  come  after  them  in  the 
calling.

To  this  letter  I promptly  received  the 
following  reply: 

"Denver,  Colo.,  Feb.  14,  1911. 

“Mr.  Matt.  Comerford,  Pres., 

309-310  Temple  Bar  Annex, 

Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

"My  Dear  Comerford: 

"Your  favor  of  Feb.  8th  duly  re- 
ceived and  contents  noted,  and  in  reply 
would  state  as  follows: 

"1st.  There  have  undoubtedly  been 
a great  number  of  mistakes  made  on 
both  sides.  I feel  like  being  charitable 
enough  to  attribute  it  to  the  individual 
member  and  not  authentically  author- 
ized by  the  national  or  subordinate 
officers.  I know  in  my  own  immediate 
vicinity  I can  see  mistakes  that  have 
been  made  both  by  the  N.  A.  S.  E.  and 
by  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  I refrain  as  you 
say  from  any  rehearsal  of  crimination 
or  recrimination  as  it  is  unnecessary, 
and  the  facts  are  too  well  known  to 
you  and  to  myself. 

“2nd.  In  my  vicinity  the  two  or- 
ganizations are  working  in  perfect  har- 
mony. This  has  been  brought  about  by 
earnest  work  in  both  organizations  for 
harmony.  I know  of  no  case  in  the 
last  five  years  where  either  organiza- 
tion or  its  members  have  attempted  in 
any  way  to  dethrone  each  other.  There 
is  no  reason  why  this  cannot  be  accom- 
plished, and  it  appears  to  me  there  is 
ample  room  for  both  organizations. 
The  intermingling  of  the  membership 
is  bringing  about  a more  harmonious 
feeling  than  anything  else  could  have 
done.  This  cannot  be  accomplished  in 
a day  or  by  a single  association,  but 
will  take  some  time  to  work  out. 

"3rd.  I heartily  agree  that  the  aver- 
age engineer  is  inclined  to  under-esti- 
mate his  value,  his  position  in  society 
and  his  responsibility.  We  must  learn 
to  respect  ourselves  in  more  ways  than 
one  before  the  public  will  respect  us. 

“4th.  You  ask  why  two  such  or- 
ganizations should  exist.  The  question 


has  been  answered  by  demonstration 
that  both  can  exist  and  do  well.  A 
great  many  of  our  members  could  not 
belong  to  a union  organization,  and  are 
struggling  for  the  same  end  as  tne 
worthy  members  of  your  organization. 
This  I believe  you  appreciate  fully  as 
well  as  I do  myself. 

"5th.  Referring  to  the  letter  you 
quote  from  California  No.  1,  I wish  to 
state  as  follows:  While  the  good  that 

was  intended  by  this  motion  is  to  be 
ajrplauded,  there  is  nothing  in  our  Con- 
stitution that  would  allow  .me  as  na- 
tional President,  to  take  any  member 
to  task  for  violating  the  same.  Would 
state  further  that  this  is  the  first 
intimation  that  I have  had  of  the  same. 

"6th.  In  regard  to  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  I do  not  believe  that  this  was 
authorized  by  any  resolution  or  by- 
laws, if  true.  I-Iave  never  been  advised 
as  to  the  condition  until  I heard  from 
you  in  this  matter. 

“7th.  I wish  to  state  in  reply  to  our 
Association  in  Los  Angeles  ‘permitting 
its  members  to  take  the  places  of  our 
members,  etc.,’  that  all  have  read  the 
preamble  before  they  join,  and  believe 
in  its  teachings  that  each  man  has  the 
privilege  to  work  for  whom  he  pleases, 
when  he  pleases,  and  quit  when  he 
pleases.  We,  as  an  organization,  have 
no  authority  to  interfere. 

“8th.  I can  hardly  coincide  to  your 
referring  to  our  members  in  Los  An- 
geles as  'industrial  Hessians,  for  I do 
not  believe  at  this  time,  nor  never  have 
believed,  that  the  local  association  au- 
thorizes such  action.  If  any  member 
saw  fit  to  take  'the  place  of  a strike 
he  had  no  order  to  do  so  from  the 
association.  I will  frankly  say  that  to 
attempt  to  assume  that  the  authority 
vested  in  me  covered  a man’s  actions 
in  regard  to  his  work,  his  religion  or 
his  policies,  would  be  assuming  too 
much.  Am  very  thankful  that  no  trouble 
of  this  kind  has  occurred  in  Denver, 
and  I do  not  believe  that  any  of  our 
members  would  give  us  any  trouble. 

“9th.  You  say  that  you  cannot  close 
your  eyes  to  the  truth  that  ‘there  seems 
to  be  malign  influence  which  appears  in 
some  way  to  keep  the  engineers  apart.’ 

“You  will  agree  with  me  that  there 
is  plenty  of  room  for  more  secret  or- 
ganizations than  one,  that  there  is 
room  for  more  creeds  than  one  in  re- 
ligion, and  I do  not  see  why  there 
should  not  be  room  for  two  organiza- 
tions in  this  great  country  of  ours. 

“In  closing  I wish  to  state  that  I 
only  hope  for  harmonious  action  and 
feeling,  that  if  the  locals  would  assist 
us  by  corresponding  and  due  courtesy 
with  each  other,  that  more  harmonious 
results  might  be  brought  about.  Our 
method  of  legislation  is  slow  and  done 
by  referendum  and  it  would  be  impos- 
sible for  me  to  take  any  decisive  steps 
at  this  time. 

“Hoping  this  is  satisfactory,  I remain 
“Respectfully  yours, 

“C.  S.  PIERCE.” 

In  view  of  the  refusal  of  the  general  con- 
vention of  the  N.  A.  S.  E.  to  give  any  con- 
sideration whatever  to  the  subject,  it  seems 
quite  plain  that  Mr.  Pierce’s  letter  is  a mere 
evasion  of  the  difficulty.  He  and  no  doubt 
other  members  of  his  body  are  willing,  at 
least  in  a halting  way,  to  do  something  to 
relieve  the  situation;  but  so  long  as  they 
are  mere  puppets,  as  Mr.  Pierce’s  letter 
and  the  attitude  of  their  convention  proves 
them  to  be,  there  can  be  little  use  proceed- 
ing longer  along  these  lines. 

I wish,  however,  respectfully,  to  call 
special  attention  to  the  following  paragraph 
from  President  Pierce’s  letter.  He  says: 
“7th.  I wish  to  state  in  reply  to  our 
Association  in  Los  Angeles  ‘permitting  its 
members  to  take  the  place  of  our  members,' 
etc.,’  that  all  have  read  the  preamble  before 
they  join,  and  believe  in  its  teachings  that 
each  man  has  the  privilege  to  work  for 
whom  he  pleases,  when  he  pleases,  and  quit 
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when  he  pleases.  We,  as  an  organization, 
have  no  authorit5r  to  interfere.” 

While  I was  very  busy  for  a long  time 
after  the  receipt  of  this  letter,  I could  not 
very  well  allow  a communication  such  as 
this  to  get  by  without  trying  at  least  to 
express  what  I regarded  as  the  feelings  of 
our  members  and  what  I surely  knew  to  be 
my  own  feelings  in  the  premises.  I ac- 
cordingly wrote,  in  answer,  the  following 
communication: 

‘‘Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  8,  1912. 

‘‘Mr.  Carl  Pierce,  President, 

National  Association  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers, 

Convention  Hall,  Cincinnati,  O. 

‘‘Dear  Sir: — 

“My  engagements  in  connection  with 
our  organization  have  been  so  many 
and  have  kept  me  so  far  away  from 
this  office  that  I have  not  had  a chance 
before,  now  to  properly  acknowledge 
your  recent  favor. 

“Your  letter  has  made  one  thing  quite 
plain  to  me.  That  is,  your  personal 
desire  that  there  should  at  least  be 
co-operation  among  the  members  of  the 
two  organizations  for  the  common  good 
of  their  members  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  craft  on  some  accepted 
basis  of  decency  and  dignity. 

“I  can  see,  furthermore,  that  you  are, 
as  chief  executive  officer  of  your  body, 
without  proper  power  to  put  an  end  to 
the  possibility  of  any  of  your  members 
engaging  himself  to  underbid  and  sup- 
plant any  member  of  our  body  who 
leaves  his  employment  in  his  effort  to 
better  conditions.  Moreover,  as  you 
suggest  in  your  polite  letter,  you  would 
not  be  authorized  officially  to  take  any 
member  to  task  for  violating  the  reso- 
lution of  Branch  No.  1 of  your  body  in 
’Frisco  pledging  its  members  not  to 
‘take  the  position  of  any  man  who  is 
striving  to  better  his  condition  by  se- 
curing shorter  hours  or  better  pay.’ 

“All  tli is  is  most  unfortunate  for  the 
men  of  our  organization,  and  I believe 
it  to  be  equally  so  for  your  own  men. 
But,  as  you  no  doubt  fully  realize,  it 
does  not  really  go  to  the  root  of  the 
difficulty. 

“Naturally  you  do  not  care  to  empha- 
size the  disagreeable  features  of  the 
situation  so  far  as  they  relate  to  your 
body.  But  I think,  just  the  same,  that 
your  letter  at  least  points  to  the  root 
of  the  difficulty. 

“You  say,  referring  to  the  Los  An- 
geles situation,  that  if  any  member  of 
the  N.  A.  S.  E.  took  the  place  of  a 
striker,  ‘he  had  no  order  to  do  so  from 
tlie  Association,’  you  also  say  that  all 
your  members  ‘have  read  the  preamble 
before  they  join  and  believe  in  its 
teachings;  that  each  has  the  privilege 
to  work  for  whom  he  pleases,  when  he 
pleases  and  quit  when  he  pleases.  We, 
as  an  organization,  have  no  authority 
to  interfere.’ 

“Let  me  refer  to  that  preamble  so 
far  as  its  recitals  relate  in  any  way  to 
the  subject  of  this  correspondence.  I 
quote  from  it  as  follows: 

“ ‘THIS  ASSOCIATION  SHALL  AT 
NO  TIME  BE  USED  FOR  THE  FUR- 
THERANCE OF  STRIKES,  OR  FOR 
THE  PURPOSE  OF  INTERFERING  IN 
AM-  WAY  BETWEEN  TTS  MEMBERS 
AND  THEIR  EMPLOYES  IN  REGARD 
TO  WAGES.  RECOGNIZING  THE 
IDENTITY  OF  INTEREST  BETWEEN 
EMPLOYER  AND  EMPLOYE,  AND 
NOT  COUNTENANCING  ANY  PROJ- 
ECT OR  ENTERPRISE  THAT  WILL 
INTERFERE  WITH  PERFECT  HAR- 
MONY BETWEEN  THEM.’ 

“That  language  is  very  skillfully,  if 
not  cunningly  chosen.  It  is  designed 
to  deceive,  and  it  has  served  its  pur- 
pose with  reference  to  a good  propor- 
tion of  your  members.  It  ties  your 
organization  and  its  members  hand  and 
foot  to  their  employers  and  their  em- 
ployers’ interests  and  offers  the  am- 


pliest  authority  to  your  members  to  act 
as  strike  breakers  which  certain  of 
them  have  done  in  different  localities, 
especially  in  Los  Angeles,  as  pointed 
out  in  my  last  communication. 

“By  your  so-called  ‘Educational’  pol- 
icy, permit  me  to  add,  you  confirm  your 
own  helplessness  and  inflict  the  gravest 
wrong  on  your  calling.  You  lay  your 
profession  open  to  the  inroads  of  those 
who  will  stand  ready  when  need  be  to 
underbid  even  you  for  your  jobs.  You 
help  to  flood  the  market  for  your  skill 
and  ability  with  a surplus  of  labor 
which  must  ever  remain  an  added  ele- 
ment in  keeping  down  the  standards 
of  engineers’  compensation  to  a point 
as  low  as  the  meanest  of  the  employers 
of  engineers  can  want  it  kept. 

“You  say  in  your  letter  that  the  av- 
erage engineer  is  inclined  to  underesti- 
mate his  value,  and  you  said:  ‘We 

must  learn  to  respect  ourselves  in  more 
ways  than  one  before  the  public  will 
respect  us.’  How,  may  I ask  you,  can 
either  the  public  or  the  employers  re- 
spect us  if  we  put  ourselves  on  record, 
as  this  preamble  puts  your  members 
on  record,  as  surrendering  every  facil- 
ity and  every  opportunity  which  or- 
ganization offers,  to  command  either 
respect  or  consideration?  Engineers 
who  accept  this  preamble  of  yours  be- 
gin by  undervaluing  themselves.  They 
surrender  their  self-respect.  You  can- 
not blame  either  the  public  or  the  em- 
ployers if  both  take  them  at  their  own 
valuation  and  refuse  them  respect  or 
consideration. 

"Let  me  tell  you,  my  dear  Mr.  Pierce, 
the  mass  of  our  membership  would  to- 
morrow, if  necessary,  disband  their 
organization,  before  they  would  submit 
ot  its  continuance  on  the  conditions  set 
forth  in  that  preamble.  This  statement 
I make  as  a known  result  of  thirteen 
years  of  intimate  personal  and  official 
relations  with  my  brothers  of  the  I.  U. 
S.  E.,  in  every  section  of  the  country. 

“In  my  last  letter  referring  to  the 
situation  at  Los  Angeles,  I said,  ‘About 
June  of  last  year,  the  men  of  all  trades 
employed  in  the  Los  Angeles  Breweries 
made  an  effort  to  increase  their  wages 
and  improve  their  working  conditions 
but  were  met  with  the  severest  opposi- 
tion, and  were  finally  forced  to  call  a 
strike  in  order  to  secure  some  of  their 
rights.  The  members  of  our  Local 
Union  No.  72,  of  Los  Angeles,  acted  as 
men  should  act  under  such  circum- 
stances and  stood  by  their  fellow  trades 
unionists  in  the  effort  to  improve  their 
conditions  also.  When  the  union  engi- 
neers refused  to  work  and  walked  out 
of  their  positions  your  association  at 
that  place  permitted  its  members  to 
take  the  place  of  our  members  and 
acted  as  strike  breakers  and  have  con- 
tinued to  do  so  to  the  present  time.’ 

“Since  that  time  the  trouble  has  been 
settled,  which  forced  our  men  out  and 
gave  opportunity  to  your  men  to  take 
their  places.  How  was  it  settled?  It 
was  settled,  by  every  one  of  our  men 
that  went  out,  being  put  back  on  his 
job,  and  every  one  of  yours  that  took 
our  men’s  places,  being  fired  out  on 
their  heads.  We  found  some  of  our 
men  willing  to  play  cowards  and  trai- 
tors towards  their  fellow  members. 
Everyone  of  these,  we  also  found,  be- 
longed as  well  to  your  body.  They 
knew  they  had  bound  themselves  under 
your  preamble  not  to  strike  and  they 
didn't  strike.  They  knew  also  that  un- 
der the  same  preamble  they  had  com- 
missioned themselves  as  strike  break- 
ers and  strike  breakers,  they  proved 
themselves  to  be  when  they  thought 
they  would  profit  by  it.  They  met  the 
same  fate  as  the  strike-breaking  mem- 
bers of  your  body  that  were  not  mem- 
bers of  ours. 

“Talk  about  engineers  undervaluing 
themselves!  Talk  about  their  com- 
manding the  respect  of  the  public  or  of 
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the  employers!  When  a man  sacrifices 
his  own  self  respect,  how  can  he  expect 
anyone  else  to  respect  him?  When  an 
engineer  virtually  says  he  will  take 
what  he  can  get  and  not  ask  for  more, 
he  will  take  what’s  given  him  and  he’ll 
get  no  more.  Thus  does  your  and  your 
fellow  members’  acceptance  of  that,  pre- 
amble work  out!  Thus  must  it  always 
work  out!  You  tell  your  bosses,  through 
your  preamble,  that  it  rests  with  them 
how  much  or  how  little  they  will  pay 
you,  and  you  bind  yourselves  through 
your  organization  not  ‘to  interfere  in 
any  way’  'in  regard  to  wages’  or  to 
act  in  any  way  ‘in  furtherance  of 
strikes.’  You  thus  write  yourselves 
down  as  willing  to  play  strike  breakers 
and  traitors  to  your  brothers  of  the 
craft.  You  are  the  bosses’  men  and 
your  organization  is  a bosses’  organiza- 
tion and  wears  the  bosses’  collar.  You 
have  then,  no  right  to  find  fault,  if  the 
bosses  and  the  public  alike  take  you  at 
your  own  estimate,  as  your  members 
were  taken  in  Los  Angeles.  Y'ou  should 
have  no  kick  coming,  when  you  are 
looked  upon  and  treated  by  bosses  and 
public  alike  as  mercenaries  and  out- 
casts, as  your  members  were  treated 
even  in  Los  Angeles — the  model  so- 
called  ‘open  shop’  town  of  the  world. 

“This  letter  has  gone  far  beyond  the 
limits  I intended  for  it.  I had  no  pur- 
pose, when  I started,  to  do  more  than 
to  send  a proper,  even  if  long-delayed 
acknowledgment  of  your  pleasant  let- 
ter. On  the  eve  of  your  Convention,  I 
felt  that  you,  being  anxious  to  help 
along  unity  of-  action  among  all  engi- 
neers ought  to  have  some  word  from 
me.  And  so  I write  asking  that  you 
will  kindly  place  this  letter  and,  indeed, 
our  entire  correspondence  before  ’your 
body.  In  order  to  facilitate  your  doing 
so  I take  the  liberty  of  enclosing  with 
this  a cony  of  the  letters  that  have  al- 
ready passed  between  us. 

“With  kindest  personal  regards  and 
best  wishes  for  yourself  personally  and 
officially,  I remain,

I never  received  any  acknowledgment  of 
this  communication.  My  request  that  the  cor- 
respondence between  President  Pierce  and 
myself  should  be  submitted  to  the  N.  A. 
S.  E.  Convention  was  not  granted,  and  all 
efforts  made  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention 
to  have  the  correspondence  read,  or  to  have 
the  so-called  preamble  submitted  to  modifi- 
cation or  repeal  were,  I am  informed,  ruled 
out  of  order. 

I have  thus  placed  this  correspondence  in 
its  entirety  before  the  Convention,  rather 
than  by  quotations  from  it  as  was  my 
original  purpose,  because  it  seems  to  me 
to  set  forth,  beyond  all  possibility  of  eva- 
sion, the  true  relationship  which  the  two 
organizations  bear,  respectively,  toward  the 
movement  to  improve  the  lot  of  the  working 
engineer,  and  because  it  represents  the  final 
result  of  all  the  efforts  I have  made,  stead- 
ily and  persistently,  since  my  election  to  my 
present  office,  to  remove  the  stumbling 
block  in  our  path  which  the  N.  A.  S.  E. 
represents. 

Different  locals  in  different  sections  of  the 
Country,  each  pursues  its  own  course  toward 
this  Ishmaelite  body.  Some  refuse  to  allow 
members  of  the  N.  A.  S.  E.  to  enter  its  ranks. 
Some  admit  them  but  refuse  to  allow 
them  to  hold  office.  Some  admit  them  to 
all  the  privileges  of  their  membership;  while 
in  California,  I believe,  there  exists  a work- 
ing arrangement  between  the  two  organiza- 
tions. It  is  to  this  arrangement,  no  doubt, 
that  is  due  the  adoption  of  the  resolution 
quoted  above  by  Branch  No.  1 of  the  N.  A. 
S.  E.  of  ’Frisco,  committing  its  members  to 
not  takinging  our  men’s  places  in  cases 
where  strikes  prevail.  But  thus  far  our  In- 
ternational organization  has  not  dealt  with 
the  situation,  and,  as  seen,  no  uniform 
method  of  treating  this  organization  and  its 


members  now  prevails  among  our  locals. 

The  problem  is  a mighty  serious  one  for 
our  organization,  always  has  been,  and  al- 
waj^s  will  be.  While  I believe  it  should 
receive  the  consideration  of  this  body,  I do 
not  find  myself  able  to  urge  the  adoption 
of  any  particular  course  on  this  occasion. 
If  I followed  my  own  personal  predilections 
I certainly  would  urge  war,  unceasing  and 
unrelenting,  on  the  entire  outfit;  but  the 
varying  views  prevailing  among  our  mem- 
bers and  in  the  different  locals,  and,  per- 
haps I ought  to  add,  the  fact  that  certain 
members  of  the  N.  A.  S.  E.  have  .united 
with  us  in  New  York  City  in  our  fight 
against  the  Edison  monopoly,  warn  me  that 
the  proper  action  to  be  taken  should  be  dic- 
tated by  the  organization  itself,  rather  than 
by  me  as  its  General  President. 

FIGHTING  THE  ELECTRIC  MONOPOLY". 

Perhaps  the  most  important  of  all  the  dif- 
ficulties which  confront  our  organization  and 
its  members  in  the  pursuit  of  their  craft 
is  the  one  arising  out  of  the  monopoly  of 
electric  light  and  power.  That  monopoly 
has  been  in  the  course  of  perfection  for  some 
years  past.  To-day  one  phase  of  it  directly 
threatens  the  very  life  of  the  engineers’  call- 
ing. 

The  delegates  to  this  Convention  and  those 
members  who  read  our  official  Journal,  as 
well  as  all  engineers  who  have  an  enlight- 
ened interest  in  their  own  vital  affairs,  are 
aware  that  the  engineers  of  Greater  New 
York  have  for  some  time  past  been  engaged 
in  a struggle  to  protect  themselves  and  the 
public  against  the  criminal  and  corrupt 
methods  by  which  the  Edison  Company  is 
absorbing  in  that  community  existing  facili- 
ties for  the  generation  of  electric  current. 

None  of  the  innumerable  industrial  mo- 
nopolies which  now  so  generally  control  the 
people’s  supply  of  the  necessaries  of  life  have 
ever  been  able  to  carry  their  plans  to  suc- 
cess without  general  resort  to  the  agencies 
of  perjury  and  public  and  private  corrup- 
tion and  oppression.  The  Edison  Company 
offers  no  exception  to  that  rule. 

While  penalizing  the  small  consumers  of 
current,  its  efforts  have  been  directed  on 
the  other  hand  toward  subsidizing  those 
consumers,  who  are,  or  have  been,  able  to 
produce  their  own  supply.  By  a system  of 
overcharges  and  undercharges  cunningly  ap- 
plied, it  has  been  able  to  make  the  con- 
sumer who  cannot  help  himself  pay  the  cost 
of  inducing  those  consumers  who  are  able  to 
help  themselves  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
their  steam  plants  for  the  production  of 
their  current.  This  criminal  discrimination 
had  been  carried  on  without  let  or  hin- 
drance in  the  City  of  New  York  until  the 
engineers  of  that  city  united  with  a number 
of  current  consumers  who  had  been  the  vic- 
tims of  this  particular  form  of  public  and 
private  robbery.  Together  they  appealed  to 
the  Public  Service  Commission  for  relief,  and 
public  hearings  have  been  had  before  that 
body,  in  which  have  been  exposed  more  or 
less  effectively  the  criminal  methods  of  the 
monopoly. 

In  meeting  the  expense  involved  in  this 
campaign  for  public  and  private  protection, 
your  General  Executive  Board  has  felt  called 
on  to  contribute  its  share.  Already  we  have 
appropriated  various  sums  amounting  in  all 
to  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  to  that 
end.  The  results  have  more  than  justified 
the  outlay.  With  the  aid  of  electric  experts 
and  able  counsel,  we  have  laid  bare  the  oper- 
ations of  the  monopoly  in  that  city,  and 
have  demanded  certain  measures  of  relief. 

It  would  extend  this  report  beyond  reason- 
able limits  to  set  forth  here  the  immediate 
demands  made  by  us  upon  public  authority 
for  the  regulation,  within  legal  and  equita- 
ble bounds,  of  the  operations  of  this  mo- 
nopoly. Readers  of  the  Official  Journal  will 
find  those  demands  set  forth  in  detail  in 
the  issue  of  July,  1912,  at  page  37,  under 
the  caption  “The  Case  Against  the  Electrical 
Monopoly.” 

The  Commission  has  taken  our  demands 
under  consideration  and  its  decision  may  be 
looked  for  after  the  summer  months  have 
passed.  What  that  decision  may  be,  we 
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cannot  of  course  foretell;  but  if  it  does  not 
offer  substantial  protection  to  the  public 
against  the  continuance  of  the  criminal  meth- 
ods already  pursued,  it  will  be  up  to  the 
general  public  and  incidentally  to  steam  en- 
gineers individually  and  collectively,  to  ap- 
peal to  higher  authority  and  have  embodied 
in  existing  law,  in  the  State  of  New  York 
at  least,  the  precautions  which  will  prevent 
the  further  exploitation  of  individuals  and 
the  public  alike  by  this  particular  monopoly. 

Whatever  may  be  the  outcome  of  the  work 
thus  far  done  in  New  York  City  in  this  direc- 
tion, the  vital  fact  still  remains  that  the 
electrical  monouoly  has  cast  its  ominous 
shadow  over  the  entire  land:  that  it  has 
taken  control  substantially  of  all  existing 
natural  facilities  for  the  generation  of  elec- 
tric current,  and  that  it  already  embraces 
substantially  all  the  vast  private  corporate 
interests  which,  under  public  franchises,  are, 
in  our  time,  at  once  serving  and  robbing  the 
people  through  medium  of  electric  light  and 
power. 

The  ultimate  end  seems  to  me  unavoidable 
unless  not  only  union  engineers,  but  union 
working  people  generally  throughout  the  land 
learn  to  realize  the  dread  significance  of  all 
this.  While  we  are  living  in  an  era  of  in- 
dustrial combination,  and  while  neither  en- 
gineers nor  any  other  class  of  the  commun- 
ity would  have  occasion  to  combat  that  con- 
dition if  it  facilitated  in  any  substantial  de- 
gree public  control  over  public  utilities,  or  if 
the  general  public  were  in  any  reasonable 
degree  the  beneficiary  of  the  new  dispensa- 
tion, the  undisputed  facts  show  that  every 
one  of  the  existing  combinations  signalized 
its  formation  and  control  by  the  practice  of 
every  form  of  public  crime,  from  bribery  and 
perjury  to  robbery  and  oppression  of  the 
people. 

We  must  go  and  fight  this  fight  to  the 
bitter  end.  As  citizens  and  craftsmen  alike, 
it  appeals  to  us  through  every  consideration 
we  hold  dear  in  this  life.  We  have  seen 
more  than  one  of  our  union  organizations  de- 
prived of  their  usefulness  to  the  men  of  the 
crafts  they  have  represented,  through  the 
methods,  too  often  utterly  inhuman  in  their 
operation,  which  certain  of  these  private  mo- 
nopolies have  pursued.  We  have  seen  war 
made  upon  our  entire  movement,  and  mil- 
lions of  the  money  of  which  they  have 
robbed  the  public  devoted  to  that  war  of  de- 
struction. That  war  still  goes  on.  It  is 
backed  by  the  concentrated  wealth  of  these 
monopolies.  If  it  should  ever  be  brought  to 
a successful  end  against  the  union,  it  will 
involve,  as  well,  further  inroads  upon  the 
'liberties  of  the  entire  people. 

While  the  great  mass  of  union  workers  con- 
tinue inactive  in  this  direction,  these  vast 
aggregations  of  capital  are  working  cease- 
lessly to  discredit  public  ownership  and  to 
perpetuate  their  own  stranglehold  on  the 
people’s  industries  in  all  directions. 

An  enlightening  illustration  of  the  methods 
which  they  pursue  in  this  behalf  is  furnished 
through  the  report  made  some  years  ago  by 
a commission  appointed  under  the  auspices 
of  the  National  Civic  Federation.  That  Com- 
mission was  appointed  ostensibly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigating  the  operation  of  public 
and  private  ownership  both  in  this  country 
and  Europe;  but,  as  the  developments  since 
go  far  toward  showing,  it  was  really  de- 
signed for  the  purpose  of  discrediting  public 
ownership. 

It  is  almost  exaspei-ating  to  reflect  that 
certain  prominent  members  of  organized  la- 
bor in  America  allowed  themselves  to  be 
made  the  puppets  of  those  who  inspired  the 
creation  of  that  commission  by  acting  as 
members  of  the  so-called  committee  of  in- 
vestigation. In  the  list  of  the  names  of  that 
committee  and  among  the  signatures  made 
to  the  report  I find  the  names  of  recognized 
labor  men. 

It  is  not  demanded  of  me  to  deal  with  the 
• so-called  conclusions  of  that  commission. 
Enough  to  say  of  it  that  it  inflicted  a beau- 
tiful black  eye  on  the  movement  for  public 
ownership,  which  was  then  gathering  head 
in  this  country,  by  advancing  the  general 
proposition,  in  effect,  that  the  prevalence 
of  incompetency  and  corruption  in  the  gov- 


ernment of  American  communities  rendered 
unadvisable  and  inexpedient  any  general  re- 
sort to  public  ownership. 

When  it  is  reflected  that  the  men  and 
interests  who  pulled  the  strings  that  moved 
these  Civic  Federation  puppets  have  now 
fastened  upon  them  effectually  by  the  Ameri- 
can people  the  main  responsibility  for  exist- 
ing official  corruption  in  public  government,  it 
must  have  required  a full  measure  of  inso- 
lence on  their  part  to  put  forward  such  a con- 
tention. And  it  seems  a fitting  conclusion 
to  this  entire  vicious  comedy  on  responsible 
government  that  it  is  stated  generally  and  as 
generally  believed,  to-day,  that  the  entire 
cost  of  the  operations  of  that  Commission 
were  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  August  Bel- 
mont & Co.,  who  later  on  were  the  chief 
beneficiaries  of  the  private  ownership  which 
now  prevails  of  the  existing  system  of  urban 
passenger  transportation  in  Greater  New 
York,  known  as  the  New  York  Subway  Sys- 
tem. 

I have  dealt  with  this  subject  thus  fully 
because  of  its  vital  concern  to  our  people,  as 
indicated  by  the  operations  of  the  Edison 
monopoly  of  electric  light  and  power.  And  I 
see  no  better  way  of  bringing  this  portion 
of  irjy  report  to  an  end  than  by  urging  that 
in  addition  to  directing  all  our  energies  to 
the  immediate  work  in  hand  of  bringing  the 
electric  current  monopoly  under  control,  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
should  go  on  record  as  urging  its  member- 
ship everywhere,  and  the  members  of  organ- 
ized labor  generally,  to  exercise  their  electoral 
franchise,  and  engage  themselves  actively  as 
citizens,  in  a campaign  in  favor  of  public 
ownership  of  public  utilities. 

EXAMINATION  AND  LICENSING  OF  EN- 
GINEERS. 

The  calling  of  steam  engineer  is  distin- 
guished from  most  other  mechanical  callings 
by  the  requirement  which  prevails  generally, 
that  those  who  follow  it  must  have  a public 
license  to  do  so,  and  that  they  must  first 
attest  under  examination  their  fitness  for  the 
calling. 

It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  we  have 
not  made  enough  of  that  circumstance.  If 
we  as  engineers  choose  to  utilize  that  re- 
quirement, we  could  in  a thousand  ways  safe- 
guard the  calling  and  ourselves  where  other- 
wise we  might  be  the  helpless  victims  of 
tyranny  and  greed. 

An  examination  of  its  proceedings  show' 
that  the  very  first  Convention  of  our  organi- 
zation, held  some  fifteen  years  ago,  avowed 
its  purpose  “to  rescue  the  craft  from  its  un- 
satisfactory environments  and  by  mutual  ef- 
forts to  place  it  on  a foundation  sufficiently 
strong  to  resist  further  encroachments.”  And 
for  the  furtherance  of  that  purpose  the  dele- 
gates in  attendance  pledged  themselves  “to 
do  our  utmost  to  extend  a uniform  license 
law  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and 
property.”  I quote  the  language  used  in  each 
case. 

But  little  has  been  done  in  this  direction  in 
the  interval.  Nothing  has  been  done  in  con- 
cert among  the  unions  in  the  different  states 
or  throughout  the  country.  Whatever  action 
has  been  taken  has  been  isolated  in  character 
and  has  had  but  little  influence  on  existing 
conditions.  We  have  left  those  outside  our 
calling  in  great  measure  to  determine  the 
conditions  under  which  the  calling  shall  be 
practised  by  those  following  it,  and  we  have 
allow’ed  our  ranks  to  be  flooded  in  not  a few 
cases  by  those  w'ho  have  no  fitness  what- 
ever for  its  pursuit. 

We  cannot  very  well  complain  that  our 
w'ages  are  too  low  when  w'e  have  failed  to 
protect  ourselves  against  those  who  want 
them  kept  as  low  as  possible.  We  have  had 
the  means  at  our  disposal  for  doing  so.  We 
still  have  them  if  we  have  the  good  sense  and 
energy  to  avail  ourselves  of  them. 

It  may  not  be  feasible — it  probably  will 
prove  not  to  be — to  put  in  operation  a uni- 
form system  of  licenses,  as  suggested  by  the 
first  Convention  of  our  organization.  It 
seems  to  me,  however,  to  be  quite  feasible  for 
this  Convention  by  its  action  to  promote,  if 
not  to  secure,  the  embodiment  in  existing 
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public  regulations  of  those  general  principles 
governing  the  examination  of  candidates  and 
the  allowance  of  licenses  which  will  protect 
the  craft  against  the  worst  at  least  of  the 
evils  under  which  it  has  suffered  from  the 
beginning. 

I do  not  feel  myself  at  liberty  to  make 
specific  recommendation  of  the  best  way  to 
bring  this  result  about,  and  prefer  to  leave 
that  to  the  superior  judgment  of  the  Con- 
vention itself. 

ATTEMPTED  INJUSTICE  TO  VICE  PRESI- 
DENT ROBERTS. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  our  or- 
ganization to  give  the  largest  measure  of 
autonomous  control  to  each  local  in  the  man- 
agement of  its  own  affairs.  I hope  that  pol- 
icy will  continue.  There  should  be  but  one 
limit  to  it,  and  that  is  prescribed  by  the  in- 
terest and  welfare  of  the  local  itself,  of  the 
general  organization  and,  generally,  of  the 
cause  of  union  labor. 

I am  sorry  to  relate  t'o  this  Convention  that 
this  limit  was  fully  reached  by  Local  No.  67 
of  Oakland,  California,  during  the  present 
year,  when  a majority  of  the  members  at- 
tending one  of  its  meetings  set  themselves 
to  depriving  Thomas  J.  Roberts,  Second  Vice 
President,  of  his  membership  in  the  local 
and  of  his  official  position  in  the  general  body. 

So  unjust,  unwarranted  and  oppressive  was 
the  course  pursued  toward  Brother  Roberts 
that  the  General  Executive  Board  refused  to 
ratify  it,  and  decided  to  sustain  Brother 
Robert’s  appeal  against  the  action  taken. 
The  Board  further  decided  that  the  course 
pursued  by  the  local  involved  such  wanton 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  general 
constitution  and  law,  and  was  so  utterly  re- 
pugnant to  the  true  fraternal  spirit  under- 
lying trade  unionism  as  to  warrant  the  ex- 
treme penalty  of  a revocation  of  its  existing 
charter.  9 »l 

While  the  Board  did  not  put  this  penalty 
into  immediate  operation,  it  commissioned  me 
to  proceed  to  Oakland  and  investigate  the 
existing  situation.  I did  so,  and  found  that 
that  situation  demanded  prompt  and  drastic 
action.  After  reporting  to  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  the  situation  as  I found  it, 
that  body  directed  me  to  dissolve  the  existing 
local,  form  a new  local  of  those  of  its  mem- 
bers who  followed  the  stationary  branch  of 
the  craft,  and  to  transfer  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Hoisting  and  Portable  local,  for  the 
time  being,  jurisdiction  over  those  members 
of  Local  No.  67  who  followed  the  hoisting  and 
portable  branch.  That  course  I pursue'd,  and 
am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  been 
followed  by  the  most  commendable  results. 

I have  dealt  fully  witbs  the  Oakland  situa- 
tion in  the  columns  of  the  Official  Journal, 
desiring  that  the  general  membership,  as  well 
as  this  Convention  itself,  should  be  ac- 
quainted with  the  facts.  This  justifies  me, 
I think,  in  being  as  brief  as  possible  in  pre- 
senting the  facts  to  the  Convention,  the  more 
especially  since  I am  informed  that  those 
who  are  responsible  for  the  course  pursued 
toward  Vice  President  Roberts  will  be  rep- 
resented in  the  committees  and  perhaps  on 
the  floor  of  the  Convention,  in  trying  to  palli- 
ate or  justify  their  conduct. 

The  hearing  of  this  case  before  the  General 
Executive  Board  revealed,  and  the  records  of 
the  case  which  I place  before  the  Convention 
confirm  the  revelation,  that  Brother  Roberts 
was  twice  charged  before  his  local  and  twice 
tried  on  the  same  alleged  offense.  The  date 
of  the  first  charge  was  January  28,  1912;  the 
date  of  the  ■ second  charge  was  February  21, 
1912,  as  the  papers  show. 

’ The  first  charge  was  made  by  E.  J.  Owens, 
Business  Agent  of  the  local.  The  second 
charge  was  made  by  one  Thorwold  W.  Peder- 
sen who,  so  far  as  the  record  shows,  never 
was  either  morally  or  legally  a member  of 
the  local. 

Brother  Roberts  was  acquitted  after  trial 
on  the  first  charge.  Notwithstanding  this  ac- 
quittal, and  notwithstanding  that  the  same 
identical  offense  was  charged  on  each  occa- 
sion, he  was  decreed  convicted  on  the  second 
so-called  trial,  and  expelled  from  his  local. 

I do  not  need  to  characterize  such  a course 
as  this  further  than  to  say  that  the  men  who 


pursued  it  are  not  worthy  of  their  American 
citizenship,  if  they  are  citizens.  If  it  were 
allowed  to  go  unchallenged  by  the  Exexcutive 
Officers  of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  that  fact  might  be  taken  as  strong 
presumptive  proof  that  those  officers  were 
unfit  for  their  places,  or  else  that  the  or- 
ganization they  represent  was  unworthy  of 
existence  under  the  laws  and  institutions  of 
the  country.  I need  hardly  add  that  no  court 
could  be  found  that  would  sustain  such  ac- 
tion, in  case  Brother  Roberts  found  it  neces- 
sary to  go  outside  the  organization  for  the 
enforcement  of  his  civil  rights,  of  which  these 
men  tried  to  rob  him. 

The  essence  of  the  charge  thus  made 
against  Vice  President  Roberts  was  that  he 
wrote  a letter  to  the  Mayor  of  Oakland,  the 
writing  and  sending  of  which  was  injurious 
to  a brother  member  and  unduly  revealed  the 
affairs  of  the  local  to  those  who  were  not 
entitled  to  knowledge  of  them. 

I will  not  burden  my  report  by  quoting  this 
letter.  It  will  be  found  in  the  records  laid 
before  the  Convention.  I have  examined  it 
carefully  both  in  connection  with  and  apart 
from  the  facts  of  this  case,  and  I can  find 
nothing  wrong'  about  it.  Indeed  I do  not 
hesitate  to  express  my  belief  that  Brother 
Roberts  would  have  been  doing  less  than  his 
duty  to  the  local  and  the  general  organiza- 
tion, if  he  did  not  write  the  letter,  or  did  not 
in  some  other  way  acquaint  those  interested 
with  the  actual  facts. 

The  man  Pedersen  who  fathered  the  charge 
the  second  time  and  who  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  victim  of  Brother  Roberts'  actions, 
had  been  rejected  by  Local  No.  59  of  San 
Francisco,  after  examination,  as  incompetent, 
and  had,  within  the  three  months  prescribed 
by  Article  XX,  Section  7,  and  also  in  violation 
of  Article  XIX,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.,  been  admitted  to  mem- 
bership in  Local  No.  67.  The  record  of  that 
examination  is  extant.  I have  examined  it. 
and  it  has  satisfied  me  that  the  rejection  of 
Pedersen  by  Local  No.  59  as  incompetent 
was  fully  warranted,  and  I fail  to  understand 
how  under  any  circumstances  such  a candi- 
date could  be  admitted  in  good  faith  to  an- 
other local  within  a period  of  three  months, 
as  Pedersen  was  admitted  to  Local  No.  67. 
And  I say  this  without  any  reference  what- 
ever to  the  constitutional  inhibition  in  this 
respect. 

Yet  it  was  in  order  to  force  this  man’s 
supposed  services  on  an  unwilling  employer, 
on  important  public  work,  requiring  the  high- 
est measure  of  skill  and  experience  and 
against  an  exceptionally  skilled  and  expe- 
rienced brother  member  of  the  San  Francisco 
local  who  was  on  the  job  at  the  time,  that 
the  general  body  was  told  that  Brother  Rob- 
erts must  be  deprived  of  his  membership  in 
his  local  and  subjected  to  the  wrong  and  in- 
dignity of  being  removed  - as  Second  Vice 
President.  The  proposal  was  to  my  mind 
simply  monstrous  and  would  involve  such 
treatment  of  a brother  member  as  L hope 
I will  never  be  charged  with. 

The  papers  in  this  case  show  that  the 
trouble  arose  chiefly  out  of  two  circum- 
stances, first,  that  outsiders  had  taken  the 
job  of  running  the  local  as  they  thought  it 
should  be  run,  and  second,  that  Local  No. 
67  was  a mixed  local.  The  officials  of  the 
Alameda  County  Building  Trades  Council  had 
constituted  themselves  the  guardians  of  Lo- 
cal No.  67  and  deeply  resented  Brother  Rob- 
erts’ refusal  to  be  controlled  by  them  in  his 
relations  to  his  own  local. 

The  letters  of  these  people  which  I transmit 
to  the  Convention  make  all  this  plain.  One 
letter  addressed  by  them  to  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Hannahan  tells  him  how  the 
local  should  be  run.  “It  is  the  opinion  of 
this  Council,”  says  the  writer  of  this  re- 
markable epistle,  “that  this  union  would 
practically  commit  suicide  should  they  at- 
tempt to  do  otherwise  than  to  remain,  as 
they  are  now,  a mixed  union  of  stationary 
and  hoisting  engineers.”  It  does  not  appear 
that  anybody  asked  for  this  gentleman's  opin- 
ion or  the  opinion  of  his  council  on  the  af- 
fairs of  a local  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.,  and  it  is 
fair  to  assume  that  he  and  those  behind  him 
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had  their  own  game  to  play  in  volunteering 
their  advice. 

If  this  were  the  only  meddling  by  these 
marplots  in  the  affairs  of  Local  No.  67  it 
would  not  be  worthy  of  notice.  But  I have 
also  submitted  another  letter  to  the  conven- 
tion, directed  by  the  same  writer  to  Vice 
President  Roberts  on  the  same  subject,  which 
is  insulting  and  dictatorial  in  the  highest  de- 
gree, and  in  which  Mr.  Roberts  is  told  per- 
emptorily that  he  must  stop  interfering  in 
the  affairs  of  his  own  local.  “This  Council,’’ 
the  letter  says,  “now  declared  that  your  ac- 
tivities in  attempting  to  direct  the  affairs  of 
Local  No.  67  must  be  stopped  at  once.” 

All  this  seems  bad  enough;  but  the  truth 
is  that  I myself  as  General  President  have, 
too,  received  my  orders  from  the  same  source. 
Under  date  of  April  24,  1912,  1 was  invited 
in  a letter,  which  I also  submit,  to  explain 
why  answers  had  not  been  promptly  sent  to 
letters  sent  me  and  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  and  was  directed,  to  appear  before 
“the  Council”  on  Friday  evenipg  after  my 
arrival  in  San  Francisco.  This  was  a case, 
however,  where  the  Mountain  did  not  choose 
to  go  to  Mahomet,  and  Mohomet  never 
showed  any  signs  since  of  coming  to  the 
Mountain. 

It  was  the  interference  of  these  people  in 
the  affairs  of  Local  No.  67  that  really  pro- 
duced the  difficulty.  Whatever  influence 
Brother  Roberts  exercised  in  his  local  was 
not  used  evidently  to  further  their  plans, 
whatever  those  plans  may  have  been,  while 
Roberts’  determination  on  the  other  hand,  to 
ignore  them  seems  to  have  exasperated  them 
to  the  extent  that  they  and  their  followers  in 
the  local  decided,  by  hook  or  by  crook  to  get 
rid  of  him.  In  trying  to  do  this  their  work 
was  coarse  in  the  extreme,  and  they  have 
followed  it  up  by  leveling  their  personal 
abuse  at  me  through  the  columns  of  a sort  of 
handbill  which  they  term  their  official  organ. 

Like  my  associate  officer.  Vice  President 
Roberts,  I have  resented  their  abuse  and  in- 
terference in  my  own  way,  and  it  is  for  the 
Convention  to  take  such  action  or  no  action, 
as  it  pleases,  in  the  same  direction. 

Everything  that  was  done,  was  done  in 
strict  accordance  with  constitutional  require- 
ments, and  was  done  for  the  best.  Even  up 
to  the  time  of  my  return  to  the  East,  at 
the  end  of  my  visit  to  Oakland,  the  results 
showed  that  many  of  those  who  had  with- 
drawn from  the  local,  as  the  result  of  the 
plotting  and  counter-plotting,  which  had  been 
in  progress  among  those  who  had  control  of 
its  affairs,  had  again  returned  to  its  mem- 
bership. The  result  of  the  cleaning  process 
that  I applied  will  be  the  same  as  in  all 
other  like  cases  where  a local  was  being  used 
to  further  the  interests  of  individual  mem- 
bers, at  the  expense  of  the  local  itself  and  of 
the  mass  of  its  members.  That  result,  in 
Chicago  as  in  Detroit,  is  shown  to  be  a ma- 
terial gain  in  membership  and  increased  in- 
terest in  the  affairs  of  the  local  on  the  part 
of  its  members. 

GERMAN  ENGINEERS  OF  NEW  YORK 
AND  CINCINNATI  UNION  NO.  1 
NOW  PART  OF  THE  I.  U.  S.  E. 

For  several  years  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  has  interested  itself  in  urging  that 
charters  be  issued  to  Cincinnati  LTnion  No. 
1 of  Stationary  Engineers  and  the  German 
Engineers  of  New  York  City. 

In  compliance  with  the  repeated  sugges- 
tions of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
on  this  matter,  I visited  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
and  succeeded  in  having  a committee  from 
Local  No.  18,  meet  a committee  of  like 
number,  representing  Cincinnati  Union  No. 
1 -and  myself  in  conference.  I am  glad  to 
report  that  tlxe  committee  representing  both 
organisations,  showed  a splendid  spirit  and 
readily  agreed,  with  my  suggestion  that 
they  should  get  together  on  some  basis, 
mutually  ijgreed  on  by  both  parties. 

At  this  conference  the  basis  of  a settle- 
ment was  outlined  and  tacitly  agreed  to, 
by  the  representatives  of  both  organiza- 
tions. After  several  subsequent  meetings 
between  the  representatives  of  our  Local 
Union  No.  IS  and  Cincinnati  Union  No.  1, 


an  agreement  was  reached,  under  which  a 
branch  charter  has  been  issued  to  the  inde- 
pendent organization.  From  all  indications, 
and  judging  by  the  communications  received 
by  me,  both  from  our  Local  Union  No.  18 
and  the  representatives  of  the  new  branch 
local,  the  adjustment  of  this  long  standing 
difficulty  has  resulted  in  the  advancement 
of  our  cause  in  Cincinnati. 

Nearly  all  the  delegates  attending  this 
convention  are  acquainted  with  the  repeated 
efforts  made  by  the  German  Engineers  of 
New  Y"ork  City  to  secure  an  I.  U.  S.  E. 
charter.  You  are  also  aware  of  the  strenu- 
ous efforts  made  by  the  existing  locals  in 
New  York  City  to  prevent  the  issuance  of 
any  charter,  which  would  recognize  any 
sectional  lines,  as  to  nationality. 

Three  years  ago,  the  General  Executive 
Board,  succeeded  in  having  Local  No.  20 
agree  to  the  issuance  of  a branch  chartei 
to  the  German  Engineers,  giving  them  all 
the  privileges,  which  they  had  been  asking 
the  several  conventions  to  give  them.  It 
was  agreed  that  if  the  German  Engineers 
became  a branch  of  Local  No.  20,  they  had 
the  right  to  continue  their  organization 
with  their  own  officers,  conduct  their  busi- 
ness entirely  in  the  German  language,  con- 
trol their  own  finances,  and  in  fact  have  all 
the  privileges  of  any  other  local  union; 
except  that  if  any  of  their  members  should 
secure  a position,  which  had  been  made 
a union  job  by  any  of  the  existing  station- 
ary locals  in  New  York  City,  such  member 
of  the  German  Engineers  should  transfer 
to  the  local  controlling  such  union  position, 
file  German  Engineers  turned  down  this 
proposition  at  that  time,  because  it  was 
claimed  by  them,  they  did  not  want  to 
have  any  dealings  with  Local  No.  20. 

During  the  first  few  months  of  this  clos- 
ing term,  I succeeded  in  having  Local  No. 
20  make  a most  generous  offer  to  the  Ger- 
man Engineers.  This  proposition  was  to 
the  effect  that  if  the  German  Engineers 
decided  to  accept  the  terms  submitted  to 
them,  exclusive  of  their  connection  with 
Local  No.  20,  they  could  have  the  privilege 
of  being  associated  with  any  stationary  lo- 
cal m Greater  New  York.  They  finally  ac- 
cepted the  proposition,  and  agreed  to  become 
a branch  of  Local  No.  56  of  Brooklyn,  and 
as  such,  they  are  now  a part  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

While  accepting  the  terms  above  outlined, 
1 am  sorry  to  say  the  German  Engineers 
have  not  shown  the  disposition  to  live  up 
to  the  agreement  to  have  their  members 
transferred  to  the  other  local  unions,  in 
the  event  of  their  securing  what  may  be 
termed  union  positions.  The  representatives 
ot  Local  No.  20  have  made  complaint  to 
me  that  members  of  Local  No.  56,  Branch 
A,  the  title  by  which  the  German  Engineers 
are  now  known,  persist  in  holding  some  of 
heir  members  in  union  positions,  controlled 
by  Local  No.  20.  In  view  of  this  attitude 
on  the  part  of  Local  No.  56,  Branch  A,  I 
recommend  that  this  convention  issue  posi- 
tive instructions,  that  in  all  cases  where  a 
member  of  the  branch  local  secures  a union 
position,  a clearance  card  must  be  issued 
to  such  member,  to  be  deposited  in  the  local 
union  having  created  conditions  and  having 
jurisdiction  over  such  jobs. 

BONDING  OF  LOCAL  FINANCIAL 
SECRETARIES. 

During  the  past  term,  it  has  frequently 
been  brought  to  my  attention  by  local  un- 
ions about  to  disband,  that  the  chief  cause 
of  their  difficulties  has  been  the  dishonesty, 
in  some  instances,  the  incompetence  of 
financial  secretaries.  In  my  opinion  there 
is  no  cause  operating  for  the  disruption  of 
local  unions,  so  likely  to  discourage  the 
membership,  than  to  have  a trusted  finan- 
cial officer  misappropriate  the  funds  placed 
in  his  charge.  I am  sorry  to  report  that 
many  instances  can  be  recited,  where  local 
unions  have  gone  out  of  existence  through 
the. failure  of  financial  secretaries  and  treas- 
urers to  properly  take  care  of  the  finances. 
This  condition  is  due  mainly  to  the  failure 
of  our  International  body  to  exercise  proper 
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control  over  the  financial  affairs  of  local 
unions.  The  remedy  is  a simple  one,  and 
I trust  this  convention  will  apply  it.  In 
this  behalf,  I recommend,  that  the  incom- 
ing General  Executive  Board  be  instructed 
to  make  arrangements  with  same  bonding 
company  for  bond  covering  all  local  finan- 
cial secretaries  and  treasurers.  If  this 
course  is  pursued,  it  will  cost  each  local 
union  much  less  tnan  it  would  if  these  offi- 
cers are  bonded  individually  by  the  local 
union. 

DONATIONS  BY  LOCAL  UNIONS. 

My  attention  has  been  frequently  called 
to  the  continuous  drain  on  the  treasury  of 
local  unions,  through  the  contributions  made 
in  behalf  of  other  labor  organizations.  One 
can  scarcely  attend  the  meeting  of  a local 
union  without  listening  to  an  appeal  for 
financial  aid  for  some  particular  cause,  and 
in  many  instances  several  of  such  appeals 
are  received  by  our  local  unions  at  the  same 
meeting. 

While  it  is  highly  commendable  that  our 
local  unions  and  individual  members  should 
contribute  to  the  union  cause  as  liberally 
as  possible,  I believe  some  restriction  should 
be  placed  on  the  donation  of  money  by  our 
local  unions.  Some  instances  have  come  to 
my  notice,  where  local  unions  have  contrib- 
uted money  on  the  appeal  of  other  organ- 
izations, when  they  did  not  have  sufficient 
funds  to  take  care  of  their  own  obligations. 
It  is  because  of  my  knowledge  of  such 
cases  that  I bring  this  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Convention  and  recommend 
that  instructions  be  issued  to  local  unions 
not  to  contribute  to  any  cause,  out  of  their 
local  treasury,  unless  the  appeal  for  finan- 
cial assistance  has  the  approval  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  as  provided  for  in 
the  third  paragraph  of  Section  1,  Article 
II,  of  the  constitution. 

STRIKES. 

As  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  in  his 
report  will  give  the  Convention  the  fullest 
details,  as  to  the  number  of  strikes  in 
which  we  were  involved,  the  number  of  men 
affected,  the  amount  of  strike  benefits  dis- 
tributed, etc.,  I will  not  attempt  to  deal 
with  this  subject,  except  to  point  out  the 
great  need  of  having  local  unions  comply 
with  Sections  3,  4,  5 and  6 of  Article  XXI 
of  the  Constitution,  before  becoming  in- 
volved in  difficulties  requiring  the  assist- 
ance of  our  International  Union. 

Only  in  a few  rare  instances  have  our 
local  unions  complied  with  the  above  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution,  when  about  to 
engage  in  a conflict  with  their  employers. 
Circulars  have  been  issued  by  the  General 
Executive  Board,  and  I have  repeatedly 
called  the  attention  of  local  unions  to  the 
necessity  of  complying  with  our  Constitu- 
tion, if  they  desire  to  get  strike  benefits  for 
their  members,  when  out  of  work  through 
strikes  and  lockouts. 

In  two  instances,  I have  refused  approval 
of  application  for  strike  benefits  and  if  I 
were  to  have  followed  the  very  letter  of  the 
law,  in  all  cases,  very  few  members  would 
have  received  strike  benefits,  during  the 
past  term. 

A few  weeks  ago  I received  a letter  from 
the  Business  Agent  of  Local  No.  4 of  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  informing  me  that  about  a 
dozen  members  of  his  local  were  out  on 
strike  against  Wells  Brothers,  Thompson 
& Starrett,  Fuller  Construction  Co.,  and 
some  other  firms,  on  account  of  a dispute 
between  the  Plumbers  and  Steamfitters.  It 
was  stated  in  this  communication  that  the 
Boston  Building  Trades  Council  decided  to 
prevent  the  International  Steamfitters  from 
working  on  any  building,  on  which  members 
of  the  trades  composing  the  Council  were 
employed.  This  is  another  instance,  where 
our  constitution  had  been  entirely  over- 
looked and  ignored,  and  I promptly  notified 
the  local  that  no  strike  benefits  would  be 
paid.  I took  this  action,  not  only  because 
of  the  failure  of  Local  No.  4 to  comply 
with  the  Constitution,  but  because  I con- 
sidered it  a grievous  injustice  to  our  law- 


abiding  locals,  to  have  any  portion  of  the 
Defense  Fund  wasted  on  an  abortive  strike, 
such  as  Local  No.  4 was  then  engaged  in. 

The  Boston  Building  Trades  Council  is 
not  composed  of  the  Building  Trades  of 
Boston,  but  only  a portion  of  them;  the 
other  portion  hating  an  organization  ot  their 
own,  which  included  the  Steamfitters.  It 
will  be  seen  from  this  that  the  Building 
Trades  of  Boston  are  divided  in  two  nearly 
equal  factions,  as  a result  of  the  fearful 
blunder  made  by  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment at  its  St.  Louis  convention.  One 
faction,  in  which  is  included  our  local  union, 
is  waging  war  against  the  International 
Association  of  Steamfitters,  while  the  other 
faction,  including  some  of  the  most  power- 
ful building  trades  in  the  city,  are  giving 
the  I.  A.  Steamfitters  protection,  even  to 
the  extent  of  going  on  strike  in  sympathy 
with  that  organization. 

Under  sucli  a deplorable  state  of  affairs 
I felt  justified  in  refusing  to  give  official 
recognition  to  Local  No.  4 and,  therefore, 
withheld  my  approval  of  their  application 
for  strike  benefits. 

Local  No.  7 of  Springfield,  111.,  made  ap- 
plication for  strike  benefits  for  a member 
who  had  been  called  out  on  strike,  because 
of  the  jurisdiction  fight  between  the  Car- 
penters and  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers.  In 
this  case,  I also  refused  to  authorize  the 
payment  of  strike  benefits,  for  the  reasons 
above  stated. 

FIREMEN  AS  APPRENTICE  ENGINEERS. 

Certain  amendments  will  be  presented  to 
the  Convention  providing  for  the  admission 
of  union  firemen  to  our  International  body 
as  apprentice  engineers.  I favor  those 
amendments.  The  fireman’s  occupation  is  a 
branch  of  the  engineer’s  trade.  It  involves 
a necessary  preparation  to  qualifying  for 
the  duties  of  engineer.  Any  fireman  who 
is  worth  his  salt,  or  who  ever  expects  to 
rise  above  the  grade  of  a common  laborer, 
must  naturally  be  ambitious  to  become  an 
engineer;  and  it  is  in  a sense  our  duty  to 
promote  such  ambition.  There  is  no  more 
sensible  way  to  do  this  than  by  making 
him  at  the  outset  an  apprentice  engineer. 
Besides  this,  we  owe  it  to  ourselves  in  this 
way  to  help  break  down  the  admission  of 
the  untrained  and  inexperienced  outsiders  to 
our  calling,  which  is  going  on  every  day. 

The  demand  for  the  passage  of  such 
amendments  is  general  in  both  callings. 
The  petition  of  the  members  of  our  Kansas 
City  Local  in  favor  of  making  firemen  ap- 
prentice engineers,  I have  caused  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  August  and  September  num- 
bers of  our  Official  Journal,  while  our  larg- 
est Local,  No.  20,  has  taken  the  initiative 
by  preparing  the  necessary  amendment  and 
has  been  followed  by  Local  No.  72  of  Los 
Angeles.  I may  add  that  I have  had  pre- 
sented to  me  a petition  by  some  three  hun- 
dred New  York  firemen  asking  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  our  body  as  apprentice  engineers; 
al=o  that  the  universal  opinion  of  many 
individual  members  of  our  organization,  ex- 
pressed to  me  in  person,  favors  it. 

The  objection  is  of  course  raised  that 
such  a course  must  be  injurious  to  the  ex- 
isting organizations  of  union  stationary  fire- 
men. This  objection  is  met  by  the  state- 
ment that  that  organization  is  really  a detri- 
ment rather  than  an  advantage,  to  both 
engineers  and  firemen.  I must  emphatically 
bear  testimony  that  that  organization  has 
been  and  is  being  used  as  a club  against 
our  body.  The  facts  which  are  recited  be- 
low sustain  this  view.  Aside  from  all  this, 
the  principle  of  “One  Trade;  One  Organiza- 
tion” is  now  universally  adopted  in  the 
American  Labor  Movement.  In  accordance 
with  this  principle,  I believe  that  the  com- 
ing Convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  will 
recognize  the  wisdom  of  the  proposal,  and 
will  concur  in  it,  while  firemen  generally 
will  seek  to  join  our  body  as  apprentices 
in  case  the  Convention  adopts  the  proposed 
amendment. 

In  proof  of  my  statement  that  the  present 
organization  of  the  Stationary  Firemen  is 
being  used  as  a club  against  our  body,  and 
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for  the  purpose  of  showing  how  impossible 
it  is  for  the  two  bodies  to  act  in  harmony 
or  co-operation,  especially  while  the  fire- 
men’s organization  is  under  its  present  di- 
rection, I submit  the  following  state  of 
facts  to  the  Convention: 

In  the  convention  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  held  at  St.  Louis  in  1910, 
the  following  agreement  between  the  two 
bodies  was  entered  into,  and  was  con- 
curred in  at  the  A.  F.  of  L.  convention 
at  Atlanta,  in  November,  1911. 

AGREEMENT. 

“Agreement  entered  into  this  25th  day  of 
November,  1910,  between  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers  and  the  Interna- 
tional Brotherhood  of  Stationary  Firemen,  to 
the  end  that  in  the  creation  of  agreements  be- 
tween the  organizations  herein  mentioned, 
and  the  respective  employers  thereof,  bet- 
ter understandings  may  prevail  and  the 
best  interests  of  all  be  more  generally  pro- 
tected. It  is  mutually  agreed  by  the  sub- 
scribers hereto,  that  if  the  following  plan 
is  faithfully  adhered  to  by  the  organiza- 
tions at  interest,  it  will  serve  to  effectu- 
ally remove  any  and  all  disputes  that  have 
heretofore  existed,  or  that  may  arise  in 
the  future,  and  we  guarantee  to  carry  into 
effect  the  full  spirit  and  intent  of  this 
agreement  mutually  entered  into. 

“Section  1.  The  I.  U.  of  S.  E.  and  I.  B. 
of  S.  F.  shall  through  the  directions  of  their 
respective  international  officers,  cause  to  be 
created  where  local  unions  of . both  organ- 
izations exist,  joint  local  conference 
boards  of  equal  representation,  which  shall 
meet  from  time  to  time  as  the  occasion 
may  require,  with  the  object  in  view  of 
mutually  protecting  each  other’s  interests 
and  promoting  the  creation  of  joint  agree- 
ments with  their  employers.  This  action 
shall  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  and  not 
later  than  January  1,  1911. 

“Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these 
joint  conference  boards  to  assist  the  inter- 
national officers  of  the  organizations  herein 
mentioned  with  regard  to  the  creation  of 
agreements  between  employer  and  employee, 
as  well  as  assisting  in  the  settlement  of 
disputes  of  any  nature  that  may  arise. 

“Section  3.  In  the  event  of  disagreement 
between  the  conference  boards  already  re- 
fered  to,  the  international  representatives  of 
both  organizations  in  dispute  shall  proceed  to 
the  scene  of  such  dispute  and  endeavor  to 
properly  dispose  of  the  same.  In  the  event 
of  failure  with  regard  to  settlement,  the 
President  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor shall  appoint  some  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  to  act  as  referee,  and  the  latter’s  de- 
cision shall  be  final  and  binding  on  all  parties 
to  this  agreement. 

“Section  4.  Since  it  is  mutually  agreed  by 
both  parties  to  this  agreement,  that  the  ques- 
tion of  agreements  between  the  organizations 
herein  tfnentioned,  and  the  employers  thereof, 
as  concerns  the  date  of  commencement  and 
expiration  of  such  agreements  is  primarily 
the  cause  for  existing  differences,  it  is, 
therefore,  unanimously  decided  by  the  sub- 
scribers of  this  agreement  that  in  the 
future,  when  creating  new  agreements 
with  their  employers,  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  and  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Stationary  Firemen  shall 
make  such  agreements  jointly  and  these 
agreements  shall  be  identical  with  regard  to 
date  of  commencement  and  expiration. 

“Section  5.  It  is  also  further  agreed  that 
both  organizations  shall  assist  each  other  in 
organizing  steam  plants,  and  members  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers  who 
have  the  hiring  of  firemen,  water-tenders, 
oilers  or  helpers,  shall  hire  members  of  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Stationary 
Firemen,  wherever  possible.

This  agreement  was  made  necessary  by 
the  continued  and  notorious  unwillingness  of 
the  officials  of  the  Firemen's  organization  to 
co-operate  in  any  way  with  their  affiliated 
unions  in  securing  favorable  contracts  from 
the  same  employers. 

A Joint  Conference  Board,  representing  the 
two  bodies  was  called  into  existence  in  the 
City  of  New  York  in  pursuance  of  the  agree- 
ment. Its  object,  so  far  as  our  body  is  con- 
cerned, was  to  promote  united  action  by  both 
organizations  with  a view  to  their  mutual 
advantage  with  reference  to  contracts  of  em- 
ployment and  all  other  matters  materially  af- 
fecting the  interests  of  the  members. 

Repeated  efforts  on  my  part  to  get  the 
officials  of  the  Firemen  to  carry  out  the  St. 
Louis  and  Atlanta  agreement  through  the 
action  of  the  necessary  committees,  were  re- 
peatedly defeated  on  one  protest  or  another. 
The  time  for  the  making  of  contracts  with 
the  breweries  of  New  York  by  both  organi- 
zations was  approaching,  and  it  was  sought 
to  have  them  act  in  concert  in  the  making 
of  such  contracts.  After  every  device  had 
been  exhausted  to  avoid  the  fulfillment  of 
their  agreement,  and  in  order  to  escape 
the  consignees  of  openly  repudiating  the 
agreement  forced  on  them  at  St.  Louis,  the 
officials  of  the  Fii'emen  at  length  consented 
to  the  creation  of  a Conference  Board.  The 
first  meeting  called  revealed  the  “nigger  in 
the  fence.”  The  Firemen  had  already  se- 
cretly signed  their  agreement  with  the  brew- 
eries, while  the  term  of  the  Engineers'  con- 
tract was  still  unexpired.  This  fact  was 
openly  avoweed  by  the  authorized  represen- 
tatives of  the  Firemen  at  that  first  meeting. 

It  would  have  been  the  merest  farce  for 
us  to  have  proceeded  further,  acting  in  con- 
cert with  a body  which  had  thus  revealed 
the  cloven  foot,  and  I accordingly  refused  on 
behalf  of  our  body  to  have  anything  further 
to  do  with  it. 

In  strict  line  with  the  treacherous  and  un- 
principled course  pursued  by  the  Firemen's 
officials  in  the  matter  of  brewery  contracts  in 
New  York,  both  in  1909  and  1912,  I call  your 
attention  also  to  the  course  pursued  by  the 
same  officials  and  the  same  body  in  regard 
to  the  brewery  contracts  of  both  sides  and 
of  the  Brewery  Workers  in  the  City  of  Terre 
Haute,  Ind.,  during  the  present  year.  There 
the  contracts  of  the  Engineers,  the  Brewery 
Workers  and  the  Firemen  terminated  at 
nearly  the  same  time.  Without  the  knowl- 
edge or  concurrence  of  either  of  the  two 
other  bodies  the  Firemen,  in  contemptuous 
disregard  of  their  St.  Louis  agreement,  the 
fourth  section  of  which  makes  it  imperative 
that  such  agreements  “shall  bp  identical  with 
regard  to  date  of  commencement  and  ex- 
piration,” extended  their  contract  sixty  days 
additional,  thereby  preventing  all  possible  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  the  three  bodies  or 
of  a united  strike  to  enforce  their  demands. 
Had  the  officials  of  the  Firemen  been  di- 
rectly in  the  pay  of  the  brewery  bosses  on 
that  occasion  they  could  not  more  effectually 
have  protected  those  bosses’  interests  or 
more  flagrantly  betrayed  the  interests  of 
their  own  members  or  of  the  members  of  the 
two  other  bodies.  In  confirmation  of  this 
I refer  to  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  the  Brewery 
Workers,  publisheed  in  the  Official  Journal 
of  that  body  under  date  January  12.  1912,  in 
which  the  responsibility  for  this  infamous 
deed  is  cast  on  General  Secretary  Shamp  of 
the  Stationary  Firemen.  I have  my  own  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  or  not  Mr.  Shamp  was 
acting  on  his  own  responsibility  or  with  the 
sanction  and  approval  of  his  fellow  officials 
of  the  Firemen  in  this  turning  over  the  three 
organizations'  names  and  their  members  to 
the  brewery  bosses  of  Terre  Haute,  bound 
hand  and  foot  as  they  were. 

I might  go  on  reciting  other  instances  be- 
sides these  of  the  perfidy  of  which  Engi- 
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neers,  Firemen  and  Brewery  Workers  alike 
have  been  made  the  victims  through  the  Fire- 
men's organization;  but  I believe  I have 
stated  enough  already  to  show  that  that  or- 
ganization, under  its  present  direction,  is  be- 
ing used  as  a club  against  the_  I.  U.  S.  E., 
has  been  proved  unworthy  of  association  with 
any  honorable  union  labor  organization  what- 
ever. and  is  a detriment,  rather  than  a bene- 
fit, to  its  members. 

As  to  the  statement,  which  is  current,  that 
the  Brotherhood  of  Stationary  Firemen  know- 
ingly included  Engineers  in  its  membership, 
1 can  personally  vouch  for  its  correctness, 
since  at  a conference  called  of  Engineers, 
Firemen  and  Brewery  Workers  at  Jersey  City 
last  April,  in  which  I took  part,  one  of  the 
conferees  representing  the  Firemen  was  an 
Engineer  then  actually  engaged  as  Chief  En- 
gineer of  a manufacturing  plant  in  that  city. 

INDUSTRIALISTS  WARRING  ON  THE  I. 

u.  s.  e: 

In  my  report  to  the  Denver  Convention  I 
stated  fully  the  facts  and  circumstances  at- 
tending the  application  of  the  Western  Fed- 
eration of  Miners  for  an  A.  F.  of  L.  charter, 
so  far  as  related  to  our  body,  and  the  efforts 
put  forward  to  prevent  that  very  undesirable 
event.  Since  then,  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  has  granted  the  charter,  as  it 
was  expected  it  would  do. 

The  results  thus  far  have  proven  the  wis- 
dom of  the  opposition  made  on  behalf  of  our 
organization  and  the  other  bodies  that  united 
in  such  opposition.  The  arrogance  which  has 
always  marked  the  opinions  and  methods  of 
that  inflammatory  outfit  has  only  been  in- 
tensified by  its  admission  into  association 
with  decent  union  labor  bodies.  If  trade  au- 
tonomy continues  long  to  survive  among  the 
organizations  affiliated  with  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
it  will  be  in  spite  of  the  Western  Federation 
of  Miners  and  its  allies  in  the  American  Fed- 
eration. 

Tour  executive  officers  have  had  to  combat 
its  evil  influence  many  times  since  its  admis- 
sios  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Beginning  by  pre- 
tending to  claim  jurisdiction  only  over  Engi- 
neers actually  engaged  in  metalliferous  min- 
ing, it  has  since  reached  the  point  where  it 
claims  jurisdiction  over  Engineers  engaged  in 
their  calling  in  any  industry  whatever,  car- 
ried on  in  the  vicinity  of  mining  operations. 
It  has  gone  so  far  as  to  demand  the  disso- 
lution of  our  locals  organized  in  mining  ter- 
ritory where  members  are  in  nowise  identi- 
fied with  the  mining  industry,  claiming  that 
such  locals  were  maintained  in  violation  of 
the  terms  under  which  it  was  admitted  to 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  Such  demands  have  been 
communicated  to  me  from  time  to  time  by 
President  Gompers,  and  I have  fought  them 
as  bitterly  and  with  as  much  earnestness 
as  I am  capable  of.  Thus  far  at  least  we 
seem  to  have  convinced  the  officials  of  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  that  there  is  a point  that  it  is 
not  safe  to  go  beyond  in  seeking  to  destroy 
the  jurisdictional  rights  of  well-established 
trade  unions  on  the  demand  of  industrial  buc- 
canneers. 

We  have  seen  traces,  too,  of  the  disrupt- 
ing influences  of  this  crowd  in  directions  in 
no  wise  identified  with  the  mining  industry, 
leveled  at  our  organization.  They  have  tried 
their  best,  and  are  still  trying,  to  rob  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  of  those  of  its  members  who  are 
engaged  in  the  Steam  Shovel  and  Dredge  de- 
partment of  our  craft. 

As  most  of  the  delegates  know  our  Local 
No.  440  is  composed  exclusively  of  Steam 
Shovel  and  Dredgemen.  Some  four  years  ago 
these  men  applied  for  a charter,  which  at  that 
time  we  were  unable  to  grant  owing  to  op- 
position in  our  own  ranks.  That  opposition, 
however,  yielded  to  the  recognized  welfare  of 
the  general  organization,  and  Local  No.  440 
was  chartered.  It  is  one  of  our  best  locals, 
and  has  been  and  still  is  one  of  the  most 
loyal  to  the  general  body,  in  spite  of  all  the 
efforts  that  have  been  and  are  being  made 
to  force  it  to  abandon  its  allegiance.  Giving 
all  their  just  dues  to  the  members  of  Local 
No.  440,  who  represent  a body  of  strong,  up- 
right and  intelligent  men,  I think  I ought 
to  say  here  that  Secretary  Thomas  I.  Dolan 
is  entitled  to  the  highest  enconiums  I can 


bestow  upon  him  for  his  consistent,  unwav- 
ering and  fearless  loyalty  throughout  to  our 
general  organization. 

A few  interested  and  ambitious  members 
of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Steam 
Shovel  and  Dredgemen,  now  led  by  one 
Wilde,  seceded  from  that  organization  and 
set  up  in  business  for  themselves  under  the 
designation  of  the  Associated  Union  of  Steam 
Shovel  and  Dredgemen.  Wilde  is  or  was  a 
member  of  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners. 
His  scheme  involved  his  getting  some  sort 
of  standing  in  trade  union  circles  for  him- 
self and  his  so-called  Associated  Union.  So 
he  caused  to  be  introduced  into  the  Atlanta 
Convention  of  the  A F.  of  L.  a resolution 
aimed  really  at  calling  into  existence  an  in- 
dependent body  of  Steam  Shovel  and  Dredge- 
men, including  in  its  membership  the  mem- 
bers of  Secretary  Dolan’s  and  his,  Wilde’s, 
body. 

Through  the  action  of  your  delegates  that 
resolution  when  adopted  merely  provided  for 
the  calling  of  a conference  of  representatives 
of  the  organizations  interested.  Before  the 
final  calling  of  the  conference  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L..  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.,  last  January,  a god  many  things 
happened  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  set 
out  here,  which  were  mostly  intended  to  se- 
cure Brother  Dolan’s  complicity  with  Wilde 
and  his  confederates,  in  the  scheme  origin- 
ally intended,  of  creating  an  independent  or- 
ganization of  steam  shovel  men  and  having 
it  chartered  by  the  A.  F.  of  L.  But  it  didn’t 
avail  him  anything.  Brother  Dolan  at  every 
juncture  insisted  on  his  desire  and  the  de- 
sire of  the  members  of  his  to  continue  their 
allegiance  to  the  I.  U.  S.  E.,  and  refused  per- 
emptorily to  be  a party  to  Wilde’s  scheme, 
declaring  finally  that  if  forced  through  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  to  amalgamate  with  the  Wilde 
outfit  he  would  feel  at  liberty  to  advise  his 
people  to  go  on  the  outside. 

An  adjournment  having  been  taken  to  Au- 
gust 12th  last,  a hearing  was  had  before  the 
Executive  Council  at  Atlantic  City  on  that 
date,  and  the  claims  and  pretensions  of  the 
seceders  were  fully  heard.  Our  view  of  what 
the  situation  demanded  was  also  fully  pre’- 
sented.  The  outcome  was  that  the  Executive 
Council  directed  that  a conference  should  be 
held  between  Wilde  and  Brother  Dolan  as 
the  recognized  heads  of  the  two  contending 
bodies.  That  conference  was  called  by  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  officials  to  take  place  at  Chicago 
about  August  20th.  Whatever  the  exact  date 
set  may  have  been,  Brother  Dolan  was  not 
able  to  be  in  Chicago  then  owing  to  a busi- 
ness engagement  in  Washington.  An  ad- 
journment was  accordingly  taken  to  August 
31st,  in  the  same  city.  Brother  Dolan  had  in- 
sisted throughout  that  he  would  take  no  part 
in  any  conference  unless  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  was 
represented  at  it  through  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Hannahan.  On  the  last  named 
date  Brothers  Dolan  and  Hannahan  attended 
at  the  appointed  place.  Mr.  Mitchell  was 
there,  representing  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  Wilde,  however,  did  not  ma- 
terialize, having  thought  best  to  return  to 
San  Francisco  some  time  before  the  date  set 
for  the  conference.  There,  as  on  all  other  oc- 
casions, Brother  Dolan  adhered  to  his  origi- 
nal position.  He  would  do  nothing  that  did 
not  have  the  concurrence  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 
Our  general  body,  as  well  as  Local  No.  440, 
had  agreed  to  practically  everything  that 
would  enable  the  seceders,  including  Wilde 
himself,  to  rejoin  our  organization,  remitting 
all  fines  imposed,  reducing  the  initiation  fee 
and  making  every  other  concession  possible 
to  be  made.  But  it  has  not  suited  Wilde’s 
purposes  thus  far  to  avail  himself  of  those 
offers.  And  so,  for  the  time  being  at  least, 
has  come  to  a close  the  scheme  headed  by 
Wilde,  to  further  rob  our  organization  of  its 
membership. 

Before  dismissing  this  matter  I ought  to 
say  a word  as  to  the  two  most  active  factors 
in  this  latest  undertaking  to  rob  us  of  our 
membership. 

We  owe  it  to  the  United  Mine  Workers, 
largely,  if  not  entirely,  that  away  back  in 
1901,  the  I.  LT.  S.  E.  was  robbed  of  fully 
a thousand  of  its  members  then  engaged 
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in  the  mining  industry.  They  were  forced 
to  surrender  their  allegiance  to  the  I.  U. 
S.  E.  in  order  that  they  might  be  driven 
into  the  ranks  of  the  United  Mine  Work- 
ers of  America.  But  these  were  not  the 
type  of  men  that  are  content  to  be  driven 
from  pillar  to  post.  They  were  members 
of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.,  and  there  they  would 
stay;  and  if  they  could  not  stay  there 
they  would  not  be  driven  out  of  it  into 
any  other  organization  whatever.  The  re- 
sult was  that  while  lost  to  the  I.  U.  S.  E., 
not  even  one  of  these  men  ever  consented 
to  join  the  other  organization.  We  had 
no  better  or  more  earnest  members  at  that 
time  than  these  men,  as  the  work  of  their 
representatives  in  the  St.  Paul  Conven- 
tion showed.  But  our  organization  was 
then  young  and  weak  and  was  forced  to 
submit.  But  now,  as  I took  pains  to  as- 
sure Mr.  Mitchell  at  one  of  the  confer- 
ences held,  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  was  a different 
organization,  and  he  would  not  find  it 
quite  so  easy  to  lopp  off  one  of  its  limbs 
as  his  organization  has  so  effectively  done  in 
the  past. 

As  to  Wilde,  this  much  at  least  of  intro- 
duction of  him  to  this  Convention  should 
be  given:  Wilde,  as  I say,  originated  so 

far  as  we  know  in  the  Western  Federation 
of  Miners.  After  he  had  succeeded,  at 
least  on  paper,  in  working  up  his  scheme  of 
forming  a seceding  organization  of  steam 
shovel  men,  he  worked  his  way  into  our 
Oakland,  Cal.,  Local  No.  57,  whose  charter 
the  General  Executive  Board  was  obliged 
recently  to  cancel.  Before  the  constitution- 
al six  months  had  expired,  Wilde’s  ques- 
tionable ambitions  enabled  him  to  be  elected 
President  of  that  local.  As  General  Presi- 
dent I was  communicated  with  by  mem- 
bers of  that  local  asking  that  such  elec- 
tion be  declared  void  as  in  violation  of  the 
constitution.  Before  action  could  be  taken 
on  that  application  the  needed  six  months 
had  expired  and  Wilde,  cunningly  enough, 
resigned  and  represented  himself  for  elec- 
tion. This  proceeding  was  just  as  uncon- 
stitutional as  the  other,  but  it  got  by,  and 
Wilde  flourished  for  some  time  as  the  chief 
executive  of  Local  No.  67.  Meanwhile  he 
was  doing  all  the  damage  he  could  to  Local 
No.  440,  with  a view  to  boosting  his  side- 
show organization,  the  so-called  Associated 
Union  of  Steam  Shovel  and  Dredgemen. 
His  position  as  President  of  one  of  our 
important  locals,  right  in  the  vicinity  of 
San  Francisco,  the  scene  of  his  chief  ac- 
tivity as  promoter  of  secession,  enabled  him 
to  do  all  .kinds  of  mischief.  His  plausibility 
carried  him  so  far  that  he  was  able  to 
impose  on  certain  of  our  foremost  and  best 
members  in  the  Pacific  Coast  country,  who 
have  since  had  brought  home  to  them  actual 
and  convincing  knowledge  of  the  man  and 
his  schemes.  Whether  he  be  heard  from 
again  or  not,  this  much  further  ought  to 
be  said  of  him,  that  the  same  amount  of 
energy  and  capacity  for  scheming  which  he 
developed  in  his  Associated  Union  game, 
applied  to  any  really  worthy  purpose,  could 
not  fail  to  be  productive  of  splendid  re- 
sults. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

The  business  of  our  organization  has  be- 
come so  extensive  and  varied  that  it  has 
taken  me  more  time  than  I would  wish  to 
present  to  you,  even  in  broad  outline,  the 
result  of  the  post  two  years’  labor  in 
which,  as  a member  of  your  executive 
staff,  I have  been  engaged.  I thank  you 
for  the  patient  interest  bestowed  by  you 
on  this  recital.  I have  felt  that  if  I did 
not  go  fully  into  many  things  that  I have 
treated  you  would  have  a right  to  complain. 
For  my  shortcomings  in  presenting  you  the 
record  made  by  your  organization  in  the 
past  two  years,  and  in  many  another  di- 
rection that  I am  fully  conscious  of,  I ask 
your  charity  and  forbearance.  This  I know 
will  be  forthcoming  when  you  realize  that 
I have  given  here  and  elsewhere  in  my 
work  for  the  organization  the  very  best  that 
there  is  in  me. 


I cannot  close  without  offering  to  my 
splendid  associates  on  your  General  Execu- 
tive Board  the  small  meed  of  my  deep  per- 
sonal regard.  Without  them  and  their  joint 
wisdom  and  sustainment  I know  how  often 
I would  have  fallen  down.  With  their 
united  and  devoted  co-operation,  unmarred 
as  that  co-operation  has  been  throughout 
the  last  two  years  by  even  one  single  per- 
sonally disagreeable  incident,  I have  been 
able  to  carry  through  many  things  that 
alone  I certainly  could  not  have  succeeded 
in. 

We  lay  before  you  at  the  opening  of 
this  Convention  the  fruits  of  our  individual 
and  joint  labors.  We  hand  back  the  or- 
ganization to  you.  I am  proud  to  avow, 
in  better  condition,  in  point  of  strength,  nu- 
merically and  financially,  as  well  as  moral- 
ly, than  we  received  it  from  you.  We  have 
conserved  what  you  handed  to  us  and  have 
increased  materially  the  available  funds 
turned  over  to  your  present  fiscal  represen- 
tative, Brother  Hannahan.  Through  his  able 
management  and  careful  foresight  in  great 
measure,  we  have  added,  I believe,  to  our 
available  surplus  something  over  ?500.00  each 
succeeding  month  of  the  past  twenty-four, 
although  the  expenses  of  the  organization  in 
that  time  have  been  much  greater  than  they 
ever  were  in  the  past.  Our  membership  has 
materially  increased,  owing  in  great  measure 
to  the  increased  work  in  the  way  of  organi- 
zation that  the  sound  financial  condition  of 
our  body  has  enabled  us  to  do.  And,  in 
spite  of  the  many  and  grave  dangers  which 
our  organization  and  cause  have  encountered 
since  our  last  convention,  it  is  a grand  thing 
to  be  able  to  say  that  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  is  able  to  face  the  fu- 
ture, whatever  that  future  may  hold,  with 
stronger  assurance  than  ever  before,  that  its 
undertakings  will  succeed  and  that  its  mem- 
bers will  benefit  in  all  their  relations  in  life, 
by  the  results  of  those  undertakings.  And 
so,  too,  I can  unite  with  my  associate  of- 
ficers in  congratulating  you  all  on  the  addi- 
tional fact  that  the  movement  of  organized 
labor  in  America  never  looked  out  on  so 
promising  a future  as  it  does  to-day.

As  you  are  aware,  the  honor  bestowed  on 
me  at  the  Second  Biennial  Convention  made 
it  necessary  to  remove  the  General  Office 
from  Peoria  to  Chicago.  This  I can  assure 
you  was  no  small  task;  more  than  a week’s 
time  elapsed  between  the  period  of  the  time 
the  Peoria  office  closed,  when  we  were  in 
a position  to  open  the  Chicago  office.  It 
wouid  be  impossible  for  me  to  express  in 
words  my  feeling  for  the  valuable  assistance 
r-endered  me  by  General  President  Comerford 
and  General  Trustees  and  Local  Financial 
Secretaries  throughout  the  country,  who  left 
nothing  undone  and  placed  no  limit  on  time 
to  assist  me  in  perfecting  an  organization  in 
our  new  office,  as  it  was  necessary  to  employ 
an  entire  new  office  staff.  The  young  ladies 
employed  in  the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer's office  resided  in  the  city  of  Peoria  and 
did  not  wish  to  leave  their  homes  to  go  to 
Chicago.  I also  wish  to  thank  retiring  Sec- 
retary McKee  and  the  expert  auditors  for 
courtesies  extended  me. 

To  the  best  of  my  ability  I endeavored  to 
carry  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Officers’  Reports  that  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Denver  Convention,  reducing 
the  size  of  our  official  lapel  buttons.  It  has 


met  with  general  approval.  Also  the  placing 
of  the  label  on  membership  due  stamps.  This 
has  been  carried  out  on  all  purchases  made 
by  the  General  Office. 

My  attention  was  called  by  several  locals 
thinking  the  label  did  not  appear  upon  our 
official  lapel  button.  It  was  an  oversight  on 
their  part,  as  the  label  appeared  on  the 
bottom  of  the  top  part  of  the  button. 

By  power  invested  in  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  we  chartered  the  Steam  Shovel 
and  Dredge  Engineers,  and  they  are  now 
known  as  Local  No.  440  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 
This  has  been  beneficiary  both  to  their  local 
and  also  to  our  Hoisting  and  Portable  Local, 
Local  No.  440  working  in  conjunction  with 
our  Hoisting  and  Portable  Locals  whenever 
possible.  At  this  time  they  are  paying  on 
635  members. 

I also  request  financial  secretaries  to  bring 
to  the  attention  of  their  respective  locals  the 
large  number  of  membership  books  that  were 
being  lost,  the  expense  and  labor  of  the 
locals  and  General  Office,  as  well  as  the  dan- 
ger of  those  coming  into  possession  of  per- 
sons not  members  of  our  organization.  I 
am  pleased  to  be  in  a position  to  state  the 
issuing  of  duplicate  books  has  been  reduced 
largely  and  still  will  say  an  improvement 
can  be  made. 

I also  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
delegates  to  the  number  of  jurisdiction 
troubles  that  we  were  burdened  with.  I am 
pleased  to  be  in  a position  to  state  that  those 
have  been  reduced  to  a minimum.  In  most 
instances  by  mutual  arrangements,  others 
through  the  assistance  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  the  most  important  of 
those  being  the  decision  awarding  us  juris- 
diction over  all  electrical  driven  machines  in 
brick  yards. 

We  also  have  a number  of  complaints  come 
from  our  Hoisting  Portable  Locals  against 
Bridgemen  infringing  on  our  work,  but  it 
is  pleasing  to  be  in  a position  to  say  that 
at  no  time  have  those  cases  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  General  President. 

F.  M.  Ryan,  that  he  has  not  immediately 
insisted  upon  his  locals  discontinuing  in- 
fringing upon  the  rights  of  the  members  of 
the  I.  U.  S.  E. 

Mutual  agreement  has  been  made  between 
the  Firemen  and  your  delegates  to  the  St. 
Louis  Convention  of  American  Federation  of 
Labor.  It  was  later  reaffirmed  by  the  At- 
lantic Convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

The  delegates  to  this  Convention  are  in 
a better  position  than  your  General  Offices 
to  say  how  well  this  agreement  has  been  car- 
ried out  by  the  offices  and  members  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Stationary  Firemen  and  what 
is  the  best  course  to  pursue  to  prevent  the 
i-ecurrence  of  violating  agreement  which 
should  be  held  sacred. 

I will  also  call  attention  to  delegates  and 
members  that  we  could  not  deposit  funds 
transferred  by  General  Secretary- Treasurer 
McKee  on  bonds  of  certificate,  as  we  were 
informed  that  an  attempt  was  made  by 
Local  No.  16  to  tie  up  the  funds  of  our  or- 
ganization, making  it  necessary  to  leave  the 
funds  in  the  safety  deposit  vault  until  the 
middle  of  November. 

The  Insurance  Committee  created  by  the 
Denver  Convention  performed  their  work 
with  much  consideration  and  to  the  best  of 
their  ability.  This,  however,  will  be  made 
a special  report  and  will  be  presented  to  the 
Convention  later. 

Before  closing  my  report  I desire  to  say 
that  in  my  many  years’  experience  on  execu- 
tive work  connected  with  organized  labor  it 
has  never  been  my  pleasure  to  be  associated 
with  more  loyal  or  energetic  men  than  com- 
poses the  present  General  Executive  Board 
and  General  Trustees.  While  I fully  realized 
the  responsibility  you  reposed  in  me  at  the 
Denver  Convention  and  trust  that  I have 
fulfilled  the  same  to  your  entire  satisfaction. 

I now  turn  over  to  the  Convention  my  work 
for  the  past  twenty-two  months,  with  best 
wishes.

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing rules  for  the  government  of  the 
convention: 

Rule  1.  The  convention  shall  be  called 
at  9 a.  m.,  remain  in  session  until  12:30  p.  m., 
reassemble  at  2 p.  m.,  and  continue  in  ses- 
sion until  5:30  p.  m. 

Rule  2.  If  a delegate,  while  speaking,  be 
called  to  order,  he  shall,  at  the  request  of 
the  Chair,  take  his  seat  until  the  question 
of  order  is  decided. 

Rule  3.  Should  two  or  more  delegates 
rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the  Chair 
shall  decide  who  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Rule  4.  No  delegate  shall  interrupt  an- 
other in  his  remarks,  except  it  be  to  call 
him  to  a point  of  order. 

Rule  5.  A delegate  shall,  not  speak  more 
than  once  on  the  same  question  until  all 
who  wish  to  speak  shall  have  had  an  op- 
portunity to  do  so. 

Rule  6.  A delegate  shall  not  speak  more 
than  twice  on  a question  without  permis- 
sion from  the  convention. 

Rule  7.  Speeches  shall  be  limited  to  five 
minutes,  but  the  time  of  speaking  may  be 
extended  by  vote  of  the  convention. 

Rule  8.  A motion  shall  not  be  open  for 
discussion  until  it  has  been  seconded  and 
stated  from  the  Chair. 

Rule  9.  When  a question  is  before  the 
meeting  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  ex- 
cept 

First — To  adjourn. 

Second — To  lay  on  the  table. 

Third — For  the  previous  question. 

Fourth — To  postpone  to  a given  time. 

Fifth — To  refer  or  recommit. 

Sixth — To  amend. 


And  these  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  herein  arranged.  The  first 
three  of  these  motions  not  debatable. 

Rule  10.  A motion  to  reconsider  shall  not 
be  entertained  unless  made  by  a delegate 
who  voted  in  the  majority,  and  shall  re- 
ceive a majority  vote. 

Rule  11.  It  shall  require  at  least  five 
members  to  move  the  previous  question  or 
demand  a roll  call. 

Rule  12.  All  resolutions  shall  be  in  du- 
plicate and  bear  the  number  of  his  local 
union. 

Rule  13.  No  motion  or  resolution  shall 
be  voted  upon  until  the  mover  or  intro- 
ducer has  had  a chance  to  speak,  if  he  so 
desires. 

Rule  14.  No  resolution  shall  be  received 
after  Wednesday’s  afternoon  session  with- 
out the  unanimous  consent  of  the  conven- 
tion. 

Rule  15.  Roberts’  rules  shall  be  the  guide 
on  all  matters  not  herein  provided  for.

On  motion  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  adopted. 

Delegate  Snellings — One  of  the  dele- 
gates present,  John  L.  McNamara,  a few 
weeks  ago  was  recommended  for  ap- 
pointment as  Supervising  Engineer  of 
the  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago. His  appointment  was  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor,  and  was  to  be 
confirmed  by  the  School  Board.  After 
the  appointment  was  made  and  before 
it  was  confirmed  one  or  more  anony- 
mous letters  were  received,  the  source 
of  which  is  known  to  the  delegates. 
Those  letters  were  sent  to  the  School 
Board  protesting  against  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  appointment  of  Brother  Mc- 
Namara. The  Board  held  the  appoint- 
ment up  for  two  weeks.  It  is  still  pend- 
ing. I therefore  desire  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  for  immediate  consid- 
eration: 

Resolution  No.  7,  presented  by  Milton 
Snellings,  Delegate  L.  U.  No.  99. 

Resolution  No.  7 reads  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Mayor  Harrison  of  Chicago  has 
recognized  the  splendid  abilities  of  our  as- 
sociate, friend  and  brother,  John  L.  Mc- 
Namara, by  recommending  him  for  appoint- 
ment as  chief  engineer  of  the  schools  of 
that  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  daily  papers  have  publish- 
ed certain  statements  attacking  the  stand- 
ing and  reputation  of  Brother  McNamara. 
The  origin  of  these  statements  have  been 
traced  to  an  anonymous  letter  cunningly 
drafted  by  some  individuals  who,  like  all 
character  assassins  of  their  kind,  are 
afraid  to  have  their  identity  known  to  the 
public;  and 

Whereas,  All  men  of  standing  in  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers, 
and  particularly  the  delegates  of  this  Con- 


vention, recognize  in  John  L.  McNamara 
an  engineer  of  first  class  ability,  capable 
of  filling  any  position  requiring  expert 
knowledge  and  skill  as  an  engineer';  there- 
fore, be  it 

•Resolved,  The  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  in  Convention  assembled 
at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  endorse  and  commend 
the  action  of  the  Chicago  School  Board  in 
selecting  John  L.  McNamara  chief  engineer 
of  the  Chicago  school  system,  knowing,  as 
we  do.  that  no  better  selection  could  pos- 
sibly be  made.  We  recognize  in  Brother 
McNamara  an  engineer  of  exceptional  abil- 
ity, a citizen  of  the  highest  standing  in 
the  community  in  which  he  lives,  and  in 
every  way  qualified  to  fill  the  position  to 
which  he  has  been  appointed;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  we  condemn  the  conduct 
of  the  cowardly  character  assassins  such 
as  the  originators  of  the  charges  against 
Brother  McNamara  have  proven  themselves 
to  be.  In  order  to  more  fully  express  the 
feelings  of  the  delegates  to  this  Conven- 
tion in  regard  to  this  matter,  the  General 
President  is  hereby  instructed  to  appoint  a 
committee  from  the  officers  and  delegates 
to  this  Convention  to  visit  Chicago  and 
call  on  Mayor  Harrison  and  the  Chicago 
School  Board  and  urge  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  Brother  John  L.  McNamara  be 
confirmed. 

Delegate  Snellings — I move  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution.  (Seconded). 

Delegate  McKenzie,  Local  No.  87, 
stated  that  he  had  heard  rumors  in  re- 
gard to  the  attack  on  Delegate  Mc- 
Namara, and  desired  to  know  the  au- 
thors of  the  attack. 

Delegate  Stevenson,  Local  No.  402, 
stated  the  letters  that  were  sent  were 
without  signatures.  Delegate  Stevenson 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
resol  ution. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  No.  20,  stated 
that  it  was  an  outrage  for  anyone  who 
had  ever  been  connected  with  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers  to 
try  to  prevent  Delegate  McNamara  se- 
curing the  position,  and  urged  the  adop- 
tion ol  the  resolution. 

Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8,  dis- 
cussed the  question  briefly.  He  stated 
that  while  every  member  is  entitled  to 
the  full  protection  of  the  organization, 
it  might  be  establishing  a dangerous 
precedent  to  adopt  the  resolution,  and 
suggested  the  appointment  of  a com- 
mittee to  proceed  to  Chicago  to  investi- 
gate the  matter.  He  stated  that  the 
endorsing  of  men  for  positions  might 
cause  turmoil  in  future  years. 

Delegate  Keefe,  Local  No.  464,  stated 
that  the  engineers  of  Chicago  who  had 
the  best  interests  of  the  organization 
at  heart  favored  the  appointment  of 
Delegate  McNamara  to  the  position  re- 
ferred to,  but  that  engineers  holding 
membership  in  other  organizations  were 
opposing  the  appointment.  He  stated 
that  unsigned  statements  had  been 
printed  in  the  newspapers,  but  when 
a committee  had  been  appointed  to  visit 
the  newspaper  offices  and  explain  the 
matter  a number  of  them  retracted  the 
statements. 

Delegate  Packard,  Local  No.  139,  sug- 
gested that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Joint  Executive  Board  of  Chicago. 


\ 
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Delegate  Snellings  spoke  at  length 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion, and  urged  the  advisability  of  en- 
dorsing the  appointment  of  members  to 
such  positions  as  the  one  referred  to. 
He  contended  that  it  would  not  be  a 
dangerous  precedent  to  establish,  but  a 
good  precedent. 

Delegate  Massow,  Local  No.  399, 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution,  and  stated  that  he  knew  of 
no  member  of  the  organization  more 
worthy  of  appointment  to  the  position 
referred  to  than  Delegate  McNamara. 

Delegate  Wilson,  Local  329,  endorsed 
the  resolution  and  stated  that  it  should 
be  adopted  unanimously.  He  stated  the 
object  of  the  organization  should  be  to 
do  everything  possible  to  advance  the 
interest  of  its  members,  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  Delegate  McNamara  would 
be  endorsed  by  the  convention,  not  only 
as  a mechanic  but  as  a member  who 
had  done  everything  in  his  power  for 
the  advancement  of  the  organization. 

Delegate  McNamara  made  a brief 
statement  and  reviewed  the  situation  in 
regard  to  his  appointment.  He  stated 
there  were  engineers  in  Chicago  who 
would  not  like  to  see  any  member  of 
the  I.  U.  S.  E.  appointed  to  such  a posi- 
tion as  the  one  referred  to  in  the  reso- 
lution. He  corrected  a statement  made 
by  a delegate  that  charges  had  been 
preferred  against  him  before  the  Civil 
Service  Board.  He  stated  that  no  such 
charges  were  pending,  but  that  such 
unauthorized  statements  had  helped  to 
bring  about  the  condition  in  Chicago 
that  led  to  some  opposition  to  his  ap- 
pointment. 

General  Secretary  Hannahan  in  dis- 
cussing the  question  expressed  surprise 
that  any  delegate  should  feel  the  ques- 
tion was  not  a proper  one  to  be  brought 
up  in  the  convention.  He  stated  fur- 
ther that  Delegate  McNamara  has  been 
endorsed  by  other  organizations  in  Chi- 
cago and  the  convention  of  his  own 
organization  ought  to  support  him  after 
the  treatment  he  had  received  from  so- 
called  civil  service  reformers  in  Chicago. 
The  motion  to  adopt  the  resolution  was 
carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

Delegate  Finlay,  Local  293,  moved 
that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send 
the  fraternal  greeting  of  the  organiza- 
tion to  the  convention  of  the  Canadian 
Trades  and  Labor  Congress  in  session 
at  Guelph,  Ontario.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

The  Convention  went  into  Committee 
of  the  Whole  to  hear  the  report  of  the 
Law  Committee.  Vice  President  Mur- 
phy was  selected  to  act  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  reported  as  follows: 
The  Committee  will  not  begin  the  re- 
port with  the  amendments  on  the  first 
page,  but  will  take  up  the  amendments 
submitted  by  Local  52,  page  6. 


Submitted  by  Local  No.  52,  Lynn, 
Mass. 

Article  XXIV.  Add  new  section  as 
follows: 

Section  6.  Any  engineer  going  to  work 
in  any  other  jurisdiction  than  that  of 
which  lie  is  a member  shall  transfer  into 
the  Local  in  the  jurisdiction  in  which  he 
goes  to  work  within  fourteen  (14)  days. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 

Delegate  Carroll  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee. Seconded. 

Delegate  Barry,  Local  No.  4,  Dele- 
gate Packard,  Local  No.  139,  opposed 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
and  favored  the  amendment. 

Delegates  McConville,  McNamara, 
Wheaton,  Carroll,  Pike,  Keefe  and 
Goodnough  favored  the  report  of  the 
Committee. 

Submitted  by  Local  No.  64,  San 
Francisco: 

Article  I.  Amend  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  3.  “The  nomination  of  officers 
shall  be  made  at  the  first  meeting  in  June 
and  the  election  shall  be  held  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  same  month,  except 
in  locals  whose  By-Laws  permit  members 
to  vote  by  mail,  then  the  date  of  election 
must  be  set  forth  in  the  By-Laws  and 
must  not  be  later  than  the  last  meeting 
in  June,  and  the  installation  of  officers 
shall  be  on  the  first  meeting  in  July.  No 
member  shall  be  nominated  unless  he  is 
present,  nor  shall  he  be  eligible  to  office 
unless  he  has  been  a member  six  months 
prior  to  nomination,  except  where  a local 
union  has  not  been  in  existence  the  time 
specified.” 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  adopted. 

Article  II.  Amend  as  follows: 

Section  1.  “The  Recording  Secretary 
shall  send  a list  of  all  new  officers  to  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer.  Any  Local 
Union  desiring  may  adopt  the  Australian 
Ballot  System,  which  members  may  vote 
by  mail,  only  when  rules  governing  same 
are  set  forth  in  the  By-Laws  and  ap- 
proved at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  nomi- 
nations.

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TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order 
at  2 o’clock  p.  m.,  Tuesday,  September 
10th,  President  Comerford  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Blye,  Secretary  of  the 
Union  Forward  Labor  Committee,  and 
a representative  of  the  Northwestern 
Blue  Label  Conference,  was  granted  the 
privilege  of  the  floor.  He  extended  a 
welcome  to  the  Convention  on  behalf  of 
the  organizations  he  represented,  and 
urged  support  of  the  union  labels  of 
all  organizations  by  members  of  trades 
unions.

Delegate  McNamara — This  proposi- 
tion is  covered  in  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  the  amendment  of 
No.  20  that  will  come  up  later. 

Article  XXII.  Section  5.  Members  of 
the  I.  U.  S.  E.  shall  hire  none  but  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  in  the  Union  which 
has  jurisdiction  over  the  work  to  be  done 
and  shall  buy  none  but  goods  bearing  the 
Union  Label  when  same  are  to  be  had. 


The  Convention  again  went  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  to  hear  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Law,  Vice  Presi- 
dent Murphy  presiding.

Amendments 
to  the  Constitution  may  be  placed  before 
the  Convention  by  any  Local  Union  under 
its  seal  who  is  entitled  to  send  delegates 
to  the  Convention,  or  by  any  General  Offi- 
cer, or  by  any  delegate  on  the  floor  of  the 
Convention,  and  if  such  amendment  receives 
a majority  vote  of  the  members  present 
when  the  vote  is  taken  it  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Local  Unions  for  a referendum  vote, 
and  if  adopted  by  the  Local  Unions  it  im- 


mediately becomes  a part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. All  amendments  must  be  submitted 
in  writing,  and  in  duplicate. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 

Delegate  McGuire  opposed  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee.  Dele- 
gate Moser  favored  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee.

once  become  a part  of  the  Constitution. 
The  Local  Unions  shall  have  thirty  days 
to  have  their  returns  filed  with  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer. 

Section  3.  The  same  law  governing  the 
election  of  officers  shall  apply  to  initiative 
measures.

“The  joint  executive  board  shall  dispose  of 
all  questions  referred  to  it  by  the  Local 
Unions,  when  the  Unions  involved  have 
used  all  honorable  means  to  settle  their 
difficulties,  and  shall  have  the  power  to 
summons  any  member  in  order  to  arrive 
at  a iust  conclusion  of  such  questions  as 
may  come  before  it.  A majority  vote  shall 
decide  all  questions  and  the  decisions  of 
the  board  can  only  be  revised  by  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board.” 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  concurred  in. 

Article  XXIX  (Added  Section).  Section 
1,  Page  30.  “The  Constitution  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers  must 
be  regarded  as  the  fundamental  law  for  the 
government  of  all  International  Officers 
and  Boards,  together  with  the  government 
and  conduct  of  Local  Unions.  Local 
Unions  must  at  all  times  adhere  strictly 
to  the  general  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
to  insure  a guarantee  of  the  management 
of  their  affairs  without  molestation  or  in- 
terference. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
concurred  in. 

Article  I.  Laws  for  the  Government 
of  Local  Unions.  Section  1,  Page  31. 
Amend  to  read:  “The  officers  of  a Local 

Union  shall  be  a President,  Vice  President, 
Recording  Secretary,  Financial  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  three  Trustees,  three  Auditors, 
Conductor,  Guard,  and  such  Delegates  and 
Committees  as  may  be  elected.” 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment.  The  rec- 
ommendation was  concurred  in. 

Article  III.  Section  3.  Amend  to  read: 
“The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  cor- 
rect minutes  of  each  meeting,  read  all 
documents  and  correspondence,  issue  all 
summons  for  meetings.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  the  seal  and  affix  the  same  to 
all  official  correspondence,  keep  a record 
of  all  applications  for  membership,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Local 
Union  may  direct,  or  as  prescribed  in  the 
Constitution.  The  Recording  Secretary 
shall  keep  a correct  list  of  the  membership 
and  their  addresses,  and  spread  a copy  of 
the  Financial  Secretary’s  monthly  report  to 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  in  his  min- 
utes for  a true  record.  Failure  to  comply 
with  this  rule  subjects  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary to  a fine  of  $5.00.” 

The  Committee  recommended  concur- 
rence. The  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Submitted  by  Local  No.  1,  Denver, 
Colo.  An  Amendment  to  Laws  for  the 
Government  of  Local  Unions.  To  amend 
Article  1,  Section  3,  as  follows: 

Insert  the  following  words,  after  the 
word  “June,”  v.  s.  “and  on  the  night  of 
election  immediately  previous  to  the  elec- 
tion for  each  office;”  so  as  to  make  Section 
3 read  as  follows:  “The  nomination  of  of- 

ficers shall  be  made  at  the  first  meeting  in 
•Tune,  and  on  the  night  of  election  imme- 
diately previous  to  the  election  for  each  of- 
fice.” 
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The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

It  is  also  the  wisli  of  Local  No.  1 that 
die  Ritual  be  changed  so  as  to  eliminate 
the  recognition  sign  entirely. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the 
request  be  granted. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gates Pike,  Bushbaum,  Gralfs,  Wheaton, 
Barry  and  Moser. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  concurred  in. 

Submitted  by  T.  J.  Roberts,  Second 
Vice  President,  I.  U.  S.  E.: 

Article  III.  Section  1.  Strike  out  word 
“biennially”  in  second  line  and  insert  word 
“triennially.” 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

Delegates  McNamara,  Roberts,  Keefe 
favored  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee. 

Delegates  Mallody,  McKenzie,  Gunn, 
Moore,  Gralfs,  O’Connor,  Miller,  Whea- 
ton, McConville,  McKee  opposed  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

A motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  lost. 

Article  III.  Section  3.  Strike  out  word 
“ten”  in  first  line  and  insert  word  “twenty- 
live.” 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  opposed  by  Delegate  McKee  and 
favored  by  Delegate  Roberts.  The  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee  was 
lost. 

Article  VI.  Section  1.  Strike  out  word 
"two”  in  eighth  line  and  insert  word 
“three.” 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment.  The  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee  was  not 
adopted. 

Article  V.  H.  & P.  (Page  30.)  Insert 
words  “dinky  locomotives”  in  eighth  line, 
after  word  "pile-drivers.” 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment.  The  rec- 
ommendation was  adopted. 

Submitted  by  T.  J.  Roberts,  Second 
Vice  President,  I.  U.  S.  E.: 

Article  I.  Laws  for  Government  of  Lo- 
cal Unions.  Section  3.  Amend  first  sen- 
tence to  read:  “The  nominations  of  of- 

ficers shall  be  made  at  the  first  and  second 
meetings  in  June.” 

The  Committee  recommended  concur- 
rence. Recommendation  adopted. 

Article  IV.  Section  6.  Strike  out  all  of 
first  paragraph. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence.  The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Submitted  by  Local  No.  2 0,  New  York 
City: 

Article  VI.  Section  1.  To  read  as  fol- 
lows: “The  officers  of  the  International 

Union  of  Steam  Engineers  shall  consist  of 
a General  President.  First  General  Vice 
President,  Second  General  Vice  President 
Third  General  Vice  President,  Fourth  Gen- 
eral Vice  President,  Fifth  General  Vice 


President,  Sixth  General  Vice  President, 
Seventh  General  Vice  President.  (The 
Sixth  and  Seventh  General  Vice  Presidents 
to  be  elected  from,  and  represent  on  the 
General  Executive  Board  the  apprentice 
Engineers.)  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  three  Trustees:  and  their  term  of  office 
shall  begin  on  October  1st  next  after  their 
election,  and  be  for  two  years,  or  until  their 
successors  qualify.” 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

Delegates  McKee,  McDonough,  Monte- 
fering,  McConville,  Goodnough,  McKen- 
zie, Cassidy,  Bushbaum,  O’Connor,  op- 
posed the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Delegates  Walsh  (Wm.),  Keefe,  Mur- 
phy, O’Keefe,  Horan  favored  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee. 

A motion  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  was  lost. 

Article  NIX.  Section  1.  Amend  to  read 
as  follows:  "A  candidate  for  membership 

in  a Local  Union  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  must  be  a competent 
Engineer  or  Apprentice  Engineer.  He  shall 
possess  a license  in  localities  where  such 
is  required.  When  a candidate  presents 
himself  for  admission  and  is  out  of  em- 
ployment, the  Local  Union  shall  be  the 
judge  as  to  the  wisdom  of  admitting  him 
to  membership.” 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

The  question  was  discussed  in  a gen- 
eral way  by  Delegates  McKee,  Wheaton, 
McDonough,  McNamara,  Moser,  O’Keefe 
and  Bushbaum. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted  by  a vote  of  4 4 in  the  affirma- 
tive to  27  in  the  negative. 

Article  V.  To  be  added  to  Article  V an- 
other section,  known  as  Section  3,  to  read 
as  follows,  (under  “Laws  for  the  Govern- 
ment of  Local  Unions”): 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

The  amendment  was  opposed  by  Dele- 
gates Miller,  Wheaton,  Pike,  Gralfs  and 
Mallody. 

Delegates  Walsh  (Wm.),  Horan  and 
Hebeler  favored  the  amendment. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  lost  by  a vote  of  21  in  the 
affirmative  to  51  in  the  negative. 

At  12:15  the  Committee  took  a recess 
to  2 o’clock  P.  M. 


THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  was  called 
to  order  at  2:15  P.  M.,  Thursday,  Sep- 
tember 12th,  Vice  President  Murphy  in 
the  chair. 

During  the  session  a recess  was  taken 
to  hear  a brief  address  by  Mrs.  Tally 
Sinton,  representing  the  Women’s  Trade 
Union  League.  Mrs.  Sinton  explained  the 
purposes  of  the  League  and  spoke  of  the 
benefit  it  had  been  to  women  workers 
who  were  struggling  under  adverse  con- 
ditions. She  stated  that  the  League  in- 
vestigated the  condition  of  women  work- 
ers in  all  parts  of  the  country  whenever 
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it  was  possible  to  do  so  and  endeavored 
to  educate  them  in  the  principles  of 
trades  unionism.  She  spoke  especially  of 
the  magazine  established  by  the' League, 
and  of  the  plan  to  have  it  printed  in  dif- 
ferent languages  to  distribute  among 
workers  not  able  to  speak  the  English 
language  who  could  not  be  readily  ap- 
proached in  other  ways. 

The  Committee  proceeded  with  the 
consideration  of  amendments  to  the 
Constitution,  as  follows: 

Submitted  by  Local  No.  87,  Portland, 
Ore. : 

Article  III.  Section  4.  The  basis  of  rep- 
resentation shall  be  one  delegate  for  each 
one  hundred  members  or  less,  and  one  dele- 
gate for  each  succeeding  one  hundred  mem- 
bers or  majority  fraction  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  The  number  of  votes  each  Local 
Union  shall  have  in  the  Convention  shall  be 
based  on  the  average  number  of  members 
on  which  the  Local  Union  has  paid  per 
capita  tax  for  the  year  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  Convention,  and  said  tax  must  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  Convention.  No  delegate  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  represent  more  than  one  Local 
Union,  neither  shall  he  be  allowed  more 
than  one  vote. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Article  V.  Section  1.  The  business  trans- 
acted in  the  Convention  shall  be  devoted 
to  the  nomination  of  officers  and  the  trans- 
action of  such  other  business  as  will  be  of 
interest  to  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  and  organized  labor  in  general. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 

Delegate  McKenzie  and  Delegate  Mc- 
Guire favored  the  amendment  and  op- 
posed the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee. Delegate  Snellings  opposed  the 
amendment.  Delegate  Moser  opposed 
the  amendment. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  adopted  by  a vote  of  47  in  the 
affirmative  to  17  in  the  negative. 

Article  V.  Section  3.  Upon  the  opening 
of  the  Convention  the  General  President 
shall  appoint  a committee  on  credentials 
from  a list  of  delegates  whose  organiza- 
tions are  in  good  standing,  and  whose  seats 
in  the  convention  are  not  contested,  to  date 
as  per  Constitution:  no  two  members  of 
said  committee  shall  be  residents  of  same 
state. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 

Delegates  McKenzie  and  McGuire  op- 
posed the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

President  Comerford  and  Delegate 
Roberts  favored  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  concurred  in. 

Article  V.  Section  4.  After  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  has  been 
acted  upon,  the  General  President  shall 
appoint  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
necessary.  No  two  members  of  any  com- 
mittee shall  be  members  of  same  state.  Un- 
less otherwise  ordered  each  committee  shall 
consist  of  five  members.  No  compensation 
shall  be  paid  to  a member  of  any  commit- 
tee for  services  rendered  during  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 


The  question  was  discussed  briefly 
by  Delegates  Pike  and  McConville.  The 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Article  VI.  Section  1.  Strike  out  the 
word  “October”  and  substitute  the  word 
“November,”  and  add  to  the  end  of  section 
the  words:  “No  two  General  Officers  shall 

be  residents  of  same  state.” 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  was  adopted. 

Article  VI.  Section  2.  The  nomination 
of  officers  shall  be  on  the  last  day  of  the 
Convention. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  was  adopted. 

Article  VII.  Section  1.  The  nomination 
of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot  and  shall  pro- 
ceed as  follows:  The  General  President 

shall  appoint  two  tellers  and  a clerk  to 
call  the  roll  and  record  the  vote;  he  shall 
then  call  for  and  receive  nominations  for 
the  office  to  be  filled,  naming  them  to  the 
Convention  in  the  order  received,  and  each 
candidate  shall  have  the  right  to  select 
one  additional  teller  and  the  General  Presi- 
dent shall  call  for  the  registration  of  the 
vote;  he  shall  receive  the  report  from  the 
Clerk  and  announce  to  the  Convention  the 
names  of  the  two  nominees  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes;  the  two  nominees 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  declared  the  nominees  for  the  office  and 
their  names  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Local  Unions  for  a referendum  vote. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  opposed  by  Delegates  McKen- 
zie, McConville,  Pike,  Walsh  (J.  J.), 
Massow,  Carroll  and  Gralfs,  and  all  of 
them  favored  the  adoption  of  the 
amendment. 

Delegates  Moser,  Cassidy,  Keefe, 
O’Keefe  and  President  Comerford  fa- 
vored the  report  of  the  Committee  and 
.opposed  the  adoption  of  the  amendment. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted  by  a vote  of  43  in  the  affirma- 
tive to  2 6 in  the  negative. 

Article  VII.  Section  2.  Within  three 
days  after  adjournment  of  the  Convention 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  sub- 
mit to  the  Local  Unions  for  a referendum 
vote  the  names  of  the  two  candidates  for 
each  office  to  be  filled  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  in  the  Convention.  Each 
Local  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
number  of  votes  as  they  are  delegates  in 
the  Convention;  the  nominee  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected,  and  shall  hold  office  till  his  suc- 
cessor has  been  elected  and  qualified. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Article  VII.  Section  3.  The  returns  from 
the  Local  Unions  shall  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  on  or  be- 
fore the  twenty-eighth  day  of  October  pre- 
ceding the  Convention  and  shall  be  marked 
“election  returns.”  At  noon  on  the  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  October  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer shall  open  and  count  the 
vote  and  announce  the  names  of  the  nom- 
inee for  each  office  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes,  who  shall  be  declared 
elected.  Any  nominee  has  the  right  to  be 
present  when  the  vote  is  being  counted, 
either  in  person  or  by  a representative,  the 
representative  must  be  a member  in  good 
standing  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers. 
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The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
concurred  in. 

Article  VII.  Section  4.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  to 
inform  the  nominee  receiving'  the  highest 
number  of  votes  of  his  election,  and  to  keep 
an  accurate  report  of  all  election  returns, 
and  forward  to  each  Local  Union  a detailed 
list  of  the  votes  cast  by  each  Local  Union. 
In  case  a Local  Union  fails  or  neglects  to 
have  its  returns  filed  with  the  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer before  the  date  of  the 
opening  of  the  vote  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  to  collect 
a fine  of  ten  dollars  from  such  Local  Union 
and  to  refuse  to  receive  any  per  capita  tax 
from  such  Local  Union  until  the  fine  is 
paid. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Article  XI.  Section  1.  Strike  out  the 
sentence:  “This  salary  may  be  increased 

by  the  Convention,”  and  substitute:  “This 

salary  may  be  increased  by  a referendum 
vote  of  the  Local  LTnions. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Article  XIX.  Section  3.  No  person  who 
is  a member  of  the  National  Association  of 
Stationary  Engineers,  or  a member  of  any 
organization  opposed  to  organized  labor  can 
be  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 

Delegate  Wilson  opposed  the  recom- 
mendation and  favored  the  amendment. 
Delegates  Tompkins,  McKenzie,  Miller, 
Hebeler,  and  Micksell  opposed  the  rec- 
ommendation and  favored  the  proposed 
amendment. 

Delegates  Gralfs,  O’Keefe,  Elzemann, 
Goodnough,  Turba,  Darling,  McGraw, 
Nash,  Crowe,  McConville,  opposed  the 
amendment  and  favored  the  report  of 
the  committee. 

The  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee was  concurred  in. 

Submitted  by  Local  No.  92,  Memphis, 
Tenn. : 

Article  III.  Amend  Section  2 of  Article 
III.  by  adding  to  the  present  section  the 
following: 

“The  temporary  roll  call  of  the  Conven- 
tion upon  assembling  shall  consist  of  all 
delegates  who  have  credentials  that  are  un- 
contested, in  the  hands  of  the  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. 

“Delegates  whose  credentials  are  contest- 
ed shall  be  given  a hearing  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  and  if  they  so  de- 
sire, before  the  Convention  when  assembled, 
but  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  settlement  of 
their  own  case. 

“The  only  grounds  on  which  a. delegate’s 
seat  can  be  contested  shall  be  as  follows: 

“1.  That  his  Local  Union  is  not  in  good 
standing 'in  the  General  Organization. 

“2.  That  the  delegate  himself  is  not  a 
member  in  good  standing  in  his  Local 
Union. 

“3.  That  the  delegate  is  not  an  engineer 
employed  at  the  trade,  or  is  not  employed 
and  paid  a salary  by  his  Local  Union,  or 
is  not  employed  and  paid  a salary  by  the 
General  Organization. 

“4.  That  the  election  of  the  delegate  did 
not  take  place  in  the  manner  prescribed  bv 
the  Constitution.” 

The  committee  recommended  noncon- 
currence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 


Amend  Article  V.  by  repealing  Section  3 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

Section  3.  All  committees,  except  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  which  shall  as- 
semble at  the  call  of  the  General  President, 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  opening  session, 
or  at  some  subsequent  session  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  such  committees  as  are  ap- 
pointed at  the  opening  session  shall  be  se- 
lected from  the  list  of  uncontested  dele- 
gates whose  Local  Unions  are  in  good 
standing  up  to  date,  as  per  Constitution. 
The  General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  fur- 
nish such  a list  of  delegates  to  the  General 
President. 

In  making  up  all  permanent  or  temporary 
committees  of  the  Convention,  not  more 
than  one  delegate  from  any  one  state  in 
the  American  Union,  nor  from  any  one 
province  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  shall 
receive  committee  appointment  until  all  the 
states  and  provinces  having  delegates  in 
attendance  shall  have  been  represented  on 
committee. 

The  Committee  recommended  ' non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Amend  Article  VI.  by  striking  out  Sec- 
tion 2 and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  follow- 
ing: 

Section  2.  The  election  of  officers  and 
the  selection  of  Convention  city  shall  be 
held  at  2 o’clock  of  the  second  day’s  session 
of  the  Convention,  and  the  officers-eleet 
shall  be  installed  on  the  last  day  of  the 
Convention. 

In  order  that  as  many  sections  as  pos- 
sible of  territory  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
may  be  represented  in  the  conduct  of  its 
affairs,  it  is  hereby  provided  that  not  more 
than  one  of  the  General  Officers  enumerated 
in  Section  1 of  this  article  shall  be  elected 
from  any  one  state  of  the  American  Union, 
and  not  more  than  one  from  any  one  prov- 
ince of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 

Delegates  Wheaton  and  Nash  opposed 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

Delegates  Bushbaum,  McGraw,  McCon- 
ville, Tighe  and  O’Keefe  favored  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  adopted. 

Make  the  following  Section  3 of  Arti- 
cle VI.: 

Section  3.  Charges  against  any  General 
Officer,  or  any  Local  Officer  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers  may  be 
preferred  by  any  Local  Union  in  good  stand- 
ing in  the  General  Organization,  or  by  any 
member  of  such  Local  Union. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Amend  Section  3 of  Article  XII.  to  read 
as  follows: 

Strike  out  the  words  “or  revoke”  in  the 
second  line  of  the  section,  and  add  after 
the  word  “Unions”  in  the  last  line  of  the 
section  the  following:  "But  the  Charter 

of  a Local  Union  can  only  be  revoked  by 
the  International  Convention  when  assem- 
bled. All  charges  against  a Local  Union 
shall  be  presented  in  writing,  and  the  ac- 
cused Local  Union  shall  be  furnished  a 
complete  copy  of  the  same  at  least  30  days 
before  said  charges  are  tried.  The  Local 
Union  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and 
place  of  trial  at  least  15  days  before  such 
trial  can  take  place,  and  at  the  trial  the  ac- 
cused Local  Union  shall  be  given  every 
opportunity  to  present  its  cause.” 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  was  adopted. 
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Amend  Article  XIV.  by  repealing  Section 
1,  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  The  salaries  of  the  General 
Officers  shall  be  such  sums  as  the  Interna- 
tional Convention  may  deem  necessary,  and 
shall  be  specified  by  the  Constitution,  and 
can  be  changed  only  by  amending' that  in- 
strument in  the  constitutionally  prescribed 
manner,  and  until  this  is  done  the  present 
salaries  of  such  officers  shall  stand. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Amend  Article  XXVII.  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing sections: 

Section  2.  The  International  Convention 
shall  have  power  to  alter  or  amend  any  and 
all  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which 
have  been  proposed  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  Section  1 of  this  article  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Article  XXVII.  Section  3.  The  Constitu- 
tion, being  the  creature  of  the  International 
Convention,  the  Convention,  when  assem- 
bled, shall  have  supreme  power  to  inter- 
pret said  Constitution.  When  the  Conven- 
tion is  not  in  session  the  General  Executive 
Board  shall  have  power  to  interpret  the  Con- 
stitution, and  its  decision  in  any  case  shall 
stand  until  acted  upon  at  the  next  session 
of  the  International  Convention. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Submitted  by  Local  No.  4 64,  Chicago: 

Amend  Section  2 of  Article  XXVIII.  as 
follows: 

Section  2.  The  Convention  shall  authorize 
the  General  Executive  Board  to  purchase  a 
piece  of  ground  and  erect  a building  in 
whatever  city  the  General  Executive  Board 
considers  most  suitable  for  a permanent 
location.  The  money  to  purchase  the  ground 
and  erect  the  building  to  be  taken  out  of 
the  defense  fund  and  after  the  General 
Offices  are  located  in  the  permanent  build- 
ing, they  shall  pay  to  the  defense  fund  the 
same  amount  of  money  each  month  that  is 
now  being  paid  for  rent  until  the  total 
amount  expended  on  ground  and  building 
has  been  paid  back  to  the  defense  fund. 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gate Wheaton,  President  Comerford, 
Delegates  O’Keefe,  Stevenson,  Cassidy, 
Turba,  Dolan,  Horan  and  Secretary 
Hannahan. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  adopted. 

Amend  Section  3 of  Article  VIII,  page  9, 
as  follows: 

Section  3.  The  General  President  shall 
devote  his  entire  time  to  the  duties  of  his 
office.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  call  upon 
any  and  all  officers  for  assistance  and  ad- 
vice when  occasion  demands  or  requires  it. 
He  shall  be  strictly  accountable  and  re- 
sponsible for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  and  see  to  it  that  every  law  and 
regulation  of  this  Constitution  is  adhered 
to.  He  shall  receive  as  salary  for  his  serv- 
ices the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars ($2,500)  per  annum.  This  salary  may 
be  increased  by  the  International  Conven- 
tion. He  shall  by  virtue  of  his  office  be 
one  of  the  delegates  to  represent  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers  at  the 
Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Eabor. 

The  Committee  recommended  concur- 
rence in  the  amendment.  The  recom- 
mendation was  adopted. 


LAWS  FOR  GOVERNING  LOCAL 
UNIONS. 

Add  a section,  to  be  known  as  Section  4 
of  Article  I.  on  Page  3f,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  The  election  of  officers  shall 
be  held  biennially,  and  nomination  of  offi- 
cers shall  be  on  the  first  meeting  in  June 
prior  to  the  General  Convention,  and  the 
election  shall  be  held  the  second  meeting  in 
June  prior  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  was  adopted. 

Submitted  by  Local  No.  243,  Terre 
Haute,  Ind.: 

That  we  insert  a clause  in  our  Constitu- 
tion debarring  any  member  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 
from  holding  an  executive  office  of  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  who  holds  a membership  in  any 
other  Engineers’  Organization. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Submitted  by  Local  No.  395,  Chicago: 

Amend  Section  4 of  Article  IV.,  Page  36, 
as  follows:  Strike  out  word  "two-thirds” 

and  insert  therein  instead  the  word  “ma- 
jority.” 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Amend  Section  6 of  Article  IV.,  Page  37, 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  6.  When  one  member  prefers 
charges  against  another  member  and  can- 
not prove  same  he  must  pay  the  sum  of 
$10  for  expenses  of  said  trial.  Said  sum  of 
$10  must  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Financial  Secretary  of  the  Local  Union  at 
the  time  charges  are  filed. 

The  Committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gates O’Keefe,  Keefe,  Pike  and  Mc- 
Namara. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  lost. 

Delegate  Keefe  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  amendment.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

Article  XXII.  Section  5.  Members  of 
the  I.  U.  S.  E.  shall  hire  none  but  members 
in  good  standing  in  the  Union  which  has 
jurisdiction  over  the  work  to  be  done  and 
shall  buy  none  but  goods  bearing  the  union 
label  when  same  are  to  be  had. 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment.  The  recom- 
mendation was  adopted. 

Secretary  Hannahan — I move  that 
the  report  of  the  Law  Committee  be 
adopted  as  amended. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  car- 
ried. 

Delegate  Carroll — I move  that  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  be  instructed 
to  report  to  the  Convention  at  9 o’clock 
tomorrow  morning.  (Seconded  and  car- 
ried.) 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE 
AMERICAN  FEDERATION  OF 
LABOR. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the 
Third  Biennial  Convention  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers: 
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\Ye,  your  delegates  selected  by  the 
Biennial  Convention  of  1910  held  at 
Denver  to  represent  this  organization 
at  the  succeeding  Conventions  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  respect- 
fully report  as  follows: 

The  conventions  at  which  your  delegates 
served  were  held  respectively  at  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  Nov.  14th  to  26th,  1910,  and  at  At- 
anta,  Ga.,  Nov.  13th  to  25th,  1911.  Both 
were  presided  over,  as  usual,  with  his 
customary  recognized  ability  as  a presid- 
ing officer,  by  President  Samuel  Gompers, 
the  veteran  leader  of  organized  labor  in 
America. 

No  man  who  had  the  privilege  conferred 
on  him  of  attending  as  a delegate  at  those 
two  conventions  can  ever  overcome  the 
feeling  of  pride  that  animated  him  at  the 
grand  exhibition  of  numerical  strength,  the 
powerful  influence  on  the  prevailing  cur- 
rents of  public  opinion,  and  the  splendid 
demonstration  of  ability  for  deliberative 
action  which  were  displayed  at  each  of 
those  gatherings  by  the  representatives  of 
the  union  working  people  of  the  United 
States. 

When  it  is  recalled  that  at  the  first 
convention  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  only  six  inter- 
national unions  were  represented  with  a 
few  scattering  locals  besides,  and  that  at 
the  St.  Louis  convention,  twenty-two  years 
ago  there  were  represented  only  seventeen 
such  organizations,  it  is  little  less  than 
marvel  that  at  the  gathering  in  the  same 
city  in  1910,  credentials  were  presented 
representing  ninety-four  international  and 
national  bodies,  twenty-eight  state  branch- 
es, eighty-nine  central  organizations,  thir- 
ty-four local  trade  and  federal  unions,  and 
nine  fraternal  delegates.  These  did  not  of 
course  include  several  hundred  central  bod- 
ies affiliated,  but  not  represented,  at  the 
convention. 

When  we  add  to  this  that  at  the  conven- 
tion a year  later,  held  at  Atlanta,  cre- 
dentials were  presented  for  three  hundred 
and  forty-six  delegates,  representing  eighty- 
nine  national  and  international  unions, 
twenty-five  state  branches,  sixty-seven 
central  bodies,  twenty  local  trade  and  fed- 
eral bodies  and  eight  fraternal  delegates, 
it  is  not  easy  to  understand  how  there 
can  be  men  who  believe  or  profess  to  be- 
lieve that  the  organization  of  the  toilers 
does  not  progress  as  rapidly  on  this  con- 
tinent as  is  consistent  with  the  ultimate 
command  by  them  of  a full  measure  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  which  they 
have  been  robbed  through  the  centuries 
that  are  past. 

It  must  have  been  a source  of  the  great- 
est pride  and  joy  to  the  great  man  who 
presided,  alike  at  Pittsburg  over  the  de- 
liberations of  his  few  friends  and  asso- 
ciates and  at  all  subsequent  conventions 
but  one,  to  witness  the  grand  gathering 
which  submitted  themselves  to  his  ruling 
and  direction  at  the  stroke  of  his  gavel 
as  presiding  officer  at  St.  Louis  and  At- 
lanta. To  him  beyond  all  other  men  is 
the  glory  to  be  given  of  having  helped 
in  producing  that  inspiring  result.  In  good 
and  evil  report,  in  prosperity  and  in  ad- 
versity, with  the  cause  which  he  has  so 
ably  championed  at  times  apparently  going 
down  to  defeat  and  at  other  times  reaching 
out  so  to  embrace  a fair  proportion  of  the 
men  and  women  whose  cause  it  represent- 
ed, Sam  Gompers  has  gone  his  way,  ever 
hopeful,  and  never  fearing  the  result  of  the 
work  to  which  he  had  put  his  hand. 

Not  many  years  in  the  usual  course  of 
events  can  be  left  to  the  old  man  heading 
the  legions  of  his  fellow  toilers,  to  carry 
on  the  greatest  and  most  fruitful  propa- 
ganda of  labor  that  has  been  seen  for 
many  a generation;  and  it  is  therefore 
but  right  that  on  all  proper  occasions  the 
men  who  have  all  through  the  years  fol- 
lowed his  leadership  and  held  their  faith 
in  him  should  be  ready  to  say  the  good 
word  concerning  him  and  to  express  the 
hope  that  his  usefulness  may  be  extended 


even  beyond  the  scriptural  span  of  human 
life.  He  surely  has  been  throughout  the 
main  pillar  of  the  edifice  of  organized  labor 
which  he  himself  has  done  so  much  to  call 
into  being. 

At  the  St.  Louis  gathering,  which  your 
representatives  were  delegated  to  attend, 
a vast  amount  of  labor  was  transacted  in 
the  interest  of  our  common  cause,  as  was 
equally  the  case  at  the  Atlanta  gathering. 
Your  delegates  can  only  hope  here  to  offer 
an  outline  of  what  was  done  at  either 
gathering,  excepting  of  course  those  trans- 
actions which  relate  directly  to  our  own 
organization. 

In  recalling  the  terms  of  the  report  of 
President  Gompers  to  the  convention  of 
1910  at  St.  Louis,  it  is  gratifying  now  to 
reflect  what  distinct  advance  has  been 
made  in  the  brief  intervening  time  in  the 
public  recognition  extended,  through  legis- 
lation and  otherwise,  to  the  justice  of  la- 
bor’s claims.  For  some  years  prior  to 
1910,  the  barriers  erected  against  labor’s 
demands  both  in  state  capitals  and  at  the 
national  capital  were  many  and  often  in- 
surmountable. Congress  had  stood  steady 
and  undeviating  against  our  demands.  Both 
political  parties  dreaded  possible  hostile  re- 
sults, sure  in  their  opinion  to  ensue  in  case 
their  representatives  should  commit  them- 
selves to  an  attitude  favorable  to  labor. 
The  courts,  too,  stood  an  immovable  ob- 
stacle to  securing  even  an  approach  to  jus- 
tice for  the  representatives  of  labor. 

One  judge  had  gone  so  far  a short  time 
before  as  to  declare  the  demand  for  a closed 
shop  to  be  illegal  when  enforced  or  sought 
to  be  enforced  by  strike.  The  injunction 
was  ever  the  ready  weapon  of  our  enemies, 
never  denied  to  them,  and  so  often  and  so 
unjustly  granted  as  to  render  court-made 
law  a living  menace  to  the  liberty  of  the 
individual  citizen.  Year  after  year  the  rep- 
resentatives of  labor  had  appeared  in  the 
halls  of  congress  to  argue  for  or  against 
measures  which  vitally  affected  the  welfare 
of  our  people.  But  their  cries  were  as  the 
cry  of  the  pelican  in  the  wilderness.  None 
but  the  bravest  and  truest  hearts  in  the 
national  arena  had  ear  for  them.  And,  so, 
year  after  year,  existing  evils  were  per- 
petuated and  new  evils  threatened  to  wrest 
all  weapons,  whether  of  offence  or  defense, 
from  the  hands  of  labor. 

But  the  light  was  breaking,  and  ever 
since  those  gatherings  hope  has  appeared 
in  our  councils,  ever  increasing,  until  to- 
day we  witness  the  courts  of  the  country, 
state  and  federal,  being  brought  to  the  full- 
est realization  of  the  truth  that  the  people 
at  last  are  able  to  distinguish  the  injustice 
and  intolerance  with  which  they  have  treat- 
ed us  in  the  past,  and  are  demanding  that 
judges  shall  be  made  immediately  respon- 
sible and  amenable  to  the  authority  of  the 
people.  On  the  other  hand,  congress  at 
its  last  session  has  shown  that  its  members 
have  their  ears  to  the  ground  and  that 
every  demand  of  labor,  before  treated  con- 
temptuously as  unreasonable,  only  awaits 
the  needed  time  to  be  embodied  in  federal 
law.  An  injunction  law  has  been  passed 
that  forever  will  put  an  end  to  the  worst 
of  the  judicial  crimes  committed  against 
our  cause,  while  other  labor  measures  pend- 
ing for  years  either  in  committee  or  in 
either  house  are  in  line  for  adoption. 

In  addition  to  all  this,  and  largely  as 
the  result  of  the  work  done  in  these  two 
conventions  of  1910  and  1911,  great  prog- 
ress has  also  been  made  along  other  lines 
not  before  mentioned.  In  both  conventions 
much  attention  was  given  to  the  subject  of 
the  prosecutions  maintained  against  our 
movement  and  its  representatives  in  the 
civil  courts  for  damages,  as  in  the  case, 
for  instance,  of  the  prosecution  against  the 
United  Hatters.  The  subject  of  prosecu- 
tions for  contempt  of  court  were  also  under 
consideration,  and  the  course  pursued  and 
the  earnestness  shown  by  our  people  on 
these  two  subjects  have  since  operated  so 
as  to  bring  to  a practically  triumphant 
ending  the  famous  Buck  Stove  and  Range 
controversy;  to  have  defeated  for  the  time, 
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and  probably  permanently,  the  effort  to 
mulct  our  movement  in  overwhelming 
money  damages  represented  by  the  verdict 
against  the  Hatters;  to  have  secured  the 
enactment  of  a federal  law  making  a jury 
trial  a prior  requirement  to  prosecutions 
or  contempt  where  the  contempt  has  been 
committed  outside  of  court  and  involved  in 
some  degree  the  character  of  a criminal 
charge. 

So,  too,  the  eight  hour  law  has  been 
effectively  recorded  on  the  federal  statute 
books  and  in  such  form  that  it  is  no  longer 
possible  for  either  government  contractors 
or  the  official  manikins  in  charge  of  the 
different  divisions  and  bureaus  of  the  de- 
partmental service  at  Washington  to  suc- 
ceed in  defeating  its  operation,  as  they  have 
been  able  to  do  for  so  many  years  in  the 
past. 

Child  labor  has,  too,  become  a subject  of 
universal  concern,  and  the  statute  books 
are  literally  flowing  over  with  enactments 
safeguarding  the  rights  of  the  children. 
Convict  labor  is  also  at  the  forefront  and  is 
receiving'  the  condemnation  of  all  humane 
citizens.  For  this  result  we  are  indebted 
too,  in  great  measure  to  the  organization 
maintained  in  New  York  and  elsewhere  com- 
posed of  private  citizens  to  put  an  end  to 
that  particular  form  of  barbarism.  It 
promises  now  to  be  but  a short  time  be- 
fore a complete  and  effective  ending  is  put 
to  the  competition  of  the  labor  of  convicted 
and  imprisoned  felons  with  the  labor  of 
upright  citizens. 

During  the  holding  of  the  two  conven- 
tions to  which  your  representatives  were 
delegated  there  was  little  or  no  existing 
public  sentiment  outside  the  ranks  of  union 
labor  on  such  subjects  as  those  mentioned, 
or  on  that  all-important ' departure  from 
existing  methods  in  cases  of  industrial  ac- 
cidents which  has  since  taken  the  form  of 
employers’  liability  laws.  But  as  a direct 
result  of  labor  union  agitation,  in  those 
conventions  and  out,  we  now  have  several 
good  laws  of  this  character  in  operation, 
including  a federal  law,  and,  probably  be- 
fore the  holding  of  the  next  A.  P.  of  L. 
convention,  certainly  before  our  own  next 
convention,  we  will  have  such  laws  enacted 
in  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  states  of  the 
union. 

It  ought  to  be  noted,  too,  that  the  appar- 
ent determined  purpose  of  a certain  class 
of  courts  to  nullify  all  efforts  of  this  kind 
have  been  met  by  an  outburst  of  popular 
dissatisfaction  that  will  operate  and  is  to- 
day operating  as  a grave  warning  to  the 
judicial  bench.  It  has  been  directed  to  that 
numerous  class  of  judges  who  have  dis- 
tinguished themselves  by  their  hostility  to 
the  rights  of  labor  and  whose  places  on 
the  bench  have  come  to  them  in  the  past 
through  the  paramount  political  influence 
of  the  vast  aggregation  of  capital  organized 
as  trusts  and  popularly  known  as  Big  Busi- 
ness. 

One  of  such  men  has  had  articles  of 
impeachment  found  against  him.  Another 
has  had  his  disgraceful  personality  exposed 
both  on  and  off  the  bench,  so  that,  fearing 
impeachment,  he  has  added  the  charge  of 
cowardice  to  the  other  charges  against  him 
by  resigning  under  fire. 

But  the  grandest  result  accruing  from 
the  incessant  hammering  which  union  labor 
has  kept  up  against  the  corruption  and  mis- 
conduct of  certain  judges  has  been  the  wip- 
ing out  from  American  jurisprudence  of 
those  century-long  perversions  of  natural 
justice  known  in  legal  parlance  as  “Con- 
tributory Negligence,”  “Negligence  of  Fel- 
low Servants”  and  “Assumption  of  Risk.” 

These  infamous  devices  were  designed  by 
the  courts  in  order  to  save  the  employer 
from  being  held  pecuniarily  liable  for  the 
injuries  coming  to  his  employe,  and  as  de- 
fenses interposed  by  the  employer  they  have 
in  actual  operation  been  a disgrace  to  hu- 
manity itself.  Through  them  many  a poor 
fellow  has  gone  to  his  death  knowing  that 
he  left  his  wife  and  perhaps  his  little  brood 
helplessly  dependent  on  the  cold  charity  of 
the  world.  And  many  another  such  a one 


has  found  himself  crippled  and  helpless,  a 
pauper  and  a burden  on  those  "whose  care 
God  had  entrusted  to  him.  These  products 
of  human  greed,  corruption  and  brutality 
have  now  received  their  death  blow;  and 
your  delegates  'are  glad  to  avow  the  belief 
to  the  convention  that  no  influence  has 
been  as  powerful  in  producing  the  admir- 
able result,  as  the  influence  of  the  work 
done  in  the  two  conventions  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor,  in  which  they 
have  had  the  honor  of  representing  this 
organization. 

Other  subjects  of  general  concern  to  the 
toiling  millions  were  also  under  considera- 
tion and  were  wisely  and  effectively  acted 
on  in  those  conventions,  among  these  being 
the  subject  of  restriction  of  immigration, 
the  continued  exclusions  of  Asiatics  from 
this  country,  the  creation  of  a Department 
of  Labor,  the  protection  of  the  labor  peri- 
odical press  against  the  conspiracy  to  ham- 
string it,  which  is  backed  by  the  American 
Manufacturers’  Association,  and  which  at 
one  time  threatened  to  keep  our  official 
journal  out  of  the  mails. 

The  rapidity  with  which  one  event  of 
public  concern  follows  another  in  this  land 
of  ours  prevents  many  of  us  from  being 
able  to  keep  track  of  the  events  which 
affect  us  in  our  character  as  individual  toil- 
ers; and  hence  your  delegates  have  thought 
it  proper  and  beneficial  thus  to  set  forth  at 
some  length  the  work  done  through  and 
by  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  in 
these  two'  conventions,  and  the  results  fol- 
lowing in  the  wake  of  such  work. 

Much  of  the  time  of  both  the  St.  Louis 
and  the  Atlanta  conventions  was  taken  up 
by  contending  claims  of  jurisdiction  among 
the  several  organizations. 

It  would  not  be  right  for  the  delegates 
to  bring  their  references  to  the  general  re- 
sults of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  conventions  to  a 
close  without  referring  in  unqualified  terms 
of  praise  to  the  grand  speech  of  welcome 
addressed  to  the  delegates  at  the  St.  Louis 
convention  by  Governor  Herbert  S.  Hadley 
of  Missouri.  It  was  a grand  address,  and 
one  which,  having  received  general  circu- 
lation in  the  press  of  the  country,  had  the 
most  beneficial  results.  In  acknowledging 
to  Governor  Hadley  the  obligations  the  con- 
vention and  the  cause  which  it  represented 
were  under  to  him,  President  Gompers,  in 
his  response,  felt  called  on  to  use  the  fol- 
lowing strong  sentiments  on  the  subject: 

“There  are  some  few  men  who,  having 
the  time  to  understand  this  great  labor 
movement,  have  not  the  ability  or  who, 
having  the  ability  have  not  the  time,  and 
then  there  are  still  fewer  who,  having  the 
time  have  the  inclination  to  learn;  and  then 
there  are  still  a lesser  number  who,  having 
all  these,  have  the  courage  to  declare  that 
which  they  have  learned.  And,  when  we 
find  a man  here  such  as  you,  Governor 
Hadley,  occupying  the  honorable  position  of 
governor  of  one  of  the  greatest  of  the  sov- 
ereign states  of  this  union,  who  has  not 
only  given  his  mind  to  the  study  of  these 
great  problems,  but  whose  heart  beats  in 
unison  with  them,  who  has  the  courage  and 
the  manhood  to  declare  them,  we  must  ex- 
press our  appreciation  for  what  he  has 
done.” 

In  the  St.  Louis  convention  the  following 
were  the  principal  matters  receiving  at- 
tention having  a bearing  directly  upon  the 
interests  of  this  organization  and  its  mem- 
bers: The  adjustment  made  between  the 

I.  U.  S.  E.  and  the  Brewery  Workers  where- 
by a working  agreement  has  been  brought 
into  operation  between  the  two  bodies  re- 
sulting in  bringing  to  a close  the  bitter 
dissensions  of  the  past  and  in  producing 
great  mutual  advantage  to  both  organiza- 
tions. With  this  agreement  the  members 
are  familiar.  It  has  been  ratified  and  ap- 
proved by  the  last  biennial  convention,  and 
represents  a positive  gain  in  promoting  the 
common  interests  of  the  men  of  both  or- 
ganizations. At  the  St.  Louis  convention 
the  results  of  the  operation  of  that  agree- 
ment were  made  known  and  received  the 
concurrence  of  the  gathering. 
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Another  subject  of  interest  and  import- 
ance was  the  agreement  entered  into  be- 
tween our  organization  and  the  Brotherhood 
of  Stationary  Firemen,  providing  for  a plan 
of  active  co-operation  between  the  two 
bodies  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  their  mem- 
bers. The  agreement  referred  to  was  for- 
mulated at  the  St.  Louis  convention,  and 
was  accepted  and  signed  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  two  organizations.  It  was 
subsequently  ratified  at  the  Atlanta  conven- 
tion. As  the  report  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent will  deal  in  detail  with  that  agreement 
and  with  the  efforts  made  to  put  it  in  oper- 
ation and  with  the  influences  which  have 
worked  to  render  the  agreement  of  no  avail, 
it  is  not  necessary  for  the  delegates  to 
refer  further  to  the  same. 

In  the  report  made  to  the  St.  Louis  con- 
vention by  Secretary  Morrison  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  a recital  was  made  of  the  facts 
attending  and  resulting  from  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners 
for  a charter.  That  report  showed  that  the 
preceding  July  an  application  for  a charter 
was  made  by  the  organization  named  which, 
prior  to  that  time  had  devoted  itself  and 
the  energies  of  its  chief  officials  to  abusing 
and  villifying  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  and  its  president  and  to  thwarting 
the  objects  of  the  organization  to  which 
it  has  since  secured  admission.  The  grant- 
ing of  a charter  to  such  a body  by  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  was  opposed, 
as  the  report  showed,  by  the  representa- 
tives of  a number  of  trade  unions,  includ- 
ing the  I.  U.  S.  E.  After  hearing  the  objec- 
tions and  carrying  on  certain  conferences 
on  the  subject  for  some  time  prior  to  the 
holding  of  the  St.  Louis  convention,  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  had 
decided  to  recommend  in  the  report  of  its 
secretary,  the  granting  of  a charter  to  the 
organization  named.  And  the  subject  thus 
came  up  for  consideration  in  the  conven- 
tion. 

Your  delegates  united  in  the  opposition 
to  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Council  which  was  conducted  as  strenuous- 
ly as  possible,  and  we  with  other  members, 
also  in  active  opposition,  exhausted  every 
parliamentary  device  to  that  end.  The  mat- 
ter was  finally  disposed  of  by  the  conven- 
tion adopting  a resolution  referring  the 
whole  subject  to  the  Executive  Council  with 
instructions  to  bring  about  an  amicable 
adjustment  to  the  end  that  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners  may  receive  a charter 
without  overriding  the  principles  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor.  This  is  the 
language  of  the  resolution.  The  subject 
was  thoroughly  debated,  and  every  argu- 
ment against  the  wisdom  and  expediency, 
as  well  as  against  the  principle,  of  admit- 
ting such  an  organization  into  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  fold  was  exhausted.  Too  much  credit 
cannot  be  given  to  Brother  James  O’Con- 
nell, then  President  of  the  Machinists  and 
now  President  of  the  Metal  Trades  Depart- 
ment of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  for  the  ability  and 
devotion  he  showed  to  his  own  organization 
and  to  the  principle  of  trades  unionism  in 
his  opposition  to  the  granting  of  the  char- 
ter. He  was  the  leader  of  that  opposition, 
and  so  well  did  he  and  others  like  him 
bear  themselves  in  making  that  opposition 
effective,  that  when  a roll  call  was  de- 
manded and  ordered  by  a decisive  vote  on 
the  question  of  referring  the  matter  to  the 
Executive  Council,  the  result  showed  7,792 
votes  in  favor  of  referring  the  subject  to 
the  Executive  Council,  7,107  against  and 
529  not  voting.  That  result  showed  that 
the  motion  had  secured  only  156  votes  more 
than  a majority  of  the  convention.  Could 
the  vote  have  been  taken  directly  on  the 
question,  whether  or  not  the  Western  Fed- 
eration of  Miners  should  be  granted  a char- 
ter, your  delegates  are  perfectly  satisfied 
that  the  refusal  to  grant  such  a charter 
would  have  been  so  emphatic  as  to  put  an 
end  forever  to  the  aims  and  purposes,  what- 
ever they  may  be,  of  the  leaders  of  that 
organization  in  securing  affiliation  with  the 
body,  which  they  had  exhausted  every  effort 
to  wipe  off  the  earth. 


This  subject  has  been  dealt  with  some- 
what extensively  in  a former  report  by  the 
General  President  to  this  Convention  and 
no  doubt  will  receive  considerable  attention 
from  him  in  his  report  to  this  Convention. 
So  that  your  delegates  feel  that  they  have 
set  forth  the  matter  from  their  standpoint 
for  the  benefit  of  this  Convention  as  fully 
as  it  should  be  set  forth. 

Still  another  matter  of  direct  importance 
to  our  organization  disposed  of  by  the  St. 
Louis  convention  was  the  resolution  intro- 
duced by  a delegate  of  the  Elevator  Con- 
ductors’ and  Starters’  Union.  It  read  as 
follows: 

“Whereas,  The  Chicago  Elevator  Conduc- 
tors’ and  Starters’  Union  No.  11959  has 
been  duly  organized  and  chartered  by  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor;  and 

“Whereas,  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Eleva- 
tor Conductors’  and  Starters’  Union  has  not 
been  defined  and  no  mention  of  said  or- 
ganization is  made  in  the  A.  F.  of  L.'s 
instructions  to  organizers;  therefore  be  it 

“Resolved,  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Chicago  Elevator  Conductors'  and  Starters’ 
Union  No.  11959  be  and  is  hereby  defined 
as  follows:  ‘That  the  Chicago  Elevator 

Conductors’  and  Starters’  Union  No.  11959 
shall  have  the  right  to  operate  all  passen- 
ger and  freight  elevators  installed  in  build- 
ings, and  to  operate  all  elevators  that  carry 
passengers,  furniture,  freight  and  merchan- 
dise in  buildings  in  the  course  of  construc- 
tion, when  such  buildings  are  tenanted’;  and 
be  it  further 

“Resolved,  That  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  instruct  its  organizers  to  organize 
into  unions  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
operation  of  elevators  as  above  described 
in  all  cities  where  such  unions  are  not 
already  organized.” 

The  resolution  was  adopted  but  only  after 
the  addition  to  it  of  the  following  words: 
“That  this  shall  not  include  the  hoisting 
of  such  building  material  to  be  used  on 
the  premises.”  As  will  be  readily  seen, 
this  addendum  fully  protects  the  members 
of  our  organization  against  any  possible  in- 
vasion of  their  craft  by  the  members  of 
the  Elevators’  organization. 

Before  offering  any  review  of  the  work 
of  the  Atlanta  convention,  your  delegates 
feel  that  they  should  direct  your  attention 
to  the  act  that,  through  the  influence  exer- 
cised by  the  successive  conventions  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  the  Ameri- 
can people  are  being  brought  steadily  to 
realize  the  discreditable  position  which  they 
occupy  among-  the  nations  of  the  earth  on 
the  subject  of  old  age  pensions. 

The  leading  European  and  the  Australa- 
sian states  have  adopted  the  principle  that 
the  individual  who  has  discharged  his  ob- 
ligations through  life  and  has  reached  the 
stage  of  life  when  his  productiveness  has 
ceased,  should  be  protected  by  the  state 
against  poverty  as  a matter  of  right.  The 
United  States,  on  the  other  hand,  until  quite 
recently,  treated  the  matter  with  an  indif- 
ference that  it  is  not  unjust  to  regard  as 
brutal.  Several  resolutions  were  introduced 
in  the  Atlanta  convention  and  were  referred 
to  the  Executive  Council,  with  instructions 
to  co-operate  in  the  work  which  is  now  in 
progress  to  bring  about  the  practical  action 
on  the  subject. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  the  sub- 
jects before  the  Atlanta  convention  was  the 
report  made  by  James  Duncan,  President  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.,  who  had  been  chosen  at 
the  St.  Louis  convention  as  delegate  to  the 
conference  of  what  is  known  as  the  Inter- 
national Secretariat.  This  body  is  com- 
posed of  the  representatives  of  the  Inter- 
national Trade  Union  Centers,  and  its  aim 
is  to  promote  international  unity  among  the 
working  people  of  the  several  countries.  The 
conference  was  called  to  order  at  Budapest, 
Hungary,  August  10,  1911.  Brother  Dun- 
can’s report  was  an  exhaustive  and  most 
interesting  document.  The  convention  passed 
a unanimous  vote  of  thanks  to  him  and 
ordered  that  a number  of  copies  of  the 
report  should  be  printed,  sufficient  to  meet 
the  almost  universal  demand  for  it,  which 
prevailed. 
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Briefly  summarized,  the  matters  of  imme- 
diate concern  to  our  organization  which 
were  treated  by  the  Atlanta  convention  are 
as  follows: 

1.  The  adjustment  of  the  unfortunate 
difficulties  which,  since  the  convention  of 
that  body  in  Tampa,  Fla.,  had  almost  com- 
pletely disrupted  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  The  accom- 
plishment of  this  desirable  end  was  attend- 
ed by  the  adoption  by  the  Atlanta  conven- 
tion of  the  principle  of  “One  Trade;  One 
Organization.” 

2.  The  allowance  of  a charter  to  the 
Western  Federation  of  Miners. 

3.  The  adoption  of  a resolution  offered 
by  your  delegate  providing  for  a conference 
between  the  representatives  of  the  Brick, 
Tile  and  Terra  Cotta  Workers’  organization 
in  Chicago  and  representatives  of  our  or- 
ganization, which  conference,  it  was  pro- 
vided, should  be  attended  by  one  representa- 
tive of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L 

4.  The  adoption  of  a resolution  directing 
that  the  efforts  made  by  the  Executive 
Council  to  secure  the  affiliation  of  the 
Marine  Engineers  with  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
should  be  continued  during  the  year. 

These  and  all  other  subjects  relating  to 
the  work  of  the  Atlanta  convention  will  be 
treated  more  or  less  fully  in  the  report  of 
the  General  President,  and  your  delegates 
do  not  feel  called  on  to  do  more  than  refer 
to  them  here. 

Two  other  subjects,  however,  are  entitled 
to  more  extended  reference.  One  is  the 
resolution  introduced  by  Delegate  Andrew 
J.  Gallagher  of  the  California  State  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“Whereas,  Due  to  internal  friction  and 
differences,  there  has  existed  in  this  coun- 
try two  organizations  of  Steam  Shovelmen; 
and 

“Whereas,  The  existence  of  dual  organiza- 
tions is  detrimental  to  those  crafts  in  which 
they  exist,  in  particular,  and  to  our  move- 
ment in  general;  therefore,  be  it 

“Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  call  a meeting  of  the  representa- 
tives of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  and  representatives  of  the  In- 
ternational Brotherhood  of  Steam  Shovel 
and  Dredgemen,  and  representatives  of  the 
Associated  Union  of  Steam  Shovelmen,  be- 
fore the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  all  the 
organized  members  of  this  craft  into  one 
organization  affiliated  with  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers.” 

The  convention  disposed  of  the  resolution 
by  referring  the  matter  to  the  Executive 
Council  with  instructions  to  arrange  for 
conferences  between  the  representatives  of 
the  two  organizations  affected,  with  a view 
to  uniting  them  in  one  body. 


The  other  subject  is  that  of  a resolution 
introduced  by  your  delegates  in  conjunction 
with  representatives  of  the  Firemen  and 
adopted  by  the  convention,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

“Whereas,  The  Prudential  Life  Insurance 
Company  of  America,  whose  home  office  is 
located  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  operates  a large 
power  plant  therein  and  refuses  to  permit 
the  employees  to  become  connected  with  the 
respective  trade  unions  as  are  engineers, 
firemen,  oilers,  switchboard  operators,  etc,, 
and  do  not  pay  the  recognized  union  scale 
of  wages;  and 

“Whereas,  The  Essex  Trade  Council  of 
Newark,  N.  .T.,  has  made  strenuous  efforts 
by  committee  and  correspondence  to  or- 
ganize those  employees  and  failed;  there- 
fore, be  it 

“Resolved,  By  the  Thirty-first  Annual 
Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  to  instruct  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  to  take  up  this  case  with 
the  Prudential  Life  Insurance  Company  in 
an  effort  to  organize  that  particular  depart- 
ment.” 

The  election  of  officers  at  the  St.  Louis 
convention  resulted  in  the  following  broth- 
ers being  selected:  Samuel  Gompers,  Pres- 

ident; James  Duncan,  First  Vice  President; 
John  Mitchell,  Second  Vice  President; 
James  O’Connell,  Third  Vice  President; 
Dennis  A.  Hayes,  Fourth  Vice  President; 
Wm.  D.  Huber,  Fifth  Vice  President;  Jo- 
seph F.  Valentine,  Sixth  Vice  President; 
John  R.  Alpine,  Seventh  Vice  President; 
Henry  B.  Perham,  Eighth  Vice  President; 
John  B.  Lennon,  Treasurer,  and  Frank  Mor- 
rison, Secretary. 

Wm.  B.  Macfarlane  of  the  United  Broth- 
erhood of  Carpenters  and  Daniel  J.  Tobin 
of  the  Teamsters  were  elected  delegates  to 
the  British  Trades  Union  Congress.  Wm. 
J.  Tracy  of  the  Plumbers  was  elected  fra- 
ternal delegate  to  the  Canadian  Trades  and 
Labor  Congress.  Atlanta,  Ga.,  was  selected 
as  the  place  for  the  next  convention. 

At  the  Atlanta  convention  all  the  above 
named  officers  were  re-elected.  George  L. 
Berry  of  the  Pressmen’s  organization  and 
John  H.  Walker  of  the  United  Mine  Work- 
ers were  elected  fraternal  delegates  to  the 
British  Trades  Union  Congress.  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  was  selected  as  the  city  in  which  to 
hold  the  next  convention.

He  shall  have  charge  of  the  seal  and  affix 
the  same  to  all  official  correspondence,  keep 
a record  of  all  applications  for  membership, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  local 
union  may  direct,  or  as  prescribed  in  the 
Constitution.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
keep  a correct  list  of  the  membership  and 
their  addresses,  and  spread  a copy  of  the 
Financial  Secretary’s  monthly  report  to  the 
General  Secretary  Treasurer  in  his  minutes 
for  a true  record.  Failure  to  comply  with 
this  rule  subjects  the  Recording  Secretary 
to  a fine  of  $5.00.”

Section  2.  The  Convention  shall  authorize 
the  General  Executive  Board  to  purchase  a 
piece  of  ground  and  erect  a building  in  what- 
ever city  the  General  Executive  Board  con- 
siders most  suitable  for  a permanent  loca- 
tion. The  money  to  purchase  the  ground 
and  erect  the  building  to  be  taken  out  of 
the  defense  fund  and  after  the  general  offices 
are  located  in  the  permanent  building,  they 
shall  pay  to  the  defense  fund  the  same 
amount  of  money  each  month  that  is  now 
being  paid  for  rent  until  the  total  amount 
expended  on  ground  and  building  has  been 
paid  back  to  the  defense  fund. 

Carried. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Amend  Section  3 of  Article  8,  Page  9,  as 
follows: 

Section  3.  The  General  President  shall  de- 
vote his  entire  time  to  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice. He  shall  have  the  power  to  call  upon 
any  and  all  officers  for  assistance  and  advice 
when  occasion  demands  or  requires  it.  He 
shall  be  strictly  accountable  and  responsible 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
and  see  to  it  that  every  law  and  regulation 
of  this  Constitution  is  adhered  to.  He  shall 
receive  as  salary  for  his  services  the  sum 
of  Twenty-five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500)  per 
annum.  This  salary  may  be  increased  by  the 
International  Convention.  He  shall  by  vir- 
tue of  his  office  be  one  of  the  Delegates  to 
represent  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  at  the  Convention  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor. 

Carried. 

ARTICLE  I. 

LAWS  FOR  GOVERNING  LOCAL  UNIONS. 

Add  a section  to  be  known  as  Section  4 
of  Article  1,  on  Page  31,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be 
held  biennially,  and  nominations  of  officers 
shall  be  on  the  first  meeting  in  June  prior 
to  the  General  Convention,  and  the  election 
shall  be  held  the  second  meeting  in  June 
prior  to  the  General  Convention.

Delegate  McKey,  Local  No  .8 — I move 
you  as  an  amendment  that,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  that  part  of  the  report  per- 
taining to  Article  19,  submitted  by  Local 
No.  20;  Article  2,  submitted  by  Local  No. 
72;  Section  5 of  Article  3;  Sections  1 
and  4 of  Article  5;  Sections  1,  2,  3 and 
4 of  Article  7;  Section  1 of  Article  11; 
Sections  1,  2 and  3 of  Article  27,  sub- 
mitted by  Local  No.  87,  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  be  adopted. 
(Seconded). 

Delegate  McKee  stated  that  the  reason 
for  offering  the  amendment  was  that  he 
desired  to  be  placed  on  record  in  regard 
to  the  sections  referred  to,  and  a number 
of  delegates  wished  to  he  placed  on  rec- 
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ord  in  the  same  manner.  He  stated  the 
referendum  was  one  of  the  questions  upon 
which  they  desired  especially  to  be  placed 
on  record,  and  asked  that  a separate  vote 
be  taken  on  the  amendments  referred  to. 

Delegate  Gralfs,  Local  No.  401,  asked 
that  the  amendments  submitted  by  Local 
No.  401,  Chicago,  be  included  in  Delegate 
McKee’s  amendment.  Delegate  McKee 
stated  he  had  no  objection  to  the  amend- 
ments spoken  of  by  Delegate  Gralfs  being 
included. 

Delegate  McConville,  Locp.1  No.  184, 
stated  that  while  he  wished  to  he  record- 
ed as  favoring  or  not  favoring  some  of  the 
questions  that  had  been  acted  on  in  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  he  felt  the  time 
remaining  to  transact  the  business  of 
the  Convention  was  too  short  to  allow  a 
separate  vote  on  each  of  the  questions 
mentioned. 

Delegate  Snellings,  Local  No.  99,  op- 
posed the  amendment.  He  stated  that 
while  there  had  been  no  opportunity  for 
delegates  to  record  their  sentiments  in 
regard  to  the  questions  taken  up  in  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  as  no  record 
had  been  made  in  the  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  that  Committee,  an  op- 
portunity would  he  given  when  the  roll 
was  called  on  the  motion  to  adopt  the 
report.  He  stated  that  the  adoption  of 
Delegate  McKee’s  amendment  would  open 
up  a long  discussion,  and  the  delegates 
would  not  understand  the  questions  dealt 
with  any  better  than  they  did  when  the 
subjects  were  considered  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 

Delegate  Murphy  opposed  the  amend- 
ment, and  stated  that  every  question 
brought  up  in  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  had  been  discussed  thoroughly, 
that  every  opportunity  had  been  given 
the  delegates  to  express  their  sentiments 
and  the  sentiments  of  their  local  unions. 

Delegate  Carroll,  Local  No.  72,  stated 
that  he  hoped  there  would  not  be  another 
long  discussion,  but  there  was  one  amend- 
ment he  was  particularly  interested  in. 
Section  2,  of  Article  27,  submitted  by 
Local  87,  Portland,  which  if  adopted  would 
be  a way  out  of  many  of  the  diffi- 
culties experienced  by  the  Committee  in 
amending  the  Constitution.  He  stated 
further  that  a great  many  amendments 
came  to  the  Convention  not  properly 
worded,  and  as  they  could  not  be  changed 
by  the  Convention  had  to  be  voted  down, 
even  though  the  ideas  contained  in  them 
were  valuable. 

Delegate  Carroll  moved  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment  that  the  sections 
be  summitted  separately,  without  debate, 
to  be  voted  on,  in  order  that  the  delegates 
might  go  on  record,  and  whenever  ten 
delegates  asked  for  a roll  call  that  it  he 
granted.  (Seconded). 

Delegate  McKee  stated  that  while  the 
delegates  were  on  record  in  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  Whole,  as  there  was  no  report 
of  that  Committee  printed  the  sections 


should  be  voted  on  separately  in  order 
that  a record  could  he  sent  to  the  rank 
and  file.  He  stated  it  was  worth  while 
to  stay  in  Convention  even  two  days  long- 
er in  order  to  allow  the  delegates  to 
establish  their  position  on  the  questions 
that  had  come  before  them. 

Delegate  Snellings,  Local  No.  99,  raised 
a point  of  order  on  the  amendment  to  the 
amendment  that  the  rules  already  pro- 
vided for  a roll  call  and  the  means  of 
obtaining  it,  and  further  that  the  rules  of 
the  Convention  and  Roberts’  Rules  of  Or- 
der allowed  debate  on  any  motion  outside 
of  privilege  motions. 

President  Comerford  decided  the  point 
well  taken,  and  that  Delegate  McKee’s 
statement  was  before  the  Convention. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Delegate 
McKee  was  lost  on  a viva  voce  vote. 

Delegate  McKee  requested  a roll  call 
on  the  amendment,  but  the  chair  an- 
nounced that  the  request  was  not  sup- 
ported by  a sufficient  number  of  delegates 
to  warrant  its  being  called.

Delegates  McConville,  Phillips  and  Ry- 
an, Local  No.  184,  and  Delegate  Gallagher, 
Local  No.  184-A,  wished  to  be  recorded 
as  opposing  Article  3,  Section  1;  Article 
6,  Section  1;  Article  5,  Section  3;  Article 
4,  Section  1;  Article  19,  Section  1;  Arti- 
cle 24,  Section  6;  Article  19,  Section  1. 

Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  chair. 

President  Comerford — I arise  to  a ques- 
tion of  personal  privilege.  Yesterday  af- 
’ternoon  when  certain  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  were  being  considered  a dele- 
gate saw  fit  to  state  in  his  remarks  that 
on  a similar  proposition  which  was  be- 
fore the  organization  some  time  ago  it 
cost  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  $600  to  get  an  opinion  from 
Mr.  O’Brien,  a lawyer.  I now  arise  to 
ask  this  Convention,  in  justice  to  me,  to 
appoint  a committee  to  investigate  as  to 
whether  or  not  there  is  any  ground  for 
the  delegate  making  that  statement.  I 
think  you  will  all  agree  with  me  when 
I say  that  if  I were  to  let  this  matter  go 
by  no  self-respecting  friend  of  mine  could 
possibly  have  any  further  use  for  me.  If 
the  statement  were  true,  it  would  mean 
that  I have  depleted  the  treasury  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
either  for  Mr.  O’Brien  or  myself.  For 
this  reason  I hope  the  Convention  will 
grant  me  the  privilege  of  having  a com- 
mittee appointed.  All  I have  is  my  good 
name,  and  as  long  as  I am  able  to  raise 
my  voice  or  my  hand  I am  not  going  to 
let  this  delegate  or  anyone  else  take  it 


away  from  me.  Because  of  these  very 
vital  reasons  I think  it  is  a reasonable 
request  for  me  to  make  that  the  Con- 
vention grant  me  that  privilege.  I also 
think  you  would  all  like  to  know  if  it  is 
true. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Elzemann,  sec- 
onded by  Delegate  Mangan,  the  Chairman 
was  authorized  to  appoint  the  committee 
requested  by  President  Comerford. 

Vice  President  Snellings  appointed  Del- 
egates Elzemann,  Cassidy  and  Moser  to 
serve  on  the  special  committee  provided 
for  in  the  motion. 

Delegate  Wilson  requested  the  chair  to 
state  if  the  matter  would  be  published  in 
the  official  journal,  adding  that  he  would 
like  to  have  the  locals  receive  a copy  of. 
the  report  of  the  committee.  The  an- 
nouncement was  made  that  the  matter 
would  be  published  in  the  Convention 
proceedings. 

PARTIAL  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  CHARTERS. 

Delegate  Gralfs,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee, reported  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  in  Conven- 
tion Assembled : 

Your  Charter  Committee  desires  to  report 
on  the  request  for  Hoisting  and  Portable  Lo- 
cal for  Harrison,  New  Jersey,  that  we  recom- 
mend the  request  for  a charter  be  not 
granted.

Charter  Committee. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  report  of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 

Delegate  Burke,  Local  No.  403-A,  spoke 
at  length  in  opposition  to  the  report  of 
the  Committee,  and  in  favor  of  granting 
the  request  for  a Hoisting  and  Portable 
Local  for  Harrison.  He  discussed  the 
action  of  the  Denver  convention  in  grant- 
ing New  York  jurisdiction  over  a radius 
of  twenty-five  miles.  He  stated  that  a 
previous  Convention  had  given  No.  303, 
of  New  Jersey,  their  own  jurisdiction, 
and  they  had  never  agreed  to  give  it  to 
New  York. 

Delegate  Hebeler,  Local  No.  68,  in  dis- 
cussing the  question,  said  taking  the 
charters  from  Locals  in  New  Jersey  in 
the  last  Convention  without  their  consent 
was  a mistake.  He  discussed  at  length 
the  conditions  existing  in  New  York  and 
New  Jersey,  and  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  Convention  ought  to  rectify  the 
mistake  made  in  the  last  Convention  in 
taking  the  charters  away  from  the  three 
Locals  in  New  Jersey,  and  suggested  that 
hereafter  some  arrangement  should  be 
made  to  allow  the  jurisdiction  to  be  set- 
tled between  the  locals. 

Delegate  Nolan,  Local  No.  403,  dis- 
cussed the  question  at  some  length,  and 
replied  to  several  statements  made  by 
Delegate  Hebeler.  He  referred  to  mat- 
ters connected  with  strikes  and  work  on 
which  there  had  been  disputes,  and  de- 
fended the  action  of  the  New  York  Locals. 
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He  stated  that  after  the  Denver  Con- 
vention where  jurisdiction  over  a radius 
of  twenty-five  miles  had  been  given  New 
York  they  insisted  that  engineers  who 
were  working  under  the  scale  in  New 
Jersey  be  paid  the  scale,  and  they  were. 

Delegate  Pike,  Local  No.  403,  in  dis- 
cussing the  question,  that  the  letters  that 
were  presented  in  the  Denver  Conven- 
tion that  were  responsible  for  giving  jur- 
isdiction to  New  York,  were  obtained 
with  the  consent  of  the  New  Jersey  Lo- 
cals, that  the  seal  of  the  Locals  were 
on  them,  notwithstanding  statements  to 
the  contrary  made  by  former  speakers. 
He  stated  that  the  scale  of  the  New 
Jersey  Locals  was  less  than  the  New 
York  scale;  that  they  could  not  enforce 
even  that  scale,  and  it  was  such  condi- 
tions that  caused  the  request  for  juris- 
diction by  the  New  York  Locals. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  No.  184, 
stated  that  the  Denver  Convention  had 
only  restored  a condition  that  had  ex- 
isted prior  to  the  Milwaukee  Convention; 
that  at  that  time  Locals  No.  184  and  No. 
403  had  differences,  and  owing  to  that 
fact  jurisdiction  was  secured,  by  the  New 
Jersey  Locals.  He  stated  that  from  the 
time  jurisdiction  was  taken  from  New 
York  and  given  to  the  New  Jersey  Locals 
members  from  New  York  who  went  to 
New  Jersey  would  have  to  transfer  and 
then  work  for  the  same  employers  they 
worked  for  prior  to  transferring,  but  at 
a much  lower  scale.  Delegate  McCon- 
ville argued  at  length  in  opposition  to 
granting  the  application,  and  spoke  of 
improvements  in  conditions  since  Branch 
No.  403-A  had  been  formed. 

President  Comerford  discussed  the  ques- 
tion, referring  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
dealt  with  the  subject  in  his  report,  and 
stating  that  the  condition  of  the  locals  in 
Newark,  Paterson  and  Jersey  City  was 
not  good  prior  to  the  Denver  Convention. 
He  recited  briefly  the  work  of  Vice  Presi- 
dent Finlay  in  that  locality,  and  insisted 
that  the  New  York  locals  were  right  in 
claiming  the  same  wages  across  the  river 
in  New  Jersey  when  employed  by  New 
York  contractors  that  were  paid  them  in 
New  York  City.  He  stated  that  person- 
ally he  would  like  to  see  a charter  issued 
to  the  Locals  in  New  Jersey  giving  them 
positive  jurisdiction,  and  that  it  would  be 
done  if  the  men  there  would  help  them- 
selves. He  stated  that  the  International 
was  willing  to  help  them,  and  if  the 
proper  conditions  were  brought  about  he 
would  guarantee  that  within  six  months 
Locals  184  and  403  would  gladly  relin- 
quish jurisdiction  in  that  vicinity. 

The  question  was  again  discussed  by 
Delegate  Burke,  Local  No.  403-A,  who 
stated  that  the  New  Jersey  engineers 
wanted  at  least  half  the  work  in  their 
own  territory,  although  it  was  a strange 
condition  that  would  necessitate  their 
having  to  ask  for  work  in  their  own  juris- 
diction. 


Vice  President  Finlay  discussed  the 
question,  stating  that  better  results  had 
been  obtained  in  the  past  six  months  un- 
der the  arrangement  recommended  by  the 
Denver  Convention  than  had  existed  prior 
to  that  time.  He  recommended  that  the 
present  arrangement  be  allowed  to  re- 
main. He  explained  in  detail  the  work  he 
had  done  when  stationed  in  that  territory 
and  the  way  in  which  various  differences 
had  been  adjusted. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Charter  Committee,  that  the  request  for 
a charter  at  Harrison,  N.  J.,  be  not  grant- 
ed, was  carried. 

Delegate  Hebeler  desired  to  be  recorded 
as  opposed  to  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion in  denying  the  application.

Whereas,  The  delegates  of  Michigan  in 
Convention  at  St.  Paul  ask  this  Convention 
to  adopt  the  following  resolution: 

That  the  officers  of  the  State  Organization 
of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  in  the  State  of  Michigan 
be  given  legislative  and  executive  power  over 
its  officers  and  local  unions  in  tire  State  of 
Michigan  in  regards  to  causing  laws  to  be 
passed  in  State  Organization  for  a shorter 
work  day,  the  inspection  of  boilers  and  li- 
censing of  Engineers  and  Firemen. 
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Delegate  Gunn— Your  Committee  rec- 
ommends that  this  be  adopted. 

Delegate  Murphy — I move  the  adoption 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee.,  (Sec- 
onded and  carried). 

Resolution  No.  2 presented  by  J.  H. 
Hieber,  Local  No.  83,  relating  to  Pacific 
Northwest  Organizer. 

Whereas,  The  Steam  Engineers  of  the  Pa- 
cific Northwest  States  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Southwest  Provinces  of  Canada  have 
been  for  some  time  past,  and  are  at  the 
present  time,  in  a poorly  organized  condi- 
tion; and, 

Whereas,  The  employers’  organizations, 
known  as  the  Manufacturers  Association, 
Builders  Exchange,  etc.,  are  with  the  aid 
of  their  lickspittle  hirelings,  using  every 
means,  both  fair  and  foul,  to  thoroughly  dis- 
oi-ganize  and  disrupt  all  crafts  of  labor,  in- 
cluding the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers;  and. 

Whereas,  The  so-called  beneficiary  and 
educational  societies  are  not  only  making 
serious  inroads  into  the  ranks  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  but  are 
making  a determined  effort  to  grab  every 
engineer  who  is  not  affiliated  with  any  or- 
ganization; and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  when  we  aid  a 
sister  local  we  advance  the  interests  of  the 
parent  body,  and  that  only  by  a determined 
and  united  effort  can  our  beloved  order  be- 
come the  vital  factor  in  the  onward  and  up- 
ward movement  of  mankind  toward  the  goal 
of  independence  and  education,  giving  to  each 
and  all  the  benefits  of  equality  we  so  much 
desire;  and. 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  at  this  time 
there  is  no  more  fertile  field  for  sowing  the 
seeds  of  unionism  and  organization  and  ad- 
vancing the  interests  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers  than  the  above 
mentioned  Pacific  Northwest,  and  always 
bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  “United  we 
stand,  divided  we  fall.”  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  in  Convention  assembled 
do  appoint  a competent  man  with  salary  and 
expenses  to  devote  his  entire  time  and  effort 
to  the  work  of  organizing,  and  in  some 
cases  reorganizing  locals  of  Steam  Engineers, 
his  territory  to  cover  the  entire  Pacific 
Northwest  States  of  the  United  States  and 
the  Southwestern  Province  of  Canada.  Such 
organizer  to  be  appointed  to  act  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  or  as  long  as  good  judgment 
and  the  finances  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  may  seem  to  permit. 

Delegate  Gunn — In  looking  over  the 
resolutions  presented  to  the  Committee 
we  found  many  requests  for  organizers 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada, but  the  Committee  not  being  in  a 
position  to  thoroughly  understand  local 
conditions,  we  have  recommended  that 
these  matters  be  referred  to  the  General 
Executive  Board. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  3,  presented  by  Tobacco 
Workers’  International  Union. 

Whereas,  The  union  label  on  union-made 
products  and  the  demand  for  goods  bearing 
said  label  is  one  of  the  most  potent  if  not 
the  most  powerful  weapons  within  the  hands 
of  the  .members  of  organized  labor  for  the 
betterment  of  the  condition  of  the  wage 
earners  of  the  land;  and, 

Whereas,  It  becomes  the  duty  of  each 
and  every  union  man  to  use  his  purchasing 
power  to  advance  the  interests  of  fair  prod- 
ucts by  purchasing  such  products  as  bear 
the  union  label  only;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Tobacco  Workers’  Interna- 
tional Union  has  a Blue  Union  Label  which 
it  advertises  as  a mark  of  distinction  be- 
tween the  union  and  non-union  brands  of 
tobacco,  cigarettes  and  snuff;  therefore,  be  it 


Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  there  is  an 
abundance  of  union  labeled  tobacco,  snuff 
and  cigarettes,  of  all  grades  and  classes,  on 
the  market  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  we 
consider  it  the  consistent  duty  of  all  union 
men  to  purchase  only  such  brands  of  to- 
bacco, snuff  and  cigarettes  as  do  bear  the 
union  label;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  delegates  repre- 
senting the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers,  in  Convention  assembled  in  the 
City  of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  will  use  our 
utmost  endeavor  in  creating  a greater  de- 
mand for  the  brands  of  tobacco,  snuff  and 
cigarettes  which  bear  the  Blue  Label  of  the 
Tobacco  Workers’  International  Union;  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  request  the 
members  of  our  respective  local  unions  to 
carefully  observe  when  making  purchases  of 
tobacco,  snuff  and  cigarettes,  that  the  pur- 
chases made  have  attached  thereto  the  Blue 
Label  of  the  Tobacco  Workers  International 
Union,  none  be  genuine  union-made  unless 
the  label  is  there  to  be  seen. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  Resolution  No.  3. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  4,  presented  by  Alfred 
D.  Wheaton,  Local  No.  16,  relating  to 
organization  in  New  England,  reads  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  Conditions  are  such  in  the  New 
England  States  that  at  a small  cost  of  time 
and  money  the  membership  and  general  con- 
ditions of  the  local  unions  could  be  greatly 
strengthened;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  go  on 
record  as  being  in  favor  and  ordering  the 
putting  of  an  organizer  in  said  States  for 
a period  of  one  year. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the 
subject  matter  of  the  resolution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  McGraw,  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Resolution  No.  5,  presented  by  Matt 
Keefe,  Delegate  Local  Union  464. 

To  the  Assembled  Convention  of  the  Inter- 
national Steam  Engineers. 

Greetings: — - 

Inasmuch  as  our  worthy  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  was  elected  to  serve  our  general 
organization  at  our  Convention  held  in  Den- 
ver from  a position  that  paid  him  $1,000  a 
year  more  than  his  present  salary  paid  by 
our  general  organization,  and  as  he  made 
this  noble  sacrifice  for  the  benefit  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers  with- 
out any  complaint,  Local  464  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers  at  a regu- 
lar meeting  held  August  17th,  1912,  in- 

structed their  delegates  to  St.  Paul  Conven- 
tion to  present  a suitable  resolution  to  the 
International  Convention,  requesting  that 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  J.  G.  Hannahan 
be  reimbursed  for  at  least  $1,000,  half  of  the 
difference  between  what  he  received  as  the 
representative  of  Local  69  and  his  present 
salary;  and,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  our  general  Convention  as- 
sembled in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  be  in  favor 
of  reimbursing  Brother  Hannahan  for  at  least 
half  of  the  loss  he  had,  in  consideration  of 
the  magnificent  manner  in  which  he  has  han- 
dled the  affairs  of  his  office  since  elected  to 
his  position. 

Delegate  Gunn — The  Committee  heard 
considerable  discussion  on  this.  Among 
others  who  discussed  it  was  the  General 
Secretary  himself.  In  looking  over  the 
proceedings  of  the  Denver  Convention  we 
find  this  matter  was  handled  there;  also 
that  the  Constitution  clearly  provides  for 
the  settling  of  the  same,  and  we  therefore 
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recommend  that  the  resolution  be  not 
adopted. 

General  Secretax’y  Hannahan — I move 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee be  adopted.  (Seconded). 

Delegate  Keefe,  Local  No.  464 — The  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee  is  not 
going  to  satisfy  the  Local.  I expected 
Brother  Hannahan  to  do  as  he  has  done, 
fight  against  this  proposition.  He  has 
fought  it  ever  since  I spoke  of  it.  I know 
there  are  a great  many  men  here  who 
want  to  see  Brother  Hannahan  reim- 
bursed. I therefore  sincerely  hope  the 
Convention  will  vote  down  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  No.  20,  opposed 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
and  argued  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution.  He  stated  that  he  knew 
how  much  Secretary  Hannahan  had  sac- 
rificed since  accepting  his  present  posi- 
tion, and  if  a local  no  larger  than  No. 
67  could  afford  to  offer  $2,000  more  for 
Secretary  Hannahan’s  services  for  two 
years  than  the  organization  had  paid  him 
the  Convention  should  certainly  make  up 
at  least  part  of  the  loss. 

Vice  President  Snellings  spoke  at 
length  in  favor  of  the  resolution.  He 
stated  it  would  be  unfair  to  not  reim- 
burse Secretary  Hannahan  for  at  least 
part  of  the  two  thousand  dollars  he  had 
sacrificed  in  accepting  the  position  for 
the  term  just  closing,  although  the  Sec- 
retary had  gone  before  the  Committee 
and  opposed  the  resolution. 

Delegate  O’Keefe,  Local  No.  400,  fa- 
vored the  adoption  of  the  resolution  and 
opposed  the  report  of  the  Committee.  He 
referred  not  only  to  the  difference  in  the 
salary  paid  by  the  International  Union  and 
the  salary  offered  by  the  Local,  but  to  the 
fact  that  Secretary  Hannahan’s  present 
position  entailed  many  expenses  that 
would  not  have  to  be  met  if  he  were 
acting  for  his  Local  Union. 

Delegate  Graham,  Local  No.  115,  stated 
that  Secretary  Hannahan  had  appeared 
before  the  Committee  and  opposed  the 
resolution,  and  for  that  reason  the  rec- 
ommendation was  made.  He  stated  that 
personally  he  was  not  opposed  to  the 
resolution  and  he  hoped  the  Convention 
would  use  its  best  judgment  in  disposing 
of  it.  He  spoke  at  some  length  and  paid 
a high  tribute  to  the  work  Secretary 
Hannahan  had  done  for  the  engineers  of 
Chicago  and  for  the  movement  in  gen- 
eral. 

Delegate  Ryan,  Local  No.  184,  favored 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  and  stated 
that  Secretary  Hannahan’s  loss  for  the 
past  two  years  would  exceed  two  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Delegate  Stevenson,  Local  No.  402, 
stated  in  the  course  of  his  discussion  that 
in  an  organization  of  18,000  there  were 
at  least  six  thousand  members  who  were 
drawing  larger  salaries  than  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  hoped  the  dele- 
gates would  go  on  record  by  unanimous 
vote  in  favor  of  the  resolution. 


Delegate  McConville,  Local  No.  184,  op- 
posed the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  favored  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution.  He  spoke  of  the  work  that 
had  been  done  by  Secretary  Hannahan 
for  the  hoisting,  and  portable  engineers 
of  the  country  since  he  had  been  in  office. 

Delegate  Nolan,  Local  No.  403,  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 
and  stated  if  it  was  not  adopted  by  the 
Convention,  he  had  no  doubt  the  hoisting 
and  portable  engineers  would  get  togeth- 
er and  give  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
Secretary,  because  they  certainly  owed  it 
to  him. 

Delegate  Gralfs,  Local  No.  401,  opposed 
the  report  of  the  Committee  and  favored 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution.  He  stated 
that  he  was  expressing  the  sentiment  of 
the  members  of  his  local  when  he  favored 
the  resolution. 

Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8,  opposed 
the  report  of  the  Committee  and  favored 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution.  He  stated 
that  he  was  probably  as  competent  to 
speak  about  the  salary  of  the  office  of 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  as  any  one 
present  and  also  of  the  expense  entailed 
upon  the  man  who  holds  the  office.  He 
spoke  of  the  numberless  demands  made 
upon  the  secretary  for  financial  help  by 
people  who  came  to  the  office,  and  when 
that  expense  was  deducted  the  Secretary 
would  not  realize  as  much  from  his  sal- 
ary as  an  engineer  in  a commercial  plant 
of  average  size.  He  stated  that  he  re- 
alized that  in  the  past  the  organization 
had  not  the  money  to  pay  larger  salaries, 
but  as  a substantial  gain  had  been  made 
in  the  treasury  of  the  International  Union 
he  felt  the  General  Secretary  should  have 
an  increase  in  his  salary,  as  well  as  being- 
reimbursed,  at  least  in  part,  for  the  mone- 
tary loss  he  had  sustained  in  the  past 
two  years  in  accepting  the  position. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  No.  143,  fa- 
vored the  adoption  of  the  resolution.  He 
referred  to  the  fact  that  the  finances  of 
the  organization  were  in  first  class  con- 
dition and  it  would  not  hamper  any  other 
plans  of  the  organization  if  the  sum  men- 
tioned in  the  resolution  should  be  do- 
nated. Delegate  McNamara  commended 
the  General  Secretary  for  the  work  he 
had  done  for  the  organization,  and  paid 
a tribute  to  the  personal  qualities  that 
had  endeared  him  to  the  members  in 
Chicago  and  elsewhei’e. 

Delegate  Cassidy,  Local  No.  315,  favored 
the  resolution,  and  stated  that  a thousand 
dollars  could  not  be  used  for  a better  pur- 
pose than  to  I'eixxxburse  the  General  Sec- 
retary for  the  work  he  had  done  ixx  the 
past  two  years. 

Delegate  Mallody,  Local  No.  71,  favored 
the  adoptioix  of  the  resolution,  and  in  a 
x'ather  lengthy  discussion  of  the  subject 
referi-ed  to  the  kindness  always  shown  by 
the  General  Secretary  to  those  who  ap- 
pealed to  hiixx  for  assistance. 
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Delegate  McDonough,  Local  No.  2, 
urged  that  the  amount  paid  the  Secre- 
tary for  his  services  in  the  past  two 
years  was  not  sufficient,  and  that  he 
should  be  given  at  least  one  thousand 
dollars  as  partial  compensation  for  the 
sacrifice  he  had  made  in  accepting  the 
position.  He  suggested  that  two  thou- 
sand dollars  would  not  fully  compensate 
him  for  the  loss  he  had  sustained. 

On  motion  debate  was  closed. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  lost. 

Delegate  Keefe  moved  the  adoption  of 
Resolution  No.  5.  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded, and  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

General  Secretary  Hannahan — I did  my 
best  to  prevent  this  resolution  leaving 
Chicago.  After  listening  to  the  remarks 
of  the  delegates  who  have  spoken  in  favor 
of  the  resolution,  and  especially  the  re- 
marks of  my  predecessor,  I cannot  find 
words  to  express  my  feelings.  The  amount 
appropriated  makes  little  or  no  differ- 
ence; the  expressions  that  have  been 
made  here  and  the  action  of  the  first 
local  in  Chicago  that  took  action  makes 
me  feel  that  I have  contributed  to  the 
advancement  of  the  movement  in  a way 
that  has  been  recognized.  The  state- 
ments made  on  the  floor  this  morning 
are  of  such  a nature  that  I cannot  find 
words  to  express  my  appreciation. 

At  1 o’clock  the  session  was  adjourned, 
to  reconvene  at  2:30  of  the  same  day. 


FRIDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
2:30  P.  M.,  Friday,  September  13th,  Presi- 
dent Comerford  in  the  chair. 

Absentees — Delegates  Roseblum  and 
Connelly. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESO- 
LUTIONS. 

Delegate  Gunn,  for  the  Committee,  re- 
ported as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  6,  introduced  by  Creden- 
tial Committee. 

We,  your  Credential  Committee,  recom- 
mend to  the  incoming  officers  that  no  more 
Branch  Charters  be  issued: 

R.  G.  MOSER, 

J.  P.  MALODY, 

W.  HORSCHLEMAN, 

A.  L.  RICH, 

J.  J.  SHEEHAN. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
concurred  in. 

Vice  President  Roberts  spoke  in  favor 
of  leaving  open  the  question  of  issuing 
branch  charters  open. 

Delegate  Wheaton,  Local  No.  16,  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  .of  the  resolution. 

Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8,  favored 
the  issuing  of  branch  charters,  and  urged 
that  no  obstacle  be  placed  in  the  way  of 
solving  the  difficult  problems  that  arise 
in  localities  where  the  issuing  of  a char- 


ter to  a branch  local  might  promote  har- 
mony. He  referred  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
within  the  power  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  and  the  President  to  say 
whether  a charter  shall  be  issued,  and 
if  in  their  judgment  the  necessity  for 
issuing  a branch  charter  arose  they 
should  have  the  privilege  of  doing  so. 

Delegate  Miller,  Local  Union  No.  66, 
opposed  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  favored  the  policy  of  issuing 
branch  charters  in  certain  localities. 

Delegate  Mallody,  Local  No.  71,  while 
not  urging  adoption  of  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee,  stated  it  would 
be  better  to  grant  full  fledged  charters  to 
locals  making  application,  or  let  the  mem- 
bers remain  in  the  locals  they  belonged 
to  at  the  time  of  making  application. 

Delegate  Nolan,  Local  No.  403,  opposed 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
and  argued  that  the  policy  of  issuing 
branch  charters  had  proved  to  be  a bene- 
fit to  the  organization. 

Delegate  Pike,  Local  No.  403,  opposed 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee, 
and  urged  that  the  question  of  issuing 
branch  charters  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  General  Executive  Board;  that  the 
Board  ought  to  be  in  a position  to  grant 
a branch  charter  or  any  charter  that 
would  benefit  the  International  Union. 

Vice  President  Snellings  opposed  the 
report  of  the  Committee,  and  referred  to 
a number  of  instances  where  the  officers 
were  able  to  restore  harmony  and  benefit 
the  members  by  issuing  such  charters. 
He  referred  particularly  to  Cincinnati 
where  an  independent  Local  had  existed 
for  a number  of  years  and  had  been  a 
source  of  trouble  to  the  movement,  but 
the  matter  had  finally  been  adjusted  by 
issuing  a branch  charter. 

Delegate  Hoerschelmann,  Local  No.  56, 
favored  the  report  of  the  Committee  and 
opposed  the  issuing  of  branch  charters. 
During  the  discussion  he  referred  to  mat- 
ters affecting  Locals  56  and  20.  Some 
of  the  statements  were  answered  by 
Delegate  Murphy. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  No.  20,  dis- 
cussed the  question  in  a general  way  and 
spoke  briefly  of  conditions  following  the 
issuing  of  a charter  to  56-A  . He  stated 
he  saw  no  reason  why  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  should  be  prevented  from 
issuing  branch  charters  where  it  was  ne- 
cessary to  do  so. 

Delegate  Rich,  Local  No.  36,  stated  if 
the  delegates  had  heard  the  discussion  in 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  in  regard 
to  the  advisability  of  issuing  branch  char- 
ters they  would  concur  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Committee  that  it  was  a mistake  to 
continue  the  present  policy;  that  there 
had  been  dissension  owing  to  the  seat- 
ing of  delegates  from  branch  locals,  and 
it  would  be  a mistake  to  issue  any  more 
such  charters. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  No.  1,  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  and 
hoped  the  practice  of  issuing  branch  char- 
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ters  would  be  discontinued.  He  stated 
that  there  was  no  authorization  for  issu- 
ing such  charters  in  the  constitution,  and 
argued  that  a section  should  be  added 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  policy  was 
continued. 

General  Secretary  Hannahan  opposed 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
and  argued  at  length  in  regard  to  the 
advisability  of  continuing  the  policy  of 
issuing  branch  charters.  He  spoke  of 
the  experience  of  the  organization  in 
carrying  out  the  policy  of  issuing  such 
charters,  and  pointed  out  the  benefits  that 
had  come  to  different  locals  as  a result  of 
such  action. 

Delegate  Schmitz,  Local  No.  56,  opposed 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
and  spoke  of  the  success  that  had  fol- 
lowed the  issuing  of  branch  charters  in 
a number  of  instances. 

Vice  President  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Stevenson,  Local  No.  402,  fa- 
vored the  issuing  of  branch  charters,  and 
stated  that  as  soon  as  such  locals  were 
able  to  take  care  of  themselves  regular 
charters  would  be  granted. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
committee  was  lost. 

Mr.  Steinekel,  a representative  of  the 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company, 
was  introduced  to  the  Convention,  and 
spoke  for  some  time  on  a plan  proposed 
by  the  Company  to  take  over  the  in- 
surance of  the  members  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union.  The  proposed  plan  was  for 
the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company 
to  issue  a blanket  policy  to  cover  all  the 
members  of  the  International  Union,  at 
a rate  of  $11.59  per  year  per  thousand 
dollars,  basing  the  rate  on  the  average 
age  of  thirty-seven,  the  policy  being  a 
five-year  renewable  term  policy.  He  stat- 
ed that  the  blanket  policy  would  cover 
each  and  every  member  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  as  there  were  about  18,000  mem- 
bers it  would  mean  that  $18,000,000  of 
insurance  would  be  written  without  any 
examination  of  the  individual  members. 
It  would  cover  the  members,  whatever 
their  ages,  and  would  be  a flat  rate  of 
$11.59  per  thousand  per  year.  He  stated 
that  each  man  would  have  a number,  and 
when  he  died  or  retired  from  the  organ- 
ization for  any  reason  his  number  would 
be  taken  by  another  man.  In  the  event 
of  the  death  of  a member  the  money 
would  be  paid  the  organization,  and  the 
organization  in  turn  would  make  arrange- 
ments with  the  estate  of  the  deceased. 

A number  of  questions  were  asked  by 
members,  and  the  representative  of  the 
company  explained  all  the  details  of  the 
plan  carefully  and  fully.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  his  address  a vote  of  thanks  was 
tendered  Mr.  Steineckel  for  his  presence 
and  his  explanation  of  the  plan  offered 
by  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany.

Whereas,  All  men  of  standing  in  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  and 
particularly  the  delegates  of  this  Conven- 
tion, recognize  in  John  L.  McNamara  an 
engineer  of  first  class  ability,  capable  of 
filling  any  position  requiring  expert  knowl- 
edge and  skill  as  an  engineer;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  The  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  in  Convention  assembled  at  St. 
Paul,  Minn.,  endorse  and  commend  the  action 
of  the  Chicago  School  Board  in  selecting  John 

L.  McNamara,  chief  engineer  of  the  Chicago 
school  system,  knowing,  as  we  do,  that  no 
better  selection  could  possibly  be  made.  We 
recognize  in  Brother  McNamara  an  engineer 
of  exceptional  ability,  a citizen  of  the  high- 
est standing  in  the  community  in  which  he 
lives,  and  in  every  way  qualified  to  fill  the 
position  to  which  he  has  been  appointed;

C.  Con- 
nolly, William  Gallagher,  Local  LTnion  No. 
184;  Richard  Pike,  Local  Union  No.  403. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Third 

Biennial  Convention. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

As  the  territory  of  Local  Union  No.  106 
of  Albany  prevents  us  from  following  up  our 
portable  and  hoisting  craft  in  Schenectady 
and  Troy;  and, 

Whereas,  It  prevents  us  from  compelling 
employers  to  pay  prevailing  rate  in  Schenec- 
tady and  Troy  on  account  of  not  having 
jurisdiction ; be  it 

Resolved.  That  Local  106  be  given  juris- 
diction over  portable  work  in  Schenectady 
and  Troy. 

Delegate  Gunn — The  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  resolution  be  referred  to 
the  General  Executive  Board,  as  no  one 
appeared  before  the  Committee  to  dis- 
cuss the  matter  or  give  information  in 
regard  to  it. 

Delegate  Mallody,  Local  No.  71,  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee. (Seconded). 

Delegate  McGraw,  Local  No.  106,  ex- 
plained that  he  had  not  heard  the  meet- 
ing place  of  the  Committee  announced, 
and  did  not  know  when  the  resolution 
was  to  be  considered.  He  explained  in 
detail  the  conditions  existing  in  Albany 
and  vicinity,  and  urged  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution,  stating  that  if  the  Conven- 
tion adopted  the  resolution  as  presented 
the  hoisting  engineers  could  go  to  Troy 
within  a short  time  and  secure  a rate  of 
72  y2  cents  an  hour. 

Delegate  McConville  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  resolution,  and  opposed  the  report  of 
the  Committee. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  lost. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  No.  184, 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Delegate 
McGraw,  Local  No.  106. 

Chairman  Roberts — Does  your  motion 
mean  that  we  adopt  the  resolution  and 
give  Local  Union  No.  106  jurisdiction  in 
Troy  and  Schenectady? 

Delegate  McConville — Yes;  that  is  the 
intent  of  the  motion.  I will  make  it  in 
that  way. 

Vice  President  Finlay — If  the  Executive 
Board  wishes  to  install  a local  in  either 
of  these  places  what  will  be  the  condi- 
tion? 

Delegate  McGraw — Local  106  is  willing 
to  see  a Local  there. 

Chairman  Roberts — Whenever  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  thinks  it  proper  to 
put  a Local  there,  whenever  in  their  judg- 
ment a Local  can  be  organized  that  can 
take  care  of  the  hoisting  work  it  will  be 
established  and  Local  106  will  give  way? 

Delegate  McGraw — That  is  correct.  We 
will  do  that. 

Resolution  No.  11,  presented  by  J.  P. 
McDonough,  relating  to  Public  Service 
Corporations. 


Whereas,  Throughout  the  United  States 
the  Central  Electric  Station  Companies  fur- 
nishing electrical  service  to  the  public  under 
franchises  granted  and  obtained  from  the 
United  States  Congress,  State  Legislatures 
and  Municipalities;  and. 

Whereas,  The  aforesaid  Central  Electrical 
Station  Companies  do  discriminate  in  their 
charges  for  service  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  majority  of  the  pubic  whom  they  serve; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  in  Convention  assembled 
in  the  City  of  St.  Paul  that  the  I.  U.  S.  E., 
their  International  Officers  and  the  Execu- 
tive Offices  of  all  local  unions  are  hereby 
instructed  to  assist  in  obtaining  legislation 
to  regulate  the  charges  of  public  service 
corporations  so  as  they  shall  be  a uniform 
and  equitable  charge  to  all  for  the  service 
of  all  public  utilities. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
be  concurred  in. 

Delegate  McDonough,  Local  No.  2, 
spoke  in  support  of  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee.  Delegate  Graham,  Lo- 
cal 115,  and  Delegate  Schmitz,  Local  No. 
56,  spoke  at  length  in  favor  of  the  reso- 
lution, and  discussed  the  situation  in  vari- 
ous cities  where  companies  were  in  dan- 
ger of  obtaining  a monopoly  of  power 
plants.  They  all  favored  legislation  that 
would  prevent  such  a monopoly  and  al- 
low the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  separate  power  plants. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
committee  was  carried. 

Resolution  No.  12,  introduced  by  M.  J. 
Cassidy,  Local  No.  315,  after  a brief  dis- 
cussion, was  withdrawn  and  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  not  include  it  in  the 
minutes. 

Resolution  No.  13  referred  to  the  Char- 
ter Committee  for  consideration. 

Resolution  No.  14,  presented  hy  Matt 
Keefe,  President  Local  Joint  Executive 
Board,  delegate  Local  Union  464. 

To  the  Assembed  Convention  of  the  Inter- 
national Steam  Engineers’  Union. 
Greetings: — 

Inasmuch  as  the  General  Executive  Board 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  has 
granted  to  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  jurisdiction  of  all  electrical  ma- 
chines in  brick  yards,  and  that  the  officers 
of  the  International  Tile  and  Terra  Cotta 
Workers’  Alliance  in  the  district  of  Cook 
County  have  refused  to  abide  by  the  de- 
cision of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  and  have  told  the 
manufacturers  of  brick  of  Cook  County 
that  if  members  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  were  placed  in  charge 
of  the  operation  of  the  electric  motors  that 
the  members  of  their  union  would  strike. 
This  after  the  Brickmakers’  Union  had  de- 
cided to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  by  mutual  agreement  with  the  brick 
manufacturers  and  engineers,  and  when  the 
decision  was  in  favor  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  the 
Brickmakers’  Union  immediately  accused 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  of  un- 
fairness. The  local  joint  Executive  Board 
of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  of  Chicago,  111.,  have  been 
compelled  to  take  four  engineers  out  on 
strike  in  one  of  the  yards  of  the  Illinois 
Brick  Co.,  and  inasmuch  as  it  will  be  nec- 
essary for  the  local  Joint  Executive  Board 
at  Chicago  to  put  up  a fight  to  maintain 
our  jurisdiction  in  these  brick  yards:  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Third  Biennial  Con- 
vention assembled  in  St.  Paul.  Minn.,  go  on 
record  to  render  all  the  assistance  possible 
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to  the  local  Joint  Executive  Board  of  Chi- 
cago, both  morally  and  financially,  to  carry 
on  the  fight  to  maintain  our  jurisdiction  in 
brick  yards. 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  15,  presented  by  M.  Mur- 
phy, P.  J.  Horan,  W.  H.  Welsh,  Frank 
McDougal. 

To  the  Delegates  Assembled  in  Convention 

I.  U.  S.  E., 

St.  Paul,  Minn., 

September  11,  1912. 

Inasmuch  as  Local  No.  56-A  has  violated 
the  conditions  of  their  branch  charter, 
known  as  56,  Branch  A,  by  invading  the 
jurisdiction  of  Local  No.  20  and  refusing 
to  recognize  a protest  from  that  local  over 
the  seal  of  that  local,  also  by  refusing  to 
transfer  members  of  their  union  local  found 
occupying  positions  created  and  made  union 
by  Local  No.  20,  notably  Shipways  Stone 
Yard;  also  by  accepting  into  their  union 
ex-members  of  Local  No.  20,  and  persistent- 
ly refusing  to  compel  those  members  from 
obtaining  a clear  card  from  Local  No.  20 
before  or  after  their  initiation  into  36-A 
as  per  constitution;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Third  Biennial  Con- 
vention, assembled  at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  in- 
struct Local  No.  56,  Branch  A,  that  they 
must  respect  the  jurisdictional  rights  of 
Local  No.  20  by  transferring  or  removing 
all  members  of  their  local  found  working 
in  positions  considered  union  by  Local  No. 
20  within  their  territory,  as  per  constitu- 
tion. Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  said  Local  No.  56,  Branch  A, 
be  instructed  to  compel  all  ex-members  of 
Local  No.  20  now,  or  who  may  hereafter 
become,  members  of  their  local,  produce  a 
clearance  or  transfer  card  before  admit- 
ting to  membership  in  their  local  as  per 
constitution;  and 

That  in  the  event  Local  No.  56,  Branch  A, 
refuses  to  comply  with  those  conditions, 
that  the  incoming  Executive  Board  be  in- 
structed to  revoke  their  present  branch 
charter. 

The  Committee  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  No.  20 — I move 
the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee.  (Seconded). 

Delegate  Schotz,  Local  No.  56-A,  op- 
posed the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  and 
defended  the  action  of  Local  No.  56-A  in 
claiming  jurisdiction  over  members  they 
had  taken  into  their  Local. 

Delegate  Montefering,  Local  No.  56, 
stated  that  if  Local  No.  56-A  violated  the 
agreement  Local  No.  56  would  certainly 
see  that  they  lived  up  to  it.  He  stated 
further  that  the  entire  matter  should  be 
referred  to  the  Local  Joint  Executive 
board  of  New  York  City. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  No.  20,  spoke 
in  favor  of  adopting  the  resolution.  He 
stated  that  Local  No.  20  had  not  asked  to 
have  any  branch  charters  issued,  that  that 
local  could  take  care  of  its  own  affairs, 
and  urged  that  Local  56  see  that  the  or- 
ganization holding  the  branch  charter  live 
up  to  its  agreement. 

The  question  was  further  discussed  by 
Delegate  Schotz,  and  Delegate  Murphy 
replied  to  several  statements  made  by 
him.  Delegate  Walsh,  Local  No.  20,  stat- 
ed that  it  would  not  injure  Branch  No. 
56-A  to  live  up  to  the  agreement  they  had 


entered  into,  and  urged  that  the  report  of 
the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  No.  184,  fa- 
vored the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  stat- 
ing it  was  only  a precaution  and  intended 
to  show  the  members  of  the  branch  local 
what  would  happen  if  they  did  not  live 
up  to  the  agreement  they  had  entered 
into. 

Delegate  Schmitz  moved  that  the  mat- 
ter be  referred  to  the  Local  Joint  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  New  York  City. 

The  chairman  declared  the  motion  not 
in  order,  as  a motion  to  adopt  was  pend- 
ing. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  carried. 

Resolution  No.  16,  presented  by  Henry 
Hebeler,  Local  Union  No.  68,  relating  to 
the  United  Hatters  of  America. 

Whereas,  Local  Union  No.  68  has  clone  all 
in  its  power  to  organize  the  Hat  Shop  En- 
gineers; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Executive 
Board  be  instructed  to  arrange  and  make 
an  agreement  with  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  United  Hatters  of  America  that  none 
but  union  engineers  be  employed  in  the 
hatting  industry. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  Resolution  No.  16. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
concurred  in. 

Delegate  Hebeler,  Local  No.  6S,  spoke 
in  support  of  the  resolution.  He  stated 
that  when  the  large  hat  factories  in 
Orange,  Newark  and  other  places  struck, 
the  members  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  were 
dropped  and  N.  A.  S.  E.  men  went  into 
the  positions;  that  an  effort  had  been 
made  through  executive  board  of  the 
United  Hatters  and  the  local  hatters  to 
straighten  the  matter  out,  but  without 
result;  that  the  Hatters  were  not  in  a 
position  to  go  on  strike,  and  urged  the 
Convention  to  take  the  action  asked  for 
in  the  resolution. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  carried. 

Resolution  No.  17,  presented  by  Henry 
Hebeler,  Local  Union  No.  6S.  relating  to 
Prudential  Life  Insurance  Co. 

Whereas,  The  Prudential  Life  Insurance 
Co.  of  America,  whose  office  is  located  in 
Newark,  N.  ,T.,  operates  a large  power  plant 
therein,  and  refuses  to  permit  the  engineers 
and  other  employes  to  become  connected 
with  the  respective  trades  unions,  as  are 
engineers,  firemen,  oilers,  switchboard  oper- 
ators, etc.,  and  do  not  pay  the  recognized 
union  scale  of  wages;  and 

Whereas,  The  Essex  Trades  Council  of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  has  made  strenuous  efforts 
by  committee  and  correspondence  to  or- 
ganize these  employes  and  failed;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Third  Biennial  Conven- 
tion of  tlie  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  to  instruct  the 
General  Executive  Board  to  take  up  this 
case  with  the  Prudential  Life  Insurance  Co. 
in  an  effort  to  organize  that  particular  de- 
partment. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the 
resolution  be  adopted. 
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A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendatoin  of  the  Committee  be 
concurred  in. 

Delegate  McDonough,  Local  No.  2, 
asked  if  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance 
Company  employed  nonunion  engineers, 
and  requested  permission  to  include  that 
company  in  the  resolution. 

Chairman  Roberts  stated  that  matter 
would  have  to  come  up  in  a separate 
resolution,  and  Delegate  McDonough 
might  introduce  it  if  he  received  unani- 
mous consent. 

Delegate  Hebeler  spoke  at  length  in 
support  of  the  resolution. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  carried. 

Resolution  No.  18,  presented  by  M.  S. 
McMahon,  Local  Union  No.  73,  Geo.  C. 
Barry,  Local  Union  No.  4. 

Resolved,  That  all  agreements  entered 
into  shall  contain  a proper  minimum  clause 
and  in  no  instance  shall  a minimum  rate 
for  members  of  any  local  union  of  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  engaged  in  hoisting  or  portable 
work  be  less  than  $3.00  a day  after  May  1st, 
1916,  and  between  September  14,  1912,  and 
the  establishment  of  . the  above  mentioned 
minimum  rate,  not  less  than  existent  cur- 
rent minimum  rate  shall  be  entered  into  in 
local  unions  wherever  possible  shall  in- 
crease the  minimum  rate  toward  and  pre- 
paratory to  the  full  establishment  of  the 
$3.00  per  day  minimum  rate. 

The  above  recommendation  has  the  ap- 
proval of  Local  Union  No.  73,  Milford, 
Mass.,  August  12,  1912.

Whereas,  Engineers  in  the  city  of  Boston 
working  along  the  water  front  that  be- 
longed to  the  Knights  of  Labor  and  never 
joined  the  Engineers’  Union  in  their  local- 
ity; and 

Whereas,  The  old  Knights  of  Labor  is 
gone  out  of  business  and  those  engineers 
are  gone  into  locals  chartered  by  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  our  General  President 
take  this  matter  up  with  the  Longshore- 
men’s International  Union  and  order  them 
to  turn  those  engineers  over  to  Local  No.  4 
of  Boston,  as  they  are  working  in  its  juris- 
diction. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  20,  presented  by  M.  S. 
McMahon,  Local  Union  No.  73,  George  G. 
Barry,  Local  Union  No.  4. 

Whereas,  There  are  a great  many  en- 
gineers employed  in  in  the  granite  industry 
of  New  England  who  are  now  members  of 
the  Quarry  Workers’  International  Union 
of  America;  and 


Whereas,  Those  engineers  can  be  brought 
into  our  International  Union  by  little  co- 
operation of  our  Executive  Board  with  the 
officers  of  the  Quarry  Workers’  International 
Union;  and  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  take  this 
matter  up  and  order  our  General  President 
to  use  his  influence  to  have  those  engineers 
turned  over  to  the  local  in  their  jurisdiction. 

The  Committee  reported  that  no  action 
was  taken  on  No.  20,  but  Resolution  No. 
29  would  be  reported  on  as  a substitute. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Resolution  No.  21,  presented  by  V.  E. 
Patnaude,  Local  Union  No.  84. 

Whereas,  The  conditions  of  our  organiza- 
tion in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  Minne- 
sota, are  in  a deplorable  condition;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  immediately 
following  this  Convention  a great  deal  of 
good  could  be  accomplished  for  the  benefit 
of  our  organization  at  large,  as  well  as  the 
four  locals  in  the  Twin  Cities;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  the  intention  of  the  Joint 
Executive  Board  of  the  Twin  Cities  to  fol- 
low up  this  Convention  with  a rigid  cam- 
paign to  increase  the  membership  to  a good 
percentage  of  the  engineers  employed  about 
the  Twin  Cities,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  expenses  of  this  Convention  have  been 
heavy  and  said  joint  board  feels  hardly 
capable  of  following  out  its  intentions; 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers  in  Con- 
vention assembled,  do  instruct  its  general 
Executive  Board  to  appoint  a local  man  as 
organizer,  who  shall  make  a report,  as 
customary,  to  the  General  Executive  Board, 
also  to  the  Joint  Executive  Board. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the 
subject  matter  of  the  resolution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

A motion  was  made  and' seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
concurred  in. 

Delegate  Patenaud,  Local  No.  84,  spoke 
at  length  in  regard  to  conditions  in  the 
Twin  Cities,  and  urged  that  such  an  or- 
ganizer be  authorized,  as  a great  deal  of 
work  could  be  done  and  results  obtained 
by  such  an  appointment  immediately  after 
the  Convention. 

Delegate  Rich,  Local  No.  36,  spoke  of 
conditions  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul 
and  urged  that  some  action  be  taken  by 
the  Executive  Board  to  better  conditions, 
which  he  said  were  deplorable,  especially 
among  the  stationary  men.  He  recom- 
mended the  appointment  of  a local  man 
and  stated  that  in  six  months  he  could 
add  a very  large  number  of  men  to  the 
membership  of  the  Locals  in  the  Twin 
Cities. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  carried. 

Resolution  No.  22,  presented  by  R.  G. 
Moser,  Local  Union  No.  1. 

Whereas,  The  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor has  repeatedly  declared  for  the  principle 
of  taking  political  action  by  rewarding  our 
friends  and  rebuking  our  enemies;  and 

Whereas,  Delegate  Maurice  J.  .Cassidy  is 
at  the  present  time  a candidate  for  State 
Senator  in  the  State  of  Missouri;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resoved,  That  this  convention  indorse 
the  candidacy  of  our  co-delegate  and  Inter- 
national Trustee,  Maurice  J.  Cassidy,  and 
that  we  urge  on  all  our  membership  in  his 
district  in  Missouri  to  give  him  support. 
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The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  23  was  referred  to  the 
Charter  Committee  for  consideration. 

Resolution  No.  24,  presented  by  B.  J. 
Hixon,  Local  Union  No.  243. 

Whereas,  The  principal  clause  in  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America  specifically  states  that  the  eight 
hour  work  day  is  the  primary  considera- 
tion of  that  organization,  and  that  previous 
contracts  made  with  the  Operators’  Asso- 
ciation under  date  April  1,  1912,  has  the 
following  clause  inserted:  "Engineers  shall 

hoist  coal  eight  hours  and  in  addition  shall 
raise  and  lower  the  men  and  do  all  neces- 
sary repair  work  that  usually  pertains  to 
his  profession  without  any  extra  pay";  and 

Whereas,  Conditions  under  this  contract 
compel  the  engineers  to  work  from  nine  to 
fourteen  hours  without  any  extra  compen- 
sation; and 

Whereas,  Under  such  intolerable  injustice 
the  men  of  our  calling  working  in  the  min- 
ing industry  are  seriously  considering  the 
formation  of  an  independent  organization; 
therefor,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  this,  the  Third  Biennial 
Convention  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  in  session  assembled,  in- 
struct the  delegates  to  the  next  convention 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  to 
demand  of  that  body  to  either  compel  the 
United  Mine  Workers  to  give  the  same  con- 
sideration and  protection  in  regard  to  hours 
and  wages  as  is  given  to  the  miners,  and 
if  this  cannot  be  accomplished  the  engi- 
neers must  be  turned  over  to  the  Inter- 
national Union  of-  Steam  Engineers. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
concurred  in. 

Delegate  Hixon,  Local  No.  243,  discus- 
sed the  resolution  at  length  and  cited 
specific  acts  on  the  part  of  the  miners’ 
organization  that  wei'e  to  the  detriment 
of  the  interests  of  the  engineers.  He 
stated  that  the  engineers,  while  members 
of  the  miners’  locals  about  the  coal 
mines,  were  not  represented  as  they 
should  be.  He  stated  that  many  of  the 
engineers  had  become  so  dissatisfied  with 
the  conditions  under  which  they  were 
working  that  they  were  contemplating 
forming  independent  unions  of  engineers. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  carried. 

Resolution  No.  25,  presented  by  M.  A. 
McConville,  Local  Union  No.  184,  reads 
as  follows; 

Whereas,  As  a Stationary  Local  Union 
has  been  created  in  White  Plains  with  the 
understanding  that  they  would  not  take  in 
any  Hoisting  Portable  Engineers,  and  said 
Local  Union  has  violated  that  section  of 
their  agreement  in  said  city  where  Hoist- 
ing Portable  Local  had  jurisdiction  over  a 
large  job;  and 

Whereas,  It  puts  Local  184,  I.  U.  S.  E., 
to  a great  deal  of  trouble;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  President 
proceed  to  White  Plains  and  compel  said 
Local  Union  to  live  up  to  the  agreement 
under  which  that  Charter  was  granted. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  Res- 
olution No.  25  be  referred  to  the  Griev- 
ance Committee.  The  report  was  con 
curred  in. 

Resolution  No.  26,  presented  by  M.  S. 
McMahon. 


Resolved,  That  all  agreements  entered 
into  shall  contain  a proper  minimum  clause, 
and  in  no  instance  shall  a minimum  rate 
for  members  of  any  Local  Union  of  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  engaged  in  hoisting  or  portable- 
work  be  less  than  forty  cents  per  hour  after 
May  1st.  1916,  and  between  September  14, 
1912,  and  the  establishment  of  the  above 
mentioned  minimum  rate,  not  less  than  ex- 
istent current  minimum  rate  shall  be  en- 
tered into,  and  Local  Unions  wherever  pos- 
sible shall  increase  the  minimum  rate  to- 
ward and  preparatory  to  the  full  establish- 
ment of  the  forty  cents  per  hour  minimum 
rate. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  27,  presented  bjT  W.  B. 
Wilson,  Local  Union  No.  329. 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  unorganized  con- 
dition of  the  South,  and  especially  in  Geor- 
gia. we  believe  that  the  International  Union 
could  not  devote  its  funds  to  a better  pur- 
pose than  applying  sufficient  funds  to  ap- 
point an  organizer  for  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  in 
that  section;  and  at  this  time  a great 
amount  of  work  could  be  accomplished, 
whereas  at  some  future  time  it  might  be 
more  difficult  to  accomplish  the  result  that 
we  can  obtain  now;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  instruct 
and  direct  our  executive  officers  to  appoint 
an  organizer  for  that  section  for  such  a 
period  of  time  as  they  in  their  judgment 
think  best. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  Res- 
olution No.  27  be  referred  to  the  General 
Executive  Board. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  28,  presented  by  M.  E. 
Carroll,  Local  Union  No.  72. 

Whereas,  The  situation  in  the  southern 
part  of  California,  after  the  continued  on- 
slaught on  organized  labor  of  the  locality 
by  the  Citizens’  Alliance,  the  Merchants  and 
Manufacturers’  Association  and  the  Execu- 
tive Association,  has  created  a very  deplor- 
able state  of  affairs;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  situation  has  so  ap- 
pealed to  the  greater  part  of  the  Inter- 
national Unions  who  have  Local  Unions  in 
that  locality  to  the  extent  that  they  have 
in  a majority  of  cases  maintained  a repre- 
sentative continually  in  that  field;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  By  this,  the  Third  Biennial 
Convention  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E..  that  an  In- 
ternational representative  of  our  organiza- 
tion be  maintained  in  Southern  California 
for  at  least  six  months  in  the  immediate 
future,  or  as  much  longer  as  is  deemed 
necessary  by  our  incoming  General  Execu- 
tive Board,  to  place  our  Locals  Nos.  72, 
391,  235,  415  and  other  locals  in  that  locality 
on  their  feet  again. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the 
resolution  be  referred  to  the  General  Ex- 
cutive  Board. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  29,  presented  by  M.  S. 
McMahon,  Local  Union  No.  73. 

Whereas,  There  are  a great  many  engi- 
neers employed  in  the  granite  industry  of 
New  England  who  are  now  members  of  the 
Quarry  Workers’  International  Union  of 
America;  and 

Whereas,  Those  engineers  can  be  brought 
into  our  International  Union  by  a little  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  our  Executive 
Board  with  the  officers  of  the  Quarry  Work- 
ers’ International  Union;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  take  this 
matter  up  and  instruct  our  General  Presi- 
dent to  use  his  influence  to  have  those 
engineers  turned  over  to  the  locals  in  their 
jurisdiction. 
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The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Gunn  stated  that  no. more  res- 
olutions were  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Chairman  Roberts — There  are  two  res- 
olutions on  the  Chairman’s  desk  that  will 
require  unanimous  consent  if  they  are 
introduced. 

Delegate  Tomlinson,  Local  No.  453,  ob- 
tained unanimous  consent  to  the  intro- 
duction of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolution  No.  30,  presented  by  Thomas 
Tomlinson,  Local  No.  453,  Winnipeg,  Can- 
ada. 

Local  No.  453  and  Local  No.  498  request 
permission  to  place  before  the  Convention 
a request  for  the  appointment  of  a West- 
ern Canada  organizer. 

On  motion  the  resolution  was  referred 
to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

Delegate  MacKenzie,  Local  No.  87,  re- 
ceived unanimous  consent  to  the  intro- 
duction of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolution  No.  31,  presented  by  Wm. 
MacKenzie,  Local  Union  No.  87. 

Whereas,  There  is  a great  deal  of  friction 
existing  between  the  X.  IT.  S.  E.  and  Elec- 
trical Workers  in,  different  parts  of  the 
country,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  our  delegates  to  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  be  instructed  to  do  all  in  their  power 
to  get  a decision  from  the  A.  F.  of  L.  de- 
fining just  what  the  rights  of  our  organiza- 
tion are  in  this  matter. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Chairman  Gunn  announced  that  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  had  presented 
its  final  report,  which  was  signed  by  the 
Committee.

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  No.  143 — I 
move  that  the  election  of  officers  be  made 
a special  order  of  business  for  9:30  to- 
morrow. (Seconded  and  carried). 

Delegate  Horan  read  the  following  re- 
port: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OFFI- 
CERS’ REPORTS. 


RESULT  OF  ORGANIZING  WORK. 

The  general  organizers,  both  temporary 
and  permanent,  who  have  contributed  to  the 
splendid  advances  that  have  been  made  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years,  as  well  as  the  Gen- 


eral President,  and  the  General  Executive 
Board  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  and  con- 
gratulations of  the  Convention.  These  ad- 
vances demonstrate  what  can  be  done'  in 
other  sections  of  the  country  if  only  the 
general  organization,  through  its  executive 
officers  decides  to  use  its  resources  liberally 
to  that  end.  It  is  plain  that  the  money  ex- 
pended by  the  General  Executive  Board  has 
been  spent  mostly  as  the  result  of  the  feel- 
ing of  the  members  of  that  body  and  even 
with  the  prospect  of  criticism  and  condem- 
nation in  store  for  them.  The  organization 
could  not  afford  to  remain  inactive  in  that 
direction.  When  one  reflects  that  there  are 
thousands  of  good  engineers  throughout  the 
country  that  can  be  brought  into  the  organi- 
zation by  careful  and  continued  labor,  au- 
thority direct  and  express  ought  to  be  given 
to  the  General  Executive  Board  to  use  its 
discretion  without  dread  of  criticism,  in  the 
expenditure  of  the  organization’s  funds  for 
organizing  purposes. 

Incidentally  it  might  be  well  to  urge  that 
general  organizers  should  be  given  power  in 
the  localities  they  operate  in  to  visit  the 
existing  locals,  supervise  the  administration 
of  their  affairs,  and  wherever  they  find  the 
business  of  the  local  conducted  without  re- 
gard to  constitutional  requirements  as  is 
often  the  case,  and  especially  in  the  handling 
of  the  finances  of  the  local  to  instruct  and 
direct  the  members  as  to  the  true  require- 
ments and  assist  them  in  every  reasonable 
way  without  of  course  interferring  with  the 
established  right  of  each  local  to  control  its 
own  concerns,  as  long  as  it  lives  up  to  the 
constitutional  requirements  and  the  demands 
of  honesty  and  common  sense. 

Tour  committee  after  careful  consideration 
recommends  that  the  request  of  the  General 
President  to  give  an  additional  charter  in 
St.  Louis  and  Cleveland  be  granted  if  it  is 
found  that  it  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

AS  TO  THE  OPERATIONS  OF  BROTHERS 
WHELAN,  MERRY  AND  CONSOR. 

The  Committee  desires  to  express  its  re- 
gret that  members  of  good  standing  and 
recognized  intelligence  should  be  found 
ready  to  allow  feelings  of  disappointment 
or  the  promptings  of  their  personal  ambi- 
tions or  spites  to  lead  them  on  to  doing 
injury  to  the  organization.  There  has  been 
many  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  of- 
ficers of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  during  the  sixteen 
years  or  so  of  its  existence;  and  the  history 
of  the  organization  will  show  beyond  per- 
adventure  that  those  changes  have  been  in- 
fluenced only  by  desire  to  benefit  the  or- 
ganization on  the  apparent  merits  of  the 
successful  candidates  for  office  without  the 
slightest  regard  on  the  part  of  the  several 
bodies  of  delegates  for  the  personal  inter- 
ests of  any  individual  or  group  of  indivduals 
as  against  the  real  welfare  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 

The  result  of  the  contest  for  the  adminis- 
trative control  of  the  organization  carried 
on  in  the  Denver  Convention  presents  no  ex- 
ception to  this  rule.  That  body  represented 
a well-ordered,  able  and  disinterested  and 
thoroughly  responsible  aggregation  of  repre- 
sentative men,  and  the  application  of  the 
term  “riot”  to  it  by  anybody  is  more  or  less 
than  an  ill-minded  calumny.  The  fact  that 
in  almost  every  case  the  locals  which  the 
men  engaged  in  such  questionable  proceed- 
ings represented  finally  repudiated  them  and 
their  schemes  is  perhaps  the  best  rebuke 
that  can  be  directed  against  those  brothers 
who  have  thus  ventured  their  spleen  in  vain. 
The  additional  fact  that  the  officers  and  men 
whom  it  was  sought  thus  to  villify  and,  in- 
jure continue  to  enjoy  the  respect  and  con- 
fidence of  the  rank  and  file,  as  •well  as  the 
leaders  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.,  is  the  highest 
vindication  that  can  be  offered  them.  Your 
Committee  feels  that  the  General  President 
deserves  credit  for  the  dignified  manner  in 
which  he  handled  the  slanderous  communi- 
cation credited  to  Brother  Consor  of  Local 
92,  wherein  the  bigotry  and  hatred  of  a 
disappointed  individual  is  so  pronounced, 
but  your  Committee  feels  that  dignity  in 
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such  cases  is  not  a preventative  of  a re- 
currence of  such  a dirty  proceeding;  there- 
fore, your  Committee  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  any  member  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 
found  guilty  of  such  an  offense  in  the  future, 
that  immediate  action  be  taken  by  the  local 
of  which  such  a Brother  is  a member,  and  if 
such  action  is  deferred  that  the  General 
Executive  Board  tae  the  question  up  and 
have  such  member  or  members  expelled 
from  the  organization  if  found  guilty. 

INSURANCE  AND  DEATH  BENEFIT. 

Your  Committee  being  aware  that  a Com- 
mittee on  Insurance  has  been  appointed,  we 
therefore  respectfully  refer  this  matter  to 
them  for  their  consideration. 

ELECTRIC  MONOPOLY,  PUBLIC  OWNER- 
SHIP. 

The  Committee  is  in  entire  agreement 
with  the  General  President  as  to  the  inevi- 
table result  upon  our  calling  and  upon  the 
public  interest  if  the  operation  of  the  Elec- 
tric Monopoly  are  allowed  to  proceed  with- 
out our  organization  generally  exhausting 
all  its  resources  to  protect  our  members  and 
our  craft  against  its  criminal  operations. 
We  feel  that  the  organization  and  its  several 
locals  owe  a debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men 
in  the  organization  in  New  York  who  have 
stood  in  the  breach  and  fought  so  valiantly 
against  this  all-powerful  and  unscrupulous 
combine.  That  they  have  given  their  time 
and  labors  without  compensation  or  hope 
of  compensation  is  a circumstance  that  en- 
titles them  to  the  gratitude  of  us  all.  But 
they  have  gone  further  than  that:  they  have 
seriously  endangered  their  worldly  interests 
by  the  attitude  they  have  maintained. 

We  are  in  entire  agreement  with  the  state- 
ments and  observations  made  in  the  Presi- 
dent’s report  as  to  the  so-called  Investigating 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Civic  Federa- 
tion, ostensibly  to  inquire  into  the  operation 
of  public  ownership  abroad.  Your  Commit- 
tee respectfully  concurs  in  the  President’s 
suggestion  that  the  members  of  our  organi- 
zation, as  well  as  our  other  unionists  should 
in  this  behalf  take  up  the  great  issue  of 
public  ownership  of  public  utilities,  and 
should  as  citizens  do  their  utmost  to  bring 
it  into  general  acceptance  among  the  people. 
Your  Committee  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  incoming  General  Executive  Board  be 
instructed  to  aid  in  every  possible  way  all 
locals  that  may  be  engaged  in  fighting  this 
monopoly. 

CASE  OF  LOCAL  No.  67  AND  VICE  PRESI- 
DENT ROBERTS. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  this  case  should 
be  dealt  with  by  the  Grievance  Committee, 
and  we,  therefore,  respectfully  refer  this 
matter  to  this  Committee  for  their  consid- 
eration, while  commending  the  General  Pres- 
ident for  his  prompt  action  in  the  case. 

GERMAN  ENGINEERS.  NEW  YORK  AND 
CINCINNATI. 

This  question  has  been  fully  explained  in 
the  General  President’s  report  and  the  rec- 
ommendation as  contained  in  that  report  is 
one  that  the  delegates  assembled  cannot  re- 
fuse to  adopt  as  the  Constitution  already 
provides  for  it.  Your  Committee  respectfully 
recommends  that  this  Convention  issue  posi- 
tive instructions  that  in  all  cases  where  a 
member  of  the  Branch  Local  secures  a union 
position,  a clearance  card  must  be  issued 
to  such  member  to  be  deposited  in  the  local 
union  having  jurisdiction  over  such  jobs, 
and  that  the  incoming  General  Executive 
Board  be  instructed  to  see  that  this  recom- 
mendation be  complied  with. 

DONATIONS  BY  LOCALS. 

Your  Committee,  understanding  the  hard- 
ships involved  on  the  many  locals  of  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  through  their  liberal  donations 
to  the  many  demands  made  upon  them  for 
assistance,  and  while  we  feel  that  the  local 
unions  should  be  the  ones  most  qualified  to 
decide  how  their  money  should  be  expended, 
we  also  feel  that  a ruling  on  this  question 
from  the  Executive  Board,  of  a beneficial 
nature,  would  be  of  much  importance  to  all 
locals. 


We,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  ques- 
tion be  referred  to  the  incoming  General 
Executive  Board. 

BONDING  OF  THE  LOCAL  FINANCIAL 
SECRETARIES. 

The  General  President  recommends  that 
the  incoming  General  Executive  Board  be 
instructed  to  make  arrangements  with  some 
bonding  company  for  bond  covering  all  local 
Financial  Secretaries  and  Treasurers.  It  is 
a matter  that  has  long  been  neglected  by 
many  locals  and  we  feel  that  if  the  General 
Executive  Board  be  empowered  • to  make 
such  arrangements  that  it  will  be  of  great 
assistance  to  the  different  locals. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  respectfully 
recommends  the  adoption  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  General  President. 

STRIKES. 

Your  Committee  concurs  in  the  General 
President’s  report  on  strike  benefits.  Our 
Constitution  should  at  all  times  be  adhered 
to.  Local  unions  at  all  times  should  be  com- 
pelled to  live  up  to  the  wording  contained 
in  Article  XXI.,  Section  3,  4,  5,  6,  under  the 
caption  of  appeals  and  grievances  in  our 
Constitution,  but  we  feel  that  it  has  been 
the  custom  of  the  General  President  to 
authorize  the  payment  of  legitimate  strike 
benefits  when  called  out  by  a Building 
Trades  Council.  We  find  that  the  strike  re- 
ferred to  in  Boston  was  not  one  with  the 
employers,  but  instead  an  internal  fight  be- 
tween two  International  Unions,  and  in  as 
much  as  the  individual  members  of  Local 
No.  4 of  Boston  who  were  called  out  on  this 
strike  might  not  have  been  acquainted  with 
the  cause  of  the  trouble,  but  went  out  in 
good  faith. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommends 
that  Local  No.  4 of  Boston  be  allowed  the 
strike  benefit  asked  for  by  them. 

APPRENTICE  ENGINEERS. 

Your  Committee  acknowledges  that  much 
could  be  stated  in  favor  of  adopting  this  sys- 
tem and  we  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon 
the  delegates  assembled  the  adopting  of  the 
amendments  introduced  to  make  effective 
the  proposals  embodied  in  the  General  Presi- 
dent’s report,  as  to  the  making  of  appren- 
tice engineers.  Your  Committee  having  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  conditions  set  forth 
in  the  General  President’s  report  and  knows 
nothing  has  been  over-stated  in  that  report. 
Both  on  behalf  of  the  engineers  and  firemen 
the  obligation  is  imposed  on  this  body  to 
put  an  end  to  the  shameful  nature  of  the 
operation  of  the  officers  of  the  existing  Fire- 
men’s union.  In  order  to  maintain  the  situa- 
tion as  it  is  at  present  and  to  blindfold  the 
firemen  to  their  real  interests,  a policy  of 
defamation,  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  and  its  execu- 
tive officers  has  been  pursued,  chiefly  by 
the  President  of  the  firemen’s  organization 
on  the  one  hand;  while  on  the  other  individ- 
ual employers  and  organizations  of  employ- 
ers of  engineers  and  firemen  alike  have  been 
and  are  being  cultivated  on  every  possible 
occasion  by  the  same  officers  to  the  detri- 
ment alike  of  the  engineers  and  firemen. 
Such  a condition  of  things  cannot  be  allowed 
to  be  continued  without  danger  of  serious 
scandal,  in  which  event  the  responsibility 
will  plainly  rest  with  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  by  rea- 
son of  its  inaction.  The  action  indicated 
by  the  proposal  to  organize  firemen  as  en- 
gineers’ apprentices  has  already  been  too 
long  delayed,  to  the  injury  of  the  members 
of  both  crafts.  Your  Committee  recommends 
that  the  General  President’s  recommenda- 
tions be  concurred  in  by  the  Convention. 

THE  N.  A.  S.  E.  AND  THE  I.  U.  S.  E. 

It  is  hard  to  deal  with  the  situation  that 
confronts  our  organization  in  relation  to  the 
N.  A.  S.  E.,  as  outlined  in  the  General  Presi- 
dent's report.  Of  course  we  all  realize  that 
that  organization  is  a mere  puppet  of  the 
bosses  and  is  intended  to  nullify  the  work 
of  our  organization  and  make  those  belonging 
to  it  traitors  to  their  class  and  calling.  So. 
too,  do  we  all  understand  that  no  reliance  can 
be  placed  on  the  decent  men  belonging  to  it 
going  to  the  front  and  depriving  it  of  its 
present  infamous  character  and  mission;  and 
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even  if  such  reliance  did  exist,  there  can 
be  no  hope  that  they  would  be,  or  ever  will 
be,  able  to  effect  its  emasculation  as  a living 
device  of  those  who  seek  the  destruction  of 
the  labor  movement.  Your  Committee  be- 
lieves that  the  General  President  is  entitled 
to  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  fer  the  per- 
sistent and  well-directed  efforts  he  has  con- 
tinued to  make  to  expose  the  real  character 
of  the  N.  A.  S.  E.  organization,  as  well  as 
for  his  efforts  to  bring  home  to  its  officials 
the  infamy  of  their  attitude.  These  latter 
efforts  naturally  were  in  vain  and  all  vain, 
and  all  such  efforts  made  in  like  manner 
must  always  be  in  vain  in  our  judgment. 
There  are  only  three  courses  open  to  this 
Convention  in  dealing  with  the  situation. 
These  are,  first,  to  exclude  all  N.  A.  S.  E. 
engineers  hereafter  from  membership  in  our 
locals;  second,  to  put  those  out  who  are 
now  in  our  locals;  third,  to  leave  the  situa- 
tion as  it  stands,  giving  each  local  the  right 
which  it  now  has  to  admit  or  decline  to 
admit  those  of  that  stripe  who  seek  ad- 
mission. The  adoption  of  the  second  course 
might  possibly  involve  legal  difficulties  and 
might  be  attended  by  difficulties  in  many 
other  directions.  Yet  unless  this  course  is 
adopted  little  or  no  departure  can  be  effected 
from  the  present  policy,  of  leaving  each  local 
to  deal  with  the  problem  in  its  own  way. 
The  exclusion  of  all  N.  A.  S.  E.  men  in  the 
future  from  our  organization  seems  really 
the  least  drastic  course  we  can  pursue.  The 
Committee,  while  thus  reviewing  the  situa- 
tion, does  hot  feel  at  liberty  to  make  specific 
recommendations  and  leaves  the  course  to  be 
taken  to  be  determined  by  the  different  locals 
in  the  different  localities  effected. 

EXAMINATION  AND  LICENSING  OF  EN- 
GINEERS. 

This  subject  is  all  important,  yet  it  is  one 
that  nothing  worth  talking  about  has  been 
done  in  regard  to  by  the  general  organiza- 
tion. Some  think  that  it  is  not  a matter 
for  the  general  organization  to  handle.  The 
attitude  taken  by  the  very  first  Convention 
of  our  organization  on  this  subject  shows 
that  even  as  early  as  sixteen  years  ago  the 
need  of  such  action  had  forced  itself  on 
the  pioneers  in  our  movement.  It  is  plain 
that  something  should  be  done  by  the  general 
organization,  if  ever  anything  effective  is  to 
be  done  at  all  effecting  the  members  of  our 
organization  generally  throughout  the  coun- 
try. We  are  reaping  little  or  no  advantage 
from  the  requirement,  insisted  on  for  the 
public  safety  that  those  who  act  as  engineer 
shall  be  licensed.  Other  bodies  like  the 
plumbers,  who  are  also  required  to  be  li- 
censed, are  getting  every  practical  advantage 
coming  to  them  individually  and  collective- 
15'.  With  us  it  is  in  many  communities  an 
absolute  detriment  because  it  admits  of 
allowing  men  to  come  into  the  calling  who 
have  neither  skill  nor  training  to  qualify 
them.  The  Committee  fully  realizes  the  dif- 
ficulties that  are  in  the  path  to  have  effec- 
tive licensing  measures  adopted  through 
local  agencies.  It  also  realizes  that  condi- 
tions in  one  locality  are  not  the  same  as 
those  in  other  localities.  These  circum- 
stances, however,  appear  to  the  Committee 
to  be  only  added  reason  why  some  compe- 
tent body  authorized  by  this  Convention 
should  take  hold  of  the  situation  and  at 
least  inform  itself  thoroughly  as  to  what  the 
situation  is  in  the  several  states  and  cities, 
and  try  and  agree  at  least  on  the  minimum 
requirement  as  to  the  examination  and 
licenses  which  should  be  insisted  on.  As  long 
as  the  subject  is  left  to  be  handled  or  mis- 
handled as  it  now  is  and  has  been  from  the 
outset  in  all  but  one  or  two  localities  and 
states,  we  have  no  right  to  complain.  As 
the  plan  which  will  perhaps  come  nearest  to 
having  this  great  subject  finally  disposed  of 
in  the  most  effective  way,  your  Committee 
reports  in  favor  of  referring  the  subjejct  to 
the  incoming  General  Executive  Board  with 
instructions  and  authority  to  put  itself  in 
communication  with  the  locals  in  the  dif- 
ferent sections  and  to  inform  itself  thoroughly 
as  to  the  conditions  now  attending  the 
licensing  and  examination  of  engineers 
throughout  the  country,  and  report  to  the 
next  Convention  what  in  its  judgment  is 


the  true  course  for  the  organization  to  pur- 
sue, meanwhile,  doing  whatever  is  possible 
to  promote  the  establishment  of  a decent 
licensing  s5'stem  in  any  locality  where  it  can 
be  influential  in  so  doing.  Until  effective 
measures  are  taken  in  this  regard  it  is  almost 
idle  to  talk  of  the  general  prevalence  of  the 
closed  shop  in  our  calling;  the  moment  such 
measures  are  adopted  and  enforced  the  closed 
shop  becomes  unavoidable  and  universal 
among  engineers.  Your  Committee  respect- 
full5'  recommends  the  adoption  of  this  polics'. 

WESTERN  FEDERATION  OF  MINERS. 

Your  Committee  expresses  gratification  that 
the  work  of  dismemberment  of  our  organiza- 
tion so  persistent^'  pursued  with  the  aid  of 
a member  of  the  Mine  Workers’  organization, 
and  their  representative  has  been  so  effec- 
th'ely  blocked  as  it  has  been  in  the  case  to 
disrupt  Local  No.  440.  The  General  Execu- 
tive Board,  the  General  President  and  Broth- 
er Dolan  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
Convention  and  of  the  general  body  for  their 
effective  work  in  the  case  of  the  seceding 
steam  shovel  and  dredgmen,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  their  successors  will  go  on  and 
contest  just  as  firmly  every  step  that  may 
5ret  be  taken  in  that  direction,  either  with 
or  without  the  sanction  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Your  Committee 
so  recommends. 

RECOMMENDATION  OF  COMMITTEE. 

In  concluding  this  report  5'our  Committee 
wishes  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  dele- 
gates assembled  the  large  amount  of  work 
to  be  gone  over  b5'  the  Committee  on  Officers’ 
Reports.  The  attention  that  these  reports 
require  cannot  be  given  them  by  the  Com- 
mittee owing  to  the  necessity  of  their  pres- 
ence on  the  floor  on  the  many  questions  of 
interest  to  their  locals.  This  condition  creates 
a hardship  on  5'our  Committee  by  having  to 
perform  their  duties  through  the  entire  night. 
To  remedy  these  hardships  and  likewise  to 
gain  ample  time  to  give  these  reports  the 
lengthy  consideration  they  merit  your  Com- 
mittee respectful^'  recommends  that  at  all 
future  Conventions  the  Committee  on  Officers’ 
Reports  be  appointed  some  time  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  General  President  previous  to 
the  convening  of  the  Convention,  to  go  over 
this  report.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OFFI- 
CERS’ REPORTS  ON  REPORT  OF 
GENERAL  SECRETARY-TREASURER 
HANNAHAN. 

The  General  Secretaires  report  covering 
the  many  difficulties  he  had  to  contend  with 
in  the  changing  and  reorganizing  of  his 
office  in  Chicago,  the  able  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  this  work  was  accomplished 
b5’  Brother  Hannahan  deserves  the  undi- 
vided thanks  of  the  convention  assembed. 

Your  committee  feel  that  the  duties  of  the 
General  Secretan'  were  most  efficiently  at- 
tended to,  the  detail  work  of  his  report  which 
is  volumes  would  take  much  more  time  than 
your  committee  can  afford  to  loose  at  pres- 
ent, relating  to  the  creditable  manner  in 
which  it  has  been  accomplished. 

The  financial  increase  of  your  Treasury  for 
the  past  twent5'-two  months  is  worth5'  of 
much  favorable  comments.  The  increase  in 
membership  shows  the  wisdom  of  placing  on 
the  road  men  who  are  capable  of  instilling 
the  true  sense  of  unionism  into  the  men  en- 
gaged in  our  calling. 

The  agreement  as  mentioned  in  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary’s  report  between  the  engineers 
and  firemen,  we  feel  need  not  be  referred  to 
here,  as  the  committee  has  already  provided 
for  same  in  the  General  President’s  report. 
Your  committee  wishes  to  forciblj'  place  be- 
fore you  the  many  obstacles  placed  in  the 
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jvay  of  Brother  Hannahan  as  a preventative 
against  the  successful  discharge  of  his  duties, 
as  is  well  known  to  the  majority  of  dele- 
gates that  the  Secretary-Treasurer  through 
the  onslaught  of  unscrupulous  and  conniving 
members  of  our  organization,  that  he  was 
compelled  to  place  the  funds  of  our  organiza- 
tion in  a safe  deposit  vault,  to  prevent  those 
men  from  having  it  tied  up,  thereby  creat- 
ing unknown  trouble  and  discontentment 
throughout  our  entire  organization. 

Tour  committee  feels  that  there  is,  not,  a 
delegate  assembled  at  this  convention  that 
does  not,  condemn  such  actions  and  we  feel 
sure,  be  in  favor  of  advocating  and  adopting 
some  measure  of  prevention  of  such  high 
binding  tactics  in  the  future.  We  particu- 
larly refer  to  in  this  case  to  the  member 
of  Bocal  No.  16  of  Boston,  who  pioneered 
the  scheme  of  destruction. 

Very  many  other  matters  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  our  organization  is  contained 
in  the  report  with  many  of  them  covered 
in  the  General  President’s  report. 

Your  committee  takes  much  pleasure  in 
announcing  that  during  Brother  Hannahan’s 
term  of  office  of  22  months,  has  increased 
beyond  the  expectations  of  his  greatest  and 
best  friends.  With  $20,771.00  received  on 
hand,  the  actual  amount  accumulated  since 
the  birth  of  our  organization  16  years  ago  has 
been  paced  very  far  in  the  rear  by  the  figures 
submitted  by  Brother  Hannahan  for  the  last 
2 years  which  amounted,  to,  that  on  July 
31st  the  closing  of  the  fiscal  year  1912,  was 
$31,651.60  which  showed  a saving  of  $10,851.48 
or  something  in  or  about  $500.00  per  month. 
When  the  delegates  but  consider  the  amount 
of  money  spent  for  organizing  purpose,  it  is 
but  fair  to  claim  that  Brother  Hannahan 
has  accomplished  something  that  the  con- 
vention should  commend  him  highly  for. 

Therefore,  your  committee  respectfully 
recommends  that  the  report  of  the  General 
Secretary  be  received,  and  that  a vote  of 
thanks  be  extended  to  him  by  the  conven- 
tion assembled  for  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  he  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office.

When  the  section  referring  to  letters 
written  by  him  was  read  Delegate  Conser 
made  an  extended  statement  of  his  rea- 
sons for  writing  the  letters. 

The  question  was  discussed  briefly  by 
Secretary  Hannahan,  Delegate  McGraw 
and  Delegate  McNamara. 

Delegate  Pike — The  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer was  not  read  to  the  Con- 
vention. To  save  time  and  do  away  with 
the  necessity  of  reading  a large  mass  of 
figures  and  statistics  the  report  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Officers’  Re- 
ports without  reading.  It  was  a great 
mass  of  material  for  any  committee  to 
go  through.  The  Committee  on  Officers’ 
Reports  has  worked  night  and  day  since 
they  were  appointed.  I think  the  Con- 
vention will  see  the  advisability  of  com- 
plying with  the  recommendation  that  the 
Committee  on  Officers’  Reports  in  the 
future  be  appointed  some  time  prior  to 
the  Convention  so  the  reports  of  the  offi- 
cers may  be  taken  up  and  considered 
carefully  and  intelligently. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
was  adopted. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OX 
GRIEVANCES. 

Delegate  Keefe,  for  the  Committee,  re- 
ported as  follows: 

Grievance  No.  1,  presented  by  Adolph 
Scholz,  Vice  President  Local  Union  No. 
56-A. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Third 

Biennial  Convention  I.  U.  S.  E.  in  Con- 
vention Assembled. 

Acting  under  instructions  from  Branch  A, 
Local  Union  No.  56  I.  U.  S.  E.,  given  at  a 
meeting  held  August  3,  1912,  I hereby  make 
application  for  a regular  charter. 

This  charter  was  promised  to  us  at  the 
time  we  organized  as  a branch  of  Local  No. 
56,  and  at  this  time  the  issuing  of  a char- 
ter is  sanctioned  by  Local  Union  No.  56 
I.  U.  S.  E. 

The  grievance  was  referred  to  the  Char- 
ter Committee. 

Grievance  No.  2,  presented  by  A.  J. 
Tighe,  Delegate  L.  U.  No.  74. 

Officers  and  Delegates  I.  U.  S.  E.  in  Con- 
vention Assembled  at  St.  Paul,  Minn. 

Whereas,  Local  Union  No.  74  has  been 
granted  a charter  by  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  for 
Coal  Hoisting  Engineers;  and 

Whereas,  Since  the  Coal  Hoisting  Engi- 
neers have  been  organized  they  have  per- 
fected an  organization  that  controls  all  the 
Coal  Hoisting  Engineers  in  metropolitan 
district  of  Boston,  Mass.; 

Whereas,  The  wages  of  engineers  engaged 
in  hoisting  coal  have  been  raised  from 
twelve  dollars  ($12.00)  per  week,  for  a ten- 
hour  day,  to  twenty-one  dollars  ($21.00) 
and  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  per  week, 
with  a reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor  and 
a Saturday  half  holiday  during  the  sum- 
mer months:  and 

Whereas,  If  Local  Union  No.  74  had  jur- 
isdiction over  Coal  Hoisting  Engineers  of 
Lynn,  Salem,  Beverly,  Quincy,  Hull,  and 
the  other  surrounding  cities  and  towns  of 
Greater  Boston,  they  are  in  a position  to 
protect  said  engineers  by  their  established 
wage  scale  in  Greater  Boston;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  grant  to  Local  Union  No.  74  an 
extension  of  its  jurisdiction  to  all  Coal 
Hoisting  Engineers  in  Lynn,  Salem,  Beverly, 
Quincy,  Hull  and  all  other  surrounding 
cities  and  towns  of  Greater  Boston. 

Delegate  Keefe — Local  No.  74,  Coal 
Hoisting  Engineers  of  Boston,  applied  for 
jurisdiction  of  all  coal  hoisting  in  all 
towns  within  a radius  of  100  miles  from 
Boston.  Brother  Nash  and  Brother  Whea- 
ton, of  Boston,  objected,  stating  that  the 
small  locals,  Salem  and  others,  objected 
to  No.  74  gaining  jurisdiction.  The  Griev- 
ance Committee!  after  due  deliberation, 
decided  to  recommend  that  the  incoming 
General  Executive  Board  request  that  an 
executive  officer  be  sent  to  investigate 
the  complaint,  with  authority  to  straight- 
en it  out  if  possible. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be 
concurred  in. 

The  question  was  discussed  at  length 
by  Delegate  Tighe,  Local  No.  74,  and 
explained  why  he  felt  it  necessary  for 
No.  74  to  have  the  jurisdiction  asked  for. 
He  referred  to  the  improved  wages  and 
conditions  gained  by  the  coal  hoisting 
engineers  of  Boston  and  vicinity  in  the 
past  twelve  years  through  the  efforts  of 
the  men  connected  with  that  local  union, 
and  stated  that  similar  conditions  could 
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be  gained  for  men  in  the  smaller  towns 
if  the  request  of  No.  74  were  granted. 
He  objected  to  referring  the  matter  to 
the  General  Executive  Board. 

Delegate  Keefe,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, stated  that  the  Committee  felt  it 
advisable  to  refer  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board,  inasmuch  as  two  or  three 
charters  have  been  issued  in  the  terri- 
tory mentioned  and  none  of  the  local 
unions  were  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion, and  for  that  reason  the  Committee 
could  not  act  intelligently. 

Delegate  Nash,  Local  No.  16,  favored 
the  report  of  the  committee.  He  stated 
that  he  was  familiar  with  conditions  in 
the  locality  spoken  of  in  the  resolution, 
having  been  sent  there  by  the  President 
upon  request  of  the  locals,  and  had  se- 
cured the  first  contract  the  Salem  local 
had  ever  had.  He  stated  that  he  had 
secured  for  them  better  conditions  than 
they  had  asked  in  their  agreement.  He 
stated  that  conditions  were  nearly  as 
good  in  Salem  as  Delegate  Tighe  had 
secured  in  Boston,  and  everything  was 
going  on  nicely. 

Delegate  Barry,  Local  No.  4,  discussed 
the  grievance,  and  stated  that  if  Local 
No.  74  could  get  jurisdiction  over  locals 
fifty  miles  away-  and  could  get  the  same 
conditions  enjoyed  by  No.  74  they  ought 
to  be  allowed  to  do  it. 

Delegate  Walsh,  Local  No.  20,  defended 
the  report  of  the  Committee. 

Delegate  Wheaton,  Local  No.  16,  made 
a brief  statement  in  behalf  of  his  local. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  carried  by  a vote  of  38 
in  the  affirmative  to  10  in  the  negative. 

Grievance  No.  3. 

Inasmuch  as  Local  56 -A  has  violated  the 
conditions  of  their  Branch  Charter,  known 
as  56,  Branch  A,  by  invading  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  Local  20  and  refusing  to  recognize 
a protest  from  that  Local  over  the  seal  of 
that  local,  also  by  refusing  to  transfer 
members  of  their  Union  Local  found  occu- 
pying positions  created  and  made  union  by 
Local  20,  notably  Shipways  Stone  Yard;  also 
by  accepting  into  their  union  ex-members 
of  Local  20,  and  persistently  refusing  to 
compel  those  members  from  obtaining  a 
clear  card  from  Local  20  before  or  after 
their  initiation  into  56 -A  as  per  Constitu- 
tion; 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Third  Biennial 
Convention  assembled  at  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
instruct  Local  56,  Branch  A,  that  they  must 
respect  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  Local  20 
by  transferring  or  removing  all  members  of 
their  local  found  working  in  positions  con- 
sidered union  by  Local  20  within  their  ter- 
ritory, as  per  Constitution; 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  said  Local 
56,  Branch  A,  be  instructed  to  compel  all 
ex-members  of  Local  20  now,  or  who  may 
hereafter  become  members  of  their  local, 
produce  a clearance  or  transfer  card  before 
admitting  to  membership  in  their  local  as 
per  Constitution; 

And  that  in  the  event  Local  56,  Branch 
A,  refuses  to  comply  with  those  conditions, 
that  the  incoming  Executive  Board  be  in- 
structed to  revoke  their  present  Branch 
Charter. 

The  Committee  reported  that  the  sub- 
ject matter  contained  in  Grievance  No.  3 
was  covered  by  previous  action  on  a reso- 
lution. 


Grievance  No.  4. 

Delegate  Keefe,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, ' read  the  following  communica- 
tion: 

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  8/25/12. 
Mr.  John  M.  Corbin, 

Newport,  Ky. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — - 
I am  going  to  ask  the  convention  of  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  for  a withdrawal  card  from  that 
organization,  and  ask  you  to  take  the  mat- 
ter up  with  No.  18  for  me  and  ask  No.  18 
and  No.  177  delegates  to  the  convention 
work  to  secure  the  granting  of  the  card. 

April  10th,  1911,  I took  a position  as  en- 
gineer in  the  Capital  City  Brewery  here 
where  the  Brewery  Workers  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  engineers  and  firemen,  and  was 
forced  to  withdraw  from  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  July 
1st.  My  dues  were  paid  to  August  1st, 
1911,  and  asked  No.  51,  I.  U.  S.  E.,  of  which 
I was  a member  at  that  time  (having  placed 
my  card  from  No.  177  with  them;  for  a 
withdrawal  card;  but  as  per  constitution 
of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  it  could  not  be  granted, 
therefore  I am  to  ask  the  convention  for  it.” 

The  remainder  of  the  letter  dealt  with 
the  character  of  the  work  done  by  the 
writer,  and  of  his  connection  with  the 
organization,  and  was  signed  “George  A. 
Ullery,  Due  Book  6416,’’  and  the  address 
was  given  as  1205  Rural  St.,  Indianapolis, 
Ind. 

The  Committee  recommended  concur- 
rence in  the  request  of  Mr.  Ullery. 

The  question  was  discussed  briefly  by 
Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8;  Delegate 
Hebeler,  Local  No.  68;  Delegate  Carroll, 
Local  No.  72;  Delegate  McGraw,  Local 
No.  106;  Delegate  McKenzie,  Local  No. 
87;  Delegate  Turba,  Local  No.  402;  Dele- 
gate Gralfs,  Local  No.  401;  Delegate 
Massow,  Local  No.  399. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
that  the  card  be  granted  was  carried. 

Delegates  McGraw,  O’Keefe,  Carroll, 
Hebeler  and  Splan  desired  to  be  recorded 
as  voting  against  the  motion  to  adopt  the 
report  of  the  committee.

Resolution  No.  13,  presented  by  E.  W. 
Massow,  James  B.  Kearns,  Local  Union 
No.  339,  relating  to  Charter. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  I.  U. 

of  S.  E.  in  Convention  Assembled. 

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers: — 

Local  Union  No.  399  of  Chicago,  111.,  does 
hereby  make  application  to  have  its  charter 
changed  to  read  as  follows:  Local  Union 

No.  3 99  Brewery  and  Ice  Plant  Engineers 
of  Chicago,  111. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the 
request  of  Local  Union  No.  399,  Chicago, 
be  referred  to  the  incoming  Executive 
Board  for  their  consideration  forthwith. 

On  motion  the  report  of  the  Committee 
was  adopted. 

The  Committee  reported  as  follows  on 
application  for  charter  for  local  in  St.

The  following  was  referred  by  Griev- 
ance Committee  to  Charter  Committee: 

Grievance  No.  1,  presented  by  Adolph 
Scholtz,  Branch  A,  Local  56. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Third 

Biennial  Convention  I.  U.  S.  E.  in  Conven- 
tion Assembled. 

Acting  under  instructions  from  Branch  A 
Local  Union  No.  56  I.  U.  S.  E.  given  at  a 
meeting  held  August  3,  1912,  I hereby  make 
application  for  a regular  charter. 

This  charter  was  promised  to  us  at  the 
time  we  organized  as  a branch  of  Local  No. 
56,  and  at  this  time  the  issuing  of  a char- 
ter is  sanctioned  by  Local  Union  No.  56 
I.  U.  S.  E. 

Delegate  Gralfs — The  Charter  Commit- 
tee recommends  that  the  request  of  Local 
No.  56-A  for  a charter  be  granted,  with 
the  distinct  understanding  that  the  char- 
ter will  be  revoked  if  they  trespass  upon 
the  territory  which  consists  of  Manhattan 
and  the  Bronx. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  report  of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gate Smith,  Local  No.  56;  Delegate  Monte- 
ferring,  Local  No.  56;  Delegate  Schotz, 
Local  56-A;  Delegate  McConville,  Local 
No.  184;  Delegate  Murphy,  Local  No.  20; 
Delegate  Schmitz,  Local  No.  56;  Dele- 
gate Horan,  Local  No.  20. 

The  delegates  discussed  local  conditions 
and  the  jurisdiction  questions,  as  well  as 
the  work  done  by  the  various  Locals. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Smith,  Delegate  Montefering, 
Delegate  Hebeler,  Delegate  Schmitz  and 
Delegate  Hoerschelmann  desired  to  be  re- 
corded as  opposed  to  placing  a charter  in 
the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

Resolution  No.  23  was  referred  by  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  to  the  Charter 
Committee.  The  resolution  is  as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  23,  presented  by  Thomas 
P.  Nolan,  Local  Union  No.  403,  reads  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  A great  deal  of  confusion  has 
been  caused  on  account  of  the  charters  of 
many  Local  Unions  not  specifying  the  class 
of  work  over  which  such  locals  have  juris- 
diction; and 


Whereas,  The  Constitution  provides,  and 
a former  convention  decided,  that  the  char- 
ter of  each  Local  Union  shall  designate  the 
class  of  work  controlled  by  the  Local  Union; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  is  hereby  instructed  to  call  in 
the  charters  of  all  Local  Unions  and  in  all 
cases  where  the  present  charter  does  not 
specify  the  class  of  work  which  the  Local 
Union  controls,  new  charters  shall  be  issued 
in  lieu  of  the  present  charters  without  any 
expense  to  the  locals  which  shall  in  all 
cases  specify  the  jurisdiction  given  each 
Local  Union. 

The  Charter  Committee  recommended 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be 
concurred  in. 

The  question  was  discussed  at  some 
length  by  Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8, 
who  stated  that  the  first  charters  issued 
were  prized  by  the  Locals  possessing 
them  and  they  would  not  care  to  return 
them. 

The  question  was  further  discussed  by 
Delegate  Keefe,  who  stated  that  the  char- 
ters would  merely  have  the  class  of  work 
added. 

Delegate  Wilson  stated  that  nothing 
could  be  gained  by  changing  the  char- 
ters. 

Delegate  Hebeler  opposed  the  report  of 
the  Committee. 

Delegate  O’Keefe  opposed  the  report 
of  the  Committee. 

Vice  President  Roberts  stated  that  the 
charters  would  have  to  be  called  in  to 
change  the  name,  as  the  word  “Operat- 
ing" had  been  added  to  the  title  of  the 
organization. 

The  question  was  discussed  briefly  by 
Delegates  McGraw,  Nolan,  Charles  and 
McConville. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  carried.

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SATURDAY  MORNING  SESSION 


St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Sept.  14,  1912. 

The  session  was  called  to  order  at  10 
o’clock  a.  m.,  Saturday,  September  14th, 
President  Comerford  in  the  chair. 

Absentees — Delegates  Wheaton,  Rose- 
blum,  Jenkins,  Darling,  Connelly. 

NOMINATION  AND  ELECTION  OF 
OFFICERS. 

President  Comerford  announced  that 
the  hour  for  the  special  order  of  busi- 
ness had  arrived,  the  nomination  and 
election  of  officers,  and  appointed  to 
serve  as  tellers  Delegate  Gunn,  Local 
No.  5,  and  Delegate  Hoerschemann, 
Local  No.  5 6.  Secretary  Hannahan  was 
appointed  to  act  as  Clerk  of  Elections. 

Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  chair. 

The  chairman  announced  that  the 
first  nomination  would  be  for  the  office 
of  General  President. 

Matthew  Comerford  was  placed  in 
nomination  for  President  by  Delegate 
Elzemann,  Local  No.  18.  The  nomina- 
tion was  seconded  by  Delegate  Tally, 
Local  No.  64. 

There  being  no  further  nominations, 
Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8,  moved 
that  the  election  of  President  Comer- 
ford be  made  unanimous.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried  by  unanimous 
vote. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Elzemann  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention  for 
President  Comerford.  The  Secretary 
complied  with  the  instructions,  and  the 
chairman  declared  President  Comerford 
re-elected  for  the  ensuing  term  of  two 
years. 

Milton  Snellings  was  placed  in  nom- 
ination for  the  office  of  First  Vice  Presi- 
dent by  Delegate  Dolan,  Local  No.  4 4 0. 
The  nomination  was  seconded  by  Dele- 
gate Wilson,  Local  No.  321,  and  Dele- 
gate McConville,  Local  No.  184. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Splan,  Local 
No.  511,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  Vice  President  Snellings.  The 
Secretary  complied  with  the  instruc- 
tions and  the  chairman  declared  First 
Vice  President  Milton  Snellings  re- 
elected for  the  ensuing  term  of  two 
years. 

Thomas  J.  Roberts  was  placed  in 
nomination  for  the  office  of  Second 
Vice  President.  The  nomination  was 
seconded  by  Delegate  Tally,  Local  No. 
64,  and  Delegate  Witte,  Local  No.  59. 

M.  S.  Carroll  was  placed  in  nomina- 
tion by  Delegate  McKenzie,  Local  No. 
87. 


Delegate  Carroll  was  not  present. 
The  chairman  stated  that  Delegate  Car- 
roll  was  serving  on  a committee  and 
asked  that  he  be  notified  to  appear  and 
state  whether  he  would  accept  the  nom- 
ination. 

Delegate  Carroll  appeared  before  the 
Convention  and  stated  that  he  had  at- 
tended a caucus  the  previous  evening 
and  felt  bound  to  abide  by  the  decision 
of  that  caucus,  which  was  that  he  ac- 
cept the  nomination.  He  stated  further 
that  he  wished  to  abide  by  the  wishes 
of  his  local  and  the  community  he 
represented,  and  therefore  accepted  the 
nomination. 

President  Comerford  asked  if  the  can- 
didates wished  to  name  tellers  to  repre- 
sent them.  Both  declared  the  tellers 
already  selected  would  be  satisfactory. 

Ballots  were  prepared  and  distributed, 
the  roll  was  called  by  Secretary  Hanna- 
han, and  all  the  delegates  present  voted. 
The  tellers  announced  that  85  votes  had 
been  cast  for  T.  J.  Roberts  and  30  votes 
for  M.  S.  Carroll. 

Delegate  Carroll — I wish  to  extend  to 
the  brothers  my  most  sincere  thanks. 
In  this  I have  done  what  I was  in- 
structed. Two  years  from  this  time,  if 
my  local  sees  fit  to  send  me  as  a dele- 
gate, I am  coming  back  and  I think  you 
will  find  a different  action  on  the  part 
of  this  Convention. 

I move  that  the  vote  be  the  unani- 
mous feeling  of  the  house.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried  by  unanimous 
vote. 

President  Comerford  declared  T.  J. 
Roberts  re-elected  to  serve  as  Second 
Vice  President  for  the  ensuing  term. 

M.  Kelly  was  placed  in  nomination 
for  the  office  of  Third  Vice  President  by 
Delegate  Ryan,  Local  No.  184,  Seconded 
by  Delegate  Horan. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Miller,  Local 
No.  66,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  Vice  President  Kelly.  The  Sec- 
retary complied  with  the  instructions, 
and  the  chairman  declared  Third  Vice 
President  Kelly  re-elected  to  serve  for 
the  ensuing  term. 

Michael  Murphy  was  placed  in  nomin- 
ation for  the  office  of  Fourth  Vice  Presi- 
dent by  Delegate  Walsh,  Local  No.  20. 
The  nomination  was  seconded  by  Dele- 
gate Schmitz. 

Delegate  Conser  moved  that  the  Sec- 
retary be  instructed  to  cast  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  convention  for  Michael 
Murphy.  The  Secretary  complied  with 
the  instructions  and  the  chairman  de- 
clared Fourth  Vice  President  Murphy  re- 
elected to  serve  for  the  ensuing  term. 
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William  Finlay  was  placed  in  nomina- 
tion for  Fifth  Vice  President  by  Dele- 
gate Moser,  Local  No.  1.  Seconded  by 
Delegate  Elzemann. 

Delegate  Splan,  Local  No.  511,  moved 
that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention 
for  William  Finlay.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried,  and  the  Secretary 
complied  with  the  instructions.  The 
chairman  declared  Vice  President  Fin- 
lay re-elected  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
term. 

Delegates  Snellings,  McKee,  Horan 
and  others  asked  the  floor  when  the 
chairman  announced  that  the  next  order 
would  be  the  selection  of  a Secretary- 
Treasurer.  Delegate  Snellings  was  re- 
cognized, but  waived  his  right  to  the 
floor  in  favor  of  Delegate  McKee,  who 
placed  James  G.  Hannahan  in  nomina- 
tion. The  nomination  was  seconded 
by  Delegates  McConville,  McDonough, 
Horan  and  others. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Splan  Delegate 
Snellings  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  Convention  for  James  G. 
Hannahan.  Delegate  Snellings  complied 
with  the  instructions  and  the  chairman 
declared  James  G.  Hannahan  unani- 
mously re-elected  to  serve  as  Secretary- 
Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

Louis  Thurba  was  placed  in  nomina- 
tion by  Delegate  Keefe  for  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  nomination 
was  seconded  by  Delegates  Graham, 
O’Keefe  and  O’Connor.  The  Secretary 
cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  Delegate  Thurba,  and  the  chair- 
man declared  him  duly  elected  to  serve 
as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  term. 

P.  J.  Horan  was  placed  in  nomination 
for  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
by  Delegate  McConville.  M.  J.  Cassidy 
was  placed  in  nomination  by  Delegate 
McDonough. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  O’Keefe  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention  for 
Delegates  Horan  and  Cassidy.  The  Sec- 
retary complied  with  the  instructions, 
and  the  chairman  declared  P.  J.  Horan 
and  M.  J.  Cassidy  duly  elected  to  serve 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  ensu- 
ing term. 

Vice  President  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

President  Comerford — It  has  been 
customary  for  years  to  send  two  dele- 
gates to  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  in  addition  to  the  President  and 
Secretary,  who  are  delegates  by  virtue 
of  their  office.  I believe  it  would  be 
advisable  also  to  elect  alternates  for  the 
President  and  Secretary,  as  we  found  a 
year  ago  it  was  a great  hardship  to  have 
both  of  us  in  Atlanta  for  practically  a 
month  attending  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and 
Building  Trades  Department  conven- 
tions. 

Thomas  J.  Dolan,  Local  No.  440,  was 
placed  in  nomination  for  Delegate  to 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  by  Vice  President  Snel- 


lings. R.  G.  Moser,  Local  No.  1,  was 
placed  in  nomination  by  Delegate  Mc- 
Donough. 

Delegate  McNamara  was  placed  in 
nomination  by  Delegate  Keefe,  but  de- 
clined to  stand. 

Nominations  were  closed  and  the  Sec- 
retary cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Convention  for  Delegates  Dolan  and 
Moser.  The  instructions  were  complied 
with  and  the  delegates  were  declared 
duly  elected  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
two  years. 

Thomas  B.  Constant,  Local  No.  2 63, 
was  placed  in  nomination  for  alternate 
for  the  President  by  Delegate  Moser, 
and  John  P.  Mallody  was  placed  in  non- 
ination  for  alternate  for  the  Secretary 
by  Delegate  Charles. 

Delegate  Rich  was  placed  in  nomina- 
tion by  Delegate  Moore,  but  declined  to 
stand. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention 
for  Delegates  Constant  and  Mallody. 
The  instructions  were  complied  with, 
the  delegates  declared  duly  elected. 

Richard  Pike,  Local  No.  403,  was 
placed  in  nomination  by  Delegate  Dolan, 
and  Delegate  Matt  Keefe  was  placed  in 
nomination  by  Delegate  Murphy,  for 
delegates  to  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  There  being 
no  opposition,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention for  the  delegates  named.  The 
Secretary  complied  with  the  instructions 
and  Delegates  Keefe  and  Pike  were  de- 
clared duly  elected. 

As  alternates  for  the  delegates  to  the 
Building  Trades  Department  Delegate 
George  G.  Barry  was  nominated  by 
Delegate  Tighe  and  Delegate  A.  J. 
Charles  was  nominated  by  Delegate  Mil- 
ler. Delegate  Barry  was  nominated  as 
alternate  for  Secretary  Hannahan  and 
Delegate  Charles  for  President  Comer- 
ford.  The  vote  was  cast  by  the  Secre- 
tary, and  the  alternates  declared  elected. 

SELECTION  OF  CONVENTION  CITY. 

Peoria,  Illinois,  was  placed  in  nomina- 
tion by  Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8. 

Secretary  Hannahan  read  communica- 
tions from  Hon.  E.  N.  Woodruff,  Mayor, 
Clifford  D.  Collins,  President,  and  Willis 
Evans,  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Peoria,  inviting  the  Con- 
vention to  that  city  in  1914,  and  con- 
veying assurances  that  every  attention 
and  courtesy  within  their  power  would 
be  extended  the  delegates. 

An  official  communication  from  Local 
No.  8,  I.  U.  S.  E.  was  also  read,  inviting 
the  Convention  to  Peoria  and  -giving 
assurances  of  the  hospitality  that  would 
be  extended  by  the  members  of  the  local 
and  the  citizens  generally. 

Delegate  Tighe  placed  in  nomination 
Milford,  Mass. 

Boston,  Mass.,  was  placed  in  nomina- 
tion by  Delegate  Constant. 
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Indianapolis,  Indiana,  was  placed  in 
nomination  by  Delegate  Hixon  and  Dele- 
gate Micksell. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  was  placed. in  nomina- 
tion by  Delegate  Gunn. 

Vice  President  Roberts  stated  that  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution  provid- 
ing for  triennial  sessions  had  been  pre- 
sented by  the  San  Francisco  delegates 
with  the  object  of  having  the  Conven- 
tion in  that  city  during  the  Exposition 
in  1915;  but  as  the  amendment  failed 
to  carry  they  would  ask  for  it  in  1916. 

Delegates  McKee,  Constant  and  Gunn 
made  eloquent  pleas  for  their  respective 
cities  of  Peoria,  Boston  and  Detroit, 
and  Delegates  Hixon  and  Micksell  urged 
the  delegates  to  consider  Indianapolis 
favorably. 

Delegate  Massow  made  a humorous 
plea  for  Chicago,  although  that  city  had 
not  been  nominated.  Delegate  Nash 
spoke  for  Boston,  Delegate  Goodnough 
for  Detroit,  and  Delegate  McNamara 
spoke  strongly  in  favor  of  Peoria. 

Delegate  Cassidy  moved  that  the  city 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
be  declared  the  convention  city.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

Delegate  Miller  opposed  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  seconded,  and  carried 
sidy  was  carried. 

Delegate  Tighe  withdrew  Milford, 
Mass.,  and  the  delegates  proceeded  to 
ballot  on  Peoria,  Detroit,  Boston  and 
Indianapolis,  with  the  following  result: 

A total  of  121  votes  were  cast,  Peoria 
receiving  79%,  Detroit  27%,  Boston  11, 
Indianapolis  3. 

Delegate  Gunn- — I move  you  that 
Peoria  be  the  unanimous  choice  of  this 
body  as  the  place  for  holding  the  next 
Convention. 

The  motion  was  seconded,  and  carried 
by  unanimous  vote. 

Delegate  McKee  thanked  the  dele- 
gates for  choosing  Peoria. 

At  12:30  the  convention  was  ad- 
journed, to  reconvene  at  2:30  p.  m.  of 
the  same  day. 


SATURDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order 
at  2:30  p.  m.,  Saturday,  September  14th, 
President  Comerford  in  the  chair. 

President  Comerford  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  delegates  to  the  fact  that  the 
St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press  of  September 
14th  contained  an  article  in  which  it 
was  stated  that  the  Convention  had  been 
disorderly  during  the  sessions  held  on 
Friday.  He  stated  the  article  bore  the 
headline  “Disorder  Marks  Session  of  the 
Engineers  Convention,”  a statement 
utterly  untrue,  as  there  had  not  been 
the  slightest  sign  of  disorder  at  any 
time.  On  the  contrary,  President  Com- 
erford stated,  all  the  sessions  had  been 


unusually  harmonious  and  all  the  busi- 
ness had  been  transacted  in  a quiet  and 
dignified  manner.  He  stated  that  some 
notice  should  be  taken  of  the  false 
statements  contained  in  the  article. 

Delegate  McDonough  stated  that  as 
no  representative  of  a newspaper  had 
been  admitted  to  the  sessions  some  dele- 
gate or  delegates  must  have  given  the 
misleading  information  to  the  press. 

Delegate  Ryan,  Local  No.  184,  moved 
that  the  chair  appoint  a committee  of 
three  to  visit  the  office  of  the  paper  and 
demand  a retraction  of  the  statements, 
the  committee  to  report  to  the  conven- 
tion. (Seconded.) 

The  question  was  discussed  briefly  by 
Delegates  McConville  and  Walsh. 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  Presi- 
dent Comerford  appointed  to  serve  on 
the  committee  Delegates  McConville, 
Elzemann  and  McNamara. 

Vice  President  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Keefe — I rise  to  make  a 
motion  that  this  Convention  here  as- 
sembled instruct  our  General  Executive 
Board  to  increase  the  wages  of  our  Gen- 
eral President,  starting  with  October 
1st,  to  $300  a month. 

The  motion  was  seconded,  and  car- 
ried by  unanimous  vote. 

Delegate  Elzemann — I move  that  we 
increase  the  salary  of  our  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer to  the  same  amount. 

The  motion  was  seconded,  and  car- 
ried by  unanimous  vote. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
GRIEVANCES. 

Grievance  No.  4.  (Resolution  No.  25, 
referred  from  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions.) 

Resolution  No.  25,  presented  by  M.  A. 
McConville,  Local  Union  No.  184,  reads 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  As  a Stationary  Local  Union  has 
been  created  in  White  Plains  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  they  would  not  take  in 
any  Hoisting  Portable  Engineers,  and  said 
Local  Union  has  violated  that  section  of 
their  agreement  in  said  city  where  Hoisting 
Portable  Local  had  jurisdiction  over  a large 
job;  and 

Whereas,  It  puts  Local  184,  I.  U.  S.  E., 
to  a great  deal  of  trouble, 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Presi- 
dent proceed  to  White  Plains  and  compel 
said  Local  Union  to  live  up  to  the  agree- 
ment under  which  that  Charter  was  granted. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  recom- 
mended concurrence  in  the  request  of 
Local  No.  184.  On  motion  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

The  Committee  announced  that  no 
more  grievances  were  to  be  considered.

Delegate  Hebeler — I move  you  that 
the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  mail  the 
last  days’  proceedings  to  the  delegates. 
(Seconded  and  carried.) 

Delegate  Burke,  Local  No.  403-a, 
stated  that  he  would  like  to  have  the 
New  York  men  working  in  New  Jersey 
pay  dues  to  the  New  Jersey  locals,  that 
at  times  fifteen  or  twenty  of  them  would 
be  working  in  that  jurisdiction  and 
paying  dues  in  New  York. 

Delegate  Pike  discussed  the  question 
briefly  and  stated  that  it  was  not  within 
the  power  of  the  Convention  to  decide 
what  members  of  New  York  locals  would 
pay  dues  to  the  branch  local  in  New 
Jersey. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gates Burke  and  Hebeler.

We  desire  to  call  particular  attention  to 
the  decrease  in  strike  benefits  paid  in  the  six 
months  ending  July  31,  1912,  while  the  op- 
portunities to  strike  were  just  as  great  as 
they  were  at  any  time  during  the  existence 
of  our  Organization,  the  plan  adopted  by  our 
General  Executive  Board  of  sending  an  Or- 
ganizer or  an  Executive  Officer  to  the  scene 
of  the  expected  trouble,  not  only  frequently 
averts  a strike  but  tends  to  better  the  con- 
dition of  our  members  in  that  particular 
locality,  and  we  heartily  commend  this  prac- 
tice. 

While  our  General  Fund  has  shown  a con- 
siderable increase,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  removal  of  the  office  of  our  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  from  Peoria,  111.,  to 
Chicago,  111.,  necessitated  the  expenditure  of 
a large  amount  of  money  which  necessarily 
increased  our  expenses. 

Our  membership  has  increased  from  1,4397 
on  October  1,  1910,  to  18,729  on  July  31,  1912, 
with  500  members  not  counted  owing  to  the 
fact  that  their  Local  Unions  have  not  paid 
their  Per  Capita  Tax  for  more  than  three 
months  prior  to  .July  31,  1912,  which  when 
returning  to  good  standing  will  increase  the 
membership  to  18,729  or  a gain  of  4332  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  as  compared  with  the 
gain  of  317  members  for  two  years  previous 
to  August  31,  1910,  which  commends  itself  to 
your  consideration.  All  of  the  above  facts 
are  good  evidence  of  what  can  be  accom- 
plished by  a harmonious  administration, 
such  as  has  existed  during  the  past  two 
years. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  compliment 
the  General  Secretary  Treasurer,  Brother 
James  G.  Hannahan,  for  the  creditable  man- 
ner in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties 
of  his  office.

EXHIBITORS’  COMMITTEE.

When  the  part  of  the  report  referring 
to  J.  S.  Armstrong  was  read  Delegate 
Maher  moved  that  Mr.  Armstrong  be 
given  the  privilege  of  the  floor.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

Delegate  Hebeler  objected  to  the 
privilege  being  given  Mr.  Armstrong  as 
he  had  distributed  literature  in  the  city 
and  among  the  delegates  tending  to  dis- 
rupt the  organization. 

The  motion  offered  by  Delegate  Meher 
was  carried. 

Vice  President  Finlay  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  Armstrong  was  given  the  priv- 
ilege of  the  floor  and  expressed  regret 
that  he  was  not  admitted  until  such  a 
late  hour  in  the  Convention.  He  made  an 
extended  statement  in  regard  to  the 
situation  in  Oakland  and  requested  to 
know  what  would  be  done  with  the  80 
men  in  the  ex-local.  No.  67,  of  Oakland. 

Various  phrases  of  the  question  were 
discussed  and  questions  asked  by  Dele- 
gates Mallody,  Murphy,  Pike,  Ryan, 
Maher,  Moser,  Snellings,  Keefe,  McCon- 
ville,  Secretary  Hannahan,  President 
Comerford  and  Vice  President  Roberts. 

At  the  close  of  the  discussion  Dele- 
gate Keefe  moved  that  the  Convention 
sustain  the  General  Executive  Board  in 
its  action  and  exonerate  Vice  President 
Roberts  from  all  blame  in  the  matter. 
(Seconded  and  carried  by  unanimous 
vote.) 

President  Comerford  in  the  chair. 

BILLS. 

An  itemized  bill  from  R.  J.  Phelan, 
M.  D.,  for  professional  services,  special 
nurse  and  hospital  expenses  for  Delegate 
Martin  Mangon,  Local  No.  85,  who  had 
been  injured  in  an  automobile  accident, 
was  ordered  paid.  The  bill  amounted 
to  $40.00. 

A motion  was  made  and  carried  that 
the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials and  Law  Committee  be  paid 
the  usual  per  diem  and  their  expenses 
for  the  time  spent  preparing  their  re- 
ports prior  to  the  opening  of  the  con- 
vention. 

The  bill  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  was 
also  ordered  paid. 

REPORT  OF  INSURANCE  COM- 
MITTEE. 

Delegate  Carroll,  chairman  of  the  In- 
surance Committee,  reported  as  follows: 
We,  your  Committee,  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  the  report  submitted  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Insurance,  provided  for  by  the 
Denver  Convention,  and  also  that  the  pro- 
position submitted  by  the  Metropolitan  Life 
Insurance  Company  and  the  proposition  sub- 
mitted by  the  Local  No.  72,  be  referred  to 
the  incoming  General  Executive  Board  for 
further  consideration,  they  to  prepare  a plan 
provided  for  by  each  proposition,  including 
the  financing  of  the  same  and  submit  the 
three  propositions  to  the  different  local 
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unions  for  a referendum  vote  of  the  mem- 
bership, same  to  be  submitted  at  their  ear- 
liest convenience.

PROPOSITIONS  SUBMITTED  BY  LO- 
CAL No.  72. 

Art.  IS,  Sec.  4.  On  or  before  the  15th  day 
of  each  month  the  Financial  Secretary  of 
each  Local  Union  shall  pay  to  the  General 
Secretary- Treasurer  a per  capita  tax  of 
Thirty  (30)  Cents  for  each  member  in  good 
standing  in  his  Local  Union  on  the  last  day 
of  the  month  previous  and  all  back  per  capita 
tax  on  reinstating  members,  excepting  such 
members  as  shall  be  initiated  after  the  15th 
day  of  said  month,  of  -which  sum  three  (3) 
cents  shall  be  placed  by  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer in  the  defense  fund,  seven- 
teen (17)  cents  in  the  general  fund  and  ten 
(10)  cents  in  the  death  benefit  fund  of  the 
organization.  He  shall  in  addition  pay  to 
the  General  Secretary- Treasurer  10%  of  all 
initiation  fees  received  during  said  month, 
same  to  be  placed  in  the  death  benefit  fund. 

He  shall  make  a monthly  report  to  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  all  members 
initiated,  reinstated,  admitted  by  card,  sus- 
pended, expelled,  granted  cards  or  died,  also 
a correct  account  of  stamps  received  and 
used  during  the  month,  said  report  accom- 
panied by  said  per  capita  tax  and  per- 
centage of  initiation  fees  shall  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  on 
or  before  the  15th  of  the  month  following 
that  for  which  report  is  made  and  per  capita 
tax  and  initiation  fees  are  paid. 

DEATH  BENEFIT. 

Art.  29,  Sec.  1.  After  January  upon  the 
death  of  a member  who  shall  have  been  in 
continuous  good  standing  two  years  the  sum 
of  Fifty  (50)  Dollars  shall  be  paid  toward 
defraying  funeral  or  cremation  expenses  of 
said  member  to  nearest  kin  or  such  person 
or  persons  as  have  the  burial  of  said  de- 
ceased member  in  charge,  but  if  such  mem- 
ber should  not  have  any  person  to  take 
charge  of  said  funeral,  the  President  of  the 
Local  Union  shall  take  charge  of  the  burial 
of  said  deceased  member.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  death  benefits  shall  be  granted 
to  any  member  whose  death  was  the  result 
of  intemperance,  debauchery  or  other  im- 
moral conduct,  or  in  the  violation  of  any  law 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  Including  the  said  $50.00  funeral 
expenses  the  International  Union  shall  pay 
to  the  persons  hereinafter  mentioned  upon 
the  death  of  a member  the  following  sums: 

First — To  the  beneficiary  of  a member  who 
has  been  in  continuous  good  standing  for 
five  consecutive  years  the  sum  of  $200.00. 

Second — To  the  beneficiary  of  a member 
who  has  been  in  continuous  good  standing 
ten  consecutive  years,  $350.00. 

Third — To  the  beneficiary  of  a member 
who  has  been  in  good  standing  fifteen  con- 
secutive years  $550.00.  When  becoming  a 
member  of  the  Union  each  member  shall 
designate  a person  whom  the  aforesaid  bene- 
ficiary money  shall  be  paid,  or  he  may  name 
as  such  person  his  heirs,  or  he  may  name 
as  such  beneficiary  his  legatees.  If  he  shall 
fail  to  make  any  such  designation  and  shall 
not  leave  a will  in  which  he  shall  make 
such  designation  or  if  no  claim  in  writing 
duly  verified  by  the  claimant  to  such  bene- 
ficiary money  is  made  by  any  of  the  above 
mentioned  or  their  heirs  or  legal  representa- 
tives within  one  year  after  the  death  of  the 
member,  all  claims  therefore  shall  lapse  and 
end,  and  said  beneficiary  money  shall  revert 
to  the  Union. 

The  member  may  change  his  beneficiary 
at  any  time  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Local  Union.  For  this  purpose 
blanks  shall  be  furnished  by  the  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. But  in  case  any  member 
shall  fail  to  so  designate  by  will  or  other- 
wise, to  whom  the  said  sum  shall  be  paid, 
the  sums  above  mentioned  shall  be  paid  to 


the  heirs  at  law.  All  International  or  Local 
indebtedness  due  by  said  deceased  member 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  death  benefit  due. 
The  General  Executive  Board  shall,  at  the 
request  of  a Local  Union  (properly  attested) 
of  which  any  contributing  member  entitled 
to  death  benefit,  who  has  through  total 
blindness  or  the  loss  of  both  hands  or  both 
feet  or  incurably  insane,  become  permanently 
incapacitated  for  performing  any  kind  of  la- 
bor, order  an  investigation  as  to  the  facts  of 
the  case.  Should  the  evidence  be  conclu- 
sive and  satisfactory  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board,  the  General  President  shall  cause 
the  payment  of  such  sum  less  $50.00  as  the 
disabled  or  insane  member  would  be  en- 
titled to  in  case  of  death  at  the  date  of  said 
application  to  be  paid  direct  to  the  appli- 
cant or  his  guardian,  the  said  payment  to  be 
taken  from  the  death  benefit  fund  and  to  be 
in  lieu  of  any  benefit  which  might  accrue 
by  reason  of  the  death  of  such  member. 
Upon  the  death  of  such  member  the  $50.00 
retained  by  the  International  Union  shall  be 
paid  as  prescribed  by  Sec.  1. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Secretary- Treasurer 
shall  publish  each  year  in  the  January  issue 
of  the  International  Engineer  the  names,  age 
and  cause  of  death  of  the  members  who  died 
during  the  preceding  year  and  on  whose  ac- 
count the  death  benefit  has  been  paid  to- 
gether with  the  amount  paid  and  name  of 
the  beneficiary. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  death  of  any  member  en- 
titled to  $50.00  or  more  death  benefit,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Local  Union  to  which  he 
belonged  shall  at  once  notify  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer,  giving  a full  record  of 
the  membership  of  such  member  as  far  as 
can  be  obtained  from  the  records  of  such 
Local  Union.  The  Genei’al  Secretary-Treas- 
urer shall  compare  such  record  with  the  rec- 
ords of  his  office  and  shall  certify  to  the 
correctness  of  the  same  to  the  General  Pres- 
ident who  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  bene- 
ficiary of  such  member  the  amount  he  was 
entitled  to  as  prescribed  by  Sec.  1 and  2, 
Art.  27. 

Sec.  5.  Any  suspended  member  wishing  to 
reinstate  and  maintain  a continuous  un- 
broken membership,  may  do  so  by  presenting 
a certificate  of  health  from  a competent 
physician  along  with  his  application  for  re- 
instatement, and  all  back  dues  and  assess- 
ments due  by  him  from  date  of  his  suspen- 
sion, and  it  shall  require  a two-third  (%) 
vote  of  all  members  present  to  so  reinstate 
said  suspended  member. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  report  of  the  Committee  be  con- 
curred in. 

Delegate  Carroll — Three  propositions 
are  involved  in  this.  The  first  is  on  a 
voluntary  insurance  proposition,  which 
will  make  it  voluntary  on  the  part  of 
the  members  to  say  whether  they  shall 
carry  it  or  not.  The  second  is  the  prop- 
osition of  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  which  provides  for  com- 
pulsory insurance  of  all  members  on  a 
blanket  contract  with  that  company.  The 
third  proposition  provides  for  automatic 
insurance,  the  main  consideration  of 
which  would  be  length  of  continuous 
membership. 

In  the  second  proposition  the  main 
consideration  is  the  financing.  The  prop- 
osition submitted  by  the  representative 
of  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany provides  for  a blanket  contract 
with  our  International  Union,  including 
all  the  members,  on  a five-year  renew- 
able clause.  The  age  figured  on  is  the 
average  age  of  37,  and  the  price  of  that 
insurance  would  be  $11.59  per  thou- 
sand. That  amount  on  18,000  members 
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would  make  for  the  first  premium  paid 
by  the  International  $208,620.  The  Met- 
ropolitan Company  said  if  we  would  take 
that  amount  they  would  loan  us  that 
sum  at  the  rate  of  5%.  Our  Interna- 
tional would  have  to  make  the  first  pay- 
ment of  premiums  for  the  full  year  so 
that  it  would  be  effective. 

The  proposition  submitted  by  Local 
72  would  require  a little  larger  per 
capita  tax.  We  figured  on  a 30  cents  per 
capita  tax,  allowing  the  same  amount 
to  go  to  the  different  funds  and  adding 
10  cents  more  for  a safe  death  benefit 
fund,  and  also  requiring  the  different 
local  unions  to  give  up  ten  per  cent  of 
their  initiation  fees  to  this  fund.  Ten 
cents  per  capita  tax  on  our  member- 
ship would  be  $1,800  a month,  and  ten 
per  cent  of  the  initiation  fees,  estimated 
on  the  number  that  have  been  coming  in 
each  month,  would  amount  to  five  hun- 
dred dollars  a month,  or  a total  from 
the  two  sources  of  about  $27,600  a year. 

When  we  considered  everything  the 
Committee  thought  best  to  refer  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  and  give  them 
time  to  draw  up  a plan  on  each  propo- 
sition and  submit.it  to  the  members. 

Delegate  McDonough  objected  to  send- 
ing back  a proposition  differing  from 
the  one  already  voted  on  by  the  mem- 
bership. 

Delegate  O’Keefe  discussed  the  ques- 
tion at  length,  and  explained  the  insur- 
ance plans  of  other  organizations  that 
had  been  successful.  He  spoke  strongly 
in  favor  of  having  some  insurance  plan 
in  the  organization,  stating  that  nothing 
tended  more  to  cement  the  member- 
ship together. 

Vice  President  Roberts  favored  start- 
ing the  insurance  feature  in  the  organ- 
ization as  quickly  as  possible,  and  stated 
that  the  less  red  tape  there  would  be 
about  it  the  better  the  members  would 
be  satisfied;  that  the  sense  of  the  mem- 
bers who  voted  on  the  referendum  had 
been  obtained,  and  action  should  be 
taken  without  another  referendum. 

Delegate  Ryan  discussed  the  question 
briefly. 

Delegate  Moser  moved  that  the  por- 
tion of  the  report  referring  the  proposi- 
tions to  a referendum  vote  of  the  locals 
be  stricken  out.  (Seconded). 

Delegate  Dolan  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  investigated  a great  many 
features  of  the  plan  since  the  referen- 
dum vote  had  been  taken,  had  gained 
some  experience  and  wished  to  again 
refer  to  the  membership  because  the 
proposition  adopted  by  the  referendum 
vote  provided  only  for  voluntary  insur- 
ance. 

Delegate  McConville  favored  again 
submitting  the  proposition  to  a referen- 
dum. Delegate  Miller,  Local  No.  66, 
favored  the  report  of  the  Committee. 
Delegate  Nash  and  Delegate  Gunn  dis- 


cussed the  question  in  a general  way. 
Delegate  Tompkins  objected  to  the  in- 
surance being  made  compulsory,  and  fa- 
vored referring  the  report  to  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board,  they  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  proposition  already  sub- 
mitted to  the  membership. 

Delegate  McGraw  objected  to  any 
plan  insurance  that  would  be  compul- 
sory. Delegate  Tighe  also  objected  to 
the  plan  for  compulsory  insurance. 

Vice  President  Kelly  in  the  chair. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Delegate 
Moser  was  lost.  The  motion  to  adopt 
the  report  of  the  Committee  was  car- 
ried. 

Delegate  McNamara,  for  the  Special 
Committee  appointed  to  ask  a retraction 
of  the  Pioneer  Press  for  misstatements 
contained  in  that  paper,  reported  that 
the  Committee  waited  on  the  city  editor 
and  asked  for  a retraction.  He  reported 
that  the  city  editor  expressed  regret  that 
the  article  had  been  published,  and  after 
an  explanation  by  the  Committee  prom- 
ised that  a correction  would  appear  on 
the  following  day.  The  city  editor 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
given  more  space  to  the  Convention  than 
any  other  paper  in  the  city,  and  stated 
that  the  reporter  based  his  article  on 
some  statements  evidently  made  by 
some  delegate  or  delegates  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  ac- 
cepted. 

President  James  A.  Short,  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  of  the  A. 
F.  of  L.,  was  introduced  to  the  Conven- 
tion and  delivered  an  extremely  inter- 
esting and  able  address.  He  expressed 
his  pleasure  in  being  able  to  visit  the 
Convention,  stating  that  he  had  traveled 
three  thousand  miles  to  avail  himself 
of  that  privilege. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Dolan  a vote 
of  thanks  was  tendered  President  Short 
for  his  presence  in  the  Convention  and 
his  very  able  address. 

REPORT  ON  OFFICIAL  JOURNAL. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  Attending  the 

Third  Biennial  Convention  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

There  was  excellent  reason  to  believe 
before  the  unfortunate  McNamara  incident 
that  my  report  as  Manager  and  Editor  of 
the  Official  Journal  would  show  consider- 
able profit  to  the  organization  resulting 
from  its  publication.  But  that  event  was 
attended  by  a serious  shrinkage  in  the  ad- 
vertising patronage.  That  shrinkage  has 
continued  to  progress,  and  no  inducements 
and  no  argument  seem  sufficient  to  put  a 
stop  to  it. 

Finding  as  a result  that  a deficit  rather 
than  a surplus  threatened,  I devised  the 
scheme  in  the  interests  of  the  advertisers 
of  giving  moving  picture  and  stereopticon 
exhibitions,  representing  the  advertisements 
as  they  appeared  in  the  Journal.  I may  add 
that  the  exhibitions  given  were  well  at- 
tended and  resulted  in  some  cases  in  se- 
curing new  members. 


In  spite  of  all  this  and  in  spite  of  the 
most  liberal  allowances  to  them  of  free 
reading  matter  and  persistent  solicitation 
of  them  for  their  patronage  the  falling  off 
continued.  There  was  but  one  explanation 
of  it.  There  is  but  one  explanation  of  it 
now.  Tlie  continued  uncompromising  and 
concededly  able  advocacy  of  union  princi- 
ples by  our  Journal  was  no  longer  to  be 
even  tolerated;  and  hence  the  concerted  ef- 
fort that  has  since  prevailed  with  only  less 
earnestness  from  the  beginning  to  drive  the 
Journal  from  the  field.  That  was  the  only 
direction  in  which  the  publication  could  be 
now  attacked  with  anything  like  complete 
assurance  of  success.  The  interest  behind 
this  latest  onslaught  had  driven  us  to  the 
wall  before,  when  they  were  able  to  secure 
such  a construction  of  the  post  office  rules 
as  threatened  to  deprive  us  of  second  class 
entry. 

Many  of  the  advertisers  who  still  re- 
mained with  us  have  had  to  bear  the  pres- 
sure, which  was  so  effective  with  the  others, 
to  induce  or  force  them  to  withdraw  their 
aid.  Whatever  their  desire  might  be  I do 
not  feel  at  liberty  to  guess,  but  it  is  entirely 
safe  to  assume  that  none  of  them  advertise 
in  our  publication  for  love  of  it,  but  only 
because  they  find  it  profitable  to  do  so.  I 
accompany  this  report  with  a statement  of 
the  advertisers  who  have  withdrawn  their 
ads  within  the  past  two  years,  and  also  a 
statement  of  the  new  advertisements  which 
were  secured,  and  which  is  as  follows:

The  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Jour- 
nal made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a few 
weeks  ago  showed  a surplus  of  $766.96.  In 
addition  to  this  some  thirteen  hundred  dol- 
lars of  profits  realized  is  still  tied  up  in  the 
Union  Bank  of  Brooklyn.  This  represents 
the  very  best  that  can  be  done  financially 
under  present  conditions  and  after  the  prac- 
tise of  the  most  rigid  economy. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a copy  of  the 
Trustees’  report  to  the  General  Executive 
Board  which  shows  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Journal. 


THE  MONAGHAN  MONUMENT. 

On  my  recommendation  the  general  or- 
ganization donated  $500  after  the  death  of 
our  lamented  brother,  the  late  Frank  B. 
Monaghan,  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of 
erecting  a monument  on  his  grave.  This 
was  in  June,  1909.  Contributions  made  by 
the  Local  Unions  were  not  sufficient  to 
build  a monument  which  in  my  judgment 
would  be  any  credit  to  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Denver  Convention  to  supervise  the 
erection  of  the  monument.  This  Committee 
is  composed  of  W.  R.  F.  Whelan,  of  Local 
16  of  Boston,  chairman;  Jas.  G.  Hannahan 
of  Local  No.  69  of  Chicago,  treasurer;  Henry 
Hebeler,  Local  No.  68  of  Newark,  N.  J. ; 
Thos.  J.  Roberts  of  Local  No.  507,  and 
P.  J.  Horan  of  Local  No.  20  of  New  York, 
secretary.  I do  not  pretend  to  understand 
how  it  has  happened  that  so  much  time  has 
elapsed  without  the  undertaking  being  car- 
ried to  a conclusion.  But.  especially  diffi- 
cult is  it  to  understand  or  explain,  how  it 
is  that  a portion  of  the  bill  of  the  under- 
taker for  the  burial  arrangements  of  our 
deceased  brother  for  the  paltry  sum  of 
$50.00  was  allowed  to  go  unpaid.  From 
time  to  time  I had  been  receiving  dunning 
letters  from  the  undertaker  and  although  I 
had  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of  the 
Local  Committee  to  the  matter,  no  action 
was  taken  on  their  part. 

Knowing  that  membership  of  this  organ- 
ization, including  as  it  does  within  its  ranks 
many  of  Brother  Monaghan’s  closest  and 
dearest  friends,  who  would  regard  it  as  an 
indignity  both  to  the  memory  of  our  de- 
ceased brother  and  to  the  organization  it- 
self, I decided  to  take  action  myself.  Ac- 
cordingly, the  following  brothers  gladly 
united  with  me  in  contributing  $5.00  each 
■to  that  end:  Milton  Snellings,  First  Vice 

President;  Jas.  G.  Hannahan,  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer; T.  J.  Dolan  of  Local  No. 
440;  Matt  E.  McConville  of  Local  No.  194; 
Thos.  P.  Nolan  and  S.  T.  Manchester  Local 
No.  403;  M.  Murphy,  Fourth  Vice  President, 
and  P.  J.  Horan  of  Local  No.  20;  Matt 
Keefe  of  Local  No.  464.  The  pitiful  neces- 
sity of  having  to  do  this  is  compensated 
by  the  sincere  pleasure  which  it  plainly 
gave  each  of  the  gentlemen  named  to  pay 
this  last  little  tribute  to  their  departed 
friend.  About  two  weeks  ago  I accom- 
panied P.  J.  Horan,  Secretary  of  the  Monu- 
ment Committee,  to  Boston,  and  am  glad 
to  report  that  as  a result  of  our  visit  con- 
tract has  been  let  for  the  erection  of  the 
monument  costing  $1,000.00.  Brother  A.  M. 
Huddell,  Treasurer  of  the  Local  Committee, 
turned  over  to  Brother  Horan  all  the  funds 
in  his  possession,  which  amounted  to 
something  like  $350.00.  It  will  readily  be 
seen  that  together  with  the  $500  appro- 
priated by  the  last  Convention,  the  Com- 
mittee will  not  have  a sufficient  amount 
to  pay  the  contractor  when  the  monument 
is  completed.  We  also  found  that  in  order 
to  take  proper  care  of  the  plot  which  is 
now  the  property  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  pay  about  $125  for  perpetual  care. 

With  knowledge  of  the  splendid  testimo- 
nial that  will  be  erected  to  the  sterling 
worth  of  one  of  its  oldest  and  devoted 
members,  I have  no  hesitation  in  urging 
on  the  organization  the  appropriation  of  the 
necessary  sum  to  complete  all  the  expenses 
involved.  In  doing  so  I feel  that  a great 
body  like  ours  is  setting  an  admirable  ex- 
ample in  thus  testifying  to  the  work  of  as 
good  a trades  unionist  as  ever  lived.

Rule  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  called 
at  9 A.  M„  remain  in  session  until  12:30, 
P.  M.,  reassemble  at  2 P.  M„  and  continue 
in  session  until  5:30  P.  M. 

Rule  2.  If  a delegate,  while  speaking, 
be  called  to  order,  he  shall,  at  the  request 
of  the  Chair,  take  his  seat  until  the  ques- 
tion of  order  is  decided. 

Rule  3.  Should  two  or  more  delegates 
rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the  Chair 
shall  decide  who  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Rule  4.  No  delegate  shall  interrupt  an- 
other in  his  remarks,  except  it  be  to  call 
him  to  a point  of  order. 

Rule  5.  A delegate  shall  not  speak 
more  than  once  on  the  same  question  un- 
til all  who  wish  to  speak  shall  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  do  so. 

Rule  6.  A delegate  shall  not  speak 
more  than  twice  on  a question  without 
permission  from  the  Convention. 

Rule  7.  Speeches  shall  be  limited  to 
ten  minutes,  but  the  time  of  speaking 
may  be  extended  by  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Rule  8.  A motion  shall  not  be  open  for 
discussion  until  it  has  been  seconded  and 
stated  from  the  Chair. 

Rule  9.  When  a question  is  before  the 
meeting  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  ex- 
cept: 

First — To  adjourn. 

Second — To  lay  on  the  table. 

Third — For  the  previous  question. 

Fourth — To  postpone  to  a given  time. 

Fifth — To  refer  or  recommit. 

Sixth — To  amend. 


And  these  motions  shall  have  preced- 
ence in  the  order  herein  arranged.  The 
first  three  of  these  motions  are  not  de- 
batable. 

Rule  10.  A motion  to  reconsider  shall 
not  be  entertained  unless  made  by  a dele- 
gate who  voted  in  the  majority,  and  shall 
receive  a majority  vote. 

Rule  11.  It  shall  require  at  least  five 
members  to  move  the  previous  question 
or  demand  a roll  call. 

Rule  12.  All  resolutions  shall  be  in 
duplicate,  and  bear  the  number  of  the  Lo- 
cal Union  to  which  the  introducer  of  the 
resolution  belongs. 

Rule  13.  No  motion  or  resolution  shall 
be  voted  upon  until  the  mover  or  intro- 
ducer has  had  a chance  to  speak,  if  he 
so  desires. 

Rule  14.  No  resolution  shall  be  re- 
ceived after  Wednesday’s  afternoon  ses- 
sion without  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Convention. 

Roberts’  rules  shall  be  the 
guide  on  all  matters  not  herein  provided 
for.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Secretary  Hannahan  read  a communi- 
cation from  Local  No.  95,  Pittsburg,  Pa., 
asking  for  assistance  to  maintain  their 
business  agent.  Upon  motion  of  Delegate 
Miller  the  communication  was  referred  to 
the  incoming  Executive  Board. 

A communication  from  D.  A.  Kelsey, 
Secretary  of  Local  172,  Martins  Ferry, 
Ohio,  was  read,  in  which  assistance  was 
asked  for  engineers  who  had  been  idle 
since  April  1.  The  communication  stated 
that  the  men  were  idle  because  of  the 
shutting  down  of  the  mines  of  Eastern 
Ohio  by  the  mine  owners;  that  the  mine 
owners  refused  to  comply  with  a mine- 
run  law  enacted  by  the  state;  that  a 
number  of  engineers  had  been  placed  in 


other  positions,  but  twenty  of  them  were 
without  employment. 

Delegate  Sheehan  discussed  the  ques- 
tion briefly,  and  stated  the  conditions 
that  caused  the  men  to  be  without  work 
since  April  1. 

Delegate  Huddell,  in  discussing  the 
question,  stated  that  the  men  were  locked 
out,  and  a report  should  have  been  made 
to  the  General  Office  and  a report  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

Delegate  MacKenzie  moved  that  the 
matter  be  investigated  by  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  if  conditions  were 
found  to  exist  as  stated  by  Delegate  Shee- 
han that  the  affair  be  recognized  as  a 
lock-out.  (Seconded.) 

The  question  was  discussed  briefly  by 
Delegates  Huddell,  Sheehan,  Snellings 
and  Secreteary  Hannahan. 

The  motion  offered  by  Delegate  Mac- 
Kenzie was  carried. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  by  Delegate 
Collins  in  regard  to  an  appeal  from  Sa- 
lem, Mass.,  Secretary  Hannahan  stated 
that  the  appeal  was  being  considered  by 
the  Executive  Board. 

A communication  from  L.  U.  No.  295 
was  read,  in  which  a protest  was  made 
against  a resolution  adopted  in  the  con- 
vention of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch,  held  in  December,  1913,  giving 
Local  No.  4 conrol  of  all  hoisting  and 
portable  engineers  within  a radius  of 
fifty  miles  from  Boston,  Mass. 

The  communication  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Grievances. 

President  Comerford  stated  if  there 
was  no  objections  he  would  depart  from 
the  usual  custom  of  the  President  in  past 
Conventions,  and  omit  the  reading  of  his 
annual  report.  He  stated  that  printed 
copies  of  the  reports  of  officers  and  trus- 
tees were  ready  for  distribution  to  the 
delegates. 

Delegate  McKenzie,  No.  143,  moved  that 
the  course  suggested  by  the  President 
be  approved.  Delegate  Murphy  moved 
as  an  amendment  that  the  report  of  the 
President  be  read  by  the  Committee  on 
Officers’  Reports  when  they  submitted 
their  repbrt  to  the  Convention.  The 
amendment  was  carried,  and  the  motion 
as  amended  was  adopted. 

Delegate  Roberts,  Local  No.  507,  an- 
nounced a meeting  at  10  o’clock  Tuesday 
morning  in  the  parlor  adjoining  the  hall 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a Ladies' 
Auxiliary. 

No  further  business  coming  before  the 
Convention,  Delegate  O’Hare,  Local  No. 
263,  moved  that  an  adjournment  be  taken 
to  9 o’clock  Tuesday  morning. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried, 
and  at  3:30  p.  m.  the  Convention  was  ad- 
journed, to  reconvene  at  9 a.  m.  Tuesdav, 
Sept.  15,  1914. 
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SECOND  DAY-  -TUESDAY,  SEPTEMBER  1 5th 
MORNING  SESSION 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
9 o’clock  Tuesday,  Sept.  15,  1914,  Presi- 
dent Comerford  in  the  Chair. 

A roll  call  was  had,  which  showed  that 
all  delegates  and  officers  were  present  or 
at  work  on  committees. 

A resolution  submitted  by  Local  No. 
449,  White  Plains,  asking  that  their  sta- 
tionary charter  be  changed  to  a station- 
ary and  portable  charter,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Charters. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  made  a 
supplementary  report  on  credentials  that 
had  not  been  included  in  the  former  list. 
They  recommended  the  seating  of  the 
delegates  whose  names  were  read.  The 
delegates  were  seated,  and  their  names 
added  to  the  credentials  list. 

Upon  motion  the  Convention  decided  to 
go  into  executive  session.  A motion  was 
made  and  carried  that  Trustee  Turba  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  Convention.  All 
others  not  delegates  or  general  officers 
retired. 

First  Vice  President  Snellings  presid- 
ing. 


L GENERAL  PRESILENT’S  REPORT 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  Acting-  at 
the  Fourth  Biennial  Convention  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  and  Oper- 
ating Engineers. 

Greeting: — 

A provision  of  our  constitution,  as  well 
as  the  custom  which  prevailed  at  all 
former  convention,  requires  that  the  Gen- 
eral President  shall  make  a report  to  the 
Convention  of  at  least  the  most  important 
matters  affecting  the  organization  during 
his  term  of  office. 

In  all  the  former  reports  which  I had 
the  privilege  of  submitting  to  the  conven- 
tions of  our  organization,  the  question  of 
organizing  the  men  of  our  calling  through- 
out the  United  States  and  Canada,  was 
submitted  as  being  of  greater  importance 
than  any  other  question  dealt  with. 

In  submitting  my  report  to  this  conven- 
tion. I cannot  more  strongly  impress  the 
necessity  of  renewed  efforts  in  this  direc- 
tion than  by  quoting  a paragraph  on  that 
subject  from  my  report  to  the  Denver  Con- 
vention. In  that  report  I said: 

“Organization,  and  still  more  ex- 
tended and  better  organization  re- 
mains today,  as  it  has  always  been, 
the  great  need  of  our  organization. 
That,  together  with  the  adoption  of 
some  effectual  means  to  hold  our  new 
unions  together,  and  cheer  along  the 
path  of  duty,  the  younger  and  less 
experienced  members  of  the  organi- 
zation, represent,  in  my  humble  opin- 
ion, the  leading  problem  which  con- 
fronts us  here  at  the  threshold  of  the 
Twelfth  Convention  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers.” 

What  I said  four  years  ago  on  this  sub- 
ject is  just  as  true  today  as  it  was  then. 


The  necessity  for  organizing  work  must 
be  apparent  to  each  one  of  you,  because, 
with  a few  exceptions,  practically  all  of 
the  cities  of  the  United  States  and  Canada 
need  assistance  to  increase  the  member- 
ship of  their  Locals,  so  that  we  may  have 
a sufficient  number  organized  in  each  lo- 
cality to  make  the  organization  effective 
in  securing  higher  wages  and  better  con- 
ditions for  the  men  of  our  craft. 

During  the  term  now  drawing  to  a 
close,  I have  received  appeals  from  Local 
Unions  in  all  sections  of  the  country,  re- 
questing that  organizers  be  sent  to  assist 
them.  Not  having  the  necessary  financial 
resources,  we  were  compelled,  in  many  in- 
stances, to  refuse  these  requests. 


During  the  past  two  years  First  Vice 
President  Snellings  and  Fifth  Vice  Presi- 
dent Finlay  have  been  kept  on  the  road 
continuously,  doing  organizing  work.  In 
addition  to  the  two  officers  mentioned

Some  may  say  that  more  men  should 
have  been  organized  as  a result  of  the 
exenditure  of  so  much  money  and  effort, 
but  in  this  behalf  I must  direct  the  atten- 
tion of  the  delegates  to  the  fact  that  it 
was  necessary  for  us  to  have  both  Vice 
President  Snellings  and  Vice  President 
Finlay  spend  considerable  time  in  assist- 
ing Local  Unions  in  adjusting  difficulties 
of  various  kinds,  making  contracts  with 
employers,  etc.,  which  was  just  as  neces- 
sary for  the  welfare  of  the  organization 
as  securing  new  members  for  Local 
Unions. 

The  reports  submitted  to  the  General 
Office  by  our  organizers  are  so  uniform 
in  pointing  out  the  difficulties  to  be  over- 
come by  our  organization  in  securing  ad- 
ditional membership,  that  it  is  necessary 
here  to  point  out  clearly  the  barriers 
which  prevent  more  rapid  organization. 

Our  organizers  are  unanimous  in  re- 
porting that  if  it  were  not  for  the  dual 
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and  non-union  organizations  of  Engineers 
in  existence,  there  would  be  little  difficulty 
in  unionizing  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada, so  far  as  Engineers  are  concerned. 

These  reports  show  that  the  National 
Association  of  Stationary  Engineers,  the 
Universal  Craftsmen,  and  the  American 
Order  of  Stationary  Engineers,  and,  to  a 
limited  extent,  the  Canadian  Association 
of  Stationary  Engineers,  and  some  minor 
organizations  of  a similar  kind,  are  the 
great  barriers  which  prevent  the  men  of 
our  calling  from  coming  under  the  banner 
of  our  International  Union  for  their  pro- 
tection and  advancement. 

In  my  report  to  the  Milwaukee  Conven- 
tion, I dealt  with  this  subject,  and  in 
which  I used  the  following  language,  and 
which  is  just  as  true  at  this  time  as  it  was 
then,  I said: 

“It  is  a most  distressing  and  dis- 
couraging thing  that  an  organiza- 
tion such  as  the  one  that  calls  itself 
the  National  Association  of  Station- 
ary Engineers,  should  be  in  existence. 

It  is  in  fact  a fraud,  not  only  upon  our 
organization  and  its  members,  but 
upon  every  decent  man  who  happens 
to  belong  to  it,  or  who  might  con- 
template joining  it.  As  at  present 
maintained  and  administered,  it  is 
merely  a sort  of  industrial  stool 
pigeon,  fostered  and  cared  for  by  D. 

M.  Parry  and  Mr.  Post,  and  other  in- 
dividuals and  corporations  now  en- 
gaged in  a desperate  effort  to  destroy 
unionism  in  this  country,  root  and 
branch.” 

It  is  true  that  one  of  the  men  mentioned 
at  that  time  has  passed  away,  and  is  not 
at  present  fostering  the  National  Associa- 
tion, but  there  are  men  who  are  equal 
enemies  of  the  trade  union  movement,  and 
are  equally  strong  in  the  support  of  the 
N.  A.  S.  E.  as  was  Mr.  Post  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Kirby,  as  the  spokesman  of  the 
Manufacturer's  Association,  in  his  testi- 
mony before  the  Congressional  Investigat- 
ing Committee,  testified,  when  asked  if 
there  was  any  organization  of  working- 
men to  which  his  organiation  could  give 
approval,  that  “there  was  only  one — The 
National  Association  of  Stationary  En- 
gineers.” 

Could  any  more  convincing  testimony 
be  furnished  than  given  by  Mr.  Kirby 
that  the  National  Association  of  Station- 
ary Engineers,  as  an  affiliated  branch  of 
the  Manufacturer's  Association,  is  an  anti- 
union organization  to  which  no  man,  pro- 
fessing to  be  a trade  unionist,  could  pos- 
sibly give  support? 

It  is  a most  distressing  fact  that  a 
number  of  members  of  the  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E. 
retain  membership  in  the  N.  A.  S.  A,,  and 
thereby  are  giving  support  to  the  greatest 
and  most  powerful  enemies  of  the  trade 
union  movement. 

As  a result  of  my  experience  as  Presi- 
dent of  j our  organization,  I have  no  hesi- 
tation in  making  this  positive  statement 
to  this  convention — that  sooner  or  later 
our  organization  must  bar  from  member- 
ship any  man  who  owes  allegiance  to  the 
National  Association  of  Stationary  En- 
gineers, or  any  other  anti-union  associa- 
tion of  the  men  of  our  craft. 

THE  UNIVERSAL  CRAFTSMAN. 

From  time  to  time  I have  directed  the 
attention  of  our  members  to  an  associa- 
tion known  as  “The  Universal  Crafts- 
man.” 

While  this  association  is  not  so  detri- 
mental to  the  cause  of  unionism  among 
Engineers  as,  I believe,  the  N.  A.  S.  E.  to 
be,  as  it  has  no  connection,  nor,  I believe, 
any  sympathy  with  the  industrial  enemies 
of  labor,  yet  it  is  organized  on  a prin- 
ciple which  cannot  help  but  bring  internal 
dissension  among  the  members  of  our  In- 
ternational Union  if  it  is  permitted  to  con- 
tinue its  present  activity. 

About  five  years  ago  I called  the  atten- 
tion of  our  members  to  this  subject 


through  the  pages  of  our  official  journal 
in  the  following  language: 

“The  very  nature  of  a Steam  En- 
gineer’s calling  of  itself  proves  that 
the  competent  members  of  the  craft 
must  necessarily  be  men  of  an  excep- 
tionally high  standard  of  intelligence, 
aside  entirely  from  the  technical  train- 
ing and  experience  essential  to  com- 
plete skill  in  the  calling. 

“In  the  light  of  this  accepted  fact, 
it  is  a remarkable  thing  that  the  men 
of  the  craft  have  gone  further  oat  of 
their  way  to  effect  organization  among 
themselves  in  the  wrong  way  than  the 
men  of  any  calling,  skilled  or  un- 
skilled, that  we  can  recall. 

“All  members  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  have 
at  one  time  or  another  felt  called  on 
to  condemn  the  prevailing  character 
of  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  National 
Association  of  Stationary  Engineers. 
No  really  broad-minded,  self-resect- 
ing mechanic,  of  any  calling  whatever, 
could  be  expected  to  belong  to  such 
a body;  and  yet,  to  the  knowledge  of 
all  of  us,  there  are  men  of  high  in- 
telligence, and  of  mental  and  moral 
uprightness,  possessed,  too,  of  due 
sense  in  all  other  respects  of  what 
is  owing  to  their  American  citizen- 
ship, who  still  cling  to  that  body. 

“But  the  National  Association  of 
Stationary  Engineers,  as  an  organiza- 
tion of  Steam  Engineers,  is  far  from 
being  alone  in  its  utterly  false  and 
mischievous  understanding  of  the  re- 
quirements necessary  to  organization. 
Our  attention  has  for  some  time  past 
been  directed  to  another  body  of  En- 
gineers, as  thoroughly  deserving  of 
the  condemnation  and  hostility  of 
every  true  union  craftsman  as  the 
other  body  in  its  worst  days  ever  was. 
The  organization  we  refer  to  calls  it- 
self ‘THE  UNIVERSAL  CRAFTS- 
MAN COUNCIL  OF  ENGINEERS.' 

“The  essential  taint,  which  goes  to 
the  very  heart  of  this  last  named  or- 
ganization, is  that  its  membership  is 
confined  to  members  of  the  Masonic 
Order. 

“Now,  every  man  who  knows  any- 
thing about  the  beneficent  character 
of  the  many  fraternal  organizations, 
is  fully  aware  that  there  is  no  or- 
ganization among  the  number  which 
can  lay  claim  to  having  a more  ex- 
alted or  humane  mission  than  the 
Masonic  Order,  or  one  which  has  ren- 
dered such  splendid  service  to  society 
as  a whole,  as  well  as  to  its  own  mem- 
bers, 

“Membership  in  that  order  is  in  it- 
self one  of  the  highest  testimonials 
that  can  be  offered  to  a man’s  worth 
as  a good  citizen  and  a lover  of  his 
kind.  We  sincerely  hope  that  its 
membership  will  continue  to  increase 
and  multiply.  But  how  membership  in 
that  or  any  other  body,  however  ex- 
alted, can  be  accepted  as  the  touch- 
stone by  which  a man’s  worth  as  an 
engineer  is  to  be  gauged,  or  in  what 
manner  the  interests  of  the  men  of 
the  craft  are  to  be  regarded  as  iden- 
tical with  the  interests  of  the  men  of 
the  Masonic,  or  any  other  order  or 
subdivision  of  men  whatever,  is  a 
puzzle  before  which  the  most  ingeni- 
ous must  stand  mute. 

“What  is  this  body  with  its  high 
sounding  and  somewhat  meaningless 
title,  anyway?  Is  it  a craftsmen’s 
organization,  or  is  it  a mere  coterie 
of  narrow-chested  patriots,  who  would 
limit  the  advantages  of  craft  organi- 
zation to  men  of  their  own  kidney, 
in  order  to  put  sharper  edges  on  their 
own  axes? 

"There  was  a time  in  the  history 
of  this  country  when  the  Masonic  Or- 
der was  regarded,  and  wrongfully  re- 
garded, as  inimical  to  the  best  inter- 
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ests  of  society.  That  day  has  gone 
by.  It  will  never  return — never,  de- 
spite the  worst  efforts  which  even 
these  universal  craftsmen,  as  they  call 
themselves,  can  put  forward  again 
to  arouse  the  suspicion  and  hostility 
which  has  now  rested  in  its  grave 
for  over  half  a century.  The  affairs 
of  the  Masonic  Order  are  the  con- 
cern only  of  its  members;  but  we  beg 
to  suggest  to  any  member  of  that 
body,  whose  eyes  may  rest  on  the  se 
lines,  that  a more  mischievous,  mis- 
leading or  hurtful  misuse  of  the  tre- 
mendous prestige  of  this  organization 
is  not  possible  on  the  part  of  any  of  its 
members  than  these  ‘Universal  Crafts- 
men’ are  guilty  of,  in  maintaining 
their  hermaphrodite  gathering. 

“It  is  not  with  members  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Order,  or  any  other  body  what- 
ever, save  those  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  that  this 
Journal  has  to  do;  and  speaking  for 
the  members  of  our  body,  it  can  safely 
be  said  that  the  efforts  in  which  these 
men  are  engaged  is  one  that  must 
arouse  inevitably  the  contempt  and 
hostility  of  every  self-respecting 
American  Union  Engineer,  and  of  none 
more  thoroughly  than  the  men  of  the 
Masonic  Order  who  are  now  within 
our  ranks. 

“To  lay  down  the  principle  that  only 
a given  class  shall  belong  to  a union, 
is  at  war  with  the  very  genius  of  or- 
ganized labor.  More  than  that;  it  is 
un-American  and  illiberal,  and  tends 
to  the  placing  of  the  interest  of  the 
individual  above  the  common  welfare. 

"The  ranks  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Enginers  are  open 
to  every  man  of  the  craft,  wherever 
he  may  be  born,  whatever  his  religious 
creed  may  be,  and  whatever  his  opin- 
ions are  on  any  subject  whatever.  If 
he  is  a man  of  good  moral  character, 
and  has  the  spirit  of  humane  liberty 
in  his  soul,  he  is  welcome  to  join  our 
organization,  and  help  promote  the 
creation  of  better  conditions,  not  for 
himself  alone,  but  for  all  the  men  of 
his  calling,  and,  incidentally,  for  every 
man  who  lives  by  the  sweat  of  his 
brow.  It  is  no  less  than  a crime 
against  the  labor  movement,  and  it 
places  a blot  on  the  good  name  of  the 
calling  itself,  that  any  organization 
of  Engineers  should  be  in  existence, 
formed  on  lines  so  narrow  and  un- 
worthy as  those  on  which  these  ‘Uni- 
versal Craftsmen’  organize  them- 
selves. 

“If  no  Steam  Engineer  is  to  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  the  ranks  of  his  craft 
organization  unless  he  is  a ‘Master 
Mason,’  what  reason  is  there  why  we 
should  not  look  forward  to  seeing 
Steam  Engineers’  organizations  com- 
posed exclusively  of  members  of  ‘The 
Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians,’  The 
Woodmen,’  'The  Odd  Fellows,'  or  any 
other  similar  body?  If  the  test  in 
membership  in  a given  social  organi- 
zation is  to  be  applied,  why  not  the 
test  of  membership  in  a given  politi- 
cal party,  in  a given  religious  denom- 
ination? The  principle  in  the  two 
cases  is  the  same;  the  one  is  just  as 
mischievous  as  the  other,  and  just 
as  unworthy. 

“It  may  be  found  necessary  to  say 
more  on  this  subject  hereafter  in 
these  columns,  and  to  say  it  with  far 
less  restraint  than  is  here  used.  But 
before  occasion  is  taken  to  again  re- 
fer to  the  subject,  let  us  appeal  to  the 
members  of  the  Masonic  Order,  and  to 
the  authorities  of  that  body,  whether 
enrolled  in  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  or  not,  to  give  this 
subject  some  serious  thought,  and  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  aims 
and  purposes  of  their  body  are  to  con- 
tinue to  be  perverted  and  used  ex- 
clusively for  the  monetary  gain  of 


individuals,  as  is  now  undoubtedly 
being  done.’’ 

All  that  has  been  said  regarding  the  dual 
organizations  of  our  calling  in  the  United 
States  is  equally  true  of  the  Canadian  As- 
sociation of  Stationary  Engineers  and  its 
operation  in  Canada. 

I therefore  submit  this  entire  matter  to 
the  Convention,  and  recommend  that  the 
subject  be  given  careful  consideration. 
Agreement  Between  the  Bricklayers,  Ma- 
sons & Plasterers’  International 
Union  of  America 
and  the 

International  Union  of  Steam  & Operating 
Engineers. 

The  agreement  between  the  Bricklayers' 
International  Union  and  our  organization 
is,  perhaps,  the  most  important  occurrence 
since  the  last  convention  which  I nave  to 
bring  before  you. 

For  some  years  past  the  Bricklayers’  or- 
ganization has  shown  a friendly  disposition 
towards  our  Local  Unions  in  several  locali- 
ties, particularly  in  New  York  City  and 
vicinity.  At  the  suggestion  of  our  New 
York  Locals,  a fraternal  delegate  was  sent 
to  the  Bricklayers’  convention  at  Des 
Moines,  la.,  in  January,  1912.  Brother 
Thomas  Nolan,  Business  Agent  of  Local 
Union  No.  403,  of  New  York  City,  was  se- 
lected as  the  fraternal  delegate  on  this 
occasion.  Chiefly  as  a result  of  Brother 
Nolan’s  visit  to  the  Des  Moines  conven- 
tion, the  following  resolution  was  adopted 
by  the  Bricklayers.  Masons  & Plasterers’ 
International  Union  of  America: 

“By  Delegate  John  Gill,  representing 
Local  No.  37.  New  York: 

“Whereas,  The  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers,  and  particularly 
Local  Union  No.  403,  of  New  York  and 
vicinity,  has  rendered  our  Interna- 
tional Union  very  effective  assistance, 
notably  on  the  Prudential  Life  Insur- 
ance Building  in  the  city  of  Newark, 

N.  J.;  therefore,  be  it 

“Resolved,  That  this  Convention  ex- 
tend a vote  of  thanks  to  the  I.  U.  S. 
Engineers,  and  particularly  to  L.  U. 
No.  403,  of  New  York  City,  and  recom- 
mend that  the  subordinate  unions  in 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  I.  U.  assist  the 
Hoisting  Engineers  in  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 
wherever  possible.” 

This  resolution  shows  that  more  than  a 
year  before  the  dispute  between  the  Brick- 
layers and  the  Marble  Setters  occurred,  it 
was  their  desire  to  render  assistance  to  the 
Hoisting  and  Portable  Locals  of  our  Inter- 
national Union  wherever  possible. 

From  the  date  of  their  1912  convention, 
and  as  a result  of  the  adoption  of  above 
resolution,  the  Local  Unions  of  Bricklayers, 
in  several  localities,  became  very  friendly 
to  our  Hoisting  Engineers. 

Secretary  Hannahan  and  myself  re- 
ceived invitations  from  the  national  officers 
of  the  Bricklayers  to  attend  their  conven- 
tion, which  was  held  at  Houston,  Tex.,  Jan- 
uary last.  As  it  was  impossible  for  Broth- 
er Hannahan  to  visit  Texas  at  that  time. 
Brother  Thomas  P.  Nolan,  of  Local  LTnion 
No.  403,  was  again  selected  to  visit  the 
Bricklayers’  convention  with  me. 

President  Kirby  of  the  Carpenters.  Presi- 
dent Grig'g  of  the  Stone  Cutters.  President 
D’  Alessandro  of  the  Building  Laborers, 
were  also  fraternal  delegates  to  that  con- 
vention. 

We  were  treated  most  courteously,  and 
the  representatives  of  the  Bricklayers  at 
that  convention  showed  from  the  start  that 
it  was  their  desire  to  give  all  the  support 
in  their  power  to  the  Hoisting  and  Porta- 
ble Locals  of  our  International  Union. 

We  were  all  given  the  privilege  of  ad- 
dressing the  convention.  I took  advantage 
of  the  occasion  to  urge  as  strongly  as  I 
could  on  the  delegates  the  necessity  of 
having  the  Bricklayers,  Masons  and  Plas- 
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terers’  International  Union  become  affili- 
ated with  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor. It  appears  to  me  that  it  will  not  be 
difficult  to  have  the  Bricklayers  affiliate  as 
soon  as  their  present  jurisdictional  dis- 
putes have  been  disposed  of,  nor  would 
they  hesitate  to  affiliate  at  once  if  the  A. 
F.  of  L.  will  discontinue  their  hopeless  ef- 
forts to  adjust  these  disputes. 

When  the  dispute  between  the  Marble 
Setters  and  the  Bricklayers,  Masons  and 
Plasterers’  International  Union  occurred, 
we  were  confronted  with  a very  unpleas- 
ant situation.  Several  of  our  Local  Unions, 
acting  under  instructions  of  Building 
Trades  Councils,  went  on  strike  against 
the  Bricklayers  to  enforce  the  jurisdic- 
tional claims  of  the  Marble  Setters. 

At  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  the  first  real  clash 
took  place.  Our  Local  Union,  No.  139,  of 
that  city,  without  our  knowledge  or  con- 
sent, went  on  strike  against  the  Brick- 
layers, and  successfully  tied  up  the  North- 
western Mutual  Life  Building  in  that  city. 

While  this  strike  was  taking  place  in 
Milwaukee  President  Bowen,  of  the  Brick- 
layers, Masons  & Plasterers’  I.  U.  of  A., 
was  engaged  in  unionizing  a large  num- 
ber of  jobs  in  the  vicinity  of  New  York 
for  our  Local  Unions.  At  that  time  he 
visited  a number  of  the  smaller  cities  sur- 
rounding greater  New  York,  and  insisted 
that  the  employers  hire  none  but  members 
of  our  International  Union  on  jobs  where 
union  bricklayers  were  employed. 

At  this  time  the  General  Executive  Board 
of  the  Bricklayers  requested  Secretary 
Hannahan  and  myself  to  meet  them  in  con- 
ference at  Indianapolis,  Ind.  As  soon  as 
possible  Brother  Hannahan  and  myself 
went  to  that  city  and  met  President  Bowen, 
Secretary-Treasurer  Dobson  and  First 
Vice  President  Preece,  when  this  entire 
matter  was  discussed,  and  when  we  decided 
that,  with  the  approval  of  our  General 
Executive  Board,  all  Local  Unions  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  & Operating 
Engineers  would  be  forbidden  to  strike 
against  the  Bricklayers. 

We  at  once  notified  our  Local  Union,  No. 
139,  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  of  this  decision,  and 
ordered  their  men  then  on  strike  to  imme- 
diately return  to  work.  The  Local  Union 
assumed  a most  defiant  attitude,  and  in- 
formed us  positively  that  their  men  would 
not  return  to  work  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Believing  that  regardless  of  the  merits 
of  the  question  at  issue,  it  was  necessary 
for  the  preservation  of  the  International 
Union  itself,  that  discipline  be  maintained, 
we  therefore  notified  the  Local  that  unless 
our  order  was  complied  with  at  once,  we 
would  recommend  to  the  General  Executive 
Board  that  the  charter  of  that  Local  Union 
be  revoked.  This  ultimatum  did  not  change 
the  attitude  of  Local  Union  No.  139  at  all, 
and  I was  therefore  compelled  to  submit 
the  matter  to  the  General  Executive  Board, 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  charter 
of  that  union  be  revoked.  A decision  was 
immediately  reached  by  the  Board,  order- 
ing me  to  revoke  the  charter  at  once. 

Fifth  Vice  President  Finlay  was  sent  to 
Milwaukee  with  full  authority  to  revoke 
the  charter  forthwith  unless  the  Local 
Union  complied  with  instructions  and  or- 
dered their  men  back  to  work.  The  Local, 
however,  continued  in  their  refusal  to  abide 
by  the  decision  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  with  the  result  that  the  charter  was 
revoked. 

In  many  other  localities  like  situations 
confronted  us,  as  the  members  of  our  Lo- 
cals were  on  strike  against  the  Bricklayers 
for  the  Marble  Workers,  but  in  practically 
all  other  cities  the  members  of  our  Hoist- 
ing and  Portable  Locals,  then  on  strike, 
returned  to  work  as  soon  as  instructions 
were  received  from  headquarters. 

The  officers  of  the  Bricklayers,  Masons 
& Plasterers’  International  Union  of 
America,  as  well  as  the  members  of  our 


General  Executive  Board,  realized,  as  a re- 
sult of  the  numerous  conflicts  then  being 
waged  all  over  the  country  as  a result  of 
this  difficulty,  that  a closer  alliance  be- 
tween the  B.,  M.  & P.  I.  U.  of  A.  and  our 
own  was  necessary,  and  with  the  result 
that  a conference  between  the  General 
Executive  Boards  of  the  two  organizations 
was  arranged  for  on  April  27th,  1914. 

President  William  J.  Bowen,  Secretary 
William  Dobson  and  First  Vice  President 
Preece  composed  the  General  Executive 
Board  of  the  B„  M.  & P.  I.  U.  of  A.,  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  James  G.  Hannahan, 
First  Vice  President  Milton  Snellings,  Fifth 
Vice  President  Will  M.  Finlay  and  myself, 
representing  our  General  Executive  Board, 
met  at  our  headquarters  in  Chicago.  After 
a thorough  discussion  of  the  entire  situa- 
tion, the  following  agreement  was  entered 
into  by  the  General  Executive  Board  of 
the  two  organizations: 

“Agreement  By  and  Between  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  & 
Operating  Engineers 
and  the 

Bricklayers,  Masons  & Plasterers’  In- 
ternational Union  of  America. 

“First — We  agree  to  a general  ‘of- 
fensive and  defensve  alliance  under  the 
following  conditions: 

“Second — That  no  member  of  either 
organization  shall  work  on  any  opera- 
tion where  workmen  are  employed  oth- 
er than  those  who  carry  a good  paid-up 
working  card  of  each  respective  In- 
ternational Union. 

“Third — That  in  all  ‘offensive  and  de- 
fensive’ movements  no  subordinate 
Local  of  either  International  Union 
shall  be  permitted  to  take  any  local 
action  whatsoever  until  the  question 
requiring  joint  action  shall  have  first 
been  submitted  to  and  determined  upon 
by  the  Presidents  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  & Operating  Engi- 
neers and  the  Bricklayers,  Masons  A 
Plasterers’  International  Union  of 
America. 

“Fourth — No  movement  of  an  ‘offen- 
sive and  defensive'  character  shall  be 
countenanced  in  cases  where  such 
would  be  in  violation  of  existing  agree- 
ments that  have  been  submitted  to 
and  duly  approved  by  the  Presidents  of 
both  International  Unions,  as  is  re- 
quired by  the  constitutional  laws 
thereof. 

“In  witness  whereof,  we,  the  under- 
signed, hereby  set  our  hand  and  seal, 
this  twenty-second  day  of  April,  1914. 

“For  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  & Operating  Engineers: 

“MATT  COMERFORD. 

“President. 

“MILTON  SNELLINGS. 

“First  Vice  President.

Masons  & Plas- 
terers' International  Union  of  America: 
“WILLIAM  J.  BOWEN, 

“President. 

“THOMAS  R.  PREECE, 

“First  Vice  President. 
“WILLIAM  DOBSON, 

“Secretary.” 

After  the  revocation  of  the  charter  of 
Local  Union  No.  139,  the  conflict  between 
the  Bricklayers  and  Marble  Workers  con- 
tinued, but  we  refrained  from  organizing 
a new  Local  of  Hoisting  and  Portable  En- 
gineers. feeling  that  the  members  of  our 
Local  Union  in  Milwaukee  would  soon 
realize  the  hopeless  position  in  which  they 
were  placed,  and  we  judged  correctly. 

In  a very  short  time  the  Bricklayers 
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proved  their  strength  by  defeating  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  all  the  other  building 
trades,  including  our  suspended  Local,  and 
with  the  result  that  the  entire  controversy 
was  settled  satisfactorily  to  th.e~  Brick- 
layers. 

The  members  of  Local  Union  No.  139 
then  appealed  to  us  for  reinstatement. 

As  some  members  of  that  Local  had  pub- 
licly accused  the  General  Executive  Board 
of  receiving  money  for  the  part  they  took 
in  the  controversy,  we  insisted,  before  the 
charter  was  restored,  that  the  men  mak- 
ing these  accusations  should  either  prove 
they  were  true  or  acknowledge,  in  an 
equally  public  manner,  that  they  deliber- 
ately made  false  statements  regarding  the 
General  Executive  Board. 

So  anxious  were  they  to  again  secure 
membership  in  our  International  Union 
that  they  agreed,  and  sent  a committee  to 
our  office,  which  was  composed  chiefly  of 
the  men  who  had  made  the  accusations. 

Fifth  Vice  President  Finlay  went  to  Mil- 
waukee, and  carried  with  him  a regular 
petition  for  reinstatement.  In  addition  to 
the  statement  thereon,  we  attached  to  this 
petition  the  following: 

“International  Union  of  Steam  & 
Operating  Engineers. 

“Petition  for  Charter. 

"We,  the  undersigned,  Hoisting  En- 
gineers of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  formerly 
members  of  Local  Union  No.  139,  I.  U. 

S.  & O.  E„  hereby  petition  the  General 
Executive  Board  for  reinstatement  of 
the  charter.  If  this  request  is  granted, 
we  pledge  ourselves,  jointly  and  in- 
dividually, to  comply  with  the  laws  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  & 
Operating  Engineers,  and  to  abide  by 
any  instructions  received  in  future 
from  the  General  Executive  Board.” 
Practically  the  entire  membership  of  the 
Local  signed  the  petition  with  this  addi- 
tional statement  attached,  but  Fifth  Vice 
President  Finlay  did  not  allow  the  indi- 
vidual members  who  accused  the  General 
Executive  Board  of  securing  graft,  to  place 
their  names  on  this  petition,  or  to  be  rein- 
stated at  that  time. 

Tne  men  who  made  these  statements  re- 
garding the  dishonesty  of  the  General 
Executive  Board  appeared  at  the  General 
office,  and  urged  that  they  be  permitted  to 
again  become  members  of  Local  Union  No. 
139,  saying  that  with  the  new  alignment 
of  our  Local  in  Milwaukee,  it  would  be 
impossible  for  them  to  work  unless  they 
were  given  the  privilege  of  membership  in 
the  Local. 

We  drafted  the  following  statement  for 
these  men  to  sign  before  becoming  mem- 
bers of  the  Local: 

“We,  the  undersigned  Engineers, 
formerly  members  of  Local  Union  No. 
139,  take  this  opportunity  of  express- 
ing our  regret  for  having  made  cer- 
tain derogatory  statements  relative  to 
the  members  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  & Operating  Engineers. 

“These  statements  were  made  by  us 
without  having  any  knowledge  that 
there  was  substance  or  truth  in  what 
we  said,  and  we  regret  having  made 
them.  If  the  General  Executive  Board 
will  permit  us  to  be  reinstated  in  the 
Local,  we  pledge  ourselves  in  the  fu- 
ture to  abide  by  the  laws  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  & Oper- 
ating Engineers,  and  all  orders  coming 
to  us  from  the  General  Executive 
Board.” 

All  the  members  who  made  these  state- 
ments signed  this  document,  and  we  imme- 
diately authorized  the  Local  to  accept  them 
to  membership. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  since 
the  reinstatement  of  Local  Union  No.  139 
this  Local  has  worked  in  perfect  harmony 
with  the  general  office,  and  as  a result  of 


this  controversy,  and  of  the  reinstate- 
ment of  their  Local,  I am  confident  the 
agreement  with  the  Bricklayers  will  result 
in  placing  this  Local  in  a better  condition 
in  the  near  future  than  it  ever  has  bepn 
in  the  past. 

REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER  OF  LOCAL 
UNION  NO.  69. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  I am 
compelled  to  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion all  the  evidence  in  my  possession 
relative  to  the  controversy  which  resulted 
in  the  revocation  of  the  charter  of  Local 
Union  No.  69,  Chicago,  111. 

For  several  years  it  was  apparent,  to 
me  at  least,  that  it  would  finally  be  neces- 
sary to  do  something  to  remove  the  spirit 
of  rebellion  against  the  International 
Union  in  this  Local.  Some  of  its  most 
active  members,  particularly  its  past  Presi- 
dent, have  for  years  attempted  to  belittle 
the  efforts  of  the  International  Union,  and 
made  it  plain  to  me  that  sooner  or  later 
it  would  be  necessary  for  them  to  sever 
their  connections  with  the  International 
body,  and  conduct  a purely  Local  organiza- 
tion. 

Until  three  or  four  years  ago  the  men  en- 
tertaining these  views  were  kept  within 
bounds,  but  just  as  soon  as  our  present 
General  Secretary-Treasurer,  James  G. 
Hannahan,  resigned  his  office  as  Business 
Agent  of  the  Local,  the  secessionists  be- 
came more  active,  and  succeeded  in  getting 
more  members  of  the  Local  to  agree  with 
them  and  vote  with  them  on  all  questions 
of  this  character. 

About  four  months  ago  it  was  brought 
to  my  notice  that  the  Local  was  attempt- 
ing to  make  purely  local  agreements  with 
their  employers,  and  that  it  had  succeeded 
in  making  one  contract  with  the  Sewer  Con- 
tractors' Association  of  Chicago.  By  acci- 
dent this  original  agreement  fell  into  my 
hands,  and  I have  retained  possession  of  it. 

This  agreement  was  made  without  sub- 
mitting it  to  the  General  President,  as  re- 
quired by  Section  9,  Article  XXI,  of  the 
Constitution. 

About  the  same  time  one  of  the  leading 
contractors  in  Chicago  called  my  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  Local  Union  No.  69 
had  been,  for  the  past  two  or  three  years, 
violating  its  agreement,  and  in  many  ways 
harassing  the  contractors,  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  they  had  about  concluded  to  dis- 
continue any  further  relations  with  our  or- 
ganization in  Chicago  unless  disciplinary 
measures  were  resorted  to  by  the  Inter- 
national Union  itself  to  compel  Local  Union 
No.  69  to  respect  its  agreements. 

It  was  made  very  plain  to  me  that  unless 
some  action  was  taken  promptly  our 
Hoisting  and  Portable  Engineers  of  Chi- 
cago would,  in  the  near  future,  lose  all  the 
advantages  the  organization  had  secured 
for  them  in  the  past. 

I was  informed  that  the  Local  was  en- 
deavoring to  make  a general  agreement 
with  the  employers,  and  had  held  several 
meetings  with  them,  and  that  this  action 
was  taken  and  their  agreements  submitted 
without  complying  with  Section  9,  Article 
XXI  of  the  Constitution. 

I made  inquiries  as  to  the  real  cause  of 
the  difficulties  between  themselves  and 
their  employers,  and  was  informed  that  it 
was  the  result  of  incompetent  and  design- 
ing business  agents.  It  was  stated  that 
from  the  time  Brother  Hannahan  discon- 
tinued to  deal  with  the  employers,  one 
business  agent  was  just  a little  worse  than 
the  one  he  succeeded,  until,  at  that  time, 
a man  was  representing  Local  Union  No. 
69  who  could  not  and  would  not  be  tol- 
erated by  the  employers  any  longer. 

A large  number  of  the  loyal  members  of 
Local  Union  No.  69  called  at  my  office,  and 
repeatedly  urged  that  something  be  done 
to  save  them  from  destruction.  They  were 
free  to  give  me  all  the  evidence  in  their 
possession  regarding  the  secession  move- 
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ment,  which  was  then  at  its  height,  and  I 
finally  agreed  that  if  positive  evidence  was 
placed  in  my  hands,  to  recommend  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  that  drastic 
action  be  taken,  if  necessary,  to  clarify 
the  situation  in  their  Local  Union. 

* Accordingly,  nine  affidavits  were  sub- 
mitted by  ' Brothers  James  J.  Lindsay,  P. 
W.  Graham,  W.  H.  Allen,  Adolph  W.  Jenc- 
zewsky,  Patrick  E.  Fennell,  D.  F.  Power, 
C.  J.  De  Long,  John  F.  Walsh,  Joseph  E. 
Covyeou. 

The  affidavits  submitted  by  these  Broth- 
ers are  as  follows: 

“I,  James  John  Lindsay,  am  a mem- 
ber in  good  standing  of  Local  Union 
No.  69,  International  Union  of  Steam 
& Operating  Engineers,  and  have  been 
in  continuous  good  standing  for  more 
than  twelve  (12)  years.  During  this 
period  Local  Union  No.  69  succeeded  in 
raising  the  wages  and  shortening  the 
hours  for  its  members  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  the  members  of  our  Union 
in  Chicago  are  today  receiving  about 
the  highest  wages  paid  to  skilled  work- 
men of  any  calling. 

"This  condition  has  been  secured 
chiefly  because  we  had  a competent 
Business  Agent  representing  our  Local 
for  the  greater  portion  of  that  period. 
Since  Brother  Hannahan  ceased  to  act 
in  that  capacity  the  affairs  of  our  Lo- 
cal Union  have  not  been  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Inter- 
national Union,  and  our  affairs  gen- 
erally have  been  misconducted. 

"In  accordance  with  the  obligation 
taken  by  me  at  the  time  of  my  initia- 
tion, I believe  it  is  my  duty  to  make 
you  acquainted  with  the  present  state 
of  affairs  of  Local  Union  No.  69. 

“In  violation  of  Section  9,  Article 
XXI  of  the  Constitution,  our  Local 
Union  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Sewer  Contractors'  Association  of 
Chicago,  without  having  the  approval 
of  the  General  President. 

“To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and 
belief  they  are  now  negotiating  with 
the  ‘Building  Trades  Employers’  Asso- 
ciation’ without  first  securing  the  ap- 
proval of  the  General  President. 

"To  my  knowledge  a conspiracy  now 
exists  in  our  Local  Union,  with  the  ob- 
ject in  view  of  severing  all  connec- 
tions with  the  International  body,  and 
with  the  intention  of  conducting  a 
purely  local  association. 

“In  my  hearing  Brothers  Ed.  Davis, 
Joe  Boehm  and  Frank  McAlpine  con- 
demned the  International  Union,  and 
advocated  a ‘Local  Association.’ 

"Recently,  members  of  Local  Union 
No.  69  preferred  charges  against  our 
President,  Brother  James  G.  Hanna- 
han, and  at  our  last  meeting,  held 
Wednesday,  April  15th,  1914,  removed 
him  from  office.  This  action  was  taken 
without  proper  charges  being  preferred 
against  him.  It  was  accomplished  by 
the  same  men  who  endeavored  to  sep- 
arate Local  Union  No.  69  from  the  In- 
ternational Union. 

"On  or  about  July  16th,  1913,  I at- 
tended a meeting  of  Local  Union  No. 
69,  which  was  a specially  called  meet- 
ing, to  consider  the  question  of  se- 
lecting a plan  of  insurance  submitted 
to  us  by  the  International  Union. 
While  this  question  was  being  dis- 
cussed Brother  Ed.  Davis,  during  his 
remarks  on  this  subject,  stated  that  it 
was  a scheme  to  give  the  General  Of- 
ficers graft,  which,  no  doubt,  they 
would  receive  from  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Company. 

"As  a loyal  member  of  Local  Union 
No.  69,  International  Union  of  Steam 
it  Operating  Engineers,  I appeal  to 
you  as  General  President,  to  take  such 


action  as  will  give  me  protection.

“I,  P.  W.  Graham,  am  a member  in 
good  standing  of  Local  Union  No.  69, 
International  Union  of  Steam  & Op- 
erating Engineers,  and  have  been  in 
continuous  good  standing  since  about 
1901. 

“During  this  period  Local  Union  No. 
69  has  succeeded  in  raising  the  wages 
and  shortening  the  hours  for  its  mem- 
bers to  such  an  extent  that  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Union  in  Chicago  are  today 
receiving  about  the  highest  wages  paid 
to  skilled  workmen  of  any  calling. 

“During  the  period  that  Brother 
Hannahan  served  as  Business  Agent 
nearly  all  these  conditions  were  se- 
cured. Since  Brother  Hannahan  re- 
signed as  Business  Agent  conditions 
have  been  changing,  until  at  the  pres- 
ent time  I am  of  the  opinion  we  are 
about  to  lose  most  of  these  advan- 
tages. 

“Several  members  of  Local  Union 
No.  69  have  no  regard  for  the  con- 
stitution of  the  International  Union. 

“At  a specially  called  meeting  of 
Local  Union  No.  69,  held  on  or  about 
July  15th,  1913,  I personally  heard 

Brother  E.  A.  Davis  accuse  and  slan- 
der the  officers  of  the  International 
Union,  and  the  so-called  Executive 
Board,  as  being  a bunch  of  grafters. 
I also  heard  Brother  Davis  state  at 
the  same  meeting  that  a representa- 
tive of  the  Metroplitan  Life  Insur- 
ance Co.  had  called  on  him  once  or 
twice  prior  to  this  meeting,  in  regard 
to  the  insurance  proposition,  thus 
conveying  the  idea  to  the  members 
that  the  fact  of  the  agent  calling  on 
him  was  an  indication  that  there  was 
graft  in  the  proposition. 

“At  a meeting  of  Local  Union  No. 
69,  held  Wednesday,  April  15th,  1914, 
action  was  taken  against  our  Presi- 
dent, Brother  James  G.  Hannahan. 
He  was  removed  as  President  of  the 
Local  without  any  proper  charges  be- 
ing brought  against  him,  or  without 
being  given  an  opportunity  of  defend- 
ing himself,  as  the  constitution  pro- 
vides. The  removal  of  President 
Hannahan  is  only  one  of  the  many 
instances  where  the  Local  Union  shows 
its  disregard  for  the  constitution  and 
the  International  body  itself. 

“As  a member  of  Local  Union  No. 
69,  I appeal  to  you  as  General  Presi- 
dent to  take  such  action  as  you  deem 
necessary  to  give  the  loyal  members 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
and  Operating  Engineers  in  Local 
Union  No.  69  protection.

“I,  W.  H.  Allen,  am  a member  in 
good  standing  of  Local  Union  No.  69. 
International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers,  and  have  been 
in  continuous  good  standing  since 
1901. 

“During  this  period  Local  Union  No. 
69  has  succeeded  in  raising-  the  wages 
and  shortening  the  hours  of  its  mem- 
bers to  such  an  extent  that  the  mem- 
bers of  our  union  in  Chicago  are  to- 
day receiving  about  the  highest  wages 
paid  to  skilled  workmen  of  any  call- 
ing. 

“During  the  period  which  Brother 
Hannahan  served  as  Business  Agent 
these  conditions  were  secured.  Since 
Brother  Hannahan  resigned  as  Busi- 
ness Agent  conditions  have  been 
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changing',  until  at  the  present  time 
I am  of  the  opinion  we  are  about  to 
lose  most  of  these  advantages. 

“Several  members  of  Local  Union  No. 
69  have  no  regard  for  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  International  Union,  and 
several  members  have  declared,  in  my 
hearing,  that  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  and  Operating  Engineers  is 
of  no  benefit  or  assistance  to  Local 
Union  No.  69,  and  that  ‘our  organiza- 
tion would  be  better  as  “home  guards’’ 
or  as  a "Local  Association.”  ’ 

“In  my  hearing  Brothers  E.  A. 
Davis,  Wm.  Huron  and  Joe  Boehm 
made  these  statements.  Brother  Davis 
in  particular,  stated  this  on  the  floor 
of  one  of  our  local  meetings. 

“On  or  about  July  16th.  1913,  Local 
Union  No.  69  held  a notified  meeting 
to  consider  the  several  plans  of  insur- 
ance submitted  by  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board.  At  that  meeting  Brother 
E.  A.  Davis  stated  that  he  was  op- 
posed to  the  plan  submitted  by  the 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company, 
as  he  was  satisfied  there  was  a scheme 
behind  it  by  which  the  members  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  would 
secure  graft.  He  stated  positively  that 
he  knew  Vice  President  Milton  Snell- 
ings  to  be  a grafter,  always  was  and 
always  would  be,  and  that  he  was  so 
crooked  that  he  could  hide  behind  a 
cork  screw. 

“At  a meeting  of  Local  Union  No. 
69.  held  Wednesday,  April  15,  1914. 

action  was  taken  against  our  Presi- 
dent, Brother  James  G.  Hannahan.  He 
was  removed  as  President  of  the 
Local  without  any  proper  charges  be- 
ing brought  against  him,  or  without 
being  given  an  opportunity  of  de- 
fending himself,  as  the  constitution 
provides.  The  removal  of  President 
Hannahan  is  only  one  of  the  many  in- 
stances where  the  Local  Union  shows 
its  disregard  for  the  constitution  and 
the  International  body  itself. 

“As  a member  of  Local  Union  No. 
69,  I appeal  to  you  as  General  Presi- 
dent, to  take  such  action  as  you  deem 
necessary  to  give  the  loyal  members 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
and  Operating  Engineers  in  Local 
Union  No.  69  protection.

“At  a meeting  of  Local  Union  No. 
69,  during  a discussion  on  the  floor, 
I personally  heard  E.  A.  Davis  make 


the  statement  that  the  International 
Officers  were  grafters,  and  he  was  not 
in  favor  of  leaving  any  opening  for 
them  to  graft.  I also  heard  Joe  Boehm 
and  others  make  similar  statements. 

“To  my  knowledge  President  Han- 
nahan of  Local  Union  No.  69,  has  been 
illegally  removed  from  office.

"I,  Patrick  E.  Fennell,  am  a mem- 
ber in  good  standing  of  Local  Union 
No.  69,  International  Union  of  Steam 
and  Operating  Engineers,  and  have 
been  in  continuous  good  standing 
since  about  1901. 

“As  a loyal  member  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  and  Operating 
Engineers,  I appeal  to  you  as  Gen- 
eral President,  for  protection  against 
the  methods  now  employed  by  Local 
Union  No.  69.  Unless  such  protection 
is  given  us,  the  members  of  our  Local 
Union  will,  in  the  near  future,  lose 
the  many  advantages  gained  through 
the  efforts  of  our  organization  in  the 
past. 

“At  the  present  time  our  Local 
Union  is  not  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  and  Operating  En- 
gineers, and  its  laws  are  frequently 
violated. 

“Local  Union  No.  69  has  recently 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Sewer  Contractors’  Association  of 
Chicago,  without  the  approval  of  the 
General  President,  and  in  violation  of 
Section  9,  Article  XXI.  of  the  consti- 
tution. To  the  best  of  my  knowledge 
and  belief,  they  are  at  the  present 
time  attempting  to  renew  a local 
agreement  with  the  Master  Builders’ 
Association,  without  submitting  it  to 
the  General  President  for  approval. 

“A  conspiracy  exists  in  our  Local 
Union,  and  has  existed  for  some  time, 
the  object  being,  in  my  opinion,  to 
separate  Local  Union  No.  69  from  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers. 

“I  personally  heard  Brothers  E.  A. 
Davis,  Joe  Boehm,  Billy  Martin,  Chas. 
Terrell,  Paddy  Gerr,  Louis  Dion 
(sometimes  known  as  Louis  Young), 
and  others,  make  the  statement  that 
‘The  International  Union  was  a curse 
to  Local  Union  No.  69.  and  that  the 
Local  would  be  better  off  as  they  used 
to  be  ‘Home  Guards’  or  a ‘Local 
Association,  and  that  Brother  Hanna- 
han and  his  Internationalism  was  a 
curse  to  Local  Union  No.  69,  and  the 
quicker  they  got  rid  of  them  the  bet- 
ter off  they  would  be.’ 

“I  personally  heard  E.  A.  Davis  make 
the  statement  on  the  floor  at  one  of 
our  meetings  that  he  would  not  vote 
for  anything  that  Snellings  or  the 
other  National  Officers  had  anything 
to  do  with,  as  they  were  all  grafters, 
and  especially  Snellings. 

“To  my  knowledge  President  Hanna- 
han of  Local  Union  No.  69  has  been 
illegally  removed  from  office,  and  this 
action  was  promoted  by  secret  meet- 
ings held  in  saloons  and  elsewhere.

or  six  months  ago,  while  working  on 
a job  at  the  Conway  building,  twenty- 
first  floor,  (building  located  on  Wash- 
ington street,  south  side  of  street, 
between  LaSalle  and  Clark  street), 
with  a member  of  Local  Union  No.  69. 
1.  U.  S.  & O.  E„  (Joe  Boehm)  he  talked 
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with  me  about  the  general  conditions 
in  Local  Union  No.  69,  and  during  said 
conversation  brought  up  the  question 
of  the  auxiliaries  being  taken  into  the 
Local.  He  (Joe  Boehm)  made  the 
statement  that  the  only  reason  they 
were  taken  in  was  to  take  them  in 
and  keep  them  for  a while,  and  then 
issue  a charter  to  them  so  that  Hanna- 
han  and  Comerford  would  have  more 
votes  at  the  convention. 

“At  a meeting  of  Local  Union  No. 
69,  held  on  or  about  July  16,  1913,  the 
plan  of  insurance  submittd  to  the  In- 
ternational Union  by  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Company  was  gone 
over.  In  my  hearing  Brother  E.  A. 
Davis  made  a statement,  from  which 
I derived  the  following  meaning  (not 
being  able  to  quote  his  actual  words), 
that  he  would  not  favor  any  proposi- 
tion from  the  International  Union, 
but  favored  one  of  the  ‘old  line’  com- 
panies, as  he  did  not  want  to  give  the 
International  Officers  a chance  to 
graft.

E.,  held 
Wednesday,  July  16th,  1913,  in  my 
hearing  Brother  E.  A.  Davis  made  this 
statement,  a proposition  being  pre- 
sented to  the  Local  regarding  the  In- 
surance of  members  as  per  proposition 
submitted  by  the  International  Union 
■by  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance 
Company.  ‘I  do  not  believe  that  this 
is  the  proper  thing  to  take  up,  and  if 
Matt  Comerford  and  the  General  offi- 
cers are  in  favor  of  this  proposition, 
it  is  because  they  are  grafting,  and 
I would  like  to  get  some  of  the  graft 
that  the  General  Officers  would  get 
out  of  this  deal.  The  insurance  ageht 
called  on  me  at  my  home,  and  tried 
to  get  me  to  have  the  proposition 
passed  on  by  our  organization  (Local), 
but  I would  have  nothing  to  do  with 
it.’

International 
Union  of  Steam  and  Operating  Engi- 
neers, and  have  been  in  continuous 
good  standing  in  said  Local  Union 
No.  69  for  about  four  years,  and  I 
hereby  make  and  swear  to  the  follow- 
ing statement  as  being  absolutely 
true. 

“At  a meeting  of  Local  Union  No. 
69,  held  July  16tli.  1913.  Brother  E.  A. 
Davis  took  the  floor  on  the  discus- 
sion for  the  Insurance  proposition  sub- 
mitted to  the  Local  by  the  Interna- 
tional Union,  and  stated  he  was  not 
in  favor  of  the  proposition  submitted, 
and  made  the  further  remarks  that 
the  Executive  Board  was  a set  of 
grafters,  and  especially  Vice  Presi- 
dent Snellings,  always  was  and  al- 
ways would  be,  in  his  estimation. 

“On  or  about  March  5th,  1914,  Joe 
Boehm  made  the  following  statement 
in  my  hearing,  and  also  in  the  hear- 
ing of  Brothers  Thomas  Smith  and 
Patrick  Fennell,  both  members  of 
Local  Union  No.  69,  which  statement 
was  made  in  front  of  Fitzatrick’s  bar, 
which  is  located  below  the  hall  at 
361  West  Madison  street,  'That  there 
was  no  chance  for  us  ever  getting 
anything  until  we.  pulled  away  from 


the  International  and  be  “Home 
Guards,”  as  we  were  years  ago.’

“This  is  to  certify  that  I,  Joseph  H.

About  this  time  Brother  Jas.  G.  Hanna- 
han,  who  was  then  President  of  the  Local 
Union,  made  every  effort  in  his  power  to 
have  them  comply  with  our  laws,  and  to 
change  their  attitude  towards  their  em- 
ployers, and  explained  again  and  again 
that  unless  a different  course  was  pur- 
sued, other  than  the  one  they  were  fol- 
lowing, disaster  would  surely  come  to 
them. 

To  show  how  they  disregarded  his  ad- 
vice, as  well  as  the  warnings  they  re- 
ceived from  elsewhere,  the  Local  promptly 
removed  him  from  office,  and  as  usual 
with  them,  in  positive  violation  of  our 
laws. 

On  April  22nd,  1914,  I wrote  the  follow- 
ing communication  to  Local  Union  No.  69' 

“Chicago,  111.,  April  22,  1914.

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

"I  am  in  possession  of  evidence  to 
the  effect  that  Local  Union  No.  69, 
International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers,  has  violated 
Section  9,  Article  XXI.  of  the  con- 
stitution by  entering  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  ‘Sewer  Contractors’ 
Association  of  Chicago’  without  first 
securing  the  approval  of  the  Gen- 
eral President. 

“I  am  also  in  possession  of  evi- 
dence, showing  that  Local  Union  No. 

69  is  now  attmpting  to  secure  a new 
agreement  with  the  Master  Builders’ 
Association  without  first  securing  the 
approval  of  the  General  President. 

“Several  members  of  your  Local 
Union  claim  that  a number  of  the 
leading  members  of  the  Local,  includ- 
ing several  of  the  officers,  are  en- 
gaged in  a conspiracy  to  have  Local 
Union  No.  69  become  a ‘Local  Associa- 
tion,’ or,  as  they  term  it  ‘Home 
Guards.’ 

“Disloyalty  to  the  International 
Union  on  the  part  of  any  individual 
member,  or  a Local  Union,  is  the  most 
serious  offense  which  can  be  commit- 
ted against  it,  and  no  doubt  you  are 
aware  that  these  offenses  have  always 
been  promptly  punished  by  our  In- 
ternational Union. 

“Another  section  of  our  constitution 
provides  that  any  members  of  a Local 
Union  slandering  a National  Officer, 
shall  be  expelled.  Evidence  has  been 
placed  in  my  hands,  showing  that  one 
E.  A.  Davis  declared  on  the  floor  of 
your  Local  Union,  at  one  of  its  meet- 
ings. that  ‘the  members  of  the  pres- 
ent Executive  Board  favored  the  plan 
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of  insurance  submitted  by  the  Metro- 
politan Life  Insurance  Company  be- 
cause there  was  graft  in  it  for  them.' 
and  stated  further  that  “he  knew  we 
were  grafters,  and  that  <jur  First 
Vice  President,  Milton  Snellings,  par- 
ticularly, was  a grafter,  always  was 
and  always  would  remain  so.’ 

“This  offense  was  committed  several 
months  ago.  Yet  Local  Union  No. 

69  took  no  action  whatever,  thereby 
proving  to  my  satisfaction  that  your 
Local  Union  is  in  sympathy  with  the 
slanderous  attacks  made  on  the  Na- 
tional Officers. 

“It  has  been  shown  by  evidence  in 
my  possession  that  a conspiracy  ex- 
ists, and  that  the  men  who  promoted 
the  conspiarcy  hold  meetings  in  sa- 
loons and  elswhere  to  further  their 
scheme. 

“It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that 
your  Local  Union  removed  its  Presi- 
dent, and  that  his  removal  was  con- 
cocted by  the  secessionists,  and  that 
this  action  was  taken  without  proper 
charges  being  made  against  President 
Hannahan. 

"In  a conversation  with  one  of  your 
employers  recently,  I learned  that 
through  the  methods  employed  by 
Local  Union  No.  69,  together  with  the 
incompetency  of  your  Business  Agents, 
the  friendly  relations  which  formerly 
existed  between  Local  Union  No.  69 
and  its  employers,  is  being  very  nearly 
destroyed. 

“The  men  who  are  advocating  a 
‘Local  Association-  as  against  a Local 
Union  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  and  Operating  Engineers,  in 
their  blindness,  have  about  put  Local 
Union  No.  69  on  the  rocks,  and  with 
the  result  that  a few  members  of  your 
Local,  loyal  to  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  and  Operating  Engineers, 
have  applied  to  me  for  protection. 

“In  view  of  their  loyalty,  and  with 
the  full  knowledge  that  your  Local 
Union  is  now  in  open  revolt  against 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers,  I feel  it  my  duty 
to  take  prompt  action. 

“I  am  therefore  about  to  submit  to 
the  General  Executive  Board,  full  in- 
formation regarding  the  situation  in 
your  Local.  In  all  such  cases  as  this 
we  have  given  the  fullest  opportunity 
to  Local  Unions  charged  with  offenses 
such  as  your  Local  has  committed,  to 
make  any  defense  they  wish.  There- 
fore. you  are  hereby  notified  that  one 
week  from  today.  April  29th,  1914, 

I intend  to  submit  this  case  to  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together 
with  your  defense,  if  you  wish  to  sub- 
mit any,  and  all  the  testimony  in  my 
possession,  and  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  charter  of  Local  Union 
No.  69  be  revoked.  Therefore,  if  you 
desire  to  submit  a defense  to  the 
members  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  you  will  please  furnish  same 
to  me  within  the  time  above  speci- 
fied. “Fraternally  yours,

I remained  in  the  office  every  day  during 
that  week,  expecting  that  the  men  in  con- 
trol of  the  Local  would  make  some  effort 
to  adjust  the  difference  between  them- 
selves and  the  International  Union,  but  no 
such  attempt  was  made  by  them,  and  final- 
ly T received  the  following  communication 
under  date  of  April  27th,  1914: 

“Local  Union  No.  69,

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother: —

Street  at  8 p.  m.  Monday,  April  2th, 
1914,  of  which  every  member  of  Local 
Union  No.  69  was  duly  notified  to  be 
present,  the  enclosed  report  of  com- 
mittee acting  on  communication  re- 
ceived from  you  was  acted  upon,  and 
was  adopted  by  the  following  enclosed 
vote: 

“Sixty-nine  (69)  yes.  eleven  (11)  no, 
six  (6)  not  voting;  sixty-three  (63) 
members  absent.

“We  received  a communication  from 
you  on  April  22nd,  1914,  informing  us 
that  we  had  committed  a number  of 
violations  against  the  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E. 
constitution,  and  informing  us  that 
you  were  going  to  submit  the  evidence 
you  had  in  hand,  together  with  any 
evidence  we  might  wish  to  submit,  to 
the  General  Executive  Board,  with  a 
recommendation  that  our  charter  be 
revoked,  but  also  stating  that  it  was 
the  policy  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  to  give  the  fullest  opportunity 
for  a defense,  and  as  you  only  allowed 
us  one  week  to  get  our  evidence  in 
shape,  and  some  of  the  charges  being 
of  a serious  nature,  we  feel  that  you 
will  agree  with  us  that  we  be  allowed 
more  time. 

“We  therefore  appeal  to  you  to  give 
us  until  May  29th,  1914,  to  offer  our 
defense,  and  in  the  meantime  the  mem- 
bers present  of  Local  Union  No.  69 
desire  to  express  their  loyalty  to  the 
I.  U.  S.  & O.  E.,  and  also  that  we 
deny  absolutely  the  charges  contained 
in  the  communication.

Under  ordinary  circumstances  I would 
gladly  have  extended  the  time  if  I did 
not  know  positively  that  their  plea  for 
delay  was  a most  dishonest  one.  and  their 
only  object  in  asking  that  the  time  for 
action  be  postponed  was  to  give  them  an 
opportunity  to  sign  another  illegal  Local 
agreement  with  the  general  contractors  of 
Chicago.  Then,  too.  the3'  denied  all  the 
charges  against  them.  T had  at  that  time 
positive  proof  in  my  possession  that  thev 
were  guilty  of  making  one  illegal  agree- 
ment and  were  trying  to  make  another 
one. 

T then  submitted  the  entire  matter  to  the 
General  Executive  Board,  with  all  the 
evidence  in  the  case,  and  recommended 
that  the  charter  be  revoked. 

The  response  from  every  member  of  the 
General  Executive  Board  was  very  prompt 
in  this  case,  and  their  decision  was  a 
unanimous  vote  that  the  charter  of  the 
Local  be  revoked. 

On  April  29th  I wrote  the  following  let- 
ter. revoking  the  charter  of  Local  Union 
No.  69.  and  placed  it  in  the  hands  of  Fifth 
Vice  President  Finlay,  with  instructions 
to  deliver  it  to  them  personally,  and  take 
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possession  of  the  property  of  the  Local 
Union :

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

“I  am  instructed  by  the  General 
Executive  Board  to  inform  you,  and 
through  you  the  other  officers  and 
members  of  Local  Union  No.  69,  that 
its  charter  is  hereby  revoked. 

“I  am  in  receipt  of  a letter,  ad- 
dressed to  me  by  you.  under  date  of 
April  2th,  1914,  in  which  I am  ad- 
vised that  Local  Union  No.  69  official- 
ly denies  all  the  charges  contained  in 
my  letter  of  April  22nd,  1914.  You 
also  ask  that  the  Local  be  given  time 
to  make  their  defense.  I consider  you 
had  ample  time  to  present  a defense, 
if  you  had  any  to  make. 

“The  specific  charge  on  which  your 
charter  is  revoked  is  the  violation  of 
Section  9,  Article  XXI.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. You  know,  and  every  member 
of  Local  Union  No.  69  is  equally  well 
aware  of  the  fact  that  an  agreement 
has  been  entered  into  between  the 
Sewer  Constractors’  Association  of 
Chicago  and  Local  Union  No.  69,  and 
knowing  this  may  I ask  how  you  can 
make  any  defense? 

"I  have  the  original  contract,  signed 
by  five  (5)  members  of  Local  Union 
No.  69  and  the  Sewer  Contractors' 
Association  of  Chicago,  locked  in  my 
vault.  Yet,  in  the  face  of  this,  your 
Local  Union  absolutely  denies  this,  as 
well  as  the  other  charges. 

"Section  1,  Article  XVII,  of  the 
Constitution,  provides: 

" ‘Section  1.  If  at  any  time  a Local 
Union  should  withdraw,  lapse,  dis- 
solve, be  suspended  or  expelled  from 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  & 
Operating  Engineers,  the  General  Pres- 
ident shall  at  once,  in  person  or  by 
deputy,  call  upon  said  Local  Union 
and  take  possession  of  such  property, 
books  and  funds,  as  well  as  the  char- 
ter of  said  Local  Union,  all  of  which 
he  shall  receipt  for,  and  he  shall  for- 
ward to  the  general  office,  for  safe 
keeping,  such  property,  books,  funds 
and  charter.  The  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  a Local  Union  shall  be  held 
strictly  responsible  for  all  such  books, 
property,  funds  and  charter  until  they 
are  turned  over  to  the  General  Presi- 
dent or  his  authorized  representative, 
and  receipted  for.  A violation  of  this 
section  shall  be  prosecuted  by  law.’ 

“By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested 
in  me  I hereby  direct  that  all  the  prop- 
erty described  in  the  above  provision 
of  our  Constitution,  now  in  your  pos- 
session, be  turned  over  to  Fifth  Vice 
President  Will  M.  Finlay,  who  will 
take  charge  of  them  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  General  President. 

“Fraternally  yours,

“General  President.” 

Immediately  we  proceeded  to  organize  a 
new  Local  of  Hoisting  and  Portable  En- 
gineers of  Chicago,  and  on  April  30th,  1914, 
Fifth  Vice  President  Finlay  instituted  Lo- 
cal Union  No.  569.  composed  of  the  loyal 
members  of  ex-Local  Union  No.  69. 

The  secessionists  proceeded  immediately 
to  form  a “Local  Organization.”  which  is 
still  in  existence,  and  making  every  ef- 
fort to  maintain  itself  as  a “Local  Asso- 
ciation.” 

Tt  is  a distressing  fact,  which  must  be 
recited  here,  that  Local  Unions  No.  400  and 
No.  402  are  giving  support  and  encourage- 
ment to  the  rebellious  organization,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  positive  orders 


were  issued  to  these  two  Locals,  as  well 
as  all  others  in  Chicago  and  vicinity,  not 
to  permit  their  members  to  work  with  the 
outlaws. 

Immediately  after  the  new  Local  was  or- 
ganized Fifth  Vice  President  Finlay  ad- 
dressed the  following  letter  to  all  our  Lo- 
cal Unions  in  Chicago: 

“Chicago.  111.,  May  7th,  1914. 
“Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

“I  desire  to  inform  you  that  on 
April  29th,  1914,  acting  under  instruc- 
tions from  the  General  Executive 
Board  of  the  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E..  Gen- 
eral President  Comerford  revoked  the 
charter  of  Local  Union  No.  69.  I.  U. 

S.  & O.  E. 

“On  April  30th.  I,  acting  under  in- 
structions from  the  General  President, 
organized  a Local  of  Hoisting  Engi- 
neers in  this  city,  known  as  Local 
Union  No.  569,  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E. 

"You  will  therefore  instruct  your 
members  neither  to  accept  nor  work 
on  permits  issued  by  ex-Local  Union 
No.  69,  but  those  wishing  to  work  at 
this  branch  of  the  industry  shall  ap- 
ply to  the  representatives  of  the  newly 
instituted  Local,  whose  offices  are  lo- 
cated at  361  W.  Madison  Street.  Chi- 
cago, 111. 

“Trusting  you  will  give  this  matter 
your  immediate  attention,  I beg  to 
remain.  Fraternally  yours, 

(Signed)  “WILL  M.  FINLAY. 

“Fifth  Vice  President. 

“Acting  for  General  President.” 

In  some  instances  he  visited  the  Locals 
personally  to  further  explain  the  necessity 
of  having  their  members  refrain  from  giv- 
ing any  support  to  the  men  now  compos- 
ing ex-Local  Union  No.  69. 

At  the  meeting  of  Local  Union  No.  400, 
which  received  Vice  President  Finlay’s 
letter,  and  at  which  meeting  he  was  pres- 
ent. this  Local  showed  its  disloyalty  to  the 
executive  authority  by  laying  this  official 
communication  on  the  table. 

The  Business  Agent  of  this  Local.  Broth- 
er Hodgman,  has.  since  the  very  inception 
of  this  difficulty,  taken  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  that  came  to  him  to  ignore 
the  International  Union  and  give  sympathy 
and  support  to  the  men  leading  the  revolt 
against  the  International  body'. 

Brother  Hodgman,  who  has  been  elected 
a delegate  to  this  convention,  was.  at  the 
time  of  this  occurrence,  Secretary'  of  the 
Local  Joint  Executive  Board  of  Chicago. 
It  became  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of 
that  body  to  the  action  of  himself  and 
other  representatives  of  his  Local,  with 
the  result  that  they'  were  at  once  suspended 
from  the  Local  Joint  Board. 

One  of  the  last  official  acts  of  Brother 
Hodgman.  as  Secretary'  of  the  Chicago  Lo- 
cal Joint  Executive  Board,  was  to  write  me 
a communication,  in  which  he  enclosed  a 
copy  of  the  agreement  made  by  Local 
Union  No.  69  with  the  Sewer  Contractors  of 
Chicago,  and  in  which  he  stated  that  he 
was  instructed  by  the  Local  Joint  Execu- 
tive Board  to  ask  my  approval  of  that  con- 
tract. 

I learned  that  no  such  action  was  taken 
by  the  Joint  Executive  Board,  but  that  the 
very'  opposite  was  true.  The  President  of 
that  body  refused  to  entertain  the  agree- 
ment when  it  was  presented  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  Local  Union  No.  69,  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  an  illegal  contract,  and 
the  Joint  Executive  Board  would  not  per- 
mit itself  to  be  a party'  to  approving  any 
such  agreements. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  Brother 
Hodgman  tried  to  mislead  me  in  approv- 
ing this  illegal  contract  by  making  the 
misstatement  to  me  that  the  Local  Joint 
Executive  Board  of  Chicago  wished  me  to 
do  so. 
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The  letter  written  to  me  by  Brother 
Hodgman  is  as  follows: 

“Chicago,  111.,  April  27,  1914. 

“Mr.  Matt  Comerford,  Gen’l  Pres., 

“International  Union  of  Steagn  & 
Operating  Engineers, 

“6334  Yale,  Ave.,  Chicago,  111. 
“Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

“Enclosed  please  find  copy  of  agree- 
ment submitted  by  Local  Union  No. 

69  to  the  Joint  Board  for  approval, 
which  was  ordered  sent  to  you  for 
your  approval.  This  agreement  has 
been  signed,  and  is  now  in  force  and 
effect  between  the  Sewer  Contractors’ 
Association  of  Chicago  and  the  Hoist- 
ing and  Portable  Engineers  of  Local 
Union  No.  69,  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E. 

“Hoping  this  is  satisfactory  and 
clear  to  you,  and  that  you  will  return 
same  as  soon  as  possible,  and  with 
best  wishes,  I beg  to  remain, 

“Fraternally  yours, 
(Signed)  “C.  R.  HODGMAN, 
“Secretary  Local  Joint  Executive 
Board  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  & Operating  Engineers.” 

While  the  representatives  of  Local  Union 
No.  402,  of  this  city,  were  not  so  openly 
hostile  to  the  International  body,  it  acted 
equally  as  disloyal  as  Local  Union  No. 
400,  and  its  representatives  and  Business 
Agent,  Brother  George  Crowe,  acted  with 
the  representatives  of  the  expelled  Local 
whenever  an  opportunity  presented  itself, 
and  the  Local  went  even  so  far  as  to  move 
away  from  the  headquarters  which  our  Lo- 
cal No.  69  formerly  Occupied,  and  which  is 
now  occupied  by  our  new  Local  Union  No. 
569,  and  moved  into  an  office  with  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  expelled  Local. 

In  violation  of  the  orders  issued  by  the 
General  Executive  Board  that  the  Chi- 
cago Stationary  Locals  should  not  permit 
their  members  to  work  with  those  of  ex- 
Local  No.  69,  or  to  accept  permits  from 
them.  Local  Union  No.  402  and  its  repre- 
sentatives entirely  ignored  these  instruc- 
tions, and  have  been  most  active  in  sup- 
port of  the  outlaw  organization. 

At  this  point  I desire  to  direct  the  at- 
tention of  the  delegates  to  the  system  of 
permits  which  has  always  prevailed  in  Chi- 
cago, and  which,  in  my  judgment,  has  al- 
ways been  responsible  for  the  discord  in 
Stationary  Locals. 

It  was  the  extensive  issuance  of  permits 
to  members  of  old  Local  Union  No.  3 which 
was  the  chief  cause  of  the  trouble  in  that 
organization,  and  which  finally  brought 
about  its  dissolution. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  those  dele- 
gates who  attended  the  Denver  conven- 
tion, when  the  case  of  old  Local  Union  No. 
3 was  presented  to  that  body,  it  was  shown 
that  the  men  who  really  disrupted  Local 
Union  No.  3,  by  their  illegal  practices  of 
stuffing  ballot  boxes,  and  other  dishonest 
acts,  were  practically  all  the  men  who  had 
been  working  on  permits  issued  by  Local 
Union  No.  69.  In  the  present  controversy 
just  the  same  conditions  prevail. 

President  Reichert,  of  Local  Union  No. 
400,  came  to  my  office  recently  for  the  pur- 
pose of  trying  to  find  out  some  way  to 
adjust  their  present  difficulties,  and  dur- 
ing his  visit  he  told  me  that  the  men  in 
Local  Union  No.  400  who  were  working 
constantly  on  portable  work  on  permits 
from  Local  Union  No.  69  practically  con- 
trolled the  destiny  of  his  Local,  as  they 
are  in  constant  attendance  at  the  meet- 
ings, and  he  readily  admitted  that  if  these 
men  could  be  eliminated  from  their  Local 
that  Local  Union  No.  400  could  be  con- 
fined exclusively  to  Stationary  Engineers, 
and  there  would  be  no  further  difficulty 
whatever. 

To  a very  large  extent  this  is  also  true 
of  Local  Union  No.  402,  as  I am  informed 
by  some  of  its  members  that  for  years  a 
large  number  of  members  of  that  Local 
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have  not  worked  at  the  Stationary  branch 
of  our  trade,  but  are  employed  constantly 
on  Portable  work,  and  working  on  per- 
mits. 

In  my  judgment,  this  convention  should 
take  whatever  steps  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary to  abolish  this  permit  system  so  far 
as  it  applies  to  members  of  Stationary  Lo- 
cals who  are  constantly  working  on  Porta- 
ble work. 

As  the  time  for  holding  this  convention 
was  rapidly  approaching,  we  made  no 
special  efforts  to  control  all  the  portable 
work  in  Chicago,  as  these  men  gave  notice 
of  appeal  to  this  convention,  and  I there- 
fore submit  the  entire  question  to  you  for 
consideration  and  action. 

THE  GERMAN  ENGINEERS’  CONTRO- 
VERSY. 

The  St.  Paul  convention  ordered  that  a 
charter  be  issued  to  an  organization  gen- 
erally known  as  “German  Engineers  of 
New  York,”  with  jurisdiction  in  the 
Boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens. 

A few  months  later  complaint  was  made 
to  the  General  Executive  Board  that  Local 
Union  No.  518  was  interfering  with  the 
charter  rights  of  Local  Union  No.  20  by 
placing  men  in  positions  in  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  and  in  some  instances  on  jobs 
covered  by  contract  secured  by  Local 
Union  No.  20. 

I attempted  to  bring  about  an  adjust- 
ment of  the  dispute  between  the  two  or- 
ganizations, but  without  any  success.  It 
was  finally  shown  that  practically  every 
member  of  Local  Union  No.  518  was  work- 
ing in  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and 
Bronx,  and  hardly  a member  of  the  Lo- 
cal working  in  the  jurisdiction  covered  by 
their  charter. 

Local  Union  No.  518  was  warned  by  rm 
that  unless  they  discontinued  interfering 
with  these  jobs  controlled  by  L.  U.  No.  20 
trouble  would  surely  result  for  their  or- 
ganization. No  attention  whatever  was 
paid  to  any  suggestions  made  by  me  in  the 
matter,  and  with  the  result  that  L.  U.  No. 
20  demanded  the  revocation  of  the  charter, 
on  the  ground  that  all  members  of  L.  U. 
No.  518  were  working  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  L.  U.  No.  20. 

The  case  was  submitted  to  the  General 
Executive  Board,  and  a decision  rendered 
ordering  the  charter  of  L.  U.  No.  518  re- 
voked. These  instructions  were  complied 
with,  and  the  charter  of  the  local  revoked. 
THE  NECESSITY  FOR  UNIFORM  DUES. 

In  several  cities  where  a number  of  Sta- 
tionary Locals  are  in  existence,  consider- 
able difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  hav- 
ing them  agree  on  uniform  dues  and  initia- 
tion fee.  In  cities  where  more  than  one 
Stationary  Local  exists  the  necessity  of 
having  them  charge  the  same  amount  for 
dues  and  initiation  fee  must  be  apparent 
to  all  of  you,  and  because  of  the  necessity 
of  some  action  on  this  question  by  the  con- 
vention, I am  submitting  one  case  for  your 
consideration,  so  that  a positive  decision 
will  be  rendered,  which  will  guide  Local 
Joint  Executive  Boards,  as  well  as  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board,  in  the  future. 

Recently  I received  the  following  letter 
from  L.  U.  No.  540  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in 
which  complaint  is  made  that  their  sister 
Local  Union  No.  542  refuses  to  increase  its 
dues  to  the  amount  charged  by  L.  U.  No. 
540.

“Mr.  Matt  Comerford,  Gen.  Pres. 

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother — 

“I  wish  to  inform  you  of  action 
taken  at  our  last  meeting  as  follows: 

We  have  been  paying  50  cents  dues 
in  this  Local  since  we  started,  and  as 
our  financial  condition  was  so  bad,  we 
decided  to  raise  our  dues  to  $1.00.  This 
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was  done  with  very  little  opposition, 
but  here  is  what  we  have  to  contend 
with.  Our  sister  Liocal  Union  No.  542 
does  not  feel  inclined  to  do  the  same, 
and  some  of  our  members  have  already 
asked  for  Clearance  Cards,  and  we 
have  granted  the  same. 

“We  have  no  Joint  Executive  Board 
here.  We  did  have,  but  it  broke  up  last 
winter.  We  have  decided  to  retain  a 
Business  Agent,  but  No.  542  has  not 
one  at  present,  so  you  see  L.  U.  No.  540 
is  paying  the  freight  and  L.  U.  No.  542 
is  getting  the  benefit  as  much  as  we 
are,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
both  miscellaneous  Locals. 

“What  we  desire  to  know  is:  Can 

L.  U.  No.  542  be  compelled  to  raise 
their  dues.  If  not  can  we  refuse  to 
issue  Clearance  Cards  to  our  members? 

"Please  give  us  all  the  information 
you  can  along  this  line.  We  also  feel 
that  owing  to  the  fact  that  L.  U.  No. 
540  is  paying  the  freight,  and  doing 
all  the  work  that  is  being  done,  that 
we  ought  to  control  the  contracts  that 
are  in  force  in  this  city,  and  because 
of  the  fact  that  we  are  unable  to  get  a 
Joint  Board  working  good. 

"Hoping  to  hear  from  you  in  the 
very  near  future,  and  that  I will  have 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  in  Peoria. 
111.,  in  September,  I remain

In  my  judgment  the  Local  Joint  Execu- 
tive Board  of  cities  having  more  than  one 
Stationary  Local  should  be  given  author- 
ity to  establish  uniform  dues  and  initia- 
tion fees. 

CHARTER  FOR  YONKERS,  N.  Y. 

For  nearly  two  years  I have  had  corres- 
nondence  with  a number  of  Engineers  in 
the  city  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y..  who  desire  to 
secure  a charter  for  that  city. 

At  the  very  outset  I informed  these  men 
that  there  would  be  very  litle  difficulty  in 
having  a Stationary  charter  issued  to  them, 
but  that  the  General  President,  nor  the 
General  Executive  Board,  had  no  right  to 
issue  a charter  in  that  city  to  cover 
Portable  work. 

The  action  of  the  Denver  convention  of 
our  organization  in  giving  jurisdiction  to 
L.  U.  No.  184  and  L.  U.  No.  403  over  a terri- 
tory described  by  a radius  of  25  miles  from 
the  New  York  City  Hall,  was  quoted  to 
them,  and  the  information  given  that  we 
bad  no  authority  to  issue  a Portable  char- 
ter in  Yonkers  without  the  consent  of  the 
two  New  York  Locals. 

These  men  refused  to  accept  a Station- 
ary charter,  as  they  frankly  admitted  that 
most  of  the  men  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  application  worked  at  Portable  work, 
and  that  few,  if  any  of  them,  held  Sta- 
tionary positions. 

I would  not  burden  this  report  with  a 
recital  of  this  case  if  it  were  not  for  the 
fact  that  these  gentlemen  have  seen  fit  to 
circularize  all  the  Local  Unions  of  our  In- 
ternational body,  complaining  bitterly 
against  the  action  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  in  refusing  to  grant  them  a 
charter. 

This  entire  matter,  together  with  the 
correspondence,  is  therefore  submitted  for 
your  consideration.  (FOLDER  NO.  1.) 

COMPLAINT  OF  NEWARK  CENTRAL 
BODY. 

During  my  several  visits  to  Newark,  N. 
•T..  I met  a number  of  men  prominent  in 
the  labor  movement  in  that  city,  nearly  all 
of  whom  censured  our  organization  severe- 
ly because  we  refused  to  establish  a Local 
of  Hoisting  and  Portable  Engineers  in 
Newark. 


In  all  such  cases  I explained  to  them  how 
impossible  it  was  for  me  to  do  anything  in 
the  matter,  as  a result  of  the  decision  of 
the  Denver  convention.  However,  I agreed 
to  submit  the  matter  to  this  convention, 
so  that  the  question  would  be  given  con- 
sideration, and  a decision  rendered  on  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  any  change  will 
he  made  in  our  present  arrangements. 

I therefore  quote  herewith  a letter  re- 
ceived by  me  from  Henry  F.  Hilfers,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Essex  Trades  Council. 

“ESSEX  TRADES  COUNCIL. 

“Newark,  N.  J.,  May  29,  1914. 
"Mr.  Matt  Comerford. 

"6334  Yale  Ave.,  Chicago,  111. 

"Dear  Sir: — 

“At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the 
Essex  Trades  Council  I was  instructed 
to  enter  a protest  with  you  against  the 
twenty-five  (25)  mile  jurisdiction  of 
the  Hoisting  Engineers’  Union  of  New 
York  City. 

"The  Essex  Trades  Council  has  for 
years  past  protested  against  the  New 
York  Unions  having  jurisdiction  over 
this  territory,  and  has  declared  itself 
in  favor  of  Local  charters  being  grant- 
ed by  the  International  Union  to  cover 
this  territory,  as  we  believe  we  have 
proved  so  conclusively  that  better  re- 
sults can  be  accomplished. 

"The  reason  for  this  protest  is  that 
there  has  been  numerous  clashes  be- 
tween the  members  of  your  organiza- 
tion that  reside  in  New  York  and  mem- 
bers of  your  organization  that  live  in 
Newark.  The  Council  has  declared  it- 
self time  and  again  that  when  any 
Local  work  is  to  be  done  the  men  re- 
siding here  should  be  given  the  prefer- 
ence. We  therefore  ask  you.  as  the 
International  President,  to  take  up  this 
matter  at  your  earliest  opportunity, 
and  grant  a charter  to  the  Hoisting 
Engineers  of  Newark  and  vicinity.

IS  A CHAUFFEUR  AN  ENGINEER? 

The  question  has  frequentlv  been  sub- 
mitted to  me  for  reply,  “IS  A CHAUFFEUR 
AN  ENGINEER?” 

Our  International  Union  has  always 
claimed  jurisdiction  over  the  men  operat- 
ing gas  engines  in  power  plants  or  on 
construction  work,  but  no  decision  has  ever 
been  rendered  by  a convention  of  our  or- 
ganization on  the  question  as  to  whether 
or  not  a chauffeur  is  an  Engineer. 

Many  of  our  members  who  have  accepted 
positions  as  chauffeurs  contend  that  it  is 
much  more  reasonable  to  expect  that  they 
retain  their  membership  in  our  organiza- 
tion instead  of  joining  the  Teamsters' 
Union,  as  in  some  cases  it  is  contended 
they  should  do.  on  the  ground  that  operat- 
ing an  automobile  is  Engineers’  work,  and 
that  their  position  as  chauffeur  come® 
much  closer  to  that  of  an  Engineer  than  a 
teamster. 

Recently  I received  the  following  letter 
from  the  Secretary  of  our  Dubuque.  Iowa. 
Local: 

"Local  Union  No.  204, 
"Dubuque,  la.,  Aug.  8,  1914. 

"Mr.  Matt  Comerford. 

"General  President. 

"Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

"We  have  a case  on  hand  that  we 
would  like  your  opinion  on  as  soon  as 
possible.  It  is; 
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“One  of  our  members  has  a position 
as  chauffeur  for  a wholesale  house. 
He  is  getting  a higher  salary  on  ac- 
count of  his  engineering  ability  and 
skill  than  any  other  chauffeur  in  the 
city  can  command.  Now  comes  the 
teamsters’  Business  Agent  and  threat- 
ens trouble  if  our  member  does  not 
transfer  to  their  Local,  claiming  that 
they  have  jurisdiction. 

“This  is  what  we  wish  to  know:  The 
chauffeurs  have  no  Local  here,  .and  we 
do  not  see  how  the  teamsters  can 
claim  jurisdiction  any  more  than  we 
can  but  we  want  to  be  right,  and  if 
the  teamsters  have  jurisdiction  we 
will  govern  ourselves  accordingly.

I submit  this  letter  for  your  considera- 
tion, so  that  a positive  declaration  may 
be  made  on  this  question  for  the  guidance 
of  your  officers  in  the  future. 

COAL  HOISTING  ENGINEERS. 

From  the  very  inception  of  our  Interna- 
tional Union  the  question  of  jurisdiction 
over  the  Engineers  in  the  coal  mines  has 
been  under  consideration.  The  United 
Mine  Workers  and  the  Western  Federation 
of  Miners,  as  well,  resisted  all  efforts  on 
our  part  to  organize  the  Engineers  in  and 
around  the  mines. 

At  one  time  fully  1.500  first-class  Engi- 
neers in  the  anthracite  coal  regions  held 
membership  in  our  International  Union,  but 
the  fierce  hostility  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers  forced  these  men  to  relinquish 
their  cards  in  our  Union,  and  much  against 
the  desire  of  these  men  they  were  com- 
pelled to  continue  their  work  as  non-union- 
ists, as  a great  majority  of  them  never  did 
agree  to  join  the  United  Mine  Workers. 

In  submitting  this  matter  to  the  con- 
vention, I am  not  doing  so  for  the  pur- 
pose of  advocating  any  change  in  our  pres- 
ent policy,  but  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  delegates  to  the  great  injustice  that 
has  been  done  to  the  Engineers  working  in 
and  around  the  coal  mines,  by  refusing  to 
permit  them  to  ioin  the  Union  of  their  own 
craft,  and  to  advise  you  of  the  scant  con- 
sideration that  the  Engineers  receive 
either  from  the  United  Mine  Workers  or 
the  Western  Federation  of  Miners. 

At  the  Rochester  convention  I called  the 
attention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  the  fact 
that  the  Miners  entered  into  a twelve  (12) 
hour  contract  for  the  Engineers  while  se- 
curing an  eight  (.8)  hour  workday  for  the 
miners. 

To  impress  the  necessity  of  doing  some- 
thing for  our  Brother  Engineers  in  the 
coal  mines,  and  to  bring  this  old  matter 
more  clearly  before  you  than  any  words  of 
mine  could  do.  I quote  herewith,  for  your 
consideration,  two  letters  from  among  the 
number  T have  received  on  this  subject, 
which  will  show  clearly  that  the  Engineers 
in  Indiana,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  are  trying 
to  be  relieved  from  the  burden  'mnosed 
upon  them  by  the  United  Mine  Workers, 
by  refusing  to  secure  for  them  wages  and 
hours  which  the  importance  of  their  work 
justly  entitles  them  to.  and  that  these  men 
desire  to  become  members  of  the  Inter- 
national Union: 

“Terre  Haute,  Ind.,  May  14,  1914. 

“Mr.  Matthew  Comerford, 

“Chicago.  111. 

“Dear  Sir: — 

"The  Coal  Hoisting  Engineers  of 
Indiana  desire  to  organize  a Local  of 
International  Union  of  Steam  & Oper- 
ating Engineers.  You  know,  at  the 
St.  Paul  convention,  a resolution  was 
adopted,  asking  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  turn 
the  Coal  Hoisting  Engineers  from  the 
Miners’  organization  over  to  us,  but,  if 


I am  informed  right,  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
refused,  but  instructed  the  U.  M.  W. 
of  A.  to  grant  the  Engineers  the  same 
hours  as  the  Miners  had.  The  U.  M. 

W.  of  A.,  Dist.  11,  have  just  closed  a 
contract  for  the  next  two  years  with 
the  Engineers,  hours  and  conditions 
not  changed  in  the  least.  Therefore, 
the  Engineers  and  Firemen  desire  to 
form  a Local  of  the  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E. 
in  Indiana,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
this  contract,  which  expires  April  1st, 
1916,  we  believe  we  can  better  our  con- 
ditions. There  are  about  280  engine 
men  in  Dist.  11.  There  are  several 
strip  miners  in  Indiana,  and  they  use 
steam  shovels.  The  Engineers  on  the 
shovels  belong  to  the  Steam  Shovel- 
men’s  Union,  and  get  $155  per  month. 
The  U.  M.  W.  of  A.  are  trying  to  force 
them  into  the  Miners,  and  if  they  do 
their  wages  will  be  reduced  to  our 
scale,  which  is  $93.57. 

“There  will  have  to  be  something 
done,  as  the  Engineers  are  bound  to  or- 
ganize. Shall  I organize  them  in  the 
I.  U.  of  S.  & O.  E.?  Please  advise  me 
at  once.  “Fraternally  yours,

“Mr.  Matt  Comerford, 

“General  President. 

"Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

“The  Coal  Hoisting  Engineers  and 
Firemen  of  Dist.  11  held  a meeting 
this  evening,  and  by  a unanimous  vote 
expressed  their  desire  to  become  mem- 
bers of  the  I.  U.  of  S.  & O.  E.,  even 
if  they  still  had  to  remain  members 
and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  U.  M. 
W.  of  A.  They  think  by  becoming 
members  of  the  I.  U.  of  S.  & O.  E.  it 
would  have  more  prestige  at  the  next 
convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  get 
us  released  from  the  Miners. 

“They  have  deposited  money  for 
charter,  which  I will  forward  as  soon 
as  I hear  from  you. 

“Fraternally  yours, 

(Signed)  “B.  J.  HIXON.” 

I therefore  urge  that  this  subject  be 
given  careful  consideration. 

APPRENTICE  ENGINEERS. 

The  last  convention  of  our  International 
Union,  held  at  St.  Paul.  Minn.,  decided 
to  organize  and  control  our  helpers  and  ap- 
prentices. This  action  was  deemed  neces- 
sary as  a result  of  the  well  defined  division 
among  the  men  employed  in  power  plants 
resulting  from  two  organizations  of  engi- 
neers and  firemen  being  in  existence  when 
ene  could  much  better  conduct  their  af- 
fairs. 

This  decision  was  practically  forced  on 
our  organization  as  a result  of  the  hostil- 
ity displayed  at  everv  opportunity  by  the 
men  engaged  in  conducting  the  affairs  of 
the  Firemen’s  organization.  Then.  too.  the 
necessity  for  this  action  was  brought  home 
to  us  by  the  decisions  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  ;n 
a similar  case,  when  efforts  were  success- 
fully made  to  amalgamate  branches  of  the 
same  trade  into  one  strong  organization. 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  St.  Paul 
convention  your  officers  were  preparing  to 
nut  the  decision  of  the  convention  into  ef- 
fect, when  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  at  its  conven- 
tion in  Rochester,  issued  a restraining  or- 
der on  us.  and  forbid  that  we  should  or- 
ganize our  own  helpers  and  apprentices. 
Although  realizing  the  injustice  of  this 
decision,  and  recognizing  the  arbitrary 
position  taken  by  the  A.  F.  of  L..  we  re- 
spected the  mandate,  and  refused  to  issue 
charters  to  apprentice  engineers,  although 
we  had  applications  from  several  localities. 
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even  in  the  short  time  that  elapsed  be- 
tween our  convention  and  the  meeting  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L. 

While  your  delegates  to  that  conven- 
tion did  not  expect  that  the  A.  P.  of  L. 
would  immediately  place  the  seal  of  ap- 
proval on  our  decision  to  organize  appren- 
tices, we  did  expect  that  some  effort  would 
be  made  by  that  convention  to  bring  the 
two  organizations  together,  with  a view  of 
amalgamation,  as  had  been  done  in  the 
case  of  the  Carpenters,  AVoodworkers  and 
the  Amalgamated  Carpenters,  and  the 
Plumbers  and  Steam  Fitters. 

At  the  following  convention  of  the  A. 
P.  of  L.,  held  in  Seattle.  Wash.,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Firemen’s  organization 
brought  charges  against  us,  and  endeavored 
to  show  that  we  had  violated  the  decision 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  by  organizing  Firemen. 
However,  they  were  unable  to  show  that 
convention  where  one  charter  had  been 
granted. 

No  doubt  at  the  coming  convention  a 
similar  attempt  will  be  made,  as  X under- 
stand the  officers  of  the  Firemen  are  pre- 
paring to  make  a vigorous  attack  on  us  be- 
cause we  organized  a Local  of  Firemen  in 
Boston,  and  because  of  this  attitude  on 
their  part  I deem  it  necessary  to  recite 
the  facts  connected  with  the  formation  of 
Local  Union  No.  559. 

During  the  attendance  of  First  Vice 
President  Snellings  and  myself  at  a con- 
ference of  the  Building  Trades  at  Boston. 
Mass.,  which  was  called  as  a result  of  the 
decision  of  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment, the  representatives  of  our  Local 
Union  No.  lfi  and  263  called  on  us  at 
the  hotel,  and  urged  that  some  steps  be 
taken  to  counteract  the  efforts  of  Local 
Union  No.  243  of  the  Firemen. 

It  was  stated  that  this  Fireman’s  Local 
was  composed  of  both  Engineers  and  Fire- 
men, and  with  the  Engineers  practically 
dominating'  the  destinies  of  the  organiza- 
tion. Evidence  was  shown  us  " which 
proved  conclusively  that  the  statements 
made  by  the  representatives  of  the  two 
locals  above  mentioned  were  not  in  any 
way  exaggerated.  The  letterhead  of  this 
Firemans  Local  proclaimed  in  large  type 
that  it  was  an  Engineers’  as  well  as  a 
Firemen’s  organization-  The  sign  on  the 
entrance  to  their  hall  reads: 

LOCAL  243 

FIREMEN  and  ENGINEERS 
Employment  Bureau 
Office  Top  Floor 
Phone:  Tremont  640 

Through  the  activity  of  our  Brother  J. 
A.  Nash  of  L.  U.  No.  16,  I am  in  possession 
of  eight  (8)  membership  books  surren- 
dered by  members  of  Firemen’s  Local  No. 
243  when  they  became  members  of  our 
Local  Union  No.  559,  also  proving  conclu- 
sively that  the  union  was  an  Engineers’  as 
well  as.  Firemen’s  organization.'" 

Brother  Snellings  and  myself  explained 
to  our  brothers  of  Local  Unions  Nos.  16 
and  263  that  the  General  Executive  Board 
had  decided  not  to  issue  charters  to  ap- 
prentice engineers  as  a result  of  the  deci- 
sion of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  until  another  con- 
vention of  our  International  Union  had  an 
opportunity  to  again  consider  this  ques- 
tion. 

They  insisted,  however,  that  we  do 
something  to  take  the  Engineers  then  in 
membership  in  Local  Union  No.  243  away 
from  the  Firemen’s  Union,  and  it  was  then 
proposed  to  organize  an  additional  Local 
Union  in  Boston,  composed  of  these  men. 

An  application  for  charter  was  received 
from  twenty  20)  Engineers  then  holding 
membership  in  Firemen’s  Local  No  243 

Vice-President  Snellings  was  instructed 
to  investigate  the  applicants  for  this  char- 
ter, and  find  out  if  all  of  them  were  actu- 
ally Engineers  engaged  in  running  plants. 


He  reported  “all  men  applying  for  this 
charter  are  Operating  Engineers.”  Upon 
receipt  of  this  information  the  application, 
as  in  all  such  cases,  was  submitted  to  our 
Stationary  Locals  of  Boston,  and  when  the 
required  three-fourths  majority*  vote  in 
favor  of  same  was  received  in  this  office, 
the  charter  was  issued. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  the  delegates 
representing  the  Stationary  Locals,  par- 
ticularly, that  some  action  must  be  taken 
which  will  ultimately  result  in  one  organi- 
zation for  the  men  of  our  craft.  It  is  a 
very  distressing  spectacle  to  see  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Engineers  endeavoring 
to  secure  better  conditions  from  the  own- 
ers of  power  plants  and  witness  an  or- 
ganization of  their  helpers  and  appren- 
tices working  to  the  very  best  of  their 
ability  to  defeat  the  efforts  of  the  Engi- 
neers by  refusing  to  work  in  harmony 
with  them. 

In  recent  occurrences  in  New  York  and 
Boston,  when  the  officials  of  all  the  trades 
in  the  paper  mills  were  attempting  to  se- 
cure a new  agreement  to  get  better  con- 
ditions for  all  paper  mill  employees,  the 
representatives  of  the  Firemens’  Union 
openly  took  sides  with  the  employers,  and 
as  best  they  could  attempted  to  defeat  the 
efforts  of  the  representatives  of  the 
Unions  involved.  It  was  agreed  by  all 
these  representatives  that  never  in  their 
experience  had  they  seen  such  a betrayal 
of  the  interests  of  the  wage  workers  as 
was  displayed  on  this  occasion  by  the 
representatives  of  the  Firemen. 

If  additional  evidence  had  been  needed 
to  convince  anyone  that  it  is  necessary 
for  the  Engineers  and  Firemen  to  be  in 
one  organization,  it  was  certainly  fur- 
nished by  the  Firemen’s  representatives 
on  the  two  occasions  above  mentioned. 

The  weekly  reports  of  our  organizers  to 
the  general  office,  as  well  as  the  letters 
received  by  me  from  them,  indicate  that 
in  nearly  all  sections  of  the  country  the 
Firemen  themselves  are  really  anxious  to 
secure  the  privilege  of  working  in  a close 
alliance  with  our  Stationary  Locals. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  specify  as 
to  the  localities,  and  I will  therefore  iust 
mention  two  of  the  cities  where  the  Fire- 
men desire  to  become  attached  to  our 
organization. 

Immediately  after  the  St.  Paul  conven- 
tion we  received  an  application  for  char- 
ter from  the  apprentice  Engineers  of  New 
York  City,  with  350  names  attached.  From 
Pittsburgh.  Pa.,  came  a further  request, 
through  our  Stationary  Local  there,  that 
the  Firemen  be  admitted  to  membership 
either  as  Engineers  in  our  Local  LTnion, 
or  under  a separate  charter. 

Tt  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  re- 
quest came  to  us  two  weeks  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Firemen’s  convention 
in  that  city. 

With  this  brief  review  of  the  case.  I 
submit  the  matter  for  your  consideration, 
with  the  recommendation  that  we  affirm 
the  decision  of  the  St.  Paul  convention 
with  reference  to  organizing  and  con- 
trolling our  apprentices. 

PANAMA  CANAL. 

During  the  past  year  I have  had  some 
correspondence  with  Engineers  employed 
on  the  Panama  Canal,  urging  that  our  or- 
ganization take  steps  to  form  one  or  more 
Locals  of  our  International  Union  in  the 
Canal  Zone. 

With  the  exception  of  the  men  operating 
steam  shovels,  there  is  no  organization  of 
Engineers  in  the  locality,  and  it  appears, 
as  a result,  that  it  is  quite  difficult  for  the 
men  of  our  trade,  employed  by  the  gov- 
ernment on  this  work,  to  secure  the  same 
consideration  that  mechanics  of  the  or- 
ganized trades  are  getting. 

When  the  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  permanent  government  of  the  Canal 


Zone,  and  for  the  employment  of  mechan- 
ics and  laborers  in  the  various  trades,  it 
was  found  that  an  effort  was  made  by  the 
officials  to  reduce  the  wages  of  practically 
all  the  employees. 

The  office  of  the  Metal  Trades  Depart- 
ment of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
has  been  very  active  in  preventing-  this 
wholesale  reduction  of  wages  of  the  men, 
but  I am  informed  by  the  .Engineers  who 
correspond  with  me  that  unless  they  have 
Local  Unions  of  their  own  to  handle  these 
matters  on  the  ground  it  will  be  difficult 
for  them  to  accomplish  much. 

As  the  General  Executive  Board  has 
not  had  sufficient  funds  for  organizing 
jjurposes  in  the  cities  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  nothing  was  attempted  in  the 
way  of  organizing  the  men  of  our  trade  on 
the  Canal. 

As  I am  not  in  possession  of  sufficient 
information  as  to  the  number  of  Engi- 
neers that  will  be  permanently  employed, 
etc.,  I do  not  wish  to  make  any  recom- 
mendations of  this  subject,  but  merely 
direct  the  attention  of  the  delegates  to 
this  quesion,  and  have  them  decide 
whether  or  not  an  effort  be  made  in  the 
future  to  form  a Local  or  Locals  of  Engi- 
neers employed  on  the  Panama  Canal. 

MEMBERSHIP  IN  TWO  TRADE  UNIONS. 

Letters  frequently  come  to  my  office, 
requesting  me  to  decide  whether  or  not  a 
member  of  one  of  our  Local  Unions  can 
hold  a card  of  membership  in  another 
Trade  Union.  This  ^question  has  been  dis- 
cussed at  different  times,  and  with  vary- 
ing opinions  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
and  members  of  our  Local  Unions. 

Prior  to  the  St.  Louis  convention  of 
the  Building  Trades’  Department,  we  had 
been  discouraging,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
carrying  of  two  cards,  but  that  conven- 
tion decided  that  a man  had  a right  to 
carry  a card  in  two  of  the  affiliated  or- 
ganizations, provided  he  complied  with  the 
laws  of  both  Unions,  and  did  nothing  To 
violate  these  laws,  or  the  working  rules  of 
either  one. 

As  a result  of  this  decision,  I decided 
in  all  cases  since  that  time,  that  a man 
had  the  privilege  of  carrying  two  cards. 

This  question  is  submitted  to  the  con- 
vention for  consideration  and  a decision, 
so  that  in  the  future  there  will  be  no 
misunderstanding  of  the  attitude  of  our 
organization  on  this  subject. 

INSURANCE. 

In  compliance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  St.  Paul  convention,  the  four  plans  of 
insurance  were  submitted  to  our  Local 
Unions  for  a referendum  vote.  The  plans 
submitted  were  from  the 

Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Co. 

Germania  Life  Insurance  Co. 

The  plan  drafted  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, and  the  one  proposed  by  Local 
Union  No.  72  of  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 

Circulars  were  sent  to  all  Local  Unions, 
and  these  plans  were  also  published  in 
the  official  Journal.  Indeed,  every  effort 
was  made  to  get  as  large  a proportion  of 
our  membership  to  vote  on  this  question 
as  possible.  The  referendum  vote  re- 
sulted as  follows: 


members  as  possible  should  apply  for  the 
insurance. 


Although  2,05  7 voted  in  l'avor  of  the 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company’s 
plan,  from  the  time  the  applications  were 
distributed,  which  is  almost  a year  ago, 
until  the  present  time,  only  383  members 
made  application  for  the  Insurance. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  Local 
Unions  making,  returns,  and  the  number 
of  members  from  each,  as  well  as  the 
total  ages  and  total  premiums:

It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  age  of 
the  members  applying  for  this  insurance  is 
45  years,  and  that  the  monthly  premium  on 
the  383  members  would  be,  at  the  present 
age,  about  $1.40  per  month. 

A glance  at  these  figures  will  show  that 
only  the  old  men  in  the  organization  ap- 
plied, which  brings  the  premium  to  this 
amount,  and  which  resulted  in  the  present 
high  rate. 

Before  the  matter  was  submitted  to  the 
Locals  the  General  Secretary  Treasurer  and 
myself  endeavored  to  find  the  average  age 
of  our  membership  by  taking  a number  of 
Locals,  and  we  found  the  average  age  of 
the  general  membership  to  be  about  33 
years.  This  shows  clearly  that  if  the  gen- 
eral membership  applied  for  this  insurance, 
the  average  age  would  be  less  than  35 
years,  and  that  the  monthly  premium 
would  be  as  originally  estimated,  about 
$1.00  per  month. 

Your  officers  made  every  effort  to  have 
this  insurance  scheme  become  effective,  but 
it  is  quite  clear  from  the  returns  that  our 
membership  do  not  look  with  favor  on  any 
insurance  in  connection  with  our  organiza- 
tion.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Plan  submitted 
by  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany received  the  large  majority  of  the 
votes,  and  the  General  Executive  Board 
immediately  proceeded  to  put  this  plan 
into  effect. 

As  soon  as  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  furnished  us  application 
blanks,  they  were  forwarded  to  the  Local 
Unions,  and  a request  made  that  as  many 


The  general  office  has  had  some  diffi- 
culty with  branch  Locals,  as  in  some  cases 
the  parent  Local  insists  that  all  business 
with  the  general  offices  should  be  done 
through  the  Local.  At  the  present  time 
some  friction  exists  between  Local  Union 
No.  556  and  Local  Union  No.  556— Branch  A. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  misunderstand- 
ing in  the  future,  this  matter  is  submitted 
to  the  convention,  with  the  suggestion  that 
a decision  be  rendered,  stating  clearly 
what  the  relations  should  be  between  the 
Locals  and  their  branches  where  these 
branches  exist. 
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I received  the  following  communication 
from  Local  Union  No.  531  of  Cobalt,  Ont., 
regarding  conditions  in  that  city,  and  to 
which  I desire  to  call  your  attention. 

“Cobalt,  Ont.,  Aug.  26,  1914. 
“Mr.  M.  Comerford, 

“General  President. 

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

Now,  sir,  as  you  no  doubt  are  aware, 
the  war  scare  has  hit  our  camp  prob- 
ably harder  than  most  places,  as  most 
of  the  mines  are  closed  and  others  run- 
ning half  time.  Of  our  26  members 
not  more  than  5 or  6 are  at  their  trade 
at  present,  and  many  of  them  idle. 

“Now  we  wish  to  hold  our  charter 
and  our  room  open  for  the  boys.  Could 
you  give  me  some  suggestion  how  best 
to  manage,  as  our  room  rent  is  $10.00 
per  month,  besides  Per  Capita  Tax,  and 
I am  sure  some  of  the  boys,  in  fact, 
many  with  families  to  keep,  cannot 
pay  their  dues. 

“Would  it  be  possible,  if  it  comes  to 
the  worst  for  headquarters  to  carry 
our  Local  for  a while  in  some  way? 
“Awaiting  an  early  reply,  I remain

“Your  letter  received,  suggesting 
that  we  send  a communication  direct 
to  the  convention  in  regard  to  financial 
assistance.  I will  take  the  suggestion 
offered  us  by  you  if  you  will  direct  it 
through  the  convention,  as  we  are  not 
able  financially  to  send  a delegate  to 
represent  us  and  ask  for  assistance. 
The  reasons  for  assistance  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

“FIRST:  That  our  Local  being  small 

number  of  members  in  good  stand- 
ing. 

“SECOND:  That  we  are  not  able  to 

keep  our  business  agent  on  the  road 
and  pay  him  a fair  salary. 

“THIRD:  That  work  in  our  line  is  not 

plenty  on  account  of  this  war  now  in 
progress. 

“FOURTH:  That  the  outlying  dis- 

trict of  Montreal  and  vicinity  we  are 
not  able  to  organize,  as  we  are  not 
able  to  pay  expenses. 

“FIFTH:  As  we  are  young  in  the  la- 

bor world  and  the  prospects  are 
bright  if  we  only  can  get  help  to  put 
us  up  to  the  other  Locals  in  this  city. 
"SIXTH:  Our  agreements  are  now  be- 

fore the  Contractors’  Association, 
which  may  be  an  indefinite  time  be- 
fore being  signed. 

"SEVENTH:  That  if  it  is  possible  for 

the  convention  to  take  any  action  in 
regard  to  our  assistance  by  sending 
an  organizer,  or  help  paying  the  one 
we  have,  who  has  been  doing  good 
work  for  the  past  five  weeks,  Local 
Union  No.  550  of  the  Operating  En- 
gineers would  be  very  thankful.

MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP  OF  PUBLIC 
UTILITIES. 

The  last  convention  of  our  organization, 
particularly,  had  under  consideration  the 
question  of  Municipal  Ownership  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities,  as  it  was  agreed  this  subject 
vitally  affected  the  men  of  our  calling.  It 
has  been  recognized  very  generally  that 
the  public  service  lighting  companies,  in 
recent  years,  have  endeavored  to  destroy 
the  isolated  plants  in  order  to  promote  the 
extension  of  central  lighting  and  power 
stations. 

Our  conventions  have  made  several 
declarations  on  this  subject,  in  which  our 
Local  Unions  were  encouraged  in  their  ef- 
forts to  show  that  a properly  isolated 
plant  can  furnish  light  and  power  cheaper 
than  can  be  purchased  from  the  central 
station.  In  a few  cities  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  our  Local  Unions  have 
endeavored  to  conduct  an  agitation  which 
would  convince  employers  that  their  in- 
terests can  be  best  served  by  conducting 
their  own  plant. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  many  locali- 
ties our  Local  Unions  are  permitting  the 
public  service  corporations  to  make  in- 
roads on  the  isolated  plants  by  convincing 
the  plant  owners  that  it  is  to  their  inter- 
est to  take  current  from  the  lighting  sta- 
tions and  discard  their  power  plants. 

In  all  cases  coming  under  my  notice, 
where  an  intelligent  effort  has  been  made 
by  our  Locals  to  show  employers  that 
current  can  be  furnished  cheaper  by  the 
isolated  plant  than  it  can  be  furnished  by 
the  central  station,  our  people  have  been 
successful. 

The  Public  Service  Power  Companies 
cannot  show  in  one  instance  where  a 
saving  has  been  made  for  the  plant  owner 
by  shutting  down  his  electric  plant  and 
getting  current  from  the  lighting  com- 
pany, except  where  fraud  has  been  prac- 
ticed on  the  plant  owner  in  one  form  or 
another. 

In  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
isolated  plant,  and  make  it  plain  to  the 
owner  of  these  plants  that  he  can  furnish 
current  cheaper  by  making  its  own  cur- 
rent than  it  can  be  secured  from  the  cor- 
poration, it  is  necessary  that  our  Inter- 
national Union  give  the  fullest  measure 
of  support  to  every  Local  Union,  no  mat- 
ter where  situated,  that  is  in  a position 
to  show  that  current  can  be  furnished 
cheaper  by  the  owner  conducting  his  own 
plant  than  it  can  be  purchased  and  fur- 
nished to  them  by  the  Public  Service  Cor- 
porations. 

The  General  Executive  Board  has  had 
this  question  under  consideration  from  the 
very  inception  of  this  term,  and  have  re- 
peatedly urged  that  the  fullest  informa- 
tion be  secured  on  this  subject,  in  order 
that  we  might  intelligently  advocate  and 
promote  municipal  ownership  of  public 
utilities. 

The  General  Executive  Board,  at  its 
meeting  at  Chicago  in  March,  1913,  in- 
structed me  to  make  as  thorough  an  in- 
vestigation as  possible  on  this  subject, 
and  authorizd  me  to  personally  visit  some 
of  the  leading  cities  of  Great  Britain,  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  first-hand  infor- 
mation on  the  subject.  Accordingly,  1 
visited  London,  Liverpool,  Glasgow,  Bel- 
fast, Dublin,  and  some  of  the  more  unim- 
portant cities,  with  a view  to  getting  the 
necessary  information. 

As  a result  of  my  visit  to  the  cities 
mentioned,  I have  no  hesitation  in  making 
the  positive  statement  that  in  all  the 
localities  mentioned  which  I visited  muni- 
cipalization of  electric  light  plants  has 
resulted  in  preventing  the  discrimination 
against  isolated  plants  in  Great  Britain, 
which  is  so  apparent  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada. 

I hesitate  to  burden  this  report  with  all 
th  details  of  my  investigation,  especially 
as  the  result  of  my  investigation  has  been 
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published  in  a series  of  articles  in  our 
official  journal. 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  said  in 
the  Journal,  I have  no  hesitation  An  de- 
claring now  that  Municipal  Ownership  in 
Great  Britain,  not  only  of  electric  light- 
ing and  power  plants,  but  of  street  cars, 
gas  plants,  water,  etc.,  has  been  a com- 
plete success,  and  I therefore  recommend 
that  our  organization  go  on  record  as 
favoring  the  complete  municipalization  of 
all  public  utilities  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada. 

WAR  OF  CONQUEST  IN  EUROPE. 

During  my  visit  in  Great  Britain  every 
effort  was  made  to  secure  all  the  informa- 
tion possible  regarding  the  condition  of 
the  workers  in  the  British  Isles.  The  re- 
sult of  these  investigations  has  also  been 
published  in  the  Journal. 

As  a result  of  the  information  secured 
during  my  stay  in  the  various  cities  of 
Great  Britain,  and  my  knowledge  of  the 
deplorable  condition  of  the  wage  workers 
in  these  countries,  even  during  the  period 
of  peace,  I am  compelled  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  delegates  to  this  conven- 
tion to  the  horrible  war  of  conquest  now 
being  waged  by  practically  all  the  coun- 
tries of  Europe. 

If  the  wage  workers  of  the  European 
countries  could  scarcely  maintain  a bare 
existence  during  the  peaceful  period,  it 
can  readily  be  understood  the  sufferings 
which  our  brother  unionists,  and  espe- 
cially their  wives  and  children,  must  un- 
dergo now,  while  this  vicious  war  of  the 
autocrat  is  being  waged  in  these  coun- 
tries. 

The  trade  unionists  of  Europe,  and  par- 
ticularly the  trade  unionists  of  Great 
Britain,  have  conducted  an  agitation 
against  war  generally.  The  leaders  of 
our  trade  union  movement  in  Great  Bri- 
tain have  never  lost  an  opportunity  to 
point  out  the  necessity  of  disarming  the 
warlike  nations  of  continental  Europe, 
and  Great  Britain  itself.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  efforts  of  the  trade  unionists  of 
England,  Germany  and  France,  and  to  a 
lesser  degree  some  of  the  other  European 
countries,  we  find  that  as  a result  of  this 
present  war  that  the  trade  unions  of  these 
countries  have  practically  disbanded, 
their  offices  closed,  and  the  men  compos- 
ing them  forced  into  the  armies  of  these 
countries  to  unwillingly  fight  each  other. 

In  my  judgment  we,  as  American  citi- 
zens, have  much  to  be  thankful  for,  and 
we  should  rejoice  that  our  great  Republic 
is  the  only  large  nation  which  has  been 
able  to  maintain  peace  during  this  trying 
period.  But,  while  we  rejoice  at  our  se- 
curity, we  should  find  some  means  of 
conveying  to  our  brother  trade  unionists 
in  the  different  European  nations  now  at 
war  our  sympathy  with  their  purpose  to 
abolish  the  causes  which  led  up  to  this 
deplorable  state  of  affairs  in  which  they 
are  now  involved. 

It  should  be  made  plain,  also,  that 
American  workingmen  regret  that  war 
should  be  brought  about  in  any  form,  but 
the  enlistment  of  the  “yellow  man’’  of 
Asia  into  this  battle  of  white  men  should 
be  resented  as  far  as  it  is  possible  for 
the  workmen  of  this  country  to  show 
their  resentment.  It  is  bad  enough  to  find 
the  white  men  of  the  highly  civilized 
countries  of  Europe  fighting  each  other, 
but  it  is  surely  deplorable  and  reprehen- 
sible to  find  some  of  these  European  na- 
tions willing  to  enlist  the  yellow  and 
black  man  in  their  battle  against  their 
white  brothers. 

Probably  some  of  you  will  say  that  this 
is  not  a subject  for  discussion  in  a con- 
vention of  our  organization,  but  inasmuch 
as  the  recognized  enemies  of  our  Ameri- 
can civilization — the  “yellow  peril”. — has 
been  brought  into  this  conflict,  it  can  not 
help  but  be  of  the  deepest  interest  to 


every  loyal  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Giving  expression  to  our  sympathy  for 
our  tenow  trade  unionists  of  Europe,  now 
suffering  so  much  through  the  ravages  of 
this  dreadful  war,  are,  after  ali,  of  but 
little  value.  What  should  be  done  by  our 
great  union  movement  in  tnis  country  is 
10  encourage  tne  movement,  through  the 
A.  F.  of  L.,  to  raise  funds  to  be  used  for 
relieving  tne  distress  ot  the  widows  and 
orphans  and  crippled  members  ot  trade 
unions  in  the  several  European  countries 
now  engaged  in  this  war. 

No  doubt  the  A.  F.  of  E.  will  take  some 
steps  in  this  direction,  and  if  this  is  done, 
our  representatives  to  the  next  conven- 
tion ot  that  body  should  give  any  move- 
ment of  this  kind  their  fullest  support. 

ENGINEERS’  HEADQUARTERS. 

One  of  the  most  important  achievements 
of  the  organization  during  tne  last  term 
is  tne  purchase  of  our  new  home  as  head- 
quarters for  the  general  offices. 

The  St.  Paul  convention  instructed  the 
General  Executive  Board  to  select  a city 
suitable  as  a location  for  our  general 
neadquarters,  and  authorized  that  the 
Boaru  purchase  lots  and  erect  a building 
suitable  for  our  purposes.  In  compliance 
with  these  instructions,  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  at  its  meeting  in  March, 
1313,  decided  that  Cnicago  was  the  most 
appropriate  city  for  the  generai  head- 
quarters, and  when  this  decision  was  ar- 
rived at,  proceeded  to  purchase  a lot,  with 
a view  to  erecting  a suitable  building. 

Before  buying  a piece  of  vacant  prop- 
erty, our  attention  was  directed  to  the 
building  and  grounds  now  in  our  posses- 
sion, wnich  we  round  could  be  secured  for 
about  the  same  price  asked  for  a vacant 
lot  of  like  dimensions  in  the  same  locality. 

As  the  building  fulfilled  all  our  re- 
quirements, in  the  opinion  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  we  decided  to  accept  the 
offer,  with  the  result  that  we  purchased 
the  present  headquarters,  consisting  of  a 
lot  id  feet  front  and  1S6  feet  deep,  on 
Yale  Avenue,  near  63rd  Street,  with  a 
building  and  garage. 

Knowing  that  some  criticism  has  been 
directed  against  our  General  Executive 
Board  because  we  did  not  buy  a lot  and 
erect  a new  building,  I suggest  that  all 
the  delegates  to  this  convention  who  have 
not  already  had  an  opportunity  of  visiting 
our  new  headquarters,  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  going  to  Chicago  before  return- 
ing to  their  homes,  and  see  for  themselves 
whether  or  not  the  General  Executive 
Board  has  acted  wisely  or  not,  in  the  pur- 
chase of  this  property. 

The  advisability  of  having  a general 
headquarters  in  which  all  the  offices  of  the 
International  Union  should  be  located,  has 
been  advocated  by  a great  majority  of  our 
members  for  several  years.  The  office 
of  the  General  President  has  been  located 
in  our  new  headquarters  for  about  a year, 
and  I must  admit  as  a result  of  my  expe- 
rience, that  the  consolidation  of  all  the 
offices,  including  the  Journal,  has  been 
one  of  the  wisest  steps  taken  by  the  or- 
ganization in  a long  time. 

I find  that  the  business  of  the  general 
office  is  now  conducted  more  economically 
and  promptly  than  was  possible  while  the 
office  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer, 
the  General  President  and  the  Journal  was 
widely  separated,  and  it  is  clear  to  me 
that  no  more  judicious  step  has  been 
taken  by  our  organization  in  several  years 
than  when  the  St.  Paul  convention  decided 
that  all  the  offices  must  be  located  under 
one  roof. 
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MONAGHAN  MONUMENT. 

Ever  since  the  death  of  our  good  friend 
and  brother,  F.  B.  Monaghan,  who  was 
Editor  and  Manager  of  the  Journal  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  who  served  as  Gen- 
eral President  for  one  term,  the  question 
of  erecting  a suitable  monument  to  his 
memory  had  been  under  consideration. 

I am  proud  to  report  that  as  a result  of 
the  action  of  our  Denver  and  St.  Paul  con- 
ventions, the  monument  to  his  memory 
has  been  erected. 

It  is  true  that  some  delay  was  expe- 
rienced in  completing  this  work,  but  I am 
glad  to  be  able  to  testify  that  the  beauti- 
ful monument  to  the  memory  of  F.  B. 
Monaghan,  in  Calvary  Cemetery,  Boston, 
Mass.,  erected  by  the  International  Union, 
is  a great  credit  to  our  organization. 

Recently  I visited  Boston,  chiefly  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a picture  of  the  mon- 
ument, that  would  partially,  at  least,  show 
the  delegates  to  this  convention  that  the 
monument  is  really  what  it  has  been  rep- 
resented to  be.  In  the  Journal  exhibit 
at  this  convention  will  be  found  photo- 
graphs of  the  Monaghan  monument,  which 
I trust  will  satisfy  the  delegates  to  this 
convention  that  the  men  charged  with  the 
work  of  purchasing  and  erecting  the  mon- 
ument faithfully  performed  their  work. 

AMERICAN  FEDERATION  OF  LABOR 
STEAMSHOVEL  ENGINEERS. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  in  this  report  to 
direct  the  attention  of  this  convention  to 
subjects  which  will  be  dealt  with  by  the 
General  Executive  Board,  but  the  action 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  in  attempting  to  take 
away  from  our  International  Union  a large 
number  of  highly  skilled  Engineers — as 
the  Steamshovel  Engineers  are  known  to 
be — and  to  attempt  to  organize  them  into 
a separate  union,  is  of  such  vital  interest 
to  our  Hoisting  and  Portable  Engineers 
that  T deem  it  necessary  to  particularly 
direct  your  attention  to  this  subject. 

As  a result  of  a resolution  introduced 
by  Mr.  Andrew  J.  Gallagher  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, Cal.,  at  a convention  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.,  an  attempt  has  been  made  by  that 
body  to  consolidate  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Steam  Shovelmen,  which 
ar«  affiliated  with  us,  and  known  as  Local 
Union  No.  440,  and  the  Associated  Union 
of  Steam  Shovelmen,  in  one  body  to  be 
chartered  by  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

Your  officers,  as  well  as  the  delegates  to 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  convention,  have  vigor- 
ously protested  against  any  such  charter 
being  issued,  on  the  ground  that  such  ac- 
tion would  bring  into  existence  a dual 
organization  of  Engineers.  It  was  shown 
that  our  Hoisting  and  Portable  locals  in 
nearly  all  localities  assisted  in  making 
conditions  for  these  men  in  and  around 
cities,  but  all  our  resistance  and  protesta- 
tions seem  to  have  been  without  any  real 
effect,  because,  so  far  as  I can  learn,  it 
is  still  the  intention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to 
issue  this  charter. 

If  the  purpose  of  the  officers  of  the  A. 
F.  of  L.  is  carried  out,  and  a separate  or- 
ganization of  Steam  Shovel  and  Dredge- 
men  formed  in  this  country,  we  should,  in 
my  opinion,  serve  notice  on  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  at  once  that  we  intend  to  fight  any 
such  organization  with  all  the  energy  we 
possess. 

If  the  construction  work  now  under  gen- 
eral control  by  our  Hoisting  and  Portable 
Locals  can  be  divided  by  the  decision  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.,  or  by  the  issuance  of  a 
charter  to  one  branch  of  this  class  of 
work,  we  should  know  it  at  the  very 
earliest  opportunity. 

No  one  in  our  movement  has  been  more 
loyal  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  than  myself,  and  I 
have,  on  every  occasion,  defended  its 
offices  and  policies,  but,  if  a charter  of 
this  kind  is  to  be  issued  to  men  who  should 
properly  belong  to  our  International 


Union,  I have  no  hesitation  in  declaring 
that  there  would  be  no  longer  any  rea- 
son why  men  of  our  calling  should  con- 
tinue their  loyalty  to  an  organization  that 
apparently  is  trying  to  dismember  us. 

In  this  behalf  I recommend  that  this 
convention  instruct  their  representatives 
to  the  coming  convention  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  to  serve  notice  on  that  body  that 
if  another  charter  is  issued  to  Engineers 
of  any  kind  in  this  country,  we  will  resent 
such  action  by  evers'  means  at  our  com- 
mand. 

The  A.  F.  of  L.  has  seen  fit  to  take  away 
from  us  that  vast  body  of  Engineers  who 
work  in  and  around  the  mines,  but  in  the 
face  of  this  hostile  decision  rendered 
against  us,  we  have  remained  loyal. 

Referring  to  our  dispute  with  the  Brew- 
ery Workers,  I have  no  complaint  to  re- 
cord, as  we  settled  that  difficulty  mutual- 
ly, although  in  that  case,  too,  the  A.  F. 
of  L.,  and  its  officers,  gave  us  little  sup- 
port or  sympathy  while  the  controversy 
■was  under  consideration. 

In  our  dispute  with  the  Western  Fed- 
eration of  Miners,  when  our  Local  Union, 
consisting  of  some  660  men,  in  Butte, 
Mont.,  was  destroyed,  we  not  only  re- 
ceived no  assistance  from  the  A.  F.  of 
L .,  but  on  the  contrary,  while  the  dispute 
was  pending  the  Western  Federation  of 
Miners  was  received  with  open  arms  into 
affiliation  by  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

A recital  of  these  facts  is  very  unpleas- 
ant for  me,  but  in  view  of  the  present 
attitude  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  towards  our 
organization,  regarding  the  issuance  of  a 
charter  to  the  Steam  Shovelmen,  I believe 
every  member  of  our  organization  should 
be  fully  informed  as  to  the  facts. 

BUILDING  TRADES  DEPARTMENT 
CALLS  STRIKE  AGAINST  OUR 
UNION  IN  PITTSBURG. 

A recital  of  all  the  details  of  the  trou- 
ble in  which  our  Local  Union  No.  66  of 
Pittsburg  was  involved,  is  not  really  nec- 
essary in  this  report,  as  all  the  corre- 
spondence and  evidence  in  the  case  is 
submitted  in  the  report  of  Fifth  Vice  Pres- 
ident Finlay  to  this  office,  and  will  be 
furnished  if  it  is  necessary  to  do  so.  How- 
ever, a brief  review  of  the  case  will  be  of 
interest,  as  it  will  show  in  a convincing 
way,  I believe,  the  deplorable  condition 
into  which  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment has  drifted  as  a result  of  their  at- 
tempt to  settle  jurisdictional  disputes, 
while  they  are  totally  without  power  to 
enforce  such  decisions. 

Local  Union  No.  66  became  involved  in 
this  controversy  as  a result  of  the  B.  T. 
Council  of  Pittsburg  being  permitted  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  for  their  Local, 
which  was  in  violation  of  our  constitu- 
tion, and  which  also  prevented  them  from 
even  making  an  attempt  to  secure  bet- 
ter conditions. 

A dispute  arose  in  which  the  bricklay- 
ers became  involved,  and  the  general  of- 
fice instructed  Local  Union  No.  66  to  take 
no  action  which  would  be  detrimental  to 
the  Bricklayers,  Masons  and  Plasterers’ 
International  Union.  The  Local  complied 
with  these  instructions,  and  with  the  re- 
sult that  the  B.  T.  Council  succeeded  in 
having  the  employers  lock  out  the  mem- 
bers of  Local  No.  66.  The  Bricklayers, 
believing  that  the  trouble  which  confront- 
ed Local  Union  No.  66  was  the  result  of 
our  alliance  with  their  organization,  de- 
cided to  compel  the  employers  to  hire 
none  but  members  of  this  Local. 

At  this  point  I must  report  that  the 
members  of  Local  Union  No.  541 — a new 
Local  organized  in  Pittsburg  to  cover  out- 
side work — readily  permitted  the  B.  T. 
Council  to  use  their  men  to  fill  the  places 
of  the  members  of  Local  Union  No.  66. 
Notwithstanding  the  treason  of  our  own 
Local,  the  Bricklayers,  by  striking  a num- 
ber of  jobs  in  Pittsburg,  compelled  the

employers  to  discharge  the  members  of 
Local  Union  No.  541  and.  hire  none  but 
members  of  Local  Union  ISTo.  66. 

When  the  B.  T.  Council  found  that  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Bricklayers  we  were 
able  to  compel  the  employers  to  hire  mem- 
bers of  our  Local  Union  No.  66,  they  at 
once  called  a general  strike  against  our 
organization.  Like  nearly  all  strikes  called 
by  the  B.  T.  Department,  it  proved  to  be 
a farce,  as  the  Council  did  not  have  the 
power  to  enforce  its  decision,  even  though, 
1 am  sorry  to  report,  it  succeeded  in  get- 
ting, for  the  time  being  at  least,  the  Car- 
penters and  Building  Laborers  to  strike 
against  us. 

The  important  feature  of  this  occurrence 
is  that  we  won.  The  B.  T.  Council  got 
licked,  and  our  Local  Union  No.  66  is 
now  more  securely  entrenched  than  ever 
before,  and  1 believe  controls  practically 
all  the  building  work  in  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burg. 

THE  INVASION  OF  THE  LONGSHORE- 
MEN. 


For  many  years,  even  from  the  very  in- 
ception of  our  International  Union,  the 
Longshoremen  have  attempted  to  organ- 
ize the  Engineers  wherever  an  opportunity 
presented  itself  to  them.  Their  activities 
in  this  direction  have  been  more  notice- 
able recently,  chiefly  because  the  omciais 
of  that  organization,  being  willing  to  sac- 
rifice the  interests  of  our  Portable  Engi- 
neers on  the  water  fronts  by  making  con- 
tracts to  do  Portable  work  for  nearly  half 
the  wages  demanded  by  our  Unions. 

In  Toledo,  Cleveland,  Buffalo  and  other 
cities  of  the  Great  Lakes,  the  Longshore- 
men have  not  hesitated  to  approach  the 
employers  and  offer  to  furnisn  Engineers 
for  as  low  as  30  cents  per  hour,  when  our 
Hoisting  and  Portable  Unions  demanded 
60  cents  per  hour  or  more,  and  it  is  but 
natural  to  expect  that  the  employers,  in 
some  instances,  have  willingly  taken  ad- 
vantage of  the  situation  by  hiring  the 
CHEAP  man,  in  order  to  make  additional 
money  out  of  his  labor. 

The  Longshoremen  in  Chicago  have 
taken  advantage  of  our  dispute,  and  have 
taken  Portable  work  under  our  scale  of 
wages.  In  fact  at  every  opportunity  that 
has  been  presented  to  these  men  to  un- 
derbid our  Hoisting  and  Portable  Engi- 
neers, they  have  been  only  too  willing  to 
be  used  by  the  employers. 

It  is  urged  that  all  our  Locals  in  these 
localities  fight  the  Longshoremen.  As  the 
CHEAP  man  that  underbids  a real  UNION 
man  will  nearly  always  be  given  prefer- 
ence by  the  majority  of  employers,  we 
should  call  the  attention  of  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  to  this  entire  question,  and  urge  that 
something  be  done  to  prevent  the  Long- 
shoremen from  interfering  with  our  work. 


THE  ABUSE  OF  SOUVENIR  PROGRAMS. 

A few  months  ago  the  General  Executive 
Board  authorized  that  Local  Union  No.  8 
of  Peoria,  111.,  could  issue  a souvenir  pro- 
gram of  the  convention. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  customary 
for  our  Local  Union  in  the  cities  where 
conventions  were  held  to  issue  these  pro- 
grams, for  the  purpose  of  securing  money 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  convention, 
and  in  order  that  suitable  entertainment 
might  be  furnished  for  the  delegates  at- 
tending the  convention. 

While  there  have  been  some  complaints 
as  to  the  methods  employed  by  canvassers 
for  these  programs,  nothing  of  a serious 
nature  has  occurred  in  connection  with 
them  until  the  solicitors  for  the  present 


souvenir  proceeded  to  canvass  the  coun- 
try for  advertisements. 

The  gentlemen  to  whom  Local  Union 
No.  8 gave  the  privilege  of  canvassing 
for  advertisements  have,  in  my  opinion, 
grieviously  misused  the  credentials  placed 
in  their  hands. 

Instead  of  confining  themselves  to  legiti- 
mate advertisements,  these  men  used  every 
means  to  secure  money.  Their  actions 
have  been  such  that  I deem  it  ‘proper  at 
this  time  that  the  matter  be  brought  to 
your  attention. 

These  solicitors  approached  some  of  the 
Chicago  contractors,  and  stated  that  our 
General  Secretary  Treasurer,  Brother  Han- 
nahan,  sent  them  for  a contribution,  which 
was  to  be  used  in  his  campaign  for  re- 
election. 

I am  not  in  a position  to  state  how 
many  of  our  fair  contractors,  have  been 
approached  in  this  way,  but  we  have  proof 
that  in  two  instances,  at  least,  these  men 
have  resorted  to  these  tactics  in  order  to 
get  money. 

Even  the  banks  with  which  the  organ- 
ization and  the  Official  Journal  do  busi- 
ness were  approached.  These  two  gentle- 
men visited  the  State  Bank  of  Englewood, 
and  told  the  officers  of  that  concern  that 
I sent  them  to  him,  with  the  request  that 
he  contribute  $100.00.  He  was  told  that 
it  was  very  necessary  for  us  to  have 
money,  as  we  were  engaged  in  a strenu- 
ous campaign,  and  needed  assistance  bad- 
ly. They  visited  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Englewrood,  where  the  organization 
itself  keeps  most  of  its  funds,  and  the 
President  at  that  bank  was  told  that  Sec- 
retary Hannahan  sent  them,  with  the  re- 
quest that  $100.00  also  be  contributed. 

Needless  for  me  to  say  Brother  Hanna- 
han and  myself  had  not  sent  them  to  the 
banks,  and  had  we  known  that  they  were 
about  to  approach  the  officers  of  these  in- 
stitutions, we  would  have  called  them  on 

the  phone  and  warned  them  against  the 
solicitors. 

This  matter  is  brought  to  your  atten- 
tion, as  I am  sure  you  will  agree  with 
us  it  is  a great  imposition  on  the  business 
public,  and  a disgrace  to  the  organization 
itself,  to  have  men  like  the  two  I refer 
to  travel  all  over  this  country  misrepre- 
senting us. 


ONE  DAY’S  REST  IN  SEVEN. 


The  next  importance  to  securing  the 
eight  (8)  hour  workday,  and  a high  rate 
of  wages,  is  the  necessity  of  securing  for 
tire  members  of  our  organization,  em- 
ployed on  continuous  run  of  plants,  the 
privilege  of  “one  day’s  rest  in  seven.” 

Some  slight  advance  has  been  made  in 
this  direction  by  two  or  three  localities, 
and  in  the  state  of  New  York  a law  has 
been  enacted  compelling  the  employers 
running  seven-day  establishments  to  give 
all  employes  one  day  for  rest  each  week. 

The  splendid  example  set  by  the  state 
of  New  York  should  be  an  encouragement 
to  our  members  in  all  states  and  Canada 
to  continue  the  campaign  until  we  finally 
place  a similar  law  on  the  statute  books 
of  all  our  states,  and  the  province  of 
Canada. 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  New  York,  Boston,  Mass.,  and 
Detroit,  Mich.,  have  made  six-day-a-week 
contracts  in  breweries. 

INTERNATIONAL  AGREEMENT  WITH 

THE  BARBER  ASPHALT  COMPANY. 

Some  time  ago  Local  Union  No.  464  went 
on  strike  against  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Company,  in  sympathy  with  the  Hod  Car- 
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riers  and  building  laborers  of  that  city. 
After  the  strike  had  been  in  effect  for 
two  or  three  weeks,  a proposition  was 
made  by  the  company  to  settle  the  diffi- 
culty. 

As  the  general  office  had  received  many 
complaints  from  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try that  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  re- 
fused to  hire  UNION  men  on  their  work, 
Bocal  Union  No.  464  refused  to  have  their 
men  return  to  work  until  the  company 
agreed  to  hire  none  but  UNION  Engineers 
in  all  localities.  Finally  the  company 
agreed  to  this,  and  the  following  agree- 
ment was  entered  into: 

“Chicago,  111.,  July  10,  1914. 

"The  Barber  Asphalt  Company  here- 
by agree  to  hire  members  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  and  Op- 
erating Engineers,  on  all  boilers  and 
engines  in  all  localities  where  said 
organization  has  got  a local,  at  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  paid  in  such 
localities,  in  the  paving  industry.

When  this  agreement  was  signed  the 
representatives  of  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Company  contended  that  our  organization 
should  make  every  effort  to  unionize  the 
other  asphalt  companies  throughout  the 
country,  as  to  do  otherwise  would  give 
the  concerns  having  non-union  Engineers 
an  unfair  advantage  in  competition. 

It  is  therefore  suggested  that  our  or- 
ganization make  every  effort  to  have  all 
other  asphalt  companies  hire  none  but 
UNION  Engineers  also. 

LADIES’  AUXILIARIES. 

During  the  past  term  many  letters  have 
been  received  at  the  general  office  from 
localities  where  the  mothers,  wives  and 
sisters  of  our  members  desire  to  organ- 
ize, for  the  purpose  of  advancing  our 
cause. 

The  visit  of  the  General  Executive  Board 
to  the  Pacific  Coast  furnished  one  excel- 
lent reason  why  Ladies’  Auxiliaries  should 
be  attached  to  our  Local  Unions.  The 
open  meeting  and  reception  given  by  the 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  of  Local  Union  No.  607 
of  Oakland,  Cal.,  in  my  opinion,  justifies 
our  desire  to  have  the  Ladies’  Auxiliaries 
officially  recognized  and  chartered  by  the 
International  Union  itself. 

The  meeting  conducted  at  Oakland,  Cal., 
by  the  ladies  was  certainly  a splendid 
tribute  to  the  mothers,  wives  and  sisters 


of  our  members  in  that  city.  The  speeches 
made  on  the  occasion  of  that  meeting 
showed  clearly  that  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary 
had  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  in 
many  instances  in  unionizing  stores  and 
other  establishments. 

All  reports  that  we  receive  here  at  the 
office  from  Spokane,  Wash.,  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  good  work  done  by  the  Ladies 
Auxiliary  in  that  locality.  Then,  too,  the 
experience  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomo- 
tive Engineers  and  Locomotive  Firemen, 
with  their  Auxiliaries,  if  no  other  evidence 
were  at  hand,  is  sufficient  to  convince  us 
that  Ladies’  Auxiliaries  attached  to  our 
Local  Unions  can  be  of  the  greatest  as- 
sistance and  encouragement  to  our  mem- 
bers. 

The  representative  of  the  Ladies’  Auxil- 
iaries will  appear  before  this  convention, 
and  I therefore  urge  that  the  subject  be 
given  most  careful  consideration,  and  that 
every  effort  be  made  by  the  delegates 
to  give  encouragement  to  the  Auxiliaries 
already  organized  by  ordering  that  the 
General  Executive  Board  hereafter  issue 
charters  to  Ladies’  Auxiliaries  whenever 
they  are  applied  for. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I desire  to 
express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
kindly  treatment  accorded  me  by  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board. 

It  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  1 
give  testimony  to  the  splendid  spirit  of 
unity  which  prevailed  during  the  past  two 
years  among  the  Board  members.  Some 
differences  of  opinion  existed  on  differ- 
ent nuestions,  it  is  true,  but  in  the  main 
our  Board  has  been  a unit  on  all  impor- 
tant questions  coming  before  it. 

. The  harmonious  relations  existing  in  the 
Board,  in  my  judgment,  has  resulted  in 
accomplishing  much  more  than  if  discord 
and  friction  had  prevailed  within  its  ranks, 
and  as  a result  of  my  experience  during 
the  past  two  years,  I can  testify  with  all 
truthfulness  that  never  in  my  experience 
has  a more  united  and  harmonious  Execu- 
tive Board  existed  in  ours,  or  any  other 
organization. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  office  of  the 
General  President  and  the  Official  Jour- 
nal to  our  new  headquarters,  the  rela- 
tions existing  between  the  General  Secre- 
tary Treasurer  and  myself  have  been  of 
the  most  friendly  and  co-operative  char- 
acter. We  have,  like  all  other  men,  dis- 
agreed on  minor  questions,  but  on  all  the 
essential  and  vital  things  coming  before 
us,  affecting  the  organization,  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary  Treasurer  and  myself  have 
worked  in  perfect  harmony. 

Trusting  that  the  same  harmonious  and 
co-operative  spirit  will  animate  the  offices 
that  will  succeed  and  present  one,  I sub- 
mit this  report  for  your  consideration.

Therefore,  it  affords  me  much  pleasure 
to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  hearty 
expressions  of  appreciation,  through  our 
Fourth  Biennial  Convention,  to  the  mem- 
bers of  General  Executive  Board,  who 
have  always  been  ready  to  assist  by  serv- 
ice and  advice;  to  the  General  Trustees, 
who  have  performed  their  work  in  our 
office  in  the  most  courteous  manner;  and 
to  the  Local  Officers  whom  my  duty  has 
brought  me  in  touch  with.

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  OFFI- 
CERS’ REPORTS. 

Delegate  Moser,  Secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee, read  that  portion  of  the  General 
President’s  report  dealing  with  organiz- 
ing work,  and  read  the  following  report 
of  the  committee: 

“ORGANIZING:  In  reviewing  the  work 
of  organizing  done  in  the  past  term,  we 
feel  that  the  General  President  and  the 
General  Executive  Board  have  adopted  a 
commendable  policy.  We  recommend  that 
all  the  finances  consistent  with  the  safe 
operation  of  the  organization  should  be 
used  for  further  organizing  the  craft.  The 
General  Executive  Board  and  the  General 
President  must  be  the  judges  as  to  the 
proper  selection  of  men,  and  the  wisdom 
of  the  expenditures,  and  as  to  the  locali- 
ties where  such  work  is  to  be  carried  on.” 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  Convention. 

The  Chairman  of  the  committee  read 
that  portion  of  the  General  President’s 
report  dealing  with  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Stationary  Engineers,  upon  which 
the  committee  reported  as  follows: 

DUAL  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Your  committee  agrees  with  the  posi- 
tion the  General  President  outlines  in  the 
matter  of  the  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E.,  the  N.  A. 
S.  E.,  the  Universal  Craftsman,  The  Amer- 
ican Order  of  Stationary  Engineers  and 
the  Canadian  Association  of  Stationary 
Engineers,  and  we  feel  that  the  most 
practical  way  of  dealing  with  this  sub- 


ject at  this  time  is  as  laid  down  and  was 
adopted  by  the  last  convention.  We  real- 
ize that  the  primary  object  of  these  or- 
ganizations is  merely  intended  to  keep 
Engineers  from  joining  the  true  Union  of 
their  craft.  We  therefore  feel  that  com- 
plete autonomy  should  be  granted  to  each 
Local,  to  deal  with  this  matter  as  they 
deem  it  to  their  best  interests  for  the  lo- 
cality that  they  are  in.  The  committee 
also  feels  that  should  more  radical  action 
be  desired,  the  matter  should  come  before 
the  convention  in  the  form  of  a constitu- 
tional amendment. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

After  a brief  discussion  by  Delegate 
Hebeler,  Local  No.  68;  Delegate  Mac- 
Kenzie,  Local  No.  87,  and  Delegate  Mo- 
ser, Local  No.  1,  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee  was  adopted  by  a Vote 
of  57  in  the  affirmative  to  30  in  the 
negative. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of 
the  General  President  under  the  cap- 
tion “Agreement  Between  the  Bricklay- 
ers, Masons  and  Plasterers’  Interna- 
tional Union  of  America  and  the  Inter- 
tional  Union  of  Steam  Operating  Engi- 
neers,” the  committee  reported  as  fol- 
lows: 

AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  BRICKLAY- 
ERS AND  INTERNATIONAL  UNION 
OF  STEAM  AND  OPERATING 
ENGINEERS. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  agreement  by  the  con- 
vention and  believes  that  our  officers  de- 
serve a great  deal  of  credit  for  bringing 
about  an  agreement  of  this  kind,  which, 
eminently  fair  to  both  sides,  must,  in  the 
course  of  time,  bring  beneficial  results  to 
both  organizations.  We  believe  that  a 
true  example  of  Unionism  has  been  set, 
although  the  Bricklayers  have  held  aloof 
from  the  General  Labor  Movement  in  the 
past  and  we  hope  that  the  Bricklayers' 
Union  will  soon  see  their  way  clear  to  af- 
filiate with  other  International  Unions 
and  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  No.  4,  opposed 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 
Delegate  Owen,  Local  No.  293,  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee and  of  the  report  of  the  General 
President.  Delegate  Feeney,  Minneapo- 
lis, spoke  in  favor  of  the  report. 

Delegate  Naylor  moved  that  the  report 
be  recommitted  to  the  committee  for  fur- 
ther consideration.  The  Chairman  stated 
that  a motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
committee  was  already  before  the  house. 

Delegate  Cooley,  Local  No.  506,  op- 
posed the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. President  Comerford  spoke  at 
length  in  favor  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee.  Delegate  Keefe,  Local  No. 
464,  and  Delegate  Miller,  Local  No.  66, 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee.  Delegate  McKee,  Local 
No.  8,  spoke  in  favor  of  allowing  the  mat- 
ter to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  local 
organizations,  as  in  the  past. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  No.  184,  and 
Delegate  Murphy,  Local  No.  20,  spoke  in 
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support  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee. 

At  12:30  the  Convention  adjourned  un- 
der the  rules,  to  reconvene  at  2 o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  same  day. 


TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
2 o’clock  p.  m.  Tuesday,  Sept.  15,  First 
Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  Chair. 

On  motion  the  roll  call  of  officers  and 
members  was  dispensed  with. 

Discussion  on  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Officers’  Reports  on  the  agree- 
ment with  the  bricklayers  was  resumed. 

Delegate  Nolan,  Local  No.  403;  Dele- 
gate Haskins,  Local  No.  324;  Delegate 
Finlay,  Local  No.  356;  Delegate  Burke, 
Local  No.  85;  Delegate  Walsh,  Local  No. 
542,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Hauf  urged  that  the  matter 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Locals.  He 
stated  that  if  the  Locals  in  large  cities 
wished  the  agreement  they  ought  to  have 
it,  but  it  should  not  be  forced  on  the 
other  Locals. 

Secretary  Hannahan  spoke  at  length  in 
favor  of  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  read  various  documents  and 
communications  bearing  on  the  question. 

Upon  motion  of  Delegate  Schmidt  de- 
bate was  closed. 

Delegate  McConville  asked  for  a roll 
call.  The  request  being  supported  by  a 
sufficient  number  of  delegates,  the  Secre- 
tary proceeded  with  the  roll  call,  which 
resulted  as  follows:

The  Chairman  announced  that  a ma- 
jority of  the  votes  had  been  cast  in  favor 
of  the  report  of  the  committee,  and  de- 
clared it  adopted. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“Revocation  of  Charter  of  Local  Union 
No.  69,”  the  committee  reported  as  fol- 
lows: 

REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER  OF  LOCAL 
UNION,  NO.  69,  OF  CHICAGO. 

Your  committee,  understanding  that 
this  case  will  come  before  the  convention 
in  the  shape  of  an  appeal,  feels  that  to 
map  out  a future  course  of  proceedings 
in  this  matter  would  only  be  duplicating 
work.  We,  however,  want  to  compliment 
the  General  President,  and  the  General 
Executive  Board,  upon  their  prompt  ac- 
tion in  revoking  the  charter  of  Local  Un- 
ion No.  69,  and  we  hope  that  this  conven- 
tion will  go  on  record  in  the  strongest 
possible  terms  that  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  & Operating  Engineers 
will  not  let  dissatisfied  conspirators  and 
secessionists  who  try  to  rule  or  ruin  go 
undisciplined. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Local 
Joint  Executive  Board  of  Chicago  be  at 
once  instructed  to  draft  such  rules  in  re- 
gard to  permit  cards  as  will  make  such 
re-occurrences  impossible:  and  we  further 
recommend  that  any  of  the  Locals  who 
will  help  these  self-expelled  secessionists, 
be  also  severely  disciplined. 

This  committee  makes  these  recom- 
mendations, not  in  a spirit  of  vengeance, 
but  we  believe  that  the  time  is  at  hand 
to  make  an  example  to  stop  the  rule  or 
ruin  policy  and  spirit  that  seems  to  exist 
in  some  quarters  within  the  ranks  of  our 
organization,  and 

We  therefore  further  recommend  that 
the  action  of  the  General  Executive  Board 
be  sustained  by  the  convention. 
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A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  No.  4,  moved 
that  a time  be  set  immediately  after  the 
roll  call  Wednesday  morning  to  hear  the 
appeal  of  No.  69,  and  that  the  entire  mat- 
ter lay  over  until  that  time.  (Seconded.) 

The  motion  to  defer  action  was  dis- 
cussed briefly  by  Delegates  Corkery, 
Walsh,  McKee,  Huddell,  Keefe,  Burke 
(J),  Moser  and  Murphy  (M.). 

The  motion  offered  by  Delegate  Hud- 
dell was  carried  without  dissenting  votes. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“German  Engineers’  Controversy”  the 
committee  reported  as  follows: 

REVOCATION  OP  CHARTER  NO.  518, 
NEW  YORK. 

On  the  revocation  of  Charter  No.  518  of 
New  York,  your  committee  feels  that  the 
action  was  justified,  and  has  no  further 
recommendations  to  make  as  provisions 
were  made  by  Local  No.  20  that  all  mem- 
bers of  the  defunct  Local,  with  clear 
cards,  would  be  admitted  to  Local  No.  20 
without  fee  or  restraint  for  those  work- 
ing in  Manhattan  and  Bronx. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in  without  discussion. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“Necessity  for  Uniform  Dues,”  the  com- 
mittee reported  as  follows: 

CLEVELAND  UNIFORM  DUES. 

In  the  matter  of  controversy  about 
equal  dues  of  two  Stationary  Locals  in 
Cleveland,  your  committee  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  Joint  Executive  Board  of  any 
locality  has  the  right  and  power  under 
the  present  constitution,  to  adopt  uniform 
dues  in  the  locality  under  its  jurisdiction, 
where  two  or  more  Stationary  Locals  have 
jurisdiction  over  the  same  work. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gate Walsh,  Delegate  Moser,  Delegate 
Morgan,  Delegate  Owens,  President  Com- 
erford,  Delegate  McGuire,  Delegate  Tighe, 
Delegate  Huddell,  Delegate  Keefe,  Dele- 
gate Collins. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“Charter  for  Yonkers,  N.  Y.”  the  com- 
mittee reported  as  follows: 

“APPLICATION  FOR  CHARTER  IN 
YONKERS.” 

In  the  matter  of  refusing  a charter  to 
Yonkers  to  embody  men  engaged  in  port- 
able engineering,  we  recommend  that  the 
action  of  our  General  President  and  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  be  sustained. 

Upon  motion  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  was  concurred  in. 

Secretary  Hannahan  read  the  follow- 
ing communication: 

Newark,  N.  J„  Sept.  7,  1914. 
Mr.  Jas.  G.  Hannahan, 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — As  your  Inter- 
national Union  is  to  hold  a convention 
this  month,  the  Newark  Building  Trades 


Council  would  earnestly  request  that  your 
honorable  body  take  up  the  following 
subject  matter,  with  the  object  of  elimi- 
nating same  if  possible. 

For  years  this  Council  has  been  com- 
pelled to  work  under  great  difficulty  at 
times,  because  of  the  fact  that  some  af- 
filiated trades  are  controlled  by  Locals  in 
New  York,  they  having  jurisdiction  of 
25  miles  from  New  York,  which  leaves  the 
Locals  in  New  Jersey  without  the  full  and 
complete  control  of  the  men  employed. 

We  believe  there  is  no  other  place  in 
the  country  where  the  same  conditions 
exist,  being  that  a Local  in  one  state  con- 
trolls  for  25  miles  into  another  state. 

In  this  particular  case  this  jurisdiction 
includes  the  largest  two  cities  in  New 
Jersey.  Therefore,  this  Council  would 
again  urge  your  convention  to  grant  to 
Local  No.  403-A,  the  full  and  complete 
control  over  all  men  when  working  with- 
in the  territory  covered  and  controlled  by 
this  Council,  not  alone  for  the  benefit  of 
Local  No.  403,  but  for  each  and  every 
affiliated  trade.

ficial recognition  of  your  convention. 

Officers  have  been  elected  and  as  soon 
as  we  receive  official  approval  we  will 
proceed  to  form  branches  in  different 
cities,  and  charter  same. 

This  Auxiliary  will  aim  to  assist  your 
organization  in  its  work  in  every  wav 
possible,  and  it  has  already  proven  its 
usefulness  in  several  cities  where  already 
organized. 

A committee  of  officers  of  our  Auxiliary 
will  be  pleased  to  appear  before  your 
Convention  if  desired,  to  more  fully  ex- 
plain the  aims  and  objects  of  our  Auxil- 
iary. 

Trusting  you  will  give  this  matter  fa- 
vorable consideration,  we  are.

Secretary  Hannahan  moved  that  a 
hearing  of  the  representatives  of  the  La 
dies’  Auxiliary  be  made  a special  order 
of  business  for  10  o’clock  Thursday  morn 
ing.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OFFI 
CERS’  REPORTS. 

Delegate  Constant,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  and  Delegate  Moser,  Secre- 
tary, continued  the  report  as  follows: 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption  “IS 
\ CHAUFFEUR  AN  ENGINEER?”  the 
committee  reported. 

IS  A CHAUFFEUR  AN  ENGINEER? 

In  the  matter  of  the  question  raised  by 
Dubuque  Local  No.  204,  as  to  jurisdiction 
of  this  organization  over  the  chauffeurs 
your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a 
chauffeur  is  not  an  engineer.  As  we  un- 
derstand this  jurisdiction  claim.  the 
chauffeur  rightfully  belongs  to  the  Team- 
sters’ Union,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  this 
committee  that  to  claim  the  chauffeurs 
would  be  neither  right  nor  just,  and  would 
naturally  involve  this  organization  in  se- 
rious jurisdiction  squabbles  with  other 
Internationals,  particularly  the  Teamsters 
and  Beer  Drivers,  and  would  not  be  of 
any  benefit  to  either  of  the  Unions  con- 
cerned. 
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A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee. 

Delegate  McGuire  asked  in  regard  to 
the  status  of  the  engineers  in  city  fire  de- 
partments, who  formerly  operated  horse- 
drawn  engines,  but  now  operate  motor 
equipment. 

Secretary  Moser  of  the  committee  stat- 
ed that  the  avocation  of  the  men  in  ques- 
tion was  that  of  engineers,  and  they  could 
not  be  considered  as  teamsters  or  chauf- 
feurs. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption  “Coal 
Hoisting  Engineers”  the  committee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

COAL  HOISTING  ENGINEERS. 

In  the  matter  of  Coal  Hoisting  Engi- 
neers or  Engineers  in  metaliferous  mines, 
this  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
interests  of  these  engineers  could  be  bet- 
ter preserved  by  belonging  to  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers  than 
to  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America, 
or  to  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners. 

Past  experience  has  shown  that  the  af- 
filiation of  engineers  into  industrially  or- 
ganized unions,  where  miners  or  other 
crafts  predominate  has  a tendency  to  pull 
the  engineers  down  to  the  level  of  the 
more  common  laborer  of  these  industrial 
combinations. 

We  therefore  reiterate  our  belief  in  the 
nrinciples  of  trades  unionism  as  laid  down 
in  the  preamble  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and 
urge  this  organization  to  out  forth  its  ut- 
most endeavors  to  preserve  these  princi- 
ples, which  we  deem  so  essential  to  the 
preservation  of  the  rights  of  the  work- 
in?  man  under  present  economic  condi- 
tions. 

We  therefore  reeommend'that  charters 
be  granted  to  all  engineers,  wherever 
they  mav  be  found  and  we  pledge  our  ut- 
most support  to  maintain  the  principle  of 
trade  autonomy. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  delegates 
to  the  A.  F.  of  L be  instructed  to  uphold 
the  principles  of  this  declaration  before 
the  coming  convention  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee.  The  motion  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent’s report  under  the  caption  “Appren- 
tice Engineers,”  the  committee  reported 
follows : 

ASSISTANT  OR  APPRENTICE  EN- 
GINEERS. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  that 
the  policy  and  action  outlined  by  the  St. 
Paul  Convention  in  regard  to  the  organ- 
izing of  Assistant  and  Apprentice  Engi- 
neers be  vigorously  pursued:  and  we  also 
recommend  that  the  General  Officers  put 
forth  their  utmost  endeavors  to  accom- 
plish the  same.  The  position  taken  by  the 
representatives  of  the  Firemen's  Union  in 
the  joint  meeting  to  adjust  all  differences 
shows  plainly  that  the  Fireman’s  Union 
is  not  sincere  in  trying  to  better  the  con- 
dition of  apprentice  engineers,  and  we 
therefore  feel  perfectly  justified  in  mak- 
ing the  above  recommendation. 


The  report  of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in  by  unanimous  vote. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“Panama  Canal”  the  committee  reported 
as  follows: 

PANAMA  CANAL. 

We  believe  that  the  General  President 
should  endeavor  to  get  further  informa- 
tion on  the  Panama  situation;  and,  if 
after  obtaining  such  information  it  is 
deemed  practicable  to  send  an  organizer, 
the  General  Executive  Board  is  instructed 
to  send  an  organizer  there. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“Membership  in  Two  Trade  Unions,”  the 
committee  reported  as  follows: 

MEMBERSHIP  IN  TWO  TRADE  UNIONS. 

We  recommend  that  the  constitution  be 
lived  up  to  in  this  case,  as  in  all  other 
cases,  until  the  present  constitution  is 
either  revised  or  amended.  An  opinion  of 
this  committee  would  be  of  no  power. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gates Tighe,  Miller,  Moser,  McConville 
and  Huddell. 

President  Comerford,  in  discussing  the 
question,  said,  in  part: 

Prior  to  the  St.  Louis  Convention  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.,  we  had  been  enforcing  the  rule  that 
a man  was  not  entitled  to  carry  a card  in 
the  Iron  Workers,  or  any  other  trade.  In 
the  Convention  a decision  was  rendered  in 
the  case  of  a dispute  between  the  Iron 
Wprkerg  and  the  Metal  Lathers  that  any 
member  of  an  affiliated  Local  Union  fiad 
the  privilege  of  carrying  cards  in  two 
Unions  if  he  desired  to  do  so.  Since  that 
decision  I have,  as  General  President, 
where  the  question  has  come  up,  cited 
the  decision  of  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment, and  stated  that  we,  as  an  affil- 
iated organization,  were  compelled  to  live 
up  to  it.  I find  it  has  caused  a great  deal 
of  difficulty  in  a few  sections,  and  brought 
it  here  so  that  there  might  be  a positive 
decision  to  govern  your  officers  during  the 
next  term. 

The  question  was  discussed  further  by 
Delegate  Barnes,  Delegate  Hauf  and  Dele- 
gate Nolan. 

Upon  motion  debate  was  closed. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of 
the  committee  was  carried. 

Secretary  Hannahan  announced  that 
the  time  had  arrived  for  the  special  order, 
the  appeal  of  former  Local  Union  No.  69, 
but  asked  that  a delegation  of  Union  Cigar 
Makers,  who  were  in  the  lobby,  be  ad- 
mitted before  taking  up  the  appeal. 

No  objection  being  offered,  the  ser- 
geant-at-arms admitted  Messrs.  W.  A. 
Allton  and  Thomas  Parker  of  the  Cigar 
Makers’  International  Union. 

Mr.  Allton  made  a brief  address  to  the 
convention,  in  which  he  urged  support 
of  the  label  of  the  Cigar  Makers  and  of 
all  other  labels  of  affiliated  trades.  At

the  close  of  the  address  the  committee  dis- 
tributed Union  cigars  to  the  delegates. 

Upon  motion  of  Delegate  Howe,  .Chi- 
cago, a vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the 
Cigar  Makers’  Union  and  its  representa- 
tives for  their  presence  and  for  the  gift 
of  cigars. 

President  Comerford:  First  Vice  Presi- 
dent Preece  of  the  Bricklayers,  Masons  & 
Plasterers’  International  Union  is  in  the 
city  this  morning,  and  as  he  will  be 
obliged  to  leave  soon  I asked  him  to  come 
this  morning  to  address  the  convention. 

Arrangements  were  made  by  the  con- 
vention to  grant  the  floor  to  Vice  Presi- 
dent Preece  and  to  President  J.  H.  Walker 
of  the  State  Federation  of  Labor  at  11 
o’clock. 

SPECIAL  ORDER 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  ap- 
peal of  No.  69  would  be  heard  and  that 
the  entire  matter  that  had  been  before 
the  Convention  in  the  reports  of  the  Gen- 
eral President  and  the  Committee  on  Offi- 
cers’ Reports  in  regard  to  the  revocation 
of  charter  of  No.  69,  would  come  before 
the  convention. 

Delegate  Burke,  Local  No.  519,  moved 
that  the  representatives  of  No.  69  be  per- 
mitted to  appear  before  the  Convention. 
(Seconded  and  carried.) 

Delegate  Keefe:  I move  that  the  same 

privilege  be  granted  the  representatives 
of  No.  569  who  are  not  delegates.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

The  motion  was  discussed  briefly  by 
Delegates  Hudaell,  Keefe,  Murphy  (20), 
O’Hare,  Gorman,  Moser  and  Hannahan. 

The  motion  offered  by  Delegate  Keefe 
was  carried. 

Messrs.  William  M.  Huron,  E.  A.  Davis, 
Dennis  B.  Zeigler,  William  V.  Martin, 
Charles  F.  Lindstrom,  Louis  Dion  and 
Joseph  Boehm  appeared  before  the  Con- 
vention. 

Copies  of  a pamphlet  containing  the  ap- 
peal and  matters  connected  with  the  con- 
troversy were  distributed  to  the  delegaes. 

Mr.  Huron  was  granted  the  privilege 
of  the  floor  and  addressed  the  Convention 
on  the  subject  of  the  appeal  of  No.  69 
and  matters  leading  up  to  the  contro- 
versy. 

Upon  the  appearance  in  the  Convention 
of  J.  H.  Walker,  President  of  the  Illinois 
State  Federation  of  Labor,  and  Thomas 
Preece,  First  Vice  President  of  the  Brick- 
layers, Masons  & Plasterers’  Interna- 
tional Union,  further  discussion  on  the 
appeal  was  postponed  until  they  could 
address  the  Convention. 

President  Walker  conveyed  to  the  Con- 
vention the  best  wishes  of  the  Federa- 
tion, and  expressed  the  hope  that  all 
questions  to  be  dealt  with  would  be  set- 
tled in  a way  that  would  benefit  the  en- 
tire membership  of  the  organization.  He 
discussed  general  labor  conditions  in  the 
state  briefly,  and  stated  that  if  the  En- 


gineers would  come  into  the  Illinois  State 
Federation  as  a whole  it  would  be  a great 
benefit  to  the  movement. 

Upon  motion  of  President  Comerford 
a rising  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered 
President  Walker  for  his  presence  in  the 
Convention,  and  for  his  address.  The  vote 
was  unanimous  and  President  Walker 
was  warmly  applauded  by  the  delegates. 

President  Comerford:  On  account  of 

not  being  in  the  Chair  when  our  friends 
and  brothers  appeared,  I suggested  that 
Vice  President  Snellings  introduce  them. 
However,  in  this  case,  I cannot  let  the 
opportunity  go  by  of  having  the  pleasure 
of  introducing  the  First  Vice  President 
of  the  Bricklayers,  Brother  Preece. 

Since  the  agreement — yes,  even  before 
the  agreement  now  existing  between  the 
Bricklayers’  organization  and  our  own 
was  entered  into — I have  found  that 
Brother  Preece  spared  no  pains  to  help 
our  organization  where  it  was  possible  for 
him  to  do  so.  Only  iust  before  coming 
to  this  Convention  I had  a request  from 
our  Local  in  Minneapolis  to  come  to  that 
city  to  assist  them.  The  Local  was  in 
extremely  bad  shape.  I knew  there  was 
no  power  in  my  possession  to  assist  the 
Locals  unless  I could  get  help  from  the 
Bricklayers.  I applied  to  our  good  friend, 
Brother  Preece,  who  left  his  own  work 
undone  in  other  localities,  and  went  with 
me  to  Minneapolis.  I believe  as  a result 
of  that  visit  our  Local  Union  that  has 
been  in  such  deplorable  shape  for  a long 
time  will  in  the  near  future  be  placed  on 
its  feet. 

This  is  one  of  the  numerous  instances 
in  which  Brother  Preece  has  been  of  the 
greatest  help  to  our  organization.  And 
because  of  my  personal  friendship  for 
him,  as  well  as  his  friendship  for  our 
organization,  I now  take  great  pleasure 
in  introducing  to  you  our  friend  and 
brother,  Tom  Preece  of  the  Bricklayers. 

ADDRESS  OF  VICE  PRESIDENT 
PREECE. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Brothers: 

I don’t  know  that  I have  ever  done  any- 
thing I deserve  as  much  praise  for  as  I 
got  from  your  President.  If  I have,  it 
has  not  been  because  of  friendship  or 
anything  else,  but  a matter  of  duty  with 
me.  However,  I am  a little  bit  of  a coward 
anyway,  and  cannot  stand  being  patted 
on  the  back. 

I came  here  in  behalf  of  the  Bricklayers’ 
and  Masons’  International  organization, 
representing  their  Executive  Board,  of 
which  I am  a member.  Some  time  ago 
when  the  invitation  to  attend  this  Con- 
vention was  received  it  was  desired  that 
the  full  Board  attend.  Matters  have  de- 
veloped to  prevent  Secretary  Dobson  from 
coming.  His  chief  clerk  has  been  sick  for 
ten  days,  and  that  left  the  entire  institu- 
tion for  him  to  take  care  of.  President 
Bowen  has  been  in  Alhanv,  N.  Y.,  where 
his  father-in-law  is  ill.  having  suffered 
a stroke  of  paralysis.  He  may  be  able  to 
attend  your  Convention  either  Friday  or 
Saturday.  To  be  safe,  I was  instructed 
to  come  and  pay  the  respects  of  our  or- 
ganization to  you  in  convention  assem- 
bl  el.  and  I am  here  for  that  purpose. 
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i will  not  attempt  to  go  into  the  merits 
or  demerits  of  the  agreement  entered  into 
between  the  Bricklayers’.  Masons’  and 
Plasterers’  International  Union  and  the 
Engineers’  organizations.  I do  know  this, 
however,  that  past  history  has  shown  that 
where  bricklayers  are  found  working 
upon  the  construction  of  modern  buildings 
the  engineer  is  found,  and  vice  versa. 
Upon  making  inquiry  and  trying  to  get 
data  as  close  to  the  mark  as  possible,  I 
have  inauired  of  engineers  in  the  various 
cities  I have  gone  through  what  per  cent 
of  the  time  of  the  engineers  of  each  lo- 
cality was  occupied  with  the  bricklayers 
and  masons,  and  what  per  cent  of  their 
time  was  employed  with  the  other  trades 
on  the  building.  Invariably  the  answer 
has  been  that  about  75  or  80  per  cent  of 
the  time  of  the  hoisting  engineers  of  the 
locality  was  spent  with  our  men.  This 
has  come  from  the  delegates  or  from  the 
hoisting  engineers  on  the  job,  of  whom  I 
inauired.  In  some  cases  it  has  been  less 
and  in  some  a little  more,  but  I struck  an 
average  of  75  per  cent  from  the  informa- 
tion I got.  I so  reported  to  my  people. 

When  it  was  a question  with  our  organ- 
ization if  we  refused  to  affiliate  with  the 
Ruilding  Trades  Department  or  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Councils,  of  getting  a few 
trades  together  to  remedy  the  evils  of  the 
Councils,  the  first  trade  we  picked  was  the 
engineers.  We  asked  the  engineer  when 
the  time  came  if  he  would  consider  such 
an  alliance  between  the  Bricklayers  and 
Masons  and  his  organization.  We  had. 
however,  through  a close  relation  prior  to 
that,  reached  an  agreement  with  the  Plas- 
terers. 

Many  of  you,  I believe,  do  not  under- 
stand why  there  is  an  agreement  between 
the  Operative  Plasterers’  organization  and 
ourselves,  and  why  our  organization  has 
the  word  “Plasterers”  in  its  title.  In  the 
New  England  States  the  Operative  Plas- 
terers control  but  very  little  outside  of 
the  cities  of  Boston  and  Springfield,  Mass., 
very  little  in  Rhode  Island,  Maine.  Dela- 
ware, etc.  Until  you  get  to  the  Allegheny 
Mountains  you  will  find  the  Operative 
Plasterers  only  in  large  cities,  in  isolated 
cases.  After  you  get  west  of  the  Alle- 
ghenies you  will  find  the  Operative  Plas- 
terer has  built  his  organization  and  it 
goes  clear  to  the  coast. 

In  small  towns  where  there  are  only 
thirty  or  forty  men  who  do  the  bricklay- 
ing and  plastering,  the  plasterer  belongs 
to  us.  In  that  wav  we  control  the  indus- 
try in  the  jurisdiction.  In  a locality  where 
we  are  organizing,  if  we  find  seven  or 
eight  exclusive  plasterers,  we  always  no- 
tify the  Plasterers’  International  Secre- 
tary of  the  fact.  If  we  have  time  we  or- 
ganize a Local  for  them:  if  not.  their  or- 
ganizer will  drop  in  and  organize  them. 
We  may  give  them  temporary  cards. 
There  was  an  everlasting  dispute  between 
the  Operative  Plasterers  and  our  organi- 
zation because  of  jurisdiction.  Men  would 
go  out  of  our  towns  and  into  theirs  and 
have  to  put  up  twenty-five  dollars,  and 
the  same  was  true  of  men  coming  from 
their  town  into  ours.  We  came  to  an 
agreement  some  four  or  five  years  ago. 
and  it  has  worked  well.  It  is  compulsory 
for  the  sake  of  their  members  and  ours- 
it  protects  them  from  the  payment  of 
blood  money,  as  we  call  it.  that  business 
agents  would  exact  from  their  men  and 
ours. 

I may  say  In  passing  that  the  Stone- 
cutters’ agreement  with  us  came  about 
through  a jurisdiction  question.  It  has 
worked  satisfactorily.  But  as  an  offen- 
sive and  defensive  proposition,  the  first 
organization  broached  on  that  subject  was 
your  own. 

We  approached  Mr.  Comerford  and  Mr. 
Hannahan  on  this  matter.  We  agreed, 
and  since  that  time  we  have  entered  into 
a similar  agreement  with  the  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters.  Now  there  is  the  Stone- 
cutter, Hoisting  Engineer,  Carpenter, 


Bricklayer  and  Mason — a very  good  com- 
bination for  the  building  industry.  I be- 
lieve it  is  going  to  bring  about  that  which 
the  rank  and  file  of  all  building  trades 
want — an  opportunity  for  permanent  em- 
ployment. 

I have  been  a delegate  in  Building 
Trades  Councils  for  the  past  thirty  years, 
off  and  on.  and  the  only  fault  I ever  had 
to  find  with  them  was  the  fact  that  the 
rank  and  file  were  put  on  the  streets  and 
deprived  of  employment  through  unneces- 
sary quarrels  between  the  trades.  Where 
we  have  pulled  a building,  or  a set  of 
buildings,  in  order  to  compel  a contractor 
to  come  to  time  with  one  of  the  trades  in 
regard  to  working  conditions,  we  have 
pulled  a hundred  in  the  last  fifteen  or 
twenty  years  because  of  quarrels  between 
the  trades. 

I have  had  some  experience,  because  I 
have  been  twelve  years  on  the  road  for 
my  institution,  and  it  has  come  to  my 
notice  so  often  it  became  a burden  upon 
my  mind  to  see  the  men  of  all  lines  of 
building  trades  turned  out  on  the  streets, 
nobody  to  talk  to,  nobody  to  explain, 
merely  the  contractor  coming  around  and 
asking  “What  is  the  matter?”  Nohodv 
knew.  “Where  will  I find  out?”  “We 
don’t  know.  Go  to  so  and  so.  probably 
you  will  find  out.”  The  hoisting  engineer 
and  the  carpenter  would  be  on  the  street. 
For  many  years  it  did  not  affect  us  so 
much  because  the  ladder  game  or  the 
hand  hoist  cut  some  figure;  conseouentlv 
our  men  would  work  a couple  of  davs  un- 
til they  got  up  against  the  other  trades, 
and  then  they  would  have  to  quit.  In  the 
last  few  years  the  council  would  say: 
"Come  boys!  never  mind  the  bricklayer, 
we  don’t  care  about  him!”  Off  came  the 
engineer  and  the  job  was  stooped.  It  is 
estimated  by  some  of  the  best  experts  in 
the  United  States  that  over  ten  millions 
of  dollars  have  been  lost  in  the  building 
trades  through  strikes  in  the  past  seven 
years,  strikes  that  would  not  have  been 
necessary  had  the  proper  business  meth- 
ods been  used. 

Not  only  did  the  engineer  have  to  quit, 
but  all  trades  quit,  and  the  dollars  and 
the  wages  that  have  been  lost  never  can 
come  back.  And  our  memberhip.  the  rank 
and  file,  the  fellows  who  get  out  and  dig 
for  their  money  have  s'rown  tired  of 
standing  on  the  street  waiting  and  ask- 
ing for  work  when  it  was  there  for  them 
to  do  The  first  fellow  that  would  drive 
a nail  into  something  would  be  told. 
“Hold  on!  That  belongs  to  me!”  The  first 
fellow  who  pushed  a piece  of  sheet  metal 
of  small  size  over  a joint  to  get  by  with 
his  work  had  a jurisdiction  fight. 

All  these  little  things  were  seen  hv 
those  who  wanted  to  find  fault,  while  the 
large  principle  of  the  trade  union  move- 
ment was  allowed  to  lie  dormant  and  no- 
body cared  for  it. 

I believe  under  the  svstem  the  Building 
Trades  Department  has  been  running 
since  its  inception,  the  men  in  the  build- 
ing trades  have  suffered.  And  I am  one 
of  the  men  who  attended  the  Convention 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  at 
Norfolk,  where  the  Department  was 
formed,  and  spoke  for  it  believing  if  it 
adopted  a set  of  rules  and  was  chartered 
as  an  auxiliary  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  some 
good  might  come  out  of  it,  believing  it 
could  not  fall,  as  the  old  Building  Trades 
Council  and  the  old  Structural  Trades  Al- 
liance fell,  for  lack  of  discipline,  because 
it  did  not  carry  out  its  own  laws  before 
asking  others  to  live  up  to  them. 

And  who  suffers?  Not  me.  I am  on  a 
salary  and  I get  it  every  day  and  every 
year;  but  the  men  who  pay  me  are  the 
ones  who  suffer  for  the  lack  of  business 
methods,  the  lack  of  sincerity  on  the  part 
of  those  who  had  the  carrying  out  of  the 
great  Building  Trades  Department.  It  has 
come  to  the  notice  of  your  organization, 
the  carpenters  and  others,  that  the  system 
is  wrong  and  cannot  live.  Since  we  have 
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gone  into  an  alliance  with  you  gentlemen, 
as  far  as  we  are  able,  and  as  far  as  our 
power  can  carry  us,  we  are  going  to  live 
up  to  it,  we  are  going  to  make  good'  on 
that  agreement.  I know  you  feel  at  this 
time,  while  the  agreement  has  been  in  ef- 
fect for  some  months,  that  probably  we 
have  not  done  all  you  would  wish  for  us 
to  do.  We  also  know  that  your  organiza- 
tion has  done  much  for  us  in  the  short 
time  that  we  have  been  together.  We  are 
highly  pleased,  and  we  appreciate  every 
move  you  have  made.  You  have  taken 
your  men  off  jobs  in  some  cases;  you  have 
compelled  them  to  work  on  other  oc- 
casions; you  did  not  allow  them  to  strike 
against  us  and  put  us  on  the  street. 

And  we  appreciate  what  you  have  done, 
and  on  behalf  of  our  Board,  I ask  that 
you  be  a little  patient  with  us.  We  will 
carry  out  the  agreement.  You  will  realize 
there  are  localities  and  that  there  are 
conditions  in  cities  that  prevent  us  from 
accomplishing  our  point  at  times.  It  does 
not  need  any  brains  or  judgment  to  walk 
up  to  a job  and  say,  “Come  off  the  job, 
boys!  Everybody  come  down.”  What  we 
want  to  do  is  to  accomplish  our  purpose 
without  costing  the  bricklayer  or  the  en- 
gineer a dollar.  It  has  been  our  motto 
since  the  present  Executive  Board  has 
been  in  office  to  win  and  not  lose,  and  out 
of  the  many  fights  we  have  had — and  we 
have  had  a great  many — we  have  not  lost 
one. 

We  have  gone  so  far  as  to  go  into  a 
town  and  start  into  the-  contracting  busi- 
ness; we  have  taken  all  the  contracts  in 
a town  for  a year  and  a half  so  that  no 
one  could  say  we  were  beaten  by  the  ad- 
vocate of  the  open  shop.  Four  years  ago 
I was  sent  to  Alton  to  investigate  a lock- 
out of  the  Building  Trades.  We  were 
locked  out  because  we  had  a little  dis- 
agreement with  the  contractors.  I recom- 
mended to  the  Board  that  a certain  man 
be  put  in  Alton  and  a check  for  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  placed  at  his  disposal  to  fig- 


ure on  contracts  and  take  them  all  at 
wages  without  profit. 

The  recommendation  was  accepted,  and 
the  plan  put  in  operation,  and  for  eigh- 
teen months  we  took  every  contract  In 
Alton  for  private  citizens  and  for  the  city 
itself,  and  we  did  over  $600,000  worth  of 
work  in  that  time,  paying  five  and  six 
and  seven  dollars  a day.  When  the  insti- 
tution known  as  The  Employers’  Asso- 
ciation went  on  its  knees  and  asked  us 
not  to  ruin  its  members  we  surrendered 
the  contracts,  took  our  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars back  to  Indianapolis,  sent  the  men  to 
St.  Louis  and  left  a clean  town. 

Now  the  carpenter  and  the  engineer  are 
with  us.  Let  us  go  to  work  and  win  and 
not  be  beaten. 

I want  to  conclude  by  thanking  you 
once  more.  Give  us  a little  time  and  we 
will  show  you  the  agreement  will  be  car- 
ried out  in  its  entirety. 

Delegate  McConville;  I move  you  that 
we  give  a rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
brother  for  his  address,  and  also  extend 
it  to  the  entire  organization  of  the  Brick- 
layers. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried 
by  unanimous  rising  vote,  the  speaker 
being  applauded  vigorously. 

Upon  motion  of  Delegate  Murphy  (20) 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  the 
address  printed  verbatim  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Convention. 

The  special  order  was  resumed  and  Mr. 
Huron  occupied  the  floor  until  the  time 
for  adjournment. 

At  12:30  the  rules  were  suspended  and 
the  convention  adjourned  to  9 o’clock 
a.  m.,  Thursday,  September  17. 
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FOURTH  DAY-THURSDAY,  SEPTEMBER  17th 
MORNING  SESSION 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
9 o’clock  a.  m.,  Thursday,  September  17, 
First  Vice  President  Snellings  in  the 
Chair. 

On  motion  the  roll  call  was  dispensed 
with. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  discussion 
would  be  resumed  on  the  report  of  the 
committee  and  the  application  of  No.  69 
for  restoration  of  charter. 

Delegate  Twomey  moved  that  the  ap- 
pellants be  given  one  hour  to  complete 
the  presentation  of  their  case.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  McNamara  asked  that  unlim- 
ited time  be  granted  them.  Delegate 
Murphy  (20)  supported  the  motion.  Dele- 
gate Huddell  opposed  the  motion.  The 
motion  was  then  withdrawn. 

Messrs.  William  M.  Huron,  Dennis  B. 
Zeigler,  E.  A.  Davis,  representing  No.  69, 
addressed  the  Convention. 

LADIES’  AUXILIARY. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having 
arrived  a committee  of  the  Ladies’  Aux- 
iliary appeared  before  the  Convention, 
and  stated  their  plan  for  the  formation 
of  an  International  organization.  The 
committee  consisted  of  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Amedee,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Roberts,  Mrs.  Flora 
Beckworth,  Mrs.  Daisy  Kasper,  Mrs.  Mary 
C.  Burke,  Mrs.  Jennie  Cooley,  Mrs.  Sara 
Welton,  Mrs.  Agnes  Barnes,  Mrs.  V.  J. 
Touhey,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Lewis,  Mrs.  L.  H. 
Turba  and  Mrs.  John  Glass. 

The  committee  announced  that  their  ob- 
ject in  appearing  before  the  Convention 
was  to  ask  for  official  recognition  of  their 
organization;  that  the  International 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  had  already  been 
formed;  that  they  would  elect  their  own 
officers,  prepare  their  own  constitution, 
by-laws  and  ritual,  send  representatives 
to  the  various  cities  to  organize  branches, 
and  would  not  ask  the  I.  U.  of  S.  & 0.  E. 
for  any  financial  assistance. 

They  explained  at  some  length  the  ob- 
jects for  which  the  Auxiliary  had  been 
formed. 

Vice  President  Roberts  moved  that  the 
Convention  go  on  record  recognizing  of- 
ficially the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  organized  in 
Peoria  on  September  15th  as  the  official 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  & Operating  Engineers. 
(Seconded  by  Secretary  Hannahan.) 

Delegate  MacKenzie  moved  that  action 
be  deferred  until  a resolution  presented 


by  the  Spokane  delegates  could  be  re- 
ported upon  in  the  Convention,  as  it  dealt 
with  the  subject  of  Auxiliaries. 

Delegate  Howell  opposed  the  motion. 
Delegate  Roberts  and  Delegate  Murphy 
favored  the  motion. 

The  motion  offered  by  Vice  President 
Roberts  was  carried.  Vice  President  Rob- 
erts and  Secretary  Hannahan  were  com- 
missioned to  convey  the  action  of  the 
Convention  to  the  representatives  of  the 
Auxiliary. 

Discussion  of  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee and  the  appeal  of  No.  69  for  restora- 
tion of  charter  was  resumed.  P.  E.  Fen- 
nell, representing  Local  Union  No.  669; 
Adolph  Jenczewsky,  Oliver  Stingley,  P. 
Graham  and  John  DeLong  of  the  same 
Local,  also  addressed  the  Convention. 

Delegate  Huddell  moved  that  each  side 
be  given  fifteen  minutes  for  rebuttal.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried,  and  the 
Convention  was  addressed  by  Messrs. 
Zeigler,  Huron  and  Martin  of  No.  69,  and 
Messrs.  Esford  and  Fennel  of  L.  U.  No. 
669. 

Representatives  of  the  two  organiza- 
tions that  had  been  accorded  the  privilege 
of  the  floor  retired,  and  upon  motion  of 
Delegate  Smith,  the  Convention  went  into 
executive  session. 

Delegate  Moser,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Officers’  Reports,  again  read 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  on 
that  portion  of  the  President’s  report  deal- 
ing with  the  revocation  of  the  charter  of 
No.  69. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be 
concurred  in. 

Delegate  Keefe,  Local  Union  No.  464, 
addressed  the  Convention  at  some  length 
in  favor  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee. 

Delegate  Burke,  Local  Union  No.  85, 
spoke  at  length  in  favor  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  and  the  re- 
port of  the  President.  He  dealt  briefly 
with  the  strike  in  the  brickyards  in  Cook 
County. 

Delegate  Peterson,  Local  Union  No.  401, 
spoke  in  support  of  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee.  He  discussed  condi- 
tions in  Chicago  both  prior  to  and  since 
the  revocation  of  the  charter,  dealing 
especially  with  the  causes  that  led  up  to 
the  revocation. 
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At  12:30  the  Convention  was  adjourned 
under  the  rules,  to  reconvene  at  2 o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  same  day. 


FOURTH  DAY— THURSDAY  AFTER- 
1V001V  SESSION. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
2 o’clock  p.  m.,  Thursday,  September  17, 
First  Vice  President  Snellings  in  the 
Chair. 

On  motion  the  roll  call  was  dispensed 
with. 

Delegate  Peterson  completed  his  dis- 
cussion of  the  question  before  the  Con- 
vention. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  Union  No.  20, 
spoke  in  defense  of  the  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  in  revoking  the 
charter  of  No.  69,  and  favored  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Wuerffel  replied  briefly  to  a 
statement  in  the  discussion  of  W.  V. 
Martin  of  No.  69. 

Delegate  Huddel,  Local  Union  No.  4: 

I move  as  an  amendment  that  the  ap- 
peal of  No.  69  be  sustained  by  this  Con- 
vention, that  the  charter  be  restored,  their 
delegates  seated  upon  the  floor  of  this 
Convention,  and  that  we  adopt  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  on  Officers’ 
Reports  in  reference  to  the  Local  Joint 
Executive  Board  of  Chicago  making  the 
rules  for  permits. 

Delegate  Moser:  I rise  to  a point  of 

order.  The  amendment  of  Brother  Hud- 
dell  kills  the  intent  of  the  motion  before 
the  House  in  the  most  vital  particulars. 

Chairman  Snellings  declared  the  point 
of  order  well  taken. 

Delegate  Huddell  appealed  from  the 
decision  of  Chairman  Snellings. 

Vice  President  Murphy  in  the  Chair. 

Delegate  Huddell  spoke  in  favor  of  his 
appeal. 

Vice  President  Snellings  defended  his 
decision. 

A viva  voce  vote  was  taken.  Chairman 
Murphy  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  the 
Chairman  was  sustained  in  his  ruling. 
A division  was  asked  for.  A rising  vote 
was  taken,  which  resulted  in  67  votes  be- 
ing cast  to  sustain  the  decision  of  the 
Chairman,  and  37  votes  against  sustain- 
ing the  decision. 

Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  Chair. 

Secretary  Hannahan  discussed  the 
question  at  length,  explaining  the  condi- 
tions that  led  up  to  the  revocation  of 
the  charter  of  No.  69. 

Delegate  McKenzie,  Local  Union  No. 
143,  spoke  in  support  of  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Keefe  asked  permission  to 
read  a telegram  and  speak  a few  words 
in  reference  to  it.  He  referred  to  a state- 
ment made  during  the  discussion  in  re- 
gard to  an  attack  that  had  been  made 
upon  President  Comerford  in  April,  and 
stated  that  doubt  had  been  expressed  as 


to  the  President  having  been  injured.  The 
telegram  from  the  attending  physician 
stated  the  serious  nature  and  extent  of 
the  injuries. 

President  Comerford  spoke  in  defense 
of  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Board  in 
the  case  of  No.  69,  and  spoke  in  support 
of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

A viva  voce  vote  was  had  and  the  Chair- 
man declared  the  motion  to  adopt  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  car- 
ried. 

Delegate  McConville  requested  a roll 
call  on  the  motion.  The  request  being 
supported  by  the  required  number  of  dele- 
gates, the  Secretary  called  the  roll,  which 
resulted  as  follows:

The  Chairman  declared  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  adopted. 

President  Matthew  Woll  of  the  Photo 
Engravers’  International  Union,  was  in- 
troduced to  the  Convention  by  President 
Comerford. 

President  Woll  stated  that  he  desired, 
in  behalf  of  the  Label  Trades  Department 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  to 
extend  the  felicitations  and  fraternal 
greetings  of  that  department,  and  to  ex- 
press the  wish  that  the  Convention 
would  redound  to  the  good  and  credit  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers  and  the  labor  move- 
ment in  general.  President  Woll  made 
an  eloquent  plea  for  more  loyal  and  gen- 
eral support  of  the  union  label. 

Upon  motion  of  Delegate  McConville 
the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  ten- 
dered to  President  Woll  for  his  presence 
in  the  Convention  and  his  eloquent  ad- 
dress. 

Delegate  Moser,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee : 

The  Committee  on  Officers’  Reports  has 
a supplementary  report  to  make  on  the 
revocation  of  the  charter  of  Local  Union 
No.  69.  It  reads: 

The  appeal  of  No.  69,  having  been 
considered  in  conjunction  with  this  sub- 
ject, we  recommend  that  the  appeal  of  No. 
69  be  not  sustained. 

Upon  motion  of  Delegate  Moser  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption  “In- 
surance,” the  committee  reported  as  fol- 
lows: 

INSURANCE. 

We  recommend  that  the  incoming  offi- 
cers be  instructed  to  conduct  further  ne- 
gotiations to  find  a plan  that  will  be  more 
satisfactory  to  the  membership,  and  es- 
tablish an  insurance  system,  if  possible, 
as  we  firmly  believe  that  life  insurance 
of  our  members  will  be  of  immense  bene- 
fit to  our  organization. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  unanimously  concurred  in. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“Branch  Locals,”  the  committee  reported 
as  follows: 

BRANCH  CHARTERS. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that 
branch  charters  have  no  legal  standing 
in  the  International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers  at  the  present  time, 
and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the 
next  General  Executive  Board  submit  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution,  and  have 
the  next  Convention  act  on  this  matter, 


so  that  position  of  branch  charters  may 
be  clearly  defined. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Delegate 
Naylor,  Delegate  Moser,  Delegate  Huddell, 
Delegate  McNamara,  Delegate  Walsh, 
Local  No.  452,  Delegate  Howe,  Delegate 
Massow  and  Burke,  Local  No.  519. 

Delegate  Schmitz,  Local  Union  No.  56, 
moved  that  action  on  the  question  be  de- 
ferred until  a resolution  dealing  with  the 
question  was  reported  on.  (Seconded  and 
carried.) 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent’s report  dealing  with  an  appeal  from 
Cobalt,  Canada,  the  committee  reported 
as  follows: 

APPEAL  FOR  AID  FROM  COBALT, 
CANADA. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  only 
proper  authority  to  act  on  appeals  of  this 
nature  should  be  the  General  Executive 
Board.  Various  appeals  for  funds  and  or- 
ganizers have  been  made  to  this  Conven- 
tion. All  of  them  have  more  or  less  merit, 
but  we  feel  that  the  Executive  Board  is 
the  only  proper  body  to  act  on  these  mat- 
ters intelligently,  as  they  are  conversant 
with  the  finances  of  the  organization. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  all  such 
matters  be  referred  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in  unanimously. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“Municipal  Ownership  of  Public  Utilities,” 
the  committee  reported  as  follows: 

MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP  OF  PUBLIC 
UTILITIES. 

This  committee  recommends  that  the 
Convention  reiterate  its  former  position 
in  this  matter.  Investigations  made  by 
our  President  in  cities  of  Great  Britain 
only  serve  as  stronger  proof  that  our  po- 
sition in  this  matter  has  been  and  is  now 
right,  and  we  further  recommend  to  our 
Locals  throughout  the  country,  that  they 
put  forth  active  endeavors  to  bring  about 
municipal  ownership  of  all  public  utili- 
ties. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in  by  unanimous  vote. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent’s report  under  the  caption  “War  of 
Conquest  in  Europe,”  the  committee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

WAR  IN  EUROPE. 

This  committee  realizes  that  the  present 
war  in  Europe  is  hardly  a fit  subject  for 
discussion  in  this  convention.  Yet  organ- 
ized labor  should  never  overlook  this 
splendid  opportunity  to  reiterate  its  de- 
claration in  opposition  to  all  wars  and  for 
the  promotion  of  universal  peace  and  dis- 
armment  of  armies.  We  deplore  the  pres- 
ent war  in  the  highest  measure,  and  hope 
that  the  blood  shed  by  these  people  will 
bring  true  liberty  and  peace  to  the  fol- 
lowing generations. 

In  regard  to  any  assistance  that  the 
American  labor  movement  may  render  to 
the  unfortunate  workers  in  Europe,  we 
recommend  that  our  delegates  to  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  stand  instructed  to  lend  such  assist- 
ance as  that  body  may  determine  on.  This

organization  stands  ready  to  do  its  share 
in  anything  that  the  A.  P.  of  L.  may  deem 
to  be  practical  to  relieve  the  distress,  and 
to  extend  a helping  hand  to  our  brother 
workers  across  the  Atlantic. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in  by  unanimous  vote. 

Delegate  Moser  stated  that  as  the  Mon- 
ahan Monument  had  been  provided  for, 
no  report  was  made  upon  the  report  of 
the  General  President  on  that  subject. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  under 
the  caption  “Engineers’  Headquarters,” 
the  committee  reported  as  follows: 

ENGINEERS’  HEADQUARTERS. 

We  hope  that  the  Convention  will  en- 
dorse the  action  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  in  establishing  and  purchasing  our 
office  building  in  Chicago,  and  this  com- 
mittee is  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  a 
vote  of  thanks  should  be  extended  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  for  their  busi- 
nesslike purchase  and  management  of  our 
organization  headquarters.  Every  mem- 
ber of  our  organization  has  a right  to  be 
proud  of  this  achievement. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“American  Federation  of  Labor-Steam 
Shovel  Engineers,”  the  committee  re- 
ported: 

AMERICAN  FEDERATION  OF  LABOR- 
STEAM  SHOVED  ENGINEERS. 

In  regard  to  this  subject  we  recommend 
that  this  entire  matter  be  left  in  charge 
of  our  delegates  to  the  A.  F.  of  D..  who 
have  looked  after  our  interest  to  the  best 
of  their  ability.  The  recommendation  of 
our  President,  to  serve  notice  on  the  A. 
F.  of  D.  that  we  would  fight  any  Steam 
Shovel  Engineers’  organization  that  they 
may  charter,  should  be  concurred  in. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent’s report  under  the  caption  “The  In- 
vasion of  the  Longshoremen,”  the  com- 
mittee reported  as  follows: 

THE  INVASION  OF  THE  LONGSHORE- 
MEN. 

We  recommend  that  the  officers  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  and  Operat- 
ing Engineers  be  instructed  by  this  Con- 
vention to  adopt  the  most  stringent  meas- 
ures to  stop  the  encroachment  by  the 
Longshoremen  on  the  rights  of  this  Union 
and  its  members,  and  also  use  the  full 
financial  power  at  our  command  to  guard 
against  any  further  violation  of  our 
rights  from  this  organization. 


The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“One  Day’s  Rest  in  Seven,”  the  commit- 
tee reported: 

ONE  DAY'S  REST  IN  SEVEN. 

Not  enough  importance  can  be  attached 
to  the  matter  of  securing  one  day’s  rest 
out  of  seven  for  workmen  engaged  in 
various  occupations,  and  particularly  for 
our  own  members.  Under  the  present  sys- 
tem of  high  pressure  extortion  of  the  la- 
bor power  of  the  human  being  it  becomes 
one  of  the  duties  of  the  craft  union  to 
see  that  its  members  are  worked  under 
humane  conditions  and  that  lack  of  rest 
and  recreation  does  not  bring  the  work- 
man to  an  untimely  grave.  We  urge  that 
this  Convention  go  on  record  as  instruct- 
ing all  its  Locals  to  bring  about  one  day’s 
rest  in  seven,  either  by  enforcing  the 
same  as  one  of  the  union  rules,  or,  better 
still,  by  legislation  where  such  practice  is 
not  already  in  existence. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in  unanimously. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent’s report  under  the  caption  “Abuse  of 
Souvenir  Programs,”  the  committee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

THE  ABUSE  OF  SOUVENIR  PROGRAMS. 

This  committee  feels  that  the  General 
Executive  Board  should  be  instructed  by 
the  Convention  to  take  action  that  will 
prevent  such  abuse  as  herein  recited. 
Where  permission  is  granted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  for  the  issuance  of 
souvenir  programs  by  Locals  in  Conven- 
tion cities,  such  permission  should  only  be 
granted  with  the  stipulation  that  the 
work  of  soliciting  funds  or  advertise- 
ments should  be  under  direct  supervision 
of  the  General  Executive  Board  or  some 
one  designated  by  them. 

A motion  was  made  and'  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Delegate  McKee,  Local  No.  8,  discussed 
the  question  and  opposed  that  portion  of 
the  report  of  the  President  and  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee.  He  explained 
at  some  length  the  action  taken  by  the 
local  committee  and  Local  No.  8. 

Vice  President  Murphy  in  the  Chair. 

The  question  was  further  discussed  by 
President  Comerford  and  Vice  President 
Snellings,  who  defended  the  reports  of  the 
President  and  the  committee. 

At  5:30  p.  m.  the  Convention  was  ad- 
journed, to  reconvene  at  9 a.  m.  Friday, 
September  IS. 
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FIFTH  DAY— FRIDAY,  SEPTEMBER  18th 
MORNING  SESSION 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
9 o’clock  a.  m.,  Friday,  September  18, 
President  Comerford  in  the  Chair. 

On  motion  the  roll  call  was  dispensed 
with. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials,  in  a sup- 
plementary report,  recommended  that  the 
following  delegates  be  seated: 

J.  C.  Walker,  Local  Union  No.  544,  one 
vote. 

Gus  Albright,  Local  Union  No.  400,  three 
votes. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
protest  against  William  F.  Lewis  and 
Charles  Hodgman,  Local  No.  400,  he  re- 
ferred to  the  Grievance  Committee.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

The  committee  recommended  the  seat- 
ing of  John  G.  Harris,  Louis  Turba  and 
Carl  Myers,  Local  Union  No.  402,  with 
one  and  one-third  votes  each,  and  that 
the  case  of  George  P.  Crowe  of  the  same 
Local  be  referred  to  the  Grievance  Com- 
mittee. The  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  adopted. 

The  committee  recommended  that  A. 
F.  Woodside,  Local  Union  No.  435,  be 
seated,  with  one  vote.  The  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Discussion  on  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Officers’  Reports  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  abuse  of  Souvenir  programs 
was  resumed. 

Secretary  Hannahan  read  some  corre- 
spondence that  had  passed  between  the 
General  Office  and  Local  No.  8 on  the 
subject  of  the  Convention  program.  The 
question  was  discussed  further  by  Dele- 
gate McKee,  President  Comerford,  Dele- 
gate Keefe  and  Delegate  Turba. 

Delegate  McGuire,  Local  No.  87,  moved 
as  an  amendment  that  the  words  “any 
publication  issued  by  authority  of  any 
body  of  engineers  affiliated  with  the  I.  U. 
of  S.  & O.  E.,  or  locals  in  convention 
cities,”  be  inserted  after  the  words  “where 
permission  is  granted  by  the  General 
Executive  Board  for  the  issuance  of 
souvenir  programs  by.” 

The  question  was  further  discussed  by 
Secretary  Hannahan,  Delegate  Moser  and 
Delegate  McKee. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  carried. 


Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption  “In- 
ternational Agreement  with  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Company,”  the  qommittee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

AGREEMENT  WITH  THE  BARBER 
ASPHALT  COMPANY. 

We  recommend  that  this  agreement  be 
endorsed  by  the  Convention  and  all  Locals 
be  instructed  to  see  that  other  asphalt 
companies  be  unionized  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

Upon  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  under  the  caption 
“Ladies’  Auxiliaries,”  the  committee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

LADIES’  AUXILIARIES. 

We  recommend  that  this  Convention  be 
hereby  instructed  to  give  official  recog- 
nition to  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  whenever 
application  is  made,  and  that  the  General 
Executive  Board  also  make  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  same. 

Delegate  Moser:  This  matter  has  been 

disposed  of  by  the  Convention,  but  to  keep 
the  records  clear  it  might  be  well  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

On  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
General  President  dealing  with  the  offi- 
cial Journal,  the  committee  reported  as 
follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  JOURNAL. 

In  looking  over  the  report  of  the  Jour- 
nal, your  committee  believes  that  the 
present  policy  pursued  by  the  Journal 
should  be  improved  upon.  It  is  the  opin- 
ion of  your  committee  that  we  should 
endeavor  to  get  out  a better  Journal 
rather  than  to  adhere  to  the  policy  of 
producing  a Journal  according  to  revenue 
derived  therefrom. 

We  believe  that  it  would  be  of  far 
greater  benefit  to  this  organization  to 
improve  the  Journal,  even  though  some 
money  would  have  to  be  added  from  the 
general  fund. 

This  must  not  be  understood  to  be  criti- 
cising the  present  management;  on  the 
contrary,  we  believe  that  the  management 
of  the  Journal  deserves  a great  deal  of 
credit  for  getting  out  such  a creditable 
publication  with  the  means  at  hand. 

The  rank  and  file  is  probably  not  aware 
of  the  vicious  boycott  waged  against  this 
official  publication  of  ours,  and  it  is  al- 
most impossible  to  put  the  Journal  on  a 
good  paying  basis.  With  all  these  diffi- 
culties placed  in  the  way  of  the  Interna- 
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tional  Steam  Engineer,  yet  it  has  managed 
to  be  self-sustaining  and  shows  a small 
profit.  But  we  believe  that  the  Journal 
should  be  advanced  even  though  some  ad- 
ditional funds  are  necessary  to  accom- 
plish this  end,  and  we  hope  that  the  Con- 
vention will  concur  in  this  recommenda- 
tion. 

Vice  President  Roberts  in  the  Chair. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gate Collins,  Local  No.  93;  Delegate 
Turba,  Local  No.  402;  Delegate  Munter- 
fering,  Local  No.  56;  Delegate  McGuire 
and  Delegate  Howe. 

A motion  to  adopt  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Delegate  Moser:  The  question  of 

Branch  Charters  was  referred  back  to 
the  committee.  The  committee  has 
agreed  with  the  brother  who  moved  to 
defer  action  that  the  report  shall  read: 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that 
branch  charters  have  no  legal  standing  in 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers  at  the  present  time, 
and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the 
next  General  Executive  Board  submit  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution,  and  have 
the  next  Convention  act  on  this  matter,  so 
the  position  of  branch  charters  may  be 
clearly  defined.  Until  such  action  is  taken 
by  the  next  Convention  we  recommend 
that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention 
that  branch  Locals  may  be  organized  in 
connection  with  Locals  already  organized, 
and  shall  be  under  the  control  of  Locals 
of  which  they  are  branches  in  regard  to 
questions  of  hours,  wages  and  representa- 
tion in  all  general  bodies. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  report  your  commit- 
tee wishes  to  call  attention  of  the  dele- 
gates to  the  large  amount  of  work  gone 
over  by  the  committee  on  Officers’  Re- 
ports. 

This  is  only  an  indication  of  the  large 
amount  of  work  which  has  been  done  by 
our  General  Officers.  As  a whole,  we  can 
only  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  management  of  the 
organization  has  been  conducted,  and  the 
large  amount  of  work  which  has  been 
brought  to  successful  conclusion.  This 
successful  management  of  our  organiza- 
tion reflects  great  credit  when  we  stop  to 
think  how  little  discord  there  has  been  in 
our  union  as  a whole,  and  we  believe  that, 
owing  to  such  leadership,  every  one  of 
our  members  should  be  proud  to  be  a 
member  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  and  Operating  Engineers.

The  Secretary  of  the  committee  replied 
that  the  recommendation  in  regard  to 
branch  charters  had  been  concurred  in. 

Delegate  McGuire:  I wish  to  go  on 

record  as  protesting  against  the  report 
being  adopted  until  the  official  financial 
report  of  our  Journal  is  submitted  to  the 
Convention. 

The  motion  to  adopt  as  a whole  was 
carried. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  OF- 
FICERS’ REPORT  ON  REPORT  OF 
GENERAL  SECRETARY- 
TREASURER. 

As  the  detailed  report  of  our  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  has  been  submitted 
to  all  the  delegates,  we  feel  that  little 
recommendations  are  necessary  by  your 
committee. 

Permit  us  to  call  your  attention  to  a 
few  of  the  facts  appearing  in  this  report. 
There  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-one 
(121)  new  charters  issued  and  nine  (9) 
reinstated  during  a two-year  term  ending 
July  31st,  1914.  This  alone  speaks  vol- 
umes for  the  activity  in  the  office  of  our 
General  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  your 
committee  feels  that  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice have  been  most  capably  and  efficiently 
performed. 

The  entire  office  force  appears  to  be 
most  efficient,  and  would  reflect  great 
credit  on  any  organization.  Although  the 
changing  of  our  office  to  our  new  office 
building  no  doubt  caused  a great  deal  of 
extra  labor  and  inconvenience  to  this  of- 
fice, yet  we  are  pleased  to  report  the  gen- 
eral progress  of  our  organization  did  not 
suffer  therefrom,  and  no  complaint  was 
recorded. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  treasury 
is  highly  satisfactory,  and  the  system  of 
accounting  is  to  be  commended,  as  it  has 
proved  to  be  free  of  errors. 

In  looking  over  the  final  balances,  sight 
must  not  be  lost  of  the  fact  that  a new 
office  building  has  been  acquired  at  a total 
expense  of  $11,159.60,  and  every  cent  of 
this  has  been  paid.  In  addition  to  this 
$1,298.57  have  been  expended  for  office  fix- 
tures, furniture  and  improvements  for  this 
new  home  office.  The  moving  of  the  Jour- 
nal and  General  President’s  office  from 
New  York  to  Chicago  is  also  an  item 
which  must  be  remembered.  In  summing 
up  all  these  unusual  expenses,  we  find 
that  great  financial  progress  was  really 
made,  although  not  apparent  in  the  final 
balances. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  nothing  further 
to  say,  except  that  all  the  work  of  this 
office  has  been  conducted  in  a highly  ef- 
ficient and  capable  manner,  which  should 
be  commended  and  appreciated  by  every 
member  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  and  Operating  Engineers.

Delegate  Moser  stated  that  the  financial 
report  of  the  Journal  would  be  submitted 
by  the  Trustees. 

Mr.  Joseph  McClory,  Acting  President 
of  the  International  Association  of  Bridge 
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and  Structural  Iron  Workers,  was  intro- 
duced to  the  Convention  by  President 
Comerford. 

President  McClory  conveyed  to  the  Con- 
vention the  fraternal  greetings  of  the 
Iron  Workers.  He  stated  that  the  Con- 
vention of  his  organization  would  be  held 
in  Peoria  the  week  of  September  21st,  and 
that  he  was  happy  to  state  the  organiza- 
tion, despite  the  trials  it  had  passed 
through,  was  in  good  condition,  both 
financially  and  numerically. 

He  thanked  the  Engineers  for  the  as- 
sistance they  had  rendered  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  International  As- 
sociation of  Bridge  and  Structural  Iron 
Workers  during  the  trying  ordeal  which 
they  had  passed  in  the  past  few  years. 
President  McClory  referred  briefly  to 
trouble  that  has  existed  between  locals 
of  the  two  organizations,  and  of  the  ef- 
forts that  had  been  made  by  their  offi- 
cials to  adjust  it. 

Delegate  McDonough  moved  that  a mes- 
sage of  cheer  be  conveyed  from  the  Con- 
venton  to  the  members  of  the  Iron  Work- 
ers’ organization  unjustly  incarcerated  in 
Leavenworth.  (The  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried.) 

A vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Bridge  and  Structural 
Iron  Workers  for  their  visit  to  the  Con- 
vention, and  to  the  speaker  for  his  ad- 
dress. 

President  Comerford  made  a brief  re- 
sponse to  the  address. 

Delegate  McNamara  moved  that  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  term 
be  made  a special  order  of  business  for 
10  o’clock  Saturday,  September  19.  (Sec- 
onded and  carried.)

ARTICLE  VII. 

Page  8.  Add  to  Article  VII,  page  8, 
“No  ballot  shall  be  used  which  indicates 
factional  lines.’’ 

Delegate  Owens,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee: The  committee  recommends  the 

adoption  of  this  amendment. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be 
concurred  in. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Delegate 
Bagley  and  Delegate  Maher. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  2 — Submitted 
by  Local  Union  No.  1,  Denver,  Colo. 
LAWS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 

LOCAL  UNIONS 
ARTICLE  I. 

Section  3.  After  the  word  June  in  the 
second  line  insert  the  following: 

“Nomination  for  elective  officers  may  be 
made  at  the  regular  meeting  next  pre- 


ceding the  night  of  election,  and  on  the 
night  of  election  immediately  previous  to 
the  election  for  each  office.” 

So  that  Section  3 of  Article  1 shall  read 
as  follows: 

“The  nomination  of  officers  shall  be 
made  at  the  first  meeting  in  June. 

“Nominations  for  elective  officers  may 
be  made  at  the  regular  meeting  next  pre- 
ceding the  night  of  election,  and  on  the 
night  of  election  immediately  previous  to 
the  election  for  each  office.” 

The  election  shall  be  held  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  same  month,  and 
the  installation  of  officers  shall  be  on  the 
first  meeting  night  in  July.  No  member 
shall  be  nominated  unless  he  is  present, 
nor  shall  he  be  eligible  to  office  unless 
he  has  been  a member  in  good  standing  at 
least  six  months  prior  to  nomination,  ex- 
cept where  a Local  Union  has  not  been 
in  existence  at  the  time  herein  specified. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

On  page  13  of  the  Ritual  we,  the  Con- 
stitutional Committee,  recommend  that 
the  word  "guard”  be  inserted  in  lieu  of 
the  word  “conductor”  in  the  eighth  line 
and  twelfth  line  in  the  second  charge  of 
the  Vice  President  to  candidates. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  giving 
of  the  pass  word  in  the  Vice  President’s 
charge  to  candidates  on  page  14  be  strick- 
en out,  as  it  is  a repetition  of  the  word  in 
line  15  on  page  13. 

The  committee  reported  unfavorably  on 
the  proposed  amendment.  The  report  of 
the  committee  was  adopted. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  3 — Submitted 
by  Local  Union  No.  4,  Boston,  Mass. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  6.  Revise  Article  IV  by  doing 
away  with  Section  6. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted. 

After  a brief  discussion  by  Delegate 
Howell  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee was  concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  4 — Submitted 
by  Local  Union  No.  6,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Amend  Portable  and  Hoisting  under 
jurisdiction  claims,  page  30,  to  read  as 
follows: 

PORTABLE  AND  HOISTING. 

All  hoisting  and  portable  engines  and 
boilers  on  building  and  construction  work, 
where  operated  by  steam,  electricity  or 
compressed  air,  including  pumps,  siphons, 
pulsometers,  concrete  mixers,  stone 
crushers,  air  compressors  and  elevators, 
where  used  for  hoisting  building  material, 
street  rollers,  steam  shovels,  cableways, 
clamshell  buckets,  orange  peel  buckets, 
pile  drivers,  dinky  locomotives,  or  any 
other  machine  used  irrespective  of  its 
motive  power,  except  boilers  that  have  a 
brick  work  setting,  engines,  generators 
and  air  compressors  that  are  anchored  to 
a foundation,  which  shall  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  stationary  engineers. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted. 

Delegates  Gralffs,  Massow  and  Huddell 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment, and  opposed  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee.  Delegate  McConville  and 
Delegate  McNamara  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee.  Dele- 
gates Haskins,  Feeney,  O’Hare,  Morgan, 
Miller  and  Murphy  discussed  the  question 
in  a general  way. 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  5 — Submitted 
by  Local  Union  No.  19,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Amend  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  Local  Unions  entitled  to  one 
delegate  and  one  vote  at  the  Biennial  Con- 
vention. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  6 — Submitted 
by  Local  Union  No.  19,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

Change  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  To  amend  or  revise  the  Con- 
stitution shall  be  open  until  the  Commit- 
tee is  ready  to  report  on  the  By-Laws. 

To  be  known  as  annex  to  the  By-Laws 
and  Constitution. 

Delegates  to  the  Biennial  Convention 
shall  be  paid  $5.00  per  day.  All  delegates 
to  be  paid  by  the  General  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  The  General  Secretary  shall 
call  the  roll  of  the  Delegates  each  morn- 
ing at  the  opening  session.  Delegates  not 
present  to  answer  shall  be  docked  for  the 
entire  day.  Delegates  must  pay  their  own 
expenses,  the  General  President  and  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer  to  determine  the 
amount  each  and  every  member  must  pay 
each  year,  and  the  same  to  be  divided 
into  twelve  (12)  equal  payments  to  Fi- 
nancial Secretary  of  his  Local  and  shall 
be  known  as  delegate  fund. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  7 — Submitted 
by  Local  Union  No.  37,  Baltimore,  Md. 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

Section  5.  Whereas,  Article  XXIV,  Sec- 
tion 5,  of  our  Constitution  has  been  a 
detriment  and  drawback  both  to  our  own 
members  and  our  employers,  viz.:  A mem- 
ber in  the  employ  and  having  to  travel 
for  a national  firm  will  often  be  prevented 
from  going  to  work  to  satisfy  the  selfish- 
ness of  a few  who  do  not  realize  the 
hardships  of  our  traveling  Brothers,  we 
think  the  traveler  (or  floater)  improves 
the  condition  of  our  organization;  and 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  on  entering  a Local 
Union  a member  with  a clearance  card 
shall  present  the  same  to  the  President 
with  his  working  card  in  good  standing 
from  his  Local  Union,  and  if  there  is  any 
difference  in  the  initiation  fee  between 
the  said  Local  Unions  the  difference  shall 
be  paid  or  provisions  made  for  the  same. 
The  President  of  any  Local  Union  receiv- 
ing a clearance  card  shall  announce  the 
same,  and  appoint  an  investigating  com- 
mittee, which  shall,  at  the  earliest  mo- 
ment, report  on  the  member  as  to  his  be- 
ing the  member  in  question,  and  having 
a license,  if  same  is  in  force  in  the  given 
locality;  if  said  member  qualifies,  com- 
mittee’s report  must  be  approved. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  concur 
in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Hauf,  Local  Union  No.  37, 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  and 
opposed  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. Delegate  Owens,  Local  Union  No. 


293,  Delegate  McConville,  Delegate  Mc- 
Namara and  Secretary  Hannahan  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee. 

Upon  motion  debate  was  closed.  The 
motion  to  concur  in  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  8 — Submitted 
by  Local  Union  No.  59,  San  Francisco, 
Cal. 

An  amendment  to  strike  out  the  words 
“on  building  and  construction  work”  from 
that  part  of  the  constitution  on  page  30, 
designated  as  “Hoisting  and  Portable,” 
under  heading  of  "Jurisdiction  Claims,” 
to  read  as  follows: 

"All  hoisting  and  portable  engines  and 
boilers,  where  operated  by  steam,  elec- 
tricity or  compressed  air,  including 
pumps,  siphons,  pulsometers,  concrete 
mixers,  stone  crushers,  air  compressors 
and  elevators,  where  used  for  hoisting 
building  material,  street  rollers,  steam 
shovels,  cableways,  clamshell  buckets, 
orange  peel  buckets,  pile  drivers,  dinky 
locomotives,  or  any  other  machine  used, 
irrespective  of  its  motive  power.” 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  concur 
in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Barnes  discussed  the  question 
briefly. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  9 — Submitted 
by' Local  Union  No.  72.  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 

ARTICLE  Hi 

To  read  as  follows: 

“Section  5.  The  number  of  votes  each 
Local  Union  shall  have  in  the  convention 
shall  be  based  on  the  average  number  of 
members  on  which  the  Local  Union  has 
paid  per  capita  tax,  or  such  out-of-work 
members  as  have  been  reported  to  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  for  the  year 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  convention,  and 
said  tax  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer  thirty  (30)  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  convention.  No 
delegate  shall  be  permitted  to  represent 
more  than  one  (1)  Local  Union,  neither 
shall  he  be  allowed  to  vote  for  more  than 
300  (three  hundred)  members.” 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  10 — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  Union  No.  72. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  2.  Eliminate  the  words  “its 
own  or”  from  second  last  line  of  first 
paragraph  of  Section  2.  The  said  first 
paragraph  of  Section  2,  Article  S,  to  read: 
“He  shall  stand  instructed  to  suspend  the 
charter  of  any  Local  Union  which  permits 
its  members  to  work  in  the  district  or 
jurisdiction  of  another  Local  Union  with- 
out proper  transfer  or  permit.” 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
adopted. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  11 — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  No.  72. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

DUTIES  OF  GENERAL  SECRETARY- 

TREASURER. 

Section  1.  The  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  keep  a correct  record  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  International 
Convention  and  the  General  Executive 
Board.  He  shall  receive  all  moneys  from 
Local  Unions  and  deposit  same  in  bank, 
and  shall  retain  in  his  possession  not 
more  than  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000). 
He  shall  conduct  all  official  correspond- 
ence, receive  all  applications  for  charters, 
and  shall  sign  and  issue  such  charters  as 
may  be  granted.  He  shall  have  charge  of 
the  official  seal;  he  shall  draw  all  drafts 
for  expenditures  for  general  expenses, 
salaries  and  other  bills,  and  pay  same, 
taking  receipts  therefor;  he  shall  be 
bonded  in  some  reliable  insurance  com- 
pany for  such  an  amount  as  the  General 
Board  of  Trustees  may  deem  sufficient  to 
fully  cover  the  organization,  said  bonds 
to  be  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  and  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  and  Operat- 
ing Engineers.  The  salary  of  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be  Thirty-six 
Hundred  Dollars  per  year.  This  salary 
may  be  increased  by  the  International 
Convention.  He  shall  keep  a correct  rec- 
ord of  the  membership  of  each  Local 
Union,  and  issue  quarterly  to  each  of  said 
Local  Unions  a report  as  to  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  the  number  of  new 
members  admitted,  deaths,  withdrawals 
and  expulsions.  He  shall  make  a monthly 
report  to  the  General  President,  General 
Executive  Board  and  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. He  shall  provide  the  members  in 
good  standing  in  all  Local  Unions,  through 
the  Financial  Secretary  of  said  Local 
Unions,  with  out-of-work  and  due  stamps 
for  their  due  books,  and  keep  a record  of 
the  number  of  stamps  forwarded  each  Lo- 
cal Union,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  of  him.  He  shall 
make  a full  report  of  all  matters  relating 
to  his  office,  his  official  acts  and  work  to 
each  Convention,  the  amount  of  money  re- 
ceived, disbursed  and  balance  on  hand  and 
where  deposited.  He  shall  at  the  end  of 
his  term  turn  over  to  his  successor  all 
books,  moneys,  property  and  other  be- 
longings of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  and  Operating  Engineers  in  his 
keeping.  His  books  and  affairs  shall  al- 
ways be  open  for  inspection  by  the  Gen- 
eral Officers.  He  shall,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  be  one  of  the  delegates  to  repre- 
sent the  International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers  at  the  Convention  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  12 — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  Union  No.  72. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  GENERAL  EXECUTIVE 
BOARD. 

Section  1.  All  the  executive  powers  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  and  Op- 
erating Engineers  when  not  in  session, 
shall  be  vested  in  the  General  Executive 
Board,  which  shall  meet  every  six  months. 
The  General  President  shall  act  as  Chair- 
man. The  General  Executive  Board  shall 
have  full  control  of  all  matters  of  inter- 
est to  the  organization.  Local  Unions 
shall  have  the  right  to  appeal,  through 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer,  to  the 
next  convention.  The  General  Executive 
Board  shall  have  the  power  to  decide  ap- 
peals from  the  decision  of  the  General 
President,  such  decisions  to  stand  until 
the  next  convention. 


Section  4.  The  General  Executive  Board 
shall  keep  minutes  of  their  meetings,  and 
shall  publish  them  in  the  first  issue  of 
the  International  Steam  Engineer  after 
adjournment  of  said  meetings. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  concurred  in. 
The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  13 — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  Union  No.  72. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Section  2.  No  person  who  has  been  ex- 
pelled or  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues  may  become  a member  of  any  Local 
Union  before  paying  his  indebtedness  to 
the  Local  Union  that  suspended  him. 
Whenever  a suspended  or  expelled  mem- 
ber applies  to  another  Local  Union  for 
membership  said  Local  Union  shall  com- 
municate with  the  Local  Union  which 
suspended  or  expelled  said  member  and 
get  a clearance  card  for  him.  The  charter 
of  any  Local  Union  violating  this  section 
shall  be  suspended  or  revoked,  as  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  may  decide. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  con- 
cur in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Delegate  McGuire  discussed  the  ques- 
tion. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  14 — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  Union  No.  2. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

SOURCE  OF  REVENUE,  PER  CAPITA 
TAX,  ETC. 

Section  1.  The  resources  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  and  Operating 
Engineers  shall  be  supported  by  per  cap- 
ita tax  levied  on  each  member  excepting 
such  members  as  may  be  out  of  work  over 
fifteen  days  in  one  month,  for  charter 
fees  and  supplies  furnished  and  from  as- 
sessments that  may  be  levied  against  Lo- 
cal Unions  when  emergencies  may  require 
them. 

Section  4.  The  Financial  Secretary  of 
each  Local  Union  shall  pay  to  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  a per  capita  tax  of 
twenty  (20)  cents  for  each  member  in 
good  standing  in  his  Local  Union  on  the 
last  day  of  the  months,  excepting  such 
members  as  are  out  of  work  or  as  shall 
be  initiated  after  the  15th  of  each  month, 
of  which  sum  three  (3)  cents  shall  be 
placed  by  the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer in  the  defense  fund  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  the  remainder  may  be  used  for 
the  general  expenses  of  the  organization 
and  such  other  purposes  as  the  Executive 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  15 — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  No.  72. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

Section  2.  A candidate  for  membership 
may  not  join  any  Local  Union  other  than 
the  one  in  the  district  in  which,  or  juris- 
diction of  which,  he  is  employed  unless 
permission  be  granted  him  by  the  Local 
Union  having  jurisdiction,  and  where  two 
or  more  Local  Unions  are  in  the  same 
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locality  or  city  they  must  submit  to  each 
other  the  names  of  all  applicants  for 
membership  received. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  16- — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  Union  No.  72. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

Members  shall  pay  their  dues  up  to  date. 
Members  out  of  work  over  fifteen  days 
in  any  one  month  may  obtain,  free  of  cost, 
an  out-of-work  stamp  for  that  month 
from  the  Financial  Secretary  of  their  Lo- 
cal Union,  provided  that  they  report  the 
fact  to  said  Financial  Secretary  not  later 
than  the  first  meeting  night  of  the  month 
following  their  out-of-work  period,  and 
any  members  in  arrears  for  three  months 
shall  not  be  considered  in  good  standing. 
If  in  arrears  for  more  than  three  months 
he  shall  be  deemed  in  bad  standing;,  and 
shall  stand  suspended  from  all  privileges 
of  membership,  including  attendance  at 
meetings.  He  shall  be  informed  by  the 
Financial  Secretary  on  the  form  of  blanks 
furnished  by  the  general  office  of  his  sus- 
pension, and  the  Local  shall  pay  per  cap- 
ita tax  to  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
on  such  member  until  he  is  notified  of 
his  suspension.  In  order  to  reinstate 
himself,  he  shall  pay  up  all  arrearages 
and  one  month’s  dues  in  advance.  Should 
a member  allow  himself  to  become  in  ar- 
rears to  the  amount  of  six  months’  dues 
he  may  be  expelled.  Suspended  or  ex- 
pelled members  have  forfeited  all  rights 
and  privileges  to  membership  in  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  and  Operating 
Engineers.  Members  expelled  for  non- 
payment of  dues  may  be  reinstated  within 
thirty  days  after  their  expulsion  by  pay- 
ing their  arrearages  and  three  months’ 
dues  in  advance;  failing  in  this,  they  may 
only  be  admitted  as  new  members,  except 
that  they  be  required  to  pay  up  all  their 
arrearages.  Fines,  assessments,  etc., 
shall  be  charged  as  dues  if  not  paid  with- 
in thirty  days  after  notification. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  17 — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  Union  No.  72. 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

Whenever  any  Local  Union  or  General 
Officer  wishes  to  secure  hearing  on  a 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
they  shall  first  submit  it  to  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer,  who  shall  publish 
the  said  proposed  amendment  in  the  next 
issue  of  the  International  Steam  Engineer 
and  call  for  seconds.  Should  ten  Local 
Unions  second  the  same  within  a period 
of  ninety  days,  he  shall  submit  the  said 
proposed  amendment  or  amendments  to  all 
Local  Unions  for  a referendum  vote  of 
the  said  Local  Unions,  each  Local  Union 
to  be  entitled  to  the  same  number  of  votes 
as  they  are  to  delegates  in  the  conven- 
tion. Returns  from  the  said  ballot  shall 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  within  sixty  days.  The  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer  shall  tabulate 
the  said  vote,  and  shall  publish  the  said 
tabulated  vote  in  the  next  issue  of  the 
International  Steam  Engineer. 

Should  the  said  proposed  amendment  or 
any  of  the  proposed  amendments  receive 
a majority  vote  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  the  same,  the  General  President  shall 
forthwith  issue  a proclamation,  specify- 
ing such  amendment  or  amendments  as 
have  received  a majority  vote,  and  the 
said  amendment  or  amendments  shall  im- 


mediately become  effective  as  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  our  organization. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  18 — Sub- 
mitted by  Local  Union  No.  83,  Spokane, 
Wash. 

Whereas,  in  the  daily  performance  of 
our  duty,  and  because  of  the  peculiar  na- 
ture of  our  occupation,  we  very  often  are 
called  upon  to  install  and  erect  refriger- 
ating plants;  and. 

Whereas,  in  the  performing  of  this  work 
we  are  continually  clashing  and  quarrel- 
ing with  the  steam  fitters,  who  claim  this 
work  as  being  under  their  jurisdiction; 
and 

Whereas,  we  feel  that  there  is  a great 
difference  between  the  steam  fitting  and 
ammonia  fitting,  we  in  a majority  of 
cases  being  compelled  to  entirely  over- 
haul plants  installed  by  steam  fitters  be- 
fore the  plants  will  work  satisfactorily; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  I.  U.  of  S.  and  O.  E., 
in  convention  assembled,  take  immediate 
steps  to  so  amend  our  constitution  that 
our  jurisdiction  be  so  extended  as  to  give 
our  General  President  the  power  to  grant 
such  steam  engineers’  Locals  the  right  to 
erect  and  install  ammonia  compressors 
and  necessary  piping  in  such  localities 
where  there  are  no  branch  Locals  of  am- 
monia fitters,  who  do  ammonia  fitting 
only. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gate Howell,  No.  83,  and  Delegate  Mc- 
Namara. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommen- 
dation was  carried. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  19 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  83. 

A RESOLUTION. 


Whereas,  the  time  has  arrived  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  labor  movement,  and 
particularly  in  the  I.  U.  of  S.  and  O.  E„ 
when  it  has  become  necessary,  in  order 
for  still  further  advancement,  that  every 
possible  means  be  used  toward  such  con- 
templated advancement;  and 

Whereas,  after  a great  deal  of  investi- 
gation and  consideration  it  appears  that 
our  organization  is  in  a position  to  still 
further  carry  out  its  intentions  by  the 
enlistment  of  an  auxiliary  force,  such  be- 
ing the  great  possibilities  of  assistance 
which  could  be  brought  about  by  our 
uniting  forces  with  the  wives  of  the 
members  of  our  great  I.  U.  of  S.  and  O.  E. ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  members  of  L.  U.  No. 
83,  I.  U.  of  S.  and  O.  E.,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, That  we  do  hereby  petition  the 
International  Convention  of  the  I.  U.  of 
S.  and  O.  E.  that  the  Constitution  of  the 
I.  U.  of  S.  and  O.  E.  be  so  amended  that 
it  give  the  International  President  power 
to  charter  women’s  auxiliaries  in  such 
way  as  our  General  President  may  in  his 
wisdom  deem  wise. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
resolution  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions.  The  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  20 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  Union  No.  84,  St.  Paul,  Minn. 
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ARTICLE  XXV. 

Proposed  amendment  to  Article  XXV. 

Section  6.  Add  after  the  word  “tr.ams- 
ferring,”  in  the  third  line  in  Section  6 
of  Article  XXV,  the  following: 

“If  the  time  of  entering  shall  be  with- 
in six  months  from  the  date  of  the  issue 
of  the  withdrawal  card,  the  members 
shall  be  required  to  pay  all  dues  and  as- 
sessments accruing  for  such  period  of 
time  in  the  Local  that  issued  the  card, 
said  dues  and  assessments  to  be  paid  to 
the  Local  admitting  the  member  and  for- 
warded to  the  Local  that  issued  the  card.” 
The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  adopted.  The  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  21 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  87,  Portland,  Ore. 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

Amend  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  propositions  to  alter, 
amend  or  revise  the  Constitution,  wheth- 
er emanating  from  a Local  Union  or  gen- 
eral officer,  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
shall  contain  the  seal  of  the  Local  Union 
or  general  officer  whence  the  proposition 
emanates,  and  must  be  sent  so  as  to 
reach  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
not  later  than  seventy-five  (75)  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  convention,  in  order 
that  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  can 
submit  such  amendments  to  the  General 
Executive  Board  and  all  Local  Unions  at 
least  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  convention. 

Section  2.  In  addition  to  the  above 
legislative  methods,  the  Local  Unions 
hereby  reserve  to  themselves  power  to 
propose  all  forms  of  legislative  measures 
and  amendments  of  the  Constitution,  inde- 
pendent of  the  general  officers  and  inde- 
pendent of  all  conventions  and  of  the  gen- 
eral executive  board,  and  all  other  boards, 
and  also  reserve  power,  at  their  own  op- 
tion, by  vote  of  their  members,  to  approve 
or  reject  all  or  any  part  of  any  legislative 
act,  measure,  resolution,  by-law,  rule  or 
constitutional  amendment  enacted  by  the 
convention  or  promulgated  by  any  gen- 
eral officer  or  officers.  These  reserved 
powers  are  expressly  declared  to  include 
all  measures  relating  to  elections  and  to 
the  finances  of  the  organization. 

Section  3.  The  first  power  so  reserved 
is  the  initiative.  Any  ten  Locals  in  good 
standing  may  at  any  time  file  with  the 
General  Secretarv-Treasurer  their  demand 
for  any  legislative  measure  or  constitu- 
tional amendment  or  for  a special  session 
of  the  International  Convention.  Every 
such  demand  shall  include  the  full  text  of 
the  measure  or  amendment  pronosed.  On 
receipt  of  such  demand,  the  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer shall  publish  the  same 
in  the  next  issue  of  the  Official  Journal 
and  immediately  transmit  to  each  Local 
a copy  thereof  and  a ballot  for  voting 
upon  the  measures  and  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  holding  such  special  session.  If 
a majority  of  all  the  members  voting  on 
such  demand  shall  vote  in  favor  thereof, 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
forthwith  issue  a call  for  such  special 
session  of  the  International  Convention, 
to  convene  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days 
after  such  a call  is  issued.  In  voting, 
each  Local  shall  write  on  its  election  re- 
turn the  name  of  the  city  favored  by  a 
majority  of  its  members  voting  on  the 
question,  and  the  city  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  shall  be  the  conven- 
tion city  for  that  special  session,  but  fu- 
ture provision  may  be  made  for  a prefer- 
ential ballot  by  first,  second  and  other 
choices  in  choosing  such  city,  to  the  end 
that  the  convention  city  may  be  chosen  by 
a majority  vote  at  one  balloting. 

Section  4.  Any  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution, statute,  by-law,  rule  or  reso- 
lution may  be  proposed  to  the  convention 
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by  any  General  Officer,  by  any  Local  Union 
under  its  seal,  or  by  any  delegate  on  the 
floor  of  the  convention,  and  may  be  en- 
acted by  the  convention,  subject  to  the 
referendum  powers  reserved  in  this  arti- 
cle. But  no  such  constitutional  amend- 
ment shall  become  a part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion until  it  has  been  approved  by  a ma- 
jority vote  of  all  the  members  voting 
thereon,  as  herein  provided.  Every  such 
constitutional  amendment  shall  be  imme- 
diately submitted  to  the  Locals  for  their 
members’  approval  or  rejection,  and  the 
election  shall  be  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  six  months  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  such  convention. 

Section  5.  The  second  power  reserved 
above  is  the  referendum,  and  it  may  be 
ordered  by  the  Convention  on  any  meas- 
ure it  enacts:  or  it  may  be  demanded  by 
any  five  Locals,  within  four  months  after 
the  passage  by  the  International  Conven- 
tion of  the  measure  on  which  the  referen- 
dum is  so  demanded.  Any  statute,  by- 
law, resolution  or  rule  may  be  proposed 
to  the  Convention  in  like  manner  as  con- 
stitutional amendments,  and  if  it  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Convention  it  shall  not  go 
into  operation  for  four  months  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention.  If  with- 
in said  four  months  a petition  shall  be 
filed  with  the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, signed  by  five  Local  Unions,  demand- 
ing the  submission  to  all  the  members  of 
any  such  measure,  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  immediately  submit  the 
same  to  a referendum  vote  of  all  the 
members  of  the  organization.  Not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  days  or  more  than  sixty 
(60)  days’  notice  of  such  referendum 
election  shall  be  given.  All  the  measures 
enacted  by  the  Convention  and  on  which 
the  referendum  is  so  demanded  shall  be 
referred  at  the  same  election. 

Section  6.  Every  measure  submitted,  to 
a vote  of  the  Locals,  as  in  this  article  pro- 
vided, shall  become  the  law  if  it  is  ap- 
proved by  a majority  of  all  the  members 
of  the  organization  voting  thereon,  and 
not  otherwise.  No  measure  so  approved 
shall  be  amended  or  repealed  by  any  con- 
vention, except  by  at  least  a two-thirds 
majority  of  all  the  delegates  elected 
thereto.  Every  measure  so  anproved  shall 
take  effect  thirtv  (30)  days  after  the  elec- 
tion at  which  it  shall  be  approved. 

Section  7.  As  soon  as  practicable,  and 
not  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  after  ad- 
journment, the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer shall  publish  in  the  official  journal  a 
true  copv  of  every  measure  passed  by  the 
International  Convention.  As  soon  as 
nracticable,  and  not  more  than  thirtv  C30) 
days  after,  he  shall  receive  any  initiative 
or  referendum  petition,  the  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer shall  publish  a conv 
thereof  in  the  official  journal:  at  the 

same  time  he  shall  state  the  date  of  elec- 
tion for  voting  on  such  measures:  he  shall 
also  publish  in  the  official  journal  all  ar- 
guments filed  in  his  office  by  any  Local 
Union  for  or  against  any  measure  so  sub- 
mitted for  approval  or  rejection,  whether 
by  initiative  or  referendum  netition,  or 
by  the  International  Convention:  pro- 

vided that  no  one  of  such  arguments  shall 
exceed  five  hundred  (500)  words.  Every 
such  argument  shall  be  published  in  the 
official  journal  as  soon  as  possible  after 
it  is  received  by  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Section  8.  In  voting  on  measures  sub- 
mitted to  Locals  and  the  members  as 
provided  by  this  article,  each  member 
shall  have  one  vote  on  each  measure,  and 
no  more.  Each  Local  shall  report  the 
number  of  its  members  voting  for  and  the 
number  voting  against  each  measure.  A 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  or- 
ganization voting  on  any  measure  sub- 
mitted as  herein  provided  shall  be  re- 
quired to  vote  in  favor  thereof  before  the 
measure  shall  go  into  operation. 

Section  9.  Any  Local  Union  failing  or 
refusing  to  make  return  to  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  vote  of  its 
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members  within  twenty  (20)  days  after 
any  election  on  measures,  shall  pay  a fine 
of ' Five  ($5.00)  Dollars,  said  fine  to  be 
collected  by  the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer with  the  next  succeeding'  month’s 
per  capita  tax  of  the  Local  Union  failing 
or  refusing  to  make  said  election  return. 
The  General  Secretary-Treasurer  is 
hereby  prohibited  from  receipting  for  any 
such  per  capita  tax  until  said  fine  is  paid. 
If  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
fail  or  refuse  to  perform  any  duty  im- 
posed upon  him  by  this  Article  he  shall 
pay  a fine  of  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dol- 
lars for  each  offense  and  said  fine  shall  be 
deducted  from  his  salary  for  the  next 
succeeding  month. 

Section  10.  Within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  any  such  election  on  measures,  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  call  to 
his  aid  two  officers  of  the  Local  Unions, 
and  shall  canvass  the  election  returns 
from  the  several  Locals,  and  report  the 
result  in  the  official  journal.  If  possible 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
choose  one  of  such  officers  who  is  opposed 
to  one  or  more  of  the  measures  so  sub- 
mitted, _and  one  who  is  in  favor  of  one 
or  more  of  the  measures  so  submitted. 

Section  11.  The  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  make  all  rules  expedient  for 
the  operation  of  this  Article  and  of  the 
initiative  : and  referendum;  said  rules 
shall  have  the  force  of  law  in  the  or- 
ganization until  changed  by  the  Conven- 
tion or  by  the  vote  of  the  Locals.  All  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  organization  in  conflict  with  this  Ar- 
ticle are  hereby  repealed,  in  so  far  as 
they  conflict  herewith.  This  article 
is  self-executing,  and  until  laws  and 
rules  are  made  especially  for  its  opera- 
tion the  officers  of  the  organization  in 
submitting  measures,  counting  votes  and 
in  all  matters  connected  therewith,  shall 
be  guided  by  the  laws  and  rules  of  the 
organization  already  in  operation. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposition  be  not  adopted.  A motion  was 
made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee. 

Delegate  McDonough,  Local  No.  2; 
Delegate  McGuire,  No.  87,  and  Delegate 
Huddell,  No.  4,  spoke  strongly  in  favor  of 
the  proposed  amendment,  and  opposed  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Keefe,  No.  464;  Delegate  Mc- 
Namara. Chairman  of  the  Committee; 
Delegate  McKenzie,  No.  143;  Delegate 
Miller,  No.  66,  opposed  the  proposed 
amendment  and  supported  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Morgan,  Local  No.  6;  Delegate 
MacKenzie,  Local  No.  87,  and  Delegate 
Burke,  Local  No.  519,  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  proposed  amendment  and  opposed  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee.  Dele- 
gate O’Hare  opposed  the  proposed  amend- 
ment and  favored  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee. 

Upon  motion  debate  was  closed. 

Delegate  McDonough  requested  a roll 
call  on  the  proposition.  The  demand  was 
supported  by  a sufficient  number  of  dele- 
gates, and  the  Secretary  proceeded  with 
the  roll  call.

SESSION. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  2 
o’clock  p.  m.,  Friday,  Sept.  18.  Vice  Presi- 
dent Finlay  in  the  Chair. 

On  motion  roll  call  was  dispensed  with. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LAW. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  22 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  93,  Salem,  Mass. 

Be  is  resolved.  That  there  he  stricken 
from  our  Declarations,  as  per  our  Consti- 
tution, wherein  it  reads:  “We  are  opposed 

to  any  system  of  grading  licenses  or 
wages,  etc.”  In  the  light  of  our  forma- 
tion in  this  State,  it  is  contrary  to  our 
customs  and  does  not  express  our  views 
of  the  matter,  as  we  believe  conditions 
serve  to  regulate  the  matter  contained. 

We  also  petition  that  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, Article  1,  the  clause  which  reads, 
“We  also  recommend  that  the  Local 
Unions  in  the  various  States  form  State 
organizations,  etc.”  be  stricken  out,  to 
compensate  for  which  we  present  the  fol- 
lowing: “Resolved,  that  in  the  various 

States,  Provinces,  etc.,  shall  be  formed  a 
State  organization  to  be  known  as  the 
State  Branch  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  and  Operating  Engineers,  com- 
posed of  the  Locals  within  the  State  or 
Interpretation  of  a State  condition. 

The  membership  of  said  State  branches 
shall  be  composed  of  two  members  from 
each  Local  Union  in  good  standing  in  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  and  Operat- 
ing Engineers,  within  said  States’  juris- 
dictions, by  which  shall  be  created  a Gen- 
eral Executive  Board.  The  duties  of  said 
General  Executive  Board  shall  be  as  con- 
tained in  Article  16,  Section  2,  of  the  Con- 
stitution, should  this  matter  become  law, 
this  part  reading,  “The  powers  and  duties 
of  Joint  Executive  Board,”  be  stricken  out 
and  made  to  read  “Powers  and  duties  of 
State  branches,”  Section  1 being  left  out 
entirely.  Section  3 change  wording  from 
"Joint  Board”  to  “State  Branch.”  Also 
wherein  it  reads,  “The  expense  of  this 
Board,”  the  words  “this  Board”  stricken 
out  and  the  words  “the  State  Branch”  in- 
serted. Section  4 changed  to  read,  “The 
State  Branch  may  adopt,”  instead  of  Lo- 
cal Joint  Executive  Boards.  Again,  the 
reading  “The  By-Laws  and  Trade  Rules 
for  Local  Joint  Executive  Boards” 
stricken  out  and  “State  Branches”  in- 
serted. Also  all  wage  scales  and  agree- 
ments shall  be  submitted  to  the  State 
Branch  for  approval  before  going  to  the 
General  Office,  that  there  may  be  State- 
wide uniformity  and  knowledge  as  to  con- 
ditions. 

We  also  petition  that  the  several  vari- 
ous States  be  divided  into  districts,  each 
district  having  a Vice  President  to  look 
after  it.  the  distribution  of  which  shall 
be  hereinafter  determined. 

We,  your  petitioners,  most  respectfullv 
ask  that  this  form  may  be  adonted, 
whereby  we,  of  New  England,  may  have 
an  international  representative  who  will 
be  conversant  to  understand  and  conserve 
our  conditions  and  needs  in  a fertile  man- 
ner. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  A motion  was 
made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Collins  spoke  in  support  of  the 
amendment.  Delegate  Huddell  favored  a 
portion  of  the  amendment  in  regard  to 
state  branches,  and  suggested  that  the 
three  questions  dealt  with  in  the  proposi- 
tion he  divided.  The  question  was  dis- 
cussed by  Delegate  Hersome,  Local  No. 
52;  Delegate  McNamara,  Delegate  Mc- 
Conville,  Delegate  Tighe,  Delegate  Mor- 
gan, Delegate  McDonough  and  Delegate 
Murphy,  Local  No.  20. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  23 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  95,  Pittsburg,  Pa. 


ARTICLE  XIX. 

To  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  A candidate  for  membership 
in  a Local  Union  of  the  I.  U.  of  S.  and  O.  E. 
must  be  a competent  engineer  or  appren- 
tice engineer.  He  shall  possess  a license 
in  localities  where  such  is  required.  Boil- 
er inspectors  and  inspectors  of  other  ma- 
chinery or  examiners  of  engineers  may  be 
admitted  to  membership. 

When  a candidate  presents  himself  for 
membership  and  is  out  of  employment  the 
Local  Union  shall  be  the  judge  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  admitting  him  to  membership. 

Section  2.  Agents  or  men  working  for 
a supply  house  who  have  formerly  been 
engineers  and  who  hold  license  in  locali- 
ties where  license  is  required  may  be 
admitted  to  membership,  but  they  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  hold  office  nor  shall 
they  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  matter 
pertaining  to  hours  and  wages. 

P.  S. — As  the  members  of  Local  Union 
No.  95  feel  that  this  amendment  will  be 
of  great  benefit  to  the  organization,  they 
also  will  thank  the  national  officers  for 
any  improving  addition  thereto. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  24 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  99,  Washington,  D.  C. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Amend  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Laws  for  the  government  of 
Local  Unions,  page  36.  by  adding  "No 
charge  can  be  filed  after  an  elapse  of  six 
(6)  months  from  date  of  alleged  com- 
mission.” 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  25 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  315,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

Desire  to  submit  the  following  as  new 
Section  6 of  Article  24,  page  26: 

Section  6.  Any  member  desiring  to 
work  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Local 
Union  must,  before  accepting  employment, 
notify  the  President,  Secretary,  or  Busi- 
ness Agent  of  said  Local  Union  of  his  in- 
tention, and  he  must  be  governed  by  the 
rules  and  by-laws  of  said  Local  Union, 
pending  action  on  his  clearance  card. 

The  committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  amendment.  The  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  26 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  315. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Amendment  to  Section  4,  Article  4,  page 
36. 

Section  4.  Strike  out  all  of  that  sec- 
tion between  the  period  (.)  after  the  word 
“convict”  in  line  11  and  the  period  (.) 
after  the  word  “imposed”  in  line  13,  and 
insert  in  lieu  therefor  the  following: 

“After  the  verdict  is  rendered  the  Local 
Union,  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  shall  then  prescribe  the  pen- 
alty to  be  imposed.” 

Section  4 of  Article  4,  page  36,  will  read, 
as  amended: 

“When  charges  are  to  be  tried  the  com- 
plainant and  defendant  may  conduct  their 
- own  cases,  or  select  counsel.  After  a full 
and  impartial  hearing  on  both  sides,  the 
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President  shall  distinctly  state  the  charge 
or  charges  and  direct  that  all  members  in 
good  standing  shall  vote — either  guilty  or 
not  guiltv — by  ballot,  on  the  merits  of  the 
case.  There  shall  be  three  (3)  tellers  ap- 
pointed— one  by  the  defendant,  one  by  the 
complainant  and  one  by  the  President. 
Two-thirds  of  the  trial  vote  shall  be 
necessary  to  convict.  After  the  verdict 
is  rendered,  the  Local  Union,  by  a two- 
thirds  vote  of  members  present,  shall  then 
prescribe  the  penalty  to  be  imposed.  A 
member  has  the  right  to  appeal  as  pre- 
scribed by  Section  1 of  Article  21  of  By- 
Laws. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  motion 
was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Cassidy  urged  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  he  not  con- 
curred in,  and  favored  the  adoption  of  the 
proposed  amendment.  Delegate  Hebeler 
opposed  the  amendment. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  27 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  315. 

ARTICLE  XXIY. 

Desire  to  submit  the  following  as  new 
Section  Seven  (7)  of  Article  24,  page  26: 

Section  7.  Any  Local  Union  may  elect 
an  Examining  Board  of  not  more  than 
three  members,  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
examine  all  applicants  for  membership 
into  their  Local  Union  as  to  their  qualifi- 
cations as  an  engineer.  The  Examining 
Board  shall  confine  its  examinations  to 
strictly  practical  questions  regarding  the 
profession  of  steam  and  electrical  engi- 
neering. All  members  of  the  Board  must 
be  present  when  an  applicant  is  examined: 
in  case  a member  of  the  Examining  Board 
is  unable  to  attend  a session  of  the 
Board  he  shall  notify  the  President  in 
time  to  permit  him  to  appoint  another 
member  of  Local  Union  to  act  in  the  place 
of  the  absentee.  The  Examining  Board 
shall  make  a report  in  writing.  If  said 
report  is  unanimous  it  shall  be  signed  by 
all  members  present.  If  the  Examining 
Board  does  not  submit  a unanimous  report 
the  member  of  the  Board  dissenting  may 
present  a,  minority  report.  Two  members 
of  the  Examining  Board  must  sign  the 
majority  report.  The  report  or  reports 
of  the  said  Board  must  be  presented  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Local 
Union  following  the  meeting  of  the 
Board.  The  Local  Union  shall  act  upon 
said  report  at  the  meeting  at  which  it  is 
presented.  A vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  present  is  necessarv  to  receive 
and  concur  in  the  report.  The  Examin- 
ing Board  shall  meet  at  the  direction  of 
the  Local  Union. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Delegate 
Cassidy  and  Delegate  Morgan, 
the  committee  was  carried. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  report  of 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  28 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  315. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Substitute  for  Part  (c)  Section  4,  Ar- 
ticle 7,  page  39,  of  the  Constitution  and 
add  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

“Laws  for  government  of  Local  Unions.” 

All  fines  levied  by  any  Local  Union  on 
a member  of  an  outside  district  shall  be 


charged  and  collected  from  him  by  his 
Local  Union,  and  said  fine  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Local  Union  collecting  same  to  the 
Local  Union  levying  it  within  a time  pre- 
scribed at  the  option  of  the  Local  Union 
assessing  the  fine.  All  fines  are  payable 
in  installments  on  terms  fixed  by  the  Local 
Union  inflicting  same.  Notice  of  a fine 
being  imposed  must  be  sent  to  the  Local 
Union  of  which  the  defendant  is  a mem- 
ber within  five  days  after  the  conclusion 
of  the  trial  when  fine  is  assessed.  The 
Local  Union  imposing  a fine  may  extend 
the  time  for  payment  of  same  on  appli- 
cation of  the  defendant.  Any  member 
failing  to  pay  a fine  within  the  time  fixed 
by  the  Local  Union  imposing  same  shall 
be  suspended  by  his  Local  Union. 

Substitute  for  part  (b)  of  Section  4,  Ar- 
ticle 1.  Page  39  of  the  Constitution. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  con- 
cur in  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Delegate 
Cassidy,  No.  315;  Delegate  Gralffs,  Dele- 
gate McNamara,  Delegate  McDonough. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  was  carried  by  a 
vote  of  53  in  the  affirmative  and  22  in  the 
negative. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  29 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  315,  St.  Louis. 

LAWS  FOR  GOVERNMENT  OF  LOCAL 
UNIONS. 

All  fines  imposed  or  assessments  legally 
levied  shall  be  charged  by  the  Financial 
Secretary  to  the  member  from  whom  due. 
and  shall  stand  against  such  person  as 
regular  dues,  and  are  payable  within  thir- 
ty days,  except  fines  or  assessments 
amounting  to  more  than  Twenty-five 
($25.00)  Dollars,  which  are  payable  in  in- 
stallments, on  terms  fixed  by  the  Local 
Union  in  which  fines  are  imposed  or  as- 
sessments levied.  All  fines  or  assessments 
of  less  than  Twenty-five  ($25.00)  Dollars, 
and  the  first  installment  of  all  fines  or 
assessments  or  more  than  that  amount 
must  be  paid  within  thirty  (30)  days,  and 
must  be  liquidated  under  the  above  terms 
to  entitle  him  to  any  privileges,  rights  or 
benefits  of  this  organization.  Fines  and 
assessments  must  be  paid  before  any  dues 
will  be  accepted,  except  where  fines  or  as- 
sessments are  being  paid  in  installments 
when  dues  are  payable  monthly  in  ad- 
vance. All  Local  Unions  shall  have  power 
to  impose  fines  and  assessments. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  A motion 
was  made  and  seconded  to  concur  in  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Cassidy  favored  the  amend- 
ment. Delegate  McNamara  opposed  the 
amendment. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  30 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  348,  Port  Worth,  Texas. 

ARTICLE  I. — Page  31. 

Section  3.  “The  nominations  of  officers 
shall  be  made  at  the  first  meeting  in  June. 
The  election  shall  be  held  at  the  next  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  same  month,  and  the 
installation  of  officers  shall  be  on  the  first 
meeting  night  in  July.  No  member  shall 
be  nominated  unless  he  is  present,  nor 
shall  he  be  eligible  to  office  unless  he  has 
been  a member  in  good  standing  at  least 
six  months  prior  to  nomination,  except 


where  a Local  Union  has  not  been  in  ex- 
istence the  time  herein  specified.” 

Amended  to  read: 

“The  nomination  of  officers  shall'  be 
made  at  the  first  meeting'  in  June.  The 
election  shall  be  held  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  same  month,  and  the  in- 
stallation of  officers  shall  be  on  the  first 
meeting  night  in  July.” 

Reasons:  The  “Best  Man  for  the  Place” 

may  be  absent  on  the  nomination  night, 
and  be  PRESENT  on  all  other  occasions 
for  the  whole  year. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  31 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  348,  Port  Worth,  Texas 

ARTICLE  IV. — Page  7. 

Section  4.  Requires  the  “Six  Months’ 
Membership”  and  repetition  here  is  un- 
necessary. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  32 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  348,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

ARTICLE  IV. — Page  37. 

Section  6.  Amended  by  striking  out  en- 
tire section. 

It  puts  a “Premium  on  keeping-  quiet,” 
if  one  knows  of  a violation  of  the  laws 
that  should  be  properly  investigated,  and 
we  do  not  believe  the  “Constitution”  is 
intended  to  help  “cover  up  crimes”  and 
aid  the  criminal  in  his  wrong-doing  by 
putting  a "Price  against  information.” 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  The 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
concurred  in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  33 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  348,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

ARTICLE  III. — Page  6. 

Which  reads: 

Section  5.  The  number  of  votes  each 
Local  Union  shall  have  in  the  Convention 
shall  be  based  on  the  average  number  of 
members  on  which  the  Local  Union  has 
paid  per  capita,  for  the  year  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  Convention,  and  said  tax  must 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  date 
of  the  Convention.  No  delegate  shall  be 
nermitted  to  represent  more  than  one  (1) 
Local  Union,  neither  shall  he  be  allowed 
to  vote  for  more  than  three  hundred  (300) 
members. 

Change  to  read: 

The  number  of  votes  each  Local  Union 
shall  have  in  the  Convention  shall  be 
based  on  the  number  of  members  on 
which  the  Local  Union  has  paid  per  capita 
tax  for  the  month  of  June  of  the  same 
years,  and  said  tax  must  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  sixty 
(60)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  Conven- 
tion. No  delegates  shall  be  permitted  to 
represent  more  than  one  (1)  Local  Union. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  34 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  348,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 


ARTICLE  XIX.— Page  20. 


Which  reads: 

Section  1.  A candidate  for  membership 
in  a Local  Union  of  the  International  Un- 
ion of  Steam  and  Operating  Engineers 
must  be  a competent  Engineer  or  Appren- 
tice Engineer;  he  shall  possess  a license  in 
localities  where  such  is  required.  When  a 
candidate  presents  himself  for  admission, 
and  is  out  of  employment,  the  Local  Union 
shall  be  the  judge  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
admitting  him  to  membership. 

Amended  by  striking  out  the  last  sen- 
tence which  begins  with  the  first  word  in 
the  sixth  (6th)  line. 

Reasons:  Being  out  of  employment  is 

not  a mark  of  qualifications  or  merit  as 
an  Engineer,  and  if  he  “can’t  join  when 
out  of  work,”  he  may  not  “have  to  join” 
when  “working.” 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  35 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  348,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

ARTICLE  XX — Page  21. 


Which  reads: 

Section  2.  “A  candidate  for  membership 
may  not  join  any  Local  Union  other  than 
the  one  in  the  district  in  which,  or  juris- 
diction of  which  he  is  employed,  unless 
permission  be  granted  him  by  the  Local 
Union.” 

Amend  to  read: 

“A  candidate  for  membership  may  not 
join  any  Local  Union  other  than  the  one 
in  the  district  in  which,  or  jurisdiction  of 
which  he  is  employed.” 

Reasons:  The  section  as  printed  is  not 

clear,  does  not  specify  which  Local  Union 
could  give  permission,  and  leaves  room 
for  the  purposes  for  which  this  Section 
is  intended,  to  be  defeated. 

Which  reads: 

Section  4.  “Applications  for  member- 
ship shall  be  referred  to  an  investigating 
committee,  who  must  report  not  later 
than  the  next  meeting,  and.  if  favorable, 
the  applicant  shall  be  notified  to  appear 
for  examination.  If  applicant  fails  to  ap- 
pear for  examination  inside  of  two  weeks 
after  notified,  his  application  fee  shall  be 
forfeited,  unless  he  gives  good  reason, 
and  is  granted  more  time.” 

Amend  to  read: 

“Applications  for  membership  shall  be 
referred  to  an  investigating  committee  of 
three,  who  must  report  at  a subsequent 
regular  meeting,  and  if  the  report  is  fa- 
vorable, the  Recording  Secretary  will 
notify  candidate  to  appear  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  for  examination.  If  ap- 
plicant fails  to  appear  for  examination 
inside  of  two  meetings  after  being  notified 
his  application  fee  shall  be  forfeited  un- 
less he  gives  a good  reason  and  is  granted 
more  time.” 

Reasons:  Time  until  "next  meeting” 

may  not  be  sufficient  for  the  committee  to 
investigate  in  some  cases,  the  “next  meet- 
ing” may  be  a “special”  or  "called  meet- 
ing” and  it  is  better  to  vote  on  and  init- 
iate candidates  at  REGULAR  meetings. 

Which  reads: 

Section  5.  “In  voting  on  applicant  for 
membership  the  ball-ballot  shall  be  used 
and  it  shall  require  a majority  vote  of  all 
present  to  reject  a candidate.  All  mem- 
bers must  vote  or  be  counted  with  the 
majority.” 

Amend  to  read: 

“In  voting  on  an  applicant  for  member- 
ship the  ball-ballot  shall  be  used,  and  it 
shall  require  three  (3)  black  balls  to  re- 
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ject.  All  members  present  who  are  en- 
titled to  vote  must  do  so,  unless  excused 
by  the  President.” 

Reasons:  As  the  law  now  stands,  it 

may  take  four  (4)  black  balls  to  reject 
one  candidate  (in  meetings  with  only  a 
quorum  present),  and  fifty-one  (51)  to  re- 
ject another  candidate  in  a meeting  with 
one  hundred  (100)  members  present — and 
51  may  not  know  of  sufficient  cause  or 
lawful  reason  to  reject,  even  though  such 
action  might  be  proper. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendments  he  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  36 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  348,  Fort  Worth,  Texas, 

ARTICLE  NXIV.— Page  26. 

Which  reads: 

Section  1.  “Any  member  desiring  a 
clearance  card  to  another  Local  Union  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers,  shall  make  a writ- 
ten application  to  the  Recording  Secretary 
of  his  Local  Union.  The  communication 
shall  be  presented  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Local  Union,  and  if  ap- 
proved by  a majority  vote  of  the  meet- 
ing, a clearance  card  shall  be  granted  un- 
der the  rules  hereinafter  provided.  Said 
card  must  bear  the  signature  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Recording  Secretary  and  Financial 
Secretary  of  the  Local  Union  together 
with  the  seal  of  the  same.” 

Change  to  read  as  below: 

“Any  member  desiring'  a transfer  card 
to  another  Local  Union  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  and  Operating  En- 
gineers shall  make  application  to  the  Fi- 
nancial Secretary  of  his  Local  Union.  Said 
Financial  Secretary  will  fill  out  blank 
card,  which  is  furnished  for  same  and  it 
will  bear  the  name  of  the  Financial  Sec- 
retary issuing  said  transfer,  and  must 
bear  the  seal  of  Local  Union  issuing' 
transfer.  Financial  Secretary  will  make 
note  of  date  of  transfer  on  his  due  hook.” 

Reasons:  It  will  avoid  the  inconven- 

iencing of  the  member  wanting  the  trans- 
fer forfeiting  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  a day  or 
more  to  the  Local  Union  he  desires  to 
transfer  to;  in  other  words,  it  cuts  out 
the  red  tape  which  we  all  should  keep  out 
of  our  Order,  as  we  have  enough  of  same 
to  contend  with,  with  the  other  fellow. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  37 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  348,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

ARTICLE  XXV.— Page  28. 

Which  reads: 

Section  6,  “A  member  entering  a Local 
with  a withdrawal  shall  pay  difference  in 
initiation  fee  the  same  as  a member 
transferring.” 

Amend  to  read:  “A  member  entering  a 

Local  Union  with  a withdrawal  card  shall 
pay  a fee  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00).” 

Reasons:  When  a member  withdraws, 

he  is  not  a member  of  any  Local  Union — 
he  is  out  of  the  Order,  His  return  should 
be  easy.  When  a member  is  admitted  to 
the  Order,  and  by  prompt  and  proper  pay- 
ment of  his  dues,  and  when  he  keeps  his 
"Moral  Record”  clean,  he  is  a member  in 
good  standing,  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  and  benefits  of  the  Order,  for 
which  he  has  paid. 

We  favor  a "Minimum  Initiation  Fee” — 
No  Local  Union  to  charge  less — (but  any 
Local  that  can  GET  MORE,  may  charge 
more)— but  let  the  membership  ‘ card  be 
what  it  stands  for — it  is  either  “Good  ev- 


erywhere the  I.  U.  of  S.  & O.  E.  has  juris- 
diction” or  it  is  not  good  anywhere,  at 
any  time. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  38 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  464,  Chicago,  111. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

Amend  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  8.  Any  member  violating  any 
of  the  foregoing  Sections  of  this  Article 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine,  suspension  or 
expulsion  or  by  both  fine  and  suspension. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  39 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  464,  Chicago,  111. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

BY-LAWS. 

Amend  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  When  charges  are  to  be  tried 
the  complainant  and  defendant  may  con- 
duct their  own  case  or  select  counsel,  said 
counsel  to  be  a member  of  our  Interna- 
tional in  good  standing.  After  a full  and 
impartial  hearing  on  both  sides  the  Pres- 
ident shall  distinctly  state  the  charge  or 
charges  and  direct  that  all  members  in 
good  standing  shall  vote  either  guilty  or 
not  guilty  by  ballot  on  the  merits  of  the 
case.  There  shall  be  three  (3)  tellers  ap- 
pointed, one  by  the  defendant,  one  by  the 
complainant  and  one  by  the  President.  A 
majority  of  the  trial  vote  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  convict.  After  a verdict  is  ren- 
dered, the  President  shall  then  prescribe 
the  penalty  to  be  imposed.  A member  has 
the  right  to  appeal  as  prescribed  by  Sec- 
tion 1,  Article  21,  of  By-Laws. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
amendment  be  not  adopted.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  40 — Submit- 
ted by  Local  No.  519,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Amendment  to  Constitution: 

Whereas,  The  delegates  to  Convention 
of  the  I.  U.  of  S.  & O.  E.  in  past  Conven- 
tions, have  been  re-electing  the  General 
Officers  to  succeed  themselves  in  office, 
be  it 

Resolved:  That  the  next  Convention  to 
be  held  at  Peoria,  111.,  September,  1914, 
consider  resolution  offered  by  Local  Union 
No.  519  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  amend  the 
Constitution. 

That  the  General  Officers  not  be  allowed 
to  succeed  themselves  in  office. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  concur 
in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Burke,  Local  No.  519,  stated 
that  there  was  an  error  in  the  resolution, 
that  the  Local  intended  to  separate  the 
offices  of  Secretary  and  President  and  not 
have  the  amendment  apply  to  the  Secre- 
tary. 3|| 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Upon  motion  of  Delegate  Naylor  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  as  a whole  was 
adopted. 
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Delegate  McKee — I move  that  the  Secre- 
tary he  instructed  in  the  printing  the 
next  Constitution  to  have  the  wording 
changed  so  that  it  will  show  the  Presi- 
dent’s salary  is  $3,600,  and  not  $2,500,  as 
it  now  reads.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

REPORT  OF  CHARTER  COMMITTEE. 

Delegate  Miller,  for  the  committee,  re- 
ported as  follows: 

The  application  of  Local  No.  449  is  for 
a change  in  their  charter  from  Stationary 
to  Portable  and  Stationary.  The  commit- 
tee recommends  that  this  be  referred  to 
the  incoming-  General  Executive  Board 
with  instructions  to  send  a representative 
to  that  locality  to  look  into  the  matter 
further. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  ap- 
plication for  a charter  for  Coal  Hoisting- 
Engineers,  Terre  Haute,  Ind.,  be  granted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  ap- 
plication for  a charter  for  the  Stationary 
Engineers  of  Greater  New  York  be  not 
granted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

The  committee  reports  that  the  applica- 
tion for  a charter  for  the  Boroughs  of 
Brooklyn  and  Queens,  New  York,  was  pro- 
tested against  by  Locals  No.  56,  20,  184 
and  403.  The  committee  recommends  that 
the  charter  be  not  granted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

The  committee  recommends  that  a pro- 
test of  Local  No.  332  against  Local  No.  20: 
also  of  Local  No.  332  against  Local  No. 
184  be  referred  to  the  incoming  General 
Executive  Board,  and  that  they  do  not 
change  their  charter  rights. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

The  application  for  a charter  for  Yon- 
kers, N.  Y.,  was  protested  against  by  Lo- 
cals No.  20,  184,  403  and  440,  representa- 
tives of  those  Locals  appearing  before  the 
committee.  The  committee  recommends 
that  this  application  be  referred  to  the 
Local  Joint  Executive  Board  of  the  City 
of  New  York. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
was  concurred  in. 

The  charter  committee  stated  that  a 
further  report  would  be  made  at  a later 
session. 

TRUSTEES’  REPORT. 

The  Trustees  announced  that  they  were 
ready  to  present  a report. 

Vice  President  Murphy  moved  that  the 
report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Officers’  Reports  before  being  read.  ( Sec- 
onded. ) 

The  question  was  discussed  briefly  by 
Delegate  McNamara. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  lost  by  a vote 
of  23  in  the  affirmative  to  40  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

Trustee  Turba  read  a summary  of  the 
report,  omitting  itemized  statements. 

Questions  as  to  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  Journal  finances  were 


asked  by  Delegates  Huddell  and  McKee. 
Trustee  Cassidy  replied  to  the  inquiries. 
Delegate  O’Hare  discussed  the  question 
briefly.  The  Trustees  stated  that  a por- 
tion of  their  report  necessary  to  give  the 
information  sought  by  the  delegates  was 
not  in  the  Convention. 

Delegate  McDonough  moved  that  the 
Trustees  defer  the  report  until  they  could 
have  the  data  necessary  to  make  an  intel- 
ligent report.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLU- 
TIONS. 

Delegate  Walsh,  Secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee, reported  as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  1,  submitted  by  Local 
No.  56. 

Whereas,  Mr.  Louis  B.  Schram,  Chair- 
man of  the  Labor  Committee  of  the  United 
States  Brewery  Association,  has  made  the 
following  suggestion,  which  is  attached  to 
this  resolution,  to  the  Brewery  Workmen 
assembled  in  Convention  at  Baltimore, 
and  wishes  to  make  the  same  suggestion 
to  the  International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers,  if  met  with  ap- 
proval by  the  Brewers’  Convention. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  in- 
coming Executive  Board  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  and  Operating  En- 
gineers stand  instructed  by  this  Conven- 
tion to  do  likewise,  if  approved  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Brewery  Workmen  in 
Baltimore.

Dear  Sir: — 

Preparatory  to  your  International  Con- 
vention, which  is  soon  to  take  place,  I 
desire  to  make  a suggestion  to  you,  which 
is  in  line  with  previous  efforts,  to  estab- 
lish closer  relations  between  the  United 
States  Brewers’  Association  and  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  United  Brewery  Work- 
men. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  occasion  is  more 
timely  than  has  any  time  heretofore  been 
the  case  for  the  establishment  of  an  In- 
ternational Conference  Board  between 
your  organization  and  ours.  Such  Confer- 
ence Board  not  to  be  in  the  nature  of  an 
Arbitration  Board,  having  power  to  ren- 
der decisions,  but  being  exactly  what  its 
name  implies,  a body  to  consist  of  an 
equal  number  of  representatives  of  the 
two  organizations  to  whom  should  be  sub- 
mitted for  consideration  and  recommenda- 
tion all  questions  affecting  the  interests 
of  the  employing  brewers  and  your  organ- 
ization, and  which  may  be  sufficiently 
broad  to  merit  consideration  by  such  a 
dignified  body. 

I do  not  attempt  to  work  out  a detailed 
plan  and  confine  myself  to  the  above  sug- 
gestion, with  the  hope  that  your  Conven- 
tion may  deem  it  wise  to  take  favorable 
action  on  the  proposition,  and  to  refer  it 
with  power  to  your  International  Execu- 
tive Board,  or  to  a committee. 

The  annual  Convention  of  the  United 
States  Brewers’  Association  will  be  held 
somewhat  later  than  usual  this  year,  dur- 
ing the  first  week  of  November,  at  New 
Orleans,  La. 

It  will  give  me  great  pleasure  to  advo- 
cate co-operation  on  the  lines  indicated 
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above  before  our  Convention,  and  to  make 
the  matter  a part  of  the  report  of  our 
Labor  Committee,  should  it  meet  with  the 
favorable  action  by  your  Convention.

“Your  committee  feels  that  a board  of  this 
kind  would  establish  closer  relations  be- 
tween the  brewer,  the  engineer  and  the 
brewery  workman,  and  consequently  op- 
erate to  mutual  advantage.” 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  2,  submitted  by  Local 
Unions  No.  356  and  152. 

Whereas,  The  duty  of  33%  per  cent  col- 
lected by  the  Canadian  Government,  on 
supplies  shipped  to  our  Locals  in  the  Do- 
minion has  cost  those  Locals  that  much 
in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  by  the  Locals 
of  the  United  States,  and 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  in- 
coming General  Secretary-Treasurer  be 
instructed  to  make  some  arrangement 
whereby  the  Canadian  Locals  may  receive 
their  supplies  at  the  same  cost  as  those 
Locals  of  the  United  States.

the  International  Union.

Resolution  No.  4,  submitted  by  Maurice

Whereas,  There  are  now  before  Con- 
gress three  resolutions  for  the  purpose  of 
having  the  Federal  Constitution  amended 
to  prohibit  the  sale  and  manufacture  for 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  known  as 
Senate  Joint  Resolutions  No.  50  and  No. 
88  and  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  168, 
and  thereby  attempting  to  bring  about 
National  Prohibition,  and 

Whereas,  We  are  opposed  to  the  sump- 
tuary and  tyrannical  methods  of  the  cor- 
porations, and  also  to  any  amendment  to 


the  Constitution  as  above  referred  to.  be- 
lieving same  to  be  an  abridgement  of  our 
liberties,  that  Prohibition  would  breed 
contempt  for  our  laws  promote  hypocrisy 
and  the  illicit  manufacture  of  liquors  gen- 
erally. destroy  property  and  property 
rights,  remove  an  enormous  revenue  from 
our  government,  and  in  lieu  thereof  place 
a burdensome  tax  without  a known  bene- 
ficial return,  throw  thousands  of  our 
members  out  of  employment,  and  further, 
believing  that  National  Prohibition,  if 
enacted,  would  be  nothing  short  of  a na- 
tional calamity,  as  same  is  wrong  in  prin- 
ciple, un-Christian  in  character,  contrary 
to  reason  and  nature,  inimical  to  agricul- 
ture, and  a menace  to  labor  generally, 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  International  Union 
of  Steam  and  Operating  Engineers  make 
known  its  opposition  to  this  movement  in 
the  National  Congress,  in  the  several 
states  and  in  those  corporations  referred 
to,  as  same  is  contrary  to  the  undamental 
principles  of  Americanism,  and  call  upon 
every  member  and  friend  of  freedom  to 
use  their  best  efforts  to  stem  every  un- 
reasonable assault  upon  our  citizenship, 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  our  organization,  that 
copies  thereof  be  sent  to  the  members  of 
Congress,  both  House  and  Senate,  to  the 
other  fraternal  organizations  and  the 
magazine  of  our  organization  for  publica- 
tion, and  that  each  member  write  a per- 
sonal letter  to  his  Congressman  and 
United  States  Senator  appraising  them  of 
his  vigorous  opposition  to  Prohibition, 
and,  we  further  recommend  that  every 
member  of  this  organization — Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  and  Operating  En- 
gineers, use  whatever  legal  right  and  law- 
ful means  at  his  command  to  assist  wher- 
ever possible  in  opposing  Prohibition  in 
all  its  forms  of  fanaticism  and  intoler- 
ance.

Whereas,  Local  Union  No.  72  has  been 
conducting  a strenuous  campaign  for  the 
past  year  to  the  end  that  the  ice-making 
industry  should  be  organized,  and 

Whereas,  We  find  in  our  investigations 
that  the  Union  and  National  Ice  Com- 
panies of  this  state  are  working  under 
Union  conditions  in  the  northern  part  of 
California  and  under  non-Union  condi- 
tions in  the  southern  part,  and 

Whereas,  Inasmuch  as  these  corpor- 
ations are  state-wide  in  their  scope  with 
a main  office,  controlling  all  branches,  lo- 
cated in  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  it 
is  apparent  to  us  that  it  is  the  proper 
function  of  our  General  Executive  Board 
to  deal  with  them. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  our  in- 
coming General  Executive  Board  be  in- 
structed to  detail  a representative  of  that 
Board  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the 
Local  Unions  in  (Southern)  California  to 
the  end  that  these  Ice  Companies  may  be 
organized  all  over  the  state. 

Secretary  Walsh — Your  committee  rec- 
ommends the  adoption  of  the  resolution 
when  amended  by  omitting  the  word 
“Southern,”  as  it  is  a state-wide  proposi- 
tion. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  7,  submitted  by  Harry 
N.  Welton,  Local  No.  72. 

Whereas,  In  an  inferential  decision  giv- 
en to  E.  D.  Lowery,  Secretary  of  Local 
Union  No.  540,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  General 
President  Comerford,  held  in  the  case  of 
J.  McSweeney,  that  a man  working  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Stationary  Firemen 
and  belonging  to  that  organization  beside 
belonging  to  our  organization,  must  take 
a withdrawal  card  from  our  organization, 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  nothing  in  our  con- 
stitution which  prohibits  a man  from  be- 
longing to  any  other  organization  affiliated 
with  the  A.  F.  of  L.  besides  our  own  and 
consequently  there  is  no  reason  why  this 
said  J.  McSweeney  should  not,  if  he  so 
desires,  belong  to  the  Stationary  Firemen 
as  well  as  to  our  Local  No.  540,  and 

Whereas,  In  accordance  to  an  agreement 
reached  between  the  Stationary  Firemen 
and  our  organization  at  the  Toronto  Con- 
vention of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  approved  by 
the  A.  F.  of  L.,  any  fireman  who  should 
pass  the  examination  and  get  an  Engi- 
neer’s license,  shall  immediately  join  our 
organization,  and 

Whereas,  The  By-Laws  of  L.  U.  No.  72 
require  that  to  be  entitled  to  a job  under 
the  control  of  the  Union  as  a member 
must  be  in  good  standing  in  the  organiza- 
tion 12  months  and  consequently  a fireman 
must,  to  be  entitled  to  a position  as  an 
engineer  on  a contract  job,  be  a member 
of  the  Engineers  for  12  months  while 
still  following  his  vocation  as  a fireman, 
and 

Whereas,  We  believe  the  proper  thing 
to  do  under  the  circumstances  was  to  re- 
quire that  brother  to  affiliate  with  the 
Firemen  while  working  under  their  juris- 
diction, at  the  same  time  allow  him  to 
continue  his  membership  in  our  organiza- 
tion if  he  so  wishes. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  By  Local 
Union  No.  72,  in  regular  session  assembled, 
this  the  13th  day  of  August,  1914,  that  we 
emphatically  protest  against  this  decision 
of  General  President  and  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  hereby  instruct  our 
delegate  to  the  Peoria  Convention  of  our 
International  Union  to  present  this  reso- 


lution to  that  Convention,  and  urge  the 
endorsement  of  the  principles  embodied 
therein. 

The  committee  recommended  that,  as 
the  subject  matter  of  the  resolution  had 
been  disposed  of  in  the  General  Presi- 
dent’s report,  no  further  action  was  nec- 
essary. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

Resolutions  Nos.  8,  9,  17,  25  and  34,  em- 
bodying practically  the  same  subject  mat- 
ter, the  committee  stated  would  be  dis- 
posed of  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  con- 
cerned in  these  resolutions  by  the  adop- 
tion of  No.  34.  The  committee  recom- 
mended the  adoption  of  No.  34. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee.

Resolution  No.  8,  submitted  by  Local 
Unions  Nos.  148  and  403. 

Whereas,  We  find  our  men  very  much 
hampered  when  they  go  in  sections  where 
no  Portable  Locals  exist,  and  wherein  the 
employers  at  times  question  our  rights  in 
such  cases. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this 
Convention  go  on  record  that  in  such 
cases  jurisdiction  be  given  to  the  nearest 
Portable  Local  in  said  section. 

Resolution  No.  9,  submitted  by  Local 
Unions  No.  184  and  403. 

Whereas,  Hoisting  and  Portable  Engi- 
neers through  the  country,  when  working 
outside  the  jurisdiction  of  their  own  Lo- 
cal, have  in  the  past  been  hampered  by 
the  claim  of  Locals  who  are  not  working 
under  a Hoisting  and  Portable  charter, 
and 

Whereas,  In  many  cases  the  Hoisting 
and  Portable  Engineers  command  a higher 
rate  of  wage  than  is  received  by  the  home 
Local, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  mem- 
bers of  Hoisting  and  Portable  Local  can- 
not be  interfered  with  by  others  than  the 
nearest  Hoisting  and  Portable  Local. 

Resolution  No.  17,  presented  by  A.  M. 
Huddell,  Local  No.  4. 

Whereas,  L.  U.  No.  4 of  Boston,  has 
established  a forty-four  hour  week  with 
a wage  of  $27.50  straight  time,  or  75  cents 
per  hour  broken  time,  and 

Whereas,  The  other  Locals  in  Massa- 
chusetts are  not  in  a position  to  control 
the  hoisting  and  portable  work,  and 

Whereas,  Contractors  who  do  work  in 
Boston  and  vicinity  and  pay  this  rate  of 
wages  to  members  of  L.  U.  No.  4,  when 
they  secure  work  in  cities  within  fifty 
miles  of  Boston,  claim  that  L.  U.  No.  4 
has  no  jurisdiction  and  only  pay  50  cents 
per  hour  for  a 4S-hour  week,  and  in  some 
cities  pay  less  than  50  cents  per  hour,  and 

Whereas,  In  December,  1913,  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Branch  in  Convention  as- 
sembled in  Lawrence,  Mass.,  voted  that 
Local  No.  4 should  have  jurisdiction  with- 
in fifty  miles  of  Boston,  including  New 
Bedford, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the 
Fourth  Biennial  Convention  of  the  I.  U. 
S.  & O.  E.  grant  L.  U.  No.  4 of  Boston, 
jurisdiction  over  hoisting  and  portable 
engineer  construction  work  for  fifty  miles 
from  Boston,  including  New  Bedford. 

Resolution  No.  25,  presented  by  M.  J. 
Cassidy,  Local  No.  315. 
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Whereas,  A number  of  engines  and  ma- 
chines have  been  operated  on  jobs  in  the 
vicinity  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  recently  by 
other  than  members  of  the  X.  U.  of  S.  & 
O.  E„  and 

Whereas,  No  scale  of  wages,  rules  or 
working  conditions  are  established  on  the 
said  jobs  except  through-  the  efforts  of 
Local  Union  No.  315, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this 
Convention  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  Lo- 
cal Union  No.  315  a distance  of  125  miles 
from  the  city  limits  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  all  en- 
gines, boilers,  pumps,  elevators  and  other 
machines  used  on  hoisting  and  portable 
work  be  operated  by  members  of  the  I.  U. 
S.  & O.  E.,  under  the  direction  of  Local 
Union  No.  315  and  be  governed  by  the 
working  rules  and  by-laws  of  said  Local 
Union. 

Resolution  No.  34,  presented  by  Chas. 
L.  Miller,  Local  No.  66. 

Whereas,  There  has  been  a continuous 
amount  of  trouble  caused  between  the 
Portable  Locals  as  to  where  one  Local’s 
jurisdiction  shall  end  and  the  other  com- 
mence. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  jur- 
isdiction of  one  Hoisting-  and  Portable 
Local  shall  extend  half  way  to  the  nearest 
Hoisting  and  Portable  Local. 

Resolution  No.  35,  presented  by  Chas. 
L.  Miller,  Local  No.  66. 

Whereas,  As  there  has  existed  a dual 
organization  of  Steam  Shovel  Engineers 
in  this  country  who  are  causing  our  Port- 
able Locals  a lot  of  trouble,  and 

Whereas,  Our  Local  No.  440  has  been 
given  jurisdiction  over  Steam  Shovel  En- 
gineers, and  have  not  been  successful  in 
organizing  this  branch  of  the  trade, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  in- 
coming Executive  Board  be  instructed  to 
issue  charters  direct  to  Steam  Shovel  En- 
gineers when  petitions  are  presented,  in 
compliance  with  our  constitution. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  No.  8,  stated 
that  No.  17  dealt  with  a different  matter 
than  the  other  resolutions  named,  and 
asked  that  a,  separate  report  be  made 
upon  it.  He  moved  that  it  be  recommit- 
ted to  the  committee  for  further  consid- 
eration. (Seconded.) 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Dele- 
gates Wuerffel,  Huddell,  McConville,  Col- 
lins, Snellings,  Gunn,  Burke,  Local  No. 
403a;  Keefe,  Murphy  and  Finn. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  carried. 

The  original  motion  was  discussed  by 
Delegates  McKee,  McGraw,  Cassidy,  and 
the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Vice  President  Kelly  in  the  Chair: 

Discussion  was  resumed  by  Delegates 
O’Hare,  McConville,  MacKenzie,  Nolan 
McDonough,  Hebeler,  Snellings,  Burke/ 
Local  No.  403a,  and  Secreteary  Hannahan. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  was  concurred  in 
(omitting  Resolution  No.  17)  by  a vote  of 
52  in  the  affirmative  to  20  in  the  negative. 

Resolution  No.  10,  presented  by  W.  C. 
Feeney,  Local  No.  86. 

Whereas,  Local  Lodge  No.  86,  of  the  City 
of  Minneapolis,  in  the  State  of  Minnesota, 
has  instructed  its  delegate  to  bring  before 
this  Convention,  assembled  in  the  City  of 
Peoria,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  neces- 
sity of  changing  the  method  of  the  pay- 
ment of  local  dues. 


Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  in- 
coming General  Executive  Board  be 
authorized  by  this  Convention,  assembled 
in  the  City  of  Peoria,  in  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, September  14th  to  21st,  1914,  to 

change  the  method  of  the  local  payment 
of  dues,  commencing  January  1st.  1915. 

Chairman  Gunn — The  committee  has 
decided  that  this  resolution  should  have 
been  submitted  in  the  form  of  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Resolution  No.  11,  presented  by  Thos. 
F.  McGraw  and  Edw.  J.  Murphy,  Local 
No.  106. 

Whereas,  The  Steam  Engineers  in  New 
York  State,  employed  on  barge  canal  work 
and  in  Rensseller  County,  have  been  for 
some  time  in  poorly  organized  condition, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  United  States  is 
building  a large  dam  in  Rensseller  County 
on  the  Upper  Hudson,  and  at  present  time 
is  paying  wages  far  below  the  scale  of 
our  Union, 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Convention 
instruct  its  delegates  to  have  their  Lo- 
cals write  to  their  Representatives  in  the 
United  States  Senate  and  Congressman 
urging  them  to  insist  that  the  Govern- 
ment pay  the  recognized  scale  in  that 
locality. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  our  dele- 
gates elected  to  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  Convention,  be  instructed  to 
bring  the  attention  of  that  body  toward 
its  support. 

The  committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  12,  presented  by  Thos. 
F.  McGraw  and  Edw.  J.  Murphy,  Local 
No.  106. 

Whereas,  Conditions  are  such  in  Ren- 
sseller and  Schenectady  Counties,  that  at 
a small  cost  of  time  and  money,  the  mem- 
bership and  general  conditions  of  the 
Local  Unions  could  be  greatly  strength- 
ened, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the 
Convention  go  on  record  as  being  in  favor 
and  ordering  the  putting  of  an  organizer 
in  said  counties  for  a period  of  at  least 
three  months. 

Chairman  Gunn — As  our  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  has  to  do  with  this  mat- 
ter, we  respectfully  refer  it  to  the  incom- 
ing Board. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  16,  presented  by  A.  M. 
Huddell,  Local  No.  4. 

Whereas,  The  subway,  sewer  and  roller 
engineers  of  Boston  and  vicinity  are 
working  for  a lower  scale  than  has  been 
established  by  Local  Union  No.  4,  and 

Whereas,  Local  Union  No.  4 voted  that 
in  their  opinion,  if  these  engineers  could 
be  organized  into  a sub-Local  of  No.  4, 
that  it  would  be  possible  for  them  to  bet- 
ter their  conditions, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved.  That  this 
Convention  grant  L.  U.  No.  4 permission 
to  form  a Branch  Local  for  the  Engineers 
on  Subways,  Sewers  and  Road  Rollers. 

The  committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  18,  presented  by  J.  D. 
Barnes,  Local  No.  59. 
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Whereas,  The  conditions  in  the  outlay- 
ing districts  in  the  State  of  California  are 
in  a deplorable  condition. 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  in- 
coming Executive  Board  are  hereby  in- 
structed to  place  an  organizer  in  the  State 
of  California  for  a period  of  three  months 
or  more.

Whereas,  The  General  Contractors’  As- 
sociation of  Kansas  City,  locked  out  all 
the  members  of  L.  U.  No.  101  on  June  9th, 
1914,  and  kept  them  locked  out  until  July 
25th,  1914,  because  the  Bricklayers’  L.  U. 
No.  4 laid  claim  for  the  setting  of  all  in- 
terior marble  when  this  same  class  of 
work  was  claimed  by  the  I.  A.  Marble 
Setters,  who  were  and  are  at  this  time 
affiliated  with  the  Building  Trades  Coun- 
cil of  Kansas  City.  All  trades  affiliated 
with  that  Council  were  locked  out  on 
June  9th,  1914,  and 

Whereas,  L.  U.  No.  101,  not  knowing 
that  the  trades  were  to  be  locked  out,  did 
not  have  an  opportunity  to  notify  the 
General  President  in  accordance  with  our 
constitution,  and 

Whereas,  L.  U.  No.  101,  thinking  the 
lockout  would  last  only  a few  days,  failed 
to  notify  our  General  Office  of  the  fact 
that  we  were  locked  out  until  June  20th, 
1914,  when  notice  was  sent  to  our  General 
Secretary-Treasurer,  informing  him  of 
the  conditions,  and  asking  for  strike 
benefits,  which  was  referred  by  him  to 
Acting  President  Snellings,  under  date  of 
July  15th,  1914,  which,  perhaps,  may  have 
gone  astray,  and  no  reply  was  received 
from  him,  and 

Whereas,  Fourteen  of  our  members 
were  locked  out  and  remained  out  of  em- 
ployment for  several  days  for  a cause  we 
thought  was  just  and  in  support  of  a 
Building  Trades  Council  with  which  our 
International  was  affiliated, 


Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this 
Convention  instruct  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to  reimburse  L.  U.  No.  101, 
of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  to  the  amount  of 
$237.00,  which  sum  represents  the  money 
paid  out  to  fourteen  members  for  the  time 
lost  on  account  of  said  lockout  and  for 
which  the  said  Local  Union  holds  receipt 
therefore. 

Resolution  No.  22,  presented  by  Maurice 
J.  Cassidy,  Local  No.  315. 

Whereas,  Nine  members  of  L.  U.  No.  315 
of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  were  locked  out  on 
Fruin  & Colnon’s  job  at  Chain  of  Rocks, 
on  Wednesday,  August  21st,  1914,  on  ac- 
count of  General  Contractors  wanting 
said  members  to  work  for  straight  time 
on  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday.  The 
sanction  of  General  President  Comerford 
was  asked  at  the  time  but  was  denied  on 
account  of  men  having  been  removed  the 
day  previous  to  request  for  sanction  hav- 
ing been  sent  in,  and 

Whereas,  Fifth  Vice  President  Finlay 
was  sent  to  St.  Louis  in  an  endeavor  to 
adjust  the  matter  but  failed  to  do  so. 
The  lockout  still  continues  and  three  of 
the  members  are  still  unemployed  and  are 
entitled  to  strike  benefits, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this 
Convention  instruct  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to  pay  Local  Union  No. 
315  the  amount  due  the  members  for  the 
time  they  are  out  of  employment  on  ac- 
count of  the  lockout  and  get  receipts 
therefor  in  the  regular  manner. 

Resolution  No.  23,  presented  by  Maurice 
J.  Cassidy,  Local  No.  315. 

Whereas,  L.  U.  No.  315  of  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
acting  under  the  direction  of  the  St. 
Louis  Building  Trades  Council,  removed 
two  members  off  the  work  of  the  Keller- 
man  Construction  Company  in  support  of 
the  Ironworkers,  whose  places  were  taken 
by  members  of  a dual  organization  of 
Ironworkers,  known  as  Bridge  and 
Ironworkers’  Mutual  Protective  Associ- 
ation, while  the  I.  A.  of  B.  & S.  Ironwork- 
ers were  on  strike  for  an  increase  ot 
wages,  which  increase  was  approved  by 
the  Building  Trades  Council,  and 

Whereas,  Notice  of  the  removal  of  the 
two  members  of  L.  U.  No.  315  was  wired 
to  General  Secretary  Hannahan  at  Atlan- 
tic City,  N.  J.,  on  June  2nd  and  5th,  on 
account  of  the  absence  of  General  Presi- 
dent Comerford  from  his  office  in  Chicago, 
111.,  and  no  sanction  of  the  action  was  re- 
ceived, and 

Whereas,  The  said  members  of  L.  U.  No. 
315  were  out  of  employment  from  June 
1st  to  June  24th  in  one  case,  and  until 
July  8th,  in  the  other  case  in  support  of 
the  Ironworkers, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this 
Convention  instruct  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to  reimburse  Local  No. 
315  to  the  amount  of  $50  for  a total  of  50 
days’  strike  benefits  and  have  them  send 
in  receipt  for  same  from  the  members  en- 
titled to  the  benefits. 

Resolution  No.  24,  presented  by  M.  J. 
Cassidy,  Local  No.  315. 

Whereas,  Local  No.  315  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  removed  one  of  its  members  from 
Raterman  Construction  Company’s  job  at 
Kenrick  Seminary  in  support  of  the  Iron- 
workers as  related  in  Resolution  No.  23, 
on  June  1st,  1914,  and  he  remained  idle 
until  July  17th,  1914,  receiving  no  strike 
benefits,  although  notice  of  action  of  the 
Local  Union  was  wired  to  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Hannahan  at  Atlantic 
City, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this 
Convention  instruct  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to  pay  to  Local  No.  315 
the  sum  of  $33.00,  being  the  amount  due 
and  have  receipt  therefor  sent  in. 

The  committee  reported  as  follows  on 
the  various  resolutions  asking  for  aid: 
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Resolutions  Nos.  20,  22,  23,  24.  A great 
part  of  the  time  of  this  committee  has 
been  taken  up  by  resolutions  asking  for 
strike  benefits  to  cover  expenses  that  have 
been  illegally  contracted.  Your  committee 
feels  that  by  granting  these  requests  they 
would  be  establishing  a precedent  that 
would  remove  from  our  National  Presi- 
dent and  General  Executive  Board  power, 
which  would  work  unlimited  damage  to 
our  organization,  namely  the  power  of  de- 
ciding whether  a strike  should  be  declared 
or  not.  We  readily  see  that  if  Locals 
could  declare  strikes  or  lockouts  at  their 
discretion  and  collect  strike  benefits 
through  such  action  our  treasury  would 
be  soon  depleted. 

As  all  of  these  requests  are  from  Locals 
whose  strikes  were  declared  without  first 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  General 
President  we  recommend  that  they  be  not 
granted. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

Delegate  Shull  stated  that  the  resolu- 
tion presented  by  his  Local  was  in  regard 
to  a lockout  which  the  local  could  not 
prevent,  and  asked  that  the  benefits  be 
paid. 

Delegate  Cassidy  spoke  at  length  in  op- 
position to  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee.  Delegate  Huddell  spoke  in 
favor  of  paying  the  strike  benefits  asked 
for. 


Delegate  Walsh,  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, stated  that  the  committee’s  rec- 
ommendation was  in  accord  with  the  Con- 
stitution. 

Vice  President  Finlay  spoke  of  the  ref- 
erence made  to  himself  in  the  resolution 
and  in  the  discussion  of  the  delegates 
from  St.  Louis.  He  explained  conditions 
in  that  city  as  he  found  them  when  sent 
there  to  investigate. 

The  question  was  discussed  by  Vice 
President  Murphy,  President  Comerford 
and  Delegate  Shull. 

The  motion  to  concur  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  was  lost  by  a 
vote  of  27  to  39. 

Delegate  Shull — I move  that  the  reso- 
lution of  Local  No.  101,  Kansas  City,  be 
adopted.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Collins — I move  as  an  amend- 
ment that  the  three  resolutions  be 
adopted. 

Delegate  Muntefering — If  one  is  entitled 
to  it  they  are  all  entitled  to  benefits.  I, 
therefore,  move  that  all  the  resolutions 
that  were  reported  on  be  adopted.  (Sec- 
onded and  carried.) 

At  6 o’clock  the  Convention  was  ad- 
journed to  reconvene  at  9 a.  m.,  Saturday, 
Sept.  19. 


SIXTH  DAY-SATURDAY,  SEPTEMBER  19th 
MORNING  SESSION 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
9 o’clock  a.  m.,  Saturday,  Sept.  19,  Presi- 
dent Comerford  in  the  Chair. 

On  motion  roll  call  was  dispensed  with. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLU- 
TIONS. 

Delegate  Gunn,  Chairman,  and  Delegate 
Walsh  (T.  P.),  Secretary  of  the  Commit- 
tee, reported  as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  26,  presented  by  A.  L. 
Barnes,  Local  No.  311. 

Whereas,  The  State  of  Wisconsin  being 
one  of  the  largest  manufacturing  states 
in  the  union,  and 

Whereas,  There  are  over  5,000  engineers 
in  said  state,  and 

Whereas,  There  being  one  Local  of 
Stationary  and  two  Locals  of  Hoisting 
and  Portable,  with  a total  membership 
not  to  exceed  200,  in  said  state,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  go  on 
record  as  being  in  favor  of  putting  an 
organizer  in  said  state  for  a period  of  six 
months,  said  organizer  to  work  at  least 
six  weeks  in  the  City  of  Milwaukee. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
resolution  be  referred  to  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board. 

Delegate  Barnes,  Local  No.  311,  spoke 
briefly  in  favor  of  granting  the  request 
contained  in  the  resolution. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  27,  presented  by  T.  J. 
Roberts,  Local  No.  507. 

Whereas,  No  Convention  of  our  Inter- 
national has  ever  been  held  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  and  there  are  no  prospects  of  ever 
having  a Convention  in  that  locality,  and 

Whereas,  During  the  coming  year  a 
large  number  of  our  members  will  visit 
the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  instruct 
the  General  President  to  appoint  a com- 
mittee to  arrange  for  a week’s  reception 
to  our  brothers  and  their  families  in  San 
Francisco,  the  time  of  such  reception  to 
be  arranged  by  the  President,  and  that 
the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00) 
be  appropriated  by  the  Convention  to  help 
pay  the  expenses  of  this  reception.

Chairman  Gunn — The  committee  feels 
that  all  possible  funds  of  our  organization 
should  be  used  for  organizing  and  better- 
ing the  conditions  of  our  members,  and 


not  for  entertainment.  We  therefore  rec- 
ommend nonconcurrence. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

Vice  President  Roberts  favored  the  reso- 
lution and  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  committee.  He  stat- 
ed that  for  fifteen  years  the  coast  cities 
had  been  asking  for  the  Convention,  and 
it  had  not  been  held  closer  to  that  locality 
than  Denver.  He  referred  to  the  fact  that 
delegates  from  the  East  refused  to  go  to 
the  Pacific  Coast  on  account  of  the  ex- 
pense, but  the  delegates  from  the  Western 
Locals  had  been  attending  regularly,  re- 
gardless of  where  the  Convention  was 
held.  He,  therefore,  desired  to  have  a 
meeting  of  members  and  their  families 
from  all  over  the  country,  in  order  that 
the  members  of  the  extreme  West  would 
have  an  opportunity  to  meet  and  greet 
them.  He  stated  that  it  would  help  the 
organization  on  the  coast. 

Delegate  McConville,  New  York,  and 
Delegate  Huddell,  Boston,  favored  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution.  Delegate  Mo- 
ser opposed  the  resolution  and  favored  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee. 

A motion  to  adopt  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee  was  carried  by  a vote  of 
79  to  23. 

Resolution  No.  28,  presented  by  Thomas 
B.  Constant  and  Jas.  O’Hare,  Local  No. 
263. 

Whereas,  the  Standardization  Commit- 
tee of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical 
Engineers  has  submitted  a proposed 
standard  specification  for  the  construc- 
tion of  steam  boilers  and  other  pressure 
vessels,  and  for  the  care  of  same  in  serv- 
ice, and  also  have  recommended  the  pas- 
sage in  each  and  every  state  of  an  engi- 
neers’ and  firemen’s  license  law,  similar 
to  that  in  force  now  in  Massachusetts; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  go  on 
record  as  endorsing  this  report,  and  that 
our  General  Secretary  so  inform  them. 

The  committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution  when  amended  by 
adding  the  words  “or  city”  after  the  word 
“state.”  A motion  was  made  and  sec- 
onded to  adopt  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee. 

Delegate  O’Hare  favored  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee,  and  spoke  at 
some  length  of  the  benefit  the  Massachu- 
setts law  had  been  to  that  state. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Ohio,  objected  to  the 
word  “firemen”  being  included  in  the  reso- 
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lution.  Delegate  Barnes  stated  that  it 
would  be  better  for  the  convention  to  go 
on  record  favoring  a federal  license  law. 
Delegate  MacKenzie  (Wm.)  opposed  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee,  stat- 
ing that  propositions  of  that  kind  were 
very  readily  adopted  by  the  N.  A.  S.  E. 
He  cited  a marine  engineers’  license  law 
under  which  men  were  working  twelve 
hours  a day  for  $75  a month.  Delegate 
Murphy,  Local  No.  20,  spoke  in  favor  of 
such  laws  being  adopted  locally.  Delegate 
Huddell  favored  the  adoption  of  the  reso- 
lution. 

The  committee  suggested  that  the  reso- 
lution be  amended  to  read: 

Whereas,  The  Standardization  Commit- 
tee of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical 
Engineers  has  submitted  a proposed 
standard  for  the  construction  of  steam 
boilers  and  other  pressure  vessels,  and 
for  the  care  of  same  in  service;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  go  on 
record  endorsing  this  report,  and  that  our 
General  Secretary  so  inform  them. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Resolution  No.  29,  presented  by  A.  J. 
Tighe,  Local  No.  74. 

Whereas,  Local  Union  No.  74,  consisting 
of  the  Coal  Hoisting  Engineers  of  Boston, 
has  for  years  been  fighting  for  better 
conditions  and  wages  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  vicinity,  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Branch  of  Engi- 
neers at  their  semi-annual  Convention, 
held  in  Massachusetts,  have  by  their  votes 
given  Coal  Hoisting  Engineers  jurisdic- 
tion; therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Coal  Hoisting  Engineers 
ask  the  delegates  to  the  Fourth  Biennial 
Convention  to  grant  jurisdiction  for  a 
radius  of  35  miles  from  Boston. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
resolution  be  adopted.  The  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  30,  presented  by  A.  J. 
Tighe,  Local  No.  74. 

Whereas,  Local  Union,  No.  74,  was  en- 
gaged in  a controversy  with  the  New 
England  Gas  and  Coke  Company,  be- 
ginning October  29th,  1913,  and 

Whereas,  Local  Union  No.  74  had  twelve 
men  out  on  strike,  some  of  them  for  near- 
ly thirty-six  (36)  weeks,  at  a cost  to 
Local  Union  No.  74,  of  nearly  $2,236.00, 
and 

Whereas,  Local  Union,  No.  74  had  to 
assess  its  members  $1.30  a week  in  order 
to  carry  the  members  along  during  the 
strike;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  and  Operating  Engineers,  in 
Convention  assembled,  reimburse  Local 
Union  No.  74,  of  Boston,  in  the  sum  of 
$993.00. 

Chairman  Gunn  reported  as  follows: 

Your  committee  absolutely  refuses  to 
recommend  the  adoption  of  this  resolu- 
tion, as  the  strike  was  called  without  the 
consent  of  the  General  President;  but, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  this  Local  is.  now 
in  a deplorable  condition,  due  to  the  fact 
that  at  present  very  few  sea-going  boats 
are  traveling  between  this  country  and 
Europe,  because  of  the  war,  these  broth- 
ers are  deprived  of  their  means  of  livli- 
hood,  namely,  that  of  operating  fueling 
machinery  for  ocean  liners  on  the  coast; 
we  therefore  recommend  that  Local  Union 
No.  74  of  Boston,  be  given  $500.00  to  help 
those  brothers  exist  until  conditions  in 
their  locality  improve. 


The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted  without  opposition. 

Resolution  No.  31,  presented  by  Joseph 
Burke,  Local  No.  403a. 

Whereas,  The  Convention  held  in  the 
City  of  Denver,  1910,  granted  jurisdiction 
to  the  New  York  Locals  all  work  within 
a radius  of  twenty-five  miles,  and 

Whereas,  The  said  action  has  brought 
about  a great  dissatisfaction  and  loss  of 
membership  and  employment  to  our  Local 
No.  403a,  and  we  feel  that  you,  in  your 
wisdom  desire  to  extend  the  usefulness  of 
our  grand  organization;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  restore  and  reinstate 
Local  No.  403a  to  its  former  standing  in 
the  I.  U.  of  S.  & O.  E.

“When  a brother  is  found  guilty  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Constitution,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  impose  the  penalty  at  the  same 
meeting,  or  the  next  regular  meeting,  as 
laid  down  by  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws, 
unless  otherwise  provided  for.” 

The  committee  reported  that  the  resolu- 
tion was  a constitutional  amendment,  and 
should  have  been  submitted  to  the  Law 
Committee.

There  being  no  further  nominations, 
the  election  was  proceeded  with  in  the 
usual  way.  The  ballot  resulted  as  fol- 
lows: 


James  G.  Hannahan 93%  votes 

Robert  A.  McKee 60%  votes 


Secretary  Hannahan,  having  received 
a majority  of  the  votes  cast,  was  declared 
re-elected  to  serve  as  Secretary-Treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  term. 

Delegate  Huddell:  In  order  to  save  the 

time  of  this  Convention,  we  will  make  no 
further  nominations.  It  has  been  mani- 
fested that  a majority  of  the  delegates 
are  perfectly  satisfied  to  go  down  the  line 
with  the  other  ticket.  We  feel  at  this 
time  it  is  not  right  for  us  to  take  up  the 
time  of  the  Convention  with  further  nomi- 
nations. I express  the  sentiment  of  the 
entire  delegation  when  I say  that  they 
have  registered  their  protest;  their  ranks 
have  remained  solid  down  the  line,  and 
they  are  satisfied  without  making  any 
further  nominations  for  the  offices  that 
are  as  yet  unfilled.  We  will,  therefore, 
not  take  up  the  time  of  the  Convention. 

John  L.  McNamara,  Local  No.  143,  was 
placed  in  nomination  for  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  by  Vice  President  Mur- 
phy. Seconded  by  Delegate  Howe,  Local 
No.  556a. 

There  being  no  opposition,  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Convention  for  . his  election. 
The  Secretary  complied  with  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Convention,  and  Delegate  Mc- 
Namara was  declared  duly  elected  to 
serve  for  the  ensuing  term. 

Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  Chair: 

John  W.  Maher,  Local  No.  64,  was  nomi- 
nated by  Delegate  Walsh  (Thos.).  There 
being  no  opposition,  the  same  procedure 
was  carried  out  as  in  the  other  election, 
and  Delegate  Maher  was  declared  duly 
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elected  to  serve  as  Trustee  for  the  ensuing 
term. 

P.  J.  Gorman,  Local  No.  16,  was  placed 
in  nomination  by  Delegate  Burke.  There 
being  no  opposition,  the  same  procedure 
was  carried  out,  and  Delegate  Gorman 
was  declared  duly  elected  to  serve  as 
Trustee  for  the  ensuing  term. 

John  J.  Glass,  Local  No.  32,  was  nomi- 
nated for  Delegate  to  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  Convention  by  Delegate 
Sheehan,  and  elected  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  Trustees. 

R.  G.  Moser,  Local  No.  1,  was  nominated 
by  Delegate  Owens,  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner. 

John  Sheehan,  Local  No.  172,  and  Henry 
Hebeler,  Local  No.  68,  were  nominated  as 
alternates  for  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary, and,  there  being  no  opposition,  the 
votes  were  cast  by  the  Secretary  for  their 
unanimous  election. 

Delegate  Matt  Keefe,  Local  No.  464,  was 
placed  in  nomination  for  Delegate  to  the 
Building  Trades  Department  Convention 
by  Delegate  McNamara. 

Thomas  P.  Nolan,  Local  No.  184,  was 
placed  in  nomination  by  Vice  President 
Murphy. 

There  being  no  opposition  to  either  of 
the  nominees,  the  Secretary  cast  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention  for 
their  election. 

John  G.  Owens,  Local  No.  293,  was 
placed  in  nomination  for  alternate  by 
Delegate  Barnes. 

Charles  S.  Miller,  Local  No.  66,  was 
placed  in  nomination  by  Delegate  Sadler. 

There  being  no  opposition,  the  Secre- 
tary cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the 
Convention  for  their  election  as  alternates 
to  the  Convention  of  the  Building  Trades 
Department. 

Thomas  B.  Constant,  Local  No.  263, 
and  William  Hoerschelman,  Local  No.  56, 
were  nominated  for  Delegates  to  the 
Metal  Trades  Department.  There  being 
no  opposition  to  either,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Convention  for  their  election.  The 
Secretary  cast  the  vote  as  instructed,  and 
they  were  declared  duly  elected. 

Thomas  Walsh,  Local  No.  152,  was 
nominated  for  delegate  to  the  Canadian 
Trades  and  Labor  Congress  by  Delegate 
Finlay.  There  being  no  other  candidate, 
the  election  was  conducted  in  the  usual 
way,  and  Delegate  Walsh  was  declared 
duly  elected. 

Newark,  N.  J.,  was  placed  in  nomina- 
tion as  the  next  Convention  city  by  Dele- 
gate Keefe  of  Chicago.  There  being  no 
other  nominations,  Newark  was  declared 
the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Convention. 

At  12:45  the  Convention  was  adjourned, 
to  reconvene  at  2 p.  m.  of  the  same  day. 


SATURDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
2 o’clock  p.  m.,  Saturday,  Sept.  19,  Presi- 
dent Comerford  in  the  chair. 

Upon  motion  the  roll  call  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

Delegate  Collins  obtained  unanimous 
consent  to  the  introduction  of  a resolu- 
tion. The  resolution  was  given  the  num- 
ber 39  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLU- 
TIONS. 

Resolution  No.  35,  presented  by  Charles 
L.  Miller,  Local  No.  66. 

Whereas,  There  has  existed  a dual  or- 
ganization of  Steam  Shovel  Engineers  in 
this  country,  that  are  causing  our  Port- 
able Locals  a lot  of  trouble,  and 

Whereas,  Our  Local  Union  No.  440  has 
been  given  jurisdiction  over  Steam  Shovel 
Engineers,  and  has  not  been  successful  in 
organizing  this  branch  of  the  trade; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Executive 
Board  be  instructed  to  issue  charters  di- 
rect to  Steam  Shovel  Engineers  when  pe- 
titions are  presented,  in  compliance  with 
our  Constitution. 

The  committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution.  The  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  35j^,  presented  by  Mat- 
thew A.  McConville,  Local  No.  184. 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  fact  that  at  this 
time  our  due  books  start  with  January 
1st,  and  owing  to  the  fact  that  on  June 
of  each  year  many  changes  take  place  in 
our  Local  Unions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  our  due  books  start  on 
July  1st,  instead  of  January  1st,  and  in 
this  way  assist  the  outgoing  Financial 
Secretary  and  the  incoming  officers.  In 
this  way  the  due  book  will  start  with  the 
fiscal  year.

The  question  was  discussed  by  Secre- 
tary Hannahan,  Delegate  Gunn  and  Dele- 
gate Walsh,  of  the  committee,  Vice  Presi- 
dent Snellings  and  Delegate  Ryan. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  36,  presented  by  James 
F.  Ryan,  Local  No.  184. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  Local  requests 
the  delegates  assembled  in  Convention  to 
grant  said  Local  Union  the  privilege  of 
raising  its  initiation  fee  from  Fifty  Dol- 
lars to  One  Hundred  Dollars.  Trusting 
same  will  be  granted.

The  committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution.  The  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 
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Resolution  No.  37,  presented  by  Henry 
Hebeler,  Local  No.  68. 

Resolved,  That  no  Engineer,  who  is  a 
member  of  any  organization  opposed  to 
organized  labor,  shall  be  admitted  to 
membership  in  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  and  Operating  Engineers. 

The  committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution.  The  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  38,  presented  by  Henry 
Hebeler,  Local  No.  68. 

Whereas,  The  Prudential  Insurance 
Company,  a concern  which  has  at  this  day 
built  up  a business,  the  greatness  of 
which  the  human  mind  can  scarcely  con- 
ceive, and  whose  business  to  a very  great 
extent  is  carried  on  among  the  wage- 
earners  of  this  nation,  and 

Whereas,  The  Power  Plant,  known  as 
the  Home  Plant,  located  in  the  City  of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  is  operated  under  condi- 
tions directly  in  opposition  to  the  princi- 
ples of  organized  labor;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  to  this 
Fourth  Biennial  Convention  of  the  I.  U. 
of  S.  & O.  E.  be  requested  to  make  said 
conditions  known  in  their  respective  lo- 
calities, and  to  commend  to  labor  ranks 
companies  other  than  the  Prudential 
when  buying  new  insurance;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Executive 
Board  be  instructed  to  visit  the  offices  of 
the  Prudential  Insurance  Company  of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  at  once,  and  try  to  make 
settlement  with  this  company. 

The  committee  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

Delegate  Hebeler  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
and  discussed  the  question  at  some  length. 
He  expressed  the  hope  that  every  dele- 
gate present  would  make  a report  of  the 
matter  to  his  Local  Union. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Vice  President  Roberts  in  the  Chair. 

Resolution  No.  17,  presented  by  A.  M. 
Huddell,  Local  No.  4. 

(Recommitted  to  the  committee  at  a 
former  session  for  further  considera- 
tion.) 

Chairman  Gunn:  The  committee 

recommends  the  adoption  of  the  resolution 
when  amended  to  read; 

Whereas,  Local  Union  No.  4 of  Bos- 
ton, has  established  a forty-four  hour 
week  with  a wage  of  $27.50  straight  time 
or  75  cents  per  hour  broken  time,  and 

Whereas,  The  other  locals  in  Massachu- 
setts are  not  in  a position  to  control  the 
hoisting  and  portable  work,  and 

Whereas,  Contractors  who  do  work  in 
Boston  and  vicinity  and  pay  this  rate  of 
wages  to  members  of  Local  Union  No.  4, 
when  they  secure  work  in  cities  within 
fifty  miles  of  Boston,  claim  that  Local 
Union  No.  4 has  no  jurisdiction,  and  only 
pay  50  cents  pere  hour  for  a forty-eight 
hour  week,  and  in  some  cities  pay  less 
than  50  cents  per  hour,  and 

Whereas.  In  December  1913,  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Branch,  in  Convention  as- 
sembled in  Lawrence  Mass.,  voted  that 
Local  Union  No.  4 should  have  jurisdiction 
within  fifty  miles  of  Boston,  including 
New  Bedford;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Fourth  Biennial 
Convention  of  the  I.  U.  of  S.  & O.  E.  grant 
Local  Union  No.  4 of  Boston  jurisdiction 
over  hoisting  arid  portable  engineer  con- 
struction work  for  fifty  miles  from  Bos- 
ton, including  New  Bedford,  except  the 
cities  of  Lawrence,  Andover,  Methuep  and 
North  Andover, 


The  resolution  as  amended  by  the  com- 
mittee was  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  39,  presented  by  Charles 
J.  Collins,  Local  No.  93. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Salem,  Massachu- 
setts, was  visited  by  a disastrous  fire  on 
June  26th  and  27th,  1914,  and 

Whereas,  Sixty-five  members  of  a total 
of  ninety-three  lost  their  homes  and  their 
jobs  as  a result  of  the  fire;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  and  Operat- 
ing Engineers,  in  Peoria,  Illinois,  render 
some  assistance  financially  to  the  mem- 
bers of  Local  Union  No.  93. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
resolution  be  not  adopted,  and  recom- 
mended, further,  that  the  Local  secretary 
be  given  permission  to  appeal  to  all  affili- 
ated Locals. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. (Carried.) 

Secretary  Walsh — Three  resolutions 
were  printed  in  the  daily  proceedings  that 
were  not  referred  to  the  committee;  that 
is,  no  duplicates  were  furnished  us. 

The  committee  was  instructed  to  report 
on  the  three  resolutions  in  question,  Nos. 
13,  14  and  15. 

The  committee  stated  that  Resolution 
No.  33,  submitted  by  the  New  Jersey  State 
Federation  of  Labor,  had  no  signature  at- 
tached, and  they  refused  to  consider  it. 

Delegate  Hebeler,  Local  No.  68 — I move 
that  the  resolution  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Federation  of  Labor  be  made  a part 
of  the  records  of  this  Convention.  (Sec- 
onded and  carried.) 

Following  is  the  resolution  referred  to 
in  the  motion: 

Whereas,  Within  the  past  year  several 
disputes  have  arisen  within  the  State  of 
New  Jersey.  Disputes  wherein  the  spec- 
tacle of  sister  organizations  of  the  Inter- 
national Unions  have  been  creating  tur- 
moil in  the  labor  movement  of  our  state, 
and  involving  thousands  of  our  workers, 
all  on  account  of  the  greed  for  extended 
jurisdiction  on  the  part  of  the  New  York 
organizations,  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Federation  of  Labor 
of  New  Jersey,  and  the  various  central 
bodies,  have  gone  on  record  in  the  past 
as  in  favor  of  home  autonomy,  and 

Whereas,  International  organizations 
have  so  far  done  little  or  nothing  towards 
granting  to  chartered  unions  within  our 
state  that  autonomy  to  which  they  are 
entitled;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  36th  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  New  Jersey  State  Feder- 
ation of  Labor  most  emphatically  protests 
against  jurisdiction,  within  this  state, 
being  conceded  to  organizations  chartered 
in  cities  outside  of  New  Jersey;  and,  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  officers  of 
the  State  Federation  of  Labor  be  and  are 
hereby  instructed  to  send  to  the  incoming 
International  Conventions  the  protest  of 
this  Convention  against  the  granting  of 
such  jurisdiction  when  they  are  satisfied 
with  the  legality  of  the  protests  of  the 
Local  Unions  within  the  state.

Delegate  Huddell  asked  if  it  was  the 
policy  of  the  management  of  the  Journal 
to  pay  commissions  to  paid  organizers. 
The  President  stated  that  it  was  not,  hut 
that  some  of  the  organizers  and  elected 
officers  had  secured  advertisements  for 
the  Journal  before  they  were  elected  or 
appointed,  and  for  those  advertisements 
they  still  received  the  commission,  and 
would  as  long  as  they  were  able  to  have 
them  retained  in  the  Journal. 

Delegate  Muntefering  stated  there  were 
several  advertisements  sent  in  by  mem- 
bers of  his  organization  and  they  had  con- 
siderable trouble  in  securing  the  commis- 
sions; that  they  had  to  go  so  far  as  to 
threaten  legal  proceedings,  hut  that  offi- 
cers had  no  trouble  in  securing  commis- 
sions in  other  cases.  He  stated,  further, 
that  the  report  was  not  signed  by  one  of 
the  Trustees  elected  in  the  St.  Paul  Con- 
vention, and  that  this  Trustee  had  in- 
formed him  that  he  would  not  sign  some 
of  the  bills,  as  the  Journal  was  not  in  the 
condition  it  ought  to  be  in. 


President  Comerford  replied  at  length 
to  the  statement  of  Delegate  Muntefering. 
He  stated  that  not  one  member  of  the 
delegate’s  organization  who  had  sent  in 
genuine  advertisements  had  failed  to  re- 
ceive commissions  on  them;  that  one  ad- 
vertisement had  been  received  from  one 
member  of  that  Local  on  which  the  Jour- 
nal did  not  collect  a cent,  and  that  a com- 
mission could  not  be  expected  on  such 
business. 

Vice  President  Murphy  stated  that  the 
Trustee  referred  to  by  Delegate  Muntefer- 
ing had  been  suspended  from  the  organi- 
zation, and  did  not  sign  the  report  because 
he  did  not  have  authority  to  do  so.

Delegate  McKenzie,  Local  No.  143:  I 

would  ask  at  this  time  that  a committee 
of  five  be  appointed,  consisting  of  the 
newly  elected  Trustees  and  two  other 
members,  the  appointments  to  be  made 
by  the  General  President.  I make  that  as 
a motion.  (Seconded.) 

Trustee  Cassidy  objected  to  the  motion, 
stating  that  it  was  a reflection  on  the  hon- 
esty of  the  retiring  Trustees:  that  their 


figures  given  to  the  Convention  after  go- 
ing over  the  books  were  absolutely  cor- 
rect, and  they  were  willing  to  make  affi- 
davit to  every  statement. 

Trustee  Turba  also  objected  to  the  mo- 
tion, pointing  out  that  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  had  been  adopted,  and  then  the 
motion  was  made  to  appoint  a committee 
to  investigate.  He  stated  that  no  act  of 
his  had  ever  been  questioned  and  he  did 
not  think  it  was  necessary  to  have  a re- 
port investigated  that  had  been  adopted 
by  the  Convention. 

President  Comerford  stated  that  he 
hoped  the  Convention  would  not  adjourn 
without  investigating  the  charges  made 
against  him  by  Delegate  Muntefering.  He 
asked  for  the  appointment  of  an  impar- 
tial committee  to  investigate. 

Delegate  McNamara  opposed  the  mo- 
tion offered  by  Delegate  McKenzie. 

Delegate  McKenzie  (G.)  withdrew  the 
motion. 

Vice  President  Snellings — I move  that 
the  incoming  Board  of  Trustees  act  as  a 
committee  appointed  by  this  Convention 
to  investigate  the  statements  made  by 
Delegate  Muntefering,  of  Local  No.  56, 
New  York,  against  the  conduct  of  General

REPORT  OF  GRIEVANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Delegate  Keefe,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, reported  as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  21:  (Referred  by  Com- 

mittee on  Resolutions),  submitted  by  Local 
Union  No.  139. 

Resolution  No.  21,  submitted  by  Local 
Union  No.  139.  and  signed  by  A.  F.  Wal- 
ters, Gustave  Oik,  James  Thompson,  H. 
H.  Willis  and  Jerry  DeGray,  containing 
charges  against  Local  Union  No.  403,  was 
ordered  stricken  from  the  records  of  the 
Convention,  the  Committee  on  Grievances 
reporting  as  follows: 

Chairman  Keefe:  Delegate  Blair  of 

Local  No.  139,  Delegate  Nolan  of  Local 
Union  No.  403,  and  General  President 
Comerford  appeared  before  the  committee. 
The  case  was  thoroughly  gone  over,  and 
we,  your  committee,  recommend  that,  in- 
asmuch as  no  evidence  was  submitted  to 
show  that  Local  Union  No.  403  sent  men 
to  this  job;  and,  inasmuch  as  Local  Union 
No.  139  was  in  open  revolt  against  our 
International  Union,  we  recommend  that 
Resolution  No.  21  be  stricken  from  the 
proceedings  of  this  Convention,  and  that 
Local  Union  No.  139  be  censured  for 
presenting  same. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was 
adopted. 

Protests  against  seating  of  delegates 
from  Locals  No.  400  and  402,  as  follows: 

Local  No.  402.  “I  have  been  instructed 
to  inform  you  that  Local  No.  569,  I.  U.  S. 
& O.  E.,  protests  against  the  seating  of 
delegates  from  Local  No.  402,  I.  U.  S.  & 
O.  E..  for  violating  the  constitution,  for 
violations  of  Article  22,  Section  1 and 


Section  7.  The  specific  charges  being  that 
the  President  and  Business  Agent  placed 
members  of  their  local  to  work  for  Ex- 
Local  No.  69  after  the  charter  of  Local 
No.  69  had  been  revoked  and  in  the  face 
of  warnings  and  instructions  from  Inter- 
national Office  not  to  allow  members  of 
No.  402  to  work  for  Ex-Local  No.  69. 
And,  furthermore,  the  officers  of  Local  No. 
402  were  antagonistic  to  and  opposed  the 
seating  of  the  duly  authorized  delegates 
from  Local  No.  569  being  seated  in  the 
Chicago  Federation  of  Labor.  This  op- 
position to  seating  the  delegates  from  No. 
569  occurred  on  the  floor  of  the  Chicago 
Federation  of  Labor  on  Sunday  p.  m. 
September  6.  1914.

Engineers. 

I hereby  charge  Local  Union  No.  400 
with  violating  Article  XXII,  Section  7 of 
the  constitution  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  & Operating  Engineers,  by  al- 
lowing an  officer  of  said  Local  Union  No. 
400,  namely  Albert  Shields,  a delegate  to 
the  Local  Joint  Executive  Board  at  that 
time,  and  also  holding  the  position  of 
guard  in  said  Local  Joint  Executive  Board, 
and  about  twenty  (20)  members  of  the 
said  Local  Union  No.  400  to  work  on  per- 
mit for  Ex-Local  No.  69,  after  the  General 
Executive  Board  had  issued  orders  in- 
structing all  members  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  & Operating  Engineers 
not  to  accept  or  work  on  permits  issued 
by  Ex-Local  No.  69. 

Since  that  time  Local  Union  No.  400  has 
issued  transfers  to  some  of  the  above 
mentioned  members  of  Local  Union  No. 
400,  and  same  have  been  accepted  in  Ex- 
Local  No.  69. 

Hoping  that  this  is  clear  to  you,  and 
that  you  will  take  this  matter  under  con- 
sideration, and  with  best  wishes,  I beg 
to  remain.

S.  & O.  E.,  and  that  they  be  severely  cen- 
sured for  their  actions  in  working  against 
the  best  interests  of  our  organization.  The 
General  President  is  instructed  to  expel 
them  upon  what  he  considers  sufficient 
evidence. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 
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The  Chairman  announced  that  their  re- 
port was  completed  and  was  signed  by 
the  full  committee.

Delegate  Moser,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Officers’  Reports,  read  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Chicago,  September  9,  1914. 
To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Fourth 
Biennial  Convention.  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E. 
Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers: 

We,  the  committee  appointed  at  the 
Third  Biennial  Convention  of  the  I.  U.  S. 
& O.  E.,  held  in  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  September 
9 to  14,  1912,  to  investigate  the  charges 
made  by  Delegate  Maguire  of  Local  No. 
87  of  Portland,  Ore.,  against  General  Pres- 
ident Matt  Comerford,  wherein  he  stated 
that  General  President  Comerford  had 
paid  to  an  attorney  named  O’Brien  the 
sum  of  $600.00  for  an  opinion  concerning 
the  constitution  of  the  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E., 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Immediately  after  the  committee  was 
appointed  we  had  Delegate  Maguire  ap- 
pear before  us  and  state  whether  he 
knew  the  charge  he  made  was  true  or 
not.  Delegate  Maguire  stated  that  he  had 
made  the  statement  without  forethought, 
and  was  ready  to  withdraw  same,  as  he 
was  in  error  about  the  amount  of  money- 
paid  for  any  one  opinion.  He  also  stated 
that  he  had  nothing  further  to  say  at  that 
time.  The  committee  visited  New  York 
City  in  December,  1912,  and  after  examin- 
ing the  records  and  consulting  Attorney 
O’Brien  with  reference  to  the  amount  paid 


him  for  fees  found  the  following: 

May  1,  1911— 

Collected  from  Lambert  for  ad ....  $155.02 

Turned  over  to  I.  U.  S.  & O.  E 141.56 

Paid  as  fee  for  collecting  to  Mr. 

O’Brien  13.46 

April  14,  1911 — 

Paid  to  Attorney  O’Brien  for  col- 
lecting an  account  from  National 

Flue  Cleaner  Co 33.36 

February  16,  1912 — 

Paid  to  Attorney  O’Brien  for  a trip 
to  Albany,  N.  Y.,  to  investigate 
Insurance  laws  108.80 


There  was  an  account  in  Attorney 
O’Brien  office  showing  that  Local  Union 
No.  20  had  paid  Attorney  O’Brien  $25.00 
for  a legal  opinion,  but  this  amount  was 
paid  by  that  Local  Union. 

The  committee,  therefore,  finds  there 
was  absolutely  no  foundation  for  the 
charges  made  by  Delegate  Maguire,  and 
we  recommend  that  he  make  an  apology 
to  General  President  Comerford,  before 
the  Convention  during  its  session  in 
Peoria,  Illinois,  for  his  unwarranted  at- 
tack.

Delegate  McGuire — Before  any  motion 
is  made  to  adopt  I call  for  a stenographic 
report  of  my  hearing  before  the  commit- 
tee. I am  entitled  to  that.  The  words  I 
said  before  the  committee,  as  near  as  I 
can  recollect,  are  these:  “I  had  the  quar- 


terly report  before  me  and  had  been  read- 
ing and  figuring  the  statement  of  expenses 
of  the  trip  of  Brother  Comerford  to  Cali- 
fornia, above  his  salary.  It  was  over  $650, 
as  near  as  I could  figure  it  out.  I had 
that  statement  in  my  mind  when  I got  on 
the  floor  and  made  that  slip  of  the  tongue. 
I had  the  item  of  $650  in  mind,  and  I used 
it,  as  a man  would  when  excited.  I had 
that  in  mind  and  perhaps  said  it  without 
thinking. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  report 
of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Vice  President  Snellings — Now  that 
Brother  McGuire  has  explained  the  mat- 
ter thoroughly,  I move  you  that  the  apol- 
ogy of  Brother  McGuire  be  accepted  as 
satisfactory  to  this  Convention.  ( Sec- 
onded and  carried.) 

Delegate  Moser— The  Committee  on  Of- 
ficers’ Reports  has  here  the  reports  of  the 
delegates  to  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  both  at  Rochester  and  Seattle. 

Delegate  Hebeler— I move  you  that  the 
reports  be  made  a part  of  the  record  with- 
out reading.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

ROCHESTER  CONVENTION. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  Assembled 
at  the  Fourth  Biennial  Convention  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  & 
Operating  Engineers. 

Greeting: — We  your  delegates,  selected 
by  the  Biennial  Convention  of  1912,  held 
at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  to  represent  this  organi- 
zation at  the  succeeding  Convention  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  re- 
spectfully report  as  follows: 

All  who  took  part  in  the  deliberations 
of  the  several  conventions  held  by  the 
A.  F.  of  L.,  and  its  different  departments 
at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  during  November,  1912, 
are  agreed  that  the  work  of  those  bodies 
went  a long  way  toward  advancing  the 
cause  of  organized  labor,  and  of  promot- 
ing the  spirit  of  agreement  and  solidarity 
among  the  several  crafts  represented. 

B.oth  in  the  main  convention  and  the 
convention  of  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment considerable  business  was  dis- 
posed of  directly  affecting  the  interests 
of  the  members  of  our  organization.  Such 
business  was,  in  every  case,  transacted  to 
our  advantage. 

One  of  the  most  important  subjects  com- 
ing before  this  convention  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  was  that  relating  to  the  Steam  Shovel 
and  Dredgemen.  As  is  well  known  to 
the  members  of  our  organization,  a body 
of  secessionists  of  the  parent  organization 
of  Steam  Shovelmen  have  been  trying  to 
secure  affiliation  for  their  paper  organ- 
ization, and  this  in  face  of  the  fact  that 
it  is  known  to  all  their  members  that  they 
can  come  back  into  the  organization  un- 
der the  most  favorable  conditions,  while 
they  are  unworthy  of  serious  considera- 
tion by  the  A.  F.  of  L.  as  a separate  or- 
ganization. Wilde,  the  bell-wether  of  the 
bunch,  has  the  active  support  of  the  Min- 
ing Department  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and 
especially  the  delegates  representing  the 
Western  Federation  of  Miners. 

This  latter  body  introduced  a resolu- 
tion demanding  “the  immediate  issuance 
of  a charter’’  to  Wilde’s  body,  which  reso- 
lution was  supplemented  by  another  in 
the  form  of  an  amendment  offered  by 
President  Moyer  of  the  Western  Federa- 
tion of  Miners,  demanding  that  in  case 
either  Wilde’s  or  Dolan’s  organization  re- 
fused to  abide  by  any  action  that  might 
be  taken  by  the  executive  council — to 
which  it  was  asked  the  subject  should  be 
referred — that  then  a charter  should  be 
issued  to  the  other  body.  This  was  in- 
tended, of  course,  to  drive  Local  No. 
440  out  of  the  A.  F.  of  D.,  since  President 
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Dolan  had  insisted  that,  before  its  mem- 
bers would  allow  their  organization  to 
be  taken  in  tow  by  Wilde  and  his  follow- 
ers they  would  withdraw  entirely  from 
the  A.  F.  of  L. 

After  a discussion  of  the  entire  sub- 
ject Moyer’s  proposal  was  beaten  by  a 
decisive  vote  of  141  to  48,  and  the  ap- 
plication of  the  seceders  for  charter  was 
referred  to  the  executive  council. 

This  entire  discussion  showed  among 
other  things  the  design  to  advance  the 
individual  ambition  of  Wilde  to  hold  office, 
and  the  subject,  therefore  is  just  where 
it  was  at  the  outset — with  Wilde  and  his 
crowd  on  the  outside,  and  practically  cer- 
tain to  remain  there  unless  they  want  to 
come  in  on  the  terms  prescribed  for  them. 

Another  subject  also  before  that  con- 
vention was  the  claim  of  the  I.  U.  S.  & 

0.  E.  and  the  Brickworkers  in  Chicago. 
The  executive  council,  to  which  this  sub- 
ject had  been  referred  at  the  Atlanta 
convention,  sustained  the  claim  of  the 

1.  U.  S.  & O.  E.,  but  in  Rochester  the 
subject  came  up  anew,  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  Bricklayers  had  insisted  that 
they  had  not  been  notified  to  appear  be- 
fore the  deciding  body,  and  they  were  not 
acquainted  with  the  fact  that  the  execu- 
tive council  had  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration at  the  time  the  decision  was 
rendered,  and  that,  therefore,  they  ought 
not  to  be  bound  by  the  decision.  They 
asked  that  the  subject  be  reopened  by 
the  executive  council. 

There  being  no  substantial  opposition 
the  matter  remains  now  so  that  the  Brick- 
makers  will  be  notified  to  attend  the  hear- 
ing in  support  of  their  claim  to  come  up 
at  a future  date. 

Another  subject  before  the  convention 
was  the  jurisdictional  claim  of  the  Inter- 
national Brotherhood  of  Electric  Work- 
ers over  electric  locomotives  used  to  earry 
concrete  to  various  portions  of  buildings 
in  process  of  construction.  This  claim 
had  already  been  passed  upon  by  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  convention  at  Toronto,  in  favor  of 
our  organization. 

The  subject  was  up  again  before  the 
convention  of  the  Building  Trades  in 
Rochester  on  the  report  of  President 
Short  of  that  body,  which  report  declared 
in  favor  of  sustaining  and  ratifying  the 
action  taken  at  Norfolk.  Inasmuch  as  no 
conference  on  this  subject  had  been  held 
between  the  bodies,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  committee  on  the  president’s 
report  declared  in  favor  of  recognizing 
the  action  of  the  decision  of  the  presi- 
dent. and  also  of  the  Norfolk  convention, 
the  committee  recommended  that  such  a 
conference  should  be  held. 

The  one  subject  that  had  direct  bear- 
ing on  our  organization  mentioned  at  the 
Rochester  convention  had  reference  to  a 
resolution  offered  on  behalf  of  the  Sta- 
tionary Firemen’s  Union,  which  resolution 
recited  that  change  in  our  title  and  amend- 
ment to  our  constitution  at  our  St.  Paul 
convention  was  an  entrenchment  on  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Firemen’s  organiza- 
tion over  its  own  members,  and  which, 
the  resolution  declared,  was  in  violation 
of  the  laws  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  That  or- 
ganization requested  that  the  I.  U.  S. 
E.  be  prevented  from  encroaching  on 
the  Firemen’s  jurisdiction  without  having 
first  secured  the  consent  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
convention. 

It  was  explained  by  your  delegates  to 
this  convention  that  it  is  clearly  the  pur- 
pose of  our  organization  to  assert  in  the 
future  its  right  to  control  through  its 
membership,  those  who  are  acting  as  en- 
gineers’ apprentices  or  engineers’  helpers, 
whether  or  not  they  are  enrolled  in  any 
other  organization,  as  all  other  skilled 
crafts  have  control  over  their  apprentices 
and  helpers.  It  was  shown  that  the  change 
in  title  was  made  necessary  by  the  action 
of  a member  of  the  New  Jersey  Local, 
who  had  been  expelled,  and  who  had  or- 
ganized and  incorporated  a body,  which 
he  called  “The  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers.”  After  the  incorpora- 
tion of  this  body  notice  was  sent  to  the 


members  of  the  New  Jersey  locals  warn- 
ing them,  under  penalty  of  law,  from  using 
the  title  of  the  new  corporation,  and 
which  was  the  present  title  of  our  or- 
ganization. This  was  made  possible  by 
failure  to  have  the  title  of  our  organi- 
zation registered  legally  under  the  laws 
of  the  United  States. 

However,  application  had  already  been 
made  for  the  registration  of  a new  title, 
as  was  explained  by  your  delegation,  and 
thereafter  our  organization  would  pro- 
ceed to  extend  its  jurisdiction  over  ap- 
prentices and  helpers  without  regard  to 
any  other  organization,  but  same  would 
be  done  in  strict  accord  with  the  laws 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

There  were  other  subjects  considered 
and  disposed  of,  but  which  did  not  deal 
directly  with  our  organization. 

SEATTLE  CONVENTION. 

As  a delegate  from  your  organization 
to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  convention  held  in 
Seattle  in  November,  1913,  will  report 
that  the  Seattle  convention  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  was  the  greatest  in  the  history  of 
the  organized  movement  in  our  country. 

Among  the  several  matters  coming  be- 
fore that  convention  was  a resolution 
favoring  political  action,  but  delegates 
agreed  that  the  time  was  not  yet  ripe  for 
the  actual  creation  of  a labor  party,  but 
urged  affiliated  organizations  to  continue 
the  political  activity  which  had  been  en- 
dorsed and  approved  by  previous  conven- 
tions. 

One  of  the  most  striking  incidents  of 
the  convention  was  the  speech  delivered 
by  Secretary  of  Labor  Wm.  B.  Wilson, 
in  which  he  dealt  with  length  on  the 
situation  in  the  copper  belt. 

The  attitude  of  the  Federation  on  im- 
migration was  important. 

Again,  the  representatives  of  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Stationary  Firemen  introduced 
resolutions  charging  our  organization 
with  the  violations  of  former  decisions 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  and  insisted  that  the 
Federation  take  steps  to  prevent  our 
organization  from  accepting  to  member- 
ship firemen  and  oilers  as  apprentices. 
The  representatives  of  the  San  Francisco 
Labor  Council,  as  well  as  the  delegates 
from  the  California  Federation  of  Labor, 
charged  our  Local  Unions  with  taking 
away  from  the  firemen  certain  men  that 
formerly  held  membership  in  the  Fire- 
men’s organizations. 

The  representative  of  the  Longshore- 
men’s organization  made  another  attempt 
to  get  control  of  the  Piledrivers,  includ- 
ing engineers. 

Several  other  matters  affecting  our  or- 
ganization were  considered  by  the  con- 
vention. 

One  of  the  greatest  fights  which  took 
place  in  this  convention  was  the  resolu- 
tion introduced  by  the  delegates  from 
the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  and  the 
California  Federation  of  Labor  relative  to 
the  strike  against  the  Pacific  Gas  & 
Electric  Co.  Circulars  had  been  sent  to 
all  our  Locals  throughout  the  country  re- 
garding the  subject.  However,  the  mem- 
bers of  our  organization  throughout  the 
country  understand  the  split  in  the  In- 
ternational Brotherhood  of  Electrical 
Workers  which  took  place  some  years 
ago,  and  also  understand  the  unfortunate 
consequences  which  followed  that  seces- 
sion movement  of  electrical  workers  or- 
ganization. As  is  known,  for  years  past 
the  Reid  faction  of  electrical  workers  in 
San  Francisco  remained  seated  in  the 
labor  council.  Finally,  the  A.  F.  of  L 
issued  orders  that  the  San  Francisco  cen- 
tral body  expel  the  delegates  represent- 
ing the  seceding  faction  of  electrical  work- 
ers. and  as  soon  as  this  order  was  com- 
plied with,  several  local  unions  of  affiliated 
trades  joined  with  the  Reid  faction  in 
organizing  what  is  known  as  “The  Light 
and  Power  Council.” 

When  this  matter  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  officers  of  our  organi- 
zation our  locals  in  San  Francisco  and 
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Oakland,  as  well  as  other  sections  of  Cali- 
fornia, were  instructed  not  to  affiliate  with 
the  Light  and  Power  Council,  as  that  body 
was  considered  dual  to  the  San  Francisco 
Labor  Council.  Our  locals  complied  with 
this  order,  and  held  themselves  aloof  from 
the  so-called  Light  and  Power  Council, 
and  made  an  agreement  with  the  Pacific 
Gas  & Electric  Co.,  covering  all  of  the 
operating  engineers  in  the  employ  of  that 
concern.  Later,  the  Light  and  Power 
Council  called  a strike  in  an  endeavor  to 
force  the  company  to  enter  an  agreement 
with  the  Reid  faction  of  electricians.  In- 
structions were  issued  by  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
to  the  Gas  Workers,  a local  organization 
chartered  by  the  A.  F.  of  L.  not  to  take 
part  in  any  strike  inaugurated  by  the 
Light  and  Power  Council.  These  instruc- 
tions were  not  complied  with,  and  an 
abortive  strike  was  called. 

While  the  agreement  entered  into  be- 
tween the  company  and  local  unions  of 
our  organization  covered  all  operating 
engineers  in  their  plants,  sixteen  engi- 
neers continued  to  retain  membership  in 
the  Firemen’s  Union,  although  working 
under  the  engineers’  agreement.  These 
men  went  on  strike  with  the  Reid  fac- 
tion of  electrical  workers,  boilermakers, 
machinists,  gas  workers  and  firemen,  but 
returned  to  work  after  being  on  the  street 
a few  days,  and  were  finally  admitted  to 
membership  in  our  Local  Union  No.  64  of 
San  Francisco.  Charges  were  made 
against  our  organization  for  admitting 
these  men  to  membership. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  the  convention 
non-concurred  in  the  resolutions  dealing 
with  this  subject,  and  censured  the  local 
unions  of  affiliated  trades  that  gave  sup- 
port to  the  Reid  faction  of  electricians. 

With  the  assistance  of  President  Mc- 
Carthy of  the  State  Building  Trades’  Coun- 
cil of  California,  your  delegates  suc- 
ceeded in  convincing  the  convention  that 
the  men  in  question  were  engineers,  not 
firemen,  and  should  have  been  in  the  en- 
gineers union  years  ago. 

The  delegates  representing  the  Inter- 
national Brotherhood  of  Stationary  Fire- 
men, as  usual,  introduced  a resolution  con- 
demning the  engineers,  and  attempted  to 
have  orders  issued  compelling  our  locals 
to  suspend  the  firemen  it  is  alleged  we 
had  taken  into  membership,  and  that  we 
be  severely  censured  for  our  attitude  to- 
ward their  organization.  The  resolution 
and  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee, as  well  as  the  action  of  the  conven- 
tion, is  as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  132 — By  Delegates  Tim- 
othy Healy,  C.  L.  Shamp,  Jos.  W.  Morton 
and  W.  Brennan  of  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Stationary  Firemen. 

Whereas,  At  the  Thirty-Second  An- 
nual Convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
held  in  the  City  of  Rochester,  1914, 
the  adjustment  committee  thereof  re- 
ported favorably  for  adoption  of 
Resolution  No.  120,  stating  as  follows 
in  their  report  thereon: 

“The  representatives  of  the  Steam 
Engineers  have  assured  your  commit- 
tee that  it  is  not  their  intention  to 
admit  to  membership  anyone  coming 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Inter- 
national Brotherhood  of  Stationary 
Firemen’’;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  past  year  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers have,  in  various  localities,  ad- 
mitted to  membership  in  Local  Unions, 
men  who  come  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  International  Brotherhood  of 
Stationary  Firemen,  going  so  far  as 
to  admit  to  membership  men  under 
suspension  and  fine  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned organizations  for  violations  of 
trades'  union  principles,  thereby  vio- 
lating the  pledge  of  its  representa- 
tives, and  ignoring  the  decision  of  the 
Rochester  convention;  and 


Whereas,  Resolution  No.  120  of  the 
Rochester  convention,  which  was 
adopted  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote 
of  that  convention,  specifically  in- 
structed the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  to  refrain  from  ad- 
mitting to  membership  in  its  various 
local  unions,  firemen,  water  tenders, 
oilers,  boiler  washers,  and  firemen’s 
helpers  while  employed  as  such,  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Thirty-third  An- 
nual Convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
that  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  be  and  is  hereby  instructed 
to  transfer  to  the  International  Broth- 
erhood of  Stationary  Firemen  all  men 
now  holding  membership  in  the  En- 
gineers’ International  Union  who  are 
engaged  as  firemen,  water  tenders, 
oilers,  boiler  washers  and  firemen’s 
helpers,  so  as  to  comply  with  Section 
2,  Article  IX  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  con- 
vention. 

After  due  deliberation,  and  with  the 
hope  that  your  committee  may  be  correct 
in  its  opinion,  it  recommended: 

First — That  each  organization  shall 
faithfully,  and  in  spirit  of  brother- 
hood, observe  the  jurisdictional  rights 
of  the  other,  as  they  are  laid  down 
by  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

Second — That  as  soon  as  possible, 
after  the  adjournment  of  this  con- 
vention the  executive  board  of  these 
organizations  meet  in  joint  confer- 
ence for  the  purpose  of  consummating 
an  agreement  along  the  following 
lines: 

The  International  Union-  of  Steam 
Engineers,  and  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Stationary  Firemen 
shall,  through  the  direction  of  their 
respective  international  officers,  cause 
to  be  created,  where  Local  Unions 
of  both  organizations  exists,  joint  lo- 
cal conference  boards  of  equal  repre- 
sentation, which  shall  meet  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  occasions  may  require, 
with  the  object  in  view  of  mutually 
protecting  each  other’s  interests,  and 
promoting  the  creation  of  joint  agree- 
ments with  their  employers. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  joint 
conference  boards  to  assist  the  inter- 
national officers  of  the  organizations 
with  regard  to  the  creation  of  agree- 
ments between  employer  and  employe, 
and  to  assist  in  the  settlement  of  any 
internal  or  trade  dispute  that  may 
arise. 

In  the  event  of  a disagreement  be- 
tween these  conference  boards,  the  In- 
ternational representatives  of  both  or- 
ganizations shall  proceed  to  the  scene 
of  such  dispute,  and  endeavor  prop- 
erly to  adjust  it.  In  any  such  dis- 
pute, the  president  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
should  be  authorized  by  this  joint 
agreement  to  appoint  some  represen- 
tative to  act  as  mediator,  and,  if 
necessary,  to  decide  such  internal 
questions  of  dispute. 

The  agreement  should  further  pro- 
vide that,  wherever  it  is  possible  to 
do  so,  contracts  between  employers, 
and  the  unions  should  be  made  jointly, 
and  should  become  effective  and  ex- 
pire on  the  same  dates. 

It  should  be  further  agreed  that 
each  organization  shall  assist  the 
other  in  organizing  all  plants  within 
its  respective  jurisdiction;  all  engi- 
neers, members  of  the  engineers, 
union,  who  have  authority  to  hire  men 
whose  work  comes  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  International  Brother- 
hood of  Stationary  Firemen  should  be 
encouraged  and  urged  by  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers  to  employ 
members  of  the  International  Brother- 
hood of  Stationary  Firemen. 
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The  committee  further  recommended 
that  if  agreeable  to  both  organiza- 
tions a representative  of  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  be  selected  by  the  Executive.-Coun- 
cil  to  assist  in  formulating  an'  agree- 
ment along  the  lines  recommended. 

The  recommendation  of  this  committee 
was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Hoisting 
and  Portable  Local  Unions  to  learn  that 
the  International  Longshoremen’s  Asso- 
ciation attempted  to  secure  jurisdiction 
over  Pile  Drivers,  and  with  that  object 
in  view  the  following  resolution  was  in- 
troduced by  the  delegation  representing 
that  organization. 

Whereas,  There  is  some  confusion  as 
to  the  jurisdiction  covering  marine 
pile  drivers,  and  as  the  men  employed 
in  that  class  of  work  must  of  neces- 
sity depend  entirely  upon  the  co-oper- 
ating and  assistance  of  the  Interna- 
tional Longeshoremen’s  Association 
in  gaining  fair  wages  and  conditions; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  International 
Longshoremen’s  Association  be  grant- 
ed jurisdiction  .over  this  class  of  work. 

However,  the  above  resolution  was  non- 
concurred  in. 

Another  matter  before  the  convention, 
and  which  was  decided  upon,  was  the 
change  in  title  of  our  International  Union. 
After  considerable  discussion  on  this  sub- 
ject the  report  of  the  committee,  in  favor 
of  our  organization,  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote. 

Another  matter  before  the  convention 
was  the  application  for  charter  presented 
by  the  Associated  Union  of  Steam  Shovel- 
men.  Notwithstanding  our  protests,  the 
executive  council  recommended  to  the  con- 
vention that  the  charter  be  issued  to  both 
factions  of  Steam  Shovel  Engineers.  How- 
ever, while  the  committee  recommended 
concurrence  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Council,  they  modified  the 
recommendation  by  instructing  the  coun- 
cil that  when  the  charter  is  issued  that 
the  jurisdictional  rights  of  all  affiliated 
organizations  shall  be  protected.  After  an 
explanation  by  the  chairman  of  this  com- 
mittee delegates  representing  our  organi- 
zation agreed  that  the  committee’s  report 
be  adopted. 

It  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  forecast 
what  the  Executive  Council  will  do  in 
safeguarding  the  rights  of  the  Hoisting 
and  Portable  Locals  in  the  Steam  Shovel- 
men  question,  but  whether  the  charter 
is  issued  or  not,  the  engineers’  delegation 
made  it  quite  plain  to  all  concerned  that 
we  will  never  surrender  any  of  the  work 
now  being  done  by  the  members  of  our 
organization. 

The  election  of  officers,  was,  perhaps, 
the  most  dramatic  incident  of  the  con- 
vention. President  Gompers  was  nomin- 
ated by  G.  W.  Perkins,  President  of  the 
Cigar  Makers’  International  Union  of 
America,  and  he  was  elected  with  but  one 
dissenting  vote. 

Philadelphia  was  chosen  as  the  city  in 
which  the  next  convention  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  will  be  held.

Greeting:  During  the  term  now  draw- 


ing to  a close  your  General  Executive 
Board  held  meetings  at  regular  intervals, 
at  which  times  the  many  vital  matters 
referred  to  that  body  from  time  to  time, 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  our  organiza- 
tion, were  gone  over  in  detail.  Among 
the  many  important  questions  disposed 
of  are  the  following: 

The  petition  for  charter  for  St.  Louis 
Matter  referred  to  General  President,  with 
instructions  to  comply  with  decision  of 
convention,  and  with  full  power  to  act. 

Appeal  of  Local  Union  No.  372  from 
decision  of  Portland  Local  Joint  Executive 
Board.  Decided  that  permanent  plants, 
including  rock-crushers  in  quarries,  be 
run  by  members  of  Local  Union  No.  87, 
and  all  jobs  on  construction  work  be  un- 
der the  control  of  Local  No.  372. 

Report  of  trip  of  General  President  and 
P.  J.  Horan  to  Boston  on  Monaghan 
monument  committee  approved. 

Request  of  Local  Joint  Executive  Board 
of  Twin  Cities  to  print  a year-book;  ap- 
proved. 

Moved  that  General  President  and  Sec- 
retary be  instructed  to  look  up  and  se- 
cure the  best  site  for  permanent  build- 
ing and  report  to  board;  approved. 

Moved  that  General  Secretary  Hanna- 
han  be  instructed  to  secure  lease  on  pres- 
ent quarters  for  term  of  one  year;  car- 
ried. 

Request  of  Brother  Dolan  to  have  con- 
ference of  locals  interested  in  New  York 
Barge  Canal  during  convention  of  A.  F.  of 
L.  at  Rochester,  N.  Y..  granted. 

Appeal  for  assistance  from  Brother  Mc- 
Kee, Local  Union  No.  8,  in  the  matter  of 
distillery  at  Peoria,  111.  Secretary  Hanna- 
han  instructed  to  go  to  Peoria  and  try  to 
settle  trouble. 

Communication  from  Local  Union  No. 
456  relative  to  jurisdiction  trouble  with 
plasterers  and  submitting  working  rules 
and  wage  scale,  jurisdiction  trouble  had 
been  adjusted.  Working  rule  and  wage 
scale  had  been  referred  to  General  Presi- 
dent. 

Appeal  of  Local  Union  No.  399  against 
Local  Union  No.  402.  Commercial  locals 
of  Chicago  requested  to  appear  on  March 
13,  in  reference  to  Resolution  No.  13,  pre- 
sented by  Local  Union  No.  399  at  the  St. 
Paul  Convention,  and  referred  to  conven- 
tion by  General  Executive  Board. 

Case  of  Local  Union  No.  20  vs.  Local 
Union  No.  518,  decided  that  if  the  ledger 
of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  veri- 
fied the  charges  of  Local  Union  No.  20  that 
the  charter  of  Local  Union  No.  518  be  re- 
voked at  once.  General  President  stands 
instructed  to  order  Local  Union  No.  518 
to  transfer  all  members  employed  in  Bur- 
roughs of  Manhatton  and  Bronx  within 
sixty  days,  or  charter  will  be  revoked. 
Local  Union  No.  518  stands  instructed  to 
accept  no  more  applications  from  engi- 
neers working  in  said  district. 

Request  of  Local  Union  Nos.  453  and 
498  referred  to  Secretary  Hannahan  with 
instructions  to  issue  charter  if  satisfac- 
tory to  locals  in  that  locality. 

Communication  from  Local  Union  No.  4 
of  Boston.  Mass.,  relative  to  engineers 
in  International  Longshoremen’s  Associa- 
tion. General  Executive  Board  decided 
to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  and  urge  Local  Union 
No.  4 in  the  meantime  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  organize  the  men. 

Communication  received  from  Local  Un- 
ion No.  68  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  notifying  the 
Board  that  it  was  the  intention  of  that 
Local  to  withdraw  from  the  Local  Metal 
Trades  Council,  and  asking  advice  of  the 
Board.  By  motion  it  was  decided  to  ad- 
vise Local  Union  No.  68  against  withdraw- 
ing from  Metal  Trades  Council,  as  such 
action  on  their  part  would  likely  result 
in  their  expulsion  from  Essex  Trades 
Council. 
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A number  of  representatives  of  real  es- 
tate companies  and  contractors  appeared 
before  the  Executive  Board  at  one  of  its 
meeting's  and  furnished  information  as  to 
cost  of  real  estate,  etc.,  which  consumed 
considerable  time.  Resolution  of  the  St. 
Paul  Convention,  instructing  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  to  secure  permanent  head- 
quarters and  to  erect  a building,  was 
taken  up  for  consideration.  The  election 
resulted  in  Chicago  being  selected  as  the 
city  for  headquarters. 

Request  of  Massachusetts  State  Branch 
to  give  Local  Union  No.  74  jurisdiction 
over  all  coal  hoisting  was  referred  to 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  with  in- 
structions to  write  to  all  Locals  in  Massa- 
chusetts to  inquire  if  granting  of  this 
jurisdiction  is  satisfactory. 

Appeal  of  Wm.  Alexander  against  ac- 
tion of  Local  Union  No.  397  was  sustained. 

Secretary  instructed  to  inform  Local 
Union  No.  506  that  laws  of  our  organiza- 
tion will  not  permit  payment  of  strike 
benefits  unless  strike  is  called  in  accord- 
ance with  our  constitution. 

Secretary-Treasurer  instructed  to  issue 
circular  letter  requesting  locals  to  return 
charters  and  seals  so  same  can  be  reissued 
to  read  “International  Union  of  Steam  and 
Operating  Engineers,’’  and  show  jurisdic- 
tion given  by  charter  as  per  resolution 
No.  23,  in  St.  Paul  Convention.  Also  re- 
quest that  amount  of  initiation  fee 
charged  be  forwarded  to  this  office. 

Petition  for  charter  for  Cobalt,  Ont.,  ap- 
proved. 

Request  of  Local  Union  No.  152  for  in- 
formation as  to  what  jurisdiction  appren- 
tice engineers  have.  Informed  that  circu- 
lar letter  partly  covered  questions,  and 
that  another  circular  letter,  giving  more 
detailed  information,  would  be  issued  in 
the  near  future. 

Moved  that  legal  opinion  of  P.  J.  Ryan, 
addressed  to  President  Comerford,  be 
printed  in  the  minutes  of  this  Board,  and 
recommendations  contained  therein  be 
complied  with.  Carried. 

Reads  as  follows: 

March  7,  1913.

Dear  Friend  Comerford: 

At  the  last  meeting  of  your  Interna- 
tional Union,  held  at  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
among  other  things,  you  changed  the 
name  of  your  organization  from  “INTER- 
NATIONAL UNION  OF  STEAM  ENGI- 
NEERS,” to  INTERNATIONAL  UNION  OF 
STEAM  AND  OPERATING  ENGINEERS.” 
This  you  had  a right  to  do  under  the  law. 
As  per  your  request,  I have  looked  into 
the  law  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  or  not  your  organization  is  en- 
titled to  the  benefit  of  the  copyright  law, 
so  that  you  would  be  fully  protected. 

I have  to  advise  you  there  is  no  author- 
ity under  the  Federal  copyright  law  for 
the  purpose  of  incorporating  titles  of  or- 
ganizations, and  after  a full  investigation 
of  this  on  my  own  behalf,  I went  to  the 
copyright  department  of  the  Congression- 
al Library  and  they  corroborated  me  in 
that  there  is  no  way  in  which  to  copy- 
right the  title  of  organizations,  or  any 
title.  That  the  copyright  law  is  for  the 
benefit  of  authors,  so  that  they  will  have 
the  exclusive  right,  benefit  and  enjoyment 
of  their  writings  and  to  protect  them 
from  the  encroachments  of  a class  of  peo- 
ple who  plagiarize  and  live  upon  their 
productions. 

I further  looked  into  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  you  could  get  a trade- 
mark. I have  to  inform  you  that  you  are 
not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  a trade- 
mark. A trade-mark  is  a distinctive 
mark,  new  or  novel,  put  upon  goods  by 


the  manufacturer  or  producers  to  distin- 
guish them  from  other  goods  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  manufacturer  or  producer. 

In  some  states  the  law  provided  that 
you  may  register  your  title,  so  that  you 
will  have  the  benefit  of  state  protection. 
This  is  of  little  value  to  you  and  is  un- 
necessary. You  are  amply  protected  un- 
der the  common  law.  Your  organization 
is  a voluntary  one  and  is  the  only  organ- 
ization in  the  country  known  as  “THE  IN- 
TERNATIONAL UNION  OF  STEAM  AND 
OPERATING  ENGINEERS.”  You  have 
published  this  fact  to  the  world  by  reason 
of  your  action  at  the  St.  Paul  Convention. 
Any  organization,  corporation  or  person 
attempting  to  use  the  name  of  “INTER- 
NATIONAL UNION  OF  STEAM  AND 
OPERATING  ENGINEERS”  would  be  pre- 
vented from  so  doing  by  a writ  of  injunc- 
tion, so  that  inasmuch  as  you  are  amply 
protected  by  the  common  law  I see  no 
necessity  or  reason  for  your  making  any 
use  of  the  State  law  in  order  to  insure 
your  organization  from  the  encroachment 
of  those  people  or  societies  who  would  or 
will  attempt  to  profit  under  your  name. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  your  Board  of 
Directors  I would  suggest  that  you  pass 
a resolution  for  the  purpose  of  giving  fur- 
ther publicity  to  the  fact  that  you  have 
changed  your  name  to  “International  Un- 
ion of  Steam  and  Operating  Engineers,” 
and  that  you  publish  a special  notice  in 
one  of  the  Metropolitan  Dailies  of  the 
cities  of  Chicago,  Brooklyn  and  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  In  Brooklyn  because  the  office 
of  the  President  is  located  there.  In  Chi- 
cago because  it  is  the  home  office  of  your 
International  Union,  and  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  because  it  is  the  home  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor. 

Thanking  you  in  the  matter,  I am 
Sincerely  and  fraternally  yours, 

P.  J.  RYAN. 

Moved  that  all  further  details  in  refer- 
ence to  purchase  of  permanent  home  be 
referred  to  General  President  and  General 
Secretary,  with  full  power  to  act.  Carried. 

Appeal  of  Local  Union  No.  184-Branch  A 
not  sustained.  "General  President  in- 
structed to  have  Local  Union  No.  184  ad- 
mit to  membership  all  members  of  Local 
Union  No.  184-Branch  A,  and  pending  said 
admission  Local  Union  No.  184  be  in- 
structed to  live  up  to  agreement  with 
Local  Union  No.  184-Branch  A. 

Request  of  Local  Union  No.  507  that 
they  be  given  jurisdiction  in  Contra  Costa 
County,  Cal.,  until  such  time  as  sufficient 
number  of  engineers  in  said  county  apply 
for  and  receive  a charter.  Granted. 

Decided  that  the  four  plans  of  insurance 
before  the  Board,  namely,  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, Metropolitan  and  German  Life, 
and  plan  of  Local  Union  No.  72  be  re- 
ferred to  the  General  Secretary  and  Gen- 
eral President,  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Locals  for  approval. 

Motion  made  that  General  President 
Comerford  be  given  a vacation  of  75  to 
90  days,  and  during  that  period  he  visit 
Europe  and  investigate  all  matters  of  in- 
terest to  our  craft,  particularly,  matters 
reported  by  committee  that  visited  that 
country  under  auspices  of  Civic  Feder- 
ation. 

Fireman  controversy  discussed.  Moved 
and  seconded  that  we  make  application 
to  Executive  Council  for  jurisdiction  over 
our  helpers  and  apprentices.  Unanimous 
vote. 

Board  received  report  from  Local  Union 
No.  440,  Steam  Shovel  and  Dredge  Engi- 
neers, setting  forth  conditions  existing  in 
Steam  Shovel  branch  of  work  in  Pacific 
Coast  district. 

Communication  from  Western  Locals, 
inquiring  as  to  transfer  of  members  to  the 
Western  Federation  of  Miners,  and  ac- 
ceptance of  transfers  from  same  organiza- 
tion. President  and  General  Secretary  in- 
structed to  inform  all  Locals  that  they 
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must  not  issue  withdrawal  cards  to  mem- 
bers who  intend  following  the  business, 
nor  could  they  accept  working  cards  from 
any  organization  that  claimed  jurisdiction 
over  engineers. 

Proposition  of  Jones  & Hadnot  Co.  to 
bond  general  officers  and  officers  of  Local 
Unions  approved,  and  Secretary  instructed 
to  take  out  bonds  with  said  company. 

Revocation  of  charter  of  Local  Union 
No.  139.  President  instructed  to  make  in- 
vestigation and  ascertain  who  members 
are  that  are  responsible  for  conditions, 
and  see  that  said  members  were  disci- 
plined before  restoring  charter  to  said 
Local  Union  No.  139. 

Controversy  between  the  Bricklayers 
and  Marbleworkers  was  discussed  and  the 
Board  decided  to  continue  policy  adopted 
by  correspondence  prior  to  Board  meet- 
ing, and  under  no  circumstances  to  permit 
men  to  strike  against  Bricklayers.  Presi- 
dent instructed  to  wire  Locals  that  are  on 
strike  against  Bricklayers  to  return  to 
work. 

Communication  from  Brother  Summers 
of  Local  Union  No.  302,  also  a member  of 
Steam  Shovel  Engineers,  asking  for  peti- 
tion for  charter,  stating  that  the  Steam 
Shovel  Engineers  of  Seattle  and  vicinity 
decided  to  be  chartered  by  Executive 
Board  direct.  Vice  President  Finlay  was 
instructed  to  meet  with  Steam  Shovel  En- 
gineers when  he  visited  Seattle,  which 
was  immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  San  Francisco. 

Communication  from  Mr.  O’Brien  of 
New  York,  stating  that  bill  submitted  to 
New  York  Locals  for  services  rendered  in 
1910,  remained  unpaid.  President  in- 
structed to  write  Locals  of  New  York,  in- 
forming them  to  pay  their  pro  rata  share 
of  this  bill. 

Communcation  from  Canadian  Trades 
and  Labor  Congress  and  British  Feder- 
ation of  Labor,  requesting  that  all  Locals 
affiliate  with  Central  Body.  Referred  to 
General  President  and  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

General  President  and  Secretary  in- 
structed to  communicate  with  President 
Gompers  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  informing  him 
that  the  Executive  Board  of  the  I.  U.  of 
S.  & O.  E.  was  prepared  to  meet  with  the 
General  Executive  Board  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  Stationary  Firemen,  as  per  in- 
structions of  the  Seattle  Convention  of  the 
A.  F.  of  L.,  and  ask  that  a conference  be 
held  at  an  early  date,  and  that  in  the 
event  a satisfactory  agreement  is  not 
reached  at  that  time,  that  section  of  our 
constitution  governing  apprenticeship  shall 
be  enforced. 

The  matter  of  the  Engineers’  Club  of 
Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board.  Local  Union  No.  184 
was  instructed  to  admit  members  or  said 
Club  to  membership  or  to  make  them  a 
branch,  and  in  the  event  they  did  not 
want  to  do  either,  they  are  to  agree  to  the 
issuance  of  a charter  to  the  City  of  Yon- 
kers. 

R.  G.  Moser,  Local  Union  No.  1,  ap- 
peared before  the  Board  and  presented  the 
first  charter  issued  by  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  to  Local  Union  No.  1,  to  be 
made  the  property  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  and  to  be  retained  by  the  Gen- 
eral Office. 

Dispute  between  Local  Union  No.  98 
and  466.  General  President  instructed  to 
suspend  Local  Union  No.  466  as  per  Sec- 
tion 2,  Article  VIII  of  the  constitution, 
with  the  recommendation  that  all  Hoist- 
ing and  Portable  men  of  Local  Union  No. 
466  be  accepted  to  membership  in  Local 
Union  No.  98. 

Request  of  Local  Union  No.  93  to  circu- 
larize Locals  of  the  I.  U.  of  S.  & O.  E. 
for  financial  assistance,  approved. 

Request  of  Locals  No.  5,  444  and  450 
taking  brewery  masters  in  Local.  Moved 
that  Local  Union  No.  450  be  instructed  to 
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return  all  moneys  received  from  J.  Kaiser, 
collect  his  due  book  and  return  same  to 
General  office,  and  remove  him  from  mem- 
bership in  Local  Union  No.  450. 

Request  of  I.  B.  of  B.  & S.  W.  Engineers 
to  have  ad  put  in  Convention  Journal. 
Granted. 

Communication  from  Local  Union  No. 
103  in  reference  to  advertising.  Not 
granted. 

Communication  from  Local  Union  No. 
399  in  reference  to  change  in  title.  Re- 
ferred to  Convention. 

Communication  from  T.  J.  Roberts  in 
reference  to  Steam  Shovelmen.  Matter 
laid  over. 

Appeal  of  P.  J.  Horan,  Local  Union  No. 
20,  not  sustained. 

Petition  for  charter  for  Coal  Hoisting 
Engineers  referred  to  Convention. 

Petition  for  charter  from  the  Engineers 
of  the  Fire  Department,  City  of  Chicago, 
referred  to  Convention. 

There  were  many  other  matters  taken 
up  and  disposed  of  by  the  Board  during 
its  present  term  of  office. 

Delegate  Moser — We  have  here  an  ad- 
ditional report  of  the  General  President 
on  some  matters  that  occurred  after  his 
first  report  was  made.  He  submitted  this 
to  the  Committee  on  Officers’  Reports. 

SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  OF  PRESI- 
DENT. 

Peoria,  111.,  Sept.  20,  1914. 
To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the 

Fourth  Biennial  Convention  of  the  I.  U. 

of  S.  & O.  E. 

Greeting: 

I beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port on  a matter  which  has  developed 
since  my  report  to  the  Convention  was 
written. 

About  1909,  the  charter  of  Local  Union 
No.  3 of  Chicago,  was  revoked,  after  that 
organization  had  made  every  effort, 
through  the  process  of  an  injunction,  to 
prevent  our  organization  from  carrying 
out  the  decision  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  regarding  the  revocation  of  the 
charter  of  that  Local.  We  succeeded  in 
having  the  injunction  dissolved,  after 
which  the  charter  of  that  Local  was  re- 
voked. 

After  a number  of  new  Locals  were  or- 
ganized in  Chicago,  the  Local  Joint  Exe- 
cutive Board  insisted  that  we  enter  suit 
against  Ex-Local  No.  3 to  get  possession 
of  our  property,  consisting  of  charter, 
seal,  books,  etc.  I was  opposed  to  taking 
any  legal  action  against  Ex-Local  No.  3, 
as  an  appeal  had  been  taken  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  General  Executive  Board  to 
the  Denver  Convention. 

The  representatives  of  our  Chicago  Lo- 
cals insisted  that  I agree  to  my  name  be- 
ing used  as  plaintiff  in  a replevin  suit  to 
recover  the  charter,  seal  and  other  prop- 
erty, they  agreeing  that  the  Local  Joint 
Executive  Board  would  pay  all  the  ex- 
penses connected  with  the  suit.  Accord- 
ingly, the  charter,  seal,  etc.,  was  taken 
away  from  the  members  of  Ex-Local  No. 
3 on  a replevin  suit,  and  the  wife  of  one 
of  our  members  gave  a bond  for  $300.00. 

This  action  was  brought  in  a Municipal 
court,  presided  over  by  Judge  Goodnow. 
The  judge  decided  that  inasmuch  as  an 
appeal  had  been  taken  from  the  action  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  we  could  not 
take  permanent  possession  of  the  property 
until  the  appeal  had  been  heard  by  the 
Denver  Convention. 

As  is  well  known,  the  Denver  Conven- 
tion sustained  the  action  of  the  General 
Executive  Board  in  revoking  the  charter 
of  Local  Union  No.  3.  From  that  time  un- 
til about  three  weeks  ago  nothing  was 
heard  of  this  suit,  and  the  property  re- 
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mained  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Sim  Steven- 
son, representing'  the  Chicago  Local  Joint 
Executive  Board.  We  believed  that  the 
decision  of  the  Denver  Convention  had 
settled  this  entire  matter.  About  three 
weeks  ago  the  remnant  of  Ex-Local  No. 
3,  represented  by  George  Godding,  entered 
suit  to  collect  $300.00,  the  amount  of  the 
bond. 

My  salary  was  garnisheed,  and  Mr.  God- 
ding and  his  associates,  through  their  at- 
torney, attempted  to  collect  the  amount 
of  the  bond  through  this  method.  Our  at- 
torney advised  that  we  return  the  prop- 
erty to  the  representatives  of  Ex-Local 
No.  3,  and  that  we  immediately  enter  suit 
for  possession  of  this  property,  on  the 
ground  that  the  Denver  Convention  had 
decided  that  the  General  Executive  Board 
was  justified  in  revoking  the  charter  of 
this  Local  Union. 

When  the  property  was  taken  away 
from  Ex-Local  No.  3 it  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Sim  Stevenson,  with  instruc- 
tions to  place  it  in  a safety  deposit  vault. 
This  property  remained  in  possession  of 
Brother  Stevenson  from  that  time  until  I 
requested  him  to  return  the  charter,  seal, 
books,  etc.,  to  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer Hannahan,  and  which  instructions  he 
complied  with.  I then  turned  over  the 
property  to  the  attorney  representing  our 
organization,  who,  in  turn,  turned  it  over 
to  the  attorney  representing  Ex-Local 
No.  3. 

I fully  believed  that  the  charter  turned 
over  by  me  to  the  lawyers  representing 
the  Chicago  Local  Joint  Executive  Board 
was  the  identical  charter  returned  to  us 
by  Local  Union  No.  3. 

I now  find  that  Local  Union  No.  3 has 
two  charters,  and  that  the  charter  re- 
turned to  me  by  Brother  Stevenson  was 
not  the  latest  one  issued. 

Brother  Stevenson,  who  is  in  Peoria  at 
the  present  time  as  a visitor,  informed  me 
that  he  appeared  in  court  and  delivered 
the  charter  which  was  turned  over  to 
him  by  Mr.  Godding  and  his  associates. 

I am  in  receipt  of  the  following  letter 
from  Mr.  Tuohy,  who,  with  Mr.  O’Reilly 
represented  the  Local  Joint  Executive 
Board  of  Chicago. 

September  14th,  1914. 
Mr.  Matt  Comerford, 

Fey  Hotel, 

Peoria,  111. 

Dear  Mr.  Comerford: 

I received  a summons  and  was  cited 
into  court  this  morning. 

Mr.  Dunn  has  informed  me  that  he  se- 
cured charter  in  question  from  Mr.  Stev- 
enson, and  has  turned  the  same  over  to 
Mr.  Reniff,  attorney  for  the  plaintiff.  He 
further  informs  me  that  he  is  to  secure 
satisfaction  piece,  that  is  a release  of  all 
judgments  against  you  for  so  doing. 

I have  the  books,  the  seal  and  other 
charter  in  my  safe.  They  have  requested 
me  to  turn  the  seal  and  books  over  to 
them,  and  Mr.  Dunn  has  so  advised.  But 
before  doing  so,  I deem  it  advisable  to 
consult  with  you,  and  shall  act  according 
to  your  instructions.  I insist  that  you  be 
released  from  any  judgment  in  which  Mr. 
O’Reilly  or  myself  were  concerned  before 
turning  anything  over  to  them.  There  is 
this  much  about  having  the  whole  thing 
satisfied,  it  will  release  you  from  all  trou- 
ble of  judgments. 

Then,  if  you  seek  to  recover  the  char- 
ter, books,  etc.  again,  you  may  do  so  by 
another  replevin  suit,  which  1 think  would 
be  sustained  under  the  circumstances. 

Let  me  hear  from  you  at  your  earliest 
possible  convenience,  as  I will  hold  the 
books  and  seal  until  then.

I therefore  submit  this  entire  matter  to 
the  convention  for  consideration. 


Although  the  charter,  seal,  books,  etc., 
of  Local  Union  No.  3 are  of  no  value  what- 
ever, I believe  that  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Dunn,  our 
present  attorney,  the  incoming  General 
Executive  Board  should  be  authorized  to 
enter  suit  for  the  collection  of  this  char- 
ter.

Delegate  Twomey — I move  that  we  in- 
dorse the  candidacy  of  Brother  M.  J. 
Cassidy  for  Senator  from  the  30th  Dis- 
trict of  Missouri.  (Seconded  and  carried 
unanimously.) 

REPORT  OF  CHARTER  COMMITTEE. 

Upon  the  application  for  a charter  for 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  the  committee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

The  application  for  separate  charter  by 
Local  403a  of  Harrison,  N.  J.,  was  pro- 
tested by  Locals  Nos.  403,  184  and  20  of 
New  York. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  this 
Local  does  not  receive  a separate  charter, 
and  that  the  subject-matter  be  referred 
to  the  Joint  Executive  Board  of  New  York 
City. 

A motion  was  made  and  seconded  to 
concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Delegate  Burke,  Local  No.  403a,  dis- 
cussed the  matter  at  length.  He  stated 
that  the  request  of  the  New  Jersey  Locals 
was  not  an  unreasonable  one;  that  they 
were  asking  something  that  deserved  the 
consideration  of  every  delegate  present; 
that  the  organization  had  been  told  by 
the  General  President  in  former  Conven- 
tions that  if  they  could  build  up  their  or- 
ganization and  prove  they  were  capable 
of  taking  care  of  themselves,  they  would 
be  granted  a charter.  He  stated  further 
that  the  organization  had  maintained  a 
business  agent  for  about  fifteen  months, 
at  a salary  of  $35.00  per  week,  and  had 
sent  delegates  to  two  Conventions,  and 
felt  they  had  carried  out  their  part  of  the 
work. 

Delegate  Hebeler  stated  that  he  did  not 
think  it  fair  of  the  Convention  to  refuse 
a charter.  He  referred  at  some  length  to 
local  conditions,  and  urged  that  the  Con- 
vention grant  the  request  of  the  New  Jer- 
sey Locals. 
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The  question  was  discussed  briefly  by 
Delegate  Keefe,  Chicago,  and  Delegate 
Miller. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  carried. 

Upon  the  application  for  a charter  for 
the  Fire  Department  Engineers  of  Chi- 
cago, the  committee  reported  favorably, 
and  recommended  that  such  charter  be 
granted.  The  recommendation  of  the 
committee  was  adopted. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  Engineers 
employed  in  the  breweries  and  ice  plants, 
Chicago,  for  a change  in  charter,  the  com- 
mittee reported  as  follows: 

The  application  from  Local  No.  399  of 
Chicago,  to  have  their  charter  changed  to 
read,  “BREWERY  AND  ICE  PLANT  EN- 
GINEERS OF  CHICAGO,”  was  protested 
by  Locals  Nos.  115.  401,  85,  395  and  464 
of  Chicago.  Your  committee  recommends 
that  this  charter  be  not  changed  and  that 
the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Joint  Exe- 
cutive Board  of  Chicago. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

A protest  was  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee from  Local  No.  36.  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
against  granting  an  auxiliary  charter  to 
Local  No.  84,  St.  Paul.  The  committee 
reported  as  follows: 

The  protest  of  Local  Union  No.  36 
against  Local  Union  No.  84,  St.  Paul,  re- 
ceiving a branch  charter,  has  been  re- 
ceived. Your  committee  recommends  that 
the  matter  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
President  Comerford,  to  go  there  and  have 
the  matter  adjusted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

The  committee  recommended  that  a 
charter  be  granted  the  Steam  Shovel  and 
Dredgemen  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  for  which 
application  had  been  made. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

Chairman  McConville — That  completes 
our  report,  which  is  signed.

Delegate  Hebeler  moved  that  the  pro- 
ceedings of  Saturday’s  sessions  he  mailed 
to  the  delegates.

Secretary  Hannahan — I have  a resolu- 
tion that  was  forwarded  by  special  deliv- 
ery from  Local  Union  No.  66.  It  was 
adopted  at  their  last  meeting.  It  reads: 

Resolution  No.  40,  presented  by  Local 
Union  No.  66. 

Whereas,  When  Local  Union  No.  66  was 
in  trouble  with  the  contractors,  and  the 
Building  Trades  Council  showed  their 
colors  by  siding  with  the  contractors  and 
our  sister  Local  No.  541  also  went  with 
the  Building  Trades  Council,  and  all  three 
tried  to  put  us  out  of  business,  and 

Whereas,  The  only  support  we  had  was 
the  International  Union  with  their  agree- 
ment with  the  Bricklayers,  who,  by  their 
prompt  assistance  and  standing  nobly  by 
us,  we  were  able  to  set  an  increase  in 


wages  and  now  have  a stronger  and  bet- 
ter Union  than  ever  before;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  Local  Union  No.  66,  in 
their  meeting  assembled,  heartily  com- 
mend the  Executive  Board  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  for  their  noble  assistance, 
and  we  hope  that  in  the  future  we  will  be 
able  to  repay  the  General  Officers  and  the 
International  Union.

Secretary  Hannalian — I move  that  this 
be  made  a part  of  our  official  record.  (Sec- 
onded and  carried.) 

Delegate  McConville — The  Local  Union 
in  this  city  has  done  everything  in  its 
power  to  make  our  stay  here  a pleasant 
one;  they  have  gone  to  extremes  in  enter- 
taining us,  and  I think  we  should  not  ad- 
journ without  giving  them  a rising  vote 
of  thanks.  I,  therefore,  move  you  that  we 
give  Local  Union  No.  8 and  the  local  En- 
tertainment Committee  a rising  vote  of 
thanks  for  the  splendid  entertainment 
they  furnished  us,  this  motion  to  include 
the  Mayor  of  Peoria.  (Seconded  and  car- 
ried by  unanimous  rising  vote.) 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  fur- 
nish the  press  with  copies  of  the  motion. 

Delegate  Owens — I think  the  office  force 
ought  to  be  properly  compensated  for  the 
splendid  work  they  have  done  in  Peoria 
during  the  Convention.  I think  it  is 
proper  for  us  to  instruct  the  Executive 
Board  to  compensate  them  for  their  work. 

Delegate  Keefe  moved  that  the  three 
young  ladies  from  the  Chicago  office  be 
given  an  extra  week’s  salary.  (Seconded 
and  carried.) 

In  addition  the  delegates  made  a dona- 
tion to  the  young  ladies. 

Delegate  Peterson,  Local  Union  No.  401 
- — If  I am  in  order  I would  like  to  make  a 
recommendation  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board.  I feel  we  ought  to  have  a flag 
staff  at  our  headquarters.  I,  therefore, 
move  you  that  the  General  Executive 
Board  be  instructed  to  have  a flag  staff 
erected  and  procure  a flag  to  be  placed 
on  the  staff  on  legal  holidays  and  other 
occasions.  (Seconded  and  carried.) 

INSTALLATION  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  newly  elected  and  re-elected  officers 
were  installed  in  accordance  with  the  rit- 
ual of  the  organization,  Delegate  R.  E. 
McKee,  of  Local  Union  No.  8,  presiding. 

No  further  business  coming  before  the 
Convention,  at  5 o’clock  p.  m.,  Saturday, 
Sept.  19,  the  Fourth  Biennial  Convention 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam  & 
Operating  Engineers  was  adjourned  sine 
die. 
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MONDAY  MORNING  SESSION. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Sept.  12,  1910. 
Convention  called  to  order  at  10:30  .a. 
m.  by  H.  S.  Peregrine,  member  of  the 
Convention  Committee,  who  said: 

“Brother  Delegates  and  Visitors:  It  is 

with  a feeling  of  joy  to  me  I welcome  you 
today.  I am  glad  to  make  your  acquaint- 
ance and  especially  still  more  pleased  to 
cultivate  your  friendship.  The  Commit- 
tee on  Arrangements  has  provided  well 
for  your  entertainment  while  you  are 
here  and  we  want  you  to  feel,  when  you 
came  under  the  welcome  arch,  coming  up 
to  the  city,  that  welcome  did  not  remain 
there,  but  followed  you  all  the  way 
through  the  city.  This  is  the  sec- 
ond biennial  convention  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  and 
while  our  conventions  have  done  much  in 
the  way  of  legislation,  and  while  we  are 
assembled  here  as  a legislative  body  of 
this  great  organization,  we  want  it  to  be 
said  that  ‘in  Denver  we  had  the  best  con- 
vention that  was  ever  held.’ 

“We  live  in  a very  progressive  age,  ev- 
erybody is  progressive  and  if  you  just 
think  of  it,  even  the  food  stuffs  have  been 
very  progressive,  in  the  last  few  years, 
and  if  we  want  to  be  with  a progressive 
party,  we  must  be  in  the  ‘band-wagon.’  If 
we  would  be  with  the  coming  of  the  tide, 
we  must  ride  on  the  crest  of  the  waves. 
If  we  would  be  with  the  rising  of  the 
sun,  we  must  have  the  impulse  to  ride  the 
^ meridian  of  the  noon-tide.  If  we  would 
_ make  our  organization  great  and  useful, 
we  must  hitch  our  ‘band-wagon,’  as  it 
> were,  to  a star.  We  want  to  shape  our 
life’s  work  and  work  for  the  advantage 
of  the  craft,  for  the  best  advantage  possi- 
ble. Never  let  an  opportunity  pass  us  by. 
Let  the  proverb  hunt  the  mind  as  the  spell 
is  cast,  the  mill  cannot  grind  with  the 
water  that  is  past.  Our  souls,  lives  and 
U aspirations,  our  truest  and  highest 
V ideals,  they  are  but  the  forerunners 
‘ ' and,  in  the  words  of  the  Prophets, 
- all  the  things  which  might  be  real- 
ized. our  longings  and  desires,  are  the 
measures  of  our  possibilities  and  the 
heights  of  our  aim  and  the  reigns  of  our 
efficiency;  when  we  begin  to  desire  in 
that  way,  we  will  just  that  moment  estab- 
A re>“*lnnship  in  proportion  to  the 


strength  and  persistency  of  our  desire.  It 
is  this  eternal  longing  that  is  within  ns, 
these  desires  that  push  us  onward  and 
upward.  I am  afraid  some  of  us  forget  the 
great  import  of  this  true  ideal.  It  is  no 
more  than  the  soul  with  God-like  spirit 
within  us,  which  is  urging  us  today  to  do 
the  best  for  others  and  there  is  one  thing 
that  must  not  be  forgotten,  and  that  is 
this,  we  must  not  let  other  grounds  crowd 
out  the  great  principles  of  brotherly  love 
and  fraternity.  Brotherly  love  and  pure 
unadulterated  fraternity  should  be  our 
watch-word;  no  organization  has  ever  been 
known  to  accomplish  anything  without 
these  great  attributes.  If  we  have  any 
differences,  let  us  bury  them  and  work 
together  for  the  good  to  others.  There 
is  an  unseen  cord  which  binds  the  whole 
wide  world  together;  through  every  hu- 
man life  it  winds  this  one  mysterious 
tether.  , 

“I  did  not  intend  to  make  a speech  and 
would  not  have  said  as  much  as  I have, 
but  thought  I would  not  have  another 
chance;  there  are  others  here  to  follow 
me,  and  they,  no  doubt,  will  entertain  you 
much  better  than  I could,  but  I want  to 
say  this,  when  the  convention  is  over  and 
the  last  word  has  been  said  and  the  dele- 
gates depart  to  their  homes;  when  you 
pass  under  the  ‘Welcome  Arch,’  we  hope 
you  will  be  able  to  say,  with  the  meaning 
of  the  word  JVnzpah,  ‘God  be  with  you  un- 
til we  meet  again;  protect  you  while  we 
are  absent  one  from  the  other.”  (Ap- 
plause.) 

“Without  any  more  remarks,  we  have 
several  brothers  who  will  speak  to  you  in 
behalf  of  the  State  and  in  behalf  of  the 
Trades  Assembly  and  the  Building  Trades 
Council.  The  first  called  is  a brother  of 
our  organization  and  President  of  the 
State  Federation,  Brother  John  McLennan.” 

Brother  McLennan:  Mr.  Chairman  and 

Fellow  Unionists:  Representing  the  Colo- 
rado State  Federation  of  Labor,  it  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  extend  to  you  the 
greetings  and  a cordial  welcome  of  organ- 
ized labor  of  this  state  and  to  wish  you 
success  in  the  work  you  have  to  do  at  this 
convention.  You  are  representing  an  or- 
ganization that  is  of  great  importance  to 
the  industrial  life  of  the  nation,  and  you 
have  good  cause  to  be  proud  of  what  jmm 


hare  accomplished  in  building  np  your  or- 
ganization from  an  insignificant  number 
of  members  to  its  present  proportions  and 
what  you  have  achieved  in  bettering  the 
conditions  of  the  members  of  your  craft. 
There  is  no  modern  device  that  is  as  es- 
sential in  doing  the  world’s  work  as  the 
steam  engine  and  the  man  who  operates 
the  engine  plays  a most  important  part 
in  the  progress  of  our  civilization.  The 
engineer  is  not  only  a worker,  but  if  he 
would  keep  abreast  of  his  trade,  he  must 
be  a constant  student,  as  there  is  always 
something  new  to  learn.  The  trade  union- 
ists of  this  locality  and  state  are  glad  that 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers had  selected  this  town  in  which  to 
hold  their  convention.  We  expect  to  pro- 
vide for  your  presence  here  and  we  hope 
you  will  enjoy  your  stay  in  our  midst  to  the 
fullest  limit  and  that  you  will  have  no 
cause  to  regret  your  visit  to  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region.  Nature  has  been  lavish 
in  its  generosity  to  this  state,  with  its 
mountains,  its  beautiful  scenery  and  its 
wonderful  natural  resources,  but  I want 
co  say.  we  have  something  else  here  that 
is  not  confined  to  any  particular  locality, 
and  that  is,  a well  organized,  harmonious 
body  of  union-hating  corporations.  In  no 
other  slate  of  the  Union  has  the  progress 
of  organized  labor  been  more  viciously 
contested  than  here.  Some  of  the  fiercest 
industrial  battles  on  record  in  history  have 
been  fought  in  Colorado.  We  are  always 
on  the  fighting  line,  battling  for  the  ben- 
efit? of  the  weak  against  the  strong,  and 
battling  for  the  rights  of  the  organized. 
Want  to  say,  we  are  succeeding  in  our  ef 
forts;  we  are  making  numerical  progress 
in  organizing  the  unorganized  wage-work- 
ers of  the  state.  You  will  find  as  faithful 
and  progressive  union  men  in  Colorado  as 
ever  pledged  their  loyalty  to  an  organiza- 
tion. 

We  have  just  taken  an  important  step 
in  this  state  in  eliminating  our  state  from 
corporation  control.  Our  legislative  as- 
sembly, in  special  session,  has  voted  al- 
most unanimously  for  the  initiative  and 
referendum.  (Applause.)  Next  November 
we  are  going  to  adopt  it  as  an  amendment 
to  our  constitution  and  hereafter  the  voice 
of  the  people  can  be  heard  in  the  forming 
of  our  legislation  as  well  as  the  voice  of 
the  corporations.  (Applause.)  The  ini- 
tiative and  referendum  is  something  that 
organized  labor  has  always  consistently 
and  persistently  contended  for,  and  it  is 
mostly  due  to  our  efforts  that  the  flagrant 
methods  used  by  the  corporations  has 
been  put  to  the  public  and  direct  legisla- 
tion has  become  a realized  fact. 

Only  last  week  we  had  a federal  judge  in 
Denver  who  boldly  announced  from  the 
bench,  that  the  people  had  no  right  to 
change  their  constitution;  that  they  had 
no  right  to  disturb  the  existing  order  of 
government.  We,  as  labor  unionists,  are 
well  aware  this  is  the  opinion  of  a ma- 
jority of  the  judiciary,  who  aura  more  in- 
terested and  more  zealous  in  making  and 
protecting  the  interests  « S corporate 


wealth  than  they  axe  in  dispensing  justice. 
It  is  essentially  an  age  of  combination; 
some  are  organized  purely  for  profit,  some 
for  pleasure  and  recreation,  and  others 
for  various  other  reasons,  but  men  in  all 
walks  of  life  realize  the  necessity  of  or- 
ganization. Just  a few  days  ago  the  pa 
pers  of  our  city  recorded  that  the  preach- 
ers of  our  neighboring  state,  Wyoming, 
had  formed  an  organization,  but  had  not 
yet  elected  their  business  agent  nor  an- 
nounced their  scale  of  wages,  but  of  all 
the  organizations  in  existence,  the  labor 
union  is  the  one  organization  that  is 
formed  solely  for  the  unselfish  purpose  of 
bettering  the  conditions  of  the  human 
race.  (Applause.)  Every  one  who  knows 
the  history  of  our  industries,  knows  what 
wonders  it  has  accomplished  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  man  who  toils.  Our  enemies 
sometimes  accuse  us  of  being  un-Ameri- 
can. They  say  we  are  opposed  to  men 
working  when,  where,  for  whom  and  for 
what  they  please.  Now,  I think  they  are 
unduly  alarmed  over  this  matter;  they 
have  got  it  wrong — we  are  simply  opposed 
to  working  with  men  of  that  caliber  and 
we  are  going  to  maintain  that  attitude  un- 
til that  kind  of  a free  horn  American  citi- 
zen becomes  as  a Dodo. 

There  are  other  gentlemen  going  to  ad- 
dress you  this  morning  and  I am  not  go- 
ing to  take  up  any  more  of  your  time. 
Some  of  the  delegates  that  came  from  long 
distances  may  be  disappointed  in  not  find- 
ing Denver  a wild  and  woolly  frontier 
town,  as  pictured  in  some  of  the  Eastern 
cities;  instead,  we  have  an  up-to-date  city 
with  all  modern  improvements,  including  a 
good-sized  municipal  debt. 

We  want  you  to  make  yourselves  thor- 
oughly at  home  while  here.  The  Chairman 
announced  the  Entertainment  Committee 
was  going  to  take  care  of  you.  I am  sat- 
isfied they  will  treat  you  well — and  often, 
perhaps  (laughter).  I hope  your  proceed- 
ings will  be  harmonious  and  that  the  legis- 
lation you  will  enact  here  will  be  for  the 
best  improvements  to  the  members  of  your 
organization.  I thank  you,  brothers.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

Brother  Peregrine  introduced,  in  behalf 
of  the  Trades  Assembly,  Brother  August 
Keister,  who  spoke  as  follows: 

Brother  Keister:  Mr.  Chairman  and 

Delegates  of  the  Convention:  Just  about 

a half  hour  or  so  ago  President  White  of 
the  Denver  Trades  Assembly  informed  me 
it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  be  with 
you  this  morning,  much  as  he  regrets  it, 
and  he  therefore  asked  me  to  represent 
him  and  sends  an  apology  and  also  his  re- 
grets. His  regrets  for  the  reason  that  he 
cannot  be  with  you  himself  aud  his  apol- 
ogy for  sending  me.  As  Brother  Pere- 
grine has  stated,  this  convention  will  un- 
doubtedly be  of  the  greatest  importance, 
not  alone  to  yeurselves,  but  to  tfce  organ- 
ized movement  in  general  and  tfe*-  entire 
labor  movement.  The  time  has  passed, 
and  happily,  I dare  say,  when  we  can 
stand  on  ov  ground  mm  say : This  to  only 


oar  badness  and  not  the  other  tefiow's 
,T«cr  business  is  mine,  Just  as  mine  is 
ronrs,  and  it  is  only  by  harmonious  ac- 
tion of  the  entire  trade  movement  that  re- 
sults can  be  obtained.  Unfortunately  for 
myself,  but  fortunately  for  y9u,  however, 
the  time  that  President  White'  gave  me  to 
prepare  a talk  for  you  was  so  short.  I can- 
not treat  you  to  a long-winded  oration — 
the  pleasure  is  yours,  I assure  you.  As 
my  friend  has  stated,  the  “Welcome  Arch” 
at  our  depot  represents  about  all  that  a 
man  can  say  and  all  he  would  say  if  he 
talked  for  a day,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
Trades  and  Labor  Assembly  I take  pleas- 
ure in  bidding  you  welcome  to  our  city. 
There  are  many  persons  here  who  are  not 
affiliated  with  your  trade,  but  who  are 
strong  unionists  just  the  same,  and  if  there 
is  anything  that,  for  instance  the  organi- 
zation I belong  to,  the  Typographical,  or 
any  other  organization  can  possibly  do  to 
make  your  stay  a pleasant  one,  I assure 
you  it  will  be  cheerfully  done. 

Your  deliberations  will  be  watched  with 
great  interest,  not  alone  by  the  members 
of  your  craft,  but  by  the  people  through- 
out the  country,  but  particularly  by  the 
people  of  this  state.  Your  International 
is  considered  an  important  link  in  the 
chain  of  the  labor  movement  and  your  de- 
liberations will  undoubtedly  benefit  your- 
selves, but  others  as  well.  With  these  re- 
marks I propose  to  close,  not  having  the 
time,  the  inclination  nor  the  ability  to  give 
you  a long-winded  speech  I shall  spare 
you  agony  and  thank  you.  (Applause.) 

Brother  Peregrine  then  introduced 
Brother  J.  C.  Barrett,  of  the  Building 
Trades  Council  of  Denver,  who  spoke  as 
follows : 

* Brother  Barrett:  Mr.  President  and 

Delegates:  I,  in  behalf  of  the  Building 

Trades  Council  of  the  city  of  Denver,  de- 
sire to  welcome  you  to  our  city,  and,  judg- 
ing from  my  knowledge  of  engineers  whom 
I met  in  the  movement,  I am  satisfied  be- 
fore you  adjourn,  you  will  accomplish  a 
great  deal  for  the  organization.  There  is 
a matter  that  will  come  to  your  attention 
while  you  are  here  and  one  that  you  will 
perhaps  hear  a great  deal  about,  and  that 
is,  the  building  trades  here.  It  has  been 
going  on  for  the  last  two  years  and  I in- 
tend now  to  briefly  outline  the  cause  and 
effect  of  that  strike.  You  will  hear  by 
piece-meal  from  different  delegates,  from 
different  members  of  organized  labor 
throughout  the  city,  and  I believe  you 
should  have  from  a Representative  of  the 
Building  Trades  Council  the  outline  of  that 
strike.  I will  make  it  as  brief  as  I possibly 
can.  The  trouble  started  over  two  years 
ago,  when  the  Amalgamated  Carpenters  an 
organization  of  about  four  hundred  and 
fifty  men  went  over  to  the  Brotherhood 
as  a Body,  with  the  exception  of  a hand- 
ful, probably  eight  or  twelve.  The  reason 
was  because  of  the  methods  we  are  all 
familiar  with  but  which  are  difficult  to 
prove.  Immediately  after  the  Brotherhood 
Ca^senters  decided  to  withdraw  from 


the  Building  Trades  Council,  the  object 

was  the  increase  of  wages  of  5c  per  hour. 
They  signed  an  agreement  to  that  effect, 
running  to  1912. 

The  object  of  the  Master  Builders  Or- 
ganization was  to  disrupt  the  Building 
Trades  Council ; they  had  increased  the 
wages  probably  ten  per  cent.  Upon  the 
withdrawal  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters, the  Council  continued  on,  contrary  toe 
the  expectation  of  the  Master  Builders; 
conducting  themselves  in  such  a way  they 
did  not  miss  the  loss  of  the  carpenters,  but 
they,  most  probably  were  the  cause  of  an- 
other trade  to  withdraw;  the  Brotherhood 
of  Painters  who  withdrew  and  in  a very 
short  time  they  realized  the  mistake  they 
made,  but  went  back  and  continued  ever 
since. 

Previous  to  this  time,  the  Council  when 
it  was  at  its  strongest,  it  was  an  independ- 
ent Trades  Council,  but  affiliated  with  the 
Department  of  the  Building  Trades,  but 
when  this  trouble  arose,  we  shifted  the 
trouble  to  the  Building  Trades  and  of 
course  decided  that  they  would  arrange 
matters  but  we  met  with  dilatory  tactics 
until  finally,  some  of  the  Trades  became 
discouraged  and  withdrew,  believing  no 
action  would  be  taken.  The  Council  be- 
lieved, the  carpenters  would  come  to  its 
senses  still,  they  failed  to  do  so.  We 
struggled  along,  until  this  Spring  we  de- 
cided to  put  the  Council  back  into  its  form- 
er position  or  go  down.  We  succeeded  in 
building  up  the  Amalgamated  Carpenters 
who  by  now,  I believe  have  a membership 
of  something  like  160  members  in  this  city. 

A few  weeks  ago,  the  officers  met  here, 
including  President  Kirby  of  the  Depart- 
ment, they  met  in  this  hotel,  drew  up  a 
plan  of  settlement  and  asked  for  a truce; 
they  want  a truce,  because  things  were 
going  too  stiff  for  the  Brotherhood  of  Car- 
penters. This  truce  expires  next  Friday 
night.  At  that  time,  all  organizations  that 
are  outside  of  the  Council  must  be  af- 
filiated, or  their  charters  will  be  revoked, 
so  says  the  Department  of  the  Building 
Trades,  but  we  have  been  having  these 
promises  for  two  years  and  we  are  los- 
ing faith.  However,  some  of  the  most 
prominent  members  of  the  Council  have 
returned,  outside  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters,  there  is  very  little  that  would 
be  of  any  value  however,  and  we  believe 
in  the  event  that  this  matter  does  not 
come  out  satisfactorily  next  Friday  night 
and  they  do  not  return  as  above  instructed 
to  do,  we  have  reached  the  position  where 
perhaps  we  can  get  along  without.  The 
Hoisting  engineers  have  remained  loyal  at 
all  times  and  have  given  a great  deal  of 
time  and  attention  in  maintaining  the 
Council  and  in  maintaining  the  conditions 
existing  in  this  city.  (Applause.) 

One  of  the  most  vital  points  I wish  to 
impress  upon  your  minds  is,  your  Repre- 
sentative will  probably  be  called  at  the 
Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Convention  or 
the  Department  of  the  Building  Trades  this 
fall  and  this,  I believe  should  be  gives  a 
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'great  deal  of  attention.  It  Is  the  power 
that  Is  Invested  in  National  Representa- 
tives and  their  lack  of  the  use  of  the  same. 

I believe  a labor  organization  is  very  slow 
in  giving  power  to  its  Representatives  and 
when  they  do  give  power,  they  expect  their 
officers  to  exercise  it  and  exercise  dis- 
cipline; the  trouble  has  been  lack  of  dis 
cipline,  we  have  been  waiting  for  them  in 
our  organization  to  act  and  use  discipline. 

However,  I would  like  to  see  as  many  of 
your  delegates,  who  are  Hoisting  engineers, 
or  directly  interested  in  the  Hoisting 
Branch  of  your  organization  present  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Trades  Council  in 
the  Club  building,  next  Friday  night,  when 
the  truce  ends  and  we  will  find  out  wheth- 
er or  not,  the  order  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment will  be  carried  out,  because  I am  sat- 
isfied, if  they  will  not,  the  Local  Building 
Trades  Council  is  going  to  carry  them  out 
themselves.  I thank  you.  (Applause.) 

Brother  Peregrine. — It  is  well  said,  we 
never  get  too  old  to  learn,  and  I have 
learned  something  since  I came  into  tee 
convention.  It  was  rather  a wonder  to  me, 
why  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  had 
selected  me  to  open  this  convention.  I see 
plainly  now,  they  did  not  want  to  put  in  a 
man  here,  who  by  any  value  of  an  illus- 
trious tongue  and  flow  of  oratory  could  dim 
the  luster  of  the  mind.  I never  could  make 
a speech  and  every  time  I atempt  it,  I 
think  of  the  old  lady  who  went  to  a Metho- 
dist Camp  Meeting.  In  the  course  of  the 
meeting,  she  became  very  enthusiastic  and 
after  the  meeting  was  over,  she  told  her 
pastor,  she  felt  very  light  and  she  believed 
she  could  fly.  The  Pastor  said,  “Well  my 
good  Sister,  you  could,  if  your  faith  were 
strong  enough.”  She  said,  “It  is  not  a 
question  of  faith,  I have  plenty  of  faith.” 
They  were  sitting  on  the  settle  of  a win- 
dow; she  looked  out  and  waved  her  arms, 
and  of  course,  came  to  the  ground.  He 
looked  at  her  and  said,  “My  good  Sister, 
your  faith  was  not  strong  enough,”  and  she 
replied,  "Oh,  it  is  not  a matter  of  faith,  I 
did  not  get  the  right  flop.”  I never  can  get 
the  right  flop. 

Now,  gentlemen,  my  duties  are  over  and 
I shall  have  much  pleasure  in  turning  this 
convention  over  to  our  General  Officers. 

I have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  a gen- 
tleman whom  you  know,  the  President  of 
our  organization,  Brother  Matt  Comer- 
ford.  (Applause.) 

President  Comerford— Mr.  Chairman  and 
fellow  delegates,  I wish  in  your  behalf  to 
express  our  appreciation  of  the  welcome 
that  has  been  extended  to  us.  From  my 
experience  in  attending  a convention  in 
this  city  about  two  years  ago,  I know  they 
aro  not  idle  words  of  welcome,  I know  be- 
hind these  words  of  welcome  there  is  a 
large  Western  hospitality.  (Applause.) 

II  wish  to  thank  Brother  McLennan, 
President  of  the  State  Federation  and 
Brother  Keister  of  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Assembly  and  also  Brother  Barrett  who 
have  been  good  enough  to  come  here  and 
take  part  In  our  opening  exercise*. 


1 wa*  very  pleased  with  the  address 
made  by  the  President  of  the  State  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  I was  glad  to  hear  him 
tell  the  Representatives  of  the  engineers 
the  important  position  they  actually  have 
and  I want  to  say  to  him,  unfortunately, 
the  men  of  our  craft  held  aloof  from  the 
labor  movement,  yes,  when  the  men  of 
other  trades  were  organizing  and  other 
trade  organizations  were  increasing  their 
wages,  and  shortened  the  hours;  the  men 
of  our  trade  with  child-like  simplicity  kept 
on  believing  that  the  Bosses  in  the  good- 
ness of  their  heart  would  give  them  what 
they  were  entitled  to.  Ten  years  ago,  the 
men  of  our  craft  in  their  positions  were  not 
getting  the  wages,  the  unorganized  workers 
were  getting.  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  tell 
the  Representatives  of  Labor,  from  the 
start  of  our  organization  and  through  the 
past  ten  years  we  have  done  much.  We 
can  show  you  men,  who  were  formerly  re- 
ceiving two  and  two  dollars  and  a half  a 
day  who,  today  are  receiving  five  and  six 
dollars  a day,  which  is  a result  of  the  ef- 
forts of  this  organization  of  ours. 

I am  not  going  to  take  up  any  of  your 
time,  as  like  my  good  friend  Peregrine,  1 
am  not  given  to  making  speeches  but  in 
conclusion  wish  to  say,  and  say  for  the 
benefit  of  our  friend,  the  President  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  of  this  city; 
it  happened  that  I was  a member  of  the 
Grievance  Committee,  of  the  convention 
of  the  Building  Trades  Department  held  in 
this  room  about  two  years  ago.  As  a re- 
sult of  my  membership  on  that  committee, 
I am  fully  conversant  with  the  grievances 
to  which  he  referred  and  I want  to  say 
this,  that  the  blame  lies  entirely  with  the 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters,  so  far  as  the 
dispute  is  concerned  and  I will  tell  him  too, 
if  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  would  do 
what  our  organization  is  doing  and  always 
have  done,  compel  our  Local  Unions,  which 
we  do,  to  join  the  Building  Trades  Councils 
in  their  city,  where  it  is  established,  then, 
you  would  have  a Building  Trades  move- 
ment that  would  be  worthy  of  the  name. 
(Applause.)  I wish  to  assure  him  also, 
that  anything  this  organization  can  do,  will 
be  done  while  we  are  in  this  city.  I have 
already  provided  to  send  representatives  to 
the  conferences  called  for  next  Thursday 
or  Friday  and  I assure  you,  Brother  Bar- 
rett, we  are  going  to  do  everything  possi- 
ble to  restore  the  conditions  which  you 
once  had  in  the  city  of  Denver. 

Now,  Brothers,  at  the  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
convention,  I was  presented  with  a little 
token,  which  I prize  very  much.  It  was  a 
token  sent  me  by  the  engineers  of  Denver, 
which  was  presented  me  by  our  friend  and 
Brother,  Brother  Moser  in  their  behalf — 
it  is  a gavel  and  a very  handsome  one  as 
you  will  notice,  and  I have  carried  this  all 
the  way  across  the  continent  and  it  now 
gives  me  great  pleasure  to  use  it  for  the 
first  time,  in  calling  this  convention  to  or- 
der. 

Brother  Delegates  T now  call  this  con- 
vention to  order  to  transact  the  buelnee* 
that  U before  us.

Delegate  Huddell — Local  4,  would  like 
to  ask  the  Secretary  of  the  Credential 
Committee,  if  there  is  any  Local’s  num- 
ber and  delegate  he  has  read  here,  who 
have  been  protested  against  as  being  en- 
titled to  a seat  in  this  convention? 

Delegate  Sheehan,  for  the  Committee, 
stated:  We  have  a further  report  to  make. 

Delegate  Huddel,  Local  4 — I want  that 
answer  at  this  time.  Are  there  any  locals 
that  the  Committee  have  recommended  as 
being  seated  in  this  convention,  that  a 
protest  has  been  entered  against  them  be- 
ing seated  here? 

Delegate  Sheehan,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee, answered  and  said,  Yes,  there  are. 

Delegate  Huddell  then  spoke  and  said, 
he  believed  in  justice  to  the  delegates  be- 
fore any  motion  is  taken,  the  committee 
should  report  any  protests  that  had  been 
made  so  we  can  act  intelligently  upon  their 
report.  If  their  report  was  accepted  then 
there  would  he  no  use  in  protesting  against 
any  locals  being  seated.  If  there  are  any 
protests,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  credential 
committee  to  report  them  before  we  can 
act  intelligently  on  this  report.  We  should 
know  what  locals  are  protested  then  we 
can  act  intelligently. 

I move  that  this  motion  lay  on  the  table 
until  the  committee  makes  their  entire  re- 
port. (Seconded.) 

Pres.  Comerford — The  Chair  will  not 
entertain  this  motion.  This  convention  can 
either  accept,  or  reject  the  report  of  this 
committee,  it  can  accept  in  part  or  it  can 
order  it  returned  or  referred  back  to  the 
committee,  as  the  convention  desires. 

Delegate  Huddell — Point  of  order,  do  1 
understand  a motion  to  lay  on  the  table  is 
not  in  order? 

Pres.  Comerford — No,  for  this  reason, 
vou  cannot  organize  this  convention  until 
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that  report  is  finally  adopted;  this  con- 
vention is  not  organized  yet. 

Delegate  Huddell — My  contention  is,  we 
can  have  a full  report,  my  motion  is  that 
it  lay  upon  the  table  until  the  committee 
does  make  a full  report. 

Pres.  Comerford — This  motion  is  not  in 
order. 

Delegate  Huddell — Appealed  from  the 
decision  of  the  chair. 

President  Comerford  appointed  as  Ser- 
geant at  Arms,  Delegate  Wilson  of  Local 
323,  and  Wm.  Hoerschelmann,  Local  56  as 
Assistant  Sergeant  at  Arms.  The  Sergeant 
At  Arms  will  see  that  none  but  credential 
delegates  are  in  this  hall. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20,  believed  the 
proper  course  to  pursue  was,  the  credential 
committee  shall  find  out  verbatim  who  are 
delegates  that  are  entitled  to  a seat  and 
every  member  should  have  the  pass  word. 

Pres.  Comerford  declared  this  the  prop- 
er course  and  the  Sergeant  At  Arms  will 
ask  each  delegate  personally  for  the  pass 
word. 

Delegate  Walsh,  Local  20,  suggested  the 
credential  committee  call  the  names  and 
the  delegates  stand  up. 

President  Comerford  accepted  the  sug- 
gestion and  further  suggested  that  at  the 
calling  of  their  names,  each  delegate  walk 
to  the  rear  of  the  room. 

The  names  were  called  and  the  delegates 
responded. 

Pres.  Comerford — The  decision  of  the 
chair  is  being  appealed  from. 

Delegate  Hannahan,  Local  69,  for  a point 
of  information,  would  like  to  know  who  the 
delegate  is  appealing  to,  we  have  no  organ- 
ization, better  wait  until  we  are  organized. 

Moved  by  the  delegate  from  Local  184, 
that  the  appeal  lay  on  the  table.  (No 
second.) 

Delegate  Huddell  explained  his  motion 
in  substance,  was  to  defer  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  credentials  or  acceptance  of 
it  until  the  credential  committee  made  a 
full  report  and  that  the  delegates  entitled 
to  seats  against  whom  no  protest  has  been 
made  be  seated.  If  we  accept  that  report, 
it  may  be  necessary  to  reconsider  our  ac- 
tion and  so  we  can  vote  intelligently  upon 
it  is  why  my  motion  was  made  to  have 
the  committee  read  its  entire  report. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1— Point  of  order. 
The  Brother  just  explained  his  motion  was, 
that  the  committee  read  its  entire  report. 
I understand  we  are  sustaining  or  reject- 
ing the  decision  of  the  chair. 

Delegate  Huddell  stated:  The  chair 

ruled  that  motion  out  of  order,  and  I ap- 
pealed from  the  decision;  my  appeal  is 
from  that  decision  whereby  the  chair  ruled 
that  motion  out  of  order. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20 — For  a point 
of  information,  the  motion  made  by  Broth- 
er Huddell  was  to  lay  the  report  on  the 
table. 

Pres.  Comerford — That  is  correct,  he  is 
now  appealing  from  the  decision  of  the 
chair. 

A point  of  order  was  raised;  that  an  ap- 


peal from  the  decision  of  the  chair  is  not 
debatable.  The  point  was  declared  well 
taken. 

Delegate  Huddell — Do  I understand  I ap- 
pealed from  the  decision  of  the  chair  and 
I have  no  right  to  debate? 

Pres.  Comerford — You  are  not  discussing 
the  decision  of  the  chair  but  discussing  the 
main  question. 

Delegate  Huddell  asked  what  rules  gov- 
erned the  convention  and  was  answered: 
Robert’s  rules  of  order. 

Pres.  Comerford — Delegate  Huddell  has 
appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  chair; 
shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand? 

Delegate  Huddell  asked  for  information 
and  asked  the  chair  if  he  had  the  right  to 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair  and 
be  heard  upon  that  appeal. 

Pres.  Comerford  answered;  that  right 
had  been  given  but  the  appeal  was  not 
discussed  but  the  main  question. 

The  question  was  called  for. 

President  Comerford — Shall  the  decision 
of  the  chair  be  sustained?  Motion  was 
carried,  the  chair  sustained. 

Delegate  Snellings,  Local  99 — I move 
that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  con- 
curred in.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6,  offered  an 
amendment  that  the  committee  on  creden- 
tials read  a list  of  those  delegates  against 
whom  there  is  no  contest  and  that  the 
uncontested  delegates  be  accepted  and  the 
convention  organized. 

Pres.  Comerford — The  chair  will  not  en- 
tertain that  motion.  This  convention  is 
not  yet  organized,  it  must  either  accept  or 
reject  the  report  that  is  brought  to  you, 
you  cannot  amend  the  report  of  this  com- 
mittee. The  committee  itself  can  amend 
the  report  and  they  can  be  instructed  to 
amend  it. 

Delegate  Bennett — As  mover  of  the 
amendment,  it  was  not  to  amend  the  re- 
port of  the  committee,  it  was  to  accept  the 
report  of  the  committee  and  refer  back  to 
them  for  further  consideration  the  con- 
tested delegates. 

Delegate  Glass,  Local  32,  member  of  the 
committee. — We  have  read  the  names  of 
the  delegates  who  have  no  contest  against 
them.  These  are  uncontested  delegates 
that  were  read  here  this  morning. 

Delegate  Lyon,  Local  18 — I understood 
Brother  Huddell  asked  the  committee,  if 
they  had  read  any  names  whose  seats  were 
contested  and  they  answered  yes. 

Delegate  Glass  stated  No. 

Secretary  McKee  spoke  at  length  and 
said  in  part:  The  chairman  of  the  cre- 

dential committee  tells  you  no  delegates 
in  his  report  have  been  protested  but  I 
want  to  say  to  you,  my  recollection  is, 
that  every  convention  has  aimed  to  give 
equal  rights  and  equal  opportunities  and 
fair  play  to  every  one  and  I rise  at  this 
time  to  place  plainly  before  you,  what  is 
hidden  so  you  may  act  properly  in  the 
matter.  I have  an  all-abiding  faith  in  the 
honesty  and  integrity  of  the  delegates  to 
this  convention.  There  are  in  the  list  of 


delegates  as  reported  to  you,  several  locals 
whose  credentials  have  been  contested.  It 
is  true  this  protest  comes  from  a Local 
Union  that  has  had  its  charter  revoked 
but  the  question  occurs,  that  that  Local 
has  an  appeal  pending  before  you  and  it  is 
for  you  to  say  whether  they  are  an  ex- 
pelled local  union  or  not.  If  you  seat 
these  delegates  that  have  been  so  pro- 
tested, you  are  seating  a set  of  delegates 
representing  Local  Unions,  whom  so  far 
as  my  knowledge  goes,  are  representing 
Local  Unions  whose  charters  were  not  is- 
sued according  to  our  constitution.  My 
suggestion  is,  get  to  business  as  soon  as 
possible  and  eliminate  those  whose  cre- 
dentials have  been  protested  but  let  us  get 
a convention  and  get  to  work. 

Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  chair. 

President  Comerford  said:  I did  not  in- 
tend to  have  anything  to  say  on  this  ques- 
tion as  a delegate,  I intended  to  try  and 
get  this  organization  organized.  It  was 
impossible  for  me  to  do  that.  The  main 
question  is  opened  up  and  the  secretary  of 
this  organization  takes  the  floor  and  open- 
ly declares  that  the  Chicago  Locals  were 
brought  into  existence  in  violation  of  our 
constitution.  I want  to  take  the  floor  now 
and  tell  those  delegates  and  then  let  the 
delegates  decide  for  themselves  whether 
or  not  they  were  not  organized  properly. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — I rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  there  was  an  amendment 
made  to  accept  a portion  of  the  credential 
committee’s  report.  This  is  a foreign  sub- 
ject to  the  matter  of  Chicago,  that  matter 
is  not  before  the  house. 

Vice  Pres.  Snellings^As  I understand 
it,  the  chairman  at  that  time  did  not  con- 
sider the  amendment.  The  motion  before 
the  House  is  the  original  motion  to  con- 
cur in  the  report  of  the  committee.  Your 
point  is  not  well  taken. 

Delegate  Britt,  Local  11 — Point  of  or- 
der, the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  issuing 
or  revoking  of  a charter  is  not  properly 
before  the  convention  until  the  convention 
is  organized. 

Vice  Pres.  Snellings — The  question 

President  Comerford  wanted  to  answer 
was  to  answer  an  assertion  of  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary,  he  intended  to  explain  to 
the  delegates  whether  the  charters  in  Chi- 
cago were  properly  organized. 

Secretary  McKee  spoke  and  said  in  part: 
I did  not  undertake  to  inject  the  Chicago 
situation  for  argument  at  this  time,  I sub- 
mitted to  you  points  that  had  not  been 
been  brought  to  the  observation  of  a large 
number  of  the  delegates;  these  are  points 
that  must  be  settled  by  this  convention.  Is 
it  fair  and  square  to  permit  the  representa 
tives  of  one  side  of  a contest  to  have  a 
voting  power  as  against  the  other  side  of 
the  contest? 

Vice  President  Snellings — I believe  it  is 
only  fair  that  the  General  President  who 
issued  the  charters  should  have  a right  to 
explain  his  side  of  the  case.  The  point  of 
order  of  the  delegate  from  Local  11  is  not 
well  taken. 


Delegate  Packard,  Local  139 — What  is 
the  motion?  He  was  answered,  the  motion 
is  to  seat  the  delegates. 

President  Comerford — Inasmuch  as  a 
statement  has  been  made  to  the  effect  that 
the  locals  in  Chicago  are  not  legally 
organized,  I am  here  to  say,  that  they  are 
not  illegally  organized. 

Delegate  Mery,  Local  5 — Rise  to  a point 
of  order.  There  can  be  no  discussion  until 
this  convention  is  organized. 

Vice  President  Snellings — You  have  to 
discuss  a thing  before  you  can  get  or- 
ganized. 

Delegate  Barron,  Local  152 — Offer  an 
amendment  that  the  credential  committee 
he  instructed  to  retire  and  report  favor- 
ably on  the  uncontested  delegates  and  that 
they  be  seated  in  this  convention. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20 — Point  of  or- 
der on  the  amendment;  the  committee  has 
at  present  no  delegates  against  whom  there 
is  a protest  and  I claim  this  amendment 
out  of  order. 

Vice  President  Snellings  declared  the 
point  well  taken,  and  stated  the  original 
motion  before  the  house  is  to  seat  the  dele- 
gates. 

The  question  was  called  for.  The  motion 
upon  being  put  was  carried. 

Delegate  Packard,  Local  139 — Move  that 
we  adjourn  and  meet  again  at  1:30.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

Delegate  Lyon,  Local  18 — Would  suggest 
that  the  chairman  appoint  a committee  on 
rules. 

President  Comerford  resumed  the  chair, 
and  announced  the  following  committees:

First  Day  Afternoon  Session 

Convention  called  to  order  at  two  o’clock 
by  President  Comerford. 

The  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed 
with.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  session  was  dispensed  with. 
President  Comerford  announced,  it  is  cus- 
tomary to  have  the  minutes  at  the  morn- 
ing session  of  each  day. 

Fifth  Vice  President  Kelly  in  the  chair.

Delegate  Whelan,  Local  16 — In  connec- 
tion with  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
credentials,  I have  a matter  to  bring  up 
and  that  is  in  reference  to  the  vote  appor- 
tioned each  delegate.  Permit  me  to  explain: 
President  Comerford  has  rendered  a de- 
cision on  the  number  of  votes  a delegate  is 
allowed  and  I have  taken  an  appeal  from 
that  decision  and  I think  at  this  time,  this 
matter  of  the  number  of  votes  allowed  the 
delegates  should  be  taken  up,  because  the 
convention  will  depend  largely  upon  the 
votes  as  given  the  delegates. 

Vice  Pres.  Kelly — The  decision  of  the 
General  President  regarding  its  represen- 
tation of  delegates  is  not  in  form  and  1 
will  rule  your  petition  out  of  order. 

Delegate  Whelan,  Local  16 — Move  that 
the  regular  order  of  business  be  suspended 
and  we  take  up  this  matter,  as  I believe 
this  is  a matter  that  should  be  taken  up  at 
this  time. 

Delegate  Whelan  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  a rising  vote.  Upon  count  there 
were  19  for  to  47  against.  Motion  lost. 

President  Comerford  then  read  his  re- 
port as  follows: 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT’S  REPORT. 

To  tht  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  Twelfth 

Convention  of  the  International  Union  of 

Steam  Engineers. 

Greeting: — 

Once  more  it  becomes  my  duty,  in  accord- 
ance with  laws  of  our  organization,  to  lay 
before  you,  however  imperfectly,  an  account 
of  the  progress  and  the  work  in  which  we 
have  all  done  our  part,  in  greater  or  less 
measure,  during  the  past  two  years.  Before 
formally  undertaking  this  task  let  me  per- 
sonally express  the  gratification  it  gives  me 
to  see  so  large  a proportion  of  the  veterans 
of  the  organization  among  the  delegates — 
men  who  are  preparing  to  grow  old  in  the 
service — with  whom  it  has  been  a privilege 
to  have  worked  throughout  the  years  and 
whose  friendship  for  each  other  and  whose  de- 
votion to  the  common  cause  will  always  re- 
main to  them  the  most  sacred  possession  of 
their  lives.  To  those  men,  as  well  as  to  the 
younger  of  our  brethren,  upon  whom  will  be- 
fore many  years  devolve  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities which  we  have  striven  to  dis- 
charge, I offer  my  most  heartfelt  greetings 
both  personally  and  officially. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  work  which  has 
fallen  to  the  different  Executive  Officers  of 
your  body,  myself  included,  has,  of  course, 
been  detail  work,  the  particulars  or  effect  of 
which  is  not  possible  to  place  before  you  here. 
I must  accordingly  confine  myself  to  the  mat- 
ters of  larger  and  more  general  concern, 
which  were  disposed  of  during  the  official 
term  now  coming  to  a close,  offering  such 
recommendations  as  may  be  called  for  in  re- 
gard to  such  matters. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  give  you  all 
my  earnest  assurance  as  the  result  of  my  ex- 
perience and  work  as  your  General  President, 
that  the  general  condition  of  the  organization 
is  excellent,  and  that  all  the  promise  of  the 
future  seems  to  lead  to  the  conviction  that  our 
organization  is  every  day  making  rapid  prog- 
ress along  the  upward  path.  Unless  con- 
fronted by  some  disastrous  experience  which 
no  one  is  justified  in  anticipating,  it  will,  in 
my  judgment,  before  long  have  realized  the 
highest  expectations  of  the  most  optimistic 
among  us  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  its 
members. 

Organization  and  still  more  extended  and 
better  organization  remains  today,  as  it  has 
always  been,  the  great  need  of  our  organi- 
zation. That,  together  with  the  adoption 
some  effectual  means  to  hold  our  now  waiec.* 


together  and  ah*er  along  the  path  of  duty 
the  younger  and  leas  experienced  members  of 
the  organization,  represent  in  my  humble 
opinion  the  leading  problem  which  confronts 
us  here  at  the  threshold  of  the  twelfth  con- 
vention of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers. 

In  spite  of  the  all  too  limited  resources  of 
the  organization,  I am  habpy  to  say  that  we 
have  been  able  to  keep  in  the  field  the  greater 
portion  of  the  present  term  from  two  to  four 
organizers,  and  have  at  this  time  four 
brothers,  all  capable  men,  engaged  in  organ- 
izing work  who  have  more  than  fully  justified 
the  cost  at  which  they  are  maintained  in  the 
service  of  the  general  body. 

The  local  joint  executive  board  of  Toronto, 
Canada,  had  been  requesting  for  some  time 
that  an  organizer  be  sent  to  Canada,  and  hav- 
ing an  opportunity  to  visit  that  body,  1 sug- 
gested that  the  local  joint  executive  board 
select  someone  capable  of  doing  this  work  and 
I would  appoint  him.  Accordingly,  the  local 
joint  board  presented  to  me  the  name  of 
Brother  H.  H.  Scott  as  their  selection,  and  I 
appointed  him  organizer.  Brother  Scott  has 
worked  in  Canada  for  more  than  six  months, 
and  because  of  the  ability  which  he  dis- 
played in  organizing  work  I concluded  to 
bring  him  into  the  United  States  and  have 
since  continued  him  in  the  field  doing  organiz- 
ing work  in  several  cities. 

The  local  unions  of  our  body  on  the  Pacific 
coast  have  repeatedly  requested  that  an  or- 
ganizezr  be  piaced  in  that  territory,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  I requested  Vice  President 
Roberts  to  select,  some  brother  and  agreed  to 
put  whoever  was  selected  in  the  field  to  do 
organizing  work  on  that  coast.  The  name  of 
J.  J.  Kingston,  of  Local  No.  59.  was  sub- 
mitted to  me  and  he  was  appointed  organizer, 
and  has  served  in  that  capacity  for  the  past 
eight  or  nine  months. 

When  the  new  local*  were  organized  in 
Chicago  the  local  joint  executive  board  of  that 
city  requested  the  services  of  an  organizer, 
and,  as  I had  done  in  Toronto,  I stated  if  they 
themselves  would  select  someone  suitable  for 
this  work  I would  appoint  him.  At  a later 
meeting  the  local  joint  executive  board  of 
Chicago  decided  to  submit  the  name  of 
Brother  William  Van  Kothen,  of  Local  No. 
85,  who  was  appointed  by  me,  and  he  has 
since  that  time  been  steadily  employed  as 
organizer.  The  greater  portion  of  his  time 
has  been  spent  in  Chicago  and  vicinity,  but 
recently  he  has  been  detailed  to  do  work  in 
other  localities  needing  assistance  much  more 
so  than  Chicago  needs  it  at  the  present  time. 

•’Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  I undertook  to  bring 
about  a better  organization  of  the  men  of  our 
trade  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  and  as  in  the  other 
cases  I agreed  that  an  organizer  should  be 
placed  in  that  field  for  a period  of  two  months, 
leaving  the  selection  of  the  brother  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  the  locals  in  that  city.  Upon  their 
recommendation  Brother  Fabian,  of  Local  No. 
95,  was  selected  and  he  is  now  working  as  a 
paid  organizer  of  our  International  Body  in 
that  city. 

Recently  I received  a request  from  Local 
No.  302  of  Seattle  to  appoint  Brother  Julius 
Rosblom,  a former  member  of  Local  No.  59  of 
San  Francisco,  as  organizer  in  that  city.  In 
accordance  with  the  request  of  that  local  I 
have  appointed  Brother  Rosblom  and  he  is 
now  engaged  in  building  up  the  membership 
of  our  locals  in  Seattle,  Wash. 

As  a result  of  our  activity  in  organizing 
work  I am  able  to  report  that  according  to 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer’s  quarterly 
statement  seventy-seven  charters  were  issued 
and  8,096  new  members  were  initiated  into 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
during  the  present  term. 

No  member,  however  enthusiastic,  could 
look  for  more  or  better  work  thap  this  record 
tells  of  considering  the  circumstances.  To 
me  it  possesses  its  chief  significance  in  the 
positive  assurance  it  offers  that,  if  the  com- 
ponent unions  will  deal  with  this  form  of 
activity  .on  the  part  of  the  officials  of  the 
General  ’Body  in  the  spirit  of  liberality  that 
should  control  them  in  their  own  Interests,  it 
will  require  but  a.  comparatively  few  years 


before  the  engineer*  of  thl*  country  are  thor- 
oughly organized. 

But  as  I have  before  indicated  this  work, 
to  remain  effective,  must  be  supplemented  by 
efforts  in  another  direction.  We  must  offer 
more  inducements  than  we  are  now  offeiing 
if  we  are  to  g:et  and  hold  the  great  bulk  m 
competent  engineers  in  our  ranks.  I do  not 
hesitate  to  express  my  own  opinion,  that  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers  is 
now  giving  to  its  members  more  than  an 
equivalent  of  what  their  membership  cosis 
them.  This  is  not  only  true  of  ours,  but  oi 
practically  every  organization  of  union  labor 
throughout  the  country. 

There  is  no  man  so  wise,  however,  that  lie 
should  put  up  his  individual  opinion  against 
the  force  of  open;  every-day  experience. 
Whatever  I may  think  personally  in  this  or 
any  other  direction  I cannot  close  my  eyes  to 
palpable  truth.  The  benefit  system  has  taken 
such  firm  hold  of  our  great  movement  that 
no  organization  can  in  these  days  hope  io 
maintain  either  its  strength  or  efficiency  un- 
less it  incorporates  in  its  plans  some  system 
of  insurance.  Indeed,  the  more  our  atten- 
tion is  directed  toward  the  progress  of  the 
larger  unions  in  the  movement,  the  less  room 
there  is  for  doubt  or  hesitation.  Then- 
achievements  today  make  it  undeniable  that 
their  greatness  is  due,  first  of  all,  to  the 
benefits  they  confer  on  their  members. 

It  is  true  in  many  cases  that  the  crafts 
concerned  are  those  which  naturally  have 
the  larger  membership.  But  there  are  few 
unions  nowadays  so  small  in  number  or  the 
compensation  of  whose  members  is  so  small 
in  amount,  that  the  same  results  cannot  be 
accomplished  in  something  like  equal  meas- 
ure. We  have  the  membership;  and  our  mem- 
bers, thanks  to  their  efforts,  are  now  in  many 
cases  receiving  a standard  of  compensation 
which  renders  them  relatively  much  more 
prosperous  than  some  of  their  less  fortunate 
union  brothers.  It  will  be  to  our  enduring 
injury  if  we  do  not  here  and  now  take  this 
matter  up  and  finally  dispose  of  it  so  that  we 
may  establish  some  system  of  insurance. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  bring  this  general 
subject  to  the  attention  of  the  delegates  both 
at  the  Milwaukee  and  the  Philadelphia  con- 
ventions. I have  myself  given  the  matter 
some  thought,  as  have  all  members  who  have 
the  welfare  of  the  organization  in  mind.  I 
have  become  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the 
task  is -one  which  this  convention  itself  should 
discharge  and  which  cannot  be  delegated  to 
members  individually  or  collectively,  to  be  dis- 
charged at  some  future  time.  This  is  the 
time  and  place  at  which  to  make  a begin- 
ning if  it  is  ever  to  be  made. 

The  question  of  Increased  dues  and  re- 
sulting increased  benefit  is  one  which  has 
been  under  general  discussion  in  our  move- 
ment of  organized  labor  for  a long:  time  past. 
In  our  strongest  international  unions  it  has 
passed  the  stage  of  discussion  and  has  entered 
the  realm  of  actual  performance,  and  even  in 
some  of  our  own  local  unions  this  is  also 
true.  Our  leading  organizations  have  found 
themselves  unable  to  advance  on  the  old  lines 
of  cheap  membership  and  weak  finances.  They 
have  taken  the  other  course,  and  the  result 
for  them  is  that  while  there  was  criticism 
and  complaint  at  the  outset  and  while  some 
of  the  drones  dropped  out  rather  than  meet 
the  increased  obligations,  the  masses  of  their 
members  are  more  steadfast  than  ever  in 
their  devotion  to  their  unions  and  have  been 
forced  to  see  that  their  best  asset  'for  their 
own  security  and  advancement  in  their  trade 
and  for  the  safety  and  security  of  those  de- 
pending on  them  in  times  of  trouble,  sickness 
and  death,  is  their  membership  in  the  unions 
of  their  craft.  As  a result  we  behold  indi- 
vidual unions  bearing  towards  their  mem- 
bers the  relation  which  the  state  in  every 
real  democratic  form  of  society,  save  in  the 
United  States  alone,  is  beginning  to  bear  to- 
wards its  members — that  of  securing  them 
against  enforced  idleness  and  resulting  in 
want  during  life  or  in  old  age  and  protecting 
their  families  against  the  cold  charity  of  the 
world  after  their  death.  f* 

Membership  in  a trades  union  is  becoming 
more  and  more  each  da  v a matter  of  business. 
Sentiment  teems  to  be  less  regarded  than  ever 
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before  in  all  matter*  that  have  to  do  with  our 
material  interests.  Under  the  prevailing  fac- 
tory system  of  industry  the  man  who  does 
the  physical  labor  must  fight  for  every  dol- 
lar of  money  and  every  hour  of  leisure  and 
every  atom  of  improvement  in  the  conditions 
of  his  employment  that  he  is  able  to  win. 
Never  was  this  truer  than  it  is  today,  with 
wealth  of  the  trusts  and  the  public  service 
corporations  massed  against  our  movements 
and  their  biggest  guns  thundering  against  the 
union  fortifications. 

Is  there  any  man  fool  enough  to  believe, 
unless  he  has  been  a fool  from  his  birth,  that 
we  can  continue  successfully  to  fight  such 
forces  as  these  out  of  our  individual  poverty 
and  weakness?  Is  there  any  intelligent  engi- 
neer short-sighted  enough  to  forget  that  the 
only  hope  of  the  men  of  the  crafts  is  to 
bring  into  the  organizations  so  large  a pro- 
portion of  those  who  follow  the  different  call- 
ings that  the  fraction  remaining  outside  will 
be  worthless  to  the  greedy  and  unscrupulous 
employers,  when  they  seek  to  rob  us  of  a liv- 
ing wage  or  decent  conditions. 

How,  then,  are  we  to  bring  all  our  fellow 
engineers  to  view  the  situation  as  we  do  and 
join  our  ranks?  That  is  our  problem.  Most 
of  these  men  have  been  taught  to  believe,  and 
they  are  having  the  lesson  repeated  each  suc- 
ceeding day,  that  they  can  do  quite  as  well 
outside  as  they  can  inside  of  the  union  with- 
out running  the  risk  of  offending  their  indi- 
vidual employers.  Their  condition  must  ad- 
vance anyway  in  some  proportion  as  we  ad- 
vance. They  must  share,  whether  we  will  or 
not  in  the  game  that  comes  from  the  work 
done  by  our  union.  The  employers  who  are 
fighting  the  unions  are  not  fools  enough  to 
believe  that  they  can  maintain  a non-union 
standard  of  wages  much  less  than  the  union 
scale  of  wages,  if  they  can  keep  any  fan- 
proportion  of  the  men  of  the  different  crafts 
at  their  disposal  and  independent  of  the 
union.  The  law  of  competition  forbids  this. 

There  are  only  two  ways  we  can  overcome 
this.  One  is  through  the  perfection  and  ex- 
tension of  organization  and  the  other  is  by 
adding  to  the  benefits  of  membership  certain 
other  benefits  which  we  do  not  offer  today. 
It  is  by  union  of  these  two  means  that  we  can 
get  the  bulk  of  the  capable  men  of  our  trade 
who  are  now  outside  the  union  ranks. 

Wherever  we  turn  we  are  confronted  by 
the  need  of  offering  more  than  we  have  to 
offer  today.  There  is  no  escape  from  this. 
There  are  unions  that  every  man  listening  to 
me  can  name  that  offer  to  their  members 
death  benefits,  old  age  pensions,  sick  benefits, 
out  of  work  benefits,  strike  benefits,  school 
for  advanced  instruction  in  their  crafts,  and 
which  also  maintain  homes  for  their  helpless 
members.  Are  these  unions  able  to  do  these 
things  on  the  dues  which  we  have  established? 
Not  at  all.  They  have  had  to  risk  the  loss  of 
membership  coupled  with  disunion  and  dis- 
satisfaction in  their  ranks  when  they  took 
upon  themselves  to  inaugurate  the  policy  of 
higher  dues.  But  they  have  won  out  in 
every  case;  and  in  every  case,  too,  these 
unions  have  now  enrolled  in  thir  membership 
such  a proportion  of  the  active  men  of  their 
trade  that  they  have  left  their  anti-union 
enemies  helpless  to  deny  their  just  demands. 

We  cannot  hope  to  offer  any  such  scheme 
of  benefits  to  our  members  I fear  for  some 
years  to  come.  Nor  can  we  Impose  on  them 
at  this  time  the  high  dues  which  are  neces- 
sary to  maintain  all  these  advantages.  But 
we  can  do  much  in  this  direction,  even  young 
as  our  organization  is,  and  situated  as  the 
bulk  of  our  members  are.  We  must  do  some- 
thing in  this  direction  if  our  unions  are  to 
live  and  flourish. 

The  delegates  who  I am  addressing  are  the 
men  who  must  take  hold  of  this  problem  and 
solve  it.  It  is  for  them,  on  behalf  of  the 
rank  and  file  of  our  organization,  to  devise 
some  scheme  which  will  ultimately  result  in 
the  accomplishment  of  the  three  great  re- 
quirments.  First,  the  requirement  of  being 
able  to  control  the  agencies  through  which 
others  may  enter  on  the  task  of  learning  our 
trade.  Second,  the  requirement  that  the  great 
roportion  of  the  members  of  our  craft  shall 
ecome  members  of  our  union;  and,  Third, 
the  requirement  that  ono*  thojr  have  beoome 


members  they  will  find  it  indispensable  to 
their  prosperity  to  remain  active  members  in 
good  standing  of  our  organization. 

Where  the  beginning  is  to  be  found  you 
must  , decide,  but  I want  to  go  on  record  as 
insisting  that  we  must  now  provide  for  the 
payment  of  a reasonable  death  benefit  in 
favor  of  all  members,  or  at  least  of  those 
who  have  been  members  a certain  length  ol 
time.  This  is  the  minimum.  How  much 
farther  the  convention  may  think  it  possible 
to  go  is  for  the  delegates  to  say. 

THE  ISOLATED  PLANT  VS.  CENTRAL 
STATION. 

During  me  last  few  months  efforts  have 
been  made  to  bring  this  subject  of  the  inde- 
pendent plant  more  prominently  before  the 
rank  and  file  of  our  organization.  The  ques- 
tion at  issue  is  certainly  one  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  every  member  of  our  craft  now 
employed  in  the  operation  of  a steam  plant. 

The  big  electric  plants  throughout  the  coun- 
try are  now  making  an  effort  to  close  down 
every  steam  plant  in  the  United  States  gener- 
ating their  own  current  and  attempting  to 
show  that  it  will  be  to  their  advantage  to  do 
away  with  their  engineers  and  their  plants; 
that  they  will  save  immensely  in  wages  and 
incidental  expenses  by  doing  so. 

The  claim  is  put  forward  by  every  repre- 
sentative of  the  lighting  companies,  that  in 
all  cases  the  central  station  can  furnish  cur- 
rent cheaper  than  it  can  be  furnished  by  the 
privately  owned  plant  which  hires  its  own 
engineer. 

It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the  members 
of  our  organization  should  give  careful  con- 
sideration to  the  subject  and  gather  statis- 
tics and  records  which  can  be  collected 
showing  that  the  isolated  plant  in  a build- 
ing or  factory  can  furnish  current  in  nearly 
all  cases  cheaper  than  it  can  be  p-urchased 
from  the  public  service  corporation. 

DISPUTE  WITH  BREWERY  WORKERS. 

After  years  of  struggle,  lasting  through  sev- 
eral successive  administrations,  to  preserve 
the  autonomy  of  our  organization  from  inva- 
sion of  its  membership  by  other  bodies,  as 
we  regarded  it,  the  first  step  that  could  be 
successfully  taken  in  that  direction  was 
through  the  medium  of  an  agreement  entered 
into  between  our  organization  and  the  Tntcr- 
national  Union  of  United  Brewery  Y orkers. 
That  agreement  was  entered  into  in  Novem- 
ber, 1908.  It  was  the  only  remedy  left  open 
to  us  on  account  of  the  continued  failure  or 
refusal  of  the  successive  conventions  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  and  of  the 
executive  council  of  that  body  to  enforce  its 
own  mandates. 

While  that  agreement  was  entered  into  by 
your  Executive  Officers  with  some  hesitancy, 
the  result  has  since  proven  to  have  been  of 
incalculable  good  to  our  organization  in  vari- 
ous ways.  Among  other  results  it  has 
changed  the  feeling  of  apparently  irreconcil- 
able hostility  between  the  two  organizations 
to  one  of  fraternity  and  fraternal  co-operation. 
This  latter  result  was  splendidly  illustrated 
in  practical  operation  during  the  strike  at 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  which  took  place  a few 
months  ago,  whereby,  through  the  united 
action  of  the  two  organizations  and  others 
involved  in  the  controversy,  a signal  triumph 
was  accomplished  for  all  concerned. 

I hereby  summarize  the  terms  of  that  agree- 
ment: All  hostilities  between  the  two  organi- 

zations were  at  once  ended.  A referendum 
vote  was  ordered  to  be  taken  in  October,  1910. 
by  the  engineers  then  enrolled  in  the  brewery 
workers  to  determine  the  question  in  the  re- 
spective cities  where  the  referendum  vote  is 
taken.  It  was  ordered  that  all  wage  agree- 
ments affecting  the  two  organizations  should 
end  on  the  same  date,  and  joint  conference 
boards  were  to  be  created  in  all  cities  where 
our  organization  had  jurisdiction.  It  was 
further  agreed  that  in  the  meantime  the 
membership  of  the  two  organizations  should 
remain  as  it  then  existed  without  reference  to 
the  claim  of  jurisdiction  of  either.  <i 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  steps  are  at  once 
encumbent  to  be  taken  by  our  unions  in  lo- 
calities where  the  engineers  are  in  the  brewery 
workers’  organization  to  make  a complete 
oanvaa*  of  tn*  men  and  get  as  many  as  posed- 


We  of  them  to  join  onr  organization  when 
the  vote  is  taken  next  month. 

This  is  indispensable,  if  we  are  to  obtain 
a full,  fair  and  free  expression-  of  the  will  of 
the  engineers  now  holding  membership  in  the 
brewery  workers’  organization  who  are  de- 
sirous of  joining;  the  organization  of  their  own 
craft.  The  majority  of  such  men  in  the  re- 
spective cities  will  determine  the  result  of 
the  canvass  so  far  as  relates  to  those  cities. 
1 sincerely  hope  that  the  convention  will 
take  such  action  as  it  deems  proper  and 
necessary  in  the  premises  to  secure  such  ac- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  men  referred  to. 

With  the  success  of  the  canvassing  ques- 
tion, we  will  have  brought  to  a satisfactory 
and  entirely  successful  close  one  of  the  bit- 
terest internal  struggles  that  ever  prevailed 
between  two  affiliated  organizations  and  will 
have  restored  to  our  organization  a large 
number  of  men  of  the  craft  in  whose  interest 
the  demands  of  our  union  were  made  for  years 
in  vain.  The  result,  too,  whatever  it  may  be, 
will  cement  the  feelings  of  mutual  devotion 
and  good  will  which  I most  cheerfully  tes- 
tify has  been  manifested  on  many  occasions, 
not  only  by  our  own  people,  but  by  the  rank 
and  file  as  well  as  by  the  executive  officers 
of  the  United  Brewery  Workmen  since  the 
moment  the  new  agreement  was  first  entered 
into.  It  will  moreover  be  effective,  as  I be- 
lieve, in  piacing  any  joint  demand  justly 
made  by  the  members  of  the  two  organiza- 
tions employed  in  breweries  beyond  success- 
ful resistance  by  the  brewery  proprietors; 
while  it  will  at  the  same  time  offer  an  object 
lesson  of  mutual  co-operation  to  other  or- 
ganizations similarly  situated,  such  as  must 
in  time  inevitably  be  followed  with  lasting 
benefit  by  them.  I have  not  incorporated  the 
full  text  of  the  agreement  with  the  brewery 
workers,  as  this  matter  will  be  reported  to 
the  convention  more  in  detail  by  the  delegates 
to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  who  at- 
tended the  Denver  convention. 

THE  STATIONARY  FIREMEN. 

In  the  early  part  of  1909  a lockout  was 
ordered  by  certain  breweries  in  New  York 
City,  directed  against  the  members  of  our 
local  unions  in  that  city,  as  a result  of  our 
demand  that  all  agreements  made  by  our 
locals  should  end  at  the  same  time  as  the 
brewery  workmen’s  contract.  The  resulting 
contest  could,  under  the  circumstances,  have 
had  a successful  ending  for  our  members  were 
it  not  for  the  attitude— treasonable  in  prin- 
ciple to  all  true  unionism  and  especially 
treacherous  and  ungrateful  toward  our  or- 
ganization— which  was  taken  by  the  New  York 
local  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Sta- 
tionary Firemen.  Immediately  on  the  order- 
ing of  the  lockout  it  came  to  our  notice  that 
with  the  knowledge  and,  as  it  afterward 
proved,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  general 
officers  of  the  firemen  and  notably  of  their 
general  president,  the  places  of  our  locked 
out  engineers  were  being  taken  by  members 
of  the  Brotherhood  of  Stationary  Firemen. 
The  policy  of  the  brewery  workers  and  our 
organization  then  in  co-operation,  of  making 
their  wage  contract  terminate  at  the  same 
time,  was  thus  for  the  time  defeated  and  dis- 
satisfaction fostered  by  the  treason  of  the 
other  organization. 

I at  once  took  steps  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Central  Labor  Union  of  New  York  City  to 
the  attitude  thus  assumed  by  the  firemen.  No 
dint  of  unscrupulous  statements  on  the  part 
of  the  general  president  of  the  firemen’s  or- 
ganization indulged  in  before  the  committee 
on  investigation  prevented  the  finding  by  that 
body  that  the  firemen  did  take  the  places  of 
our  locked-out  members,  and  this  was  done 
apparently  with  the  active  co-operation  of 
their  officials.  The  disorganizing  and  treach- 
erous tactics  pursued  could  not,  under  the 
circumstances,  be  successfully  resisted,  with 
the  result  that  our  men  were  compelled  to  ac- 
cept an  agreement  which  does  not  expire  at 
the  same  time  with  the  brewery  workers’  con- 
tract. 

Since  that  time,  with  all  the  weapons  of  an 
unscrupulous  enemy  at  his  disposal.  President 
Healy  of  the  firemen  has  proceeded  in  his 
career  of  abuse  of  every  official  of  o «r  or- 
ganisation who  opposed,  or,  rather,  exposed 


the  treachery  of  members  of  his  organization 
in  New  York.  One  baseless  and  malicious 
falsehood  after  another  has  proceeded  from 
him  directed  against  our  organization,  its  offi- 
cials and  members.  He  has  lied  as  unshrink- 
ingly about  himself  as  he  has  about  us.  His 
timeseemstobe  dividedin  certain  proportions 
between  calumniating  our  organization  and 
its  members  and  cultivating  those  gratious 
representatives  of  plutocracy  in  and  areond 
New  York  whose  mission  it  appears  to  be  io 
take  the  movement  of  organized  labor  insOw 
its  well-feathered  wing  and  establish  wh*. 
they  choose  to  regard  as  “a  safe  ana  sane’ 
limit  to  its  demands  for  the  improvement  »f 
the  conditions  of  its  members. 

I have  to  report  that  this  state  of  affairs 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  officials 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  The 
statement  of  facts  herein  recited  have  been 
laid  before  an  executive  council  meeting  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  together  with 
positive  proofs  of  the  misconduct  of  the  fire- 
men’s organization  in  New  York  City. 

Your  representatives  caused  to  be  intro- 
duced in  the  last  convention  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  at  Toronto  resolu- 
tions which  were  referred  to  the  executive 
council  of  that  body.  That  resolution  recited 
the  action  of  the  firemen  and  their  officials 
in  taking  the  place  of  our  locked-out  mem- 
bers in  New  York  and  further  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  firemen’s  organization 
continues  to  hold  members  of  our  craft  in  Its 
membership,  and  the  further  fact  that  it  re- 
fuses to  co-operate  with  our  members  and 
the  members  of  the  brewery  workers  when 
making  new  contracts  with  employers.  It 
recommends  that  where  firemen  in  breweries 
belong  to  the  I.  B.  S.  F.  they  be  required  to 
work  in  co-operation  with  the  engineers  and 
brewery  workers  and  that  when  firemen  be- 
come engineers  they  be  required  to  relinquish 
their  membership  in  the  firemen’s  organiza- 
tion and  join  our  body. 

I have  no  information  what  action  the  ex- 
ecutive council  will  take  on  that  resolution, 
but  I am  Informed  the  matter  is  at  present  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Mitchell,  First  Vice 
President  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  some 
understanding  between  the  two  organiza- 
tions. 

Whatever  the  results  of  the  executive  coun- 
cil investigation  may  be,  and  whatever  ac- 
tion this  convention  in  its  wisdom  may  think 
proper  to  take  on  the  subject,  I respectfully 
submit  that  the  time  has  come  for  our  organi- 
zation to  assume  a definite  and  positive  atti- 
tude, and  make  Its  wishes  respected  by  out- 
siders, on  the  introduction  of  others  than 
members  of  our  organization  to  the  practice 
of  our  craft. 

That  such  action  shall  be  taken  and  en- 
forced is  very  vital  to  the  existence  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers;  and  it 
must,  in  my  judgment,  involve  the  adoption 
of  some  plan  which  will  embrace  a careful 
consideration  of  the  entire  subject  of  appren- 
ticing those  who  are  expected  to  take  the 
places  of  our  members  In  the  future.  I can- 
not too  fully  emphasize  my  opinion  that  the 
action  of  the  convention  on  this  question  must 
be  one  that  will  thoroughly  conserve  the 
rights,  present  and  future,  of  those  who  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  members  of  our 
organization. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  in  this  report  to 
deal  as  fully  with  this  subject  as  its  import- 
ance deserves,  and  I am  therefore  attaching 
to  it  the  case  submitted  by  me  to  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  together  with  all  the  proofs  In 
regard  to  the  conduct  of  the  firemen’s  organi- 
zation. 

THE  BUTTE,  MONTANA.  SITUATION. 

For  years  the  engineers  working  in  the 
mines  of  Butte,  Mont.,  and  other  places  have 
sought  a favorable  opportunity  to  identify 
themselves  with  our  general  organization.  As 
far  back  as  1891  these  men  organized  them- 
selves into  what  was  then  known  as  “Butte 
Stationary  Engineers,  Union  No.  1,  of  the 
State  of  Montana.”  Their  organization  was 
successful.  Through  it  they  were  able  to  ac- 
complish one  of  their  main  aims,  the  estab- 
■shaioot  of  aa  eight-hour  day.  In  addition 
to  establishing  a minimum  wage  scale  and 


exercising  some  control  over  the  regulations 

governing  engineers’  licenses. 

liThey  unfortunately  agreed  to  affiliate  with 
tne  Western  Federation  of  Miners.  This  was 
a fatal  step  for  them.  They  found  themselves 
an  integral  part  of  an  organization  which  is 
more  in  the  nature  'of  a political  than  a trade 
organization,  one  which  in  its  very  nature  was 
at  war  with  the  principle  of  craft  organiza- 
tion, and  which  in  the  accomplishment  of  its 
peculiar  purposes  stopped  at  no  means  how- 
ever destructive  of  public  or  private  rights. 

After  having  submitted  to  every  form  of  in- 
dignity that  could  be  heaped  on  them,  indi- 
vidually and  collectively,  and  finding  their  or- 
ganization a mere  tender  to  the  ambitions  of 
those  in  control  of  the  Western  Federation 
of  Miners  and  of  no  substantial  benefit  to 
themselves  as  engineers,  they  took  a referen- 
dum vote  on  the  proposal  to  withdraw  from 
their  affiliation  with  the  Western  Federa- 
tion of  Miners,  which  resulted  overwhelmingly 
in  favor  of  such  action.  Seeking  then  to  re- 
establish their  former  independent  engineers’ 
organization,  they  were  met  by  all  the  force 
of  mob  law,  their  initial  meeting  having  been 
raided  and  the  most  murderous  methods  re- 
sorted to  to  prevent  all  further  steps  in  that 
direction. 

These  means  having  failed,  a walk-out  of 
the  miners  was  determined  on  to  compel  their 
return  to  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners. 
At  this  stage,  many  of  the  men  not  having 
any  particular  faith  in  the  value  of  an  inde- 
pendent union,  had  expressed  their  preference 
for  a union  in  affiliation  with  our  body. 

While  I recognized  no  right  on  the  part  of 
the  Western  Federation  of  Miners  or  any 
other  organization  to  be  considered  in  con- 
nection with  the  establishment  of  a pro- 
posed local  of  our  International  Union,  I wish 
to  stale  at  this  point  that  on  all  information 
I could  obtain  during  the  trouble  the  Butte 
engineers  had  been  led  unmistakably  to  be- 
lieve that  their  affiliation  with  our  organiza- 
tion would  not  be  objected  to  by  the  body 
from  which  they  had  withdrawn.  They  ap- 
peared to  have  the  expressed  sanction  of  Pres- 
ident Moyer  to  the  step  they  were  about  to 
take,  and  I am  satisfied  that  such  sanction 
cannot  truthfully  be  denied. 

It  was  under  such  circumstances  that  Local 
No.  138  was  organized.  In  the  work  of  or- 
ganization Brother  Moser  of  this  city  took  an 
active  part  and  he  is  here  in  person  as  a dele- 
gate to  this  convention  to  corroborate  all  I 
have  stated.  The  new  movement  met  with 
universal  approval  among  the  engineers,  so 
that  within  four  months  of  its  inception  Local 
No.  138  had  a paid-up  membership  of  close 
to  six  hundred.  On  account  of  the  alleged 
existence  of  a contract  between  the  miners’ 
organization  and  the  Amalgamated  Copper 
Company  the  affiliation  of  the  engineers  with 
the  Western  Federation  of  Miners  was  tem- 
porarily continued  and  the  payment  of  dues 
to  that  body  went  on  as  before. 

Up  to  this  time  no  indication  was  given 
that  the  new  engineers’  union  would  be  met 
by  the  brutalities  which  attended  the  treat- 
ment of  its  predecessor.  Soon,  however,  the 
notorious  methods  of  the  Western  Federation 
of  Miners  were  in  full  operation.  An  injunc- 
tion was  obtained  and  an  effort  made  to  jail 
one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  our 
local.  Failing  here,  the  immense  power  of  the 
copper  trust  was  invoked  against  Local  No. 
138  and  the  discharge  of  some  of  its  members 
followed.  They  were  then  confronted  by  the 
necessity  of  returning  to  the  body  they  had 
so  long  been  connected  with  against  their  will 
and  which  had  steadfastly  trampled  on  their 
rights  as  unionists  and  as  men,  or  else  of  re- 
sisting vhe  bitter  persecutions  to  which  they 
were  subjected.  It  required  but  a short  time 
to  satisfy  them  fully  that  the  copper  trust 
and  this  rampant  socialist  organization  were 
acting  in  the  most  complete  accord  and  that 
the  former  stood  ready  to  sanction  every  act 
of  tyranny  to  which  its  confederate  might 
i csort  in  its  effort  to  break  up  the  new  local. 

It  did  not  matter  that  our  men  declared 
themselves  repeatedly  as  willing  to  comply 
with  every  provision  of  the  supposed  agree- 
ment between  the  trust  and  the  miners’  or- 
ganization: it  was  of  no  concern  thaf  the  af- 
filiation of  the  engineers  with  the  miners’  or- 


ganization was  expressly  continued  until  the 
end  of  the  term  of  that  agreement  and  alt 
dues  and  assessments  met  in  the  interval;  it 
did  not  matter  that  the  officers  of  the  trust 
admitted  that  the  agreement  had  been  utterly 
repudiated  by  the  Western  Federation  of  Min- 
ers at  successive  conventions.  The  conspiracy 
was  maintained  religiously  between  the  so- 
cialistic and  monopolistic  organization  for  the 
effective  destruction  of  our  local.  4 

During  the  progress  of  these  events  I was 
invited  to  confer  with  President  Moyer  of  the 
miners  and  met  at  his  invitation  by  going  to 
Chicago  for  that  purpose.  There  I met  him. 
and  also  one  Mr.  Lowney,  who,  as  events  aft- 
erwards showed  was  an  important  factor  in 
the  transaction,  his  mission  being  then,  as  it 
always  has  been  throughout  his  career  so  far 
as  I can  learn,  the  mission  of  a trouble-maker 
for  all  the  craft  organizations  in  the  city  of 
Butte. 

The  conference  might  better  never  have 
been  held.  It  resolved  itself  from  the  begin- 
ning into  a demand  that  I should  sanction  the 
disruption  of  the  local  which  our  brothers  had 
formed  in  the  city  of  Butte. 

Being  advised  shortly  afterwards  that  the 
difficulty  had  reached  an  acute  stage,  I re- 
ceived a request  to  visit  Butte  personally. 
Before  leaving  New  York  City  I received  a 
telegram  from  the  President  of  Local  No.  138 
requesting  my  permission  to  call  out  all  engi- 
neers in  and  around  the  Butte  mines.  I im- 
mediately wired  the  President  of  the  local 
that  no  action  of  any  kind  should  be  taken 
until  I had  an  opportunity  to  investigate  and 
make  an  effort  to  settle  the  difficulty,  and 
stating  I would  be  in  Butte  within  a very  few 
days. 

It  is  with  regret  I am  compelled  to  report 
that  my  instructions  were  disregarded,  and 
while  I was  on  my  way  to  Montana  a strike 
was  called  which  involved  practically  the  en- 
tire membership  of  Local  No.  138.  Just  be- 
fore leaving  New  York  I received  a telegram 
from  President  Gompers,  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  requesting  me  to  use 
every  effort  to  prevent  any  conflict  between 
our  organization  and  the  Western  Federation 
of  Miners.  The  matter  seemed  of  such  im- 
portance that  I decided  to  call  on  President 
Gompers  personally.  Accordingly,  I left  for 
Butte  by  way  of  Washington  and  found  that 
President  Gompers  was  very  anxious  that  we 
should  avoid  any  conflict  with  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners.  He  requested  me  to 
travel  by  way  of  Indianapolis  and  call  on 
President  Lewis,  of  the  United  Mine  Workers, 
but  on  account  of  my  ticket  not  being  good 
by  that  route  and  because  of  my  desire  to 
get  to  Butte  as  soon  as  possible  I could  not 
do  this. 

As  stated  before,  the  men  had  already 
walked  out  when  I reached  Butte.  I do  not 
criticise  their  actions  in  so  doing— although 
in  my  estimation  it  was  a mistake  on  their 
part — because,  as  I soon  learned,  the  perse- 
cution to  which  they  were  subjected  was  so 
brutal  as  to  be  no  longer  even  tolerable.  1 
found,  too,  that  the  conspiracy  between  the 
miners  and  the  copper  trust  was  in  complete 
control,  not  only  of  the  situation  as  it  af- 
fected our  members,  but  of  the  entire  busi- 
ness community  as  well  as  of  the  daily  press 
of  Butte,  and  I found,  furthermore,  that  the 
officials  of  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners 
had  spread  advertisements  throughout  the  en- 
tire country  invoking  scabs  and  strike-break- 
ers to  come  to  Butte  and  get  employment  as 
engineers  in  the  mines,  guaranteeing  them, 
among  other  things,  an  advance  of  50  cents 
per  day  above  the  prevailing  scale.  The  town 
at  that  time  was  full  to  overflowing  with  these 
industrial  and  social  outcasts,  ready  to  co- 
operate with  the  socialistic-monopolistic  con- 
spiracy which  had  been  organized  to  destroy 
the  organization  of  our  fellow  members.  In 
one  instance  an  engineer  who  had  been  driven 
out  of  the  Butte  mines  for  scabbing  and  who 
openly  boasted  he  carried  a gun  to  drive  the 
same  Western  Federation  of  Miners  out  of 
Cour  d’Alene,  was  brought  back  to  Butte  and 
under  the  sheltering  wing  of  Mr.  Moyer's  or- 
ganization was  given  a job  to  scab  on  the 
members  of  Local  No.  13S. 

There  is  another  circumstance  connected 
with  this  infamous  business  which  it  is  my 


duty  here  to  set  forth.  At  the  time  and  for 
some  time  before  trouble  had  been  In  progress 
at  Lead,  S.  D.,  between  the  employers  and  the 
Western  Federation  of  Miners.'  The  men  were 
out  in  the  defense  of  their  union  which  the 
employers  sought  to  destroy.  Inducements 
had  been  offered  to  our  members  to  go  to 
Lead  and  take  the  places  of  the  men  on  strike. 
The  spirit  of  retaliation  would  naturally  have 
induced  at  least  some  of  our  men  to  go  there 
and  endeavor  to  pay  back  the  Western  Fed- 
eration of  Miners  in  its  own  coin,  but  our  peo- 
ple were  in  the  fight  for  principle.  They  knew 
that  membership  in  or  affiliation  with  the  I. 
U.  S.  E.  was  inconsistent  with  any  such  ac- 
tion; and  to  a man  they  repudiated  any  such 
course  of  conduct.  They  had  promised  the 
fullest  co-operation  with  the  Western  Feder- 
ation of  Miners  while  organizing  their  union 
in  every  way  where  the  common  interests 
were  involved,  and  that  offer  they  believed 
had  been  accepted  in  good  faith  by  the  other 
organization.  Not  so,  however.  With  the 
active  co-operation  of  a man  named  Kerwin, 
to  whom  I have  referred  in  our  official  jour- 
nal, the  engineers  who  were  out  in  Lead  were 
induced  by  him  to  join  the  ranks  of  the  strike- 
breakers and  were  brought  into  Butte  to  take 
our  men’s  places.  Acting  with  the  sanction 
of  Kerwin,  it  is  not  perhaps  to  be  wondered 
at  that  many  of  the  strikers  at  Lead  availed 
themselves  of  the  offer  and,  Judas-like,  ac- 
cepted the  pieces  of  silver  placed  at  their 
disposal  by  the  joint  action  of  the  copper 
trust  and  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners. 
I need  not  further  characterize  this  transac- 
tion, hor  further  refer  to  the  circumstances 
attending  the  .attempted  disruption  of  our 
Butte  local,  as  I am  sure  this  recital  is  suf- 
ficient to  convince  the  delegates  to  this  con- 
vention that  a most  brutal  wrong  has  been 
inflicted  on  the  men  of  our  craft  and  our 
organization  in  that  community. 

Every  effort  was  made  by  me  to  bring 
about  a settlement,  even  going  so  far  as  to 
order  the  men  back  to  work,  provided  that  no 
discrimination  should  be  practiced  against  the 
members  of  Local  No.  13S.  I even  went  so  far 
as  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  dues  in  the 
miners’  organization  by  all  members  of  our 
local  during  the  life  of  this  so-called  agreement. 
This  proposition  was  gladly  accepted  by  the 
officials  of  the  Amalgamated  Copper  Com- 
pany, but  to  my  utter  surprise  Mr.  Lowney 
and  his  associates  told  me  positively  in  the 
presence  of  the  general  manager  and  general 
council  of  the  copper  trust  that  certain  mem- 
bers of  our  local,  whom  he  did  not  hesitate  to 
name,  could  never  again  work  at  their  trade 
in  or  around  the  Butte  mines.  Of  course  I 
refused  to  have  anything  further  to  do  with 
such  an  organization  as  Lowney  declared  the 
miners  to  be,  and  I told  both  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  copper  trust  and  the  miners  we 
intended  to  resist  to  the  very  end  if  even 
one  *f  our  members  should  be  blacklisted. 
Recently  I attended  a meeting  of  the  executive 
council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  at  which  appeared  a 
committee  from  the  Western  Federation  of 
Miners,  which  included  Moyer  and  Lowney, 
seeking  admission  and  requesting  that  a char- 
ter be  granted  to  them  by  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor.  I was  there  to  protest 
against  any  such  privilege  being  extended  to 
them  until  they  had  agreed  to  recognize  our 
card  of  membership  in  and  around  the  mines. 

Whether  the  protest  then  entered  on  behalf 
of  our  organization  shall  be  of  any  avail  I do 
not  know.  I do  know,  however,  that  Presi- 
dent Moyer,  speaking  for  his  organization,  ad- 
vised President  Gompers  and  the  others  point 
blank  unless  they  were  given  jurisdiction  over 
the  engineers  there  could  be  no  affiliation  on 
their  part. 

That  they  have  applied  for  a charter  at  all 
and  especially  that  they  have  applied  for  it 
at  this  time  offers  convincing  proof  that  their 
experience  in  attempting  to  undo  Local  No. 
138  has  brought  home  to  the  minds  of  their 
officials  at  least  some  sense  of  the  inherent 
weakness  and  worthlessness  of  their  organi- 
zation, conducting  it  as  has  been  by  them 
thus  far.  The  meeting  in  question  was  with- 
out apparent  result,  save  that  a conference 
was  ordered  to  be  held  between  a committee 
from  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners,  a 
committee  from  the  executive  council  of  the 


A F.  uf  L.  and  committees  from  tb<“  other 
organizations  concerned.  t- 

I have  thus  fully  engaged  myself  li.  -ettlng 
forth  the  facts  of  this  case  to  the  convention 
because  I feel  that  it  represents  another  of 
the  many  obstacles  with  which  our  organiza 
tion  has  to  contend  in  the  effort  to  bring 
within  its  fold  all  deserving,  competent  mem- 
bers of  our  craft. 

The  fact  that  the  weapons  resorted  to  in 
the  endeavor  to  destroy  Local  No.  138  are 
those  in  greatest  favor  among  the  most  vici- 
ous and  remorseless  enemies  of  organized 
labor  proves  the  worthlessness  of  the  claim 
advanced  by  the  Western  Federation  of  Min- 
ers that  it  is  organized  for  the  promotion  of 
the  common  interests  of  the  laboring  masses. 
We  must  not  bow  down  before  this  double- 
headed monster  of  industrial  tyranny.  The 
decent  engineers  of  Butte  who  are  now  more 
than  ever  our  brothers,  because  of  the  crimes 
committed  against  them,  must  be  sustained  at 
every  hazard. 

Unfortunately  the  members  of  the  Butte 
local  deprived  themselves  of  strike  benefits 
by  tlTeir  action  on  going  on  strike  without 
permission,  but  at  the  same  time  the  General 
Executive  Board,  recognizing  the  justness  of 
their  contention,  contributed  $500.00  to  assist 
the  local  in  making  its  fight,  and,  in  my  opin- 
ion, still  additional  financial  assistance  should 
be  given. 

It  is  for  this  convention  to  say  what  shall 
be  done.  Speaking  for  myself,  whether  in 
the  character  of  an  executive  officer  or  an 
humble  member  of  our  organization,  I wish 
to  strongly  urge  that  this  fight  be  continued 
until  we  have  vindicated  our  right  to  have 
every  decent  engineer,  whether  working  in 
the  mines  or  elsewhere,  enter  our  organiza- 
tion and  secure  for  themselves  the  full  ben- 
efit of  their  membership  in  it,  without  fear  or 
favor. 

PORTABLE  ENGINEERS’  DIFFICULTY  IN 
NEW  YORK. 

For  a number  of  years  strife  existed  be- 
tween the  two  organizations  of  hoisting  en- 
gineers in  New  York,  and  at  several  suc- 
cessive conventions  grievances  submitted  by 
both  sides  to  the  controversy  were  considered. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  the  charter  of  the 
United  Portable  Engineers,  known  to  us  as 
No.  296,  was  revoked.  After  this  action  on 
the  part  of  a former  General  Executive  Board, 
the  strife  continued  as  before. 

It  is  needless  here  to  inquire  Into  the  strict 
right  or  wrong  of  the  controversy.  It  is  suf- 
ficient to  say  that,  through  the  intervention 
of  members  of  the  contesting  unions  and  with 
the  assistance  of  representatives  of  some 
other  building  trades,  the  matter  at  issue  was 
fully  threshed  out  in  a friendly  way  by  the 
parties  interested  and  with  the  result  that  an 
agreement  was  reached  between  the  two  or- 
ganizations. I am  glad  to  report  that  our 
former  local  No.  296  resumed  its  position  as  a 
local  of  our  International  body  and  is  now 
known  as  Local  No.  403.  Both  organizations 
have  representation  in  this  convention  who 
can  testify  that  this  settlement  has  been  of 
immense  benefit  to  the  hoisting  and  portable 
engineers  of  New  York  City. 

CHARTER  OF  LOCAL  No.  3 REVOKED. 

It  is  as  well  for  me  at  this  time  and  place 
to  bring  to  your  attention  a grave  difficulty 
that  presented  Itself  to  your  Executive  Offi- 
cers, and  which,  like  those  already  referred 
to,  caused  a great  deal  of  trouble. 

By  far  the  worst  feature  of  the  controversy 
arising  out  of  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of 
former  Local  No.  3.  of  Chicago,  by  its  offi- 
cers is  the  intense  bitterness  which  it  evoked 
among  the  officers  of  the  general  body.  For 
all  the  different  manifestations  of  that  bitter- 
ness which  have  been  brought  to  the  direct 
attention  of  the  members  I am  extremely 
sorry.  None  can  regret  more  intensely  than 
I that  such  a feeling  should  be  allowed  to 
come  Into  existence,  or,  being  in  existence, 
that  it  should  have  been  allowed  to  find  such 
unrestrained  expression  as  it  has  already 
found.  It  is  not  my  fault.  I did  everything 
in  my  power  to  keep  the  scandal  of  it  under 
foot,  but  I was  overruled. 

There  is  nothing  to  be  concealed  by  me  or 
those  of  my  official  associates  who  acted 
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with  me;  but  we  all  alike  felt  keenly  the 
Imprudence,  If  not  the  positive  shame  of  al- 
lowing our  Internal  disagreements  to  become 
matters  of  public  notoriety.  No  Incitement 
to  retaliation  has  been  sufficient  to  force  me 
Into  meeting  the  reckless  assaults  that  have 
been  made  against  my  character  as  an  official 
and  my  reputation  as  a man  by  any  response 
on  my  part. 

I said  then,  and  I say  now,  that  the  floor 
of  this  convention  represents  the  only  forum 
in  which  such  disagreements  should  find  full 
and  open  expression  within  the  rules  of 
decency  and  common  sense.  I am  here  in  the 
character  of  a duly  elected  delegate  to  defend 
my  conduct  as  an  official  of  this  organization. 
Disagreeable  as  it  is  to  me  to  refer  to  the  sub- 
ject at  all,  I deem  it  my  duty  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  delegates  to  a circular  addressed 
to  the  membership  by  our  First  Vice  Presi- 
dent in  which  he  has  thought  proper  to  lay 
the  charge  of  personal  cowardice  at  my  door 
in  dealing  with  the  Chicago  situation. 

Having  thus  disposed  of  the  personal  fea- 
tures of  that  controversy,  let  me  bripg  the 
subject  to  an  end  by  recalling  as  briefly  as 
possible  the  causes  that  made  it  imperative 
on  the  part  of  myself  and  those  of  my  asso- 
ciates who  acted  with  me  on  the  General 
Executive  Board  to  revoke  the  charter  of 
former  Local  No.  3,  of  Chicago,  and  the  re- 
sults which  followed  from  our  action. 

The  local  in  question  had  become  a scandal 
and  a menace  to  the  entire  membership  in 
Chicago  and  even  outside  of  it.  Its  affairs 
had  been  conducted  by  the  local  officers  with 
brutal  disregard  of  the  rights  of  the  body  of 
the  membership.  Violence  was  an  accepted 
weapon  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  and  their 
adherants  in  order  to  maintain  their  power. 
The  police  of  Chicago  had  to  be  ready  to  come 
at  their  beck  and  call  to  make  their  will  ef- 
fective in  controlling  the  union  and  its  affairs, 
and  had  been  invoked  to  do  so  when  the  oc- 
casion seemed  to  call  for  such  action.  Crim- 
inal fraud  of  the  most  glaring  kind  was  the 
accompaniment  of  violence  In  every  case.  As 
was  to  be  expected,  the  result  of  such  miscon- 
duct the  local  steadily  lost  in  membership. 
At  one  time  Local  No.  3 had  a membership 
of  3,500  members,  but  from  this  splendid 
numerical  strength  it  gradually  lost  member- 
ship and  prestige  until  at  the  time  their  char- 
ter was  revoked  this  local  was  paying  per- 
capita  tax  on  only  541  members. 

The  General  Executive  Board  has  been  ac- 
cused of  wantonly  destroying  one  of  the  larg- 
est locals  in  our  organization  and  to  have  per- 
sonally injured  the  prospects  of  our  movement 
in  the  second  largest  city  in  the  country.  The 
reverse  is  the  fach  as  the  records  show. 
There  are  today  in  Chicago  nine  active  locals 
and  with  the  auxiliary  to  Local  No.  69  mak- 
ing ten  active  unions  of  our  International 
body  and  with  a membership  far  exceeding 
what  it  was  at  the  time  the  charter  of  Local 
No.  3 was  revoked.  Our  records  will  show 
that  the  five  new  locals  built  on  the  ruins  of 
No.  3 have  a combined  membership  of  at  least 
twice  the  number  which  was  in  the  old  local 
at  the  time  the  charter  was  revoked.  I have 
been  blamed  for  not  acting  with  sufficient 
promptness  when  positive  proofs  were  placed 
in  my  possession  that  the  old  local  was  totally 
unfit  to  bear  the  name  of  our  International 
body,  and  on  the  other  hand  I have  been 
condemned  by  the  men  in  control  of  that 
local  and  their  friends  of  acting  too  hastily 
and  did  not  give  them  proper  opportunity  to 
be  heard.  Action  was  taken  just  as  soon  as 
the  General  Executive  Board  authorized  it  to 
be  taken  and  I believe  that  my  bitterest  ene- 
mies in  Chicago  and  elsewhere  will  admit 
that  I acted  promptly  and  effectively  when 
directed  to  do  so. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  was  first  directed  to  the  conditions  ex- 
isting in  Local  No.  3 during  an  Executive 
Board  meeting  which  was  held  in  Chicago, 
March,  1909.  The  board  meeting  at  that  time 
was  called  at  Peoria,  111.,  but  on  account  of  a 
controversy  then  existing  between  Local  No.  3 
and  Local  No.  69  the  meeting  was  adjourned 
in  Peoria  and  reconvened  in  Chicago  In  order 
to  more  fully  investigate  the  controversy  and 
to  more  readily  ascertain  the  facts.  During 
a session  of  the  board  a large  committee 
from  No.  3 appeared  before  the  General  Exec- 


utive Board  at  Its  session  at  the  Kalserhof 
hotel  and  stated  that  it  wanted  to  be  heard 
upon  the  grievances  which  a large  number  in 
Local  No.  3 had  against  the  officials  of  the 
locals  and  a certain  number  of  men  affiliated 
with  the  officers  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Local. 

The  members  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  told  the  committee  that  it  might  pre- 
sent its  grievances,  whereupon  this  commit- 
tee stated,  in  substance,  that  the  committee 
could  show  by  affidavits  that  the  present 
officials  of  Local  No.  3 had  been  illegally 
elected.  They  stated  that  all  the  elections 
held  in  recent  years  had  been  dishonestly 
conducted  and  in  total  disregard  of  the  laws 
for  the  government  of  local  unions  of  our  con- 
stitution. This  committee  stated  that  the  then 
officers  of  Local  No.  3 were  elected  by  means 
of  stuffing  the  ballot  box,  and  that  the  com- 
mittee was  prepared  to  prove  by  affidavits  as 
to  that  fact,  and  that  when  honest  members 
of  the  local  attempted  to  have  these  affairs 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  constitution 
and  protested  against  the  high-handed  and 
dishonest  methods  resorted  to  at  elections, 
that  fines  were  unjustly  imposed  upon  them 
and,  in  numerous  cases,  members  were  ex- 
pelled from  the  local  without  any  trial  what- 
ever and  in  violation  of  the  laws. 

After  hearing  the  above  statement  the 
General  Executive  Board  told  the  committee 
that  those  were  very  strong  charges  against 
a local,  or  its  officers,  by  its  members,  and 
that  before  they  made  them  a matter  of  rec- 
ord we  desired  that  they  should  consider  them 
fully  and  that  they  should  have  evidence  re- 
duced to  affidavits,  in  proof  of  the  same,  to 
which  the  committee  replied  that  they  had; 
that  they  were  ready  to  prove  every  charge 
made  against  No.  3 by  sworn  testimony. 

When  the  committee  retired,  the  General 
Executive  Board,  after  considering  the  mat- 
ter, instructed  me  to  get  legal  advice  as  to 
how  we  should  proceed  and  then  report  back 
to  the  board. 

Accordingly  upon  my  arrival  in  New  York  1 
immediately  consulted  Dennis  F.  O’Brien,  the 
attorney  who  so  successfully  conducted  all 
the  cases  we  have  had  in  court,  and  laid  this 
whole  matter  before  him.  Mr.  O’Brien  ad- 
vised that  the  General  Executive  Board 
should  send  a committee  to  Chicago  to  make 
a thorough  investigation  of  the  entire  situa- 
tion and  conduct  hearings  in  9rder  to  give 
both  sides  ample  opportunity  to  be  heard. 
Acting  upon  his  advice  I reported  back  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  and  recommended 
that  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  my- 
self be  instructed  to  go  to  Chicago  and  con- 
duct the  hearings  as  recommended  by  our 
attorney. 

The  General  Executive  Board  approved  of 
my  recommendation,  and  with  the  result  that 
Secretary  McKee  and  myself  met  in  Chicago 
about  June  2,  1909,  and  arranged  for  a hear- 
ing and  notified  all  the  interested  parties  to 
appear.  On  the  date  first  set  for  this  in- 
vestigation a large  delegation  from  Local  No. 
3.  composing  its  officers  and  members,  ap- 
peared at  the  Kaiserhof  hotel,  but  refused  to 
enter  the  room  where  a large  committee, 
composed  of  the  men  making  the  charges, 
were  seated.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the 
officials  of  Local  No.  3 left  no  course  open 
to  Secretary  McKee  and  myself  but  to  hear 
the  evidence  submitted  by  the  accusers.  Not 
wishing  to  take  any  advantage  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  No.  3.  we  decided  to  remain  in 
Chicago  two  days  longer  and  to  call  another 
meeting.  At  the  second  meeting  the  repre- 
sentatives of  Local  No.  3 appeared,  as  did 
the  representatives  of  the  other  side. 

The  committee  which  brought  the  charges 
against  the  officials  of  Local  No.  3 presented 
a large  number  of  affidavits  to  prove  that  the 
ballot  box  at  Local  No.  3’s  election  was  stuffed 
to  the  extent  of  150  illegal  ballots.  The  affi- 
davits were  to  the  effect  that  George  Goding. 
President  of  Local  No.  3,  proposed  the  scheme 
of  ballot  box  stuffing  to  several  members  who 
were  called  together  by  him  in  a caucus  to 
devise  a means  by  which  they  could  maintain 
control  of  the  local.  Goding  took  two  mem- 
bers, whose  affidavits  were  submitted,  to  the 
printer  and  that  Goding  ordered  200  additional 
ballots,  which  were  to  be  delivered  only  to 
three  members  who  are  named  in  the  affl- 


davits;  and  that  ana  sf  tha  members  named 
did  receive  the  ballots  from  the  printer  and 
delivered  them  to  another  member  of  Local 
No.  3 who  is  named  In  the  affidavit,  and  who 
in  turn  delivered  them  at  the  Unity  building 
to  another  member  also  named  In  the  affi- 
davit, who  made  affidavit  that  two  other 
memuers  and  himself  marked  the  200  ballots 
in  question  for  the  men  then  holding  office 
in  the  local,  and  delivered  them  to  another 
member  mentioned  in  the  affidavits,  who  de- 
livered 150  of  the  marked  ballots  to  three  of 
•the  judges  of  election  named  in  the  affidavits; 
that  the  remaining  fifty  marked  ballots  of  the 
200  were  destroyed  by  the  member  who  made 
this  affidavit,  and  that  two  members  and  the 
judges  of  election  mentioned  in  the  affidavit 
made  affidavit  also  that  they  deposited  the 
150  market  ballots  in  the  ballot  box  at  the 
election  of  Local  No.  3. 

I wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  dele- 
gates to  this  convention  to  another  matter 
connected  with  the  revocation  of  Local  No. 
3’s  charter.  Prior  to  the  date  of  all  the  diffi- 
culties recited  I called  on  George  Goding, 
President  of  ex-Local  No.  3,  in  regard  to  the 
new  contracts  which  his  local . was  then  try- 
ing to  make  with  the  brewers  of  Chicago, 
t.ocal  No.  3 had  entirely  disregarded  the  pro- 
visions of  our  constitution,  which  provides 
that  all  agreements  between  local  unions  and 
their  employers  must  have  the  approval  ot 
the  General  President.  It  was  brought  to  my 
attention  that  Local  No.  3 had  intended  to 
enter  into  new  agreements  with  the  brewery 
proprietors  covering  only  assistant  engineers, 
and  exempting  from  that  contract  the  ch,ief 
engineers,  I told  Mr.  Goding  that  it  was  the 
policy  of  our  organization  to  cover  all  men 
of  our  craft  in  the  breweries.  Mr.  Goding 
at  that  time  told  me  that  this  policy  of  our 
International  Union  would  be  strictly  adhered 
to,  but  notwithstanding  his  promise,  agree- 
ments were  made  by  ex-Local  No.  3 with  the 
employing  brewers  providing  that  only  as- 
sistant engineers  must  be  members  of  the 
union. 

At  the  hearing  conducted  by  Secretary  Mc- 
Kee and  myself  at  the  Kaiserhof  hotel,  and 
which  has  already  been  referred  to,  Mr.  God- 
ing denied  that  any  such  conversation  had 
ever  taken  place  between  him  and  I.  How- 
ever, Mr.  Goding  admitted  that  a contract 
had  been  entered  into  between  his  local  union 
and  the  brewery  employers  in  violation  of 
Section  9,  Article  XXI,  of  our  constitution. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  recite  all  the  facts 
in  connection  with  the  attitude  of  ex-Local 
No.  3 in  signing  the  agreements  referred  to, 
because  it  has  been  repeatedly  admitted  by 
the  officials  of  No.  3 that  these  contracts 
were  signed  in  total  disregard  of  the  present 
policy  of  the  International  Union  and  of  the 
instructions  of  the  national  officers. 

With  all  this  information  in  our  possession 
Secretary  McKee  and  myself  made  separate 
reports  to  the  General  Executive  Board  at  its 
meeting  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  Septem- 
ber, 1909.  This  entire  matter  was  considered 
by  the  board  and  with  the  result  that  it  was 
decided  to  revoke  the  charter  of  Local  No.  3. 
This  decision  also  provided  that  I should  pro- 
ceed to  Chicago  and  organize  the  stationary 
engineers  of  that  city. 

Acting  as  promptly  as  I possibly  could,  the 
decision  of  the  General  Executive  Board  was 
carried  into  effect  with  the  least  possible  de- 
lay. 

Immediately  upon  my  arrival  in  Chicago 
the  men  controlling  No.  3’s  affairs  went  into 
court  and  secured  a temporary  injunction 
against  me,  and  I was  therefore  restrained 
from  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the 
General  Executive  Board.  Through  our  at- 
torneys. Mr.  O’Brien  of  New  York  and  Judge 
Dunne  of  Chicago,  I presented  the  case  of  the 
general  organization  to  the  court,  and  se- 
cured a favorable  judgment  by  the  court  im- 
mediately and  directly  from  the  presiding 
judge  while  yet  on  the  bench,  dissolving  the 
injunction  which  left  me  free  to  carry  out 
the  instructions  of  the  General  Executive 
Board. 

With  the  consent  of  the  four  old  locals  in 
existence  I immediately  proceeded  to  organize 
five  new  looals  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  The 
success  of  my  efforts  in  this  direction  can 
best  be  judged  by  the  results  which  my  ac- 


tion has  produced,  I was  unable  to  get  pos- 
session of  the  charter,  seal  and  books  of 
Local  No.  3,  as  they  refused  to  give  up  the 
property.  The  local  joint  executive  board  of 
Chicago  contended  that  while  the  old  local 
retained  the  charter,  it  was  difficult  to  con- 
vince some  people  that  a new  order  of  things 
had  been  established  in  Chicago,  and  they 
agreed,  if  I would  go  after  the  property,  the 
local  joint  board  would  pay  all  expense  at- 
tached to  such  action.  I then  agreed  to  sue 
ex-Local  No.  3,  but  I am  sorry  to  say  the 
local  joint  board  did  not  see  fit  to  hire  our 
own  attorneys  and  with  the  result  that 
through  the  inexperience  of  the  lawyer  which 
they  had  in  the  case,  we  failed  to  get  final 
possession  of  the  charter,  seal,  etc.  The  judge 
of  the  municipal  court,  before  whom  the  case 
was  brought,  decided  against  us. 

I insisted  that  an  appeal  be  taken  imme- 
diately as  I was  advised  beforehand  by  our 
own  attorneys  that  the  case  can  be  won  for 
us  if  the  same  testimony  was  brought  out 
that,  was  presented  to  the  higher  court  in 
the  injunction  suit. 

I appointed  Brother  Sim  J.  Stevenson  as 
my  representative,  and  when  our  appeal  was 
entertained  the  charter,  seal,  etc.,  was  turned 
over  to  him  and  they  are  now  in  his  pos- 
session. It  is  now  for  this  convention  to  say 
what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  them. 

All  the  abuse  and  bluster  which  was  in- 
dulged in  has  proven  of  no  avail  whatever, 
and  I think  the  union  engineers  of  Chicago  are 
without  exception  perfectly  content  with  the 
results  which  have  been  produced.  And  1 
am  confident,  furthermore,  that  every  disin- 
terested delegate  in  this  convention,  convers- 
ant with  the  facts,  and  acting  without  prej- 
udice or  feeling,  will  agree  with  me  that  the 
best  that  could  be  done  for  the  general  organ- 
ization under  the  circumstances  was  done. 

ATTEMPT  TO  DEPOSE  THE  GENERAL 
PRESIDENT. 

Having  thus  set  forth  the  facts  directly  re- 
lating to  the  unfortunate  situation  in  Chicago, 
both  prior  to  and  after  the  intervention  of  the 
General  Executive  Board  in  trying  to  bring 
order  out  of  chaos  and  to  save  our  general 
body  both  in  Chicago  and  elsewhere  through- 
out the  country  against  the  resulting  injury 
and  disgrace,  I am  somewhat  unwillingly 
forced  to  bring  to  your  attention  some  addi- 
tional facts  bearing  upon  the  action  taken  in 
this  behalf.  I do  so  not  only  in  self-vindica- 
tion. but  because  those  facts  relate  vitally  to 
the  internal  concerns  of  our  organization,  and 
should  in  every  event  he  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  delegates  here  assembled 
and  to  the  mass  of  the  membership  of  our 
body. 

While  the  General  Executive  Board  was  en- 
gaged in  investigating  the  charges  made 
against  Local  No.  3.  I was  advised  that 
charges  had  been  brought  against  me  as  Gen- 
eral President  by  the  then  Local  No.  3 of 
Chicago.  My  official  knowledge  of  those 
charges  was  conveyed  to  me  through  the  fol- 
lowing communication,  from  the  First  Vice 
President:

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — 

Under  date  of  September  10  I received 
from  Secretary  McKee  what  is  known 
as  case  189,  which  are  charges  preferred 
against  you  by  Local  Union  No.  3 of  Chi- 
cago. According  to  Article  9 of  the  con- 
stitution, “in  case  charges  are  preferred 
against  the  General  President,  the  First 
Vice  President  shall  take  the  place  of 
the  General  President  on  the  General 
Executive  Board  while  charges  are  pend- 
ing.” You  will  readily  understand  that  ac- 
cording to  the  constitution  you  will  re- 
frain from  acting  officially  as  General 
President  until  charges  are  heard  and 
any  official  business  that  you  have  that 
needs  prompt  attention,  if  you  will  kindly 
refer  the  same  to  me  I will  give  it  my 
careful  consideration.  You  will  report 
time  and  meeting  place  to  be  selected 
later.  I am  writing  Secretary  McKee  to 
at  the  board  meeting  for  trial  on  Monday, 
September  20,  1909.  at  Washington,  D.  c., 
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notify  Local  No.  3 to  present  their  case 
at  that  time.  Respectfully  yours,

Acting  General  President. 
Article  S of  'the  constitution  on  which  "Act- 
ing General  President”  Huddell  based  his 
prompt  assumption  of  the  duties  of  the  posi- 
tion to  which  1 had  been  chosen  by  the  Phila- 
delphia convention  Is  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Duties  of  the  First  General  Vice  President. 

Section  1.  In  case  of  death,  removal 
or  resignation  of  the  General  President, 
the  First  General  Vice  President  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent as  set  forth  in  Article  VIII.  In 
case  charges  are  preferred  against  the 
General  President  the  First  General  Vice 
President  shall  take  the  place  of  the  Gen- 
eral President  on  the  General  Executive 
Board  while  charges  are  pending.  He 
shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  organ- 
izers in  his  district,  under  the  direction 
of  the  General  President. 

Of  course  I at  once  notified  First  Vice  Presi- 
dent Huddell  that  in  my  judgment  the  provi- 
sion of  the  constitution  above  quoted  did  not 
warrant  any  such  claim  as  he  put  forward. 
I pointed  out  to  him  my  reasons  for  so  be- 
lieving and  protested  against  his  discharge  of 
any  of  his  self-assumed  duties  as  Acting  Gen- 
eral President,  excepting  so  far  as  he  was  au- 
thorized to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  while  consider- 
ing the  charges  made  against  the  General 
President.  I had  not  been  removed,  and  I 
had  not  then  nor  have  I had  since  the  re- 
motest thought  of  either  dying  or  resigning. 
The  reading  of  the  communication  thus  ad- 
dressed to  Brother  Huddell  under  date  of  Sep- 
tember 17  would  take  up  to  much  of  your 
time  and  so  I attach  it  to  this  report. 

When  these  charges  came  before  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  at  Washington,  D.  C., 
the  question  at  once  arose  as  to  the  proper 
construction  of  the  term  of  Article  IX  in  con- 
nection with  the  claim  put  forward  by  the 
First  Vice  President,  and  it  was  agreed  by  all 
that  the  matter  should  be  submitted  for  opin- 
ion and  advise  to  the  law  firm  of  Ralston, 
Siddons  & Richardson  of  that  city  who  then,  I 
believe,  were  acting  as  legal  advisers  of  the 
officials  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

I attach  to  this  report  a full  copy  of  the 
opinion  presented  to  the  board  by  the  law 
firm  named.  In  order  to  save  time  I will 
only  quote  here  the  two  opening  sentences  of 
that  opinion,  as  follows: 

"Arguing  from  convenience  as  well  as 
from  a fair  construction  of  the  constitu- 
tion, it  seems  to  us  that  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent has  no  right  whatever  to  perform 
any  of  the  duties  of  the  President  merely 
because  charges  have  been  forwarded  by 
someone  to  the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, and  he  has  informed  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  board  by  letter  of  their  ex- 
istence. It  is  evidently  contemplated,  in 
our  opinion,  that  the  General  Executive 
Board  should  have  the  power  to  pass  upon 
charges  against  the  President,  but  it  may 
only  consider  such  charges  from  and  after 
the  bringing  of  them  in  due  form  before 
such  board.” 

On  my  withdrawal  from  the  chair  I again 
formally  protested  against  the  so-called 
charges  being  entertained.  On  their  face  they 
were  frivolous  and  designing  to  forestall  the 
action  which  by  that  time  had  become  plainly 
inevitable  on  the  part  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  as  the  result  of  the  scandalous 
state  of  affairs  which  had  so  long  been  main- 
tained in  the  organization  through  the  mis- 
conduct of  the  officers  of  the  then  Local  No. 
3,  and  which  had  long  been  under  considera- 
tion cf  the  General  Executive  Board. 

It  was  moved  by  a member  of  the  board 
“that  it  be  the  accepted  sense  of  this  board 
that  no  local  union  can  lawfully  prefer 
charges  under  the  provisions  of  the  constitu- 
tion against  the  official  conduct  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Executive  Board.”  That 
motion  was  ruled  out  of  order  and  appeal  was 
taken  from  the  decision  of  th«  chair,  which 
appeal  was  sustained  and  the  motion  was 
then  adopted. 

The  charges  brought  against  me  by  ex-

3.  Violating  his  obligation  by  advis- 
ing suspended  members  of  Local  No.  3 to 
disregard  the  laws  laid  down  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  local  unions,  particularly  Art. 

7,  Sec.  1 to  4,  inclusive. 

5.  Openly  attacking  and  criticizing  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor. 

6.  Opening  advising  that  the  constitu- 
tion adopted  at  Philadelphia  in  1908  be 
ignored. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  the  information  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board.

After  these  charges  had  been  disposed  of  by 
the  General  ExecuPve  Board  and  a resolu- 
tion adopted  revoking  the  charter  of  No.  3,  I 
was  then  instructed  by  the  board  to  proceed 
to  Chicago  and  undertake  the  organization 
of  such  new  locals  in  Chicago  as  might  be 
found  desirable  and  practicable. 

With  reference  to  the  charges  brought 
against  me  I wish  to  state  most  positively 
that  I am  ready  at  any  time  to  meet  any 
charges  brought  against  me  in  good  faith 
either  before  this  convention,  or  any  of  its 
committees  or  before  any  authority  whatever 
against  my  official  conduct  when  those 
charges  are  brought  in  good  faith ; but  I am 
not  willing  silently  to  submit  to  the  indignity 
of  having  charges  - made  against  me  which 
are  frivolous  on  their  face  or  are  brought  for 
the  malicious  personal  end  of  those  who  them- 
selves openly  defy  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  body.  If  for  any  cause  a local  union 
desires  ,to  bring  charges  against  a national 
officer  and  these  charges  must  be  entertained 
by  the  General  Executive  Board,  there  is  noth- 
ing to  prevent  any  local  union  about  to  be 
disciplined  from  bringing  charges  against 
every  national  officer  known  to  be  unfriendly 
to  it  and  thereby  prevent  any  action  what- 
ever from  being  taken. 

I will  close  this  painful  subject  by  calling 
attention  to  the  further  fact  that  the  Chicago 
Federation  of  Labor  fully  concurred  in  the 
action  taken  by  your  Executive  Officers 
against  the  former  Local  No.  3 of  that  city, 
and.  furthermore,  that  through  the  action  of 
the  champions  of  the  offending  local  and  after 
the  fullest  consideration  of  the  facts  by  one  of 
its  committee  the  last  convention  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor,  held  at  Toronto. 
Ont.,  also  placed  itself  on  record  on  the  sub- 
ject of  declaring  that  the  action  taken  by 
your  general  officers  against  the  local  in  ques- 
tion had  been  taken  wholly  in  accordance 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  our  body. 

THE  OFFICIAL  JOURNAL. 

In  my  report  to  the  Milwaukee  convention 
T had  this  to  say  in  referring  to  our  officia1 
publication: 

"It  seems  proper  for  me  to  express  the 
conviction  which  I entertain  that  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
should  itself  publish  and  circulate  the  In- 
ternational Steam  Engineer.  I have  been 
led  to  this  conclusion  after  careful 
thought.  I can  see  no  reason  why  anv 
tudividual  outside  the  ranks  of  our  or- 
ganisation, much  less  any  corporation. 


should  be  entrusted  with  the  work  so  Im- 
portant and  having  so  serious  a bearing 
on  the  welfare  of  this  body  as-  the  pub- 
lication of  its  official  organ.  - ' 

“By  doing  so  we  invite  trouble  for  our- 
selves and  our  movement.  We  thereby 
introduce  a foreign  and  possibly  a dis- 
cordant element  into  our  very  midst.  We 
entrust  an  outsider  with  the  conduct  of 
the  most  powerful  influence  we  possess 
for  our  own  protection  and  advancement. 
We  act  against  a principle  fundamental 
in  union  organizations  in  farming  out  our 
official  mouth-piece.  We  leave  it  in  the 
power  of  somebody  else,  of  whose  opin- 
ions or  sympathies  we  know  nothing,  to 
say  what  shall  and  what  shall  not  ap- 
pear in  the  only  printed  publication  au- 
thorized to  speak  for  us.  I believe  the 
time  has  come  when  we  should  decide 
to  take  control  of  our  own  official  organ. 
We  can  do  so,  in  my  judgment,  with 
more  advantage  to  ourselves  and  our 
cause,  and  with  at  least  equally  satisfac- 
tory results  financially.” 

My  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the 
convention,  and  when  the  contract  with  the 
publishing  corporation  expired,  the  journal 
became  the  property  of  our  International  body 
and  has  since  that  time  been  published  and 
circulated  under  the  direction  of  your  own 
officers. 

At  the  Philadelphia  convention  I pointed 
out  the  tremendous  difficulties  which  con- 
fronted the  management  of  our  journal.  Every 
device  of  law  that  could  possibly  be  thought 
of  was  exhausted  by  those  who  tried  to  keep 
control  of  it,  and-  by  their  friends  and  allies 
even  in  our  own  ranks.  The  manager  and 
your  other  officers  had  to  battle  against  the 
treason  of  our  own  members.  It  was  shown 
our  enemies  kept  on  maligning  our  organiza- 
tion and  trying  to  kill  the  journal,  and  they 
did  succeed  in  depriving  it  of  advertising  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  was  impossible  to  make 
it  a success  financially. 

I think  I express  the  opinion  of  every  dele- 
gate present  as  well  as  our  entire  member- 
ship when  I say  that  from  the  very  first  is- 
sue, published  by  our  late  manager,  to  the 
current  number,  our  journal  has  been  a first- 
class  trades  union  publication,  which  it  never 
pretended  to  be  while  it  was  in  the  hands  of 
the  New  Jersey  corporation. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  sadness  I am  com- 
pelled at  this  time  to  refer  to  the  death  of 
our  late  friend  and  brother,  Frank  B.  Mon- 
aghan. As  you  already  know,  he  passed  away 
May  6,  1909.  It  is  fitting  that  some  reference 
should  be  made  to  the  memory  of  the  man 
who  fought  such  a splendid  battle  against 
tremendous  odds  in  maintaining  our  official 
journal  through  that  trying  period. 

I have  no  hesitation  in  expressing  my  per- 
sonal belief  that  no  man  in  our  ranks  was 
better  qualified  than  he  to  shape  the  policy  of 
our  journal.  He  never  faltered.  He  backed 
his  opinions  by  his  actions,  and  when  propo- 
sitions were  made  to  him  to  change  or  modify 
the  advanced  trade  union  position  which  he 
took  as  manager  and  editor,  he  never  hesi- 
tated, but  continued  to  publish  the  good 
straight  union  doctrine,  although  he  knew  at 
all  times  this  course  injured  its  advertising 
pages. 

He  was  one  of  those  staunch  characters  in 
our  movement  that  have  worked  a revolution 
in  industrial  life  through  the  agency  of  or- 
ganized labor  during  this  generation.  He 
labored  without  the  hope  of  any  reward,  and 
when  he  passed  away  he  left  nothing  behind 
him  except  a record  of  loyalty  to  his  fellow- 
man  and  to  the  organization  he  loved  so  well. 
We  should  all  rejoice  that  such  a character 
had  sprung  from  the  ranks  of  our  craft,  and 
we  should  remember  that  all  he  sacrificed  and 
was  willing  to  do,  was  done  for  the  good  of  all 
of  us,  and  we  should  rejoice  in  the  opportun- 
ity to  do  soemthing  now  in  reverence  of  his 
memory. 

The  movement  has  been  started  by  his 
friends  and  neighbors  in  Boston  to  erect  a 
monument.  It  is  in  every  way  a commend- 
able one,  and  I wish  to  express  the  hope 
that  this  convention  will  not  adjourn  until 
something  la  done  in  a substantial  way  to 
assist  this  movement  to  perpetuate  his 
memory. 


Immediately  upon  the  death  of  our  late 
Brother  Monaghan,  First  Vice  President  Hud- 
dell  was  appointed  temporary  manager  of  the 
journal.  Three  months  later  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  decided  to  consolidate  the  office 
of  the  journal  and  that  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent purely  as  a matter  of  economy,  It  was 
found  that  the  journal  was  costing  the  In- 
ternational body  about  $250.00  each  month  in 
addition  to  the  receipts  from  advertising, 
which  was  a serious  drain  on  our  resources. 
The  General  Executive  Board  decided  that  by 
consolidating  the  two  offices  a saving  could 
be  made  in  rent  and  office  expenses  and  that 
by  dispensing  with  a journal  manager  his 
salary  of  $150.00  per  month  could  also  be 
saved.  The  journal  was,  therefore,  moved 
from  Boston  to  New  York  City  and  placed  in 
my  office,  and  instructions  given  to  me  to  act 
as  its  manager  and  editor.  Upon  taking 
charge  of  its  affairs,  I decided  to  reduce  the 
expenses  in  every  way  possible,  and  did  suc- 
ceed in  bringing  the  cost  of  publication  to 
about  the  amount  received  from  advertising 
the  first  month  the  journal  was  published 
from  my  office.  From  that  time  until  the 
present  I had  no  trouble  in  not  only  making 
the  journal  pay  for  itself,  but  I am  glad  to 
say  that  it  is  now  being  issued  with  a profit 
of  about  $150.00  per  month  to  the  organiza- 
tion. 

The  General  Executive  Board  entered  Into 
a contract  with  Brother  R.  G.  Moser,  giving 
him  full  control  of  the  advertising  depart- 
ment of  the  journal,  and  it  is  largely  through 
his  efforts  the  deficit  of  $250.00  a month  has 
been  changed  to  a profit  of  $150.00  a month, 
making  a difference  to  our  International  or- 
ganization of  approximately  $400.00  a month. 

As  a detailed  report  will  be  submitted  to 
you,  covering  the  affairs  of  our  official  pub- 
lication, it  is  not  necessary  for  me  at  this 
time  to  further  refer  to  it. 

INDUSTRIAL  AND  POLITICAL  CONDI- 
TIONS. 

Business  conditions  have,  as  we  all  know, 
been  much  improved  and  promise  to  continue 
favorable,  since  an  end  was  reached  of  the 
deplorable  panic  which  prevailed  for  some- 
time during  1907.  Employment  is  not  hard 
to  find  any  longer,  and  most  of  our  members, 
I am  happy  to  say,  are  actively  at  work. 

Notwithstanding  the  favorable  conditions 
prevailing  in  industrial  life — conditions  which 
of  themselves  must  naturally  promote  good 
feeling  between  employers  and  employes— it 
is  a notable  fact  that  the  organized  enemies 
of  union  labor  still  maintain  their  purpose  to 
destroy  our  movement  and  to  re-establish  the 
conditions  which  existed  before  the  advent  of 
the  unions  in  the  world  of  industry/  They 
are  as  powerful  and  as  unscrupulous  as  they 
ever  were,  and  show  that  their  undertaking  is 
financed  by  those  who  are  able  in  any  crisis 
to  control  public  and  private  wealth  alike  in 
the  accomplishment  of  their  undertakings. 

It  is  gratifying  to  say  however,  that  no- 
where except  in  the  newly  developed  centers 
of  industry  is  their  activity  of  much  avail. 
Where  our  unions  are  young,  and  industrial 
development  in  its  earlier  stages,  they  keep 
up  their  active  warfare.  This  is  especially 
true  of  the  Pacific  coast  cities  outside  of  San 
Francisco.  There  industrial  development  is 
in  the  formative  stage  and  new  industries  are 
being  established  to  meet  the  great  inpour  of 
population  into  that  section  which  we  see  in 
progress  every  day.  In  Los  Angeles,  Port- 
land, and  Seattle  their  activity  is  most  not- 
able; and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  all 
cases  where  trouble  exists  the  recognized  local 
commercial  bodies  show  the  greatest  willing- 
ness to  take  sides  against  the  unions  and 
their  members  and  to  do  everything  possible 
to  destroy  them.  In  many  cases,  too,  I feel 
sorry  to  point  out,  the  local  authorities  show 
a willingness  to  side  with  the  employers 
against  the  men,  whenever  such  a course  is 
at  all  thought  safe. 

The  promoters  of  all  this  strife  and  tur- 
moil are  known  as  the  officers  and  active 
agents  of  the  American  Manufacturers’  Asso- 
ciation, who  are  put  forward  to  do  their  work 
mostly  by  the  big  Interests  in  their  battle  for 
cheap  labor.  To  the  activity  of  these  men  is 
due  the  fact  that  the  prison  doors  stood  for  a 
long  time  on  well-oiled  hinges  at  the  national 
capital,  ready  to  open  and  cl  see  behind  the 
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principal  officers  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  as  convicted  criminals.  But  for 
some  reason  which  most  of  us  will  probably 
never  understand  the  activities  of  this  gentry 
in  the  courts  in  the  notorious  Buck’s  Stove 
& Range  case  came  suddenly  to  a close  and 
the  offensive  concern  conceded  all  our  claims 
and  established  union  conditions  and  discon- 
tinued the  law  proceedings  which  had  up  to 
that  time  been  conducted  by  them  with  such 
signal  success. 

These  are  the  same  men  or  their  successors, 
representatives  of  another  phase  of  the  strike- 
breaking industry,  who  appeared  before  the 
platform  committees  of  the  two  great  political 
parties  in  their  last  national  conventions  and 
demanded  that  all  aid  and  comfort  should  be 
withheld  from  the  unions  and  their  members 
in  the  formulation  of  principles  on  which  these 
parties  presented  themselves  to  the  American 
people  for  their  suffrages.  Whatever  any  of 
us  may  think  of  those  platforms  or  of  the 
parties  which  framed  them,  we  can  indulge  in 
no  misunderstanding  whatever  as  to  the  re- 
sult of  the  last  presidential  election  so  far  as 
concerns  the  demands  of  labor.  Organized 
labor  was  not  really  in  the  fight  at  any  time. 
The  Democratic  party  with  which  we  allied 
ourselves  was  beaten  ingloriously,  and  all  out 
activity  came  to  naught. 

The  sequel  has  been  plainly  visible  in  the 
councils  of  the  nation  ever  since.  Congress 
has  contemptuously  ignored  every  demand 
made  in  the  name  of  organized  labor,  and 
has  deliberately  refused  to  remove  the  ban 
put  upon  our  movement  when  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  declared  that  the 
unions  came  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Sherman  anti-trust  law  and  were  in  their 
nature  criminal  conspiracies. 

The  president  of  the  United  States  made 
himself  openly  the  bitterest  kind  of  a par- 
tisan and  overstepped  all  the  recognized  re- 
straints of  his  high  office  in  his  efforts  to 
have  the  stamp  of  lawlessness  thus  put  on  our 
movement  still  remain  there.  He  succeeded, 
too,  for  were  it  not  for  his  unconstitutional 
and  undignified  attitude  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  Congress  would  never  have  dared 
to  commit  itself  as  it  did.  And  like  all  the 
others  who  do  wrong  to  our  cause,  the  wrong 
was  done  by  him  as  the  avowed  friend  of  our 
movement  seeking  to  protect  it  against  itself. 
But  friendship  and  protection  of  that  char- 
acter our  people  have  long  since  learned  to 
value  at  their  true  worth;  and  they  will  re- 
ceive from  us  just  the  consideration  they 
merit  when  the  opportunity  presents  itself 
to  show  in  what  regard  we  hold  them. 

It  has  been  thus  made  plain  to  even  the 
poorest  politicians  among  us,  it  seems  to  me, 
that  our  former  program  of  political  conduct 
has  proven  itself  to  be  of  no  avad  whatever, 
and  that  it  is  now  up  to  us  to  decide  and 
formulate  another  and  a different  program  for 
future  presidential  elections  which  will  con- 
tinue to  leave  us  independent  of  any  and  all 
existing  parties  and  at  liberty  to  favor  or 
oppose  any  of  them  as  the  occasion  may  call 
tor.  I know  little  about  politics,  but  1 would 
be  altogether  a political  dunce  if  I did  not 
recognize  the  fact  that  the  masses  of  the 
laboring  people  of  the  country  in  the  last 
presidential  election  did  not  co-operate  with 
the  unions  in  that  contest  or,  indeed,  I do  not 
try  to  conceal  my  belief  that  the  men  of  the 
unions  themselves  did  not  prove  true  to  the 
policy  which  was  accepted  everywhere 
throughout  the  country  as  the  chosen  course 
of  organized  labor. 

We  are  now  engaged  in  a most  important 
congressional  election,  which  will  go  a long 
way  to  determine  the  result  of  the  succeeding 
presidential  election.  Surely  we  must  prove 
to  our  enemies,  as  well  as  to  our  friends,  in 
those  individual  contests,  that  organized  la- 
bor cannot  with  impunity  be  treated  with  the 
contempt  that  the  dominant  party  and  its 
principal  representatives  in  national  offices 
have  bestowed  upon  us. 

Whatever  course  we  may  pursue  In  the  next 
presidential  election,  our  course  in  this  con- 
gressional campaign  is  plain.  We  must,  as 
Individual  voters,  unite  in  making  good  the 
pledge  of  our  last  declaration  of  political 
principles — by  defeating  our  enemies  and  re- 
warding our  friends  in  any  and  every  con- 


gressional district  in  which  a contest  is  in 
progress. 

And  when  the  next  presidential  election 
comes  around  I want  it  understood  with  ref- 
erence to  myself  that  there  is  no  program  too 
radical  and  no  line  of  conduct  too  aggressive 
to  receive  my  best  efforts  to  carry  it  10  a 
successful  conclusion  in  the  effort  to'make  the 
demands  of  organized  labor  respected  as  they 
should  be  and  as  they  are  respected  today  in 
every  European  country  where  even  any  ap- 
proach at  all  to  representative  institutions  is 
maintained. 

JURISDICTION  DISPUTES, 
a few  isolated  cases  we  have  had  some 
difficulty  with  the  electricians,  elevator  con- 
structors and  the  bridge  and  structural  iron 
workers. 

In  San  Francisco,  Local  No.  77  of  the 
Bridge  and  Structural  Iron  Workers,  has  held 
within  its  membership  a number  of  engineers.

the  International  Longshoremen,  as  is  well 
known  have  always  had  engineers  in  their  or- 
ganization and  in  a conference  with  the  presl- 
, n.f  ot  that  organization  he  told  me  very 
plainly  that  they  intended  to  keep  the  engi- 
neers and  wherever  possible  organize  more  of 
them  on  the  water  fronts.  In  this  behalf  I 
wish  to  report  that  the  longshoremen’s  organ- 
ization of  engineers  in  New  York  City  has 
applied  to  our  organization  for  a charter  and 
state  that  if  it  should  be  granted  ’ they

„ u-  in  n?  better  way  bring  this  report, 
which  has  extended  far  beyond  the  space  in- 
tended for  it,  to  a close  than  by  again  direct- 
ing the  attention  of  the  convention  to  the  su- 
preme necessity  of  greater  facilities  for  or- 
ganization than  now  exist.  We  ought  to  have 
a competent  corps  of  organizers  in  the  field 
all  (lie  year  through  and  in  every  part  of  the 
country  where  our  organization  either  has  no 
existence  or  is  beset  by  scab  opposition  as 
well,  as  in  the  large  centers  where  the  main- 
tenance of  existing  locals  needs  to  be  pro- 
tected and  sustained.  1 

We  all  at  one  time  or  another  indulge  our- 
seiyes  in  the  hope  that  one  day  the  different 
divisions  of  our  craft  may  be  organized  in 
one  grand  whole.  Until  that  event  is  real- 
ized—as  far  off  as  it  now  seems— we  can  never 
hope  to  see  the  engineer  occupy  the  position 


!n  industrial  society  which  his  training  and 
skill  entitles  him  to  hold.  There  is  really  no 
reason  for  several  separate  branches  of  our 
calling  such  as  now  exists.  All  branches  of 
the  trade,  such  as  the  locomotive  engineers, 
the  marine  engineers,  stationary  engineers  and 
the  portable  engineers,  should  all  belong  to  a 
common  body.  If  they  understand  their  true 
interests  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  any 
one  to  point  out  the  need  as  it  actually  ex- 
ists. I am  happy  to  say  that  since  the  last 
invention  some  considerable  advance  has 
'>een  made,  even  in  a partial  way,  in  that  di- 
rection. We  have  been  able  to  bring  within 
our  fold  unions  of  our  marine  brothers,  and  if 
we  had  the  facilities  or  anything  like  them, 
T.  believe  that  we  could  soon  bring  within  the 
fold  of  our  organization  every  marine  engineer 
who  makes  his  livelihood  on  the  high  seas  or 
on  the  great  lakes. 

That  the  line  of  division  between  the  men 
of  our  organization  and  the  men  who  operate 
the  great  locomotives  on  the  steam  railways 
is  a broad  one  I do  not  pretend  to  ignore.  To 
most  of  us  it  must  seem  impossible  at  this 
time,  considering  the  past  and  present  cir- 
cumstances, to  bring  the  men  of  that  division 
of  our  common  calling  into  affiliation  and  co- 
operation with  us.  Still  it  is  far  from  im- 
possible; and,  visionary  as  it  may  seem,  1 
hope  that  the  men  of  that  division  of  the 
craft  will  be  one  day  educated  out  of  the 
false  and  pernicious  view  of  their  rights  ana 
interest  as  wage-earners  which  has  been 
forced  on  them  in  the  past.  If  ever  that  day 
dawns  it  will  become  inevitable  that  they  will 
be  found  in  the  same  union  fold  as  their  ma- 
rine, stationary  and  portable  brothers. 

But,  for  all  present  purposes  at  least,  we 
have  to  do  with  the  conditions  which  attend 
the  task  of  bringing  into  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  all  the 
skilled  members  of  the  craft,  whose  work  it 
in  neither  of  the  two  directions  mentioned.  It 
has  always  appeared  to  me  little  less  than 
pitiable  that  so  many  good  men  of  our  branch 
of  the  craft  should  be  made  to  occupy  toward 
our  movement  the  position  they  do. 

The  least  thoughtful  engineer  in  this  coun- 
try who  operates  a stationary  plant  under- 
stands thoroughly  that  until  we  are  able  to 
embrace  in  our  membership  the  bulk  of  skilled 
men  composing  it  and  exclude  the  steadily  in- 
creasing supply  of  unskilled  and  irresponsible 
characters  that  are  trying  to  break  into  the 
calling,  and  too  often  succeeding,  we  must 
fight  an  uphill  fight.  Certain  organizations 
which  exist,  composed  of  the  men  of  our 
trade,  such  as  the  National  Association  of 
Steam  Engineers  and  others  that  I might 
name,  are  pure  and  simple  mere  tenders  to 
the  needs  and  wishes  of  the  employers,  and 
their  members  are  made  to  play  the  role  of 
industrial  hessians  towards  our  great  move- 
ment. But  that  fact  should  not  dishearten 
us.  We  should  keep  steadily  in  mind  that 
there  are  thousands  of  decent  men  in  those 
organizations  who  would  join  us  if  they 
thought  they  would  not  suffer  any  serious 
disadvantage,  and  we  should  never  lessen  our 
efforts  to  bring  them  into  our  organization. 

Engineers  generally,  I am  satisfied,  are 
being  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers  is  the 
only  organized  body  that  can  do  anything 
substantial  to  help  them  on  the  way  to  im- 
prove conditions  of  employment.  Other  engi- 
neers’ organizations,  framed  on  other  lines, 
have  without  exception  failed  in  their  under- 
taking along  such  lines.  Hence  it  is  that  the 
movement  has  become  unmistakable  among 
the  more  enlightened  and  self-respecting 
members  towards  our  ranks. 

I have  tried  in  the  past  to  bring  into  our 
body  those  members  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Stationary  Engineers,  and  other  like 
organizations  who  are  waking  up  to  the  real- 
ities of  the  situation.  At  this  moment  I be- 
lieve Ihe  organization  named  is  holding  its 
convention  in  another  city.  As  one  step  in 
the  direction  mentioned.  I have  prepared  and 
forwarded  to  the  president  of  that  body  a 
communication,  a copy  of  which  will  be  found 
attached  to  this  report,  urging  upon  that  offi- 
cial the  palpable  truth  that  if  the  men  of  our 
craft  generally  are  to  be  able  to  enforce  liv- 
ing conditions  for  themselves  during  the  life- 
time of  this  generation  it  will  be  necessary  for 


them  to  get  together  In  one  strong  organiza- 
tion, and  get  together  quick.  I don’t  know 
whether  that  action  of  mine  will  bear  any 
good  fruit.  It  may  not;  and,  of  course,  it  will 
not  as  long  as  the  mass  of  the  members  of 
that  organization  are  content  with  the  incre- 
ment of  good  which  comes  to  them  as  to  all 
other  non-unionists  through  the  labors  and 
sacrifices  of  the  members  of  unions  like  ours 
or  as  long  as  they,  or  the  body  they  represent, 
sees  fit  to  lean  on  the  weak  and  broken  reed 
of  the  employers’  natural  sense  of  justice.  As 
has  been  well  said  in  a recent  issue  of  our  offi- 
cial journal:  “God  helps  the  men  who  can 

help  themselves,  and  God  help  the  men  who 
can  not  or  will  not.” 

Feeling  that  the  delegates  here  assembled 
will  meet  as  they  should  the  many  difficulties 
which  confront  our  organization  and  dis- 
charge to  the  best  advantage  all  the  responsi- 
bilities that  the  membership  has  placed  on 
them,  I have  only  to  add  the  expression  of 
my  sincere  and  lasting  thanks  for  the  great 
honors  done  me  by  my  brothers  and  to  ask 
their  kindness  and  forebearance  on  account  of 
the  many  directions  in  which  I have  failed  to 
meet  even  my  own  expectations.  This  I 
know  they  will  extend  to  me  because  those  of 
them  who  know  me  personally,  know  that  I 
have  given  the  best  that  is  in  me  to  the  ef- 
fort to  serve  the  organization  faithfully,  even 
if  not  as  well  as  they  or  I would  like.

ORGANIZATION. 

The  last  convention  took  steps  to  pro- 
vide for  more  revenue  for  the  general  or- 
ganization and  raised  the  per -c'apita  tax  to 
twenty  cents  per  member.  For  a consid- 
erable time  after  the  application  of  the  in- 
crease of  per  capita  tax,  the  general  income 
of  the  organization  was  not  materially  in- 
creased, that  is  to  say,  the  amount  derived 
from  the  increased  per  capita  tax  was  not 
in  excess  of  twenty-five  per  cent  .more  than 
the  money  formerly  received,  while  the  per 
capita  tax  had  been  doubled.  There  were 
a large  number  of  suspensions  and  rein- 
statements, regularly.  It  is  not  my  pur- 
pose to  say  that  there  was  any  deliberate 
plan  in  this  matter.  It  was  plain  to  be  seen 
that  something  had  to  be  done,  so  that  the 
sense  of  the  convention  would  be  carried 
out,  and  that  the  general  organization 
would  receive  more  revenue;  consequently, 
the  matter  was  taken  up  at  a Board  meet- 
ing and  it  was  decided  that  the  Local  Un- 
ions would  have  to  pay  back  per  capita  tax 
upon  their  reinstated  members.  The  appli- 
cation of  this  rule  has  resulted  in  our  hav- 
ing collected  some  $1,184.50  back  per  capita 
tax. 

You  will  readily  realize,  as  I do,  that 
there  is  no  general  rule  that  can  be  made 
that  will  fit  all  cases.  The  ruling  was 
made  primarily  to  take  care  of  the  apparent 
systematic  suspension  and  reinstatement  of 
members  and  to  collect  the  legitimate  per 
capita  tax  that  was  due  to  the  organiza- 
tion. It  was  to  cover  the  reinstatements  of 
a period  of  two,  three  and  four  and  prob- 
ably six  months’  -duration.  It  was  realized 
that  the  Local  Union  would  collect  the  back 
dues,  while  as  a matter  of  fact,  the  Inter- 
national was  losing  per  capita  tax. 

In  the  application  of  this  ruling,  how- 
ever, a number  of  circumstances  foreign  to 
the  idea  held  when  the  ruling  was  made, 
have  arisen,  and  I feel  there  is  quite  a 
little  back  percapita  tax  that  has  been  col- 
lected that  should  rightfully  be  returned  to 
some  of  the  Local  Unions;  for  instance,  we 
have  collected  back  per  capita  tax  from 
members  who  were  reinstated,  that  were 
suspended  for  a period  of  from  one  year  to 
four  years. 

My  position  in  the  matter  was,  a ruling 
had  been  made  by  the  General  Executive 
Board  and  it  was  not  in  my  province  to 
place  any  interpretation  or  to  make  any  al- 
lowances, whatever;  I have  fully  explained 
my  position  to  the  Local  Unions  in  this 
matter,  in  so  far  as  I know,  and  with  one 
or  two  exceptions,  the  explanation  as  to 
my  part  in  the  matter  has  been  satisfac- 
tory. 

I recommend  that  some  action  be  taken 
by  this  convention,  whereby  the  action  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  be  approved 
of  and  some  specific  time  set  from  which  to 
ante-date  for  collecting  back  per  capita  tax. 
This  is  simply  as  a matter  of  fairness  and 
to  get  our  records  straightened  out.  The 
amount  of  money  involved  will  not  be  a 
very  large  amount. 

I further  recommend  that  the  convention 
'ake  some  action  whereby  the  International 
Union  will  receive  its  pro  rata  share  of  all 
moneys  received  by  the  Local  Unions,  as 
provided  for  in  the  constitution,  that  is  to 
*ay,  where  the  Local  Union  has  collected 
'he  back  dues,  the  International  Union  is 
entitled  to  its  back  per  capita  tax.  This 
may  be  done  by  changing  the  constitution 
where  it  says,  “The  books  and  stamps  shall 
be  furnished  free  of  cost,’’  and  then,  by 
making  provision  for  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary to  purchase  the  stamps.  The  stamp 
value  to  be  the  amount  of  money  set  forth 
for  per  capita  tax,  as  the  stamp  is  the  of- 
ficial receipt  for  dues,  for  every  stamp  used 
the  International  gets  its  pro  rata  share  of 
the  dues. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  filed  with 
me  an  appeal  to  this  convention  against  the 
collecting  of  this  back  per  capita  tax. 

During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been 
a slight  gain  in  membership,  or,  to  be  spe- 
cific, the  records  show  a gain  in  the  two 
years  of  317  members.  While  this  is  not 


as  much  as  in  former  years,  the  fact  that 
we  have  held  our  own  materially  is  indica- 
tive of  the  permanency  of  our  organization. 
There  is  as  yet  a large  field  to  be  organ- 
ized and  with  improved  methods  in  organ- 
izing, greater  results  will  show  in  the  near 
future. 

For  some  time  past,  there  have  been  a 
number  of  requests  for  an  Official  Button 
of  a smaller  size  than  the  one  now  in  use. 
Inasmuch  as  the  present  Button  was 
adopted  by  the  New  York  convention,  and 
its  size  specified,  I did  not  feel  that  I was 
authorized  to  procure  a button  of  smaller 
dimensions. 

I therefore  submit  this  matter  to  you  tor 
your  consideration. 

The  question  of  the  quality  of  the  mem- 
bership book  as  at  present  in  use  has  arisen 
time  and  again.  At  a former  convention  i 
submitted  a sample  and  prices  on  a leather- 
bound  book.  The  provision  in  the  constitu- 
tion for  the  furnishing  of  membership 
books  free  of  cost  prohibits  the  use  of  a 
much  more  expensive  book  than  the  one 
now  in  use,  because  of  the  cost  to  the  or- 
ganization. 

As  the  question  has  arisen  I deem  it  ad- 
visable to  submit  the  matter  to  you. 

During  the  past  two  years  there  were 
268  deaths,  584  withdrawals,  and  892  expul- 
sions. 

There  was  expended  during  the  past 
term  of  two  years  $6,691.92  for  organizing. 
For  assisting  Local  Unions,  $1,232.91.

DEFENSE  FUND 

The  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  convention  rear- 
ranged our  methods  of  maintaining  a De- 
fense Fund  and  directed  that  thereafter  a 
percentage  of  the  per  capita  tax  should  be 
appropriated  for  Defense  Fund  purposes. 

As  a basis  for  a Defense  Fund,  it  decided, 
that  four  assessments  of  twenty-five  cents 
each  should  be  levied  against  the  various 
Local  Unions  having  in  trust  the  former  De- 
fense Fund,  all  of  which  has  been  done. 

The  amount  of  money  collected  from  the 
four  assessments,  as  above,  was  $14,404.41. 

STRIKES  AND  LOCKOUTS 

During  the  past  two  years,  strikes  and 
lockouts  were  prevalent.  It  is  with  a sense 
of  gratification,  that  I am  able  to  report 
to  you,  there  were  but  few  instances  in 
which  we  suffered  a loss. 

The  most  serious  of  the  strikes  were:  at 
Bedford,  Ind;,  in  the  Quarries;  the  strike 
at  Los  Angeles,  Cal.  in  the  Breweries,  which 
is  still  pending,  and  the  strike  in  Butte, 
Mont.,  the  controversy  with  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners. 

The  strike  at  Bedford,  Ind.,  was  not  sup- 
ported from  the  Defense  Fund.  There  was 
however,  $300.00  appropriated  from  the 
general  fund  and  permission  given  to  is- 
sue a circular  letter  upon  the  Local  unions. 

There  will  be  a full  report  on  these  mat- 
ters in  the  General  President’s  report, 
therefore,  I am  not  reporting  on  these  mat- 
ters in  detail.

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing rules  for  the  government  of  the 
convention. 

Rule.  1.  The  convention  shall  be  called 
at  9 a.  m.,  remain  in  session  until  12:30  m., 
reassemble  at  2 p.  m.,  and  continue  in  ses- 
sion until  5:30  p.  m. 

Rule  2.  If  a delegate,  while  speaking,  be 
called  to  order,  he  shall,  at  the  request  of 
the  Chair,  take  his  seat  until  the  question 
of  order  is  decided. 

Rule  3.  Should  two  or  more  delegates 
rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the  Chair 
shall  decide  who  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Rule  4.  No  delegate  shall  interrupt  an- 
other in  his  remarks,  except  it  be  to  call 
him  to  a point  of  order. 

Rule  5.  A delegate  shall  not  speak  more 
than  once  on  the  same  question  until  all 
who  wish  to  speak  shall  have  had  an  op- 
portunity to  do  so. 

Rule  6.  A delegate  shall  not  speak  more 
than  twice  on  a question  without  permis- 
sion from  the  convention. 

Rule  7.  Speeches  shall  be  limited  to  five 
minutes,  but  the  time  of  speaking  may  be 
extended  by  vote  of  the  convention. 

Rule  8.  A motion  shall  not  be  open  for 
discussion  until  it  has  been  seconded  and 
stated  from  the  Chair. 

Rule  9.  When  a question  is  before  the 
meeting  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  ex- 
cept 

First — To  adjourn. 

Second — To  lay  on  the  table. 

Third — For  the  previous  question. 

Fourth — To  postpone  to  a given  time. 

Fifth — To  refer  or  recommit. 

Sixth — To  amend. 

And  these  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  herein  arranged.  The  first 
three  of  these  motions  not  debatable. 

Rule  10.  A motion  to  reconsider  shall  not 
be  entertained  unless  made  by  a delegate 
who  voted  in  the  majority,  and  shall  re- 
ceive a majority  vote. 

Rule  11.  It  shall  require  at  least  five 
members  to  move  the  previous  question  or 
demand  a roll  call. 

Rule  12.  All  resolutions  shall  be  in  du- 
plicate and  bear  the  number  of  his  local 
union. 

Rule  13.  No  motion  or  resolution  shall 
be  voted  upon  until  the  mover  or  intro- 
ducer has  had  a chance  to  speak,  if  he  so 
desires. 

Rule  14.  No  resolution  shall  be  received 
after  Wednesday’s  afternoon  session  with- 


out the  unanimous  consent  of  the  conven- 
tion. 

Rule  15.  Roberts’  rules  shall  be  the 
guide  on  all  matters  not  herein  provided 
for.

President  Comerford  read  his  report  as 
manager  and  editor  of  the  Journal.  - 

REPORT  OF  MANAGER  OF  OFFICIAL 
JOURNAL  FROM  AUGUST  1,  1909, 

TO  JULY  31.  1910. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  12th 

Convention  of  the  International  Union  of 

Steam  Engineers: 

Greeting: 

Immediately  upon  taking  charge  of  our 
Official  Journal  I made  application  to  the 
postoffice  at  Brooklyn  for  re-entry  at  sec- 
ond-class rates,  and  found  that  we  were 
confronted  with  the  same  difficulty  that 
was  experienced  when  the  Journal  was 
moved  from  New  York  to  Boston.  Our  ap- 
plication had  to  take  the  same  course  as 
if  made  for  a new  publication. 

The  application  was  denied  because  we 
were  not  complying  with  the  law  of  March 
3rd  of  1879.  The  department,  however,  per- 
mitted us  to  continue  mailing  the  Journal 
as  before  until  we  had  an  opportunity  to 
make  sufficient  changes  in  our  method  of 
paying  the  subscription  for  the  publica- 
tion. The  postoffice  department  informed 
me  that  our  members  must  pav  for  the 
Journal  independent  and  apart  from  their 
dues  in  the  Locals. 

I went  to  Washington  and  called  on  Act- 
ing Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General 
A.  M.  Travers,  who  gave  me  exact  informa- 
tion as  to  how  our  organization  could  com- 
ply with  the  law.  He  called  my  attention 
to  several  other  Journals  published  by  labor 
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organizations  and  fraternal  bodies,  but  par- 
ticularly referred  to  the  case  of  the  South 
Carolina  Pythian,  which  had  been  denied 
second-class  entry.  Mr.  Travers  gave  me  a 
copy  of  an  official  circular  issued  by  him 
which  contains  full  information  in  regard  to 
this  subject,  and  copy  of  which  is  attached 
to  this  report. 


It  will  be  seen  that  according  to  state- 
ments contained  in  Mr.  Travers’  circular, 
and  the  opinion  rendered  by  the  Assistant 
Attorney  General  at  the  request  of  the  Post- 
office  Department,  which  is  also  contained 
in  this  circular,  it  is  unlawful  to  furnish 
our  Official  Journal  to  the  membership'  un- 
less they  subscribe  for  it  independent  of 
their  dues  to  the  local,  and  separate 
from  the  per  capita  tax  paid  to  our  Interna- 
tional body.  Mr.  Travers  says,  “The  law  un- 
questionably contemplates  that  there  shall 
be,  as  a pre-requisite  to  such  entry,  a pub- 
lic demand  for  the  publication  on  its  mer- 
its, evidenced  by  a list  of  subscribers  wl*o 
desire  it  and  pay  for  it. 

"Many  fraternal  orders  and  other  similar 
organizations  provide  by  a resolution  or  by 
law  that  a certain  portion  of  each  member’s 
dues,  or  per  capita  tax,  etc.,  shall  be  set 
aside  for  the  payment  of  his  subscription  to 
some  paper  which  is  published  by  the  soci- 
ety or  adopted  as  its  official  organ. 

“At  first  sight  is  might  appear  that  a list 
of  such  members  should  be  recognized  as  a 
Tegitimate  list  of  subscribers,’  hut  upon  a 
careful  consideration  of  this  method  of  se- 
curing a subscription  list,  it  is  found  to 
be  meeting  of  the  requirements  of  the  act 
in  form  rather  than  in  substance  as  it  is 
usually  the  fact  that  the  price  of  member- 
ship, or  the  amount  of  dues  payable  in 
same  whether  the  members  desire  the  pub- 
lication or  not;  that  is  to  say,  it  is  not  left 
to  the  option  of  the  member  to  receive  the 
publication  or  not,  as  he  sees  fit,  and  to 
have  his  dues  increased  or  decreased  ac- 
cordingly. 

"In  the  last  analysis  .therefore,  the  publi- 
cation is  virtually  thrown  in  free  as  a con- 
commitant  of  membership,  the  expense  of 
publishing  and  circulating  the  paper  merely 
being  paid  out  of  dues  accruing  from  mem- 
bership in  the  society.  The  effect  of  all 
this  is  that  the  members  being  the  society, 
publish  a paper  and  furnish  it  to  them- 
selves free.  The  society  is  therefore  both 
the  publisher  and  the  subscriber.  Viewed 
in  this  light  not  only  does  the  paper  not 
have  a ‘legitimate  list  of  subscribers,’  but  is 
literally  circulated  free  and  therefore  comes 
clearly  within  the  prohibition  of  the  stat- 


When  application  was  made  for  second- 
cless  entry  at  Boston,  we  showed  that  in 
accordance  with  a resolution  adopted  by  the 
general  executive  board  a portion  of  the  per 
eapita  tax  paid  by  our  Locals  to  the  Inter- 
national body  was  set  aside  to  pay  the  sub- 
scription of  the  members  for  our  Official 
Journal.  Mr.  Travers  told  me  immediately, 
that  this  method  would  not  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  department,  and  his  in- 
terpretation of  the  law  as  above  quoted 
clearly  indicates  this  to  be  a fact. 

The  official  circular  points  out  clearly 
the  following  as  meeting  the  requirements 
of  the  law,  and  which  he  stated  a,ll  labor 
organizations  and  fraternal  societies  will 
be  compelled  to  observe  in  order  to  be  given 
the  privilege  of  sending  their  official  pub- 
lications through  the  mails  as  second-class 
matter  to  their  members; 

“(1)  Members  subscribing  to  the  pub- 
lisher direct  and  paying  therefor  independ- 
ently of  any  dues  or  fees  to  the  society. 

(2)  Members  subscribing  through  the  of- 
ficers of  societies  and  paying  therefor  in- 
dependently of  any  dues  or  fees  to  the  socl- 


(3)  When  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
make  special  provision  for  the  payment  of 
dues  with  and  without  a subscription  to  the 
publication,  provided  the  dues  without  the 
publication  are  in  amount  materially  less 
than  the  dues  with  the  publication.’’ 

It  was  pointed  out  by  us  that  it  would  be 
U hardship,  and  even  an  injustice,  to  compel 
ear  memberii  to  pay  a new  subscription  £or 


The  International  Steam  Engineer,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  one  already  provided  for  out 
of  the  per  capita  tax.  Mr.  Travers  insisted 
that  only  by  one  of  the  above  three  methods 
could  he  give  permission  to  have  our  Jour- 
nal circulated  at  second-class  rates,  but  he 
suggested  that  after  we  had  secured  a new 
subscription  from  our  members,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law,  there  was  nothing  to 
prevent  us  from  returning  to  them  the 
amount  already  contributed  through  their 
payment  of  dues  which  reached  us  in  the 
shape  of  per  capita  tax. 

Acting  on  this  suggestion  I immediately 
proceeded  to  have  as  many  of  our  members 
as  possible,  sign  subscriptions  for  our 
Journal  and  have  them  sent  to  us  accom- 
panied by  the  required  subscription  price; 
we  agreeing  to  return  to  them  an  eaual 
amount  out  of  our  other  funds. 

It  was  further  suggested  to  me  that  in 
order  to  avoi,d  any  confusion  in  future,  this 
Convention  should  adopt  a resolution  stat- 
ing what  the  subscription  price  of  our  Jour- 
nal should  be,  and  that  whatever  price  was 
set,  should  be  entirely  independent  and  in 
addition  to  the  amount  which  members  are 
required  to  pay  as  dues.  I therefore  recom- 
mend that  a resolution,  as  above  outlined,  be 
adopted  by  this  Convention  and  be  attached 
to  our  Constitution. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  a large  number  of 
our  members  throughout  the  country  readily 
responded  to  my  request  and  signed  the  sub- 
scription blanks  which  we  furnished  them 
through  the  Locals,  and  long  before  the  time 
expired,  which  was  given  us  by  the  Postof- 
fice Department  I was  able  to  show  “a 
legitimate  list  of  subscribers”  and  as  a re- 
sult, am  pleased  to  state  our  Journal  was 
given  permanent  second-class  entry. 

It  was  found  that  two  girls  were  neces- 
sary in  the  Boston  office,  but  I decided  to 
dispense  with  the  services  of  one  girl,  and 
have  my  own  stenographer  and  the  book- 
keeper do  all  the  work.  For  the  first  few 
months  I did  succeed  in  publishing  the 
Journal  with  only  two  girls,  but  when  the 
subscriptions  from  the  entire  membership 
commenced  to  reach  the  office  it  was  neces- 
sary for  me  to  put  on  another  girl  to  cut 
new  stencils  and  take  care  of  the  mailing 
list. 

When  the  expert  accountant  examined  our 
accounts,  and  as  will  be  seen  by  his  report, 
he  pointed  out  that  the  net  profit  was  not 
this  amount,  but  was  actually  $1,726.26.  The 
reason  for  this  difference  is  because  we  did 
not  charge  up  commissions  on  uncollected 
ads.  The  accountant  claims  that  in  order 
to  ascertain  the  exact  profit  it  is  necessary 
for  us  to  charge  the  commissions  on  uncol- 
lected ads,  even  though  not  paid,  as  a por- 
tion of  the  cost  of  publication.  On  this  point 
I believe  the  accountant  is  correct,  and  we 
have  charged  these  commissions  as  a part 
of  the  cost  of  publication  for  the  July  is- 
sue. The  expert  accountant  made  other 
recommendations,  some  of  which  have  al- 
ready been  adopted.  He  recommended  keep- 
ing a standing  account  in  the  petty  cash  box 
and  also  in  the  Brooklyn  postoffice  suffi- 
cient to  cover  the  expenses  of  petty  cash  and 
mailing  of  Journals  for  each  month,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  month  to  draw  a check 
against  Petty  Cash  for  the  actual  amount 
spent,  and  one  for  the  actual  cost  of  mail- 
ing the  Journals  for  that  month.  These 
recommendations  have  already  been  carried 
into  effect. 

For  several  months  I have  added  an  extra 
eight-page  form  to  the  Journal,  which  of 
course  means  an  additional  expense,  but  I 
believe  as  soon  as  our  financial  condition 
will  permit  it,  the  Journal  should  be  still 
further  enlarged. 

I wish  to  call  attention  to  the  amount 
outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  Boston  of- 
fice, which  was  $3,231.34.  The  amount  out- 
standing at  the  close  of  our  business  year, 
July  31,  1910,  is  $4,1S3.46. 

I have  m,ade  every  effort  to  collect  at 
least  a portion  of  the  amount  outstanding, 
but  we  found  it  most  difficult  to  get  some  of 
our  advertisers  to  pay  even  a portion  of 
what  is  due  us.  In  one  case,  that  of  A.  S. 
Winfield.  I was  compelled  to  enter  suit 


against  him  for  the  collection  of  $400.00 
which  he  owes  the  Journal.  In  this  behalf 
I wish  to  state,  that  in  my  opinion,  we  can 
always  expect  to  have  four  or  f ivg'thousapd 
dollars  outstanding.

President  Comerford  stated,  there  were 
matters  in  the  report  which  should  not  be 
made  public  property  and  made  remarks 
relative  to  the  matters  which  he  believed 
should  not  be  made  public. 

Vice  President  Skiffington  stated  the  last 
Executive  Board  had  instructed  Vice  Presi- 
dent Kelly  and  himself  to  have  the  books 
of  the  Journal  audited  and  report  back  to 
the  next  Executive  Board  meeting.  He 
believed  this  report  should  have  been  sub- 
mitted in  connection  with  the  manager’s 
report,  but  as  the  report  had  not  yet  been 
submitted  to  the  executive  board,  he  did 
not  believe  it  would  be  courtesy  to  submit 
it  to  the  convention  first.  There  are  things 
in  this  report  which  should  he  read  to  the 
delegates  here. 

President  Comerford  stated,  in  order  to 
save  time  and  that  the  report  might  be 
read  to  the  convention,  there  would  be  a 
meeting  of  the  general  executive  board  this 
evening  at  7:30  to  finish  any  business  that 
may  be  for  the  board. 

Secretary  McKee — There  should  be  some 
way  arrived  at  whereby  just  that  portion 
of  the  report  submitted  by  President  Com- 
erford as  manager  of  the  Journal  be  pub- 
lished which  it  is  the  desire  of  the  conven- 
tion should  be  published.  As  I have  it, 
I would  send  it  with  my  work  to  the  print- 
er, some  arrangement  should  be  made 
to  eliminate  that  part  which  you  do  not 
wish  made  public. 

President  Comerford — I move  that  the 
secretary  be  authorized  to  strike  out  all 
my  references  in  regard  to  circular  let- 
ters of  Vice  President  Huddell  and  Secre- 
tary McKee;  also  in  regard  to  the  number 
of  journals  published  and  the  cost  of  pub- 
lishing; also  everything  relating  to  the 
mailing  list.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Lane,  Local  81 — I offer  as  an 
amendment,  that  all  matters  pertaining  to 
finances  should  be  striken  out. 

Discussion  by  Delegates  McConville,  Lo- 
cal 184,  George,  Local  64,  Quackenbush, 
Local  395,  Cadwell,  Local  143,  President 
Comerford,  Vice  President  Huddell,  Dele- 
gate Conser,  Local  92,  Delegate  Murphy, 
Local  20  and  Delegate  Britt,  Local  11. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for  and 
seconded  by  five  delegates. 

Vice  President  Roberts — The  question 
occurs  on  the  amendment,  that  all  that 
part  be  not  published  pertaining  to  the  fi- 
nances of  the  Journal. 

Amendment  carried.  Motion  as  amend- 
ed carried. 

Delegate  Britt,  Local  11 — I make  a mo- 
tion, that  all  discussion,  relative  to  the 
past  motion  he  striken  from  the  minutes. 
(Seconded.)  • 

Delegate  Conser,  Local  92 — Does  the 
Brother  mean  in  the  minutes  it  should  not 


be  printed.  He  was  answered.  No.  Mo- 
ion  carried. 

Secretary  McKee — Do  I understand,  so 
there  will  be  no  misunderstanaing  on  the 
part  of  the  secretary,  that  the  report  as 
read  by  the  manager  should  be  printed  but 
stricken  from  the  proceedings? 

He  was  answered  by  the  chair,  it  should 
be  in  the  minutes  but  not  printed.  He 
stated,  the  motion  as  we  have  it  on  record 
is,  that  all  discussion  relative  to  the  past 
motion  he  stricken  from  the  minutes. 

Delegate  Finlay,  Local  293 — Wish  to  ask 
Secretary  McKee,  is  it  your  intent  to  have 
copies  printed  for  the  delegates?  He  was 
answered  the  amendment  did  not  call  for 
that. 

Secretary  McKee — I want  to  get  this 
matter  straight.  I asked  if  the  report  of 
the  manager,  as  read  by  him  was  to  be 
printed  in  the  proceedings  for  this  meet- 
ing but  eliminated  from  the  proceedings 
for  distribution  and  was  answered  yes. 

Delegate  Walsh,  Local  20 — As  I under- 
stood it,  all  discussion  and  all  pertaining 
to  finances  will  be  stricken  from  the  min- 
utes and  not  printed  at  all. 

Delegate  Britt,  Local  11 — I want  to  know 
do  the  delegates  get  a copy  of  the  report? 

Vice  President  Roberts — Yes,  with  the 
objectionable  features  eliminated. 

Report  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  officers  reports. 

The  following  communication  was  read: 
Mr.  R.  A.  McKee,  general  secretary  and 

Treasurer,  International  Union  of  Steam 

Engineers: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

I desire  to  appeal  to  the  convention, 
from  a decision  of  General  President  Com- 
erford, relative  to  the  matter  of  the  num- 
ber of  votes  to  which  each  delegate  is  en- 
titled, and  known  as  decision  No.  14. 

My  contention  is  that  a delegate  is  en- 
titled by  the  present  constitution  to  cast 
one  vote  for  each  one  hundred  members  or 
majority  fraction  thereof,  without  further 
limitation.

Delegate  Whelan,  Local  16,  made  extend- 
ed remarks  upon  the  decision  as  rendered 
by  President  Comerford  upon  Section  6, 
Article  3,  in  Decision  No.  14,  and  said  in 
part:  “To  be  brief,  the  situation  is  this, 

up  to  the  last  convention,  Section  6,  Article 
3,  stated,  ‘Such  Local  Unions  only  as  have 
less  than  fifty  members  and  who  have  been 
chartered  for  more  than  six  months,  may 
be  represented  by  proxy.  No  delegate 
shall  be  permitted  to  represent  more  than 
two  Local  Unions,  but  no  delegate  shall  he 
allowed  to  represent  more  than  300  mem- 
bers.’ At  the  last  convention  an  ameniiPv'St 
was  submitted  to  this,  which  was  to  strike 
out  all  of  this  section  as  I have  read  it. 
I had  the  honor  to  be  on  the  Law  Commit- 
tee in  Philadelphia  and  this  amendment 
by  Local  No.  6 was  considered,  this  amend- 
ment amongst  others  was  submitted  in 
Philadelphia  with  the  result,  that  ssctio* 


/ 


six  was  eliminated  as  requested  by  No.  C 
and  the  section  adopted  as  follows:  ‘The 

number  of  votes  each  Local  Union  shall 
have  in  the  convention  shall  be  based  on 
the  average  number  of  members  on  which 
the  Local  Union  has  paid  per  capita  tax 
for  the  year  prior  to  the  date  of  the  con- 
vention, and  said  tax  must  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  thirty 
(30)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  conven- 
tion.’ 

This  seems  to  me  to  be  clear  and  that 
delegates  should  be  permitted  to  represent 
the  full  membership  of  their  Local  Unions. 
Sometime  ago  President  Comerford  wrote 
to  me  and  said  an  appeal  had  been  made 
to  him  for  a decision  on  this  point  by  Lo- 
cal 403  of  New  York  City  and  wanted  to 
know  what  my  recollection  was  of  the  in- 
tent of  the  Law  Committee. 

I answered  and  told  him  my  recollection 
of  the  intent  of  the  Law  Committee-  was, 
my  impression  was,  it  had  been  the  intent 
of  the  Committee  that  there  should  be  no 
limitation  on  the  number  of  votes  a dele- 
gate should  cast,  it  should  be  on  the  mem- 
bership they  represent.  I asked  him  to 
send  me  a letter  to  let  me  know  the  de- 
cision he  rendered,  and  President  Comer- 
ford  was  kind  enough  to  send  me  copies  of 
several  letters  he  had  written  to  Brother 
Horn,  also  copy  of  letter  which  he  received 
from  Denis  F.  O’Brien,  an  attorney  for  the 
organization.  In  substance,  the  opinions 
reached  were,  that  the  amendments  were 
not  legally  submitted  and  that  the  amend- 
ments were  not  legal.  My  opinion  is  that 
they  were  submitted  sixty  days  prior  to  the 
convention  and  according  to  the  date  as 
given  on  the  pamphlet  containing  the 
amendments,  it  shows  they  were  submit- 
ted sixty  days. 

As  to  the  fact  that  that  limitation  had 
been  stricken  from  the  Constitution,  there 
can  be  no  question.  The  point  I raise  for 
your  consideration  is  this,  there  were  other 
amendments  submited  to  the  Philadelphia 
convention  and  if  this  amendment  is  ille-. 
gal,  other  amendments  are  equally  illegal, 
and  an  important  one  which  was  adopt- 
ed almost  unanimously  was,  the  raising  of 
the  per  capita  tax.  If  the  adoption  of  the 
Philadelphia  amendments  are  declared  il- 
legal, the  Local  Unions  can  say,  the  amend- 
ment raising  the  per  capita  tax  was  illegal 
and  they  can  claim  the  return  of  that 
money. 

He  explained  further  the  growth  of  the 
membership  in  Boston  and  said  they  were 
paying  per  capita  tax  on  963  members  and 
every  one  of  them  are  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation in  this  convention. 

President  Comerford  replied  at  length 
and  said  in  part:  I submitted  that  amend- 

ment to  raise  the  per  capita  tax  to  twenty 
cents  a member  as  General  President.  In 
regard  to  the  decision  rendered  in  this 
case,  I wish  to  call  attention  to  what  was 
submitted  by  Local  G,  it  was  to  amend 
Section  4,  Article  3,  to  read  as  follows: 
“The  basis  of  representation  shall  be,  one 
delegate  for  each  100  members  or  less  and 
stther  one  delegate  or  one  vote  for  each 


succeeding  100  members  or  majority  frac- 
tion thereof,  up  to  and  including  400,  and 
one  additional  delegate  for  each  succeed- 
ing 200  members  or  majority  fraction  there- 
of. No  delegate,  however,  shall  have  more 
than  three  votes  in  the  convention.”  It  is 
true  they  struck  out  section  6.  I took  every 
phase  that  could  be  taken  to  find  out  what 
the  meaning  of  the  section  was  and  I wrote 
Brother  Whelan  asking  for  his  interpreta- 
tion, also  wrote  Brother  Hannahan,  who 
was  a member  of  the  Law  Committee  for 
his  opinion  and  his  opinion  was  the  very 
opposite  to  Brother  Whelan,  and  I con- 
cluded as  a result,  they  knew  about  as 
much  as  I did  myself.  I knew  I was  up 
against  a proposition  and  therefore  con- 
sulted Attorney  O’Brien.  He  had  defended 
our  organization  successfully  in  other  cases 
and  after  I found  myself  at  sea,  I consulted 
him.  I did  not  know  there  was  an  appeal 
from  my  decision.  I received  an  opinion 
from  Attorney  O’Brien  and  will  read  it. 
(Here  read  opinion.) 

Now,  brothers,  it  was  on  the  advice  of 
the  attorney  that  I made  this  ruling.  There 
are  other  decisions  similar;  there  are  two 
on  which  I ruled  the  same  way.  The  attor- 
ney states  positively  the  convention  has  no 
more  right  to  violate  that  section  in  regard 
to  amendments  than  a member  of  the  Lo- 
cal Union  has  to  violate  any  of  its  laws. 
He  says  if  ever  appeal  was  taken,  as  a re- 
sult of  our  failure  to  abide  by  this  consti- 
tution we  would  certainly  lose  out.  I did 
the  best  I could  and  I certainly  think  I am 
right.  This  convention  and  in  fact  con- 
ventions should  be  more  careful  in  enact- 
ing amendments  to  the  constitution  and 
adhere  strictly  to  ihe  provisions  of  that 
section  that  limits  your  powers  and  this 
convention  makes  a great  mistake  if  it 
deviates  from  that  section. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — Question  of 
information.  As  I understand  that  opinion, 
this  convention  has  no  right  to  amend 
amendments;  they  are  either  to  accept  or 
reject? 

The  Chair  answered  yes. 

Delegate  Whelan,  Local  16,  explained 
further  his  views,  and  that  as  President 
Comerford  had  taken  pains  in  consulting 
an  attorney,  he  had  consulted  an  attorney 
in  Boston,  Mr.  F.  W.  Mansfield,  the  best 
versed  attorney  in  labor  affairs  and  labor 
legislation  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts, 
and  read  the  opinion  received  from  him. 

This  opinion  is  just  the  reverse  from  At- 
torney O’Brien’s  opinions  and  I sincerely 
hope  nothing  will  be  done  to  jeopardize  the 
status  of  the  amendments.  I claim  the 
amendment  for  increasing  the  per  capita 
tax  is  in  the  same  status  as  this  amend- 
ment striking  out  the  limitation  of  the 
votes  of  the  delegates  and  if  one  falls  both 
should  fall. 

President  Comerford  answered  and  said 
in  part,  it  was  the  intent  of  former  conven- 
tions to  limit  the  votes,  as  the  large  locals 
practically  ran  the  conventions  and  there 
was  no  show  for  thq,  smaller  locals.  He 
explained  the  constitution  at  one  time  pri- 
vided  for  representation  where  one  man 


could  vote  for  fifty  members  or  for  ten 
thousand,  the  constitution  was  changed 
limiting  the  powers  to  three  votes. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  14-3—1  am  op- 
posed to  any  such  a thing  as  giving  one 
man  a voting  strength  of  eight  votes. 

Delegate  Barron,  Local  152 — Point  of  or- 
der. Is  the  brother  talking  to  the  motion 
or  to  tbe  question. 

The  Chair — There  is  no  motion.  He  is 
simply  talking  on  the  appeal. 

Delegate  McNamara  continued  his  re- 
marks and  called  attention  to  the  wording 
of  the  proposition  submitted  by  Local  6 of 
Kansas  City  to  the  Philadelphia  conven- 
tion. The  number  of  votes,  delegates;  not 
delegate,  but  delegates  from  each  Local 
Union  shall  have  in  the  convention,  shall 
be  based  on  the  average  number  of  mem- 
bers that  the  Local  Union  has  paid  per  cap- 
ita tax  on  for  the  year  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  convention,  etc.  It  is  a rule,  impera- 
tive, there  shall  be  no  changing  the  word- 
ing of  any  proposition  submitted  by  any 
member  or  Local  Union;  if  we  cannot  ac- 
cept it  in  its  entirety  it  is  disregarded. 
Section  5,  the  very  same  proposition  in  that 
book,  reads  this  way:  “The  number  of 

votes  each  Local  Union  shall  have  in  the 
convention  shall  be,  btc.”  the  word  delegate 
is  left  out  of  that  altogether.  I hold  the 
Law  Committee  who  placed  that  in  the  con- 
stitution was  in  error.  They  should  have 
submitted  that  as  it  was  submitted  by  tbe 
Local  Union  from  whence  it  comes.  I hold 
that  destroys  the  efficiency  of  the  whole 
proposition.  Boston  has  sent  one  man  with 
eight  votes  in  a basket;  it  puts  you  and  me 
in  this  position,  if  you  should  have  a little 
Local  dov/n  in  Arkansas,  Ohio,  or 
somewhere  else  and  send  two  delegates 
representing  your  entire  membership,  here 
is  one  man  with  eight  votes  could  counter- 
act anything  that  was  intended.  It  should 
never  have  been  placed  in  the  constitution 
other  than  submitted.  I would  very  much 
like  to  see  the  decision  of  the  Chair  sus- 
tained in  this  matter. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — As  the  author 
of  the  amendment  at  the  Philadelphia  con- 
vention by  Article  6,  it  is  true  as  Presi- 
dent Comerford  states,  that  certain  dele- 
gates dominated  the  New  York  conven- 
tion by  reason  of  their  voting  strength. 
The  object  in  submitting  to  the  last  con- 
vention the  amendment  offered,  was  to  fur- 
ther prevent  the  domination  of  the  conven- 
tion by  the  large  vote.  I want  to  be  honest 
and  square  with  you  and  tell  you  why  I am 
not  in  accord  with  the  President’s  decision. 
He  declared  the  amendment  was  unlawful. 
The  original  intent,  as  I said,  was  to  pre- 
vent the  domination  of  the  organization  by 
a few  of  the  big  locals.  Custom,  in  all  civ- 
ilized communities  becomes  law  by  virtue 
of  being  custom.  It  does  not  necessarily 
have  to  be  on  the  statute  boks  to  be  enact- 
ed and  constitutional  to  be  upheld  by  the 
court  It  has  been  the  custom  of  this  or- 
ganization and  I missed  but  two  conven- 
tions, to  amend  the  amendments  submitted 
in  the  printed  amendments  sent  out  from 
the  General  Secretary's  office  Sixty  days 


prior  to  the  convening  of  the  convention. 
You  did  it  in  St.  Paul,  Peoria,  New  York 
City,  Wheeling,  in  Pittsburg,  in  Omaha. 
You  did  not  do  it  in  Toronto,  because  1 
would  not  let  you,  because  they  were  not 
submitted  sixty  days  prior  to  the  conven- 
tion, and  I got  you. 

Now,  the  point  is  this;  one  attorney 
holds,  this  convention  must  either  adopt 
the  amendments  submitted  by  the  Locals 
or  General  Officers  or  reject  them.  The 
other  holds,  the  proposed  amendments  to 
the  constitution  in  substance  opens  up  the 
whole  of  that  article  or  section  for  amend- 
ment by  the  convention;  that  has  been  es- 
tablished by  previous  conventions.  Unfor- 
tunately, I wrote  the  amendment  limiting 
or  intending  to  limit  further  what  was  al- 
ready done,  but  the  Philadelphia  conven- 
tion in  its  wisdom  decided  my  local  and 
myself  were  wrong,  instead  of  decreasing 
the  votes,  increased  it.  If  you  made  a mis- 
take, be  men  and  live  up  to  it.  If  the  opin- 
ion of  Attorney  O’Brien  is  to  stand,  I take 
the  position  we  have  not  got  a constitution, 
a legal  one  at  all.  There  never  has  been 
a convention  but  what  the  amendments 
submitted  by  the  locals  have  been  amendeu 
and  adopted  by  the  convention.  Prece- 
dents establish  a custom  and  after  a cer- 
tain length  of  time,  become  law. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20,  spoke  on  the 
matter  and  said  he  believed  when  an  or- 
ganization paid  in  their  money  they  are 
entitled  to  representation  according  to  tax- 
ation; but  that  does  not  alter  the  consti- 
tution; the  constitution  as  amended  at  the 
last  convention  was  illegally  amended.  It 
is  plain  there  was  no  such  amendment  sub- 
mitted according  to  your  changing  the  num- 
ber of  votes  a delegate  would  be  entitled 
to  by  any  local  sixty  days  previous  to  the 
convention. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — The  gentle- 
man on  the  floor  states  the  amendment 
that  Local  6 presented,  did  not  change  the 
vote;  it  did  illustrate  the  number  of  votes. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20  continued  his 
remarks  and  still  maintained  the  amend- 
ment by  Local  6 was  for  but  one  delegate 
could  cast  no  more  than  three  votes,  I do 
not  see  why  anybody  should  take  advan- 
tage of  it,  they  had  a right  to  send  four 
delegates  to  this  convention  the  same  as 
Local  20  did,  they  had  ample  time  previous 
to  the  convention,  they  knew  according  to 
the  decision  of  the  President,  they  were 
entitled  to  only  three  votes;  why  did  not 
16  send  four  delegates  instead  of  one.  It 
is  a powerful  local  and  just  as  able  to  send 
men  as  any  other  local. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — The  Brother 
questioned  mv  veracity,  I would  like  to 
have  the  secretary  read  the  amendment  by 
Local  6.  Local  No.  6 did  try  to  limit  the 
number  of  votes. 

The  chair  answered,  the  delegate  misun- 
derstood him. 

Delegate  Conser,  Local  92,  spoke  at 
length  and  said  in  part:  Look  on  the  last 

page  of  the  constitution,  you  will  find  sec- 
tion 6,  says  Roberts  Rules  of  Order  shall 
be  the  authority  in  all  matter*  &ot  eov- 


ered  by  the  constitution  or  by-laws  of  the 
international  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
or  the  Local  Unions.  Local  No.  184,  I be- 
lieve presented,  as  you  will  see  by  refer- 
ence to  this  pamphlet,  relating  to  the 
amendments  proposed  to  the  last  conven- 
tion, an  entire  constitution.  I think  that 
every  delegate  will  agree  upon  that  point, 
Roberts  rules  of  order  govern  everything 
not  covered  by  this  constitution,  the  con- 
stitution says  it  does.  Now,  any  of  these 
amendments  submitted  in  that  sixty  day 
pamphlet  to  the  last  convention,  could  be 
amended  in  constitutional  authority,  be- 
cause Roberts  rules  of  order  says,  any 
amendment  can  be  amended  once  but  no 
further,  now  then;  that  is  why  the  Broth- 
er has  found  changes  in  this  constitution. 
The  convention  in  its  wisdom,  only  exer- 
cised its  constitutional  authority  and 
amended  these  amendments  on  the  floor 
of  the  convention.  Does  not  President 
Comerford  recall,  that  very  point  came  up 
at  the  start  and  we  got  a ruling  from  him, 
if  my  memory  serves  me  right;  he  ruled, 
that  when  any  article  or  section  was  pro- 
posed to  be  amended,  that  threw  the  en- 
tire article  or  section  open. 

President  Comerford  answered,  I believe 
I did. 

Delegate  Conser  continued  his  remarks, 
and  said,  if  that  was  so,  any  of  these 
amendments  that  were  adopted  at  Phila- 
delphia and  amended,  those  amendments 
proposed  by  Local  Unions  in  the  sixty  day 
clause,  were  legally  adopted.  I believe 
there  is  not  a constitutional  lawyer  in  the 
United  States  who,  if  this  matter  were  pre- 
sented to  him,  would  not  decide  as  Broth- 
er Whelan  has  read  to  you. 

President  Comerford — Want  to  say,  in 
answer  to  Brother  Conser,  Roberts’  Rules 
of  Order  has  nothing  to  do  in  this  case. 

The  constitution  is  plain  and  says,  Rob- 
erts’ Rules  of  Order  shall  only  be  called 
upon  when  this  constitution  does  not  cov- 
er. I want  to  say,  the  constitution 
does  cover  this  point.  It  says,  all  proposi- 
tions to  alter,  amend  or  revise  the  consti- 
tution, whether  emanating  from  a Local 
Union  or  General  Officer,  shall  be  made  in 
writing  and  shall  contain  the  seal  of  the 
Local  Union. 

Delegate  Conser,  Local  92 — Do  you  mean 
to  say  under  that,  that  no  amendment  pre- 
sented here  by  a Local  Union,  under  that 
sixty  day  clause  can  be  amended  by  the 
convention.  It  always  has  been  done. 

President  Comerford — I certainly  claim, 
it  cannot.  I have  been  in  error,  the  same 
as  any  of  the  delegates  and  I contend  now, 
that  these  amendments,  must  either  be 
adopted  or  rejected,  as  they  are  sent  to 
this  convention  by  the  locals. 

Delegate  Cadwell,  Local  143,  spoke  at 
length  and  said  in  part:  When  the  opinion 

of  Attorney  O’Brien  was  read,  he  gives  the 
opposite  opinion  and  you  will  find,  it  dif- 
fers only  In  one  essential;  as  to  whether 
this  amendment  was  submitted  to  the  gen- 
eral office  sixty  days  prior  to  the  conven- 
tion. Brother  Bennett  takes  the  floor  and 
explains  what  the  intent  of  the  amendment 


was.  This  is  a matter  that  does  not  enter 
into  this  question  at  all.  My  friend  Mc- 
Namara talks  about  the  verbiage,  as  a mat- 
ter of  fact,  no  legislation  was  ever  passed 
that  has  not  been  changed  in  verbiage  by 
the  body.  Before  I am  ready  to  vote  on 
this  question,  I want  to  say,  ethics  does  not 
enter  into  it  at  all,  it  is  a matter  of  opin- 
ion. If  I were  to  talk  upon  that  question, 
of  whether  a man  should  be  allowed  one 
vote,  I would  not  be  discussing  the  main 
point.  I can  only  vote  upon  this  ques- 
tion and  that  is,  in  conformity  with  the 
opinions  rendered  by  the  attorney.  In  or- 
der to  get  that  clear  in  my  mina,  I would 
like  to  have  the  secretary  answer  a ques- 
tion. Our  constitution  provides,  all  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  must  be  sub- 
mitted sixty  days  prior  to  the  convention 
and  I ask  that  the  answer  to  this  question 
be  a matter  of  record.  Were  the  amend- 
ments submitted  by  those  who  sent  them 
to  you,  sixty  days  previous  to  the  conven- 
tion as  provided  by  law. 

Secretary  McKee  answered,  “Yes.” 

Delegate  McNamara — Then  I cannot  see 
how  I can  vote  other  than  to  sustain  the 
contention  of  Brother  Whelan. 

Secretary  McKee — In  matters  of  this 
kind,  it  has  never  been  my  purpose  to  in- 
terfere with  the  judgment  of  the  delegates. 
I believe  you  are  a law-making  body  and 
that  your  intelligence  is  sufficient  to  be 
governed  by,  but,  there  are  some  phases 
of  this  question  that  have  not  been  brought 
out.  Sitting  here  and  listening  to  the  ar- 
guments, it  occurs  to  me,  that  no  more  im- 
portant thing  will  be  done  than  just  what 
you  are  doing  now  and  what  you  are  now 
about  to  decide.  If  you  declare  that  these 
amendments  to  the  constitution  are  uncon- 
stitutional, what  becomes  of  the  constitu- 
tion. To  properly  get  at  this  matter,  it 
seems  to  me,  we  should  first  decide  where 
we  are  at.  We  are  up  against  a proposi- 
tion where  doctors  differ  and  patients  die. 
I do  not  believe  an  attorney  should  be  per- 
mitted to  express  our  opinions  for  us.  1 
believe  we  are  intelligent  enough  to  express 
our  own  opinions.  When  differences  occur 
as  to  the  meaning  of  the  constructive  law, 
there  is  only  one  place  to  go  and  that  is  to 
go  back  to  the  makers  of  it.  The  question 
first  occurs,  what  is  the  intent  or  import 
of  the  amendment.  The  intent  and  import 
of  the  amendment  signifies,  there  is  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  present  order  of 
things  and  therefore  in  order  to  constitu- 
tionally get  matters  in  form,  so  that  the  de- 
sired change,  or  some  change  may  be  made, 
an  amendment  is  submitted.  The  fact,  that 
the  amendment  is  submitted  within  the  pre- 
scribed limitations  of  the  law,  is  sufficient 
for  authority  to  act  upon  the  subject  mat- 
ter. There  is  no  fixed  rule  in  any  congres- 
sional nor  any  legislative  mode  of  proced- 
ure that  says,  you  shall  adopt  verbatim 
that  which  is  submitted.  All  of  you,  more 
or  less,  have  had  some  experience  in  legis- 
lative bodies  and  you  know  the  rule  is,  you 
submit  your  proposed  amendment  for 
enactment;  it  comes  before  the  body;  It  19 


elerred  to  a committe  and  the  committee 
pigeon-holes  it,  or  recommends  it  and  re- 
fers it  back.  The  committee  can  report  it 
in  but  the  body  has  a right  to  act'upon  the 
report  of  the  committee  and  the  action  of 
the  body  is  your  law. 

The  question  is,  was  an  amendment  to 
that  section  proposed.  The  records  show 
as  to  my  veracity,  the  date  upon  this  pub- 
lication is  July  1G,  1908,  it  certainly  had  to 
be  printed  and  July  1C  was  prior  to  the  last 
convention,  sixty  days  and  the  amendments 
must  necessarily  have  been  in  my  posses- 
sion in  order  to  have  been  printed. 

Let  us  go  back  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention  and  we  will  find  the  Law  Com- 
mittee came  in,  and  before  we  got  to  work 
we  had  a thorough  understanding  as  to 
what  we  were  doing.  There  were  innum- 
erable references  and  innumerable  ques- 
tions asked  and  the  committee  reports  as 
follows:  “Your  committee  has  had  a large 
number  of  amendments  before  them,  many 
of  them  treating  on  like  subjects;  they 
have  decided,  they  will  compound  them  and 
take  the  sense  and  make  such  amendments 
as  they  see  fit  and  report  back  to  you.” 

The  proceedings  of  the  committee  of  the 
whole  clearly  show  their  action  was  not 
precipitate.  If  my  memory  serves  me  right 
there  was  no  question  asked  as  to  the  legal- 
ity. The  question  simply  arises  as  to 
whether  you  may  amend  an  amendment  as 
submitted  or  whether  you  may  not.  I take 
it,  amendments  coming  from  a locality  are 
largely  prompted  by  the  effect  that  the  ex- 
isting laws  have  upon  that  particular  lo- 
cality, there  can  be  nothing  in  another  lo- 
cality that  can  incite  them  for  a change 
because  they  are  not  up  against  it  in  an- 
other locality,  in  the  convention,  dele- 
gates are  expected  to  act  upon  that  amend- 
ment from  the  other  locality.  They  re- 
alize something  should  be  for  those  peo- 
ple and  therefore  a change  should  be  made. 
This  is  one  good  reason  why  there  should 
be  a form  of  action  permitted,  whereby  a 
compromise  measure  can  be  put  into  oper- 
ation that  will  not  affect  or  be-detrimental 
to  the  other  locality,  by  that  law  accorded  to 
the  locality  that  submits  the  amendment. 
I am  interested  in  the  matter  as  to  whe- 
ther or  not  certain  things  shall  be  enacted, 
and  a precedent  is  going  to  be  established 
as  to  whether  the  constitution  as  amended 
by  a convention  shall  prevail  or  whether 
another  convention  can  assemble  and  place 
its  construction  on  the  action  of  a former 
convention. 

Delegate  Maguire,  Local  87 — The  deci- 
sions of  the  General  President  are  of  the 
most  vital  interest  to  this  convention  and 
our  general  organization.  I am  not  used 
to  going  to  conventions;  this  is  my  first 
time  and  as  this  means  a great  deal  of  dis- 
cussion, I would  make  a motion,  that  the 
decisions  of  the  General  President  be  made 
a special  order  of  business  for  Thursday 
afternoon  at  two  o’clock.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Whelan,  Local  16 — Point  of  or- 
der. I believe  we  are  discussing  the  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent 


Vice  President  Roberts  declared  the 
point  well  taken 

Delegate  Stevenson,  Local  401 — 1 want 
to  go  on  record  here,  ‘that  I do  not  think 
that  that  part  of  the  constitution  is  con- 
stitutional, and  spoke  further  on  the  mat- 
ter. 

Secretary  McKee  replied  to  his  remarks. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  184  spoke  on 
the  matter  and  said  Brother  Johnson  of 
their  local  was  a member  of  the  Law  Com- 
mittee, holding  some  official  position  on 
the  committee.  Before  they  voted  for  del- 
egates to  come  to  this  convention,  an  opin- 
ion of  Brother  Johnson  was  sought  upon 
this  particular  part  of  the  constitution  and 
his  opinion  was  that  no  delegate  could  vote 
for  more  than  three  hundred  members  and 
we  sent  our  quota  of  delegates.  I must 
certainly  sustain  the  General  President’s 
decision. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  4,  made  ex- 
tended remarks  and  said  in  part:  Two 

years  ago  in  Philadelphia  you  met  and 
made  laws  and  now  comes  a decision,  that 
you  had  no  right  to  amend  those  laws  ex- 
cept by  prescribed  methods  to  our  consti- 
tution. If  you  go  to  work  upon  the  de- 
cision of  one  attorney,  you  cannot  amend 
any  amendments  to  the  constitution.  It 
is  a well  known  fact,  a law  making  body 
has  the  right  to  make  laws,  and  once  hav- 
ing made  a law,  that  law  stands  until  a 
higher  body  repeals  that  law  or  declares 
it  unconstitutional,  such  as  a Supreme 
Court.  The  laws  of  the  legislature,  unless 
the  Supreme  Court  declares  then  uncon- 
stitutional, stand.  There  is  no  higher 
power  than  this  conventin  and  this  con- 
vention has  a right  to  say  whether  that 
law  in  constitutional  and  stands. 

Delegate  Horan,  Local  20 — Move  that 
the  President’s  decision  be  upheld.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

Vice  President  Roberts — The  chair  will 
state,  an  appeal  has  been  taken  from  the 
decision  of  the  chair  and  there  is  no  need 
for  a motion. 

Question  was  called  for. 

Delegate  Hannahan,  Local  69,  being  a 
member  of  the  Philadelphia  law  commit- 
tee spoke  of  the  intent  of  the  committee 
to  limit  the  voting  strength  of  one  dele- 
gate to  three  votes. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — Point  of  or- 
der, the  gentleman  has  already  spoken. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  143 — Desire 
to  make  a motion. 

Vice  President  Roberts — The  chair  has 
ruled  a motion  is  not  in  order. 

Delegate  Zeigler,  Local  66  and  Delegate 
Barron,  Local  ] 52  spoke  on  the  matter. 

Delegate  Cassidy,  Local  315 — The  vital 
point  of  this  has  not  been  brought  out, 
which  is,  the  constitutionality  of  the  con- 
stitution. This  section  of  the  constitution 
is  declared  unconstitutional  by  President 
- Comerford. 

The  chair  answered,  he  did  not  and 
stated  the  amendment  as  submitted  by  No. 
6 was  not  adopted  as  submitted  by  Local 
6. 


Delegate  Whelan  corrected  the  chair 


and  read  from  the  communication  which 
said  upon  investigation,  I find  no  amend- 
ment was  submitted  sixty  days  prior  to 
the  convention. 

Vice  President  Roberts  read  the  amend- 
ment as  offered  by  Local  6. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  4,  asked  the 
chair  what  became  of  that  amendment. 

The  Chair — I cannot  give  you  that  in- 
formattyn.

Whereas,  We  are  forced  to  recognize  and 
point  out  the  significance  to  the  workers  of 
the  growing  abuse  of  the  powers  of  the  ju- 
diciary, particularly  during  labor  struggles, 
by  the  issuance  of  blanket  injunctions,  un- 
der penalty  of  imprisonment  for  violation, 
prohibiting  trade  unionists  from  conducting 
themselves  in  their  rights  and  the  perform- 
ance of  functions  recognized  as  legitimate, 
said  injunctions  at  times  covering  every 
phase  of  their  activities  as  trade  unionists 
and  denying  them  the  power  to  organize 
the  unorganized  workers,  to  hold  meetings 
during  strikes,  pay  strike  benefits,  expel 
scabs,  delinquent  members  and  known  spies, 
from  boycotting,  from  striking,  etc.,  etc.,  in 
fact  prohibiting  them  from  doing  everything 
within  their  lawful  rights;  and 

Whereas,  The  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Law 
has  been  unjustly  misinterpreted  so  as  to 
construe  all  unions  as  trusts,  bringing  them 
under  all  its  provisions,  and  making  every 
union  performing  its  function  as  a militant 
working  class  organization,  in  the  event  of 
strikes,  etc.,  liable  to  three  times  the  actu- 
al damages  suffered  by  the  employer;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  said  damages  are 
limited  only  by  the  combined  value  of  the 
convertible  property  of  the  individual  mem- 
bers, it  becomes  obvious  that  as  these 
damages  can  be  cojlected,  any  possible  ad- 
vantage occurring  from  a struggle  with  the 
employers  must  be  more  than  offset  and 
nullified  by  such  power  of  the  employer 
and  judicial  decisions,  the  effect  of  such 
upon  the  entire  trade  union  movement  be- 
ing to  undermine  its  foundations  and  render 
it  utterly  worthless  as  a bulwark  to  resist 
the  encroachments  of  the  enemies  of  labor; 
and 

Whereas,  After  years  of  incessant  strug- 
gle to  have  labor  laws  passed  in  munici- 
palities, state  and  nation,  a systematic  cam- 
paign, nothing  short  of  a criminal  con- 
spiracy, has  been  carried  on  by  organized 
capital  to  abrogate  them,  by  having  them 
declared  unconstitutional  when  efforts  are 
made  to  enforce  them,  said  decisions  at 
times  being  rendered  by  judges  who  are 
known  to  be  directly  interested  in  the  cor- 
poration involved;  and 

Whereas,  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  labor 
works  harder,  and  produces  more  than  ever 
before,  it  receives  proportionately  less  of 
the  wealth  it  produces;  with  employment 
becoming  more  intermittent  and  its  dura- 
tion more  uncertain,  combined  with  a reg- 
ularly increasing  percentage  in  the  cost  of 
living  and  rent,  the  aforesaid  abuses,  sev- 
erally and  combined,  continue  and  become 
aggravated,  until  the  condition  of  labor  to- 
day, if  not  already  intolerable,  is  rapidly 
becoming  so;  and 

Whereas,  To  the  dullest  intellect  it  is  ob- 
vious that  these  abuses  are  caused  by  the 
control  of  organized  capital  of  our  govern- 
ment in  its  administrative,  judicial,  legis- 
lative and  executive  departments,  and  can 
only  be  permanently  and  successfully  reme- 
died by  the  organization  of  the  workers  of 
our  nation  on  the  broadest  possible  political 
basis;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  in  convention 
assembled,  call  upon  the  workers  of  the 
United  States  to  join  hands  in  a permanent 
country  wide  systematic  political  organizaz- 
tion,  to  the  end  that  we  have  united  polit- 
ical action,  electing  members  from  our  own 
class  who  know  our  needs  in  all  the  depart- 
ments of  our  government  to  the  end  that  a 
government  of  the  workers  be  established 
as  a substitute  for  one  of  that  of  capital- 
ists, as  being  the  only  means  that  we  may 
institute  justice  for  all  of  those  dependent 
upon  us,  that  posterity  may  enjoy  life,  lib- 
erty and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.

ment, and  the  demand  for  it  on  all  goods 
offered  for  sale.

Blacksmiths,  Boilermakers,  Carpenters, 
Electricians,  Engineers,  Firemen,  Machin- 
ists, Structural  Iron  Workers,  etc.,  said 
crafts  are  now  being  organized  and  char- 
tered under  their  respective  crafts  affiliated 
with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor;

Whereas,  We  are  firmly  of  the  opinion 
that  if  the  W.  F.  M.  is  given  jurisdiction 
over  the  crafts  designated  and  named  above, 
that  it  will  unquestionably  prove  injurious 
and  detrimental  to  the  well  being  and  fu- 
ture prosperity  and  progress  of  all  Inter- 
national craft  unions  and  their  member- 
ship; and 

Whereas,  The  Western  Federation  of 
Miners  has  wherever  possible  allied  them- 
selves with  and  placed  their  organization 
under  the  dictation  of  corporation  rule  and 
supervision,  which  charge  can  be  verified 
and  proven,  through  an  investigation  and 
inspection  of  their  methods  in  Butte.  Mont., 
which  said  district  comprises  the  strong- 
hold and  chief  membership  of  their  organ- 
ization, and  where  such  practices  have  been 
indulged  in,  and  such  policies  have  been 
pursued  at  the  suggestion  of  the  officials  of 
the  Amalgamated  Copper  Co.,  a subsidiary 
company  of  the  Standard  Oil  corporation, 
as  to  cause  strike  breaker  Farley  and  his 
organization  to  bow  the  head  in  humble 
submission  and  acknowledgment  of  their 
utter  impotency,  to  compete  with  the  meth- 
ods and  tactics  put  into  force  and  effect  by 
the  W.  F.  M.,  at  the  behest  and  commands 
of  the  officials  of  the  said  Amalgamated 
corporation;  and 

Whereas,  if  the  jurisdictional  power 
prayed  for  by  the  W.  F.  M.  is  granted  to 
them  by  the  A.  F.  L,  it  will  have  a tenden- 
cy to  disrupt  and  disorganize  all  unions 
within  the  state  of  Montana,  and  in  other 
states  and  districts  wherein  they  may  or- 
ganize; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  membership  of  the  un- 
dersigned organization  does  hereby  protest 
and  advise  that  such  jurisdiction  be  not 
granted  by  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, to  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners; 
that  no  charter  be  granted  to  the  said  W. 


F.  M.  other  than  one  permitting  them  to 
establish  a "Metalliferous  Mining  Depart- 
ment’’ of  the  A.F.of.L.,  on  craft  lines,  such 
as  we  understand  has  been  given  to  the 
“Railroad  Department’’  of  the  A.  -F.  of  L. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Convention  adjourned. 

SECOND  DAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Convention  called  to  order  at  2 P.  M.  by 
President  Comerford. 

The  roll  call  was  dispensed  with. 

Secretary  McKee — The  minutes  of  yes- 
terday are  quite  lengthy  and  in  place  of 
reading  them,  would  suggest,  they  be 
adopted  as  printed,  if  there  are  any  er- 
rors, the  corrections  will  be  made,  when 
attention  is  called  to  same. 

No  objection,  it  was  so  ordered. 

Vice  President  Huddell  in  the  chair. 

President  Comerford  read  the  report  of 
the  delegates  to  the  metal  trades  conven- 
tion as  follows: 

Report  of  delegates  to  the  Second  An- 
nual Convention  of  the  Metal  Trades  De- 
partment, of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Sept.  12,  1910. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  12th 

Convention  of  the  International  Union 

of  Steam  Engineers. 

Greeting: — The  regular  meeting  of  the 
second  annual  convention  of  the  Metal 
Trades  Department  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  was 
called  to  order  by  President  James 
O’Connell  on  Monday  morning,  March  21, 
1910,  in  Union  Square  Hall,  New  York 
City. 

The  president  introduced  Brother  Ger- 
non,  the  former  General  Secretary  of  the 
Department  to  the  convention,  who  made 
a speech  of  welcome  to  the  delegates. 
Brother  James  Hatch  representing  the 
Building  Trades  Council,  of  New  York, 
made  a speech  advising  the  Metal  Trades 
Department  against  permitting  individual 
organizations  to  make  separate  agree- 
ments and  pointed  out  the  necessity  of 
having  all  metal  trades  act  in  unity  and  in 
sympathy  in  time  of  trouble. 

President  Gompers  was  the  last  speak- 
er at  the  opening  exercises,  and  it  goes 
without  saying  he  made  a splendid  speech 
and  incidentally  gave  some  good  advice 
to  the  department.  He  strongly  recom- 
mended that  the  metal  trades  department 
set  a date  when  the  eight  hour  day  should 
be  put  in  force,  as  he  contended  the  eight 
hour  work  day  is  the  natural  days  work, 
and  unless  the  metal  trades  make  a fight 
for  this  division  of  the  day,  the  rank  and 
file  will  not  continue  to  have  confidence 
in  the  department. 

The  following  International  Unions  werq 
reported  as  being  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
convention.  Blacksmiths,  Boilermakers, 
Electrical  Workers,  Engineers,  Steamfit- 
ters,  Foundry  employees,  Machinists, 
Moulders,  Metal  Polishers,  Pattern  Mak- 


ers, Stovemounters  and  Sheet  Metal  Work 
ers. 

The  International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers was  represented  by  William  Hoer- 
schelmann,  A.  J.  Skiffington  and  Matt 
Comerford. 

The  reports  of  officers  did  not  show  any 
real  progress  for  the  previous  year  except 
that  local  councils  had  been  formed  in  a 
number  of  cities  during  the  term  and  the 
opinion  was  expressed  that  in  the  near  fu- 
ture results  would  be  shown  which  would 
justify  the  expense  which  the  department 
imposed  on  the  Internationals  composing  it. 

The  secretary's  report  showed  that  the 
organizations  paid  the  following  amounts 
in  per  capita  tax  for  the  term:  Black- 

smiths $250.00,  Boilermakers  $344.40,  Elec- 
trical Workers  $282.50,  Steam  Engineers 
$480.00,  Foundry  Employees  $25.00,  Steam 
Fitters,  $168.00.  Machinists  $1333.30,  Metal 
Polishers  $425,  Moulders  $1375.00,  Pattern 
Makers  $150.00,  Stovemounters  $23.00, 
making  a total  $4906.20.  Received  from 
local  councils  $230.00,  miscellaneous 
$126.63.-  The  total  receipts  being  $5262.83. 

Your  delegates  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  convention  was  not  productive  of  any 
measure  which  in  our  estimation  is  needed 
for  the  better  success  of  trades  affiliated. 
In  dealing  with  President  Compers  rec- 
ommendation for  establishing  a date  on 
which  the  eight  hour  day  should  go  into 
effect  the  same  old  “not  yet  ready”  spirit 
seemed  to  be  the  prevailing  notion.  So 
far  as  bringing  about  a condition  under 
which  the  trades  could  act  in  unison,  they 
are  practically  as  far  apart  as  ever,  so  far 
as  rendering  one  another  mutual  assis- 
tance. The  proposition  looking  to  a bet- 
ter understanding  and  mutual  effort  for 
the  improvement  of  conditions  and  wages 
met  the  same  fate  as  at  the  convention 
last  year.  This  may  be  discouraging  to 
some  members  of  the  trades  affiliated,  but 
it  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  all  hope 
is  gone  of  securing  progressive  action 
through  the  metal  trades  department. 

If  the  rank  and  file  of  the  affiliated  In- 
ternational Unions  asserts  itself  in  no  mis- 
taken tones,  the  necessary  action  will  be 
taken  by  some  future  convention  of  this 
department.  The  sentiment  for  united  ef- 
fort ought  to  be  unanimous.  There  ought 
to  be  no  question  about  this.  The  em- 
ployers have  gotten  together  long  ago  and 
they  act  as  a unit,  while  we  remain  di- 
vided. Just  so  long  as  organizations 
whose  members  are  employed  in  any  giv- 
en industry  will  continue  to  make  separate 
efforts  to  attain  progress  and  without  the 
support  and  cooperation  of  the  other  or- 
ganized trades  in  the  same  industry,  so 
long  will  these  efforts  be  handicapped  in 
their  purpose. 

Unless  the  metal  trades  department 
shows  more  of  a disposition  to  follow  the 
example  of  the  building  trades  department 
in  bringing  about  unity  of  action  in  the 
near  future  your  delegates  can  see  no 
reason  why  our  own  International  Body

should  continue  to  Bpend  nearly  $500.00  a 
year  for  its  affiliation.

Delegate  Roberts  would  like  to  ask 
who  will  pay  the  expenses  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

Vice  President  Huddell— If  that  motion 
is  carried,  the  expenses  will  be  defrayed 
by  this  convention. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — Offer  an 
amendment  that  the  telegram  be  accepted 
and  that  we  congratulate  them  upon  their 
success,  and  not  send  a committee.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

Delegate  Macguire,  as  mover  of  the  mo- 
tion— I accept  that  and  withdraw  my  mo- 
tion. 

The  chair — The  amendment  becomes  the 
motion.  Motion  was  carried. 

Communications  from  the  World’s  Pana^ 
ma  Exposition  Co.,  of  New  Orleans,  La.,  in 
which  (hey  submit  a resolution  which  they 
desire  introduced  into  the  convention  pre- 
sented. 

Delegate  Macguire,  Loctl  87 — Move  that 
the  secretary  be  instructed  to  notify  that 
commission,  they  will  receive  the  support 


of  the  steam  engineers,  provided,  the  work 
is  done  by  union  men.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Donovan,  Local  226 — Should 
this  pass,  they  would  have  the  convention 
of  engineers  meet  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  in 
1912  and  then  something  could  be  seen. 

The  chair — Inasmuch  as  there  is  a con- 
test between  San  Francisco  and  New  Or- 
leans in  the  matter,  this  matter  is  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  resolutions  and 
the  delegates  from  both  of  these  places 
can  appear  before  that  committee. 

Letter  from  President  Gompers  in  mat- 
ter of  donations  or  contributing  some,  sums 
of  money  for  the  American  Association  ot 
Labor  Legislation,  the  matter  was  referred 
by  the  executive  board  to  this  convention. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — Move  that  we 
donate  $200.00  to  this  movement  which  is 
well  worthy  and  I hope  to  see  it  carried 
unanimously.  (Seconded  by  Delegate 
Crowe.) 

Delegate  Walsh,  Local  20 — The  A.  F. 
of  L.,  gives  a donation  of  $25  and  here  we 
are  going  to  donate  $200.  I am  opposed  to 
it. 

Delegate  Maguire,  Local  87 — Offer  as  an 
amendment,  that  that  communication  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  resolutions. 

Seconded  by  Delegate  Mery,  Local  5. 

Delegate  Snellings,  Local  99 — Offer  as  a 
substitute  for  the  whole,  that  the  com- 
munication lay  on  the  table.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Snellings  withdrew  his  substi- 
tute in  favor  of  the  amendment.  Carried. 

Communication  from  E.  F.  Robbins,  Sec- 
retary of  Committee  on  National  Health, 
also  Senator  Owen’s  speech,  relating  to 
health,  was  read. 

Delegate  Maguire,  Local  87 — Move  that 
it  be  placed  on  file.  (Seconded.)  Mo- 
tion carried. 

Secretary  McKee  announced  he  had  an 
appeal  of  former  Local  No.  3,  Chicago,  111., 
pending. 

Delegate  Conser,  Local  92 — Move  that 
the  appeal  be  read  to  the  convention. 
(Seconded.) 

Delegate  Lewis,  Local  400 — As  the  time 
is  limited,  we  have  to  adjourn  at  3:30,  I 
amend  that  to  read,  that  we  make  it  a 
special  order  of  business  tomorrow  morn- 
ing after  the  roll  has  been  called  and  the 
minutes  read.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — As  seconder  of 
the  original  motion,  wish  to  withdraw  my 
second  and  support  the  amendment. 

Delegate  Conser  accepted  the  amend- 
ment. Motion  carried. 

Communication  from  Delegate  Martin 
Dee,  of  Local  138,  read  as  follows: 

Butte,  Mont.,  Sept.  6,  1910. 
To  the  officers  and  delegates  in  attend- 
ance to  the  International  Union  of 

Steam  Engineers  convention,  to  be  held 

in  the  city  of  Denver,  Colo.,  beginning 

September  12,  1910. 

Greeting: — Owing  to  a combination  of 
circumstances  and  misunderstandings,  the 
membership  of  Butte  Local,  No.  138,  en- 
gaged in  a strike  or  walkout  on  February 
16.  1910. 

The  cause  leading  to,  and  prompting  the 
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Said  action  on  the  part  of  the  membership 
of  Local  No.  138,  was  as  follows  to-wit: 

On  or  about  September,  1909,  the  engi- 
neers who  were  then  members  of  tbo 
Western  Federation  of  Miners,  became 
dissatisfied  with  the  workings  of  the  said 
W.  F'.  M.  and  the  conduct  of  its  manage- 
ment, and  in  accordance  with  a referen- 
dum vote  of  the  membership  of  Engineers 
Union  No.  83,  of  the  W.  F.  M.  it  was  de- 
cided by  an  overwhelming  majority  vote 
of  the  engineers,  to  withdraw  further  af- 
filiation with  the  Western  Federation  of 
Miners. 

The  contemplated  action  on  the  part  of 
the  engineers  to  withdraw  from  the  W.  F. 
M.  was  objected  to  by  the  Butte  Miner's 
Union,  the  Smeltermen’s  Union,  a portion  of 
Engineers  Union  No.  83,  comprising  some 
twenty  or  twemy-five  and  the  officials  of 
the  W.  F.  M.  with  the  result  that  a strike 
was  ordered  by  the  said  Local  officials  oE 
the  W.  F.  M.  contrary  to  the  wishes  of 
the  local  membership  of  the  W.  F.  M.  and 
as  well  being  contrary  to,  and  in  direct 
conflict  with  the  rules  and  laws  of  the 
Western  Federation  of  Miners  which  pro- 
vides for  all  matters  pertaining  to  strikes, 
to  be  first  su  omitted  to  the  membership 
for  a referendum  vote  before  engaging  in 
any  strike. 

The  engineers  having  no  defined  plan 
other  than  a desire  to  sever  affiliations 
with  the  W.  F.  M.,  and  it  having  been  in- 
timated to  them  by  President  Moyer  of  the 
W.  F.  M.  that  no  opposition  would  be  made 
to  them  affiliating  with  a regular  organ- 
ized body  connected  with  the  general  labor 
movement,  decided  after  the  miners  had 
been  out  for  a period  of  several  days,  to 
return  to  No.  83,  pending  the  necessary 
steps  being  taken  to  secure  affiliation  with 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers, and  in  accordance  with  this  de- 
cision, they  again  assumed  membership  in 
No.  83,  W.  F.  M. 

In  due  time  Brother  R.  G.  Moser  visited 
Butte,  and  re-organized  Local  No.  138,  and 
advised  us  to  continue  our  membership  in 
No.  83,  W.  F.  M.  until  the  expiration  of 
the  contract  which  existed  between  the 
corporations  and  the  engineers,  and  which 
advice  was  agreed  to. 

The  re-o^ganization  of  No.  138  was  a 
popular  method  of  bringing  the  engineers 
together,  and  proved  a medium  of  creating 
universal  satisfaction  within  their  ranks, 
in  a very  short  time,  there  was  over  six 
hundred  enrolled  in  No.  138,  all  eminently 
well  pleased  with  its  objects  and  princi- 
ples and  enthusiastic  in  its  advocacy. 

The  re-organization  of  No.  138,  was  not 
looked  upon  with  favor  by  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners,  and  irregardless  of 
the  fact  that  the  engineers  had  agreed  to 
maintain  their  membership  in  the  W.  F. 
M.  during  the  life  of  the  existing  con- 
tract, and  pay  the  monetary  tribute  levied 
upon  them,  they  began  to  feel  the  spleen 
indulged  against  them  by  the  affiliates  of 
the  W.  F.  M.  and  they  harrassed  in  every 
particular. 

The  regular  officers  elected  by  the  mem- 


bership of  No.  83,  were  deposed  and  set 
aside  without  trial  or  charge,  and  re-placed 
with  those  who  were  deemed  friendly  and 
absolutely,  loyal  to  the  officials  of  the  W. 
F.  M.,  the  meeting  place  was  moved  to  the 
miners  union  hall  without  the  consent  of 
the  membership,  for  the  purpose  of  plac- 
ing those  put  in  charge  of  No.  83,  under 
the  physical  protection  of  the  affiliates  of 
the  W.  F.  M. 

The  affiliates  of  No.  138  who  attended 
any  of  the  meetings  of  No.  83,  and  who  at- 
tempted to  take  part  in  any  of  the  pro- 
ceedings or  business  transactions,  were 
abused  and  mistreated  on  the  slightest 
provocation,  petty  persecutions  were  in- 
dulged in,  motions  and  resolutions  not  to 
the  liking  of  those  in  power  were  not 
permitted  to  be  recorded  as  being  carried, 
the  members  of  No.  138  learned,  that  they 
were  not  to  have  any  other  privilege  in 
No.  83  other  than  the  privilege  of  paying 
such  dues  and  assessments  that  might  be 
levied  by  the  W.  F.  M. 

Notwithstanding  the  petty  annoyance  in- 
dulged in  by  the  affiliates  of  the  W.  F.  M. 
the  members  of  No.  138  counselled  and  for- 
tified themselves  with  patience  against  the 
indignities  put  upon  them  by  those  in 
power  and  control  of  the  affairs  of  No. 
83,  of  the  W.  F.  M. 

Apparently  seeing  the  futility  of  this 
mode  of  procedure,  and  realizing  that,  in- 
stead of  weakening  the  enthusiasm  and 
loyalty  of  the  membership  of  No.  138.  they 
were  but  strengthening  it,  they  invoked 
another  method,  which  proved  to  be  the 
trumping  up  of  charges  against  the  mem- 
bers of  No.  138,  and  demanding  their  dis- 
charge from  the  positions  which  they  oc- 
cupied as  engineers  with  the  various  em- 
ploying corporations,  they  persisted  in 
this  method  until  they  succeeded  in  se- 
curing the  discharge  of  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  No.  138,  and  the  threatened  dis- 
charge of  several  others. 

The  membership  of  No.  138  protested 
to  the  corporations  against  this  injustice, 
but  were  informed  that  nothing  could  be 
done  in  the  matter,  that  they  were  morally 
bound  to  discharge  any  one  who  was  not 
acceptable  to  those  in  control  of  the  W 
F.  M. 

When  this  information  was  imparted  to 
the  membership  of  No.  138.  they  decided 
to  resent  it  and  protect  their  threatened 
members  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and 
in  accordance  with  this  determination, 
committees  were  appointed  to  await  upon 
the  management  of  the  corporations  and 
notify  them  of  the  actions  taken,  with  the 
result  that  a walkout  took  place  on  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1910. 

While  we  at  this  time  realize  that  the 
action  taken  by  No.  138,  was  unauthor- 
ized and  in  conflict  with  the  constitution 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam  En- 
gineers, we  nevertheless  feel  that  we  have 
some  extenuating  circumstances  to  offer 
as  an  excuse  for  the  action  pursued  by  our 
membership. 

In  justice  to  General  President  Matt 
Comerford,  the  membership  of  No.  138 


desires  to  express  a deep  debt  of  gratitude 
which  they  feel  that  they  owe  to  him,  for 
the  keen  interest  which  he  took  in  behalf 
of  our  membership.  In  this  connection  we 
wish  to  state,  that  had  his  counsel  been 
followed,  or  rather,  had  the  telegram 
which  he  sent  forbidding  a walkout  until 
he  arrived,  been  read  to  our  membership, 
no  doubt  a different  story  could  have  been 
written  concerning  our  late  difficulty. 

To  the  General  Executive  Board,  and  the 
officials  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.,  we  desire  to  ac- 
knowledge our  gratitude  and  thanks  for 
assistance  rendered. 

To  the  delegates  in  attendance,  we  wish 
to  solicit  your  indulgence  in  behalf  of  any 
of  our  members  who  have  been  forced  to 
leave  our  community  to  seek  employment 
elsewhere,  and  with  whom  you  may  come 
in  contact  with,  or  who  might  visit  your 
various  Locals.  t 

'In  conclusion,  let  us  assure  you  that 
while  many  of  the  members  of  Local  No. 
138  have  been  placed  upon  a blacklist  and 
are  prohibited  from  following  their  voca- 
tion as  an  engineer,  and  thus  forced  to  fol- 
low some  other  calling,  and  while  many  are 
not  permitted  to  work  in  this  community 
at  any  calling,  and  while  others  of  our 
membership  have  been  compelled  to  pay 
from  ten  to  fifty  dollars  each  for  the  priv- 
ilege of  following  their  vocations  as  en- 
gineers, we  nevertheless  feel  like  boasting 
that  we  give  way  to  none  in  expressing  loy- 
alty to  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  and  craft  independ- 
ence and  autonomy  which  it  represents. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Resolution  No.  11,  presented  by  Delegate 
Dee  of  Local  138  as  follows,  was  read: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
convention,  that  its  officers  be  instructed  to 
use  their  best  efforts  to  have  the  A.  F.  of 
I*  go  after  some  of  the  great  illegal  com- 
bines of  wealth;  which  now  exist  as  trusts, 
through  me  medium  of  the  United  States 
courts,  and  go  after  the  state  officials,  in 
such  states  as  have  good  anti-trust  laws, 
and  make  some  of  such  officials  do  their 
duty. 


Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Delegate  Keefe,  Local  69 — Move  that  we 
suspend  the  rules  and  adjourn  to  partici- 
pate in  the  entertainment  the  committee 
has  provided  for  us. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6,  objected. 

The  Chair  being  in  doubt  of  the  vote  a 
rising  vote  was  taken.  There  were  33  for 
to  23  against. 

Vice  President  Huddell — It  takes  a two- 
thirds  vote  to  suspend  the  rules;  there  nor 
being  a sufficient  number,  the  convention 
will  stay  in  session. 

Delegate  Maguire,  Local  87,  stated  he 
desired  to  appeal  from  the  General  Presi- 
dent’s decision  on  Article  24,  Section  6. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — It  seems  to  me 
this  is  a grievance  and  I would  make  a 
motion  that  the  brother  reduce  this  to  writ- 
ing and  bring  it  in  in  the  form  of  a griev- 
ance. 

Vice  President  Huddell — The  Chair  will 
rule  this  is  not  a grievance;  it  is  an  appeal 
under  instructions  from  his  local  from  the 
decision  of  the  General  President.  It  is 
not  a grievance;  he  appeals  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  General  President. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — Admitting  that 
your  ruling  is  correct,  I believe  this  is  a 
vital  question  and  still  insist  it  be  reduced 
to  writing  and  be  brought  before  the  con- 
vention in  regular  form  and  make  that  a 
motion.  (Seconded.) 

Delegate  Maguire  accepts  the  motion. 

Delegate  Moser — I agree  to  it  and  would 
like  to  add  to  the  motion  that  this  matter 
be  taken  up  as  a special  order  of  business, 
immediately  after  the  other  matter  we  have 
decided  to  make  for  a special  order. 

Motion  carried. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  184 — Move 
that  we  suspend  the  rules  in  reference  to 
the  time  of  adjournment.  (Seconded.) 

Unanimously  carried. 

Adjourned. 


THIRD  DAY,  MORNING  SESSION, 
WEDNESDAY,  SEPT.  14,  1910. 

Convention  was  called  to  order  at  9 a.  m. 
by  President  Comerford.  Upon  roll  call, 
the  following  delegates  were  absent:

I understand 
the  appeal  of  Local  No.  3 from  the  decision 
of  the  General  Executive  Board  was  made 
a special  order  of  business  for  this  morn- 
ing. 

Delegate  VonKothen,  Local  85 — Point  of 
information.  Has  this  ex-Local  No.  3 repre- 
sentation here? 

The  Chair  answered  he  did  not  know. 

Delegate  VonKothen,  Local  85,  stated 
he  was  informed  they  had  a number  of  rep- 
resentatives here  who  would  be  willing  to 
explain  matters  and  therefore  offered  a 
motion  that  two  of  their  representatives 
be  allowed  the  floor  fifteen  minutes  in 
which  to  state  their  side  of  the  case. 

Delegate  Dee,  Local  138,  stated  fifteen 
minutes  was  not  enough  time  in  which  to 
present  their  case.  He  was  answered,  the 
time  allowed  was  fifteen  minutes  for  each 
representative. 

Delegate  Wood,  Local  2,  offered  an 
amendment,  that  discussion  be  confined  to 
two  hours;  one  hour  for  each  side.  (Sec- 
onded.) 

Delegate  Conser,  Local  92,  offered  an 
amendment  to  the  amendment  that  we  put 
no  time  limit  on  them  and  when  we  go  into 
discussion  on  this  subject,  we  resolve  our- 
selves into  a Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20,  offered  a sub- 
stitute for  the  whole,  that  we  allow  thirty 
minutes  to  the  representatives  from  No.  3 
and  that  during  that  thirty  minutes  we  re- 
main in  session,  then  go  into  a Committee 
of  the  Whole  to  discuss  it  in  full. 

Delegate  Roberts,  Local  67,  moved  that 
the  amendment  to  the  amendment  be  laid 
on  the  table.  Carried. 

The  amendment  was  lost.  Original  mo- 
tion carried. 

Delegate  Ryan,  Local  184,  moved  that  a 
committee  of  two  be  sent  to  get  the  repre- 
sentatives. President  Comerford  appoint- 
ed Brothers  Walsh,  Ryan  and  VonKothen 
to  ask  the  representatives  to  appear  be- 
fore the  convention.

the  case. 

Vice  President  Roberts  in  the  Chair. 

The  Chair — The  question  before  the 
house  is,  shall  the  Executive  Board  be  sus- 
tained. 

Delegate  Snellings,  Local  99 — I move 
that  any  member  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  who  is 
in  good  standing  be  allowed  to  remain  here 
while  we  are  in  executive  session. 

Vice  President  Roberts — The  Chair  will 
so  rule.

Delegate  Packard,  Local  139,  stated  that 
hereafter  when  there  is  a proposition  be- 
fore the  house,  as  a representative  of  Lo- 
cal 139,  he  desired  his  rights  to  speak  to 
the  question. 

President  Comerford  stated  the  chair 
has  been  as  fair  and  impartial  as  possible 
during  this  matter,  the  matter  was  dis- 
cussed since  yesterday  at  nine  o’clock  un- 
til now. 

President  Comerford — As  I understand 
it,  there  is  a Special  Order,  which  is  an 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  President 
taken  by  Local  87. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20 — I move  we 
sustain  the  officers  of  this  organization, 
the  same  as  in  the  other  matter. 

The  Chair — The  matter  before  this  con- 
vention now  is  the  appeal  by  Local  87 
from  the  decision  of  the  President. 

Vice  President  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Gralfs,  Local  401 — Upon  this 
appeal,  has  anybody  the  right  to  debate 
the  question,  or  only  the  parties  to  the 
appeal?  He  was  answered,  any  one  can 
debate  the  question. 

Delegate  Maguire  of  Local  87,  stated  his 
side  of  the  question  for  appealing  from 
the  decision  of  the  general  president. 
The  appeal  was  from  decision  No.  5 upon 
Section  6,  article  24,  of  the  constitution 
regarding  transfers,  he  also  desired  to 
know  if  this  convention  had  a right  to 
amend  the  amendments  submitted  by 
Locals.  He  was  answered,  they  must  he 
either  accepted  or  rejected,  they  cannot 
be  amended. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20 — Point  of  in- 
formation— Is  this  Brother  an  engineer? 

Delegate  Maguire  answered — I am  work- 
ing as  engineer,  under  pay  of  my  Local. 

Delegate  Naughton,  Local  372,  stated: 
This  gentleman  is  a real  estate  dealer,  in 
the  city  of  Portland.  He  has  an  office  as 
such. 

Point  of  order  by  Delegate  Murphy — This 
gentleman  is  not  an  engineer. 

Vice  President  Roberts — The  chair  will 
rule,  he  will  have  to  recognize  the  Broth- 
er, his  credentials  are  received  and  he  has 
been  admitted  as  a delegate. 

Delegate  Maguire,  Local  87 — I wish  to 
state  I hold  we  are  absolutely  working 
without  a constitution,  if  this  decision 
stands,  and  read  from  the  constitution. 

Delegate  Keefe,  Local  69 — Point  of  or- 
der, that  we  are  not  working  under  the 
old  constitution  at  the  present  time;  this 
is  a question  as  to  whether  the  General 
Executive  Board  acted  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  engineers. 

The  chair  stated,  I will  not  cut  off  de- 
bate. 

Delegate  Maguire,  Local  87,  continued 
his  remarks. 

Delegate  Zeigler,  Local  66,  point  of  or- 
der— The  Brother  is  not  talking  to  the 
question. 

The  chair — The  point  is  well  taken,  the 
Brother  will  come  to  the  meat  of  the 
question. 


Delegate  Maguire,  Local  87 — I wish  to 
leave  the  floor  absolutely,  because  I am 
not  given  the  floor. 

The  Chair — The  Brother  is  entirely  out 
of  order,  he  was  given  the  floor  but  did 
not  talk  to  the  question. 

Delegate  Horan,  Local  20 — Would  like 
to  ask  the  Brother  how  long  it  is  since  he 
worked  as  engineer? 

The  Chair — This  is  a question  of  trans- 
fer cards,  whether  the  Local  is  compelled 
to  accept  a transfer  or  whether  they  have 
option  to  it. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  4,  spoke  on  the 
matter  and  said:  The  matter  under  con- 

sideration was  whether  this  convention 
was  a law  making  body,  or  whether  the 
general  president  has  the  right  to  rule 
that  the  actions  of  the  convention  are  il- 
legal. He  maintained  that  the  laws  of  a 
convention  continue  until  another  conven- 
tion reconsidered  that  law. 

Delegate  Zeigler,  Local  66 — Point  of  or- 
der, Brother  Huddell  is  a member  of  the 
General  Executive  Board  and  instructed 
our  general  president  to  render  this  de- 
cision. 

Delegate  Huddell,  answered:  “No,  not  to 
render  this  decision  but  to  render  a de- 
cision. 

Delegate  Britt,  Local  11 — Would  like  to 
ask  Brother  Huddel  a question.  He  stated 
this  question  came  betore  the  Executive 
Board  for  interpretation,  he  also  makes 
the  statement  that  laws  made  by  a con- 
vention stand  until  changed  by  another 
convention.  Why  should  this  question 
come  before  the  Executive  Board  and  why 
should  the>  refer  it  to  the  General  Presi- 
dent for  interpretation  ? 

Delegate  Huddell — There  was  a conten- 
tion in  the  city  of  Chicago  on  transfer 
cards  between  Locals  69  and  No.  3. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  184 — The-e 
was  a contention  brought  up  by  Local  184 
in  Peoria. 

Delegate  Huddell  stated:  The  Execu- 

tive Board  has  no  right  to  interpret  the 
constitution. 

Delegate  Britt,  Local  11 — That  is  my 
contention,  why  should  the  Executive 
Board  refer  that  to  the  one  member? 

Delegate  McConville  of  Local  184,  spoke 
on  the  matter.  Delegates  Hannahan,  Lo- 
cal 69,  Murphy,  Local  20  and  Cassidy,  Lo- 
cal 315,  spoke  on  the  matter. 

Delegate  Keefe  raised  to  a point  of  or- 
der, the  question  before  the  house  is  the 
decision  of  the  General  President  not  the 
appeal  of  Local  87.  The  point  was  de- 
clared well  taken. 

President  Comerford  stated  his  side  of 
the  case  and  said,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
he  was  confronted  with  important  ques- 
tions and  owing  to  conflicting  sections  in 
Article  24,  he  took  the  matter  to  Attorney 
O'Brien  and  received  an  opinion.  Read 
the  opinion  received  from  the  attorney. 

Secretary  McKee  spoke  on  the  matter. 
Delegate  Maguire  spoke  further  on  the 
matter. 

Delegate  Snellings,  Local  99 — I move 
that  the  decision  of  the  General  President 


:«s  the  decision  of  this  convention.  Car- 
ried. 

Delegate  Lyon,  Local  18,  desires  to  be  re- 
corded voting  “No.” 

Delegate  Carroll  of  Local  72  said:  Inas- 

much as  this  convention  has  sustained  the 
decision  of  the  General  President,  it  seems 
clear  that  any  amendment  placed  in  the 
constitution  in  any  way  not  prescribed  by 
the  constitution  is  illegal  and  I would  make 
a motion  that  any  part  of  our  constitution 
amended  at  the  tenth  annual  convention  in 
Milwaukee  that  was  amended  in  any  way 
not  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  stand, 
and  we  will  therefore  have  a law  until  such 
time  as  it  is  properly  amended. 

Not  entertained. 

Moved  and  seconded,  that  we  adjourn 
until  two  o’clock.  Carried.

living  up  to  the  agreement  entered  into  be- 
tween both  Local  Unions. 

That  Local  184,  I.  TJ.  S.  E.  has  en- 


tered into  an  agreement  with  the  Con- 
tractors’ Protective  Association  of  New 
York  City  and  vicinity  and  Local  184  B.  A 
is  not  a party  to  this  agreement,  a viola 
tion  of  Article  4 of  the  agreement  entered 
into  by  both  locals,  also  by  having  one  of 
our  members  discharged  from  a position 
when  he  was  receiving  the  same  wage  as 
engineers  employed,  thereby  violating  Ar- 
ticle 5 of  the  agreement,  also  by  not  financ- 
ing the  Delegate  of  184  Branch  A to  this 
convention  in  Denver,  Colorado,  thereby 
violating  Article  7 of  said  agreement. 
Referred  to  Committee  on  Grievances. 
The  following  request  of  Ix)cal  399,  Chi- 
cago, 111.,  was  read: 

To  the  Delegates  of  The  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers  in  convention 
assembled  in  Denver,  Colorado: 

I hereby  request  that  the  charter  of  Lo-

Referred  to  Committee  on  Charters. 
Resolution  No.  12,  presented  by  Delegate 
G.  H.  Kendrick  of  Local  No.  407  read  as 
follows : 

To  the  Delegates  of  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  in  Convention  assem- 
bled : 

The  Delegate  from  Local  No.  407,  believ- 
ing that  the  proposed  amendment  submit- 
ted by  the  Local  No.  407  might  possibly 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  and  would  be  det- 
rimental at  this  time  to  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  by  probably 
causing  costly  court  litigation,  begs  to 
withdraw  proposed  amendment  and  submit 
the  following  resolution  attached: 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers  in 
Convention  assembled  at  Denver  do  in- 
struct their  Delegates  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
to  use  their  best  efforts  in  having  the  color 
line  drawn  and  stipulate  the  word  white  in 
all  classes  of  skilled  and  enlightened  trades 
or  mechanics,  and  also  to  ask  the  help  and 
influence  of  all  other  skilled  trades  and 
mechanics  to  get  said  color  line  drawn  in 
all  skilled  trades. 

Referred  to  Committeee  on  Resolutions. 
An  application  for  charter  for  Dock  En- 
gineers of  New  York  and  vicinity,  signed 
by  Benjamin  Potts,  William  Blatz  and  oth- 
ers was  presented. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Charters. 

An  application  for  charter  for  White 
Plains,  New  York,  signed  by  J.  H.  Dinham, 
J.  I.  Carpenter  and  others  was  presented. 
Referred  to  Committee  on  Charters. 

An  application  and  petition  from  Auxil- 
iary Local  69,  Chicago,  111.,  for  a separate 
charter  was  presented. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Charters. 
Communication  from  Auxiliary  Local  69, 
Chicago,  111.,  presented  as  follows: 


To  the  Interriational  Union  of  Steam  En- 
gineers, Brothers: 

A lockout  was  declared  by  the  Contract- 
ors’ Association  against  the  Street  Paving 
Engineers’  Auxiliary  to  Local  No.  69,  May 
1,  1908,  involving  fifty-five  members  in 
good  standing. 

We  at  once  notified  Local  No.  69  and 
they  at  once  notified  our  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, but  it  seems  as  though  no 
attention  was  paid  to  it  by  our  General  Or- 
ganization. No  General  Executive  Officer 
came  to  Chicago  to  assist  us,  and  on  the 
eighth  day  of  June,  our  men  were  ordered 
back  to  work  on  a verbal  agreement,  which 
the  Contractors  violated,  and  on  Sunday, 
June  21st  at  an  advertised  meeting,  our 
men  decided  unanimously  to  quit  work  and 
try  and  make  the  bosses  live  up  to  their 
agreement,  and  on  the  following  Sunday, 
June  22nd,  five  of  our  men  went  to  work, 
being  the  first  break  in  our  ranks,  and 
they  gave  as  their  reasons  for  going  to 
work,  that  we  were  ignored  by  the  Inter- 
national and  they  had  not  received  any 
strike  benefits,  which  our  Constitution 
said  we  were  entitled  to.  These  men  were 
all  employed  by  the  R.  F.  Conway  Com- 
pany, whose  superintendent  was  president 
of  the  Contractors’  Association,  and  could 
not  afford  to  stay  idle  any  longer.  On  the 
26th  day  of  June,  as  a special  meeting,  our 
men  voted  to  go  back  to  work  on  the  open 
shop  plan,  but  after  our  members  went 
back  to  work,  our  men  would  not  stand  for 
being  mixed  with  scabs  and  in  most  cases 
we  were  kept  apart. 

Now,  we  had  fifty-five  men  involved  to 
start  with,  and  as  five  of  them  did  not 
stick,  we  do  not  figure  them  entitled  to 
anything,  but  the  fifty  men  that  did  stick, 
we  figure  are  entitled  to  seven  dollars  per 
week  for  seven  weeks,  entitling  us  to  $2.- 
450. 

Brother  James  G.  Hannahan,  who  was 
the  Delegate  of  Local  No.  69  to  our  Phila- 
delphia convention,  appeared  before  our 
General  Executive  Board  prior  to  the  con- 
vention, and  the  General  Executive  Board 
voted  the  Street  Paving  Engineers’  Aux- 
iliary to  Local  No.  69  $500.00  and  at  the  first 
General  Executive  Board  meeting  held 
after  our  convention,  which  was  in  March 
in  Chicago,  the  General  Executive  Board 
voted  to  take  the  $500.00  away  from  us, 
without  ever  giving  Local  No.  69  or  its 
Auxiliary  a chance  to  be  heard  or  to  enter 
a protest  of  any  kind,  and  we  were  not  in- 
formed of  their  actions  until  the  General 
Executive  Board  had  adjourned  and  most 
of  the  members  had  left  the  city. 

We  immediately  appealed  to  our  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  and  in  due  time  Bro- 
th er  McKee  informed  us  that  our  appeal 
was  denied  and  the  General  Executive 
Board  decided  not  to  rescind  their  actions 
In  our  case. 

That  spring,  we  fought  our  bosses  again 
and  we  succeeded  in  breaking  up  the  Con- 
tractors’ Association,  and  we  got  a closed 


shop  agreement  from  all  of  them,  except  R. 
F.  Conway  Company,  M.  H.  McGovern 
Company  and  A.  Jaicks  Company.  We  car- 
ried our  fight  against  these  concerns  in 
every  way  we  could  and  succeeded  in  mak- 
ing the  M.  H.  McGovern  Company  sign  our 
agreement  on  the  20th  day  of  August,  1909. 
We  made  them  discharge  fourteen  scabs 
and  fourteen  union  men  went  on  the  job. 
That  gave  us  more  courage  and  we  went 
after  R.  F.  Conway  Company  and  Jaicks 
all  the  harder,  and  on  the  12th  day  of  No- 
vember, 1909,  we  made  the  A.  Jaicks  Com- 
pany sign  our  agreement,  and  they  dis- 
charged four  scabs  and  filled  their  places 
with  union  engineers.  The  R.  F.  Conway 
Company  quit  bidding  on  street  work  in 
Chicago  in  June,  1909,  and  did  not  bid 
again  until  May,  1910,  and  this  year  they 
have  only  done  about  one-third  as  much 
work  as  in  former  years,  and  from  all  in- 
formation we  can  get,  all  the  work  they 
have  done  has  been  done  at  a loss.  We 
believe  that  the  reason  the  Conway  Com- 
pany has  held  out  so  long  is  because  they 
have  got  men  in  their  employ  that  were 
former  members  of  our  union. 

Now,  Brothers,  any  of  you  that  have  ever 
been  through  any  strikes  or  lockouts  know 
what  it  costs  to  carry  on  a fight  the  same 
as  we  have  done.  Today  we  have  got  a 
wage  scale  of  $5.00  per  day  straight  time, 
with  ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the  Street 
Paving  Contractors  of  Chicago,  and  you  all 
know  that  the  fight  must  have  been  an 
enormous  drain  on  our  treasury.  .We  did 
not  receive  one  penny  from  any  organiza- 
tion to  help  us  win.  All  the  money  we  got 
was  what  our  own  members  contributed  to 
the  cause,  and  we  are  going  to  leave  it  to 
your  fairness  to  say  whether  we  are  en- 
titled to  our  lockout  benefits  or  not.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  EXECU- 
TIVE BOARD 

Denver,  Colo.,  Sept.  10,  1910. 
To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Sec- 
ond Biennial  Convention  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 
Greeting; 

As  is  customary  and  in  pursuit  of  our 
duty,  we  herewith  submit  to  you  a report 
upon  the  most  important  matters  that 
have  been  passed  upon  by  us  during  the 
past  term. 

Want  of  space  prohibits  us  from  mak- 
ing to  you  a detailed  report  of  all  the 
business  that  has  been  transacted,  much 
of  it  was  routine  in  its  character  and  we, 
therefore,  report  to  you  upon  the  most 
important  matters  that  have  been  acted 
upon  by  us. 

During  the  past  term,  five  meetings  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  were  held. 
The  first  one  was  held  in  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  immediately  after  adjournment  of  the 
last  convention. 

The  second  was  held  in  Peoria,  111., 
March  8th  to  12th,  1909  and  was  finished 
in  Chicago,  111.,  March  13,  1909. 

The  third  was  held  in  Washington,  D. 
C.,  Sept.  20  to  25,  1909. 

The  fourth  was  held  in  Chicago,  111., 
March  14  to  18,  1910,  and  the  fifth  was 
held  in  this  city;  during  this  week,  furth- 
er meetings  will  be  held  during  the  ses- 
sions of  this  convention,  if  necessity  re- 
quires. 

A large  amount  of  our  business  has 
been  transacted  by  mail.  During  the 
term  there  has  been  before  the  Board 
five  hundred  one  cases  or  subjects,  all  of 
which  have  received  our  best  thought  and 
judgment.

Charters 

During  the  past  term,  there  have  been 
sixty -one  charters  issued  to  Local  Unions. 
A complete  report  of  these  charters  will 
appear  in  the  report  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

The  charters  of  Local  Union  No.  3,  Chi- 
cago, Illinois,  was  revoked.  An  appeal 
has  been  filed  and  will  come  before  this 
convention  against  the  action  of  the  Exec- 
utive Board. 

Appeals 

Appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  are  pending  and  will  come  be- 
fore this  convention  in  the  following 
cases:

Strikes  and  Lockouts 

During  the  past  term  there  were  a num- 
ber of  strikes  and  lockouts.  It  is  with  a 
sense  of  gratification  that  we  can  report 
to  you,  that  none  of  these  strikes  or  lock- 
outs have  been  of  a disastrous  character 
and  that  in  the  greater  number  of  cases, 
we  have  been  successful  in  our  conten- 
tions. There  has  been  paid  from  the  de- 
fense fund,  the  sum  of  $11021.30  in  sup- 
port of  our  members  who  were  involved 
in  these  several  controversies. 

Organization 

During  the  past  term,  there  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  general  president  and  ap- 
proved by  this  Board,  eight  Organizers. 
It  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  report  much 
further  on  this  subject.  The  report  of  the 
general  officers  will  have  touched  upon 
them  in  detail. 

At  the  meeting  held  in  Washington,  D. 
C.,  a large  amount  of  business  was  trans- 
acted. The  most  important  matters 
touched  upon  in  that  meeting  occurred 
upon  the  proposition  of  recovering  the 


Defense  Fund  of  former  Local  296,  New 
York,  N.  Y.  In  connection  with  this  mat- 
ter, a new*  proposition,  in  the  forni  of  an 
agreement  by  and  between  Locals- 184  and 
296  was  submitted  by  President  Comer- 
ford  and  was  considered.  It  was  decided, 
by  a majority  of  the  executive  board,  that 
the  agreement  be  approved  of.  In  con- 
nection with  this  matter  a bill  of  $275  to 
D.  F.  O’Brien  was  allowed  and  ordered 
paid. 

The  question  of  organizing  the  state  of 
Massachusetts  was  submitted  by  Vice 
President  Huddell,  who  submitted  a plan 
outlined  and  proposed  by  the  state  branch 
of  Massachusetts.  It  was  decided  that  we 
pay  the  expenses  of  printing  and  mailing 
of  circulars  and  carfare  of  Vice  President 
Huddell  in  connection  with  this  matter. 

The  situation  in  Chicago,  111.,  was  fully 
discussed  and  considered.  The  report  of 
Secretary  McKee  and  his  recommendation 
on  the  investigation  w'hich  was  held  in 
Chicago,  111.,  June  17,  1909,  was  read.  Af- 
ter considerable  discussion,  it  was  de- 
cided, that  the  report  and  recommenda- 
tions be  non  concurred  in. 

Vice  Presidents  Huddell,  Skiffington  and 
Secretary  McKee,  dissenting.  Secretary 
McKee,  served  notice,  that  he  would  take 
the  matter  before  the  next  convention. 

President  Comerford  verbally  preferred 
charges  against  Local  No.  3,  Chicago, 
111.,  for  violating  the  constitution,  by  not 
submitting  their  agreements  for  approval 
as  provided  for  in  the  constitution. 

Secretary  McKee,  asked  why  Local  No. 
3 was  selected  in  this  manner,  when  every 
other  Local  in  Chicago  -was  equally  at 
fault  in  this  matter,  and  was  answered, 
that  Local  No.  3 wrns  in  question  now. 

Decided,  that  the  charter  of  Local  No. 
3,  Chicago,  111.,  be  revoked  and  the  gen- 
eral executive  board  proceed  to  organize 
stationary  Local  Unions  in  Chicago.  , 

Vice  Presidents  Huddell  and  Skiffing- 
ton and  Secretary  McKee  dissenting. 

Decided,  that  upon  the  adjournment  of 
the  board  meeting,  the  general  president 
go  to  Chicago,  111.,  and  carry  out  the  in- 
structions of  this  board.  Vice  Presidents 
Huddell  and  Skiffington  and  Secretary 
McKee,  dissenting. 

President  Comerford’s  report  on  the  in- 
vestigation conducted  by  himself  and  Sec- 
retary McKee  in  June,  1909,  was  taken  up. 
It  was  decided,  that  no  action  was  neces- 
sary, it  was  disposed  of  as  above. 

It  was  decided  that  the  local  secretary 
be  required  to  forward  back  per  capita 
tax  upon  reinstated  members  when  mak- 
ing his  report  on  reinstated  members;  al- 
so on  members  granted  cards  and  ad- 
mitted on  card,  wherein  he  collects  the 
dues. 

Charges  were  preferred  by  Local  No. 
3,  Chicago,  111.,  against  President  Comer- 
ford.  President  Comerford  protested 
against  the  same  being  entertained  as 
charges. 


It  was  moved  and  seconded,  that  “it  be 
the  accepted  sense  of  this  Board,  that  no 
Local  Union  can  lawfully  prefer  charges 
under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution, 
against  the  official  conduct  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Executive  Board.’’ 

Vice  President  Huddell  was  in  the  chair 
and  ruled  the  motion  out  of  order. 

Vice  President  Snellings  appealed  from 
the  decision  of  the  chair. 

Vice  President  Skiffington  was  in  the 
chair.  Vice  President  Snellings  and  the 
Chairman  Huddell,  spoke  on  the  matter. 

The  chair  was  not  sustained.  Secre- 
tary McKee  voted  to  sustain  the  chair. 
Vice  President  Huddell  in  the  chair.  The 
motion  was  carried. 

Vice  Presidents  Snellings,  Roberts  and 
Kelly  voting  “yes.” 

Vice  President  Skiffington  and  Secre- 
tary McKee  voting  “No.” 

A communication  was  received  from 
President  Ryan,  of  the  Iron  Workers, 
relative  to  the  Pile  D-’iver  Engineers  in 
Chicago,  111.  It  was  decided  that  Local 
No.  69,  be  instructed  to  take  these  men 
into  their  membership  and  upon  refusal 
to  do  so,  their  charter  be  revoked. 

At  the  March,  1910,  meeting  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  a large  amount 
of  routine  business  was  transacted. 

The  question  arose  over  the  sending  of 
$2000  strike  money  to  Butte,  Mont.  It 
was  decided  that  the  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral President  and  Secretary  McKee,  in 
sending  $2000  to  Butte,  Mont.,  was  sus- 
tained, but  that,  the  Local  Union  be  in- 
structed that  they  use  $500  and  they  re- 
turn the  other  $1500  to  the  general  office. 

In  the  matter  of  indebtedness  of  Local 
81,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  it  was  decided  that 
Local  81  be  instructed  to  pay  up  their 
back  indebtedness  and  submit  their  bill 
and  the  same  would  be  acted  upon  as 
promptly  as  possible. 

The  long  drawn  out  controversy  in  Pitts- 
burg, Pa.,  between  Locals  95  and  385  was 
discussed  and  the  matter  was  referred  to 
the  general  president  and  he  was  in- 
structed to  straighten  up  the  affair  of 
Local  385. 

It  was  decided  that  the  secretary  be  in- 
structed to  send  a circular  letter  to  all  of 
our  Local  Unions,  informing  them,  here- 
after positively  no  more  strike  benefits 
be  allowed,  unless,  the  law  is  fully  com- 
plied with. 

The  question  of  accepting  Local  No. 
3’s  per  capita  tax,  pending  the  appeal  to 
the  convention.  It  was  decided  that  the 
per  capita  tax  be  not  accepted. 

It  was  decided  that  the  color  of  the 
stamps  be  changed  when  the  new  mem- 
bership books  are  issued. 

In  the  matter  of  bills  of  Wm.  Von 
Kothen  for  the  weeks  ending  Jan.  7,  14, 
28,  Feb.  4,  11,  18,  25,  March  4,  11,  1910; 


Brother  VonKothen  appeared  before  the 
board  and  made  verbal  statement  of  what 
he  had  done. 

It  was  decided  that  the  report  be  re- 
ceived and  approved  of  and  placed  on  file. 
Bills  of  Wm.  VonKothen  as  Organizer  for 
the  weeks  ending  Dec.  2,  16.  30,  19^9; 
Jan.  6,  12,  20,  27,  Feb.  3,  10,  17,  24,  March 
3 and  10,  1910,  amounting  to  $496.70,  were 
presented. 

Moved  and  seconded,  that  the  bills  be 
paid.  Amendment  offered  that  the  bills 
be  referred  to  the  Local  Joint  Executive 
Board  of  Chicago.  The  vote  appears: 
Vice  Presidents  Huddell  and  Skiffington 
and  Secreta-ry  McKee  voting  “Yes.” 

Vice  Presidents  Sneilings,  Roberts  and 
Kelly  “No.”  Amendment  lost.  The  mo- 
tion was  put  and  carried  by  the  following 
vote:  President  Comerford,  Vice  Presi- 

dents Snellings,  Roberts  and  Kelly,  voting 
“Yes.” 

Vice  Presidents  Huddell  and  Skiffing- 
ton and  Secretary  McKee  voting  “No.” 
The  motion  was  carried. 

The  letter  of  Vice  President  Huddell, 
which  was  refused  publication  in  the 
March  issue  of  the  Journal  was  read. 
Moved  and  seconded,  that  the  letter  be 
published.  Vice  Presidents  Huddell  and 
Skiffington  and  Secretary  McKee  voting 
“Yes.”  President  Comerford,  Vice  Presi- 
dents Snellings,  Roberts  and  Kelly,  voting 
“No.” 

It  was  decided  that  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  sanction  the  payment  of  ex- 
penses in  sending  one  copy  of  this  letter 
to  the  Local  Unions  and  one  copy  of  a 
reply  from  President  Comerford,  if  he  de- 
sires to  make  a reply;  also  a letter,  stat- 
ing this  letter  was  sent  to  the  Journal 
March  7,  1910,  was  not  published  and  was 
referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board 
and  was  refused  publication  in  the  Journ- 
al by  them.  It  was  by  them,  ordered  sent 
to  the  Local  Unions  by  the  secretary’s  of- 
fice. The  vote  occurs  upon  this  as  fol- 
lows: 

“Yes” — President  Comerford,  Vice  Presi- 
dents Huddell,  Skiffington,  Snellings  and 
Kelly  and  Secretary  McKee. 

“No” — Vice  President  Roberts. 

Decided,  that  an  expert  accountant  be 
employed  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Journal 
to  the  31st  day  of  July,  1910. 

The  matter  of  due  stamps  as  used  by 
ex-local  No.  3,  was  before  the  board  and 
was  referred  to  the  general  president,  wifti 
instruction  to  prevent  the  use  of  them  by 
No.  3. 

Journal 

As  you  have  all  been  advised,  our  late 
editor  and  manager,  Brother  Frank  B. 
Monaghan,  has  passed  away.  It  is  with  a 
sense  of  the  deepest  regret  and  a full 
recognition  of  his  sterling  qualities,  that 
we  recall  the  subject  to  you.  It  would  in- 
deed be  difficult  to  make  a report  upon 


this  important  matter,  did  we  not  do  so. 

Upon  the  death  of  Brother  Monaghan, 
the  management  of  the  Journal  was  taken 
up  by  Vice  President  Huddell,  who  con- 
ducted the  business  in  Boston,  Mass.,  as 
had  been  done  formerly,  for  a period  of 
three  months.  At  the  expiration  of  this 
time,  the  duties  of  managing  editor  was 
taken  over  by  President  Comerford,  who 
removed  the  Journal  offices  to  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  from  which  place  the  Journal  is  now 
being  published. 

As  in  the  past,  this  matter  has  re- 
ceived considerable  aitention  and  every 
effort  has  been  put  forth  to  make  the 
Journal  a self  sustained  proposition.  It 
is  not  our  purpose  to  make  a detailed  re- 
port on  this  matter,  as  the  same  will  be 
submitted  by  the  managing  editor. 

In  'Washington,  D.  C.,  considerable  trou- 
ble was  experienced  because  of  the  fact 
that  a number  of  Local  Unions  had  con- 
tinued to  publish  programs  and  souvenir 
Journals,  which  action  interferred  with 
business  being  done  by  the  Journal.  It 
was  decided,  that  all  Local  Unions  be  noti- 
fied to  cease  the  publication,  of  all  pro- 
grams and  souvenir  Journals  with  adver- 
tisements therein,  without  first  obtaining 
permission  from  the  General  Executive 
Board,  under  penalty  of  revocation  of 
their  charter.  Further,  that  if  the  adver- 
tising was  conducted  by  a member  of 
the  organization,  they  would  be  subject  to 
expulsion. 

It  was  decided  that  the  local  financial 
secretary  should  be  appointed  the  Journal 
Agent. 

While  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  a sub-com- 
mittee called  upon  the  post  office  depart- 
ment, relative  to  the  subscription  list  for 
the  Journal.  It  was  resolved,  that  steps 
be  taken  to  comply  with  the  regulations 
of  the  Post  Office  Department. 

Provision  was  made  for  bonding  the 
managing  editor  of  the  Journal  in  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars.  Attached  hereto 
find  Journal  contract  with  R.  G.  Moser  as 
advertising  agent. 

In  conclusion,  it  must  be  seen,  that  to 
report  to  you  in  detail  upon  all  matters 
which  came  before  us,  would  be  impossi- 
ble, because  of  the  limited  space  at  our 
command,  but  we  have  endeavored  to 
submit  to  you,  the  most  important  mat- 
ters that  were  acted  upon  by  us. 

We  have  given  our  best  thought  and 
energy  in  acting  upon  the  several  matters 
which  came  before  us  and  we  sincerely 
trust  that  they  will  meet  with  your  ap- 
proval and  commendation.

Convention  was  called  to  order  at  9 
o’clock  by  President  Comerford.  Absent- 
ees: Delegates  C.  A.  Spencer,  Local  21, 

and  E.  R.  Clark,  Local  114. 

Resolution  No.  27,  presented  by  Delegate 
W.  R.  F.  Whelan,  Local  16,  and  Thos.  B. 
Constant,  Local  263,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  read 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  There  is  a large  field  for  organ- 
izing in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  several 
large  cities  not  being  represented  in  our 
International  Union;  and 

Whereas,  An  effort  was  made  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  to  thoroughly 
organize  in  cities  where  there  were  local 
unions  by  holding  organizing  meetings; 

Whereas,  The  General  Executive  Board 
rendered  us  financial  assistance  by  paying 
the  expense  of  circulars  sent  to  the  Engi- 
neers for  the  different  meetings,  and  good 
results  were  accomplished  and  the  seed  of 
organizing  is  sown;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Executive 
Board  be  requested  to  send  an  organizer  to 
Massachusetts  to  complete  this  work  where 
we  are  confident  good  results  will  be  ac- 
complished for  Massachusetts  and  the  I.  U. 
S.  E. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Resolution  No.  28,  presented  by  Dele- 
gate A.  C.  Low  of  Local  7,  Springfield,  111., 
read  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Through  the  neglect  of  the  of- 
ficers of  Local  No.  7,  Springfield,  111,  to 
properly  notify  the  General  President  of  a 
strike  which  had  been  called  by  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Council,  two  members  of  Local 
No.  7,  are  deprived  of  strike  benefits 
through  no  fault  of  their  own;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  two  members  be 
granted  the  strike  benefits  claimed  in  the 
attached  application. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

President  Comerford:  Would  like  to  an- 

nounce the  proper  way  of  doing  business 
is  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious session.  As  has  been  tne  custom, 
we  have  dispensed  with  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  and  would  ask  the  delegates  to 
look  them  over  carefully  and  report  any 
corrections  they  desire  made. 

Delegate  Hannahan,  Local  69,  Chairman 
of  the  Law  Committee:  Desire  to  an- 

nounce, the  Law  Committee  has  received 
a matter  in  the  form  of  Resolution  No.  21, 
referred  to  them  by  the  Convention.  In- 
asmuch as  this  has  not  been  submitted  as 
per  the  Constitution,  the  Law  Committee 
does  not  feel  as  though  they  can  handle  it. 

President  Comerford:  No  objection,  this 
matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Resolution 
Committee. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1:  Secretary  of 

Resolution  Committee  reports  on  appeal 
from  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  in 
regard  to  funds  for  the  Los  Angeles,  Calif., 
strike.  , 

Committee  recommends  that  this  con- 
vention donate  fifty  dollars  to  the  sup- 
port of  that  strike. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — Move  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  George,  Local  64 — Would  ask, 
are  the  engineers  in  Los  Angeles  on  strike 
receiving  benefit  from  the  International? 
He  was  answered  “yes.” 


Delegate  George — The  reason  I ask,  is, 

our  Local  has  sent  $110  to  Los  Angeles 
a week,  and  we  received  a letter  saying 
our  members  in  Los  Angeles  had  been  re- 
ceiving $1  a week. 

Delegate  Carroll,  Local  72 — Wish  to 
state,  the  statement  is  correct.  Local  72 
has  not  received  from  this  fund  that  has 
been  collected  throughout  the  state  of  Cal- 
ifornia, not  one  cent.  Everything  has 
gone  to  the  Metal  Trades.  The  only  thing 
Local  72  has  received  is  that  which  we 
have  received  direct  from  different  Locals 
throughout  the  country,  which  amounts  to 
about  $110.  In  regards  to  this  resolution, 
I think  in  all  rights  to  Local  72,  inasmuch 
as  our  different  locals  throughout  the 
state  of  California  have  been  sending 
money  there  ever  since  the  strike  began 
in  June  to  the  Metal  Trades  Department, 
if  any  money  is  sent  by  this  International 
it  should  be  sent  to  72,  because,  as  the 
brother  has  stated,  they  have  contributed 
their  portion  to  the  benefits  to  the  Metal 
Trades  strike,  while  we  have  not  received 
one  cent. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1— Do  I under- 
stand you  to  say  the  only  money  you  re- 
ceived is  from  $20  to  $30? 

Delegate  Carroll  answered — We  have  re- 
ceived $110  outside  of  the  regular  strike 
benefits,  and  from  our  International  $900. 

Delegate  Moser  for  the  committee  stated 
the  reason  they  did  not  recommend  a 
greater  sum  was  because  the  members 
were  taken  care  of  by  the  International. 

Delegate  Roberts  of  Local  67  spoke  on 
the  matter  and  said  in  part:  I hope  this 

recommendation  of  the  committee  be  not 
concurred  in.  I do  not  believe  we  should 
send  one  cent  to  this  general  strike  con- 
ference in  Los  Angeles  who  is  handling 
the  general  strike  there.  Our  Local  and 
every  Local  in  California  has  been  assess- 
ing their  members  25  cents  a week!  for 
the  last  fifteen  weeks  and  that  assessment 
is  continually  going  on.  Not  one  cent  of 
that  money  has  been  given  to  the  brother 
members  of  Local  72.  If  you  ask  where 
the  money  goes,  they  say,  to  take  care  of 
the  non-union  men  who  went  on  strike 
and  for  the  general  expenses  of  this 
strike.  We  have  done  our  part  and  any 
appropriation  this  International  is  going 
to  make  should  go  to  Local  72. 

Delegate  Carroll  of  Local  72  spoke  fur- 
ther on  the  matter. 

Motion  lost. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — Secretary  of 
the  Resolution  Committee — This  commit- 
tee considered  a communication  from  the 
World’s  Panama  Exposition  Company  of 
New  Orleans,  La.,  asking  for  support  to 
help  get  the  World’s  Panama  Exposition 
for  1915.  Committee  recommends  this 
matter  be  laid  on  the  table,  as  the  com 
mittee  feels  this  is  a commercial  proposi- 
tion and  has  no  standing  in  this  conven- 
tion. 

Moved  and  seconded  the  report  be  ac- 
cepted. Carried. 


Committee  ec  Resotstkcu  revert  on 
communication  from  Local  138  and  Reso- 
lution No.  11  as  follows^ 

Butte,  Mont.,  Sept.  6,  1910. 
To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  in  attend- 
ance to  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers'  Convention,  to  he  held 
in  the  City  of  Denver,  Colorado,  begin- 
ning September  12,  1910 — Greeting: 
Owing  to  a combination  of  circumstances 
and  misunderstandings,  the  membership  of 
Butte  Local  No.  138  engaged  in  a strike 
or  walkout  on  February  16,  1910. 

The  cause  leading  to,  and  prompting  the 
said  action  on  the  part  of  the  membership 
of  Local  No.  138,  was  as  follows,  to-wit: 
On  or  about  September,  1909,  the  engi- 
neers, who  were  then  members  of  the 
Western  Federation  of  Miners,  became  dis- 
satisfied with  the  workings  of  the  said  W. 
F.  M.,  and  the  conduct  of  its  management, 
and  in  accordance  with  a referendum  vote 
of  the  membership  of  Engineers’  Union 
No.  83  of  the  W.  F.  M.,  it  was  decided  by 
an  overwhelming  majority  vote  of  the  en- 
gineers to  withdraw  further  affiliation 
with  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners. 

The  contemplated  action  on  the  part  of 
the  engineers  to  withdraw  from  the  W.  F, 
M.,  was  objected  to  by  the  Butte  Miners’ 
Union,  the  Smeltermen’s  Union,  a portion 
of  Engineers’  Union  No.  83,  comprising 
some  twenty  or  twenty-five  and  the  offi- 
cials of  the  W.  F.  M.  with  the  result  that 
a strike  was  ordered  by  the  said  local  of- 
ficials of  the  W.  F.  M.  contrary  to  the 
wishes  of  the  local  membership  of  the  W. 
F.  M.  and  as  well  being  contrary  to,  and  in 
direct  conflict  with  the  rules  and  laws  of 
the  Western  Federation  of  Miners  which 
provides  for  all  matters  pertaining  to 
strikes,  to  be  first  submitted  to  the  mem- 
bership for  a referendum  vote  before  en- 
gaging in  any  strike. 

The  engineers  having  no  defined  plan 
other  than  a desire  to  sever  affiliations 
with  the  W.  F.  M„  and  it  having  been  in- 
timated to  them,  by  President  Moyer  of 
the  W.  F.  M.,  that  no  opposition  would  be 
made  to  them  affiliating  with  a regular 
organized  body  connected  with  the  general 
labor  movement,  decided  after  the  miners 
had  been  out  for  a period  of  several  days, 
to  return  to  No.  83,  pending  the  necessary 
steps  being  taken  to  secure  affiliation  with 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers, and,  in  accordance  with  this  de- 
cision, they  again  assumed  membership  in 
No.  83,  W.  F.  M. 

In  due  time  Brother  R.  G.  Moser  visited 
Butte,  and  reorganized  Local  No.  138,  and 
advised  us  to  continue  our  membership  in 
No.  83,  W.  F.  M.,  until  the  expiration  of 
the  contract  which  existed  between  the 
corporations  and  the  engineers,  and  which 
advice  was  agreed  to. 

The  reorganization  of  No.  138  was  a 
popular  method  of  bringing  the  engineers 
together,  and  proved  a medium  of  creating 
universal  satisfaction  within  their  ranks, 
in  a very  short  time,  there  was  over  six 
hundred  enrolled  in  No.  138,  all  eminently 


wefl  pleased  with  Its  objects  and  princi- 
ples and  enthusiastic  in  its  advocacy. 

The  reorganization  of  No.  138  was  not 
looked  upon  with  favor  by  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners,  and,  irregardless  of 
the  fact  that  the  engineers  had  agreed  to 
maintain  their  membership  in  the  W.  F. 
M.  during  the  life  of  the  existing  contract 
and  pay  the  monetary  tribute  levied  upon 
them,  they  began  to  feel  the  spleen  In- 
dulged against  them  by  the  affiliates  of 
the  W.  F.  M.  and  were  harassed  in  every 
particular. 

The  regular  officers  elected  by  the  mem- 
bership of  No.  83  were  deposed  and  set 
aside  without  trial  or  charge,  and  replaced 
with  those  who  were  deemed  friendly  and 
absolutely  loyal  to  the  officials  of  the  W. 
F.  M„  the  meeting  place  was  moved  to  the 
Miners’  Union  hall  without  the  consent  of 
the  membership,  for  the  purpose  of  placing 
those  put  in  charge  of  No.  83  under  the 
physical  protection  of  the  affiliates  of  the 
W.  F.  M. 

The  affiliates  of  No.  138  who  attended 
any  of  the  meetings  of  No.  83,  and  who 
attempted  to  take  part  in  any  of  the  pro- 
ceedings or  business  transactions,  were 
abused  and  mistreated  on  the  slightest 
provocation;  petty  persecutions  were  in- 
dulged in,  motions  and  resolutions  not  to 
the  liking  of  those  in  power  were  not  per- 
mitted to  be  recorded  as  being  carried, 
the  members  of  No.  183  learned  that  they 
were  not  to  have  any  other  privilege  in 
No.  83  other  than  the  privilege  of  paying 
such  dues  and  assessments  that  might  be 
levied  by  the  W.  F.  M. 

Notwithstanding  the  petty  annoyance  in- 
dulged in  by  the  affiliates  of  the  W.  F. 
M.,  the  members  of  No.  183  counseled  and 
fortified  themselves  with  patience  against 
the  indignities  put  upon  them  by  those  in 
power  and  control  of  the  affairs  of  No.  83 
of  the  W.  F.  M. 

Apparently  seeing  the  futility  of  this 
mode  of  procedure  and  realizing  that,  in- 
stead of  weakening  the  enthusiasm  and 
loyalty  of  the  membership  of  No.  138,  they 
were  but  strengthening  it,  they  invoked 
another  method,  which  proved  to  be  the 
trumping  up  of  charges  against  the  mem- 
bers of  No.  138,  and  demanding  their  dis- 
charge from  the  positions  which  they  oc- 
cupied as  engineers  with  the  various  em- 
ploying corporations.  They  persisted  in 
this  method  until  they  succeeded  in  secur- 
ing the  discharge  of  one  of  the  members 
of  No.  138  and  the  threatened  discharge 
of  several  others. 

The  membership  of  No.  138  protested  to 
the  corporations  against  this  injustice,  but 
were  informed  that  nothing  could  be  done 
in  the  matter,  that  they  were  morally 
bound  to  discharge  anyone  who  was  not 
acceptable  to  those  in  control  of  the  W. 
F.  M. 

When  this  information  was  imparted  to 
the  membership  of  No.  138,  they  decided  to 
resent  it  and  protect  their  threatened  mem- 
bers to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  in 
accordance  with  this  determination,  com- 
mittees were  appointed  to  await  upon  the 


management  of  the  corporations  and  no- 
tify them  of  the  actions  taken,  with  the 
result  that  a walkout  took  place  on  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1910. 

While  we  at  this  time  realize  that  the 
action  taken  by  No.  138  was  unauthorized 
and  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers, we  nevertheless  feel  that  we  have 
some  extenuating  circumstances  to  offer 
as  an  excuse  for  the  action  pursued  by  our 
membership. 

In  justice  to  General  President  Matt 
Comerford,  the  membership  of  No.  138  de- 
sires to  express  a deep  debt  of  gratitude 
which  they  feel  that  they  owe  to  him  for 
the  keen  interest  which  he  took  in  behalf 
of  our  membership,  in  this  connection  we 
wish  to  state,  that  had  his  counsel  been 
followed,  or  rather,  had  the  telegram  which 
he  sent  forbidding  a walkout  until  he  ar- 
rived, been  read  to  our  membership,  no 
doubt  a different  story  could  have  been 
written  concerning  our  late  difficulty. 

To  the  General  Executive  Board  and  the 
officials  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  we  desire  to 
acknowledge  our  gratitude  and  thanks  for 
assistance  rendered. 

To  the  delegates  in  attendance  we  wish 
to  solicit  your  indulgence  in  behalf  of  any 
of  our  members  who  have  been  forced 
to  leave  our  community  to  seek  employ- 
ment elsewhere,  and  with  whom  you  may 
come  in  contact  with,  or  who  might  visit 
your  various  locals. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  assure  you  that 
while  many  of  the  members  of  Local  No 
138  have  been  placed  upon  a blacklist  and 
are  prohibited  from  following  their  voca- 
tion as  an  engineer,  and  thus  forced  to 
follow  some  other  calling,  and  while  many 
are  not  permitted  to  work  in  this  commu- 
nity at  any  calling,  and  while  others  of 
our  membership  have  been  compelled  to 
pay  from  ten  to  fifty  dollars  each  for  the 
privilege  of  following  their  vocations  as 
engineers,  we  nevertheless  feel  like  boast- 
ing that  we  give  way  to  none  in  express- 
ing loyalty  to  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  and  the  craft 
independence  and  autonomy  which  it  rep- 
resents. 

Resolved,  That  It  Is  the  sense  of  this  con- 
vention, that  its  officers  be  instructed  to 
use  their  best  efforts  to  have  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
go  after  some  of  the  great  illegal  combines 
of  wealth,  which  now  exist  as  trusts, 
through  the  medium  of  the  United  States 
Courts,  and  go  after  the  State  Officials,  in 
such  States  as  have  good  anti-trust  laws, 
and  make  some  of  such  officials  do  their 
duty. 

Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution  and  that  the  incoming  dele- 
gates to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  use  their  best  ef- 
fort in  behalf  of  the  resolution. 

Delegates  Moser,  Local  1,  moves  the  ad- 
option of  the  recommendation.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  Res- 
olution No.  8,  presented  by  Delegate  Jen- 
kins of  Local  69,  also  endorsement  of  this 
resolution  received  from  Delegates  Cassidy 
of  Local  316,  as  follows: 

I,  the  delegate  of  Local  69,  I.  U.  S.  E.  of 
San  Francisco,  California,  hereby  wish  to 
enter  the  following  protest  against  Local 


77  of  the  International  Association  of 
Bridge  and  Structural  Ironworkers.  Affil- 
iated with  Local  77  are  engineers ^ over 
whom  we  claim  jurisdiction.  The  aforesaid 
local  refusing  to  live  up  to  the  law  of  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  makes  it  necessary  for  the  revo- 
cation of  their  charter.  And  I further  re- 
quest that  the  General  President  of  the  I.  U. 
S.  E.  be  instructed  to  attend  the  convention 
of  the  I.  A.  B.  S.  I.  W.  which  convenes  at 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  September  19th. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions, Denver  1910  Convention: 

Dear  sirs  and  brothers — I desire  to  add 
my  endorsement  to  the  resolutions  present- 
ed to  this  convention  by  Local  59  of  San 
Francisco,  Cal.,  in  reference  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Bridge  and  Structural  Iron- 
workers’ Union  doing  our  work. 

Kindly  report  my  endorsement,  and 
oblige,  yours  fraternally,

Committee  recommends  that  the  Gen- 
tral  Executive  Board  delegates  some  mem- 
ber nearby  to  represent  this  case,  with 
any  necessary  railroad  expense. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1,  moves  the  ad- 
option of  the  resolution. 

Delegate  Feeney,  Local  86,  stated 
they  were  in  a controversy  between 
the  Iron  Workers  of  Local  19,  Min- 
neapolis, something  should  be  done, 
and  asked  that  the  incoming  Board  look 
after  that  and  see  that  they  live  up  to  the 
rules.  Motion  was  carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  Res- 
olution No.  13,  presented  by  Local  59,  San 
Francisco,  Cal.,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  Western  Federation  of  Min- 
ers are  again  about  to  make  application  for 
a charter  in  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  and  claim  jurisdiction  over  all  crafts 
employed  in  and  around  the  mines,  mills 
and  smelters:  the  said  crafts  being,  namely: 
Blacksmiths,  Boiler  Makers,  Carpenters, 
Electricians,  Engineers,  Firemen,  Machin- 
ists, Structural  Iron  Workers,  etc.,  said 
crafts  now  being  organized  and  chartered 
under  their  respective  crafts  affiliated  with 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor;  and 

Whereas,  We  are  firmly  of  the  opinion 
that  if  the  W.  F.  M.  is  given  jurisdiction 
over  the  crafts  designated  and  named  above, 
that  it  will  unquestionably  prove  injurious 
and  detrimental  to  the  well  being  and  fu- 
ture prosperity  and  progress  of  all  Interna- 
tional Craft  Unions  and  their  memberships; 
and, 

Whereas,  The  Western  Federation  of 
Miners  has,  wherever  possible,  allied  them- 
selves with,  and  placed  their  organization 
under  the  dictation  of  corporation  rule  and 
supervision,  which  charge  can  be  verified 
and  proven,  through  an  investigation  and 
Inspection  of  their  methods  in  Butte,  Mon- 
tana, which  said  district  comprises  the 
stronghold  and  chief  membership  of  their 
organization,  and  where  such  practices  have 
been  indulged  in,  and  such  policies  have 
been  pursued  at  the  suggestion  of  the  offi- 
cials of  the  Amalgamated  Copper  Co.,  a sub- 
sidiary company  of  the  Standard  Oil  Cor- 
poration, as  to  cause  Strike  Breaker  Far- 
ley and  his  organization  to  bow  the  head  in 
humble  submission  and  acknowledgment  of 
their  utter  lmpotency,  to  compete  with  the 
methods  and  tactics  put  into  force  and  ef- 
fect by  the  W.  F.  M„  at  the  behest  and 
commands  of  the  officials  of  the  said  Amal- 
gamated corporation;  and, 

Whereas,  If  the  jurisdictional  power 
prayed  for  by  the  W.  F.  M.  is  granted  to 
them  by  the  A.  F.  L.  it  will  have  a tendency 
to  disrupt  and  disorganize  ail  unions  within 
the  State  of  Montana,  and  in  other  states 
and  districts  wherein  they  may  organize; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  membership  of  the  un- 


dersigned  organization  does  hereby  protest 
and  advise  that  such  jurisdiction  be  not 
granted  by  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor to  the  Western  Federation  of-Miners, 
that  no  charter  be  granted  to  the'  said  W. 
F.  M.  other  than  one  permitting  them  to  es- 
tablish a “Metalliferous  Mining  Depart- 
ment’’ of  the  A.  F.  L.  on  craft  lines,  such  as 
understand  has  been  given  to  the  “Rail- 
road Department”  of  the  A.  F.  L. 
Recommended  that  this  resolution  be  ad- 
opted as  read. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1,  moved  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  be  con- 
curred in.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  Res- 
olution No.  7,  presented  by  Local  6,  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  An  agreement  known  as  the  Ar- 
bitration Agreement  at  present  exists  be- 
tween the  American  Newspaper  Publishers’ 
Association  and  the  Allied  Printing  Trades, 
having  for  its  purpose  the  maintenance  of 
friendly  relations  and  the  peaceful  settle- 
ment of  disputes  (should  there  be  any)  be- 
tween the  parties  thereto,  which  has 

worked  advantageously  to  both  parties 
thereto;  and. 

Whereas,  The  International  Union  of 

Steam  Engineers  has  many  of  the  members 
of  its  subordinate  unions  working  for  mem- 
bers of  the  aforesaid  Newspaper  Publish- 
ers’ Association;  and. 

Whereas,  The  International  Union  of 

bteam  Engineers  is  now,  and  always  has 
been  in  favor  of  the  settlement  of  disputes 
between  members  of  its  subordinate  unions 
and  their  employers  by  peaceful  means  and 
without  the  termination  of  the  relation  of 
employer  and  employe;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Incoming  Executive 

Committee  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  be  instructed  to  corre- 
spond with  the  Commissioner  of  the  afore- 
said Publishers’  Association  asking  for  a 
conference  with  him  for  the  purpose  of  ne- 
gotiating a similar  agreement  between  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
and  the  aforesaid  Publishers’  Association, 
and  if  successful  in  obtaining  said  confer- 
ence and  agreement,  same  shall  be  immetji- 
ately  submitted  to  the  subordinate  unions 
for  their  approval. 

Committee  recommends  that  the  resolu- 
tion be  adopted. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  be  adopted.  ■ 

Delegate  Woods,  Local  2,  spoke  on  the 
subject  and  said  in  part-  This  resolution 
is  of  more  importance  than  we  realize. 
In  many  of  the  larger  cities  engineers 
have  been  excluded  from  newspaper  of- 
fices, due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  been 
unable  to  get  any  assistance  from  the  Al- 
lied Printing  Trades  Council.  In  a num- 
ber of  instances  they  have  taken  the  po- 
sition that  they  employ  no  engineers,  but 
say  the  Chief  Engineer  is  the  Assistant 
Master  Mechanic.  This  resolution  is  an 
exceedingly  important  one  and  the  Execu- 
tive Board  should  use  all  endeavor  to  se- 
cure the  same  agreements  from  the  news- 
papers as  the  Allied  Printing  Tracies  Coun- 
cil. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6,  spoke,  and 
said  in  part:  In  Kansas  City  we  were 

about  to  attempt  to  improve  the  condi- 
tions of  engineers  in  those  places  and  as 
Chairman  of  the  Scale  Committee  it  be- 
came my  duty  to  write  and  find  out  con- 
ditions of  our  craft  in  these  places.  New 
York  City, ^ St.  Louis,  and,  I believe,  Bos- 
ton, were  the  three  cities  that  had  better 


conditions  than  Kansas  City  had.  A ma- 
jority of  the  cities  answered  my  commu- 
nication, saying  that  they  had  no  man  in 
the  newspaper  offices  at  all.  In  Kansas 
City  the  newspapers  are  entitled  to  use 
the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council  label; 
there  is  only  one  paper  using  it  and  that 
paper  has  no  engineer  at  all,  yet  they  want 
the  engineer  and  fireman  to  recognize  that 
paper  as  being  the  Union  paper  of  Kansas 
City,  and  I hope  this  convention  will  sus- 
tain the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
and  vote  for  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

Delegate  Carroll,  Local  72  of  Los  An- 
geles, Calif.,  spoke  on  the  subject  and 
stated  they  had  about  the  same  conditions 
as  the  Kansas  City  people  have. 

Delegate  Huddell  of  Local  4,  Boston, 
Mass.,  spoke  on  the  subject  in  favor  of 
the  resolution. 

Delegate  Lane  of  Local  81,  Cleveland,  O., 
spoke  on  the  subject  and  stated  in  Cleve- 
land the  papers  are  union,  employing  un- 
ion engineers. 

Delegates  Packard,  Local  139,  and  Ste- 
venson, Local  400,  spoke  on  the  subject  in 
favor  of  the  resolution. 

Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  the 
letters  received  from  Samuel  Gompers, 
President  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
relative  to  the  American  Association  for 
Labor  Legislation;  recommend  that  ten 
dollars  be  appropriated. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — Move  that 
the  committee’s  recommendation  be  con- 
curred in.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  6,  presented  by  Local  No. 
6,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  legislative,  Judicial  and  ex- 
ecutive departments  of  the  government 
have  by  their  combined  acts  greatly  modi- 
fied and  in  some  cases  almost  destroyed  the 
beneficent  powers  of  the  Trade  Unions; 
and, 

Whereas,  Organized  Labor  still  has  the 
right  to  mark  the  products  of  their  toil,  and 
we.  The  International  Union  of  Steam  En- 
gineers In  convention  assembled,  pledge  our 
active  and  earnest  support  to  the  Union  La- 
bel movement,  and  as  real  friends  of  those 
unions  having  same  we  desire  to  impress 
on  their  minds  that  reciprocity  is  one  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  Trade  Unionism; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  and  delegates 
to  this  convention  on  all  occasions  insist 
that,  before  any  shop,  factory  or  article 
shall  be  considered  as  union  made  or  fair, 
all  labor  employed  in  shop  or  factory  pro- 
ducing said  article  sh*Jl  be  Union  Labor, 
thereby  Increasing  the  interest  in  the  label 
movement,  and  the  demand  for  it  on  all 
goods  offered  for  sale. 

Recommended,  that  we  do  not  adopt  this 
resolution. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — Move  the 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee. 
Seconded. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — As  the  in- 
troducer of  this  resolution,  desire  to  say, 
it  was  intended  to  open  up  the  situation 
in  the  so-called  union  shops  and  factories 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  I find  not  only  in  Kansas  City, 
but  throughout  the  country  mentioned,  that 
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the  engineer  is  a vital  and  potent  factor  in 
the  industrial  situation,  the  production  of 
goods,  and  to  the  one  that  is  not  consid- 
ered Bor  recognized  by  the  organization 
which  by  reason  of  their  vocation,  have 
the  opportunity  to  use  the  union  label.  I 
understand  that  the  organizations  having 
labels  receive  a larger  wage  scale  than 
the  engineers  and  have  better  conditions; 
not  by  reason  of  their  skill  but  by  reason 
of  the  fact,  that  there  is  such  a demand 
for  their  goods,  that  employers  are  forced 
to  meet  their  request.  I maintain  that 
the  engineer  has  helped  to  produce  these 
conditions  for  these  men  by  helping  to 
increase  the  demand  for  the  label  made 
goods  and  it  is  no  more  than  right  and 
just  that  they  should  help  us  to  enjoy  the 
benefits  which  we  have  helped  them  to  se- 
cure. I believe  if  these  conditions  are  ta- 
ken up  at  home  by  the  different  delegates 
and  get  their  bills  passed  through  the 
Central  Labor  bodies  as  has  been  done 
with  regard  to  the  resolution  for  the  news- 
paper offices,  you  have  reached  a move- 
ment that  will  benefit  the  members  of 
your  organization,  whether  you  adopt  this 
resolution  or  not.  There  is  no  question 
but  what  we  are  entitled  to  some  consid- 
eration, we  helped  to  secure  those  condi- 
tions for  these  men,  why  should  we  not 
enjoy  some  of  the  benefits.  A representa- 
tive goes  in  there  asking  for  an  agree- 
ment, they  say,  we  do  not  want  anything 
to  do  with  you.  You  people  are  the  power 
behind  the  throne.  Put  a union  engineer 
in  that  basement.  The  fellow  up  stairs, 
when  he  wants  anything,  comes  to  you, 
and  you  shut  the  plant  down.  I believe 
the  engineer  should  wake  up  to  the  fact 
that  he  is  a potent  factor  in  the  labor 
movement,  he  is  used  any  time  by  the 
other  people  to  pull  the  chestnuts  out  of 
the  fire  and  by  doing  this,  we  should  have 
the  right  to  a taste  of  them! 

Delegate  Woods,  Local  2,  spoke  on  the 
matter  and  said  in  part:  We  are  continu- 

ally donating  our  money  for  somebody 
else’s  cause  and  neglecting  our  own  inter- 
ests. I am  opposed  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee  in  this  case  and  I want 
to  agree  with  Brother  Bennett  in  his  prop- 
osition. Every  day  when  we  go  to  these 
people  we  are  told,  we  have  a contract, 
which  we  cannot  violate  and  we  are  told, 
you  do  not  belong  to  the  Building  Trades, 
Council  or  the  Allied  Council.  We  are 
forced  to  pay  our  good  money  in  there  and 
we  never  get  any  returns.  I think  the 
time  is  coming  when  this  organization 
should  put  forth  some  means  and  demand 
some  different  system  of  supporting  the 
engineers  who  are  the  life  and  soul  of 
all  organized  labor.  I think  the  report  of 
the  committee  in  making  this  report  is 
unfair  to  this  organization  and  I am  op- 
posed to  it. 

Delegate  Moser  for  the  Committee  stat- 
ed: I agree  with  Brother  Woods  in  every- 

thing he  says  except  that  the  Committee  is 
unfair,  but  this  is  not  what  the  resolution 
ealls  for.  If  this  resolution  to  adopted,  you 


will  go  on  record  practically  boycotting  ew 
ery  label.  (Here  he  read  the  resolution.) 

Delegate  Conser,  Local  92,  asked,  if  that 
proposition  is  right,  would  like  to  know 
what  is  wrong? 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1,  stated _ An  il- 
lustration has  been  brought  up  here  on  the 
printing  offices.  ^ paper  is  a closed  shop 
having  an  agreement  with  the  Printing 
Trades  Council.  The  engineer  is  not  un- 
ion. There  is  one  engineer  in  that  plant — 
and  propably  fifty  printers;  they  use  the 
label;  and  you  want  us  to  say  the  label 
is  not  fair.  Now  then,  the  other  printer 
on  the  other  side  has  an  engineer  which 
is  union.  It  uses  the  same  label.  How 
are  you  going  to  distinguish  between  the 
two  labels?  Is  it  fair  to  boycott  the  one 
that  has  a union  engineer? 

Delegate  Woods,  Local  2,  asked  of  Del- 
egate Moser:  Do  not  the  printers  com- 

pel us  to  give  life  and  body  to  their  label? 
Supposing  the  engineer  is  compelled  to  go 
into  their  organization? 

Delegate  Moser  answered:  I stated  in 

the  beginning  I agreed  with  every  word, 
certainly,  if  the  printer’s  local  which  is 
asked  here  to  protect  our  men,  it  will  not 
belong  before  the  printer  will  control  that 
man. 

Delegate  Carroll,  Local  72,  spoke  on  the 
subject. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — Would  like  to 
ask  a question  of  Brother  Carroll.  Where 
there  is  a non-union  engineer  in  a print 
shop  working,  all  the  rest  are  union;  in 
order  to  comply  with  this  resolution  he 
would  have  to  be  union,  you  say,  all  have 
to  be  union  in  that  particular  business  or 
would  have  to  become  union? 

Delegate  Carroll,  Local  72 — Would  an- 
swer that  in  this  way.  We,  of  72,  have 
a clause  in  our  contract  which  says  all 
employes  must  belong  to  the  union  of  their 
craft  wherever  we  sign  a contract.  That 
clause  is  there  and  calls  for  a closed  shop 
absolutely.  Yop  are  not  union,  if  not  so. 

Delegate  Moser — Don’t  you  see,  if  you 
force  the  engineer,  you  are  duty  bound  to 
uphold  the  teamster  that  hauled  the  paper 
for  the  print  shop?  You  are  drifting  in 
Industrial  lines  entirely. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  4,  spoke  on  the 
subject  and  said  in  part:  I cannot  agree 

with  the  committee’s  report.  If  his  argu- 
ment were  true,  the  iron  worker  would 
claim  jurisdiction  over  the  engineer,  and 
practically,  as  in  the  printing  trades,  you 
have  that  condition  existing.  I have  the 
same  illustration  to  give  as  Los  Angeles 
only  a reactionary  policy.  Some  time  ago 
I started  to  take  up  Brockton,  the  best  or- 
ganized city.  The  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers 
control  the  city  of  Brockton  and  we  have 
the  poorest  organization  of  any  place, 
something  like  twelve  or  thirteen  mem- 
bers. There  was  at  one  time  in  Brockton 
a stationary  local,  belonging  to  the  Central 
]>abor  body,  and  no  one  could  go  into  a fac- 
tory to  make  repairs  unless  unionized. 
The  Local  in  Brockton  got  4 dissatisfied 
with  the  Trades  Council  and  withdraw 


from  the  Building  Trades  Council.  Sts 

or  seven  years  ago  the  Massachusetts 
state  branch  adopted  a resolution,  adopt- 
ed by  Brockton,  saying  a factory  that  had 
the  label  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers 
in  it  but  had  no  union  engineer  in  it,  we 
do  not  boycott  the  label,  we  boycott  that 
shop;  it  was  not  good  in  that  factory.  The 
Executive  Board  notified  us  we  had  boy- 
cotted the  label  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers  and  we  must  rescind  our  action; 
and  we  did  rescind  our  action.  We  sent 
committees  to  the  foreman  and  employer 
to  try  to  get  them  to  fix  up  the  matter 
with  the  engineers,  because  they  stated 
there  are  sixteen  or  seventeen  hundred  in 
this  city  and  there  are  more  in  other  cities 
and  you  are  going  to  lose  the  factories; 
but,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  organiza- 
tion the  Massachusetts  state  branch  was 
forced  to  rescind  this  resolution  and 
since  that  time  the  organization  has  gone 
down.  If  we  had  been  left  alone  with  this 
resolution  and  going  along  these  lines,  we 
would  have  been  successful  at  that  time. 

You  do  not  boycott  the  label,  do  you 
boycott  when  you  ask  for  a union  product 
and  ask  if  the  engineer  is  union  as  well 
as  the  other  trades?  The  concern  of  one 
is  the  concern  of  all,  and  I hope  that  res- 
olution will  be  adopted. 

Delegate  McDonough,  Local  2 — Move 
that  the  entire  matter  be  referred  back 
to  the  resolution  committee.  (Seconded.) 

Division  called  for.  Upon  a rising  vote 
the  motion  was  lost. 

Original  motion  lost. 

Delegate  Snellings,  Local  99— Move  we 
adopt  the  resolution.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  5,  presented  by  the  Dele- 
gates of  Local  6 as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  Executive  Board  was  In- 
structed by  the  Milwaukee  convention  to 
send  an  organizer  Into  the  states  of  Mis- 
souri, Nebraska  and  Kansas;  and. 

Whereas,  Their  Instructions  have  never 
been  complied  with;  now,  therefore,  be  It 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  are  hereby  instructed  to  place 
as  soon  as  possible  an  organizer  of  this  or- 
ganization In  the  states  of  Missouri,  Ne- 
braska, Kansas  and  Oklahoma. 

Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution. 

Moved  and  seconded,  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  Res- 
olution No.  3,  presented  by  Delegate  Mc- 
Conville  of  Local  184,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  It  be  the  sense  of  this  conven- 
tion go  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  atti- 
tude of  the  Longshoremen  International 
Union  Issuing  charters  to  Engineers  Asso- 
ciation in  New  York  City  and  other  parts 
of  the  country;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  go  on  rec- 
ord demanding  that  A.  F.  of  L to  immedi- 
ately demand  the  revocation  of  said  char- 
ters; be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  and  General 
Executive  Board  to  the  next  A.  F.  of  L. 
convention  comply  with  same. 

Recommend  the  resolution  be  adopted. 

relegate  Huddell,  Local  4 — Move  the 
fcl*t>tioi\  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
«oi«*ilttAe.  Carried.

F.  Allen  read  their  report  for  the  past 
two  years,  as  follows:

Delegate  Lyon,  Local  18 — For  a point  ot 
information,  would  ask  a question  of  the 
chair.  Do  I understand,  we  are  now  about 
to  go  into  the  consideration  of  the  amend- 
ments submitted  by  the  various  locals? 

President  Comerford — Yes. 

Delegate  Lyon,  Local  18 — I rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  It  is,  there  is  nothing  in 
the  constitution  providing  these  amend- 
ments shall  be  considered  by  this  con- 
vention. 

President  Comerford — The  point  is  not 
well  taken. 

Delegate  Lyon — I appeal  from  the  decis- 
ion of  the  chair. 

Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Lyon,  Local  18 — The  object  of 
this  appeal  is  not  in  any  way  to  embarrass 
the  situation,  only  to  clarify  It.  I want  to 
be  put  in  a correct  light.  I hope  the  de- 
cision of  the  chair  will  be  sustained,  so 
you  see  I am  not  opposed  to  anything  the 
chair  has  decided. 

The  clause  in  our  constitution  referring 
to  amendments  reads: 

Section  one — "All  propositions  to  alter, 
amend  or  revise  the  constitution,  whether 
emanating  from  a Local  Union  or  General 
Officer  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  shall 
contain  the  seal  of  the  Local  Union  or  Gen- 
eral Officer  whence  the  proposition  eman- 
ates, and  must  be  sent  so  as  to  reach  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  not  later  than 
seventy-five  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
convention,  in  order  that  the  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer can  submit  such  amend- 
ments to  the  General  Executive  Board  and 
all  Local  Unions  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  convention.” 

Why  is  all  this  given  there?  In  order 
that  the  General  Secretary  must  submit 
such  amendments  to  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  and  Local  Unions  sixty  days 
prior  to  the  convention,  but  not  one  word 
is  said,  they  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
convention. 

My  object  is  to  put  this  convention  on 
record,  that  we  have  a right  under  thi» 
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clause  to  consider  these  amendments.  We 
may  ;adopt  some  amendments  under  this 
section  that  may  be  dissatisfactory  to 
some  locals,  and  then  you  put  it  up  to  the 
General  President,  who  may  get  some  one 
else’s  opinion  (not  casting  any  reflections) 
and  the  whole  matter  is,  there  is  nothing 
in  that  constitution  saying  the  convention 
shall  consider  these  amendments.  Want 
to  put  this  convention  on  record,  that  we 
know  this  is  the  case  and  under  that 
douse  of  the  constitution,  we  have  a right 
to  consider  the  amendments  and  I hope 
the  convention  will  sustain  the  General 
Predident  unanimously. 

President  Comerford  did  not  desire  to 
make  any  remarks. 

The  decision  of  the  chair  was  sustained. 

President  Comerford  resumed  the  chair. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Law — Your  Law  Committee 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

Second  Vice  President  Skiffington  in 
the  chair. 

The  first  amendment  submitted  by  Rob- 
ert A.  McKee,  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer: “Amend  Section  1,  Article  XI.,  by 
striking  out  the  words  “free  of  cost”  in 
the  thirty-third  line.” 

Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of 
this  proposition. 

Delegate  Lane  of  Local  81,  member  of 
the  Law  Committee,  read  the  article  as  it 
would  read  after  amended. 

Delegate  Hannahan,  Local  69 — Move 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee be  concurred  in.  Seconded. 

Delegate  Bennett  of  Local  6 spoke 
against  the  amendment. 

Delegate  Hannahan  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
amendment.  Secretary  McKee  explained 
his  reasons  for  offering  the  amendment. 

Delegate  Conser,  Local  92,  McNamara, 
Local  143,  and  Snellings,  Local  No.  99, 
spoke  on  the  subject.  Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ments submitted  by  T.  J.  Roberts,  fourth 
vice  president — “Laws  for  the  Government 
of  Local  Unions — Article  1 — Strike  out 
Section  4.”  Committee  recommends  adop- 
tion. 

Delegates  Lane,  Local  81,  Roberts  of 
Local  67,  and  Secretary  McKee,  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment to 

Article  7,  Section  2. — Any  member  enter- 
ing the  meeting  intoxicated,  or  who  dis- 
turbs the  harmony  thereof,  or  who  uses  pro- 
fane or  unbecoming  language  during  the 
meeting  shall  be  admonished  by  ttm  Chair, 
and  if  he  again  offends  he  shall  be  fined  50 
ceYits;  for  the  second  offense  $1.00,  and  for 
the  third  offense  he  shall  be  suspended 
from  attendance  at  meetings  for  three 
months.  Fines  levied  under  this  section  can 
only  be  remitted  by  General  Executive 
Board. 

Recommend  It  be  not  adopted. 

Moved  and  seconded,  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Delegates  McDonough,  Local  2,  Hanna- 
han, Local  69,  Secretary  McKee,  Woods, 


Local  2,  and  McNamara,  Local  143,  spok« 
on  the  subject. 

Motion  carried.  *• 

Committee  reports  on  amendment  to  Ar- 
ticle 7: 

Section  4 amend  to  read:  Applications  for 
membership  shall  be  referred  to  an  investi- 
gating committee,  who  must  report  not 
later  than  the  next  meeting,  and,  if  favor- 
able, the  applicant  shall  be  notified  to  ap- 
pear for  examination.  If  applicant  fails  to 
appear  for  examination  inside  of  two  weeks 
after  notified  his  application  fee  shall  be 
forfeited  unless  he  give  good  reason  and  is 
granted  more  time. 

That  this  be  not  adopted,  on  account  ol 
being  covered  by  Section  4,  Article  20,  of 
the  constitution. 

Moved  and  seconded,  that  we  concur  in 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Roberts  of  Local  67  spoke 
against  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee. , 

Delegate  Hannahan,  Chairman  of  the 
Law  Committee,  explained  the  reasons  of 
the  committee  for  their  recommendation. 

Delegates  Naughton,  Local  372,  McDon- 
ough, Local  2,  George,  Local  64,  Feeney, 
Local  86,  Nolan,  Local  403,  and  Barron, 
Local  152,  spoke  against  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee’s  report. 

Delegate  Cadwell  of  Local  143 — I with- 
draw the  motion  as  a seconder  and  make 
the  motion  that  we  non-concur  in  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Snellings,  Local  99 — Point  of 
order;  a motion  discussed  cannot  he  with- 
drawn. 

Point  declared  not  well  taken. 

Delegate  Cadwell,  Local  143 — Move  that 
we  non-concur  in  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee and  adopt  the  amendment.  Car- 
ried. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  Section  6 
as  follows: 

Section  6:  Strike  out  six  weeks  and  in- 

sert two  weeks. 

Recommend  it  be  not  adopted  as  it  is 
part  of  the  other  section. 

Delegate  Carroll  of  Local  72 — Move  that 
the  report  of  the  committee  be  not  adopt- 
ed. Carried. 

Delegate  Carroll,  Local  72 — Move  that 
the  amendment  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Law  report  an  Amend- 
ment to 

Article  XXIV,  Section  5,  amend  as  fol- 
lows: On  transferring  to  a local  union  a 
member  shall  present  or  send  his  transfer 
card  together  with  his  working  card,  and  if 
there  is  a difference  in  the  initiation  fee  of 
the  two  locals,  the  difference  shall  be  paid 
or  provision  made  to  pay  same,  except 
where  a member  has  belonged  to  I.  U.  S.  E. 
for  five  years.  Not  more  than  $5.00  differ- 
ence shall  be  paid. 

This  amendment  is  provided  for  a little 
later,  it  is  one  of  these  propositions  that 
is  submitted  by  two  different  locals;  the 
other  seems  a little  better  than  this  one, 
but  as  we  are  taking  them  up  in  regular 
form,  as  submitted,  this  amendment  comes 
first. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — I move  that 
we  defer  the  consideration  of  this  section 


until  we  have  had  the  other  one  and  son- 

sider  them  in  conjunction.  Carried. 

Committee  reports  on  amendment  to 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

Section  3.  A withdrawal  card  expires  one 
year  from  date  and  must  be  renewed  or  be- 
comes void.  Renewal  fee  shall  be  25  cents. 

Recommend  it  he  not  adopted. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of 
the  committee  be  adopted. 

Delegate  Roberts  explained  his  reasons 
for  offering  this  amendment. 

Delegate  Hannahan,  Chairman  of  Law 
Committee  stated,  there  were  several  se- 
sections  to  this  article  to  he  reported  upon 
and  possibly  at  that  time  Brother  Roberts’ 
ideas  would  be  carried  out. 

Upon  motion  of  Delegate  Britt  of  Local 
11,  action  was  deferred  until  the  other  sec- 
tions would  be  acted  upon. 

Delegate  Britt,  Local  11,  suggested  that 
the  amendments  referring  to  withdrawal 
cards  be  taken  up  now  and  stated  the  sec- 
tion offered  for  amendment  should  be 
adopted. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  page  14 
of  amendments  on  the  proposition  sub- 
mitted by  Local  403,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

Article  XXV,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion: 

In  entering  a Local  Union  with  a with- 
drawal card,  the  member  shall  present  his 
withdrawal  card  In  the  same  manner  as  a 
transfer  card. 

Fee  for  withdrawal  card  shall  be  fifty 
(50)  cents. 

Recommend  its  adoption,  covered  by 
new  amendment  page  28  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

Delegate  Roberts  of  Local  67  stated  that 
amendment  does  not  touch  upon  the  one 
offered  by  him;  his  amendment  defined 
the  life  of  the  withdrawal  card. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Secretary  of  the 
Committee,  explained^  Assuming  the 
amendment  by  403  was  adopted,  Section 

3 would  be  changed  in  the  amended  Con- 
stitution; the  proposition  submitted  by 
Bro.  Roberts  would  then  become  Section 
5,  and  the  sections  would  be  sections  3, 

4 and  5,  instead  of  4,  5 and  6. 

Delegate  Lane  read  the  whole  article, 

taking  the  recommendation  offered  by  Lo- 
cal 403  and  Sections  4,  5 and  6 from  Bro. 
Roberts’  recommendations,  which  . would 
then  be  3,  4 and  5 under  head  of  with- 
drawal cards.  With  the  amendment  by 
Local  403,  makes  the  article  very  plain  and 
we  recommend  it  be  adopted. 

Section  4:  A withdrawal  card  can  be  de- 
clared void  if  holder  commits  any  act  detri- 
mental to  interests  of  I.  U.  S.  E.  This  ac- 
tion can  be  taken  by  any  local  or  by  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board. 

Section  5:  If  a member  holding  a with- 
drawal card  goes  to  work  at  the  trade  and 
fails  to  deposit  his  card  inside  of  thirty 
days  in  the  local  having  jurisdiction,  the 
card  becomes  null  and  void.  If  he  is  work- 
ing where  no  local  has  jurisdiction  he  must 
deposit  his  card  with  G .S  .T.  and  become 
a general  member. 

Section  6:  A member  entering  a local  with 
a withdrawal  shall  pay  difference  in  initia- 
tion fee  the  same  as  a member  transfer- 
ring. 

Secretary  McKee  stated  he  would  he  in 
favor  of  adopting  all  the  sections.  Section 


2,  A.rticle  25,  simply  provides  for  the  mail- 
ner  in  which  the  withdrawal  card  would 
be  handled  in  the  Local.  Section  4 as  cor- 
rected to  be  Section  3 as  recommended  by 
the  committee,  says  a withdrawal  card  can. 
be  declared  void. 

President  Comerford  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  4 — Move  that 
we  non-concur  in  the  committee’s  report 
and  adopt  the  amendment  as  submitted  by 
Local  403  and  the  amendments  as  submit 
ted  by  Vice  President  Roberts. 

President  Comerford  suggested  that  the 
motion  be  separated. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  4 — Move  that 
we  non-concur  in  the  report  of  .the  com- 
mittee. 

Delegate  Roberts,  Local  67,  Delegate 
George,  Local  64,  and  Delegate  Bennett, 
Local  6,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Vice  President  Roberts.

Members  shall  pay  their  dues  up  to  date, 
and  any  member  in  arrears  for  three  months 
shall  not  be  considered  in  good  standing.  If 
in  arrears  for  more  than  three  months  be 
shall  be  deemed  in  bad  standing;  and  shall 
stand  suspended  from  all  privileges  of  mem- 
bership, including  attendance  at  meetings. 
He  shall  be  informed  by  the  Financial  Sec- 
retary on  the  form  of  blanks  furnished  by 
the  general  office  ,of  his  suspension,  and  the 
Local  shall  pay  per  capita  tax  to  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer,  on  such  member, 
until  he  is  notified  of  his  suspension.  In  or- 
der to  reinstate  himself,  he  shall  pay  up  all 
arrearages  and  one  month  dues  in  advance. 
Should  a member  allow  himself  to  become 
in  arrears  to  the  amount  of  six  months'  dues 
he  may  be  expelled.  Suspended  or  expelled 
members  have  forfeited  all  rights  and  priv- 
ileges of  membership  in  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers.  Members  ex- 
pelled for  non-payment  of  dues  may  be  re- 
instated within  thirty  days  after  their  ex- 
pulsion, by  paying  their  arrearages  and 
three  months’  dues  in  advance;  failing  in 
this,  they  may  only  be  admitted  as  new 
members,  except  that  they  may  be  required 
to  pay  up  all  their  arrearages.  Fines,  as- 
sessments, etc.,  shall  be  charged  as  dues  if 
not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  notifica- 
tion. 

Recommend  its  adoption. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  112  -Move 
that  the  committee’s  recommendation  be 
concurred  in.  Seconded. 

Delegate  Woods,  Local  2 — There  is  an 
error  I see  in  here  and  if  it  is  with  the 
consent  of  the  convention  would  like  to 
offer  an  amendment.  It  is,  “shall  stand 
suspended  from  all  benefits  of  member- 
ship.” The  word  “benefits”  should  be  in- 
cluded in  there. 

President  Comerford — The  chair  will 
rule  the  amendment  is  not  in  order  to 
amend  amendments  submitted  by  the  Lo- 
cal Unions. 

Delegate  Tracy,  Local  184 — There  is  a 
clause  which  says  a member  "may”be  ex- 
pelled. Would  like  to  know  the  signifi- 
cance of  that  word.  Why  does  it  not  say 
he  “shall”  be  expelled. 

Delegate  Zeigler,  Local  66 — In  answer 
to  Brother  Tracy  would  state  the  commit- 
tee had  either  to  accept  it  as  amended  or 
reject  it.  The  committee  was  of  the  same 


opinion  and  feels  “that”  is  the  word  that 
should  have  been  used  but  we  were  unable 
to  substitute  the  word. 

Delegate  Horan,  Local  20 — Move,  if  it  is 
possible,  that  the  word  “shall”  replace  the 
word  “may.” 

President  Comerford — The  motion  is  not 
in  order. 

Secretary  McKee  spoke  on  the  subject 
and  said  in  part:  This  may  be  an  oppor 

tune  time  to  have  an  understanding 
amongst  ourselves  as  to  what  we  mean  by 
this.  It  says  that  should  a member  fail  to 
reinstate  himself  within  a specific  time  he 
may  be  admitted  as  a new  member;  does 
that  mean  a man  can  join  the  organiza- 
tion in  a community,  then  permit  himself 
to  become  suspended?  Some  time  in  the 
future  he  will  drop  into  another  locality 
and  simply  by  paying  what  he  owed  the 
local  where  he  was  suspended,  become  a 
new  member  and  drop  his  former  record 
in  the  organization.  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind,  this  man  may  have  been  dropped 
for  some  specific  cause  at  some  time  or 
another,  or  expelled;  as  long  as  he  con- 
tinued his  record  of  former  membership 
we  would  have  a record  of  that,  but  if  you 
permit  him  to  come  in  as  a new  member 
in  the  course  of  a few  years  he  will  lose 
his  identity  and  there  is  no  way  to  know 
his  former  record.  I believe  the  provision 
that  he  may  come  in  as  a new  member 
was  simply  a means  to  an  end  and  means 
to  reinstate  himself  and  I think  this  is  the 
best  time  to  set  forth  as  a record  what 
we  mean  by  this. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20,  spoke  on  the 
subject,  saying  in  their  local  it  has  been 
customary  to  take  in  ex-members  as  new 
members. 

Delegate  Roberts  of  Local  67  spoke  on 
the  subject,  stating  the  Constitution  as 
amended  is  very  plain;  members  expelled 
for  non-payment  of  dues  may  be  reinstated 
by  paying  up  three  months  in  advance  and 
believed  there  was  a big  difference  in  re- 
instating or  reinitiating  members. 

Delegate  Carroll  of  Local  72  spoke  on 
the  subject  and  believed  the  amendment 
submitted  by  Local  72  would  cover  the 
situation. 

Delegate  McDonough,  Local  2 — Point  of 
information.  I understand  the  chair  has 
ruled  there  can  be  no  amendments  made 
to  the  amendments  submitted  by  the  Lo- 
cal Unions.  Would  like  to  ask,  in  what 
relation  does  this  convention  stand  to  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers  or 
its  subordinate  body? 

President  Comerford — When  it  complies 
with  its  own  laws.  (Read  Article  27,  Sec- 
tion 1,  of  the  Constitution.) 

Delegate  McDonough,  Local  2,  spoke  on 
the  matter  relative  to  depriving  the  con- 
vention from  making  its  laws. 

Delegates  McConville,  Local  184,  Con- 
stant, Local  263,  Dee,  Local  138,  Keefer, 
Local  392,  spoke  on  the  subject. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  1S4 — Would 
like  to  have  a ruling  from  the  chair.  If 
a member  is  in  arrears,  he  shall  be 
deemed  in  bad  standing  and  shall  be  sus- 


pended  from  all  benefits,  he  shall  be  in- 
formed by  the  Financial  Secretary  of  his 
suspension,  the  Local  shall  pay  per  capita 
tax  for  those  three  months;  under  this  we 
would  pay  per  capita  tax  for  those  mem- 
bers for  three  months  and  not  be  receiving 
any  dues  from  them. 

Secretary  McKee — This  article  does  not 
jibe  with  your  constitution  as  you  amend- 
ed it  a short  time  ago.  We  amended  the 
Constitution  and  I take  it  you  are  going 
to  make  some  provision  for  paying  for 
stamps  and  if  you  do  and  the  idea  is  car- 
ried out,  the  per  capita  tax  to  the  Inter- 
national shall  be  derived  upon  the  dues 
collected;  that  is  going  to  create  some  con- 
fusion; we  do  not  charge  on  the  member- 
ship under  the  new  ruling  but  on  the 
amount  of  dues  collected.  This  law  dis- 
tinctly provides,  he  shall  be  paid  per  capita 
tax  upon  the  three  months,  after  which 
he  does  not  collect  the  dues,  you  will  only 
pay  per  capita  tax  as  you  receive  the  dues. 

President  Comerford — The  chair  will 
rule,  a Local  Union  is  not  required  to  pay 
per  capita  tax  except  for  the  months  in 
which  they  collect  dues,  under  this  sec- 
tion. 

./Delegate  Ryan,  Local  184,  asked,  if  it 
had  not  been  passed  upon,  that  20  cents 
be  paid  for  each  stamp? 

Delegate  McNamara  answered  through 
the  chair:  We  have  not  definitely  stated 

in  any  part  of  these  amendments  here 
there  would  be  20  cents  paid  for  due 
stamps.  I believe  it  will  be  the  final  out- 
come. We  intend  it  so,  but  have 
not  brought  it  up  yet. 

Delegate  Peregrine,  Local  1 — I rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  that  we  observe  the  rules 
and  adjourn. 

The  point  was  declared  well  taken. 

President  Comerford — The  motion  is, 

that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
be  concurred  in. 

The  chair  being  in  doubt,  a rising  vote 
was  taken.  There  were  '55  for  to  11 
against.  Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  28,  presented  by  Dele- 
gate O’Brien  of  Local  104,  read  as  fol- 
lows:

Biennial  Convention,  I.  U.  S.  E. : 

Gentlemen — I,  the  Delegate  of  Local  No. 
139,  I.  U.  S.  E.  from  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  here- 
by wish  to  place  a request.  That  an  Inter- 
national Organizer  be  placed  in  the  State  of 
Wisconsin,  especially  in  Milwaukee.  As  the 
time  is  now  ripe  there  for  organizing  the 
engineers  of  our  state. 

Hoping  this  will  be  given  due  considera- 
tion, I remain. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Resolution  No.  30,  .presented  by  Delegate 
D.  B.  Zeigler  of  Local  60,  as  iollows: 

While  we,  the  officers  and  delegates  in 


convention  assembled,  recognize  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  combined  action  in  labor 
troubles  among  all  trades  employed  in  the 
Building  Industry  of  the  country  and  are  ir. 
favor  of  all  trades  employed  upon  building 
operations  being  affiliated  with  the  local 
Building  Trades  Departments  thoughout  the 
country,  affiliated  with  the  A.  F .of  L.  We 
also  believe  that  all  Building  Trades  affil- 
iated with  the  A.  F.  of  L.  should  be  com- 
pelled to  comply  with  laws  of  Building 
Trades  Department  by  having  all  their  vari- 
ous Local  Unions  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Canada  become  affiliated  with 
the  Local  Building  Trades  Department  in 
their  respective  localities. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Kesolved,  That  the  In- 
coming Executive  Board  be  instructed  to  de- 
mand of  the  officers  of  the  Building  Trades 
Department  of  A.  F.  of  L.  that  this  law  be 
lived  up  to  by  all  affiliated  organizations 
within  sixty  (60)  days  from  this  date;  and 
if  this  is  not  complied  with  it  shall  be  left 
up  to  our  various  Local  Unions  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada  to  use  their 
own  judgment  as  to  the  wisdom  of  their 
Local  Union  becoming  affiliated  with  the 
Building  Trade  Department  of  their  partic- 
ular locality. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions. 
Resolution  No.  31,  presented  by  Delegate 
M.  J.  Cassidy  of  Local  315,  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E., 
carrying  membership  cards  in  other  la- 
bor organizations  are  given  preference  on 
jobs  where  the  crafts  in  whose  organiza- 
tion they  carry  membership  cards  are  em- 
ployed, to  the  disadvantage  of  I.  U.  S.  E. 
members  who  carry  only  engineers  cards 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  be  the  sense  of  this  con- 
vention to  instruct  all  members  of  the  I.  U. 
S.  E.  to  give  up  their  membership  cards  in 
other  labor  organizations;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  General  President  of 
the  I.  U.  S.  E.  call  the  attention  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  and  also  the 
attention  of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor to  the  fact  that  several  crafts  permit 
their  members  to  carry  cards  in  more  than 
one  affiliated  body  of  the  above  mentioned 
parent  organization,  and  request  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  and  the  B.  T.  Department  to  have  such 
practice  stopped. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions.

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  143— Move 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be 
concurred  in. 

Delegate  Lane  of  the  Law  Committee 
read  the  article  as  amended  and  stated  iD 
lieu  of  the  decision  of  the  General  Presi- 
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dent  that  the  pamphlet  that  was  presented 

to  the  Philadelphia  Convention  or  part  of 
that  was  declared  illegal,  they  went  back 
to  the  Milwaukee  constitution  and  inserted 
the  word  “clearance  card’’  wherever  the 
word  “transfer  card”  appeared. 

Discussion  by  Delegates  Tracy,  Local 
184,  Moser,  Local  1,  Carroll,  Local  72. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  143 — If  I un- 
derstand this,  it  is  to  eliminate  this  Article 
24  entirely  and  substitute  Article  24  of  the 
Milwaukee  Convention. 

President  Comerford  stated  he  did  not 
understand  it  that  way.  The  article  is 
the  same,  except  “clearance  card”  for 
“transfer  card.”  Section  six  is  eliminated 
as  the  Convention  has  upheld  the  decis- 
ion of  the  General  President  and  declared 
null  and  void. 

Delegate  Hannahan,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  stated  they  used  the  entire 
Article  24  of  the  Milwaukee  Convention. 

Delegate  Conser,  Local  92,  raised  to  a 
point  of  order.  Have  they  a right  to  take 
the  article  of  the  Milwaukee  convention 
and  amend  it  herein,  inasmuch  as  the  Mil- 
waukee article  was  not  submitted  in  ac- 
cordance with  your  rulings? 

President  Comerford — The  Chair  will 
rule,  the  law  committee  has  no  right  to 
amend  or  strike  out  anything  in  this  pres- 
ent constitution,  except  Section  6 of  Arti- 
cle 24,  and  insert  “clearance  card”  for 
“transfer  card.” 

Delegate  Ryan,  Local  184 — Move  that 
this  article  be  referred  back  to  the  Law 
Committee.  Seconded. 

Division  was  called  for;  there  were  46 
for  to  5 against.  Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment to 

Add  to  Article  XIV,  Section  1: 

The  expense  allowed  for  organizers  shall 
be  Four  Dollars  per  day  while  away  from 
home,  and  Four  Dollars  per  day  salary.  The 
expense  for  all  officers  acting  as  delegates 
to  conventions  or  attending  board  meetings 
shall  be  Four  Dollars  per  day,  and  their  sal- 
ary from  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers.  Such  officers  who  are  not  under 
regular  salary  stipulated  otherwise  by  this 
constitution,  shall  receive  Five  Dollars  per 
day.  In  addition  regular  railroad  and  Pull- 
man fare  shall  be  paid  going  to  ar.d  from 
their  destination. 

Recommend  the  adoption  of  this  section. 

Moved  by  Delegate  McNamara  that  the 
report  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 
Seconded. 

Delegate  Cadwell  of  Local  143 — Move  to 
amend  the  report  of  the  committee  be 
changed  from  $4  per  day  to  $5  per  day. 

Motion  to  amend  declared  out  of  order. 

Delegate  Cadwell  appealed  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  chair. 

Vice  President  Huddell  in  the  chair. 

President  Comerford  stated  his  reason 
for  ruling  the  motion  to  amend  out  of  or- 
der, and  said  an  amendment  had  been  of- 
fered to  Article  14,  Section  1,  which  stat- 
ed, specifically,  $4  per  day  shall  be  paid  as 
expenses,  and  held  that  this  convention 
had  ho  right  to  insert  that  in  the  Con- 
stitution, because  there  was  no  amend- 
ment submitted  to  the  locals  prior  to  this 
convention  making  the  amount  $5  per  day. 


Delegate  Cadwell  of  Local  143  stated  his 
reasons  for  appealing  from  the  decision  of 
the  chair  and  stated  as  a personal  opinion 
on  this  question  the  difference  existing  on 
this  question  is  a question  of  basia  prin- 
ciple and  it  is  not  my  conception  that  the 
intent  or  the  wording  of  that  portion  of 
the  Constitution,  indisposes  us  as  a legis- 
lative body,  that  we  cannot  take  a propo- 
sition and  without  changing  its  essentials, 
not  change  its  details.  It  is  my  concep- 
tion that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  conven- 
tion at  the  time  it  was  passed,  that  Local 
Unions  hereafter  should  have  the  power 
to  submit  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
which  must  go  to  all  the  Local  Unions  for 
their  information.  There  is  no  legislative 
body  in  the  world  in  which  a proposition 
is  introduced  which  may  not  be  taken  up 
by  the  legislators  and  the  wording  therein 
changed,  where  it  did  not  change  the  es- 
sential basic  principle  involved.  You  have 
tied  yourselves  up  by  the  decision  of  the 
General  President,  which  I think  was  ren- 
dered in  all  fairness  to  the  principle  in- 
volved, and  following  out  the  line  of  ar- 
gument, the  question  before  you  to  vote  on 
this  amendment  is  not  the  questioq  of 
whether  we  shall  pay  our  organizer  $4  a 
day  or  so  much  per  diem,  it  is  the  opin- 
ion rendered.  I do  not  believe  it  is  neces- 
sary for  this  organization,  as  a deliberative 
body,  to  go  before  an  attorney  to  inter- 
pret our  laws.  I believe  we  are  capable  to 
interpret  our  laws.  I submit  this  matter 
is  simply  before  you  for  your  deliberative 
judgment. 

President  Comerford  stated  further  his 
reasons  for  ruling  the  motion  out  of  order 
and  said  the  Local  introducing  the  amend- 
ment fixed  a certain  amount  of  money  to 
be  paid  for  organizers,  which  was  the  am- 
amendment  submitted.  Stick  to  the  strict 
letter  of  the  law  and  comply  with  your 
own  laws.  Would  suggest  to  the  conven- 
tion that  a resolution  be  adopted  instruct- 
ing the  General  Executive  Board  to  pay 
the  sum  of  $5,  hut  the  amendment  as  sub- 
mitted intended  that  no  more  than  $4  be 
paid.  Do  not  violate  your  Constitution; 
you  have  done  that  before. 

Delegate  Cadwell  desired  a roll  call. 

There  being  a sufficient  number,  the  roil 
was  called.

President  Comerford  resumed  the  chair. 
Delegate  McNamara,  Secretary  of  Law 
Committee — The  committee  wishes  to 
withdraw  our  recommendation  on  this 
amendment.  Article  14,  Section  1,  and 
bring  in  a resolution  covering  the  matter. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  4 — Point  of  or- 
der. The  matter  is  before  this  convention 
and  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  convention.  Objected. 

Delegate  Maguire,  Local  87 — Move  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment  as  submitted. 
Seconded. 

Point  of  order  raised  that  the  commit- 
tee has  withdrawn  their  recommendation 
to  the  amendment.  The  chair  stated,  not 
the  amendment. 

Delegates  Huddell  and  Snellings  spoke 
against  the  amendment. 

Delegate  Roberts  of  Local  67  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 

Motion  lost.  Not  adopted. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  the 
amendment  to 

Add  to  Article  XIII,  Section  2: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  make  such 
recommendations  to  the  General  Executive 
Board,  that  are  necessary  to  safeguard  the 
credit  of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers.  They  shall  determine  what 
amount  is  available  for  organizing  expenses 
and  all  other  than  current  expenses.  They 
shall  see  that  the  general  fund  is  kept  above 
the  sum  of  $3,000.  At  any  time  said  fund 
falls  below  this  sum,  the  Trustees  shall  be 
notified  by  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  make  such  recommendations  to  the 
General  Executive  Board,  that  in  their  opin- 
ion will  bring  that  general  fund  up  to  the 
$3,000  mark. 

Recommend  its  adoption.  Upon  motion 
was  adopted. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  the  new 
article  submitted  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  . 

HEADQUARTERS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  procured  and 
maintained,  by  The  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers,  general  headquarters, 
where  the  offices  of  the  General  President 
and  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  are  in 
the  same  building,  along  with  all  offices  for 
their  employes  . 

Committee  recommend  that  the  amend- 
ment be  concurred  in  and  further  recom- 
mend that  this  matter  of  consolidation  of 
offices  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  convenient 
by  your  General  Executive  Board  and  all 
necessary  arrangements  made  relative  to 
this  business. 

Upon  motion  adopted. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ments to  new  article  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  The  convention  shall,  immediately 
before  the  election  of  its  genera1  officers, 
decide  by  vote,  in  what  city  the  headquar- 
ters shall  be  located,  and  the  same  rule  that 
governs  the  selection  of  the  convention  city 
shall  govern  this  election  . 

Sec.  3.  The  General  President,  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer  ,and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  make  the  se- 
lection of  the  offices,  and  sign  a lease  for 
same  for  two  years. 


Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of 
these  two  sections.  The  signing  of  the 
lease  to  our  minds  would  have  to  be  done 
after  the  selection  had  been  decided  upon, 
then  the  lease  would  follow. 

Upon  motion  adopted.

On  motion  of  ten  Local  Unions  in 
good  standing  (no  two  Local  Unions  to  be 
in  one  State)  the  place  for  holding  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  changed  by  general  vote  of 
the  members  of  the  organization.  A special 
Convention  may  be  called  in  the  same  man- 
ner. 

Recommend  its  adoption.  Upon  motion 
adopted. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment to  Article  3: 

Sec.  4.  The  basis  of  representation  shall 
be  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  mem- 
bers or  less,  and  either  one  delegate  or  one 
vote  for  each  succeeding  one  hundred  mem- 
bers of  majority  fraction  thereof. 

Recommends  it  he  not  adopted.  Upon 
motion,  report  of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment to  Article  3: 

Sec.  5.  The  number  of  votes  each  Local 
Union  shall  have  in  the  convention  shall  be 
based  on  the  average  number  of  members 
on  which  the  Local  Union  has  paid  percap- 
ita  tax,  for  the  year  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
convention,  and  said  tax  must  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  con- 
vention. 

Recommend  the  section  be  not  adopted. 
Upon  motion  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee was  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Lyon,  Local  18 — For  a question 
of  information,  does  that  leave  ns  the 
same  as  in  the  old  Constitution,  want  to 
know  how  that  will  read? 

Delegate  Lane  of  the  committee  stated, 
according  to  the  ruling  of  President  Com- 
erford on  the  number  of  votes  one  dele- 
gate was  allowed  to  cast  in  the  convention 
shows  clearly  that  that  part  of  the  section 
in  the  Milwaukee  book  was  still  the  law. 
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iherofora  is  added  to  Section  5 of  this  ar- 
ticle. It  Is: 

“The  number  of  votes,  delegates  from 
each  Local  Union  shall  have  in  the  conven- 
tion shall  be  based  on  the  average  number 
of  members  that  the  Local  Union  has  paid 
er  capita  tax  on  for  the  year  prior  to  the 
ate  of  the  convention,  and  said  tax  must 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  convention." 

I move  that  Section  5 as  read  be  adopt- 
ed. 

Delegate  Wood,  Local  2 — He  says  he 
adopted  a section  of  the  Milwaukee  Con- 
stitution. It  is  not  in  the  present  Consti- 
tution, nor  in  the  amendments. 

President  Comerford — The  General  Pres- 
ident ruled  that  the  Philadelphia  Conven- 
tion could  not  remove  that  section  from 
the  Milwaukee  Constitution;  the  Conven- 
tion sustained  the  chair,  and,  further,  that 
that  part  of  the  Milwaukee  Constitution  is 
the  law  now. 

Delegate  Woods — Do  I understand  the 
Law  Committee  has  the  privilege  of  in- 
serting that  section  in  the  new  Constitu- 
tion, that  is  to  be  printed  for  the  succeed- 
ing two  years?  He  was  answered  “yes" 
by  the  chair.  Motion  carried.

ARTICLE  V. 

BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  The  business  transacted  in  the 
Convention  shall  be  devoted  to  the  election 
of  officers  and  the  transaction  of  such  other 
business  as  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers  and  or- 
ganized labor  in  general. 

Sec.  2.  A quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  shall  consist  of  a majority  of  the 
delegates  attending  the  Convention. 

Sec.  S.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  General  President  shall  appoint  his 
committees,  the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer furnishing  the  General  President  with 
a list  of  delegates  whose  organizations  are 
in  good  standing  up  to  date,  as  per  Consti- 
tution. 

Sec.  4.  After  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  credentials  has  been  acted  upon,  the 
General  President  shall  appoint  such  other 
committees  as  may  be  necessary.  Unless 
otherwise  ordered,  each  committee  shall 
consist  of  five  (B)  members. 

Sec.  B.  The  General  President  and  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be  required 
to  attend  the  Convention  and  their  ex- 
enses  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
nternational  Union  of  Steam  Engineers, 
provided  they  are  not  elected  delegates  by 
their  Local  Unions. 

Committee  recommends  that  they  are 
the  same  as  in  the  Constitution  as  at  pres- 
ent in  use  and  that  they  be  not  adopted. 


Delegate  McDonough,  Local  2 — As  there 
is  no  change,  move  that  they  be  not  adopt- 
ed. Motion  carried. 

President  Comerford  stated  there  was  no 
action  necessary,  as  these  amendments  are 
already  in  the  Constitution.

ARTICLE  XV. 

GRANTING  OF  CHARTERS,  INITIATION 
FEES,  DUES,  ETC. 

Section  1.  The  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  shall  grant  seven  Engi- 
neers the  right  to  form  a Local  Union 
throughout  their  jurisdiction  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  providing  they  can  fill 
the  requirements  set  forth  in  Article  XX, 
and  must  be  actively  engaged  in  one  or  more 
branches  of  Engineering  as  defined  in  Sec- 
tion 6 of  this  Article.  The  supplies  fur- 
nished with  a Charter  will  be  a voucher 
and  receipt  book,  one  seal,  Financial  Secre- 
tary’s book,  Treasurer’s  book,  one  minute 
book,  one  day  book,  three  rituals,  one  hun- 
dred letter-heads,  one  hundred  envelopes 
(stock),  fifty  application  cards  and  fifteen 
copies  of  the  Constitution. 

Membership  books,  and  the  Charter  and 
seal  and  all  its  books  and  other  parapher- 
nalia shall  be  the  property  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers  and  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  General  President  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
upon  demand  by  the  General  Executive 
Board,  or  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

Recommend  it  be  not  adopted,  as  it  is 
already  in  the  Constitution. 

Delegate  Bennett,  Local  6 — For  a point 
of  information  would  say,  in  my  own  Lo- 
cal as  well  as  in  others,  the  question  has 
arisen  over  the  definition  of  the  word 
“paraphernalia”  to  be  returned  to  the  In- 
ternational upon  demand.  Does  this  in- 
clude the  funds,  as  well  as  the  books  of  a 
Local? 

President  Comerford — We  have  held,  all 
its  property  belongs  to  the  International, 
money  and  everything. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  Article  15 : 

Sec.  2.  In  all  localities  where  there  is  a 
Local  Union  existing  and  chartered  by  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  no 
second  Charter  shall  be  granted  except  by 
the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present  at  a notified  meeting  of  the  existing 
Local  Union,  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  ballot; 
the  ballots  are  to  be  retained  for  sixty 
days  afterwards,  the  same  to  be  'given  in 
writing,  properly  attested  by  the  President 
and  Secretary  with  the  seal  of  existing 
Local  Union  attached.  The  Convention  shall 
have  the  power  to  grant  Charters  in  any 
city  or  town  where  there  is  a Local  Union 
if  they  consider  it  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

Recommend  this  be  not  adopted,  it  is  al- 
ready in  the  Constitution. 

Upon  motion,  report  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment to 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Sec.  4.  The  Financial  Secretary  of  each 
Local  Union  shall  pay  to  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer a per  capita  tax  of  ten  cents 
for  each  member  in  good  standing  in  his 
Local  Union  on  the  last  day  of  the  month 
excepting  such  members  as  shall  be  initiated 
after  the  fifteenth  of  each  month,  of  which 
sum,  three  cents  shall  be  placed  by  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  in  the  defense 
fund  of  the  organization,  and  the  remainder 
may  be  used  for  the  general  expenses  of 
the  organization  and  such  other  purposes 


as  the  Executive  Board  may  from,  time  to 
time  determine. 

The  monthly  report  of  each  Local  Union 
must  accompany  the  per  capita  tax  which 
shall  be  In  the  hands  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  the  month  following  that  for  which 
the  per  capita  tax  is  being  paid.  The  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer  shall  immediately 
return  the  proper  receipt  for  the  moneys 
sent  to  him  to  each  Financial  Secretary  who 
shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Trustees  of. 
the  Local  Union  who  shall  become  custo- 
dians of  the  same. 

Any  Local  Union  that  Is  two  months  in 
arrears  to  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  shall  be  suspended  until  it  pays 
all  its  indebtedness.  Should  any  Local 
Union  remain  six  months  in  arrears  to  the 
General  office,  the  General  Executive  Board 
may  revoke  its  charter. 

Recommend  it  be  not  adopted,  as  it  is  al- 
ready in  the  Constitution. 

Upon  motion,  report  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment to 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

Section  1.  • A candidate  for  membership 
in  a Local  Union  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  must  be  a competent 
engineer,  he  shall  possess  a license  in  local- 
ities where  such  is  required. 

When  a candidate  presents  himself  for  ad- 
mission and  is  out  of  employment,  the  Local 
Union  shall  be  the  judge  as  to  the  wisdom 
of  admitting  him  to  membership. 

Recommend  it  be  not  adopted  as  it  is  al- 
ready in  the  Constitution. 

President  Comerford— As  it  is  the  same 
as  in  the  Constitution,  no  action  is  neces- 
sary. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ments to 

ARTICLE  XX. 

ADMISSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  A candidate  qualified  and  who 
desires  to  become  a member  of  any  Local 
Union  of  this  organization  must  fill  out  the 
regular  application  blank  and  sign  his  name 
to  it  and  have  the  same  certified  by  tw" 
members  in  good  standing  as  vouchers  for 
the  applicant’s  fitness  to  become  a member, 
and  after  being  passed  on  shall  be  filed  bv 
the  Recording  Secretary  for  future  refer- 
ence. 

Recommend  non-concurrence,  as  it  is  al- 
ready in  the  Constitution. 

The  Chair — No  action  necessary. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment to  Article  20: 

Sec.  2.  A candidate  for  membership  may 
not  join  any  Local  Union  other  than  the  one 
in  the  district  in  which,  or  of  which,  he  is 
employed  unless  permission  be  granted  him 
by  the  Local  Union. 

Recommend  it  be  not  adopted,  as  it  is  al- 
ready in  the  Constitution. 

The  Chair — No  action  necessary. 

Committee  reports  on  Article  24,  the  en- 
tire article: 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

Section  1.  Any  member  desiring  a trans- 
fer card  to  another  Local  Union  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers  shall 
make  written  application  to  the  Recording 
Secretary  of  his  Local  Union.  The  communi- 
cation shall  be  presented  at  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Local  Union  and  if  ap- 
proved by  a majority  vote  of  the  meeting  a 
transfer  card  shall  be  granted  under  the 
rules  hereinafter  provided.  Said  card  must 
bear  the  signatures  of  the  President,  Re- 
cording Secretary  and  Financial  Secretary 


of  the  Local  Union,  together  with  the  seal 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  A member  to  be  entitled  to  a trans- 
fer card  must  be  In  good  standing  in  his 
Local  Union.  He  shall  pay  ten  cents  for  the 
transfer  card.  The  Local  Union  issuing  the 
transfer  card  shall  upon  evidence  that  said 
card  has  been  deposited  in  another  Local 
Union  of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers,  pay  to  the  Local  Union  accepting 
said  transfer  card  all  money  paid  in  advance 
by  the  transferred  member.  The  Local 
Union  to  which  the  transferred  member  is 
admitted  shall  credit  such  money  to  the  ac- 
count of  the  member  in  question. 

Sec.  3.  No  one  shall  be  entitled  to  a trans- 
fer card  unless  he  has  been  a member  of 
this  organization  for  three  (3)  months,  or 
if  granted  sooner,  it  shall  only  be  on  pay- 
ment of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  as  a fee  for  the 
transfer. 

Sec.  4.  Each  transfer  card  shall  have  two 
coupons  attached,  Nos.  1 and  2.  On  deposit 
of  said  card  the  Local  Union  receiving  it 
must  sign  and  affix  the  seal  to  Coupon  No. 
1 and  at  once  forward  both  coupons  by  mail 
to  the  Local  Union  that  issued  the  card,  as 
evidence  of  its  deposit,  and  the  Local  Union 
issuing  the  card  shall  sign  and  affix  the 
seal  of  Coupon  No.  2 and  return  to  the  Fi- 
nancial Secretary  the  transfer  card,  as  evi- 
dence that  the  transfer  card  was  legally 
obtained. 

Sec.  5.  On  entering  a Local  Union  a mem- 
ber with  a transfer  card  shall  present  the 
same  to  the  President  with  his  working 
card  in  good  standing  from  his  Local  Union. 
The  President  of  any  Local  Union  receiving 
a transfer  card  shall  announce  the  same 
and  appoint  an  investigation  committee, 
which  shall  investigate  the  character  of  the 
applicant,  and,  at  the  earliest  moment,  re- 
port on  the  member  transferred,  in  writing, 
if  not  favorable,  and,  if  favorable,  he  shall 
be  accepted. 

Sec.  6.  When  a member  goes  to  work  in 
the  district  of  another  Local  Union,  his  Lo- 
cal Union  must  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 
Issue  to  him  a transfer  card  to  the  Local 
Union  in  whose  district  he  works,  the  Lo- 
cal Union  in  whise  district  he  works  must 
accept  said  transfer  card  at  its  next  regular 
meeting.  Any  Local  that  fails  to  comply 
with  this  section  shall  be  suspended  until  it 
does  comply. 

Inasmuch  as  this  matter  is  referred  back 
to  the  committee,  this  matter  will  lay 
over. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ments submitted  by  Local  56,  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  as  follows: 

Submitted  by  Local  Union  No.  56,  Brook- 
lyn, N.  T. 

That  the  office  of  the  General  President, 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  Offi- 
cial Journal  shall  be  situated  in  one  city. 

That  Paragraph  5,  Section  1,  Article  XII.

Board  shall  meet  every  12  months  at  the 
Headquarters  and  in  case  of  any  trade  trou- 
ble a special  meeting  shall  be  called  at  the

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  the 
amendments  submitted  by  Local  Union  No.

Strike  out  the  word  "twenty”  in  the  third 
line  of  Article  XVIII,  Section  4,  and  insert 
the  word  "fifteen.” 

Recommend  that  this  matter  is  covered 
by  amendment  submitted  by  Local  No.  1 
to  strike  out  Section  7,  which  will  be 
known  as  Section  6,  Page  38;  committee 
recommends,  this  amendment  be  not  adopt- 
ed.

Moved  and  seconded,  the  amendment  be 
not  adopted.  Carried. 

Third  Vice  President  Snellings  in  the 
chair. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment to 

Article  4,  Section  7,  Page  38.  Strike  out 
all  from  the  sixth  line  where  it  reads,  “He 
must  pay  the  sum  of  $10.00  for  expenses  of 
said  trial,”  and  insert  the  following:  "He 
must  pay  any  expenses  incurred  from  said 
trial  to  Financial  Secretary  within  30  days, 
or  the  same  will  be  charged  to  him  as  due's." 

Recommend  it  be  not  adopted. 

Moved  and  seconded  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  adopted. 

Brother  Mallody  of  Local  71,  as  the  in- 
troducer of  the  amendment,  spoke  in  favor 
of  it  and  against  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Delegates  Keefe,  Local  69,  Whelan,  Lo- 
cal 16,  Gralfs,  Local  401,  Walsh,  Local  20, 
Zeigler,  Local  66,  Thurba,  Local  402,  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee.  Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ments submitted  by  Local  Union  No.  72: 

Article  15,  Section  6.  The  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer shall  provide  all  members  in 
good  standing  through  the  Financial  Sec- 
retary of  each  Local  Union  with  a member- 
ship book  on  the  payment  of  ten  (10)  cents 


for  each  book  and  he  shall  provide  the  Fi- 
nancial Secretaries  of  each  Local  Union  with 
due  stamps  free  of  cast. 

Sec.  7.  The  membership  book  properly 
filled  out  and  signed  shall  in  itself  be  bona 
fide  evidence  that  the  holder  has  been  duly 
initiated  into  the  Organization,  and  member- 
ship books  shall  contain  the  Constitution  of 
our  Organization,  space  for  due  and  assess- 
ment stamps  and  shall  be  provided  with  a 
blank  space  to  be  punched  (or  filled  out  in 
ink)  so  that  the  holder  can  be  thoroughly 
described  for  future  identification. 

Sec.  8.  Membership  books  shall  be  good 
for  two  years  and  new  ones  shall  be  fur- 
nished free  on  the  return  of  the  old  ones, 
but  should  a member  wish  to  retain  his  old 
book  a fee  of  ten  (10)  cents  shall  be  charged 
for  the  new  one.  Should  a member  lose  his 
membership  book  a duplicate  shall  be  issued 
on  the  payment  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents. 

Article  XVIII,  Section  4.  On  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  each  month  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary of  each  Local  Union  shall  pay  to  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  a per  capita 
tax  of  twenty-five  (251  cents  for  each  mem- 
ber in  good  standing  in  his  Local  Union  on 
the  last  day  of  the  month  previous  and  all 
back  per  capita  tax  on  reinstating  members, 
excepting  such  members  as  shall  be  initiated 
after  the  15th  day  of  said  month,  of  which 
sum  three  (3)  cents  shall  be  placed  by  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  in  the  defense 
fund,  twelve  (12)  cents  in  the  General  Fund 
and  ten  (10)  cents  in  the  Death  Benefit  Fund 
of  the  Organization.  He  shall  in  addition 
pay  to  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  10 
per  cent  of  all  initiation  fees  received  dur- 
ing said  month,  same  to  be  placed  in  the 
Death  Benefit  Fund. 

He  shall  make  a'  monthly  report  to  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  all  members 
initiated,  reinstated,  admitted  by  card,  sus- 
pended, expelled,  granted  cards  or  died,,  also 
a correct  account  of  stamps  received  and 
used  during  the  month,  said  report  accom- 
panied by  said  per  capita  tax  and  percentage 
of  initiation  fees  shall  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  on  or  be- 
fore the  15th  day  of  the  month  following 
that  for  which  report  Is  made  and  per  capita 
tax  and  initiation  fees  are  paid. 

Article  XXII,  Section  5.  Members  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
shall  hire  none  but  members  in  good  stand- 
ing in  the  Union  which  has  jurisdiction  over 
the  work  to  be  done  and  shall  buy  none  but 
goods  bearing  the  Union  Label  when  same 
are  to  be  had. 

Committee  on  Law  called  in  Brother  Car- 
roll  of  that  Local  and  took  it  up  with  him 
and  found  it  was  all  illegal  and  he  ex- 
plained he  would  take  it  up  with  his  Local 
when  he  got  back  home  and  we  have  sim- 
ply passed  over  all  that,  excepting  that 
part  where  a member  hires  another  engi- 
neer, which  is  taken  care  of.  We  feel 
there  is  no  use  in  taking  any  action  at 
this  time,  and  recommend  that  no  action 
be  taken. 

Moved  that  there  be  no  action  taken 
upon  amendments  submitted  by  Local  72. 
Seconded. 

Delegate  Carroll  of  Local  72  spoke  on 
the  subject.  Motion  carried. 

Delegate  Carroll  asked  for  a roll  call; 
not  receiving  the  required  number  of  sec- 
onds, the  roll  was  not  called. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ments submitted  by  Local  72  to 

Article  XXIII,  Section  1.  To  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows:  All  dues  and  assess- 

ments shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  first 
day  of  each  month;  if  not  paid  before  the 
last  day  of  the  month  a member  shall  be 
deemed  in  bad  standing,  and  shall  stand  sus- 
pended from  all  privileges  of  membership 
including  attendance  at  meetings. 

He  shall  be  informed  by  the  Financial  Sec- 
retary on  the  form  of  blanks  furnished  by 


the  general  office  of  his  suspension.  In  or- 
der to  reinstate  himself  he  shall  pay  up  all 
arrearages  and  three  months  in  advance. 
Should  a member  allow  himself  to  become 
In  arrears  to  the  amount  of  six  months  dues 
the  Financial  Secretary  shall  report  him  as 
suspended  for  the  nonpayment  of  dues  to  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer,  who  shaJl 
communicate  with  him  at  his  last  known 
address  and  endeavor  to  persuade  him  to 
reinstate  in  his  Local  Union.  Should  he  fail 
to  reinstate  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  sus- 
pension for  nonpayment  of  dues  he  shall 
stand  expelled  from  the  Union. 

Suspended  or  expelled  members  have  for- 
feited all  rights  and  privileges  of  member- 
ship in  the  International  Union  of  Steam  En- 
gineers. 

Should  a member  who  has  been  expelled 
for  nonpayment  of  dues  wish  to  reinstate 
and  maintain  a continuous  membership  he 
shall  be  required  to  pay  all  arrearages  and 
three  (3)  months’  dues  in  advance,  other- 
wise he  may  take  the  same  course  as  a 
new  member. 

Article  XXIII,  Section  2.  When  a sus- 
pended member  or  expelled  member  of  this 
organization  wishes  to  reinstate  into  the 
organization  and  is  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
Local  other  than  that  to  which  he  was  sus- 
pended from  he  shall  pay  to  the  Financial 
Secretary  of  the  Local  to  which  he  makes 
application  for  reinstatement  an  amount 
necessary  to  pay  all  arrearages  required  by 
the  Local  from  which  he  was  suspended 
plus  ten  (10)  cents  for  a transfer  card, 
same  with  request  for  transfer  card  to  be 
transmitted  by  said  Financial  Secretary  to 
the  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Local  from 
which  he  was  suspended,  who  shall  bring 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  his  Local  ,and 
should  card  be  granted  said  applicant  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  Local  to  which  he  ap- 
plies in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  by 
Sec.  5,  Art.  25  ,of  the  constitution,  and  no 
suspended  or  expelled  member  shall  under 
any  circumstance  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship by  any  Local  Union  except  in  the  man- 
ner hereinbefore  prescribed  under  penalty 
of  suspension  of  their  charter. 

Recommend  this  is  all  taken  care  of,  ex- 
cept Death  Benefit  Fund,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  a committee  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Convention. 

Moved  that  the  entire  outfit  be  non-con- 
curred  in.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  the 
amendments  to  be  known  as  Article  37 — 
Death  Benefit: 

Section  1.  After  Jan.  1st  ,1912,  upon  the 
death  of  a member  who  shall  have  been  in 
continuous  good  standing  two  years  the 
sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  to- 
ward defraying  funeral  or  cremation  ex- 
penses of  said  member  to  nearest  of  kin  or 
such  person  or  persons  as  have  the  burial 
of  said  deceased  member  in  charge,  but  if 
such  member  should  not  have  any  person  to 
take  charge  of  said  funeral  the  President 
of  the  Local  Union  shall  take  charge  of  the 
burial  of  said  deceased  member.  Provided, 
however,  that  no  death  benefits  shall  be 
granted  to  any  member  whose  death  was 
the  result  of  intemperance,  debauchery  or 
other  immoral  conduct,  or  in  the  violation 
of  any  law  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  Including  the  said  $50.00  funeral 
expenses  the  International  Union  shall  pay 
to  the  persons  hereinafter  mentioned  upon 
the  death  of  a member  the  following  sums: 
First — To  the  beneficiary  of  a member  who 
has  been  in  continuous  good  standing  for 
five  consecutive  years  the  sum  of  $200.00. 
Second — To  the  beneficiary  of  a member 
who  has  been  in  continuous  good  standing 
ten  consecutive  years,  $350.00.  Third — To 

the  beneficiary  of  a member  who  has  been 
in  good  standing  fifteen  consecutive  years. 
$550.00.  When  becoming  a member  of  the 
Union  each  member  shall  designate  a per- 
son whom  the  aforesaid  beneficiary  money 
shall  be  paid,  or  he  may  name  as  such  per- 
son his  heirs,  or  he  may  name  as  such  ben- 
eficiary his  legatees.  If  he  shall  fail  to 


make  any  such  designation,  ana  shall  not 
leave  a will  in  which  he  shall  make  such 
designation,  or  it'  no  claim  in  writ- 
ing, duly  verified  by  the  claimant  to 
such  beneficiary  money  is  made  by  any  of 
the  above  mentioned  or  their  heirs  or  legal 
representatives  within  one  year  after  the 
death  of  the  member,  all  claims  therefore 
shall  lapse  and  end,  and  said  beneficiary 
money  shall  revert  to  the  Union. 

The  member  may  change  his  beneficiary 
at  any  time  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Local  Union.  For  this  pur- 
pose blanks  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer.  But  in  case  any 
member  shall  fail  to  so  designate  by  will 
or  otherwise  to  whom  the  said  sum  shall  be 
paid,  the  sums  above  mentioned  shall  be 
paid  to  the  heirs  at  law.  All  International 
or  Local  indebtedness  due  by  said  deceased 
member  shall  be  deducted  from  the  death 
benefit  due.  The  General  Executive  Board 
shall,  at  the  request  of  a Local  Union 
(properly  attested)  of  which  any  con- 
tributing member  entitled  to  death  benefit, 
who  has  through  total  blindness  or  the  loss 
of  both  hands  or  both  feet  or  incurably  in- 
sane, become  permanently  incapacitated  for 
performing  any  kind  of  labor  .order  an  in- 
vestigation as  to  the  facts  of  the  case. 
Should  the  evidence  be  conclusive  and  sat- 
isfactory to  the  General  Executive  Board 
the  General  President  shall  cause  the  pay- 
ment of  such  sum  less  $50.00  as  the  disabled 
or  insane  member  would  be  entitled  to  in 
case  of  death  at  the  date  of  said  application 
to  be  paid  direct  to  the  applicant  or  his 
guardian,  the  said  payment  to  be  taken 
from  the  death  benefit  fund  and  to  be  lieu 
of  any  benefit  which  might  accrue  by  rea- 
son of  the  death  of  such  member.  Upon  the 
death  of  such  member  the  $50.00  retained 
by  the  International  Union  shall  be  paid  as 
prescribed  by  Section  1. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall  publish  each  year  in  the  January  is- 
sue of  the  International  Engineer  the 
names,  age  and  cause  of  the  death  of  the 
members  who  died  during  the  preceding 
year,  and  on  whose  account  the  death  bene- 
fit has  been  paid,  together  with  the  amount 
paid  and  the  name  of  the  beneficiary. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  death  of  any  member 
entitled  to  $50.00  or  more  death  benefit, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Local  Union  to  which 
he  belonged  shall  at  once  notify  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer,  giving  a full  rec- 
ord of  the  membership  of  such  member  as 
far  as  can  be  obtained  from  the  records  of 
such  Local  Union.  The  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  compare  such  record  with 
the  records  of  his  office  and  shall  certify  to 
the  correctiveness  of  the  same  to  the  Gen- 
eral President,  who  shall  cause  to  be  paid 
to  the  beneficiary  of  such  member  the 
amount  he  was  entitled  to  as  prescribed  by 
Sections  1 and  2,  Article  XXVII. 

Recommend  that  no  action  be  taken,  as 
this  was  referred  to  a Committee  on  Death 
Benefit. 

Vice  President  Snellings — No  action  nec- 
essary. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment submitted  by  Local  Union  No.  87, 
Portland,  Ore.: 

We  wish  to  change  Section  3,  Article  XIX, 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  No  person  who  is  a member 
of  the  National  Association  of  Stationary 
Engineers  ,or  a member  of  any  organization 
opposed  to  organized  labor  may  be  admit- 
ted to  membership  in  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers. 

Recommend  it  be  not  adopted. 

Moved  that  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee be  concurred  in.  Seconded. 

Discussion  by  Delegates  McDonough,  Lo- 
cal 2,  Woods,  Local  2,  McNamara,  Local 
143,  McConville,  Local  184,  Maguire,  Local 
87. 


Delegate  Justice  of  Local  95  asked  for 
a question  of  information.  If  this  amend- 
ment is  rejected  and  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee is  concurred  in,  will  that  leave  the 
Constitution  as  at  present?  He  was  an- 
swered “yes.” 

Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ment submitted  by  Local  Union  No.  92, 
Memphis,  Tenn.: 

Amendment  to  Article  XXIII  of  the  con- 
stitution : 

Section  2.  If  a Local  Union  admits  as  a 
new  member  any  one  who  had  previously 
belonged  to  said  Local  Union  and  had  been 
expelled  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  does 
not  require  him  to  pay  up  the  back  dues 
for  non-payment  of  which  he  was  expelled, 
no  back  per  capita  tax  on  such  readmitted 
member  shall  be  paid  by  the  Local  Union  to 
the  General  Organization.  Provided,  that 
if  the  Local  Union  requires  the  readmitted 
member  to  pay  up  any  back  dues  he  may 
owe  the  Local,  then  the  Local  Union  shall 
pay  to  the  General  Organization  its  proper 
portion  of  per  capita  tax  for  each  month 
of  back  dues  so  collected  from  the  read- 
mitted member. 

Recommend  non-concurrence.  This  has 
been  taken  care  of  previously. 

Moved  and  seconded,  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Conser  of  Local  92  spoke  on 
the  question  and  relative  to  the  payment 
of  back  per  capita  tax. 

Delegate  Roberts  of  Local  67  raised  to 
a point  of  order,  saying  the  ruling  of  Presi- 
dent Comerford  had  decided  the  matter, 
that  back  per  capita  tax  did  not  have  to  be 
paid.

We  wish  to  add 
so  it  will  read,  “same,  unless  the  member 
has  been  in  g'ood  standing  for  one  year 
previous  to  transfer,  in  which  event  he 
shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  difference 
in  initiation  fee. 

This  has  been  referred  back. 

Committee  reports  on  amendment  sub- 
mitted by  Local  Union  No.  329,  Atlanta, 
Ga.: 

Page  21,  Article  XIX,  Section  3,  line  2. 
Insert  between  the  words  “labor”  and 
“may”  the  following  words:  "or  a mem- 
ber of  the  National  Association  of  Sta- 
tionary Engineers.” 

Recommend,  that  this  matter  has  al- 
ready been  taken  care  of. 

Decided,  that  no  action  is  necessary. 

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  amend- 
ments submitted  by  Local  403: 

Article  IV,  Section  1,  By-Laws.  A Local 
Union  shall  have  the  power  to  exercise  the 
disciplinary  measures  over  the  officers  and 
members.  Charges  may  be  preferred 
against  any  member  for  violation  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Local,  for 
injury  to  a brother  member  in  word  or 
deed,  especially  for  acts  detrimental  to  the 
name  of  the  Local,  and  conduct  unbecom- 
ing a member. 

Sec.  2.  A member  must  be  charged  and 
tried  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Local 
Union  where  the  offense  was  committed. 


and  a copy  of  the  verdict  sent  to  the  Local 
Union  of  which  he  is  a member.  .Any  Local 
Union  may  suspend  or  expel  a 'member  by 
three-fourths  vote,  when  the  evidence  is 
plain  and  the  circumstances  require  imme- 
diate action. 

Sec.  3.  All  charges  must  be  preferred, 
specifically  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the 
complainant.  When  charges  are  preferred, 
they  must  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary at  the  meeting  in  which  they  are  pre- 
ferred. Recording  Secretary  will  notify 
the  defendant  in  writing,  enclosing  copy 
of  charges  ,of  date  he  must  appear  to  plead 
to  charges.  The  President  at  the  time  of 
the  pleading  shall  set  the  date  for  trial. 
Both  the  complainant  and  defendant  must 
be  prepared  to  proceed  with  the  trial  at  the 
time  set  by  the  President.  By  request  of  the 
defendant  or  complainant,  adjournment 
may  be  granted  at  option  of  the  President. 

Sec.  4.  When  charges  are  to  be  tried,  the 
complainant  and  defendant  may  conduct 
their  own  cases,  or  select  counsel.  After  a 
full  and  impartial  hearing  on  both  sides, 
the  President  shall  distinctly  state  the 
charge  or  charges  and  direct  that  all  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  shall  vote — either 
guilty  or  not  guilty — by  ballot,  on  the  mer- 
its of  the  case.  There  shall  be  three  (3) 
tellers  appointed:  one  by  the  defendant,  one 
by  the  complainant,  and  one  by  the  Presi- 
dent. Two-thirds  of  the  trial  vote  shall  be 
necessary  to  convict.  After  a verdict  is 
rendered,  the  President  shall  then  prescribe 
the  penalty  to  be  imposed.  A member  has 
the  right  to  appeal  as  prescribed  by  Section 
1 of  Article  21  of  By-Laws. 

Sec.  5.  Should  the  complainant  fail  to 
appear  to  proceed  with  the  trial,  the  presi- 
dent may  dismiss  the  charges,  unless  other- 
wise determined  by  two-thirds  vote  of  mem- 
bers present.  If  the  defendant  wilfully 
neglects  or  refuses  to  stand  trial,  he  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  contempt  and  shall  be 
punished  as  the  Local  Union  may  deter- 
mine. 

Recommend  their  adoption. 

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  143 — Move 
the  adoption  of  those  sections. 

Delegate  Roberts  of  Local  67  spoke 
against  the  amendments.

Committee  on  Law  reports  on  the  amend- 
ment submitted  by  Local  Union  No.  407, 
Little  Rock,  Ark.: 

Little  Rock,  Ark.,  June  2nd,  1910. — To  All 
Members  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  of  America,  Greeting: — 
Local  Union  No.  407,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  begs 
to  submit  the  following  amendments  to  the 
constitution  hereinafter  stated.  In  doing 
this,  we  believe  it  would  be  subservient  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers. 

Believing  this  has  never  been  brought  to 
the  attention  of  Local  Unions  heretofore, 
and  noticing  by  the  latest  official  directory 
that  the  International  Union  of  Steam  En- 
gineers has  been  making  great  strides  in 
the  South,  Southwest  and  West,  where  the 
coloro  line  predominates  most,  and  knowing 
full  well  by  being  in  the  Southwest  that  the 
color  line  must  be  drawn  if  we  expect  a 
healthy  growth  of  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  in  the  South.  Southwest 
and  West:  beg  to  state  that  capital  is  pour- 
ing its  millions  into  the  aforesaid  sections, 
and  also  labor  is  pouring  into  the  same  sec- 
tions by  the  hundreds  of  thousands  This 
vast  empire  in  course  of  time  will  be  popu- 
lated as  thickly  as  the  North  .Northeast  and 
Eastern  States;  hence  we  think  and  hope 
that  you  will  readily  see  that  this  is  a most 
important  matter. 

As  the  subject  directly  applies  to  the 
aforesaid  sections  stated,  we  also  think  and 
fear  that  the  same  subject  applies  te  the 
same  two  sections  mentioned  as  North. 
Northeast  and  Eastern  States,  if  they  were 


placed  in  the  same  attitude  with  the  white 
brothers  in  the  South,  Southwest  and  West. 
We  also  believe  we  will  command  a better 
respect  and  opinion  throughout  the  entire 
labor  world  if  the  sections  referred  to  were 
changed,  knowing  as  we  do,  the  sentiment 
of  the  Southern  people  and  Southenr  En- 
gineers. 

We  know  full  well  that  whenever  we  al- 
low a colored  man  to  become  a brother  of 
ours,  we  cannot  command  the  respect  of  our 
employers  or  the  community  in  which  we 
reside,  no  more  than  he  can,  as  this  would 
put  us  on  the  same  level  with  the  colored 
man.  Consequently,  we  could  expect  no 
more  respect  than  he. 

This  we  know  will  have  to  come  to  the 
attention  of  the  whole  membership  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers  in 
the  course  of  time.  Consequently,  we  think 
it  high  time  that  this  most  important  ques- 
tion be  settled.  Therefore  we  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  call  on  all  white  brothers  for  sup- 
port in  the  changes  hereinafter  stated. 

These  two  changes  have  been  submitted 
to  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  we 
expect  that  he  will  submit  them  officially 
to  you.  We  hope  that  you  will  give  this  your 
due  consideration  and  lend  us  all  the  aid 
possible  in  seeking  to  make  these  changes 
at  our  next  convention  in  September  at 
Denver,  Colorado. 

The  changes  desired  are  to- wit: 

See  Constitution,  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers,  Page  7,  Article  4,  Section 
4:  After  the  words  “Section  4”  insert  the 
word  “White,"  making  it  read  “Section  4, 
White  Persons,”  etc. 

Page  20,  Article  XIX,  Section  1,  third  line: 
After  the  words  “Engineers  must  be  a”  in- 
sert the  word  "White.” 

Recommend  it  be  not  adopted. 

Delegate  Bennett  of  Local  6 — The  gen- 
tleman who  has  submitted  this  amend- 
ment has  covered  it  by  resolution  and 
wishes  the  amendment  withdrawn. 

Delegate  Stevenson  of  Local  402  stated 
there  was  a resolution  before  the  Resolu- 
tion Committee  about  this  matter  and  he 
would  like  to  see  the  amendment  with- 
drawn. 

Upon  motion  the  amendment  was  not 
adopted. 

Delegate  McNamara  of  the  Law  Commit- 
tee recommends  that  the  Convention  pro- 
ceed along  the  line  of  securing  some  sort 
of  a form  of  Constitution  which  will  stand 
a legal  test  should  it  be  necessary,  and 
which  will  not  be  conflicting. 

Delegate  Dee  of  Local  138 — I move  that 
a committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to  draft 
a Constitution  to  be  presented  to  the  vari- 
ous Local  Unions  within  the  next  tsT* 
years  for  adoption  or  rejection. 

Delegate  Hannahan,  Local  69,  raised  to 
a point  of  order,  that  it  requires  an  amend- 
ment submitted  seventy-five  days  before 
the  Convention  for  a Convention  to  amend 
a law  as  the  speaker  has  stated. 

The  point  was  declared  well  taken. 

Delegate  Ryan  of  Local  184 — Move  that 
to-morrow  morning  10  o’clock  be  made  a 
special  order  of  business  and  we  proceed 
to  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  two 
years.  Seconded. 

Delegates  Woods,  Local  2,  Pike,  Local 
403,  spoke  against  the  motion.  Motion 
lost. 

Delegate  Hannahan  of  Local  69 — More 
that  when  we  adjourn  we  adjourn  to  meet 
again  at  7:30  this  evening.  Carried.  *

We,  the  committee,  would  recommend, 
that  the  charter  be  not  granted  at  this 
time  and  would  suggest  that  the  incoming 
General  President  be  instructed  to  visit 
White  Plains  and  if  found  necessary  to 
grant  a stationary  charter  provided  it  does 
not  conflict  with  the  Locals  in  that  local- 
ity.” 

Delegate  Lewis,  Local  400 — I move  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be 
concurred  in.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Charters  reports  on  the 
application  for  charter  for  Dock  Engineers 
of  New  York. 

Recommend  that  It  be  not  granted. 

Delegate  Lewis,  Local  400 — I move  that 
the  report  of  the  committee  be  concurred 
in.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Charters  report  on  the  ap- 
plication for  a charter  from  the  United 
Order  of  Progressive  Engineers  of  Buf- 
falo, N.  Y.,  that 

“We,  the  committee,  would  recommend, 
that  the  charter  be  not  granted,  but  would 
suggest  that  the  incoming  General  Presi- 
dent be  instructed  to  send  a man  to  Buf- 
falo to  investigate  conditions  with  full 
power,  or  he  be  instructed  to  take  up  the 
matter  himself.  Committee:

Delegate  McNamara,  Local  143 — Move 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
be  concurred  in.

Delegate  Cadwell  of  Local  143  asked  for 
unanimous  consent  to  introduce  a resolu- 
tion and  that  it  be  considered  by  this  Con- 
vention without  being  referred  to  the  Res- 
olution Committee. 

Delegate  McGraw,  Local  106 — I move 
that  the  resolutions  in  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary  be  referred  to  the  committees 
without  being  read. 

The  Chair — No  objection,  that  course 
will  be  pursued. 

The  following  resolutions  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  without 
being  read: 

Resolution  No.  33,  presented  by  Dele- 
gate Bennett  of  Local  No.  6,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  There  exists  at  the  present  time 
a jurisdiction  dispute  between  Local  Union 
No.  6 and  the  Brewery  Workers;  and, 

Whereas,  This  dispute  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  our  General  President;  now,  there- 
fore. 

Resolved,  The  General  President,  or  his 
successor  (providing  there  be  one)  be  in- 
structed to  continue  his  efforts  to  settle 
this  subject  matter  according  to  his  best 
judgment. 

Resolution  No.  34,  presented  by  Dele- 
gate M.  E.  Carroll  of  Local  72,  as  fol- 
lows: 


Be  it  Resolved,  by  the  Twelfth  Conven- 
tion of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers,  That  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  provide  all  members  in 
good  standing  through  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary of  each  Local  Union  with  a member- 
ship book  and  he  shall  provide  the  Financial 
Secretaries  of  each  Local  Union  with  due 
stamps  as  provided  by  the  constitution.  * 

The  membership  book  properly  filled  out 
and  signed  shall  in  itself  be  bona  fide  evi- 
dence that  the  holder  has  been  duly  initiat- 
ed into  the  Organization,  and  membership 
books  shall  contain  space  for  due  and  as- 
sessment stamps  and  shall  be  provided  with 
a blank  space  to  be  punched  (or  filled  out  in 
ink)  so  that  the  holder  can  be  thoroughly 
described  for  future  identification. 

Membership  books  shall  be  good  for  two 
years  and  new  ones  shall  be  furnished  free 
on  the  return  of  the  old  ones,  but  should 
member  wish  to  retain  his  old  book  a fpr 
of  ten  (10)  cents  shall  be  charged  for  the 
new  one.  Should  a member  lose  his  mem- 
bership book  a duplicate  shall  be  issued  on 
the  payment  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents. 

Resolution  No.  35,  presented  by  Dele- 
gate Huddell  of  Local  No.  4,  as  follows: 

That  the  incoming  Executive  Board  en- 
deavor to  bring  about  a better  understand- 
ing between  the  Qranite  Cutters’  Interna- 
tional Union  and  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  so  that  there 
will  be  more  harmony  and  a better  under- 
standing about  agreements  with  the  em- 
ployers in  the  granite  industry. 

Resolution  No.  36,  presented  by  Dele- 
gate L.  A.  Bunker  of  Local  83,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  Pacific  Coast  of  the  State 
of  Washington  are  in  dire  need  of  assist- 
ance in  reorganizing  and  organizing  of 
other  localities  not  yet  lined  up;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  an  organizer  be  placed  in 
the  so-called  Northwest  field  as  early  as 
possible. 

Resolution  No.  32,  presented  by  Delegate 
Cadwell  of  Local  143,  read  as  follows: 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  be  instructed  by  this  convention, 
that  in  the  furure  all  officers  and  organiza- 
ers  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $5.00  per  day 
for  expenses,  when  away  from  home. 

Delegate  Gralfs,  Local  401 — Move  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution.  Seconded. 

Delegate  Roberts,  Local  67,  offered  an 
amendment  that  we  insert  $4  instead  of  $5. 
Seconded. 

Delegates  McConville,  Local  184,  Mur- 
phy, Local  20,  Gralfs,  Local  401  and  Hud- 
dell, Local  4,  spoke  against  the  amend- 
ment. Amendment  lost.  Motion  carried. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  7:30  p.  m.

Reports  of  the  delegates  to  the  two  con- 
ventions of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  and  to  the  two  conventions  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.,  as  follow's: 

Report  of  Delegates  to  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  Convention  Held 
at  Denver,  Colorado. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Sept.  12,  1910. 
To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the 
Twelfth  Convention  of  the  International 


Union  of  Steam  Engineers^-Greeting: 

Your  delegates  to  the  twenty-eighth  an- 
nual convention  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  actions  as  your  rep- 
representatives  attending  that  body. 

Few  conventions  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  has  received  more  wide- 
spread attention  than  the  one  held  at  Den- 
ver and  we  believe  no  convention  of  that 
body  deserves  to  receive  more  careful  con- 
sideration and  scrutiny  by  our  organiza- 
tion than  the  one  referred  to.  We  will  not 
undertake  to  give  a complete  report  to  this 
convention  because  any  such  effort  on  our 
part  would  not  do  the  convention  justice. 

The  one  paramount  action  of  the  Denver 
convention  in  which  the  members  of  our 
International  Union  are  presented,  and  on 
which  they  should  pass  judgment  in  this 
convention  is  the  settlement  reached  in 
the  dispute  between  our  organization  and 
the  United  Brewery  Workmen. 

In  past  conventions  your  delegates  had 
worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Brother- 
hood of  Stationary  Firemen  and  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Teamsters,  and  without  any  re- 
sult whatever.  On  several  occasions  some 
of  your  delegates  questioned  the  advisabil- 
ity of  coupling  our  case  with  the  dispute 
of  the  Firemen  and  Teamsters,  but  until 
the  Denver  convention  no  separate  action 
was  ever  taken. 

In  the  last  convention,  however,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  known  as  No.  68,  was 
introduced  by  one  of  your  delegates: 

Whereas,  By  order  of  several  successive 
conventions  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers  over  members  of 
the  Steam  Engineers’  craft  were  fully  rati- 
fied and  confirmed,  as  against  the  contest- 
ing claims  of  the  United  Brewery  Work- 
men; and, 

Whereas,  The  United  Brewery  Workmen 
were,  by  order  of  the  Minneapolis  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
forbidden  thereafter  to  initiate  into  its 
ranks  any  person  over  whom  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers  were 
given  jurisdiction;  and, 

Whereas,  As  a result  of  its  continued  de- 
fiance of  said  order  the  charter  of  the 
United  Brewery  Workmen  was  revoked; 
and, 

Whereas,  Said  charter  was  by  order  of  the 
Norfolk  convention  restored  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  the  United  Brewery 
Workmen  would  thereafter  refrain  from 
further  interference  with  the  membership 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam  En- 
gineers; and. 

Whereas,  Since  the  restoration  of  its 
charter,  as  at  all  times  before,  the  United 
Brewery  Workmen  have  refused  compliance 
with  the  mandates  of  this  body,  and  have 
introduced  to  its  membership  engineers  ow- 
ing allegiance  to  the  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers,  greatly  to  the  detri- 
ment of  said  body;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  United  Brewery 
Workmen  be,  and  they  are  hereby  ordered 
forthwith  to  surrender  to  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers  all  engineers  in- 
itiated since  the  date  of  the  Minneapolis 
convention,  and  that  it  be  required  here- 
after to  refrain  from  initiating  engineers 
into  their  body;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  any  city  or  locality 
where  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  are 
not  fully  complied  with  the  endorsement 
and  support  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  label 
of  the  United  Brewery  Workmen,  and  the 
Central  Body  of  such  city  or  locality  is 


hereby  instructed  to  unseat  all  delegates  of 
the  Brewery  Workmen  pending  a settle- 
ment of  the  difficulty;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Council  is 
hereby  instructed  to  revoke  the  charter  of 
any  Central  Body  refusing  to  comply  with 
this  decision. 

The  introduction  of  this  resolution  by  a 
representative  of  our  organization  separ- 
ately and  not  in  conjunction  with  the  fire- 
men and  teamsters  resulted  in  having  the 
grievance  committee  decide  to  separate  our 
grievance  against  the  Brewery  Workers 
from  the  case  of  the  Firemen  and  Team- 
sters and  with  the  result  that  a conference 
was  ordered  between  the  representatives 
and  the  delegates  of  our  own  International 
between  the  United  Brewery  Workmen 
Union.  In  order  to  bring  about  a settle- 
ment between  the  two  organizations  a sub- 
committee was  appointed  by  James  O’Con- 
nell, Chairman  of  the  Grievance  Commit- 
tee, consisting  of  T.  J.  Sullivan  of  the  Ho- 
tel and  Restaurant  Employes  and  T.  L. 
Lewis  of  United  Mine  Workers. 

After  days  and  nights  of  conferences  be- 
tween the  representatives  of  the  Brewery 
Workmen  and  our  organization,  together 
with  Brother  Sullivan  and  Brother  Lewis 
of  the  Grievance  Committee  an  agreement 
was  finally  reached,  the  basis  on  which  the 
settlement  was  reached  is  embodied  in  the 
following  agreement,  which  was  signed  by 
the  representatives  of  your  International 
Union  and  the  delegates  representing  the 
United  Brewery  Workmen,  and  unanimous- 
ly adopted  by  the  Convention.  The  agree- 
ment is  as  follows: 

We,  the  undersigned  representatives  of 
the  International  Union  of  United  Brewery 
Workmen  of  America,  and  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  believing  that 
harmony  In  the  ranks  of  organized  wage 
earners  Is  essential  to  the  success  of  the 
labor  movement,  and  having;  a sincere  de- 
sire to  promote  the  Industrial  and  material 
welfare  of  the  men  employed  in  and  around 
the  breweries,  agree  upon  the  ? liuwing  as 
the  best  solution  to  seftio  our  differences: 

First:  All  hostilities  now  e cisring  be- 

tween the  members  of  The  International 
Union  of  United  Brewery  Workmen  of 
America,  and  The  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers,  shall  cease  immediately; 

Second,  Engineers  employed  in  breweries 
now  members  of  and  working  under  the 
contract  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Internation- 
al Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  shall  remain 
members  of  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers; 

Third;  Engineers  employed  in  breweries, 
now  members  of  and  working  under  the 
contracts  and  Jurisdiction  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  United  Brewerv  Workmen, 
shall  remain  members  of  the  International 
Union  of  United  Brewery  Workmen: 

Fourth:  In  the  month  of  October,  1910, 

the  engineers  employed  in  the  breweries 
and  members  of  the  International  Union  of 
United  Brewery  Workmen  of  America,  shall 
take  a referendum  vote  for  the  purpose  of 
deciding  whether  or  not  they  desire  to  re- 
main members  of  the  Brewery  Workmen's 
union  or  to  affiliate  with  the  Steam  En- 
gineers’ union.  A majority  vote  of  the  en- 
gineers who  are  members  of  the  Brewery 
Workmen's  union  and  employed  In  the 
breweries  shall  determine  the  question  of 
their  membership  in  the  respective  cities 
where  the  referendum  vote  is  taken. 

Fifth:  The  referendum  vote  shall  be 

taken  under  the  supervision  of  two  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Brewery  Workmen,  two 
representatives  of  the  Steam  Engineers  and 
one  disinterested  representative  selected  by 


the  President  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  from  each  of  the  cities  where  the  ref- 
erendum takes  place; 

Sixth:  The  referendum  shall  take  place 

on  the  same  date,  and  each  engineer  a mem- 
ber of  the  International  Union  of  United 
Brewery  Workmen  of  America  shall  be  fur- 
nished a ballot,  and  a duplicate  return  sheet 
of  the  result  of  the  vote  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  headquarters  of  the  International 
Union  of  United  Brewery  Workmen  of 
America,  The  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  and  the  office  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor; 

Seventh:  All  engineers,  members  of  the 

Brewery  Workmen’s  union  who  decide  by 
a majority  of  the  referendum  vote 
in  cities  where  the  vote  is  taken 
to  affiliate  with  the  Steam  Engineers, 
shall  transfer  their  membership  January 
1st,  1911;  and  where  a majority  of  engi- 
neers decide  to  remain  members  of  the 
Brewery  Workmen’s  union,  they  shall  re- 
main as  such; 

Eighth:  Beginning  now,  and  continuing 
until  January  1st,  1911,  joint  conference 
boards  may  be  created  in  cities  where  the 
Steam  Engineers  have  jurisdiction.  The 
duty  of  the  joint  boards  shall  be  the  same 
as  now  where  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Engi- 
neers exist.  It  is  understood  that  in  the 
negotiation  of  wage  agreements  contracts 
governing  the  Steam  Engineers  and  the 
Brewery  Workmen’s  representative  union 
shall  expire  at  the  same  date: 

Ninth:  Brewerw  Workers  shall  have  au- 

thority to  initiate  engineers  in  those  brew- 
eries, malt  houses  and  bottling  houses  in 
those  cities  where  they  have  jurisdiction 
over  the  engineers; 

Tenth:  A joint  circular  letter  shall  be  is- 
sued to  the  Local  Unions  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  United  Brewery  Workmen 
of  America,  and  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  and  all  affiliated  unions 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  within 
sixty  days  from  the  adjournment  of  this 
convention.  The  circular  shall  contain  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement  and  be  signed 
by  the  officers  of  the  International  Union  of 
United  Brewery  Workmen  of  America  and 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers, 
and  by  President  Gompers  on  behalf  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor.  ' It  is  under- 
stood and  agreed  that  the  terms  of  this 
arrangement  will  continue  and  remain  in 
effect  and  be  binding  on  all  parties  inter- 
ested until  January  1st,  1911. 

Secretary  Morrison’s  report  showed  the 
total  income  for  the  year  had  been  $207,- 
655.23,  and  this,  with  a balance  of  $125,- 
910.02,  made  a total  of  $333,565.25.  The 
expenses  for  the  year  being  $196,937.36, 
leaving  a balance  on  hand  of  $138,627.89. 

This  report  showed  that  the  increase  in 
membership  in  unions  affiliated  with  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  had  been 
57,459. 

The  total  cost  of  strikes  reported  was 
$2,448,041.07. 

All  the  old  officers  were  re-elected  and 
Toronto  was  selected  as  the  place  for  the 
next  Convention.

We,  your  delegates,  beg  leave  to  submit 


a brief  report  of  the  convention  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  held  at  Den- 
ver, Colo.,  November  23rd  to  the  28th, 
1908,  and  we  beg  to  submit  a report  on 
the  convention  held  at  Tampa,  Fla.,  Oct. 
11th  to  18th,  inclusive,  1909.  • 

The  convention  at  Denver  was  called  to 
order  at  the  Albany  Hotel  in  the  same 
room  we  are  now  assembled  in,  by  the  late 
Max  Morris  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

President  Gompers,  being  in  the  city, 
was  invited  to  address  the  convention  at 
the  opening  exercises,  and,  as  usual,  re- 
sponded by  delivering  a splendid  speech. 

John  Lennon,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor,  also  made  a 
speech  in  which  he  complimented  the 
Building  Trades  Department  on  the  suc- 
cess already  achieved. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  opening  exer- 
cises President  Kirby  called  the  conven- 
tion to  order  and  announced  that  he  had 
previously  appointed  Delegates  Evans, 
I-Iannahan  and  Henderson  committee  on 
credentials  and  announced  that  their  re- 
port was  ready  to  be  presented  to  the  con- 
vention. The  following  International  Un- 
ions were  represented: 

International  Association  of  Bridge  and 
Structural  Iron  Workers  represented  by  3 
delegates;  Amalgamated  Society  of  Car- 
penters, 3;  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners,  7;  Brotherhood  of  Cement  Work- 
ers, 3;  International  Brotherhood  of  Elec- 
trical Workers,  5;  Elevator  Constructors, 
1;  Granite  Cutters,  3;  International  Union 
of  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers,  2:  In- 
ternaltional  Association  of  Marble  Work- 
ers, 1;  Sheet  Metal  Workers,  4;  Brother- 
hood of  Painters,  5;  United  Association  of 
Journeyman  Plumbers,  4;  International  As- 
sociation of  Steam  and  Hot  Water  Fitters, 
2;  Stone  Cutters,  3;  Tile  Layers,  1;  Com- 
position Roofers,  1;  Hod  Carriers  and 
Building  Laborers,  3;  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers,  4. 

Our  own  International  body  was  repre- 
sented by  A.  M.  Huddell,  Matt  Comerford, 
R.  A.  McKee  and  J.  G.  Hannahan. 

The  report  of  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary showed  that  considerable  progress 
had  been  made  since  the  formation  of  the 
department,  but  it  was  plain  to  everyone 
after  listening  to  the  report  of  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary  Treasurer  that  the  present 
financial  system  is  not  such  as  will  per- 
mit the  national  officers  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  do  the  work  which  could 
be  done  if  more  funds  were  available. 
It  was  shown  that  the  total  receipts  for 
the  term  amounted  to  $7,642.47,  while  the 
disbursements  reached  the  sum  of  $6,581.- 
48,  leaving  a balance  of  only  $1,060.99. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  all  the  Inter- 
national unions  had  paid  a charter  fee  of 
$100  each  which  was  included  in  the  above 
receipts  it  will  easily  be  seen  that  the  pres- 
ent per  capita  tax  and  fees  from  local  coun- 
cils are  not  sufficient  to  sustain  the  de- 
partment. 

As  this  question  of  finance,  together  with 
the  one  of  representation,  is  one  of  the 


greatest  consequence  and  which  must  be 
seriously  considered  if  the  department  is 
to  survive,  we  call  attention  to  the  amount, 
subscribed  by  the  different  International 
Unions:  Bridge  and  Structural  Ironwork- 
ers $250.00,  Amalgamated  Society  of  Car- 
penters $252.75,  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  $2,205.00,  Electrical  Workers 
$506.25,  Cement  Workers  $218.50,  Elevator 
Constructors  $137.19,  International  Union 
of  Steam  Engineers  $303.50,  Granite  Cut- 
ters $295.00,  Hod  Carriers  and  Building  La- 
borers $264.76,  Lathers  $220.00,  Marble 
Workers  $128.13,  Sheet  Metal  "Workers 
$300.00,  Painters  and  Decorators  $890.88, 
Plumbers  $325.00,  Steam  Fitters  $177.00, 
Stone  Cutters  $205.42,  Tile  Layers  $125.76. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  from  this,  there  is 
great  disproportion  of  taxation  for  repre- 
sentation. While  there  were  many  dis- 
agreeable jurisdiction  fights  brought 
on  the  floor  of  the  convention,  this 
question  of  representation  in  our 
opinion  was  the  most  serious  matter 
dealt  with.  The  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
paid  in  per  capita  tax  $425  per  month, 
which  they  contended  was  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  the  representation  allowed  their 
organization  in  the  convention,  and  it  can 
not  be  denied  that  they  have  a just  com- 
plaint when  it  is  considered  that  the 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  were  only  al- 
lowed seven  delegates,  while,  for  instance, 
our  own  International  Union  has  represen- 
tation of  four  delegates,  although  our  per 
capita  tax  amounts  to  only  $40.75  per 
month.  We  call  attention  to  this  matter, 
so  the  convention  can,  if  it  sees  fit,  instruct 
future  delegates  to  the  Building  Trades 
conventions  as  to  their  attitude  on  this 
question. 

Several  jurisdiction  disputes  were  con- 
sidered by  the  convention,  but  perhaps  the 
most  bitterly  contested  case  was  the  fight 
between  the  Plumbers  and  Steam  Fitters. 
Between  the  Carpenters  and  Sheet  Metal 
Workers  there  was  also  a controversy,  and 
several  others. 

A uniform  working  card  was  adopted  by 
the  convention  to  be  carried  by  all  building 
tradesmen,  which  must  be  issued  by  the 
department  from  headquarters. 

The  convention  rendered  a decision  on  a 
grievance  submitted  by  the  Bridge  and 
Structural  Iron  Workers  in  regard  to  men 
carrying  two  cards,  which  is  of  consider- 
able importance  to  our  organization.  The 
case  referred  to  is  this:  Members  of  the 
Iron  Workers  in  San  Francisco  joined  the 
Metal  Lathers  at  Oakland  in  order  to  be 
permitted  to  work  at  metal  lathing 
in  the  latter  city.  The  local  union 
of  Iron  Workers  at  San  Francisco 
fined  all  their  members  who  joined 
the  lathers  for  doing  so  and  ap- 
pealed to  the  San  Francisco  Building 
Trades  Council  to  insist  on  the  payment  of 
these  fines.  The  Council  decided  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Building  Trades 
Convention,  not  wishing  to  make  a final 
ruling  on  so  important  a question. 

*The  committee  to  which  this  matter  was 
referred  recommended  that  all  fines  col- 


lected be  returned.  The  convention  con- 
curred in  the  recommendation,  which,  in 
this  case  at  least,  allows  men  to  carry 
cards  in  two  organizations. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  as  fol- 
lows: James  Kirby  of  the  Carpenters, 

president;  William  J.  Spencer  of  the 
Plumbers,  secretary-treasurer;  George  Hed- 
rick of  the  Painters,  first  vice-president; 
James  G.  Hannahan  of  our  own  Interna- 
tional Union,  second  vice-president;  Frank 
M.  Ryan,  Structural  Iron  Workers,  third 
vice-president;  W.  J.  McSorley,  of  the 
Lathers,  fourth  vice-president.  M.  O’Sulli- 
van, Sheet  Metal  Workers,  fifth  vice- 
president.  Tampa,  Florida,  was  selected 
as  the  place  for  the  next  convention. 

The  second  annual  convention  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  of  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  was  held  in  the  Tampa  Bay  hotel,  Tam- 
pa, Fla.,  and  was  called  to  order  on  the 
morning  of  October  11,  1909,  by  Mr.  Or- 
ville Rigby,  president  of  the  Building 
Trades  Council,  Tampa,  Fla.  The  usual 
opening  ceremonies  took  place,  during 
which  Mayor  Wing  of  Tampa  extended  to 
the  delegates  a hearty  welcome  to  the  city. 
Several  other  representatives  of  the  city 
government  and  of  organized  labor  ad- 
dressed the  convention.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  opening  exercises  the  convention 
was  called  to  order  by  President  Kirby  and 
the  usual  committees  appointed. 

In  our  report  of  the  Denver  convention 
we  gave  a list  of  the  International  Unions 
represented  and  it  is  unnecessary  here  to 
repeat  this  list  because  the  same  Interna- 
tional Unions  sent  delegates  as  was  rep- 
resented at  the  Denver  convention. 

In  our  report  of  the  Denver  convention 
we  called  attention  to  the  question  of  fi- 
nances and  to  the  amount  contributed  by 
each  International  Union,  and  the  great  dis- 
proportion of  taxation  to  representation, 
and  we  must  again  repeat  that  this  same 
question  of  representation  according  to  tax- 
ation confronted  the  Tampa  convention  as 
it  did  at  Denver. 

The  total  receipts  from  International  Un- 
ions for  per  capita  tax  was  $13,491.39,  of 
which  the  Carpenters  contributed  $5,642.75, 
or  about  41%  of  the  total  receipts.  In  fig- 
uring the  percentage  of  representation  we 
find  that  the  combined  trades  exclusive  of 
the  carpenters  had  48  votes  in  the  con- 
vention, while  the  carpenters  had  7,  or  less 
than  15%  of  the  voting  strength  of  the 
Tampa  convention. 

It  is  needless  for  us  to  further  refer  to 
this  matter  as  we  are  sure  the  representa- 
tives of  our  International  Union  will  at 
once  see  the  immense  disproportion  be- 
tween the  percentage  of  representation  and 
the  percentage  of  taxation  contributed  by 
the  Carpenters.  We  refer  to  this  matter 
again  simply  to  point  out  the  danger  which 
confronts  the  Building  Trades  Department 
as  a result  of  attempting  to  enforce  a con- 
dition which  has  never  been  tolerated  in 
this  country  either  in  trades  union  or  na- 
tional affairs.  If  the  Building  Trades  De- 
partment is  to  be  disrupted  as  some  of  its 
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enemies  predict,  this  question  of  taxation 
without  representation  will  be  responsible 
for  its  downfall  more  than  any  other  ques- 
tion. 

As  was  stated  in  our  report  of  the  last 
convention  numerous  jurisdiction  disputes 
were  considered,  which  we  may  say  had 
been  considered  at  the  previous  convention, 
but  as  was  the  case  at  Denver  no  real 
settlement  was  brought  about  in  any  of  the 
cases  referred  to  either  convention.  A de- 
cision was  rendered  against  the  Carpenters 
giving  the  installation  of  metal  trim  to  the 
Sheet  Metal  Workers,  but  we  can  say  to 
this  convention  that  in  all  large  centers 
the  Carpenters  still  continue  to  do  the 
work.  In  the  case  of  the  Plumbers  and 
Steam  Fitters  it  was  decided  that  both  or- 
ganizations should  cease  to  organize  locals 
of  Steam  Fitters  where  the  other  organiza- 
tion had  a local,  but  in  spite  of  this  deci- 
sion both  organizations  have  continued  to 
organize  Steam  Fitters  without  any  regard 
to  the  Building  Trades  Department  or  its 
decision. 

Another  controversy  which  the  conven- 
tion considered  was  that  between  the 
Brotherhood  of  Cement  Workers  and  the 
Building  Laborers,  and  with  the  result  it 
was  decided  that  before  any  final  action 
should  be  taken  on  this  controversy  an  ef- 
fort should  be  made  to  organize  the  Build- 
ing Laborers  by  bringing  into  that  Inter- 
national Body  the  great  number  of  inde- 
pendent locals  of  building  laborers,  in  the 
different  cities  throughout  the  country. 

With  this  end  in  view  it  was  decided 
that  a convention  of  building  laborers 
should  be  held,  and  which  should  be  con- 
ducted by  the  officers  of  the  department 
giving  representation  to  all  the  indepen- 
dent locals  of  laborers.  This  convention 
was  to  be  . conducted  by  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
and  the  Building  Trades  Department  with 
a view  to  bringing  about  consolidation  of 
all  laborers  organizations.  Your  delegates 
are  not  in  a position  to  report  at  this  time 
what  has  been  accomplished  at  the  con- 
vention referred  to. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  repre- 
sentatives of  our  International  Union  had 
a resolution  adopted  at  the  Norfolk  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  giving  complete  jurisdiction 
to  our  hoisting  and  portable  locals 
over  the  operation  of  motors  and  other 
motive  power  on  construction  work.  It  was 
suggested  by  one  of  our  delegates  that  a 
similar  resolution  be  introduced  at  the 
Tampa  convention,  but  upon  investigation 
is  was  found  that  to  introduce  any  resolu- 
tion attacking  or  condemning  the  Brother- 
hod  of  Electrical  Workers,  would  be  dis- 
pleasing a vast  majority  of  the  delegates  in 
the  Tampa  convention,  not  because  our 
case  was  not  a just  one,  but  because  it  was 
considered  an  inopportune  time  to  put  in  a 
grievance  against  the  electrical  workers 
while  their  international  body  was  split  in 
two  factions  and  practically  disrupted. 
Therefore,  upon  the  advise  of  the  leading 
men  in  the  Building  Trades  movement  and 
represented  in  the  Tampa  convention  some 


of  your  delegates  to  that  convention 
deemed  it  inexpedient  to  introduce  such  a 
resolution,  as  we  know  from  experience  it 
is  much  better  not  to  enter  into  a fight  of 
this  kind  than  to  take  the  risk  of  losing 
out  and  giving  the  other  party  an  advant- 
age. Your  delegates  and  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Electrical  Workers  held  a con- 
ference and  we  can  say  that  the  majority 
of  the  representatives  of  the  electrical 
workers  readily  agreed  to  surrender  their 
right  to  operate  motors  provided  we  on 
our  part  were  willing  to  agree  that  our 
members  would  not  do  any  electrical  work, 
especially  so  far  as  new  work  was  con- 
cerned. We  could  not  agree  on  what  the 
term  “new  work”  really  indicated  and  we, 
therefore,  recommend  that  this  conven- 
tion make  a declaration  so  that  your  dele- 
gates to  future  conventions  can  be  gov- 
erned accordingly. 

Many  other  numerous  disputes  over  the 
question  of  jurisdiction  came  before  the 
convention,  but,  like  the  convention  at 
Denver,  the  decisions  rendered  have  been 
entirely  ignored  by  the  organizations  af- 
fected. The  convention  decided  that  the 
sheet  metal  workers  are  entitled  to  metal 
trim,  but  in  spite  of  this  decision  the  car- 
penters continue  to  do  the  work  in  all  the 
large  cities  of  the  country,  and  what  is 
true  in  this  case  is  equally  true  in  all  the 
other  cases  on  which  decisions  were  ren- 
dered. It  is,  therefore,  our  opinion  that 
no  jurisdiction  dispute  can  or  will  be  set- 
tled until  the  parties  to  the  dispute  are 
brought  together,  and  mutually  agree  to 
some  compromise  or  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culty between  themselves. 

The  election  of  officers  took  place  on 
Monday  evening,  the  seventh  day’s  sec- 
sion  of  the  convention,  and  resulted  as 
follows:  James  Kirby  of  the  Carpenters 

was  elected  President,  George  F.  Heidrick 
of  the  Plumbers  was  elected  First  Vice 
President,  Delegate  Hannahan  of  our  ©► 
ganization  was  placed  in  nomination  for  re- 
election,  but  declined  to  run,  and  in  doing 
so  placed  in  nomination  F.  ML.  Ryan  of  the 
Iron  Workers,  who  was  elected  to  fill  the 
position.  William  J.  McSorley  was  elected 
Third  Vice  President,  M.  O’Sullivan  of  the 
Sheet  Metal  Workers  was  elected  Fourth 
Vice  President,  Frank  J.  McNulty  of  the 
Electrical  Workers  was  elected  Fifth  Vice 
President  and  William  J.  Spencer  was  re- 
elected Secretary-Treasurer. 

St.  Louis  was  chosen  as  the  town  in 
which  to  hold  the  next  convention.

In  the  main,  we  agree  with  the  report  of 
the  Building  Trades  Conventions,  with  the 
exception  of  that  part  relative  to  the  rep- 
resentation of  the  Carpenters,  and  we  do 
not  believe  that  the  Carpenters  should 
have  representation  on  their  entire  mem 
bership,  but  that  their  representation 
should  be  limited  as  it  is  at  the  present 
time.  We  cannot  agree  with  that  part  ot 
the  report  that  deals  with  the  Electrical 


Workers.  We  were  of  the  opinion  that  the 
resolution  adopted  at  the  Norfolk  Conven- 
tion of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  should  have  been 
introduced  at  the  Tampa  Convention  as 
per  instructions  of  our  Executive  Board. 
If  a resolution  had  been  presented  it  could 
have  easily  been  withdrawn  if  an  agree- 
ment had  been  arrived  at.  At  the  confer- 
ence between  our  delegates  and  those  of 
the  Electrical  Workers  everything  was 
talked  about  except  our  jurisdiction,  and 
it  was  finally  referred  to  our  General  Pres- 
ident and  the  President  of  the  Electrical 
Workers.  They  submitted  an  agreement 
to  us  which  granted  the  jurisdiction  to 
the  hoisting  engineers,  but  was  very  un- 
favorable to  the  Stationary  Engineers,  and 
for  that  reason  we  refused  to  enter  into 
the  agreement.  It  was  understod  that  the 
Presidents  of  both  organizations  would 
submit  an  agreement  after  the  close  of  the 
Convention,  but  up  to  this  time  we  have 
received  no  report  of  any  such  agreement

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE  TO- 
RONTO CONVENTION  OF  THE 
AMERICAN  FEDERATION 
OF  LABOR. 

' Denver,  Colo.,  Sept.  12,  1910. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the 
Twelfth  Convention  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers: 
Greeting:  — 

Your  delegates  to  the  twenty-ninth  con- 
vention of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, held  at  Toronto,  Canada,  beg  leave  to 
submit  a brief  report  of  the  proceedings 
of  that  convention  for  your  consideration 

It  is  impossible  to  give  a complete  report 
of  such  a convention  as  the  one  held  in 
Toronto,  unless  more  of  the  time  of  this 
convention  should  be  taken  up  by  your 
delegates  than  we  deem  necessary;  there- 
fore, we  will  confine  this  report  to  a few 
of  the  most  important  decisions  and  ac- 
tions of  that  convention. 

>As  is  usual.  President  Gompers’  report 
was  of  the  greatest  interest  and  if  space 
and  time  would  permit  we  would  be  glad 
to  quite  it  in  full.  His  reference  to  the 
question  of  free  press  and  free  speech  was 
most  timely  and  in  part  was  as  follows: 
He  said: 

“The  history  of  the  human  race  has  been 
full  of  tyranny  and  the  denial  of  the  people 
of  the  right  of  expressing  freely  by  speech’ 
or  in  press  their  opinions.  After  our  peo- 
ple established  a government  they  recalled 
that  they  had  omitted  to  safeguard  this 
vital  right  in  framing  our  constitution. 
Therefore,  the  first  amendment  to  that  in- 
strument was  the  guaranteeing  the  right  of 
freedom  of  speech  and  press. 

“That  means  something.  We  do  not  need 
this  right  to  please  those  intrusted  with  the 
authority  of  government.  Free  press  and 
free  speech  were  guaranteed  that  men 
might  feel  free  to  say  things  that  displease. 
Demand  for  reform  coming  from  the  people 
is  generally  distasteful  to  those  intrenched 
in  power  and  privilege.” 

President  Gompers  defined  the  attitude 
of  labor  on  the  very  important  question  of 
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industrial  education,  and  we  quote  here  a 
short  extract  from  this  portion  of  his  re- 
port: 

“The  American  Labor  movement  is  In  line 
with,  and  has  given  expression  to  the  best 
thought  for  the  education  of  all  the  people 
in  all  the  elements  of  learning.  It  is  es- 
pecially interested  in  the  further  education 
of  the  wage  workers  of  America  industrial- 
ly. 

“Our  movement  in  advocating  industrial 
education  protest  most  emphatically  against 
the  elimination  from  our  public  school  sys- 
tem of  any  line  of  learning  now  taught. 
Education,  technically  or  industrially,  must, 
be  supplementary  to  and  in  connection  with 
our  modern  school  system.  That  for  which 
our  movement  stands  will  tend  to  make 
better  workers  of  our  future  citizens;  bet 
ter  citizens  of  our  future  workers. 

“Organized  Labor  has  always  been  and  is 
now  deeply  concerned  with  the  well  being 
of  the  human  family,  and  all  the  influences 
that  go  to  make  for  the  advancement  of  the 
industrial  workers.  In  our  principals  and 
purposes  are  composed  the  fullest  scope  of 
human  activity.  Labor  has  always  mani- 
fested its  humane  interests  in  the  wellfare 
of  children;  it  realizes  that  industrial  edu- 
cation has  the  same  purpose  and  aims — that 
is,  to  secure  co-operation  of  all  human 
agencies  which  make  for  the  betterment  of 
mankind.” 

No  part  of  the  President’s  report  re- 
ceived closer  attention  or  more  hearty  ap- 
plause than  that  portion  of  it  dealing  with 
child  labor. 

President  Gompers  said:  “The  most  pre- 
cious heritage  of  a nation  is  its  children. 
This  truth  is  yet  scarcely  realized.  One  of 
the  greatest  dangers  to  the  health  and 
patriotic  life  of  a country  has  been  the  ex- 
ploitation of  our  helpless  children.  Chil- 
dren are  the  wards  of  the  nation,  the  re- 
sponsibility of  which  cannot  and  must  not 
he  shifted.  The  century  past  was  noted  for 
many  remarkable  discoveries,  but  none  was 
greater  than  that  the  great  economic  and 
social  power  of  women.  Our  present  cen- 
tury will  be  noted  for  much  greater  and 
more  significant  advance,  the  importance  of 
the  discovery  of  child  nature,  the  value  of 
childhood.  The  sacrifice  of  raising  and 
training  children  has  only  just  begun  to  ap- 
peal to  the  great  mass  of  the  people  as  a 
serious  proposition.  When  the  young 
heads,  hearts  and  minds  are  trained  in  an 
intelligent,  scientific  and  humane  course, 
the  era  of  industrial  slaughter  of  the  inno- 
cents will  have  been  obliterated,  and  they 
will  in  their  innocence  be  preserved,  culti- 
vated and  developed  to  their  fullest  mental 
moral  and  social  welfare.” 

As  in  all  previous  reports,  President 
Gompers  dealt  at  length  with  the  question 
of  the  eight-hour  day,  and  strongly  urged 
that  we  should  press  our  demand  for  leg- 
islation which  will  abolish  the  long  un- 
necessary and  economic  ten-hour  day.  He 
contended  that  reducing  the  hours  in- 
creases the  pay,  adds  longer  and  happier 
years  to  life,  reduces  disease,  and  is  a 
never-failing  preventative  for  the  great 
white  plague. 

The  president’s  report  dealt  at  great  length 
with  the  question  of  the  boycott.  Presi- 
dent Gompers  maintained  that  the  workers 
or  any  of  the  people  have  the  right  to 
withhold  or  to  bestow  their  patronage  as 
they  please:  that  they  have  the  right  to 
advise  their  friends  and  supporters  of  this 
action,  and  of  the  reasons  therefore.  He 
very  aptly  pointed  out  that  the  boycott  as 
a weapon  is  not  used  by  the  trades  union- 
ist alone.  It  was  shown  that  people  in  all 
walks  of  life  have  combined  to  withhold  or 


oestow  patronage  where  it  was  to  their 
advantage  to  do  so,  and  without  being 
either  enjoined,  forbidden  nor  punished. 
The  President  said  we  must  continue  to 
uphold  the  right  to  boycott  as  well  as  to 
strike,  not  because  we  have  any  particular 
love  for  either  weapon,  but  as  a means  to 
protect  our  welfare,  when  threatened  by 
hostile,  greedy  and  unfair  employers,  when 
no  other  remedy  is  available. 

Since  the  difficulty  with  the  United 
Brewery  Workmen  has  been  setled  your 
delegates  to  conventions  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  have  had  compara- 
tively easy  time,  and  in  this  convention 
they  were  involved  in  only  one  dispute. 
On  account  of  the  hostility  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  Stationary  Firemen  to  our  local 
unions  in  New  York  City,  when  they  were 
involved  in  trouble  with  the  employing 
brewers  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  bring 
to  the  attention  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  the  action  of  the  New  York 
Firemen  by  introducing  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

“Whereas,  The  International  Brother- 
hood of  Stationary  Firemen  has  within  its 
membership  a large  number  of  licensed  en- 
gineers, particularly  in  New  York  City,  who 
at  the  present  time  are  holding  engineers' 
positions,  and  who  refuse  to  become  mem- 
bers of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers,  the  organization  to  which  they 
rightfully  belong;  and, 

“Whereas,  In  the  recent  difficulty  be- 
tween the  Brewers’  Association  of  New 
York  and  the  Engineers,  which  resulted  in 
a lockout,  members  of  the  Firemen’s  Bro- 
therhood took  the  places  of  the  engineer'- 
This  action  on  the  part  of  the  Firemen  as- 
sisted the  employers  to  defeat  the  Engi- 
neers and  compelled  them  to  accept  the 
most  unfavorable  conditions;  and, 

“Whereas,  The  Brotherhood  of  Stationary 
Firemen  have  refused  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  Brewery  Workers  and  the  Engi- 
neers in  making  new  agreements,  although 
repeatedly  invited  to  do  so.  This  action  of 
the  Firemen  in  holding  themselves  aloof 
from  the  other  two  organizations  has  at 
all  times  assisted  the  employing  brewers  to 
make  a better  bargain  with  the  men;  there- 
fore, be  it 

“Resolved,  That  the  International  Brother- 
hood of  Stationary  Firemen  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  prevent  their  members  from  in- 
terfering with  the  Engineers’  positions  in 
time  of  trouble;  and  when  a member  of  the 
Firemen’s  Union  secures  a license  and  be- 
comes an  engineer,  he  should  immediately 
oni  the  organization  of  that  craft;  and  be 
t further 

“Resolved,  That  in  all  locations  where 
firemen  in  breweries  are  members  of  the  I. 
B.  S.  F.  it  is  the  duty  of  that  body  to  work 
in  conjunction  with  the  Engineers  in  mak- 
ing agreements  with  the  employers.” 

This  resolution  was  finally  referred  to 
the  Executive  Council  for  investigation,  as 
we  were  informed  it  is  a standing  rule  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  that  the 
Executive  Council  must  make  an  effort  to 
bring  the  contending  parties  together,  with 
a view  to  adjusting  the  difficulty  before 
final  action  is  taken.  Your  delegates 
strongly  urge  and  recommend  that  this 
convention  take  such  action  as  will  have 
this  matter  followed  up,  until  some  under- 
standing is  reached  so  that  a recurrence 
of  the  New  York  situation  will  not  take 
place.  I, 

Your  delegates  introduced  a resolution 
known  as  No.  124  at  the  request  of  some  of 


our  local  unions  who  have  members  work- 
ing for  the  United  States  Government  and 
receiving  a rate  of  wages  far  below  the 
pay  received  by  men  in  like  plants  owned 
by  private  individuals  and  municipalities. 

The  resolution  is  as  follows: 

“Whereas,  The  United  States  Government, 
as  an  employer  of  labor  should  set  an  ex- 
ample for  States,  municipalities  and  indi- 
vidual employers  in  dealing  with  those  in 
its  service.  In  this  age  of  industrial  prog- 
ress the  rich  and  powerful  government  oi 
the  United  States  should  be  the  very  first 
to  recognize  the  just  claims  of  the  skilled 
workmen  in  its  various  departments;  and, 

“Whereas,  It  is  a well-established  fact 
that  the  very  opposite  of  this  condition  pre- 
vails, and  in  many  localities  the  United 
States  Government  is  recognizezd  as  a very 
harsh  employer,  refusing  to  pay  even  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages;  and, 

“Whereas,  The  Steam  Engineers  in  the 
employ  of  the  Government  are  today  receiv- 
ing from  50  cents  to  $1.50  per  day  less  than 
men  in  like  positions  are  being  paid  by 
municipalities  and  by  individual  employers 
in  commercial  plants;  therefore,  be  it 

“Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  be  re- 
quested to  bring  this  matter  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Government  officials  with  a 
view  of  having  the  engineers  in  the  various 
departments  receive  a rate  of  wage  com- 
mensurate with  the  service  performed." 

This  resolution  was  introduced  with  the 
view  of  getting  the  assistance  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  in  securing  an  in- 
crease in  wages  for  the  men  of  our  trade, 
particularly  those  who  are  members  of  our 
organization,  now  in  the  employ  of  the 
United  States  Government.  For  instance, 
in  the  city  of  New  York  a number  of  our 
members  in  the  employ  of  the  Government 
receive  only  $3.00  per  day,  while  the  mini- 
mum wage  paid  to  engineers  by  the  city  of 
New  York  is  $4.50  per  day. 

Your  delegates  strongly  urge  such  ac- 
tion be  taken  on  this  matter  as  will  get 
our  locals  throughout  the  country  inter 
ested  in  this  matter.  This  matter  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  President  Gompers  and  he 
requests  that  evidence  be  placed  in  his 
possession  from  as  many  portions  of  the 
country  as  possible  showing  that  engineers 
in  Government  employ  are  not  receiving 
as  much  wages  as  men  are  receiving  in 
similar  plants  in  private  or  municipal  em- 
ployment. 

The  delegates  from  the  Musicians’  Union 
Introduced  a resolution  which  was  of  in- 
terest to  all  the  International  Unions  own- 
ing and  publishing  an  official  journal.  The 
resolution  is  as  follows: 

“Whereas,  The  Third  Assistant  Postmas- 
ter General  has  ruled  that  organizations 
cannot  pay  for  subscriptions  of  members 
for  their  official  journals  from  the  common 
funds  of  the  organization,  but  must  collect 
from  each  individual  member,  leaving  each 
member  free  to  take  such  official  journal 
or  not; 

"Resolved,  By  the  Twenty-Ninth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  that  we  protest  against  this  decree 
and  that  the  subject  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Council  with  instructions  to 
endeavor  to  have  said  rule  modified  or,  if 
need  be,  to  have  the  law  on  the  subject 
properly  amended.” 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  this  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Conven- 
tion as  a large  number  of  the  International 


Unions  composing  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  are  having  trouble  with  the 
postoffice  department  in  maintaining  sec- 
ond class  entry  for  their  official  journal. 

/It  is  with  feeling  of  regret  we  are  com- 
pelled to  bring  to  the  attention  of  this  con- 
vention the  resolution  introduced  by  one 
of  your  own  delegates  to  the  Toronto  con- 
vention. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  ninth  day  of  the 
convention  the  delegation  from  our  organ- 
ization were  instructed  to  appear  before 
the  grievance  committee,  when  the  dispute 
between  the  Brewery  Workers,  Teamsters 
and  Firemen  was  being  considered.  Dele- 
gates McKee,  Murphy  and  Comerford  ap- 
peared before  the  committee,  but  as  we 
were  not  involved  in  the  controversy,  we 
were  detained  but  a short  time.  During 
our  absence  from  the  convention  Delegate 
Winn  succeeded  in  getting  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  convention  to  introduce  the 
following  resolution,  known  as  No.  162: 

"Whereas,  The  delegates  from  Local  No. 

3 I U S E.,  in  Chicago  have  been  ordered 
unseated  in  the  Central  Body  at  once  and 
without  being  granted  a hearing;  therefore, 
Local  No.  3,  I.  U.  S.  E„  request  that  then 
delegates  be  seated  in  the  Central  Body 
pending  the  disposition  of  their  appeal." 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  time  for 
introducing  resolutions  had  expired  several 
days,  and  it  was  only  by  unanimous  con- 
sent that  it  could  have  been  introduced. 
To  say  the  least,  we  were  astonished  to 
find  one  of  our  own  delegates  openly  defy- 
ing what  had  been  done  by  our  General 
Executive  Board,  in  dealing  with  Local 
No.  3. 

This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  local  and  federated  bodies.  A por- 
tion of  your  delegation  was  compelled  to 
appear  before  this  committee  to  fight  a 
resolution  introduced  by  one  of  your  own 
delegates.  We  were  compelled  to  go  into 
the  entire  situation  in  Chicago  very  thor- 
oughly and  as  a result  of  the  hearing,  the 
committee  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  convention: 

"Your  committee  has  heard  the  case  and 
find  that  the  revoking  of  the  charter  of  Lo 
cal  No.  3,  I.  U.  S.  E.  was  in  conformity  of 
the  law  of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers,  and  therefore,  we  recommend 
non-concurrence  in  the  resolution.  The  Chi- 
cago Federation  of  Labor,  in  suspending 
Local  No.  3 complied  with  the  laws  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor.  ' 

While  your  delegates  who  opposed  this 
resolution  felt  humiliated  at  being  com- 
pelled to  fight  a delegate  from  our  own 
International  Union  before  this  committee, 
we  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
after  we  told  the  whole  wretched  story  ot 
how  the  ballot  boxes  were  stuffed  in  No. 
3’s  elections,  contracts  made  in  opposition 
to  the  instructions  of  our  International 
Officers,  members  fined  and  expelled  with- 
out trial  or  even  without  charges,  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  has  placed 
its  seal  of  approval  on  the  action  of  your 
General  Executive  Board  in  dealing  with 
the  Chicago  situation.  We  wish  to  report 
also  that  after  the  whole  Chicago  story  had 
been  told  to  the  committee  on  local  and 
federated  bodies,  Delegate  Winn  admitted 


that  every  statement  made  by  your  dele- 
gates who  opposed  this  resolution  regard- 
ing the  crookedness  of  No.  3 was  true. 
This  can  be  verified  by  the  members  of  that 
committee  who  were  present  at  the  hear- 
ing. We  wish  to  state  that  John  Mitchell, 
of  the  United  Mine  Workers,  was  its  chair- 
man and  Sam  DeNedry  of  Washington  its 
secretary. 

The  British  Trades  Congress  was  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  A.  H.  Gill  and  Mr.  J.  R. 
Clines  as  fraternal  delegates.  Both  gen- 
tlemen are  members  of  the  British  Parlia- 
ment representing  the  Trades  Unionists  in 
Great  Britain  and  delivered  splendid  ad- 
d-esses, giving  timely  advice  as  to  how 
trades  unions  of  America  should  deal  with 
the  political  situation. 

The  election  of  officers  was  a mere  for- 
mality. All  the  old  officers  were  re-elected 
and  the  greatest  enthusiasm  imaginable 
was  shown  when  President  Gompers,  Vice 
President  Mitchel  and  Secretary  Morrison 
were  nominated. 

Harry  B.  Perham,  of  the  Order  of  Rail- 
way Telegraphers,  was  elected  a member 
of  the  Executive  Council  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  the  late  Max  Mor- 
ris. Captain  O’Connor,  President  of  the 
’Longshoresmen’s  organization,  and  Con- 
gressman Wilson  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers,  were  selected  as  fraternal  dele- 
gates to  England.  John  J.  Manning,  ot 
the  Laundry  Workers,  was  selected  as  fra- 
ternal delegate  to  Canada.  As  is  usual,  a 
lively  contest  took  place  between  a num- 
ber of  cities  to  secure  the  next  convention, 
and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  was  finally  selected.

On  the  subject  matter  referred  back  to 
the  committee,  Article  24,  amendment  sub- 
mitted by  Local  No.  1,  Denver,  Colo.,  in- 
sert the  words,  “Clearance  card,”  wherever 
the  word,  “Transfer  card”  appears,  and 
strike  out  all  after  the  word  “Works,”  of 
Sec.  6,  Line  1,  Page  28. 

Recommend  it  be  concurred  in. 

Delegate  Lane,  Local  No.  81,  moved  that 
we  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
report  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Keefe,  Local  No.  69,  desired  to 
know  the  difference  between  a “clear- 
ance card  and  a “transfer”  card. 

Was  answered,  there  is  no  difference;  it 
is  only  phraseology. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  No.  184, 
moved  the  previous  question.  Carried. 

Motion  carried. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  No.  4,  moved 
that  we  adopt  the  constitution  as  a whole 
as  amended.  Seconded.  Carried. 

Secretary  McKee — I have  received  a res- 
olution from  the  Metal  Trades  Department 
this  evening;  the  time  for  introducing  res- 


olutions  lapsed  when  the  convention  ad- 
journed. 

No  objection,  the  Secretary  read  the 
resolution  as  follows: 

“Whereas,  It  has  been  stated  to  this  Metal 
Trades  convention  that  the  national  and  in- 
ternational unions  affiliated  with  this  body- 
have  no  power  to  force  a local  union  of 
their  craft  to  become  affiliated  with  the 
Local  Metal  Trades  Councils  of  their  city 
or  locality;  therefore,  be  it 

“Resolved,  That  all  national  and  interna- 
tional unions  affiliated  with  this  body  are 
hereby  instructed  to  insert  a clause  in  their 
national  or  international  constitution  and 
by-laws  compelling-  their  local  unions  to  be- 
come affiliated  with  the  Local  Metal  Trades 
Councils  of  their  city.” 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  No.  4— Move 
that  we  cannot  adopt  it  under  our  laws; 
the  only  thing  we  can  do  is  to  accept  it  as 
a resolution  and  recommend  it  to  our  Local 
Unions. 

Delegate  VonKothen,  Local  No.  85, 
spoke  on  the  subject,  and  offered  an 
amendment  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  incoming  Executive  Board. 

Amendment  carried. 

The  following  letter  was  read:

There  being 
the  required  number  of  seconds,  the  roll 
was  called.

back  per  capita  tax  on  reinstated  mem- 
bers: 

“We  find  in  this  case  Local  No.  6 has 
been  doing  business  in  an  irregular  man- 
ner, having  carried  members  on  their 
books  six  months  before  suspending  them, 
then  reinitiating  them  and  reporting  them 
to  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  as  rein- 
stated. Under  the  circumstances,  we  can- 
not do  otherwise  than  sustain  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer.” 

Moved  and  seconded,  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 

Discussion  by  Delegates  Bennett,  Local 
No.  6;  Zeigler,  Local  No.  66;  Murphy, 
Local  No.  20;  Secretary  McKee,  Ninas, 
Local  No.  6;  Britt,  Local  No.  11;  Packard, 
Local  No.  139;  Gralfs,  Local  No.  401; 
Naughton,  Local  No.  372;  Thurba,  Local 
No.  402;  Donovan,  Local  No.  226. 

Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  Case 
No.  223,  a letter  of  Local  No.  17,  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  relative  to  Bridge  Engineers;  also  a 
communication  received  from  the  Bridge 
Engineers  of  Buffalo,  relative  to  the  Hoist- 
ing and  Portable  Locals,  recommend  that  it 
be  referred  to  the  incoming  Executive 
Board  and  they  send  a representative  there 
at  their  earliest  convenience. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in. 
Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  Res- 
olution No.  1,  which  is  as  follows: 

We  beg  to  present  your  notice  to  the  con- 
ditions that  at  present  surround  the  Porta- 
ble Engineers  in  Jersey  City,  Paterson  and 
Newark.  N.  J.,  by  reason  of  the  Locals  in 
aforementioned  cities  being  unable  to  main- 
tain wages  and  conditions  in  their  respec- 
tive localities  since  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
New  York  Locals  was  taken  away.  In  fact, 
instead  of  the  Locals  in  these  localities  bet- 
tering the  conditions,  the  reverse  is  a fact, 
and  the  work  has  more  than  doubled  and  is 
running  wild.  Realizing  that  these  Locals 
are  unable  to  control  these  localities  the 
undersigned  beg  to  present  the  following 
resolution : 

“Be  it  resolved,  That  the  Hoisting  and 
Portable  Locals  of  New  York  City  be  given 
jurisdiction  for  a radius  of  twenty-five  (25) 
miles  from  City  Hall,  New  York  City.” 

Committee  recommends  that  the  request 
of  Local  No.  403  and  Local  No.  184  for 
jurisdiction  over  an  area  the  radius  of 
which  is  twenty-five  miles  from  the  City 
Hall  in  New  York  City,  be  granted. 

Moved  and  seconded,  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  be  concurred 
in. 

Delegate  Lyon  of  Local  No.  IS  asked  if 
it  had  not  been  a rule  of  the  Convention 
that  the  jurisdiction  of  one  local  extend 
half  way  to  the  jurisdiction  of  another 
local  and  asked  if  this  was  done  in  this 
particular  case. 

Delegate  McConville,  Local  184,  an- 
swered that  the  engineers  in  this  locality 
have  given  their  consent  for  the  request 
made.  They  are  doing  nothing  but  what 
the  engineers  in  the  locality  asked  them 
to  do. 

Delegate  Murphy,  of  the  Committ6i, 


stated  there  were  letters  .produced  with 
the  seal  of  the  locals  requesting  that  the 
jurisdiction  be  granted.  Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  Case 
No.  G4,  which  is  a matter  relative  to  Local 
66  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  to  return  the  balance 
of  strike  money  to  the  defense  fund. 

“Your  Committee  recommends  that  Local 
66  be  instructed  to  make  a detailed  report 
to  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
the  strike  benefits  be  allowed.” 

Moved  and  seconded  that  we  concur  in 
the  report  of  the  committee.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  Case 
No.  224,  being  an  appeal  of  Local  95  from 
the  decision  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  in  the  appeal  of  C.  A.  Gray  vs. 
Local  95:  “Recommend  that  the  conven- 

tion uphold  the  decision  of  the  General 
Executive  Board.” 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of 
the  committee  be  adopted. 

Delegate  Murray  of  Local  95  spoke  on 
the  matter. 

Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  the 
grievance  of  William  Gallagher  of  Local 
184A  as  follows: 

In  behalf  of  Local  Union  184,  Branch  A.  I. 
U.  S.  E.  of  New  York,  I do  hereby  file  the 
following-  grievance  against  Local  184,  I.  U. 
S.  E.  of  New  York,  for  not  living  up  to  the 
agreement  entered  into  between  both  Local 
Unions; 

That  Local  184,  I.  U.  S.  E.,  has  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Contractors’ 
Protective  Association  of  New  York  City 
and  vicinity,  and  Local  184,  B.  A.,  is  not  a 
party  to  this  agreement,  a violation  of  Arti- 
cle 4 of  the  agreement  entered  into  by  both 
Locals,  also  by  having  one  of  our  members 
discharged  from  a position  when  he  was  re- 
ceiving the  same  wage  as  Engineers  em- 
ployed, thereby  violating  Article  5 of  the 
agreement,  also  by  not  financing  the  dele- 
gate of  184  Branch  A to  this  convention  in 
Denver,  Colorado,  thereby  violating  Article 
7 of  said  agreement. 

Recommended  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
Joint  Executive  Board  of  Greater  New 
York. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 
Carried. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  the 
case  of  Local  87  vs.  Local  372,  that  the 
case  has  been  withdrawn.  No  action 
necessary. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  Case 
222,  an  appeal  of  Local  37  from  action  of 
the  Executive  Board  in  Case  209,  being 
matter  pertaining  to  Holden  case;  recom- 
mend that  the  decision  of  the  Executive 
Board  be  sustained. 

Moved  and  seconded  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  concurred  in.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  Case 
99,  which  case  is  a request  of  Local  319, 
New  York,  N.  Y.,  to  reopen  Cases  77  and 
78,  and  Case  99,  part  2 being  appeal  of 
Local  319  from  action  of  Executive  Board 
in  said  case.  Committee  concurs  in  the 
action  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 
Recommend  further  that  Local  319  and  ail 
other  locals  having  municipal  engineers  in 
their  locals  be  accorded  the  same  rights 
«nd  privileges  to  visit  the  heads  of  any 
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and  all  municipal  departments,  providing 

it  does  not  infringe  on  the  rights  of  any 
member  or  members  of  any  other  local. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 
Carried. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  the 
request  of  Local  399,  Chicago,  111.,  to 
change  their  charter  to  read,  “Brewery 
and  Ice  Making  Engineers  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  111;”  recommend  that  this  case  be 
referred  to  the  Local  Joint  Executive 
Board  of  Chicago,  111. 

Moved  and  seconded  this  report  be  con- 
curred in.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Grievances  report  on  Case 
430,  submitted  by  Auxiliary  Local  69  of 
Chicago,  111.  Report  as  follows: 

“On  case  known  as  Case  430,  relative  to 
road  roller  engineers  of  Chicago,  we  find 
on  investigating  Secretary  McKee’s  books, 
that  at  a Board  meeting  held  in  Philadel- 
phia, September  10,  1908,  the  sum  of  $500 
was  appropriated  for  organizing  purposes 
exclusively;  on  March  13  the  Executive 
Board  met  in  Chicago,  111.,  and  finding  the 
road  roller  engineers  in  splendid  condi- 
tion, rescinded  their  former  action.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  action  of 
the  Executive  Board  be  sustained.

arately; he  did  not  sign  the  report  of  the 
committee  relative  to  the  case  of  Local 
319;  offered  a motion  to  reconsider  the  ap- 
proval of  this  report  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  McConville  of  Local  184  raised 
to  a point  of  order,  saying  this  matter  has 
been  disposed  of;  he  was  a member  of  the 
committee  and  should  know  what  was  up.

Third  Vice  President  Snellings  in  the 
chair. 

Delegate  Horan,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Officers  reports,  read  their  re- 
port, as  follows,  upon  the  report  of  the 
General  President. 

COMMITTEE  ON  OFFICERS’  REPORT. 

In  the  matter  of  the  appointment  of  Or- 
ganizers, the  Committee  is  in  thorough  ac- 
cord with  the  action  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent, and  it  believes  that  more  effective 
work  can  be  done  by  the  men  when  se- 
lected from  the  locality  in  which  they  are 
to  operate,  as  they  are  conversant  with  the 
existing  conditions. 

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  INSURANCE. 

The  Committee  is  aware  that  there  is  and 
has  been  for  some  time  a committee  in  ex- 
istence for  the  purpose  of  taking  care  of  this 
matter.  Your  Committee  respectfully  re- 
quests that  said  committee  take  this  matter 
up  and  submit  some  plan  of  action  as  soon 
as  possible  to  our  incoming  Executive 
Board. 

ISOLATED  PLANTS  VS.  CENTRAL 
STATION. 

Your  Committee,  undestandlng  this  ques- 
tion as  it  does,  and  the  amount  of  destruc- 
tion that  has  been  done  to  the  Engineering 
craft,  cannot  speak  too  forcibly  on  this 
question;  neither  can  it  approve,  in  lan- 
guage strong  enough,  of  the  action  of  our 
General  President,  for  taking  up  this  ques- 
tion as  he  has  done,  particularly  in  New 
York  City,  where  the  Edison  Electric  Com- 
pany have  succeeded  in  putting  their  power 
into  over  1,700  buildings,  thereby  doing 
away  with  the  positions  that  the  Engineers 
should  be  filling. 

Your  Committee  requests  that  the  con- 
vention in  session  adopts  some  plan  of  ac- 
tion whereby  all  the  locals  of  the  I.  U.  S .E. 
will  join  with  the  General  President  and  the 
committee  of  the  New  York  Local  Joint  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  in  having  established  a law 
that  will  prevent  discriminating  rates, 
thereby  giving  the  isolated  plant  the  oppor- 
tunity of  competition. 

DISPUTE  WITH  THE  BRF.WERY 
WORKERS. 

Your  Committee  approves  of  the  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  and  the 
Brewery  Workers,  as  by  doing  so,  a contro- 
versy that  had  existed  and  which  was  not 
alone  disgraceful  but  injurious  to  the  la- 
bor movement,  was  put  an  end  to,  but  it  al- 
so was  the  means  of  bringing  a better  un- 
derstanding between  those  two  bodies. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  some 
means  be  adopted  in  the  future  that  will 
help  to  continue  the  same  good  feeling. 
And  we  recommend  that  all  Locals,  in  the 
localities  where  Engineers  are  in  the  Brew- 
ery Workers,  should  be  instructed  how  and 
when  to  proceed  in  bringing  this  issue  to  a 
successful  and  beneficial  termination  to  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.,  and  that  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  be  instructed  to  keep  all  Locals 
informed  of  the  importance  of  this  question 
until  after  its  final  settlement. 

STATIONARY  FIREMEN. 

Your  Committee  endorses  the  stand  taken 
by  our  General  President  on  this  question, 
and  strongly  recommends  that  a system  of 
apprenticeship  be  established,  whereby  the 
interests  of  our  members  will  be  protected 
against  onslaught  made  against  their  posi- 
tions, by  members  of  the  Firemen’s  organ- 
ization and  others. 

BUTTE,  MONTANA,  SITUATION. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  every 
aid  be  granted  to  Local  138  in  establishing 
their  standing  in  Butte,  Montana,  and 
that  the  delegates  to  American  Federation 


of  Labor  be  instructed  to  protest  against 
the'  jurisdiction  claimed  by  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners,  regarding  Engineers. 

PORTABLE  ENGINEERS’  DIFFICULTY 
IN  NEW  YORK 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  the  thanks 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers be  extended  to  the  General  President 
and  the  two  Locals  of  the  Portable  Engi- 
neers involved,  for  the  good  work  done  by 
them  in  reaching  such  an  amicable  and  sat- 
isfactory settlement  of  this  question. 

REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER  OF  NO.  3. 

four  Committee  compliments  the  stand 
taken  by  our  General  President  in  this  mat- 
ter and  condemns  the  action  of  any  officer 
or  officers  that  tend  to  prolong  controver- 
sies of  this  kind,  but  as  the  delegates  as- 
sembled have  placed  a final  settlement  on 
this  question  your  Committee  does  not  think 
it  necessary  to  refer  to  the  matter  further. 

OFFICIAL  JOURNAL. 

Your  Committee,  after  a very  careful 
study  of  this  quesetion,  going  back  to  tht 
time  that  this  publication  was  in  the  hands 
of  an  outside  concern,  afterwards  in  the 
hands  of  our  late  and  lamented  Bro.  Frank 
Managhan,  and  Bro.  Huddell,  at  no  time,  in 
the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  reached 
by  the  evidence  placed  in  its  hands,  has  the 
Journal  been  of  any  financial  importance 
to  our  organization,  as  it  is  now.  Now, 
under  the  management  of  the  present  editor, 
Gen,  Pres.  Matt.  Comerford,  the  Journal  is 
fast  becoming  what  he  claimed  it  would 
come  to  be — a paying  proposition. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  we 
recommend  that  a vote  of  thanks  be  ex- 
tended him  for  his  able  management  of  the 
Journal,  and  that  the  publication  of  some 
remains  under  the  jurisdiction  and  that  we 
commend  the  action  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  in  placing  the  management  of 
the  Official  Journal  under  the  management 
of  the  General  President. 

INDUSTRIAL  AND  POLITICAL  CONDI 
TION. 

Your  Committee  endorses  the  senti- 
ments on  this  question  as  expressed  by  our 
General  President,  and  would  recommend 
further  that  it  be  the  sense  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers  that  the 
time  is  opportune  for  the  labor  organiza- 
tions of  the  United  States  to  take  some  con- 
certed action  that  would  place  the  labor 
movement  in  a position  whereby  their  in- 
terests would  be  taken  care  of. 

JURISDICTION  DISPUTES. 

(Which  Include  Iron  Workers,  Elevatoi 
Constructors,  Electricians  and  Long- 
shoremen.) 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  re- 
port of  the  General  President  be  accepted 
and  recommends  that  the  delegates  to  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  and  Building 
Trades  Departments  be  instructed  to  pro- 
tect our  jurisdiction  and  claims,  as  against 
all  claimants. 


Your  Committee  recommends  that  organ- 
izers be  placed  in  all  localities  that  tend  to 
benefit  the  condition  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  ,and 
that  the  appointments  in  such  cases  be  left 
to  the  good  judgment  of  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  General  President,  but  in  no 
case  should  an  organizer  be  appointed  until 
it  is  first  proven  to  the  entire  satisfaction 
of  those  mentioned  that  said  appointment 
will  benefit  the  I.  U.  S.  E. 

Delegate  Von  Kothen,  Local  85 — I move 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee. Carried. 

Committee  on  Officers  read  their  report 
upon  the  report  of  the  Geperal  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  as  follows: 


COMMITTEE  ON  OFFICERS;  -REPORTS, 

Reports  as  Follows  on  the  General  Secre- 
tary’s Report. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  report  that  the 
financial  statement  of  our  Secretary-Treas- 
urer be  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, as  the  committee  in  their  judgment 
knows  that  they  are  in  possession  of  the 
facts  that  can  reach  a satisfactory  settle- 
ment on  the  Question. 

ORGANIZATIONS. 

It  is  the  desire  of  your  committee  on  the 
report  of  the  General  Secretary  that  back 
percapita  tax  be  collected  back  for  a term 
of  six  months  only,  and  that  if  mistakes  are 
made  by  any  of  the  different  Locals,  that  it 
will  be  considered  by  the  convention  as- 
sembled that  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to  advance  the  information 
to  the  different  locals  without  request  from 
them  for  said  information. 

On  the  question  of  the  official  button, 
your  committee  recommends  that  same  be 
changed  to  a smaller  and  less  conspicuous 
one  than  the  one  now  in  use,  and  that  the 
selection  of  this  button  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  General  Executive  Board. 

ON  THE  ADOPTION  OF  DUE  BOOKS. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee  they 
don’t  think  it  advisable  to  create  any  more 
expense  on  the  members  than  they  are  now 
obligated  to.  The  membership  book  as  now 
in  use  has  in  the  judgment  of  your  com- 
mittee done  very  useful  work  and  that  un- 
til said  book  proves  otherwise  your  com- 
mittee advises  that  the  present  membership 
book  be  retained,  but  we  also  recommend 
that  the  Secretary-Treasurer  sees  that  the 
Union  label  be  imprinted  on  our  due  stamp's, 
as  same  has  been  neglected. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Your  committee  indifferent  to  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary’s  report,  finds  in  the  Gen- 
eral President’s  report,  that  in  the  past 
two  years  there  were  initiated  itno  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers  8,096 
new  members,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  for 
some  reason  best  known  to  himself  has  re- 
fused to  inform  the  convention  assembled 
of  same  in  his  report. 

The  committee  wishes  to  state  that  their 
estimate  of  8,096  members  is  collected  from 
the  quarterly  reports  isued  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee  the  Secretary-Treasurer  should 
give  a full  and  accurate  account  of  all  such 
proceedings. 

Your  committee  also  wishes  to  state  that 
the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  failed 
to  inform  the  convention  of  how  many 
members  there  are  at  present  in  the  Inter- 
national Union. 

The  initiated  members  took  place  in  the 
following  reports: 

Quarter  ending  Jan.  31-09,..  . 633  members 
Quarter  ending  Apr.  30-09....  752  members 
Quarter  ending  July  31-09....  582  members 
Quarter  ending  Oct.  31-09....  800  members 
Quarter  ending  Jon.  31-10 ....  2385  members 
Quarter  ending  Apr.  30-10  ....  1796  members 
Quarter  ending  July  30-10....  520  members 

Making  a total  of 7468  members 

With  one  Quarterly  report  missing,  which 
from  information  received  brings  the  total 
up  to  8,096. 

Your  committee  believe  that  those  facts 
should  be  mentioned  in  the  General  Secre- 
tary’s report,  whereby  the  delegates  could 
truthfully  realize  the  work  done  by  the 
Organizers. 

DEFENSE  FUND. 

In  the  General  Secretary’s  report,  he 
states  that  the  amount  received  from  the 
four  assessments  levied  was  $14,404.41.  This 
amount  your  committee  does  request  would 
be  reported  on  a more  instructive  basis, 
namely,  that  the  amount  paid  by  each  Lo- 
cal be  mentioned,  thereby  giving  the  infor- 
mation to  the  delegates  that  they  desire. 


Delegate  VonKothen,  Local  85 — I move 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee. Seconded. 

Secretary  McKee — The  report  of  the 
committee  calls  attention  to  the  action  on 
the  membership;  I want  to  say  to  you,  it 
has  always  been  our  policy  to  say  nothing 
about  our  membership  and  to  say  nothing 
about  our  finances.  Any  delegate  can 
have  the  information  about  the  member- 
ship when  he  wants  it,  any  member  in 
good  standing  can  have  that.  Relative  to 
the  initiations  reported  would  say,  when 
you  report  the  initiations  you  should  re- 
port the  suspensions.  It  would  look  very 
nice  in  that  report  if  I would  have  report- 
ed ten  thousand  suspensions  and  that 
would  be  spread  before  the  public.  The 
reason  for  reporting  the  deaths  was  be- 
cause the  question  of  death  benefit  was 
before  this  organization,  there  was  no  oth- 
er motive  at  all. 

Delegate  Maguire  of  Local  87  asked  what 
the  increase  in  the  membership  was  in 
the  last  two  years. 

Secretary  McKee  replied,  it  is  as  set 
forth  in  my  report;  on  the  last  day  of 
July  of  this  year,  as  compared  with  July 
of  two  years  ago,  it  is  a little  over  300 
members. 

By  a rising  vote  there  were  32  for  to  27 
against.  Motion  carried. 

Delegate  McNamara  of  Local  143,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Committee  on  Law,  read  their 
final  report  on  amendments  as  adopted  by 
the  convention. 

Motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  amend- 
ments as  recommended  by  the  committee. 

The  Chair — there  is  no  further  action 
necessary  on  the  amendments.  Delegate 
Moser,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Res- 
olutions read  their  report. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  4,  presented  by  the  dele- 
gates of  Local  56,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y„  as  fol- 
lows: 

Whereas,  We  are  forced  to  recognize  and 
point  out  the  significance  to  the  workers  of 
the  growing  abuse  of  the  powers  of  the  ju- 
diciary, particularly  during  labor  struggles, 
by  the  issuance  of  blanket  injunctions,  un- 
der penalty  of  imprisonment  for  violation, 
prohibiting  trade  unionists  from  conduct- 
ing themselves  in  their  rights  and  the  per- 
formance of  functions  recognized  as  legiti- 
mate, said  injunctions  at  times  covering 
every  phase  of  their  activities  as  trade 
unionists  and  denying  them  the  power  to 
organize  the  unorganized  workers,  to  hold 
meetings  during  strikes,  pay  strike  benefits, 
expel  scabs,  delinquent  members  and  known 
spies,  from  boycotting,  from  striking,  etc., 
etc.,  in  fact  prohibiting  them  from  doing 
everything  within  their  lawful  rights;  and. 

Whereas,  The  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Law 
has  been  unjustly  misinterpretated  so  as  to 
construe  all  unions  as  trusts,  bringing  them 
under  all  its  provisions,  and  making  every 
union  performing  its  function  as  a mili- 
tant working  class  organization,  in  the 
event  of  strikes,  etc.,  liable  to  three  times 
the  actual  damages  suffered  by  the  employ- 
er; and. 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  said  damages  are 
limited  only  by  the  combined  value  of  the 
convertible  property  of  the  individual  mem- 
bers, it  becomes  obvious  that  as  these  dam- 
ages can  be  collected,  any  possible  advan- 
tage occurring  from  a struggle  with  the 
employers  must  be  more  than  offset  and 
nullified  by  such  power  of  the  employer  and 


judicial  decisions,  the  effect  of  such  upon 
the  entire  trade  union  movement  being  to 
undermine  its  foundations  and  render  it  ut- 
terly worthless  as  a bulwark  to  resist  the 
encroachments  of  the  enemies  of  labor;  and, 

Whereas,  After  years  of  incessant  strug- 
gle to  have  labor  laws  passed  in  municipal- 
ities, state  and  nation,  a systematic  cam- 
paign, nothing  short  of  a criminal  conspir- 
acy, has  been  caried  on  by  organized  capi- 
tal to  abrogate  them,  by  having  them  de- 
clared unconstitutional  when  efforts  are 
made  to  enforce  them,  said  decisions  at 
times  being  rendered  by  judges  who  are 
known  to  be  directly  interested  in  the  cor- 
poration involved;  and. 

Whereas,  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  labor 
works  harder  ,and  produces  more  than  ever 
before,  it  receives  proportionately  less  of 
the  wealth  it  produces;  with  employment 
becoming  more  intermittent  and  its  dura- 
tion more  uncertain,  combined  with  a regu- 
larly increasing  percentage  in  the  cost  of 
living  and  rent,  the  aforesaid  abuses,  sev- 
erally and  combined,  continue  and  become 
aggravated,  until  the  condition  of  labor  to- 
day, if  not  already  intolerable,  is  rapidly 
becoming  so;  and, 

Whereas,  To  the  dullest  intellect  it  is  ob- 
vious that  these  abuses  are  caused  by  the 
control  of  organized  capital  of  our  govern- 
ment in  its  administrative,  judicial,  legisla- 
tive and  executive  departments,  and  can 
only  be  permanently  and  successfully  reme- 
died by  the  organization  of  the  workers  of 
our  nation  on  the  broadest  possible  polit- 
ical basis;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  International 
Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  in  convention 
assembled,  call  upon  the  workers  of  the 
United  States  to  join  hands  in  a permanent 
country  wide  systematic  political  organiza- 
tion, to  the  end  that  we  have  united  political 
action,  electing  members  from  our  own 
class  who  know  our  needs  in  all  the  depart- 
ments of  our  government  to  the  end  that  a 
government  of  the  workers  be  established 
as  a substitute  for  one  of  that  of  capitalists, 
as  being  the  only  means  that  we  may  insti- 
tute justice  for  all  of  those  dependent  upon 
us,  that  posterity  may  enjoy  life,  liberty  and 
the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of 
this  resolution. 

Delegate  Stevenson,  Local  402 — I move 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee. Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  27,  presented  by  the  dele- 
gates of  Boston,  as  follows: 

••Whereas,  There  is  a large  field  for  organ- 
izing in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  several 
large  cities  not  being  represented  in  our 
International  Union;  and, 

Whereas,  An  effort  was  made  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts State  Branch  to  thoroughly  or- 
ganize in  cities  where  there  were  Local 
Unions  by  holding  organizing  meetings; 

Whereas,  The  General  Executive  Board 
rendered  us  financial  assistance  by  paying 
the  expense  of  circulars  sent  to  the  engi- 
neers for  the  different  meetings,  and  good 
results  were  accomplished,  and  the  seed  of 
organizing  is  sown;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Executive 
Board  be  requested  to  send  an  organizer  to 
Massachusetts  to  complete  this  work  where 
we  are  confident  good  results  will  be  ac- 
complished for  Massachusetts  and  the  I.  U. 
S.  E. 

Recommend  that  the  resolution  be  ad- 
opted. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolution 
be  adopted.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  18,  presented  by  Delegate 
Britt  of  Local  11,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  go  on  rec- 
ord as  opposed  to  members  of  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Steam  Engineers  subscrib- 


ing for  the  “Southern  Engineer”  until  suoh 
time  as  it  becomes  a union  publication. 

Recomend  that  this  resolution  be  ad- 
opted and  include  any  engineering  publi- 
cation that  does  not  bear  the  union  label. 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1 — Move  the  ad- 
option of  the  resolution.  Seconded. 

Delegates  Bennett  of  Local  6 and  Britt 
of  Local  11  spoke  in  favor  of  the  report  of 
the  committee. 

Delegate  Woods  of  Local  2 spoke  against 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  saying  he 
would  be  in  favor  of  it  when  the  Typo- 
graphical Union  recognizes  the  engineers 
and  sees  that  the  engineers  are  also  union. 

By  a rising  vote,  20  for  to  32  against, 
the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee was  lost. 

Delegate  Bennett  of  Local  6 offered  a 
motion  that  the  resolution  be  referred 
back  to  the  Resolution  Committee  to 
bring  in  a little  wider  report,  favoring  the 
engineers.  Carried. 

President  Comerford  resumed  the  chair. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  the 
resolution  presented  by  Delegate  G.  H. 
Kendricks  of  Local  407,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers  in  con- 
vention assembled  at  Denver  do  instruct 
their  delegates  to  the  next  convention  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  to  use 
their  best  efforts  in  having  the  color  line 
drawn  and  stipulate  the  word  white  in  all 
classes  of  skilled  and  enlightened  trades  or 
mechanics,  and  also  to  ask  the  help  and  in- 
fluence of  all  other  skilled  trades  and  me- 
chanics to  get  said  color  line  drawn  in  all 
skilled  trades. 

President  Comerford  announced  the 
presence  of  President  Kirby  of  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Department,  who  addressed 
the  convention  as  follows: 

President  Kirby  said  in  part — Mr.  Chair- 
man and  Brothers,  I wish  to  say  to  you 
that  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  at 
your  convention,  it  is  putting  the  matter 
very  lightly,  if  there  is  any  class  of  men 
for  whom  we  have  always  the  warmest 
and  friendly  feeling,  it  is  the  members  of 
your  organization  and  we  have  among 
them  some  of  the  best  friends  that  we 
have  in  the  labor  movement  and  it  is  with 
the  greatest  pleasure  that  I come  before 
you  to  extend  to  you  the  greetings  of  the 
Building  Trades  Department  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  with  the  twenty 
international  organizations  affiliated.  (Ap- 
plause). 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  take  up  your 
time  or  to  direct  your  attention  from  any 
discussion  before  you,  but  being  in  Denver 
upon  Building  Trades  matters,  I could  not 
leave  the  city  without  at  least  saying  “Hel- 
lo” to  your  convention.  Just  a word  re- 
garding the  Building  Trades  Department: 
the  Department  has  far  exceeded  the  ex- 
pectation of  the  men  who  participated  in 
the  formation  of  the  department  at  Wash- 
ington a couple  of  years  ago.  The  suc- 
cess we  have  had  we  consider  phenome- 
nal, but  I look  forward  to  the  time  when 
every  Building  Tradesman  will  be*  com- 
pelled to  carry  a Trades  Council  card, 


whether  he  wants  to  or  not.  -I~  again  want 
to  express  to  you  my  sincerest  hope,  what- 
ever legislation  you  pass  will  redound  to 
the  credit  of  the  general  labor  movement 
of  the  United  States.  (Applause). 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  12,  “recommend  that  this 
resolution  is  adopted  and  referred  to  our 
incoming  delegates  to  the  A.  F.  of  L.  with 
instructions  to  work  for  the  resolution  in 
so  far  as  it  applies  to  the  engineers.” 

Delegate  Moser — Move  the  adoption  of 
the  recommendation. 

Delegate  Dee  of  Local  138  spoke  against 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Delegate  Snellings  of  Local  99  spoke 
against  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  and 
said  in  part:  We  have  in  our  organiza- 
tion a great  many  colored  men  and  we 
have  one  local  in  my  city  that  is  com- 
posed of  colored  men.  I do  not  feel  our 
organization  is  justified  in  instructing  its 
delegates  to  the  convention  of  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  to  ask  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  disfranchise 
a local  in  good  standing  in  this  organiza- 
tion or  any  one  member  of  this  organiza- 
tion. I would  rather  shake  the  hand  of  a 
colored  Trade  Union  laborer  than  the 
hand  of  a scab  white  man.  You  may  res- 
olute as  you  please,  but  you  are  not  going 
to  eliminate  the  negro  engineer;  he  is  still 
going  to  be  in  your  midst;  if  you  will  leg- 
islate against  him  from  bettering  his  con- 
dition or  raising  him  higher  than  he  is 
now,  you  cannot  blame  him  for  scabbing 
on  you  when  he  gets  a chance.  I do  not 
believe  such  a resolution  should  go 
through  this  convention.  I am  a South- 
ern man,  born  among  negroes  and  I say, 
when  you  get  one  that  is  willing  to  be  a 
trade  unionist,  he  is  a good  one,  he  will 
stand  for  it,  strike  for  it,  starve  for  it; 
they  are  not  so  bad  as  pictured  when  you 
know  how  to  handle  them  and  because 
they  are  colored,  as  I said  before,  if  he  is 
a Union  man,  I would  rather  have  him 
with  me  than  a "white  scab”  if  he  were 
crowned  with  diamonds. 

Delegate  Kendricks  of  Local  407  spoke 
for  the  resolution  and  stated  they  had 
the  support  of  their  Central  Labor  Body 
and  consent  of  about  twenty  Local  Unions 
for  the  passage  of  this  resolution. 

Delegate  Zeigler  of  Local  66  spoke 
against  the  resolution. 

Delegate  Donovan  of  Local  226  spoke  for 
the  resolution. 

Delegate  Whelan  of  Local  16  spoke 
against  the  resolution. 

Delegate  Packard  of  Local  139  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  resolution. 

Delegates  Lewis  of  Local  400  and  Car- 
roll  of  Local  72  spoke  against  the  resolu- 
tion. 

Delegate  Bennett  of  Local  6 offered  an 
amendment  to  incorporate  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  that  the  Lo- 
cal Unions  of  the  I.  U.  S.  E.  are  the  sole 
judges  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  men  ap- 
plying to  them  for  admission  to  member- 
ship. Seconded. 

iDelegate  Zeigler  of  Local  66  raised  to  a 
point  of  order — that  the  constitution  pro- 
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vided  for  that  very  thing.  Declared  not 
well  taken. 

Amendment  was  carried.  Motion  lost. 

Delegate  Kendricks  asked  for  a rising 
vote. 

Delegate  Huddell  of  Local  4 asked,  if 
the  amendment  after  it  was  adopted, 
killed  the  original  motion. 

The  Chair  stated — It  amended  the  origi- 
nal motion  and  the  convention  voted 
against  adopting  this  motion  as  amended 

Delegate  Kendricks  withdrew  his  desire 
for  a rising  vote. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  the 
Resolution  No.  28,  presented  by  Delegate 
Low  of  Local  7,  Springfield,  111.,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Whereas,  Through  the  neglect  of  the  offi- 
cers of  Local  No.  7,  Springfield,  111.,  to  prop- 
erly notify  the  General  President  of  a strike 
which  had  been  called  by  the  Building 
Trades  Council,  two  members  of  Local  No.  7 
are  deprived  of  strike  benefits;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  two  members  of  Local 
No.  7 be  granted  strike  benefits  in  accord- 
ance with  the  attached  application. 

Recommend  non-concurrence. 

Moved  and  seconded  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  adopted. 

Delegate  McDonough  of  Local  2 asked 
for  a point  of  information;  if  the  Build- 
ing Trades  asked  the  engineers  for  as- 
sistance and  was  it  given  on  short  notice? 

Delegate  Moser,  Local  1,  for  the  Com- 
mittee, replied — This  case  is  different  from 
what  you  refer  to.  Strike  benefits  were 
not  called  for  until  the  whole  thing  was 
settled,  the  reason  we  make  this  recom- 
mendation is,  we  feel  we  would  establish 
a very  bad  precedent.  Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  16,  presented  by  Delegate 
McDonough  of  Local  No.  2,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  In  the  City  of  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
there  has  been  elected  an  administration 
composed  of  a large  majority  of  members  of 
Labor  Unions;  and 

Whereas,  The  actions  of  the  Union  Labor 
Mayor  and  Union  Labor  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Milwaukee  have  been  of  such 
nature  as  to  cause  considerable  relief  to  the 
citizens  and  wage  earners,  creating  eight 
hours  as  a day’s  labor  on  all  municipal  con- 
tracts and  daily  labor; 

Whereas,  The  impartial  and  equitable  en- 
forcement of  the  laws  by  the  present  admin- 
istration of  the  City  of  Milwaukee,  has 
caused  world  wide  comment  and  approval; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  in  Convention  assembled 
at  Denver,  Colorado,  September  12th  to  19th, 
1910,  unanimously  endorse  the  actions  of  the 
Trade  Union  Municipal  Government  of  the 
City  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin. 

Recommend  the  adoption  of  this  reso- 
lution. 

Delegate  Zeigler  of  Local  66— I move 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be 
adopted.  Seconded.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions ' report  on 
Resolution  No.  19,  presented  by  Delegate 
Carroll  of  Local  72,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A strike  of  all  the  employes  of 
the  Breweries  of  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  was 
called  by  the  combined  Contract  Commit- 
tee of  the  Brewers,  Bottlers,  Drivers,  En- 
gineers, Firemen,  Machinists  and  Coopers 
with  the  consent  of  the  different  Interna 


ti'onals  of  the  Locals  involved  on  May  19th, 
1910;  and. 

Whereas,  The  International  Union  of 
Brewery  Workers  began  paying  strike  ben- 
efits to  all  who  went  out  on  the  strike  re- 
gardless of  what  Union  they  belonged  to, 
from  the  very  first  day  of  the  strike  until 
such  time  as  the  Internationals  of  the  dif- 
ferent Locals  involved  began  paying  bene- 
fits; and. 

Whereas,  In  the  case  of  Local  No.  72  it 
was  going  on  to  the  third  week  after  the 
strike  was  called  before  we  received  a 
check  for  payment  of  strike  benefits  from 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  McKee,  and 
conseauently  the  members  of  Local  No.  72 
on  a strike  in  the  Breweries,  eleven  in  num- 
ber, received  two  weeks’  benefits  at  $7.00 
per  week  from  the  Brewery  Workers’  Inter- 
national, which  amounts  in  all  to  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four  dollars  ($154.00);  and, 

Whereas,  The  Local  Joint  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Brewery  Workers  have  paid 
all  bills  such  as  hall  rent,  printing,  agita- 
tion, lawyers’  fees,  end  etc.,  pertaining  to 
said  strike;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this,  the  Twelfth  Conven- 
tion of  the  International  Union  of  Steam 
Engineers  in  regular  session  assembled,  di- 
rect the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  to  pay 
to  the  International  Union  of  Brewery 
Workers  the  sum  of  $154.00  for  strike  bene- 
fits advanced  to  the  members  of  Local  No. 
72  and  take  receipt  for  same;  and  be  it  fur- 
ther 

Resolved,  That  when  said  Brewery  strike 
in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  is  settled  the 
General  Secretary-Treasarer  ascertain  the 
total  expense  incurred  in  this  strike  by  the 
combined  strike  committee,  such  as  hall 
rent,  printing,  agitation,  lawyers’  fees,  etc., 
and  paid  for  by  the  Local  Joint  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Brewery  Workers,  and 
pay  the  legitimate  portion  due  by  this  or- 
ganization on  a per  capita  basis  of  the  num- 
ber of  strikers  involved. 

Recomend  the  General  Executive  Board 
give  them  such  assistance  as  they  see  fit. 

Delegate  Moser — Move  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions,  report  on 
Resolution  No.  20,  presented  by  Delegate 
Naughton  of  Local  372,  as  follows: 

I,  the  delegate  of  Local  372,  respectfully 
submit  for  your  consideration  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
less  than  forty  per  cent  of  the  Hoisting  and 
Portable  Engineers  organized  in  the  City  of 
Portland,  Oregon;  and, 

Whereas,  Local  372  should  be  assisted  and 
rejuvenated;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Executive 
Board's  attention  be  called  to  this  matter, 
and  an  organizer  be  assigned  to  said  city  at 
its  earliest  convenience. 

Total  membership  to  date,  fifty-four  mem- 
bers.

54  in  the  last  line  and  insert  174. 

Amendment  lost.  Motion  carried. 

President  Comeford  announced  the  time 
for  Special  Order  has  arrived. 

Delegate  Murphy,  Local  20,  move  that  we 
go  into  election  of  officers  for  the  ensu- 
ing two  years.  Seconded. 

•Delegate  McGraw  of  Local  106 — Would 
like  to  state,  there  was  an  amendment 


passed  by  the  convention  yesterday  rela- 
tive to  the  selection  of  headquarters  for 
the  general  officers. 

Delegate  Bennett  of  Local  6 — Point  of 
order,  the  amendments  adopted  yesterday 
do  not  become  effective  today.  Point  de- 
clared well  taken.  Motion  carried. 

President  Comerford  appointed  as  tellers 
Delegates  Whelan  of  Local  16  and 
Hoerschelmann,  Local  56,  and  asked 
Secretary  McKee  to  act  as  Clerk. 

Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  Chair. 

Delegate  Graham  of  Local  115  placed  in 
nomination  for  General  President  Matt 
Comerford.  Delegate  Murphy  of  Local  20 
seconded  the  nomination. 

Delegate  Whelan  of  Local  16  placed  in 
nomination  for  General  President.  Arthur 
M.  Huddell. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  nominations 
close,  with  Matt  Comerford  and  A.  M.  Hud- 
dell as  candidates  for  General  President.

ten  years  of  service  in  the  office  as  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer and  I take  this  opportu- 
nity to  return  to  you  my  thanks  and  to 
again  assure  you,  as  I have  in  the  past, 
of  the  appreciation  I have  felt  for  the 
many  favors  that  have  been  conferred  up- 
on me.  I have  been  defeated  in  a fair  con- 
test and  I wish  my  successor  every  good 
in  the  world.  It  is  true  there  is  an  end 
to  all  things,  but  in  this  case  it  is  simply 
an  end  to  a function  and  I will  go  back 
into  the  ranks  where  I came  from  and  con- 
tinue to  do  my  humble  part  for  the  wel- 
fare and  success  of  this  organization.  If 
I maintain  the  good  will  and  confidence 
of  my  associates  at  home  I expect  to  be 
with  you  two  years  hence.  I will  carry 
many  pleasant  memories  with  me  from 
this  office  and  I assure  you  that  the  con- 
stant support  of  my  friends  will  be  one  of 
the  treasured  recollections  I carry  with 
me.  Again,  I want  to  thank  you  for  the 
past  courtesies  and  honors  conferred  upon 
me.  (Applause).

Delegate  Snellings  of  Local  99 — There 
has  been  some  question  amongst  the  dele- 
gates as  to  when  our  new  constitution  ad- 
opted by  this  convention  goes  into  effect. 
Would  ask  a ruling  of  the  Chair,  as  to 
when  the  new  constitution  will  go  into  ef- 
fect. 

President  Comerford — The  Chair  holds 
that  inasmuch  as  the  term  of  the  present 
officers  expires  the  last  day  of  this  month, 
the  new  constitution  goes  into  effect  the 
first  of  October. 

Delegate  Gralfs,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mitee  on  Charters,  made  the  following  re- 
port. On  the  application  for  charter  for 
street  paving  engineers  of  Chicago,  111., 
we  recommend  it  be  referred  to  the  in- 
coming Executive  Board  for  action  forth- 
with.

Delegate  Moser,  Secretary  of  the  Reso- 
lution Committee,  made  the  following  re- 
port. 

Resolution  No.  22,  presented  by  Dele- 
gate Williams  of  Local  390,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  Western  Federation  of  Min- 
ers are  again  about  to  make  application  for 
a charter  in  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, and  claim  jurisdiction  over  all  crafts 
employed  in  and  around  the  mines,  mills 
and  smelters  now  affiliated  with  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor;  and. 

Whereas,  We  knowing  the  bitter  opposi- 
tion of  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners 
to  Local  Union  No.  390  and  all  other  Local 
Unions  affiliated  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  firmly  believe  if  said  char- 
ter is  granted  that  it  will  mean  the  disrup- 
tion of  all  Local  Unions  in  the  territory  of 
Arizona;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  membership  of  Globe 
Local  Union  No.  390,  I.  U.  S.  E.,  request  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers  to 
do  all  in  their  power  to  stop  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners  from  getting  any 
charter  except  one  permitting  them  to  es- 
tablish a Metalliferous  Mining  Department 


along  craft  lines,  same  as  have'  been  grant- 
ed to  all  crafts  affiliated  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor. 

Committee  recommends  non-concur- 
rence. TMs  matter  has  been  carried  by  a 
former  resolution. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of 
the  committee  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  23,  presented  by  Delegate 
Williams  of  Local  390,  as  follows: 

Seeing  that  Globe  Local  Union  No.  390  of 
the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
is  the  only  Local  Union  affiliated  with  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  in  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Arizona,  and  knowing  that  there 
is  a good  field  for  an  organizer  to  work  in 
said  Territory,  as  there  can  be  organized  at 
least  about  fifteen  Locals;  therefore  be  it

315  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  by  hoisting  building 
material  on  elevators  in  defiance  to  the  in- 
structions given  them  to  cease  doing  so,  by

Resolved,  That  it  be  the  sense  of  this  con- 
vention to  instruct  our  General  President  to

Resolved,  That  our  delegates  to  the  next 
convention  of  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment, A.  F.  of  L.  be  instructed  to  have  the 
convention  instruct  the  United  Elevator 
Constructors’  Union  to  cause  their  members 
to  cease  doing  our  work,  namely,  hoisting 
building  material  on  elevators.

Carried.

Whereas,  The  International  Unions  of 
Steam  Engineers,  composed  of  supposedly 
intelligent  men  from  the  United  States  ami 
Canada,  capable  of  enacting  legislation  and 
enforcing  same  in  a manner  conductive  to 
the  best  interests  and  welfare  of  the  Inter- 
national Union  of  Steam  Engineers,  without 
the  aid  of  outside  legal  interference  or  re- 
sort to  the  courts,  one  against  the  other; 
be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  all  questions  of  interpreta- 
tion of  the  laws  or  constitution  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Steam  Engineers  shall 
be  submitted  to,  and  be  interpreted  by,  the 
General  Executive  Board.

Whereas,  A strike  has  been  in  progress  in 
the  Breweries  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
since  the  20th  of  May,  1910,  the  Engineers 
as  well  as  all  other  union  men  employed  be- 
ing involved;  and, 

Whereas,  The  action  of  No.  72  in  calling 
out  its  members  in  the  Breweries  in  the  face 
of  the  fact  that  its  contract  (one  of  the  best 
presented  to  the  employers  by  any  Local 
of  this  organization)  had  been  ■ agreed  to, 
has  been  recognized  by  organized  labor  of 
Los  Angeles  as  a great  sacrifice  to  main- 
tain the  standing  of  the  Engineers  both  lo- 
cally and  national:  and. 

Whereas,  The  Internationals  of  all  the  or- 
ganizations involved  have  had  representa- 
tives in  Los  Angeles  to  look  after  the  in- 
terests of  their  organizations  since  said 
strike  started;  and, 

Whereas,  This  long  continued  fight  has 
drained  the  resources  of  Local  No.  72  to  the 
extent  that  its  treasury  is  almost  depleted; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  this,  the  Twelfth  Convention 
of  International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers, 
that  the  General  President  of  this  organiza- 
tion be  instructed  to  send  or  designate  a 
member  of  this  organization  to  represent 
this  organization  in  Los  Angeles  until  said 
strike  in  the  Breweries  is  settled. 

Recommend  that  this  resolution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  incoming  Executive  Board. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  be  concurred 
in.  Carried. 

Delegate  Carroll  of  Local  72,  Secretary 
of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  upon 
the  report  of  Delegate  Moser  report  as 
follows : 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Twelfth 

Convention  of  the  International  Union  of 

Steam  Engineers: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Petition  of  Bro. 
Moser,  do  hereby  report  as  follows: 

1st.  In  the  matter  of  the  annulment  of 
his  contract  with  the  International  Union  of 
Steam  Engineers  we  recommend  that  his 
petition  be  granted. 

2nd.  In  the  matter  of  commissions  due 
Bro  .Moser,  we  recommend  that  they  be  paid 
him  promptly  when  due  on  all  contracts 
for  advertising  in  the  International  Steam 
Engineer,  written  by  him  during  life  of  said 
contracts. 

3rd.  It  being  apparent  to  this  committee 
that  the  duties  involved  in  the  management 
of  the  International  Steam  Engineer,  our  of- 


flcl&l  magazine,  besides  the  duties  as  Gen- 
eral President  is  more  than  the  General 
resident  of  this  organization  can  properly 
attend  to,  we  would  therefore  recommend 
that  the  General  President  be  empowered  to 
employ  an  assistant  who  has  the  approval 
of  the  General  Executive  Board. 

4th.  We  would  further  recommend  that 
no  Local  Union  of  this  organization  be  al- 
lowed under  any  circumstance  to  issue  any 
souvenir  book,  chart,  programme,  etc., 
which  in  any  way  interferes  with  or  in- 
fringes on  the  advertising  field  of  the  In- 
ternational Steam  Engineer.

Amendment  lost.  Motion  to  adopt  the 
report  of  the  committee  carried. 
Committee  on  Grievances  report: 

We,  your  committe  on  Grievances,  having 
had  the  following  cases  under  consideration 
beg  leave  to  report  and  recommend  as  fol- 
lows: 

LOCAL  69  VERSUS  AUXILIARY. 

To  the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers, Brothers: 

We,  the  Street  Paving  Engineers  of  Chi- 
cago, Auxiliary  to  Local  No.  69,  I.  U.  S.  E., 
placed  a grievance  before  our  convention 
held  in  Philadelphia,  in  September,  1908. 

The  matter  was  placed  before  the  Griev- 
ance Committee  and  after  a hearing  of  Lo- 
cal No.  69  and  its  Auxiliary,  the  Grievance 
Committee  recommended  to  the  Convention 
that  an  executive  officer  be  sent  to  Chicago 
to  adjust  the  difference  between  Local  69 
and  its  Auxiliary,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Convention,  and  as  soon  after  the  Conven- 
tion as  was  possible,  President  Matt  Comer- 
ford  came  to  Chicago  and  got  a committee 
from  each  organization  together,  consisting 
of  Brothers  E.  A.  Davis,  Matt  Borwick  and 
J.  G.  Hannahan  of  Local  69,  and  Brothers 
M.  F.  Murphy,  C.  J.  Lynch  and  Matt  Keefe 
of  the  Auxiliary. 

We  entered  into  a working  agreement 
temporarily.  A copy  was  given  to  President 
Comerford,  a copy  was  given  to  Local  69 
and  a copy  to  its  Auxiliary,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  we  should  all  meet  again  at 
some  future  time  that  President  Comerford 
would  be  in  Chicago,  but  unfortunately  an- 
other meeting  was  never  held  because  each 
future  time  that  President  Comerford  was 
in  Chicago,  he  would  be  busy  on  the  ex-No. 
3 case,  and  at  his  request,  we  delayed  our 
meeting  because  we  figured  the  No.  3 case 
more  important  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
International  Union  of  Steam  Engineers 
than  ours  was,  and  because,  at  that  time 
and  for  the  first  year  of  our  agreement,  Lo- 
cal No.  69  lived  to  the  letter  of  the  agree- 
ment, but  when  the  season  of  1909  closed  on 
street  work  and  our  members  started  to  go 
to  Local  No.  69  office  for  whatever  extra 
work  there  was,  which  according  to  the 
agreement,  our  members  were  to  receive 
first  preference,  they  found  that  members 
of  the  other  Locals  were  receiving  prefer- 
ences over  them  and  they  commenced  to 
complain  to  our  Business  Representative, 
and  at  our  meeting,  causing  a great  deal  of 
dissension  in  our  ranks,  so  our  Business 
Representative,  Matt  Keefe,  was  instructed 
by  the  Auxiliary  to  take  the  matter  up  with 
Brother  Hannahan,  and  on  February  14, 
1910,  Brother  Keefe  told  Brother  Hanna- 
han that  he  thought  it  would  be  best  if  Lo- 
cal No.  69  would  agree  to  let  the  Auxiliary 
have  an  independent  charter,  because  as 
long  as  we  were  an  Auxiliary  to  Local  69 
our  members  would  expect  preference,  and 
Brother  Hannahan  told  Brother  Keefe  that 
if  our  members  expected  preference,  they 
were  selfish,  after  Local  69  allowed  them 
to  work  on  rollers  in  the  summer  months, 
and  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  Local 
69  would  not  consent  to  the  Auxiliary  hav- 
ing an  independent  charter.  He  said  that 
there  is  only  eight  extra  men  out  and  six 
of  them  are  members  of  the  Auxiliary,  while 
at  the  time  only  three  members  of  the  Aux- 
iliary were  working  on  Local  69  work.  Fol- 
lowing are  complaints  entered  by  members 
of  the  Auxiliary  of  Local  69: 

Brother  Mart  Harrington  went  to  Local 
69  office  December  4.  1909,  and  received  no 
employment  until  December  29,  1909 — he  got 
two  days’  work — yet  he  says  members  of 
other  Locals  were  put  to  work  each  day. 
Brother  Ed  Mahoney  reported  at  Local  69 
office  December  23,  1909,  and  went  there 
daily  until  February  15,  1910,  when  he  went 
to  work  on  rollers — he  only  received  two 
days’  work  from  Local  69,  yet  he  reported 
at  several  of  our  meetings  that  members  of 
other  Locals  were  sent  to  work  dally  by  Lo- 
cal 69. 

Brother  W.  Fisher  reported  to  office  of 
Local  69  December  10,  1909,  and  he  w&i 


given  a permit  to  work  on  9(5  Washington 
street  on  January  26,  1910,  and  he  also  re- 
ported that  members  of  other  locals  were 
sent  out  daily  over  our  members.  Brother 
Fisher  was  operating  gasoline  mixer.  Bro- 
ther Hannahan  told  Brother  Keefe  on  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1910,  that  he  was  told  that  as  soon 
as  Brother  Fisher  was  relieved  each  night, 
when  the  next  engineer,  who  was  a mem- 
ber of  Local  116,  would  relieve  him,  the 
mixer  would  shut  down  and  the  other  men 
thought  Brother  Fisher  was  monkeying 
with  the  engine.  Keefe  told  Brother  Han- 
nahan that  Brother  Fisher  had  a good  rep- 
utation in  the  Auxiliary  and  that  he  always 
was  successful  with  a gasoline  engine  and 
he  did  not  think  that  Brother  Fisher  would 
do  anything  wrong,  but  that  if  Brother 
Hannahan  thought  that  Brother  Fisher  was 
doing  anything  wrong,  to  take  him  off  the 
Job  and  prefer  charges  against  him  and  the 
Auxiliary  would  go  to  the  bottom  of  the 
case.  Brother  Fisher  was  taken  off  the 
Job  and  none  of  the  Engineers  that  were  left 
on  the  Job  could  make  the  engine  run,  so 
the  superintendent  of  the  company  sent 
messengers  to  Brother  Fisher’s  house  to 
come  back  to  work.  Brother  Fisher  would 
not  go.  so  on  the  morning  of  February  14, 
1910,  the  superintendent  of  the  Job  came  to 
the  office  of  Local  69  and  requested  Brother 
Hannahan  to  send  Brother  Fisher  to  the 
Job.  Brother  Hannahan  agreed  to  do  so. 
Brother  Keefe  was  present  and  he  asked 
Brother  Hannahan  if  he  was  satisfied  that 
the  stories  he  had  heard  about  Brother 
Fisher  were  not  lies.  Brother  Hannahan 
said,  "No,”  so  Brother  Keefe  would  not  al- 
low Brother  Fisher  to  go  back  on  the  Job 
until  Local  69  either  proved  the  charges  or 
acquitted  him.  Brother  Keefe  said:  “This 
man  is  liable  to  be  made  a scapegoat  of  by 
the  men  on  the  Job  and  lose  his  member- 
ship, and  if  so,  it  is  best  for  him  not  to  go 
back.”  February  23,  1910,  charges  were 

preferred  against  Brother  Fisher  nine  days 
after  Brother  Keefe  refused  to  let  him  go  to 
work,  and  the  Auxiliary  received  no  offi- 
cial notice  of  it.  March  2,  1910.  a trial  com- 
mitteee  was  elected  by  Local  69  on  the  Fish- 
er case — not  one  member  of  the  Auxiliary 
was  on  the  trial  committee.  Now,  we  be- 
lieve we  should  have  been  notified  of  the 
charges  and  should  have  tried  Brother  Fish- 
er by  our  members,  or  at  least,  be  given  a 
chance  to  have  members  on  the  committee, 
because  we  feel  that  we  are  part  of  the 
same  Local,  and  when  a man’s  membership 
is  at  stake,  someone  that  knows  him  should 
be  on  the  committee  ,or  at  least  be  given  a 
chance  to  be. 

According  to  the  present  arrangement,  our 
members  have  no  right  to  a voice  in  the 
nomination  of  anyone  at  Local  69  meetings, 
so  they  can  prefer  charges  against  any  of 
our  members  and  try  them  bv  their  mem- 
bers, which  does  not  seem  fair  to  us. 

Wednesday,  March  9,  1910,  Brother  Da- 
vis refused  to  entertain  the  report  of  the 
trial  committee  and  at  that  same  meeting, 
Brother  Hannahan  gave  Brother  Fisher  a 
permit  and  sent  him  to  work,  while  he  was 
under  charges.  At  a later  meeting,  the  trial 
committee  brought  in  a verdict  of  "Guilty” 
against  Brother  Fisher,  but  no  punishment 
was  administered  to  him — showing,  in  our 
opinion,  that  Local  69  had  no  case  against 
him,  Judging  from  punishment  that  has  been 
administered  to  other  members  of  Local  69. 

Brother  Phillips  reported  at  Local  office 
December  29,  1909,  and  did  not  receive  any 
employment  until  January  17,  1910.  when  he 
was  given  a few  days’  work,  and  he  reports 
that  members  of  other  Locals  were  sent  out 
dally. 

Brother  J.  B.  Evans  sat  in  Local  69  hall 
on  January  11,  1910,  and  took  orders  for 
twenty  engineers — out  of  it  Brother  Mike 
Hannahan,  Mart  Harrington  and  J.  B.  Evans 
were  put  to  work,  leaving  seventeen  Jobs 
to  go  to  members  of  other  Locals. 

On  Saturday,  January  15,  1910,  and  on 
Monday,  January  17,  1910,  Brother  Fisher 
sat  in  Local  69  hall  and  received  orders  for 
eighteen  engineers.  Brothers  Jaros  and 
y Phillips  were  the  only  two  of  our  members 


put  to  work,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  Jobs  to 
go  to  members  of  other  Locals.  $ 

Tuesday,  January  18,  1910,  four  men  of 
other  Locals  were  sent  out  and  eight  of  our 
men  sat  in  the  office;  namely.  Brothers 
Fisher,  Newkirk,  Lasorr,  Anzelon,  Mann, 
Mahoney,  Schlessler  and  Allen. 

Wednesday,  January  19,  1910.  Brother 
Hannahan  asked  Brother  Laster  what  he 
was  doing.  Brother  Laster  told  him,  "Noth- 
ing.” Brother  Hannahan  then  asked  Bro- 
ther Laster  how  many  of  our  men  were  out 
of  work.  Brother  Laster  told  him  “About 
twenty  that  wanted  work,  about  twenty 
that  did  not  want  work  and  about  twenty 
working.”  Brother  Hannahan  told  him 
things  were  awfully  slow  Just  now,  but  he 
expected  it  would  pick  up  soon  ,and  Bro- 
ther Hannahan  right  then  in  Brother  Eas- 
ter’s presence  issued  three  permits  to  mem- 
bers of  other  Locals.  A member  of  Local 
69  told  Brothers  Mahoney  and  Fisher  that 
they  were  short  of  engineers  at  the  Sher- 
man house  Job  and  for  them  to  ask  Bro- 
ther Hannahan  to  send  them  out,  as  the  men 
had  worked  extra  shifts  and  wanted  to  be 
relieved.  Brother  Mahoney  asked  Brother 
Hannahan,  when  he  saw  him,  to  send  him 
out.  Brother  Hannahan  told  him  he  had 
men  of  his  own  idle  yet  .at  their  meeting 
that  same  night,  Brother  Hannahan  reported 
being  short  of  five  engineers.  According  to 
our  Financial  Secretary,  M.  C.  Jaster,  who 
attended  that  meeting,  Monday,  January  24, 
1910,  Brother  Evans  of  Local  402  was  sent 
to  work  by  Brother  Hannahan  in  the  pres- 
ence of  three  of  our  members,  namely,  W. 
Fisher,  J.  B.  Evans  and  H.  W.  Laster.  ' 

Monday,  January  31,  1910,  Brother  Shields 
of  Local  400  was  sent  out  on  permit  by  Bro- 
ther Hannahan  over  Brothers  B.  Williams, 
Frank  Jaros  and  John  Mason. 

Monday,  February  7,  1910,  a brother 
named  Smith  of  one  of  the  other  Locals  was 
sent  to  work  by  Brother  Hannahan,  and 
Brothers  F.  Jaros,  J.  Mann,  A1  Phillips,  Geo. 
Newkirk  and  Louis  Anzelon,  were  present. 
Tuesday,  February  8,  1910,  Brother  Hanna- 
han sent  eight  men  out  on  permit  and  Bro- 
thers Anzelon,  Phillips,  Jaros,  C.  Evans 
and  G.  Newkirk  were  in  Local  69  office. 
Monday,  February  14,  1910,  three  members 
of  other  Locals  were  sent  out  on  permits 
and  Brothers  Mahoney,  Nolan,  Fisher,  Mann 
and  A.  Evans  of  the  Auxiliary  were  present. 
February  16,  1910,  Brother  Laster  was  taken 
off  a job  at  Polk  and  Washtenaw  by  Bro- 
ther Hannahan,  where  he  was  acting  fore- 
man by  consent  of  Brother  Hannahan. 
There  had  been  no  complaint  against  him 
entered,  and  Brother  McLain  of  Local  402 
was  left  on  the  job.  March  2,  1910,  Brother 
Hannahan  reported  at  meeting  that  he  need- 
ed about  six  men.  Brother  Fisher,  Brother 
C.  Evans,  J.  B.  Evans  and  M.  C.  Jaster  were 
at  the  meeting,  but  were  not  sent  out. 
Thursday,  March  3rd,  Bro.  Hannahan  sent 
out  three  members  of  other  Locals  and 
Brothers  L.  C.  Phelps,  Jas.  Farrell  were 
present.  Friday,  March  4th,  Brother  Han- 
nahan sent  out  four  members  of  other  Lo- 
cals and  Brothers  Jaros,  Phelps,  Farrell, 
Mann  and  Evans  were  present.  Saturday, 
March  5,  1910,  Brother  Hannahan  sent  out 
three  members  of  other  Locals.  Brothers 
Phelps,  Anzelon,  Schlessler,  A.  H.  Evans  and 
J.  Mann  were  present. 

Wednesday,  March  9,  1910,  two  members 
of  other  Locals  were  sent  out.  Brothers 
Stollnack  and  Anselon  were  present. 

Thursday,  March  10,  1910,  two  members  of 
other  Locals  were  sent  out  by  A.  H.  Evans. 
B.  W.  Lyons,  Thos,  Farrell  and  Anselon 
were  present. 

Friday,  March  11,  1910,  two  members  of 
other  Locals  were  sent  out.  Stollnack,  An- 
selon, Phelps  and  Jaros  were  present. 

March  21,  1910,  twelve  members  of  other 
Locals  were  sent  out  and  two  of  ours.  Phil- 
lips and  Schlessler  and  Brothers  James  Far- 
rell, J.  B.  Evans  and  Jaros  were  present. 

March  29,  1910,  Brother  Keefe  told  Bro- 
ther Hannahan  not  to  send  any  members  of 
the  Auxiliary  out  on  their  work  as  our  own 
work  was  opening  up  and  that  most  of  our 
men  were  working  and  he  would  need  the 
rest  of  them  in  a few  days. 


April  2,  1910,  at  a regular  meeting  held 
by  the  Auxiliary  to  Local  69,  with  forty-two 
members  present,  a motion  was  made  and 
carried  With  only  one  in  the  negative  to 
grant  Brother  Lynch  a withdrawal  card.  He 
was  at  the  time  night  Round  House  Fore- 
man for  Pere  Marquette  R.  R.  and  was  not 
working  at  our  business.  Brother  Lynch 
appealed  to  Local  69  and  Brother  Davis 
ruled  that  the  Auxiliary  had  no  authority 
to  give  Brother  Lynch  a withdrawal  card, 
although  he  was  not  working  at  our  trade. 
We  protested  against  Brother  Davis’  ruling 
and  told  Brother  Davis  that  if  Lynch  would 
go  to  work  at  our  trade,  we  were  sure  our 
members  would  withdraw  their  applications 
fer  Brother  Lynch’s  withdrawal  card.  Bro- 
ther Davis  ruled  that  we  would  have  to  take 
Ejjmch  back  if  he  never  went  to  work  at  our 
isasdness,  so  according  to  that  we  feel  as 
0j®ngh  Brother  Davis  can  overrule  any  mo- 
'fjba  we  make.  We  reported  Brother  Da- 
Tte*  ruling  at  our  next  regular  meeting  of 
Jkaxiliary  and  forty-three  members  were 
present.  They  unanimously  decided  to  ig- 
n-erre  Brother  Davis’  ruling. 

Brothers  Murphy  and  Keefe  of  the  Aux- 
iliary were  notified  by  Brother  Matt  Bor- 
wick  of  Local  69  of  a meeting  to  be  held  by 
the  Joint  Committees,  May  4th,  1910.  Bro- 
thers M.  F.  Murphy  and  Matt  Keefe  were 
present  for  the  Auxiliary  and  Brothers 
Matt  Borwick,  E.  A-  Davis  and  J.  G.  Han- 
nahan  for  Local  69.  Brother  Davis  stated 
that  the  meeting  was  called  to  tell  the  Aux- 
iliary that  Lynch  had  appealed  to  Brother 
Davis  regarding  the  actions  taken  by  the 
Auxiliary  in  ignoring  Brother  Davis’  rul- 
ing. Murphy  and  Keefe  told  Brother  Davis 
that  Lynch  had  not  acted  right  while  he  was 
Business  Agent  and  that  he  was  hustling 
for  roller  commissions.  We  produced  a let- 
ter from  the  Kelly  Road  Roller  Company. 
Davis  said  the  letter  did  not  help  any  one 
but  Lynch  ,and  that  his  ruling  remained 
the  same  and  that  we  would  be  damn  badly 
fooled  if  we  ever  expected  to  get  it  changed 
by  International  officers.  That  Local  69 
was  going  to  fight  it  out  in  Chicago.  We 
told  him  that  suited  us  and  to  go  ahead  and 
fight  it  out — our  members  were  going  to 
stand  by  their  actions  and  would  not  admit 
Lynch  until  he  went  back  in  our  business. 

We  adjourned.  Now,  we  have  separate 
meetings  from  Local  69.  Local  69  meets 
every  Wednesday  night — the  Auxiliary  to 
Local  69  meets  the  first  and  third  Satur- 
day in  each  month.  We  elect  a set  of  offi- 
cers, yet  when  any  questions  arise,  Bro- 
ther Davis  claims  he  is  our  President,  but 
not  an  officer,  and  only  one  member  of  Lo- 
cal 69  ever  attended  our  meeting.  We  are 
doing  business  with  three  Rituals,  one  Fi- 
nancial Secretary’s  book  and  one  Recording 
Secretary’s  book.  We  have  not  any  charter 
of  any  kind  to  meet  under,  which  is  a vio- 
lation of  law  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  Our 
Financial  Secretary  goes  to  Local  69  meet- 
ings and  turns  our  monthly  report  and  per 
capita  tax  over  to  the  Financial  Secretary 
of  Local  69,  and  we  are  compelled  to  pay 
the  Financial  Secretary  of  Local  69  $10.00 
per  month  for  copying  our  Financial  Secre- 
tary’s report.  Our  per  capita  tax  is  as  large 
as  the  per  capita  tax  of  any  other  engineers, 
yet  we  never  receive  any  official  communi- 
cations from  the  I.  U.  S.  E.,  because  they  all 
go  to  Local  69  and  we  do  not  get  a copy  of 
» them.  Now,  we  cannot  send  out  any  offi- 
cial communications  because  we  have  no 
seal.  Our  wage  is  $5.00  per  day  straight 
time  and  it  is  in  our  opinion  unreasonable 
to  suppose  that  a body  of  men  capable  of 
getting  these  wages  can  be  satisfied  with 
our  existing  conditions. 

Therefore,  we  beg  of  you  to  grant  to  us  a 
charter,  or  else  eliminate  all  lines  between 
Local  69  and  its  Auxiliary  and  make  us  the 
one  Local.  We  have  been  an  Auxiliary  since 
the  Milwaukee  convention  and  do  not  think 
it  would  be  fair  to  expect  us  to  remain  as 
such  any  longer.

Secretary  McKee  made  a few  remarks, 
paying  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late 
Editor  of  the  Journal  and  past  President 
of  the  Organization  and  moved,  as  a token 
of  deep  respect  for  the  late  departed 
Brother  Monaghan  and  as  a recognition 
of  the  loss  sustained,  this  convention  rise 
to  its  feet  and  stand  in  silence  for  one 
minute.  Concurred  in. 

Vice  President  Snellings  in  the  Chair. 

President  McNulty  of  the  Electrical 
Workers  was  introduced;  addressed  the 
convention,  and  said  in  part: 

President  McNulty — Mr.  Chairman  and 
Delegates  to  the  convention  of  the  Steam 
Engineers;  It  is  a pleasure  to  me  to  have 
the  opportunity  to  say  a few  words  before 
you  adjourn.  One  of  the  most  important 
reasons  why  I want  to  speak  to  you  is  that 
the  engineers  and  electrical  workers  are 
so  closely  allied,  it  is  necessary  for  co- 
operation between  the  two  organizations, 
in  order  to  bring  success  to  both.  You 
realize  our  organization  has  been  up 
against  a secession  movement  by  those 
who  do  not  care  whether  the  principles  of 
the  labor  movement  are  maintained  or  not. 

I am  pleased  to  see  an  organization  that  is 
broad  enough,  when  assembled  together, 
thrash  out  the  differences  and  when  the 
majority  says,  this  is  what  we  believe, 
the  minority  falls  in  line  and  is  satisfied 
until  the  next  convention  comes  along  and 
they  can  then  thrash  it  out  further.  I 
want  to  say  our  secession  movement  is 


Swindling  very  fast  and  with  your  co-op- 
eration and  all  organizations  affiliated 
with  the  A.  F.  of  L.  we  will  again  be  un- 
der one  banner  and  the  principles  of  or- 
ganized labor  will  be  sustained.  I hope 
your  convention  will  bring  about  a great 
deal  of  good  for  those  you  represent. 

Delegate  Hannahan  of  Local  69  offered 
a motion  that  a rising  vote  of  thanks  be 
extended  to  General  President  McNulty. 
Carried  by  a rising  vote. 

President  Comerford  made  a few  re- 
marks and  thanked  President  McNulty  for 
his  address. 

Delegate  Feeney  of  Local  86  asked  the 
consent  of  the  convention  to  present  a 
resolution  that  Local  Unions  be  permit- 
ted to  form  Ladies’  Auxiliaries.  Objection 
raised. 

Delegate  Feeney  insisted  that  the  reso- 
lution be  read  and  adopted. 

Delegate  Huddell,  Local  4,  called  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  the  convention 
made  provision  for  expenses  of  the 
stenographer  and  offered  a motion  that 
the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  pay  her 
the  sum  of ' seventy-five  dollars  for 
her  services  at  this  convention  and 
pay  all  expenses  to  and  from  her  home 
and  while  in  this  city.  Seconded  by  Dele- 
gate Bennett.

Delegate  VonKothen  of  Local  85 — 1 
move  that  the  salary  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent be  increased  $500.00  a year. 

Vice  President  Snellings — The  motion  Is 
out  of  order;  the  General  President’s  sal- 
ary is  $2,500.00  a year  and  is  so  stated 
in  the  constitution. 

Delegate  VonKothen  of  -Local  85 — I 
move  that  the  salary  of  the  General  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer be  increased  $500.00  a 
year.  Seconded. 

The  Chair — That  motion  is  in  order. 

Delegate  Bannon  of  Local  152  asked 
why  this  motion  was  in  order,  when  the 
other  motion  was  declared  out  of  order. 

Vice  President  Snellings  stated — The 
constitution  stated  specifically  what  the 
salary  of  the  General  President  is.  But 
in  the  section  of  the  constitution  provid- 
ing for  salary  of  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  it  is  worded  a little  different 
It  says,  the  salary  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary shall  be  $2,000  per  year,  this  salary 
may  be  increased  by  the  convention. 

Delegate  Huddell  of  Local  No.  4 stated, 
while  he  was  in  favor  of  high  salaries,  ho 
was  not  in  favor  of  paying  a new  secre- 
tary in  the  beginning  of  his  duties  such 
an  increase. 

Delegate  Bennett  of  Local  6 — Do  I un- 
derstand that  motion  to  increase  the  sal- 
ary of  the  General  Secretary  is  in  order? 

The  Chair  replied,  the  motion  is  in  or- 
der. 

Delegate  Bennett  appealed  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  Chair  on  that  motion. 

President  Comerford  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Bennett  of  Local  No.  6 stated 
his  reasons  for  appealing  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Chair  and  read  the  section  re- 
garding the  salary  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer wherein  it  stated,  the  sal- 
ary of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall  be  Two  Thousand  Dollars  per  year. 
It  stopped  there.  The  rest  was  another 
sentence,  and  held  the  salary  could  be 
increased,  but  would  have  to  be  changed  in 
the  regular  manner  by  an  amendment  to 
the  constitution. 

Vice  President  Snellings  stated  his  rea- 
sons for  declaring  the  motion  to  increase 
the  salary  of  the  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer in  order.  Upon  reading  the  consti- 
tution he  was  of  the  opinion  it  could  be 
done,  as  it  stated,  “it  may  be  increased  by 
the  convention,  while  not  personally  in 
favor  of  it,  it  was  a question  of  whether 
it  could  be  done,  according  to  the  section 
in  the  constitution  it  gives  privilege  to 
the  convention  to  increase  that  salary. 

The  Chair  was  sustained. 

Vice  President  Snellings  resumed  the 
chair. 

The  original  motion  was  put — to  iD- 
crease  the  salary  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to  $2,500.00  a year,  instead 
of  $2,000.00. 

The  Chair  being  in  doubt  as  to  the  vote, 
a rising  vote  was  taken.  There  were  16 


for  to  38  against.  The  motion  was  lost. 

, Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  29,  presented  by  Delegates 
Packard  of  Local  139,  as  follows: 

I,  the  delegate  of  Local  No.  139,  I.  U.  S.  E. 
from  Milwaukee,  Wls.,  hereby  wish  to  place 
a request.  That  an  International  Organizer 
be  placed  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  espe- 
cially in  Milwaukee,  as  the  time  is  now  ripe 
there  for  organizing  the  engineers  of  our 
state. 

Recommend  this  resolution  he  referred 
to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

The  Chair — No  objection,  that  course 
will  be  pursued. 

Resolution  Committee  report  on  Resolu- 
tion No.  33,  presented  by  Delegate  Den- 
nett of  Local  No.  6,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  There  exists  at  the  present  time 
a jurisdiction  dispute  between  Local  Union 
No.  6 and  the  Brewery  Workers;  and, 

Whereas,  This  dispute  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  General  President;  now,  therefore. 

Resolved,  The  General  President  or  his 
successor  (providing  there  be  one)  be  in- 
structed to  continue  his  efforts  to  settle  this 
subject  matter  according  to  his  best  judg- 
ment. 

This  has  been  withdrawn,  therefore  no 
action  is  necessary.

the  disadvantage  of  I.  U.  S.  E.  members  who 
carry  only  Engineers’  card;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  It  be  the  sense  of  this  con- 
vention to  instruct  all  members  of  the  I.  U. 
S.  E.  to  give  up  their  membership  cards  In 
other  labor  organizations;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  General  President  of 
the  I.  U.  S.  E.  call  the  attention  of  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Department  .and  also  the  atten- 
tion of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
to  the  fact  that  several  crafts  permit  their 
members  to  carry  cards  in  more  than  one 
affiliated  body  of  the  above  mentioned  par- 
ent organization,  and  request  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  and  the  B.  T.  Dept,  to  have  such  practices 
stopped. 

Recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

Delegate  Carroll  of  Local  72  offered  a 
motion  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be 
non-concurred  in. 

Discussion  by  Delegates  Carroll  of  Local 
72,  Woods  of  Local  2,  Cassidy  of  Local  315, 
Feeney  of  Local  86,  and  Delegate  Zeigler 
of  Local  66,  and  Delegate  Roberts  of 
Local  67. 

President  Comerford  in  the  chair. 

Delegate  Zeigler  of  Local  66  offered 
a substitute,  that  this  matter  be  left  to 
the  Incoming  Executive  Board  to  co-ope- 
rate with  the  officers  of  the  different  local 
unions  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  our 
organization  to  the  best  interests  of  all 


concerned. 

President  Comerford  and  Delegate  Pack- 
ard of  Local  139  spoke  on  the  subject. 
Substitute  motion  carried.  * 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  the 
resolution  presented  by  Delegate  O’Brien 
of  Local  104,  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Second 
Biennial  Convention,  I.  U.  S.  E. : 

Gentlemen — I,  the  delegate  of  Local  No. 
104,  I.  U.  S.  E„  from  Philadelphia,  do  hereby 
request  that  an  International  Organizer  be 
sent  to  Philadelphia  and  vicinity,  as  it  is  in 
a most  deplorable  condition. 

Recommend  that  this  resolution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  incoming  Executive  Board. 
Upon  motion,  carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  the 
resolution  presented  by  Delegate  L.  A. 
Bunker  of  Local  36,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  Pacific  Coast  of  the  State 
of  Washington  are  in  dire  need  of  assistance 
in  re-organizing,  and  organizing  of  the  oth- 
er localities  not  yet  lined  up:  therefore, 

be  it 

Resolved,  That  an  Organizer  be  placed  In 
the  so-called  i\orthwest  field  as  early  as 
possible. 

Recommend  that  this  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Board. 

Upon  motion,  report  of  the  committee 
concurred  in. 

Resolutions  Committee  report  on  Resolu- 
tion No.. 30,  presented  by  Delegate  Zeigler 
of  Local  66,  as  follows: 

While  we,  the  officers  and  delegates  in 
convention  assembled,  recognize  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  combined  action  in  labor 
troubles  among  all  trades  employed  In  the 
Building  industry  of  the  country  and  are  in 
favor  of  all  trades  employed  upon  building 
operations  being  affiliated  with  the  local 
Building  Trades  Departments  throughout 
the  country,  affiliated  with  the  A.  F.  of  L., 
we  also  believe  that  all  Building  Trades  af- 
filiated with  the  A.  F.  of  L.  should  be  com- 
pelled to  comply  with  laws  of  Building 
Trades  Department  by  having  all  their  vari- 
ous Local  Unions  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Canada  become  affiliated  with 
the  Local  Building  Trades  Department  in 
their  respective  localities:  therefore,  be  It 
Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Executive 
Board  be  Instructed  to  demand  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Building  Trades  Department  of 
A.  F.  of  L.  that  this  law  be  lived  up  to  by 
all  affiliated  organizations  within  sixty  (60) 
days  from  this  date;  and  if  this  is  not  com- 
plied with  it  shall  be  left  up  to  our  various 
Local  Unions  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada  to  use  their  own  judgment  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  their  Local  Union  becoming 
affiliated  with  the  Building  Trades  Depart- 
ment of  their  particular  locality. 

Recommend  the  adoption  of  this  resolu- 
tion. 

On  motion  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  concurred  in. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  34,  presented  by  Delegate 
Carroll  of  Local  72,  as  follows: 

Be  it  resolved,  by  the  Twelfth  Convention 
of  the  International  Union  of  Steam  Engi- 
neers, That  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall  provide  all  members  in  good  standing 
through  the  Financial  Secretary  of  each  Lo- 
cal Union  with  a membership  book  and  he 
shall  provide  the  Financial  Secretaries  of 
each  Local  Union  with  due  stamps  as  pro- 
vided by  the  constitution. 

The  membership  book  properly  filled  out 
and  signed  shall  in  itself  be  bona  fide  evi- 
dence that  the  holder  has  been  duly  initiat- 
ed into  the  organization,  and  membership 
books  shall  contain  space  for  due  and  as- 
sessment stamps  and  shall  be  provided  with 
a blank  space  to  be  ptinched  (or  filled  out  in 
ink)  so  that  the  holder  can  be  thoroughly 
described  for  future  Identification. 


Membsrehip  books  shall  be.  good  for  two 
years  and  new  ones  shall  be  furnished  free 
on  the  return  of  the  old  ones,  but  should  a 
member  wish  to  retain  his  old  book  a fee 
of  ten  (10)  cents  shall  be  charged  for  the 
new  one.  Should  a member  lose  his  mem- 
bership book  a duplicate  shall  be  Issued  on 
the  payment  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents. 

Recommend  that  we  do  not  concur  In 
this  resolution. 

Moved  and  seconded  the  report  of  the 
committee  be  concurred  In. 

Delegate  Carroll  of  Local  72  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  resolution. 

Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on 
Resolution  No.  17,  presented  by  Delegate 
William  Gallagher  of  Local  184a,  New 
York,  N.  Y.,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  employes  of  the  Excavating 
Industry  of  New  York  City  and  vicinity  are 
continually  resorting  to  every  method  to 
divide  the  respective  Local  Unions  of  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  directly  interested  in  the  Porta- 
ble Hoisting  Industry  on  all  excavating 
work,  by  using  one  local  against  another,, 
thereby  creating  unfriendly  relations  be- 
tween the  respective  Locals  Unions  of  the 
I.  U.  S.  E.  and  placing  the  employers  in  a 
position  to  fight  the  unions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Engineers  belonging  to 
the  I.  U.  S.  E.  be  not  allowed  or  permitted 
to  furnish  steam  to  a non-union  man  to 
operate  a hoisting  engine  while  there  are 
members  of  the  union  to  which  this  work 
properly  belongs,  namely,  Local  184  Branch 
A,  I.  U.  S.  E.,  out  of  employment,  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  any  engineer  in  charge  of 
a boiler  or  boilers  be  not  permitted  or  al- 
lowed to  have  a laborer  fire  or  operate  said 
boiler  or  boilers  while  the  engineer  is  re- 
quested to  run  and  operate  a hoisting  en- 
gine while  there  are  two  or  more  rock  drill- 
ing machines  taking  steam  from  said  boiler. 

Recommend  that  this  be  referred  to  the 
Joint  Executive  Board  of  New  York. 

Moved  and  seconded  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 
Carried. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  report  on  let- 
ter submitted  by  Local  87,  as  follows: 

On  request  of  Local  Union  No.  87,  I desire 
to  file  charges  against  Local  Union  No.  372, 
H.  & P.  for  admitting  one  Tracy,  a sus- 
pended member  of  Local  No.  87,  to  member- 
ship in  No.  372,  without  first  having  com- 
plied with  Article  23,  Section  1,  of  consti- 
tution. 

This  man  Tracy  was  formerly  a member 
of  Local  87  and  was  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues.  He  worked  at  his  trade  in 
Portland  and  vicinity  for  a long  time,  and 
after  he  was  suspended  I asked  him  per- 
sonally while  he  had  charge  of  the  Beck 
building  in  Portland  to  reinstate  himself 
and  he  refused  saying  that  he  could  make 
a d m sight  better  living  out  of  the  or- 

ganization than  he  ever  could  in  it. 

After  a time  he  was  admitted  to  member- 
ship in  the  Bridge  and  Structural  Iron 
Workers  and  was  placed  by  their  Business 
Agent,  J.  Cassidy,  running  a hoisting  engine 
on  the  new  Baker  building,  in  Portland. 
Complaint  was  made  by  H.  & P.  Local  872  to 
the  Building  Trades  of  Portland  and  Tracy 
was  ordered  to  join  H.  & P.  No.  372.  Local 
87  protested  against  him  being  admitted  to 
Local  372  without  first  complying  with  Ar- 
ticle 23  .Sectionl,  of  constitution.  The  pro- 
test was  Ignored  and  Tracy  admitted  to 
membership  in  Local  372,  H.  & P.
